I H E N the Kii:^ came to Zirri, which n* 1^ 
T was about the middle <£Ai^fiy beSSU*^ u 
(bund no part of either Anny disband-'^^"J^ 
ed j for, though Orders had been if- ««r^ scot- 
£ied to that purpole, yet the Money, hud. 
without which it could not be done, 
was not yet come to hand ' and be* 
caufe lb great a Sum could not be 
prelently procured, as would fatis^ 
Both, an Aft of Parliament had been 
pafi*d, for iheSBtitliiaion of the Principal Officers of the Ki^s 
Amy, by which tbey were promiTed Payment, upon theRi-* 
blick Faith, in Novemitr following ; till which time they were 
to relpite it, and be contented that thecommon Souldiers, and 
Inferior 016cers,Quxild be fully Satisfied upon their Disbanding. 
D u R I N o the time of the Kii^s abode at Tn-ij which was 
not many days , the Earl of H^Anu/, Lord General, made z 
filit to him for die making a Baron ; which, at thai time, might 
have been worth to tiim ten thoufand pounds. Whether thti 
King awrehended the mailing an un&t man , who mig^t 
dtflerve iiim in the Houie of Peers ; or whether he refolv'd 
to contain him&lf from enlarging that number, except upon 
in extraordinary relation to his Own Service, I know not : ^ 

but he thought not fit, at that time, to gratify the Earl ; by 
triiich He took himfelf to be highly DifoUiged ( as the 
Counters at that time look'd upon wnatfoever was Denied 
to them, u tjdcen from them) and having fecdv'd fome In- 
Vd. I. Part a. T fonnMion, 
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formation, from ^^ Jacob Afloley and Sr John Ofnsers, of fome 
idle paflages in the late tampering with the Army to Petition, 
which had not been before neard of ^ aflbon as the King was 
gone towards Scot/and ( though his Majefty hath (ince told 
me, ^< That he thought he had left him at parting in very 
<<good humour and devotion to His Service) the i^rl wrote 
a Letter to the Earl of Effex^ to be communicated in Parlia- 
ment, <^ That he found there had beeu (trange attempts made 
<* to Pervert, and Corrupt the Army, but, he doubted not, 
*^ he fhould be able to prevent any mifehief : the whole 
Senfe being fo myfterious, that it was no hard matter, s^er 
it was read in the Houfes, to perfwade men, that it related 
to fomewhat they had yet never heard ^ and being dated oa 
the Sixteenth day ol Au^ufi^ which muft be the time thaf 
the King was there, or newly gone thence f for he took his 
Journey from London on the Tenth) feemd to refieA oa 
fomewnat his Majeily fhould have attempted. Hereupon 
their Old Fears are awaken'd, and New ones intiifed into the 
People^ every man taking the liberty of making what inter- 
pretation he pleafed of that which no man underdood. 
rdgrrf The Papifts were the moft Popular Common-place, and 
}th Haufif the Butt againft whom all the Arrows were diredled y and fo, 
il^apijlt ^^^ ^^ *^^ F"B*it, an Order was made by Both Houfes 
rJ' ' a p*Qf Difarming all the Papifts in England: upon which, and 
the like Orders, thou^ feldom any thing was after dcme, or 
no matter of moment, yet it ferv'd to keep up the Fears and 
ApprehenGons in the People, of Dangers and Defigns, aixl 
to difindine them from any Reverence or A£fedtion to the 
Queen, whom they begun every day more implacablv to 
hate, and, confequently to difoblige. And, as upon tnole, 
and the like light occanons. They grew to a licence of Lan- 
guage, without the leafl refpedt of Perfons of how Venerable 
efiimation foever^ fo they departed from all Order Or Hi- 
larity in Debate; or Rules and Meafures in Judging; the 
chief Rulers amongft them, firfl defigning what They though^ 
Fit to be done, and the Red concluding any thing Lawml, 
that They thought, in order to the doing and compafling the 
fame : in which neither Laws nor Cuftoms could be admitted 
CO fignify any thing ag^inlt Their fenfe. 

I REMEMBER, about that time, in the providing Money 
for the Disbanding the Armies, upon which they were mar- 
velloufly foUicitous, from the time that the King went to- 
wards the North , there arofe a Queftion , " Whether Wil* 
'^mot, j^lhhurnhamj and Pollard, fhould receive their Pay due 
^^to them upon their icveral Commands, lying under the 
" Charge of the Plot, for bringing up, and Corrupting the 
^'Army; very many Paflionatcly alledging, "That Such men

^ ought not to receive their Pay , who had Forfeited thdr 
^Txm, : Yet there wanted not many who alledg'd, « That 
** TThey had the Security of an Adl of Parliament for their 
^ fhymeat^ and that in Juftice it could not be detahi'd from 
^them; that, though they lay under the Difpleafure of 
« the Houfe , they were fo fer from a Judgment yet , that 
^ diere was not fo much as a Charge againft them , but that 
** they were at liberty under Bail j and therefore, they could 
^not be faid to have Forfeited any thing that wa$ their own. 
In this debate the Houfe feem'd equally divided, till One^ 
who well knew what he fiiid, told them << That there could 
^not be any Reafonable Pretence for Detaining their due, as 
^ well for tne Reafons that had been given, as, that they ytcxe 
^ aUblutely Pardon'd by the late Ad of Oblivion, and Pa-^ 
<' dfication, between the two Kingdoms : the which was no 
Iboner faid, than many of Thofe who were before inclined to 
the Gentlemen, changed their opinions, and, without fo much 
18 calling to have the Stamte read , declared , << That theV 
^^ could have no Benefit by that Adt of Parliament, becaufe 
^ then, the Same might be as well applied to the Arch^Bifhop 
^ of Cmattbwj. And fo, without further weighing the Law^ 
n the Reafbn, it was thought fufScient, not only to exclude 
diem from that Benefit, but to bar them fix>m their Money ; 
left they mi^ be thought to be admitted to it for That 
reafbn, whidi might prove an advantage to Another , to 
Whom They had no inclination to be JufL And no quellion, 
They had been overfeen in the Penning that Statute ; the 
Words « in their true and genuine (ignihcation and extent^ 
comprehenduig as well the Arch-Bilnop of CMuterbury^ as 
Thofe who at that time had no contempt of the Security they 
xeaped thereby. 

Soon after the King went into Scotland^ there being fbme 
motion ^ To Adjourn the Houfes till after MichaelmM^ which 
leeaa'd to be generally inclined to, very many of both Houfes 
being iK^ling to refrefh themfelves, after fo long abfence from 
tbdr Homes ( the Sunomer being far Q>ent , and the Plague 
increafing, of which fome Members had died ^ and others 
were in danger , having been in infeded houfes ) and con- 
ceiving, that there was no more to be done, till the return of 
Cfae Kmg, &vingonly the procuriug Monev to finifli the 
Disbandmgi went into the Country : and others, who (laid 
in the Town, were left (bllicitous to attend the Publick Ser- 
vice; but betook themfelves to thofe exercifes and refreili- 
ments which were pleafanter to them : infomuch, as within 
twenty dbiys after the King's remove, there were not above 
Twenty Lords, nor much above a Hundred Q>mmoners, in 
bodi Houfes* But This was the advamage looked for^

Thore Perfons continuing ( erpecially in the Houfe of Com- 
mons) to Whofe care and manegery the Whole Reformation 
was committed. They now entred upon the confoltation of 
the higheft matters , lx)th in Church and State ^ and made 
attempts and entries upon thofe R^^dities and Foundations, 
which have been Since more evident in wider and more no- 
torious Breaches. 

From the liberty and fuccefi of advifing what was fit to 
be done out of the Kingdom, with reference to the Levies 
for Prmue and Sfahy They aflumed the £une freedom, of coo- 
fulting and determining what was Not fit , within the walls 
of the Churchy and finding their numbers to be fo thin, dbuit 
they mighU by art or accident, {prevail with the major part 
to oe of Their mind j and to eratify the more Violent nrty 
of the Reformers (who wim great impatience, MSsfd 
themfelves to be contain'd within any bounds or limits^ by 
Thofe who knew better how to condu£l their bufinefs) 
They entred upon debate of the Book of Common-Prayer 
( which fiire^ at that time, was much reverenced darou^xsot 
the Kingdom ) and propofed , ^ In regard ( they fiud ) many 
^things in it gave ofience, at leail umbrage, to tender Osn- 
^< fcicnces, Tl^ there might be liberty to Difufe it : whicb 
Propofition was fo ungracious, that, though it was made in 
a thin Houfe, and prel?d by Thofe who were of the greatdft 
Power and Authority, It was fo far firom being confentcd to^ 
that, by the major part (the Houfe conGfting then of about 
Sixfcore) it was Voted, ^ That it ihould be diuy obferv'd. 

However, the next day, contrary to all Rules and Or- 
ders of Parliament, very many being abfent who had been 
adive in that Debate, They Sufpended that Order ^ andRe- 
folv'd, ^ That the Standing of the Communion^Table in all 
^Churches Hiould be alter'd; the Rails (which in mod 
Places had been fet up for the greater Decency) ^^Qiould be 
^pull'd down; that the Chancels ihould be levell'd, and 
<« made even with all other parts oi the Church ; and that no 
^ man Ihould preliime to bow at the Name of Jtjm (which 
was enjoin'd by a Canon, and of long ufe in the Church ) 
and having digefted thefe Godly Refolutions into an Order, 
they carried it up to the Lords for Their concurrence; pro- 
milmg themfelves , that fi-om the fmall number which re- 
main id there, they ihould find no diffent. But the major 
part of the Lords being much fcandalized, that the Houfe of 
Commons fhould not only unfeafonabiy, and irregularly, in- 
terpofe in a matter wherein they had not the leaft juriidi- 
f^ion; but ihould Drefume to diiturb the Peace of the Church, 
and interrupt the Setded and Legal Government thereof, by 
fuch Schifmatical preemption, not only refufed to join with 

them. 
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them, but inftcad thereof, diredied an Order, formerly made 
by the Houfe of Peers ( on the Sixteenth oijanutny before ) 
to be Printed , to this effcdl , « That the Divine Service 
^ (hotild be Performed, as it is appointed by the Acts of Par- 
<< liament of this Realm ; and that all Such as (liall Diilurb 
^•rliat Wholfome Order, fhall be Severely Puniih'd according 
^ to Law ; and acquainted the Commons therewith : Who^ 
nothing fatisfied , purfiied their former Order ; and, " Com* 
^< manding all the Commons of England to Submit to Their 
^ direOion, declared. That the Order of the Lords was made 
^ by the Confenc but of Eleven Lords, and that Nine other 
^ Lords did Diflenr from it \ and therefore, that No Obe- 
^ dieoce (bould be given thereunto. Whereas , the Order 
had been made in Full Parliament , feven Months before ^ 
and was feafonably order'd to be Publilh'd, by the Major 
Part prefent, upon that Important occafion. And Such an 
Arraigning the Houfe of Peers for Publifliing an Order in 
maintenance of the Laws eitabliili'd , by Thofe who had 
no Authority to declare what the Law was , nor a Jurifdi-^ 
Goxm over Inofc who (liould hifringe th^ Law, was fo tran- 
fcendent a Prefumption, and Breach of Privilege, that there 
was great expedationwhat the Lords would do in their own 
Vindication. 

There was one Claufe in the A6k of Pacification, << That ^^ ^'^^'- 
« there Ihould be aPublick and Solemn Day of Thankfgiv- ""^V^i^^^ 
** ing, for the Peace between the two Kingdoms of England ifa/\f 
*'and Scotland X But no day being appointed for that adtofr/Mni^M/- 
Indevotion, the Lords and Commons affumed the Power to Miyon^cca- 
themfelves of diretting it ; and to that purpofe, nude an Or. ^*" ./'^' 
dinance (as they caird it ) ^ That it flioulcf be obfervd on the ^'^'•^"•''''"' 
^Seventh of Septemier following, throughout the Kingdom 
^ of England aiid Dominion of ^ales. Which was done ac-^ 
cordin^y : the Patulous Minilters in all Pulpits, taking oc- 
dfion then to magnify the Parliament, and the Scott ^ and to 
infiife as much Malignity into the People, againft Thofe who 
were not of that Fao^ion, as their Wit and Malice could fug- 
ged; the Houfe of Commons celebrating that day in the 
Qiappd at Uncoln's-lnn ; bccaufe the Bilhop of Lwoln^ as 
Dean of Ukfiminfter^ had form'd a Prayer for that occafion, 
and enjoin'd it to be read on that day , in thofe Churches 
where He had Jurifdi^ion ; which they liked not : both 
ts it was a Form, and form'd by Him ; and fo avoided coming 
there. 

After the Solemnization of that day, and their making 
their Declaration againlt the-Lords, about the Order above 
mentioned, and the recommending fome Seditious, Uncon«- 
formable Minifters, to be LeAurers in Qiurches about Lm^

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don^ whom the Incumbents were compell'd to receive : When 
They had great apprehenfion , by their Members leaving 
them, that they Ihould not have Forty remaining (lefs than 
Sep.9.1^4.1. which number could not conftitute a Houfe of Commons) 
BothHoufet They confented to a Recefs j and on the Ninth day of Sep- 
^djourii'd timhr , 1641 , They Adjourned themfelves till the Tweflf- 
lo^^^'^N ^^^^ ^^y ^f Oiiohr following : Either Houfe , irregularly 
^•«^/a»»-"(for the like had never been before pradlifed) inaking a 
tnittee of Committee, to meet twice a week, and dfcner, if they law 
Each to Sit caufe, during the Receft, and to tranfaftfuch bufinefsas they 
iTc7l ^^'■^ authorized to do by Their inftrudlions. 
ne Powers T H E Houfe of Lordis limited their Committee ( which 
•f the Com- confifted of the Earls of JS^y, Warwick^ the Lords Wharton 
puttee of the Kimholton^ and Twelve more ^ but every Three were as able 
l^, to tran&a as the whole number) by their Inftrudlions, 
^ Only to open the Letters which fhould come from the Com- 
^ mittee in Scotland^ and to return Anfwer to them j with 
^* Power to recall that Committee, when they thought fit; to 
^fend down Moneys to the Armies ; and to affift about their 
'^ Disbanding; and in removing the Magazines from Bertvkk 
^and Carlifle: 
rfthe Houft But the Houfe of Commons thought this Power too nar^ 
pfcemmsns, row for Their Committee ; and therefore, againft Order too 
( for the Power of the Committees of both Honfes ought to 
nave been equal) They Qualified theirs ( which confiltedof 
M' Pyw'j Mr Saint-John^ My Strode^ Sr Gilbert Gerrard , Sr 
Hsnry Mildmay^ Sr Henry Vane^ Alderman Pennington j Captain 
)^»», and Others ; every Six having the Authori^ of the 
Whole ) as well with the Powers granted to the Lords, a$ 
likewife, **Togo on in preparation of proceedings, againft 
^' fuch Delinquents, as were voted againft, or complain d of 
^in the Houfe ; and to receive any offers of Difcovery that 
^^ They fhould make ; To fend to all Sheriffs, and Juftices of 
^^the Peace, upon information of any Riots, or Tumults, to 
*^ftir them up in their Duty in Reprefling them ; and to rc- 
^* port to their Houfe any Failing in Obedience to Their 
« Commands ; To take the Accounts of any Accountants to 
*^ his Majefty, in order to the preparation of his Majeffy's 
^Revenue; Toconfider of framing and conftituting ^Wffi 
^^ India Company; and to confider the Fifhing, upon the 
^coads oF England^ Scot/and^ and Ire/and', and many other 
Extravagant particulars : which ferv'd to magnify the Autho- 
rity of that Committee; and to draw Refort and Reverence 
The Bu/inefs fo them from almoft all forts of men. 
cfmmine "^"^ Houfes being thus Adjourn'd; the Committee of 
j'/thlVom- ^^^ Commons appointed Mr Fym to fit in the Chair ; who, 
^y*^, fprthwith, with his oym hand, Sign'd the Printed Peclara- 
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tions before mentioned, of the Ninth of Seffemter*^ and 
caufed them to be fo Read in All Churches in London^ and 
throughout the Countries. Whereupon , the Seditious and 
Fa£kious perfons, caufed the Windows to be broken down in 
Churches ; broke down the Rails, and removed the Com- 
munion-Table (which, in many places, had flood in that 
manner ever fince the Reformation ) and committed many 
Infolent and Sjcandalous Diforders. And when the Miniiler, 
and the Graver and more Subftantial fort of Inhabitants, ufed 
any Oppofition, and ReOfted fuch their Licence, They were 
immediately required to attend the Committee ^ and, if they 
could be neither perfwaded, nor threamed to Submit, their 
attendance . was continued from day to day, to their great 
Charge and Vexation. If any Grave and Learned Minifter 
reflifed to admit into his Church a Ledturer recommended 
by Them ( and I am Confident, there was not, from the be- 
ginning of this Parliament, one Orthodox, or Learned man, 
recommended by them to any Church in England) He was 
prefently required to attend upon the Committee^ and not 
diichai^^ till the Houfes met again ^ and Then likewife, if 
he efcaped Commitment, continued, to his intolerable Lofs 
and Trouble : few men having the Patience to endure that 
Oppreffion, againft which they Knew not whither to Appeal ; 
and therefore in the end Submitted to what they could not 
Refift: And (b all Pulpits were fupplied with Their Sedi- 
tious and Schifinatical Preachers. 

The Armies were at laft Disbanded ^ and, about the end Tije.>irm. 
of SeftemBer^ the Earl of Holland^ in great Pomp, retum'd to ^*'^^''^' 
his Houfeat Kenjington'^ where he was vifited and carefs'd, 
with great application, by all the Fadlious Party : for he had 
now, whether upon the Difbbligation remembred before, of 
being denied the making a Baron ; or upon fome Informa- 
tion, of (bme (harp Expreffions ufed by ttie Queen upon his 
Letter^ and the Confcience of that Letter: or the appr^ 
hcaifions of being Queftion'd, and Profecuted, upon the En- 
ormities of his OftTce of Chief Juftice in Eyre, and other 
TranfgrefTxons, fully declared himfelf of Their Party. And 
that They might be the better prepared to keep up the Pre- 
judice to the King, and the keennefs againft the Court, till 
the coming together of both Houfes ; when, they had rea- 
fon to believe, the obfervation of Their Crooked and indireft 
Courfes, and their vifible, unwarrantable Breaches, upon the 
Church, and the Religion eltabliQi'd by Law^ would ren- 
der men lefs devoted to them ; his Lordfhip tumilh'd them 
with many Informations of what had pafs'd in the late Ar- 
my, which might be wrelted to the King's difadvantage : 
told them wbacfoever the King himfelf had faid to him,

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when He look'd upon him as a Peribn True to him, and 
when, it is very probable. He was not much delighted with 
the Proceedings at Ifefimimffer ^ and of all the particulars, 
which Sr J0cob AjhUy and Srjeim Centers had infbrm'd him, 
when they took him to be of entire Truft with his Msyefty, 
and wholely under that conGderation f whereupon. They 
were afterwards examin'd, and compell'd to teftify That in 
Publick, whiph they had before imparted to Him in the great* 
eft Secrecy ) aod added to all this, whatever information he 
h^ r^ceiv'd by the Lady Carlijley of Words or Adions, 
fpokei^ or don^ by the Que^n, wluch might increafe Their 
leaioufy or Malice to her M^eily. And He himfeif ( who 
had been al>vays beUev'd a Creature of the Queen's ; anid ex* 
ceedii>gly obliged, and prote£^, by Her immediate and 
(ingle grace and favour, againftthe Earl of PertlamJy the Earl 
of StrafforJj and the Arch-Bifhop of CaffferiurYy in thofe timei 
when They had ptherwife deftroy'd him ) viuted her Majefty 
but once, from the time of His return out pf the North to 
the time of the King's return from Seotlamiy which was fiill 
fix weeks. And yet, there were fome Men ftill at thofe pri- 
vate meetings at KenSngtony who thought the Queens ft- 
vour a likelier means tor their Preferment, than thp Interdt 
of the Qt^ers y and therefore always gave advertifeoient to 
her of what pafs'd in that Coippany : which Information, for 
want of due care in the managery, and by reafon of the un- 
faithfiilnefs of her neareft Servants, commonly produced 
(bmewhat, of which the other Side made greater advantage^ 
than She could do by the knowledge of Their Cpunfels and 
j^foju^ons. 

The {}iort Recefs of the Parliament, though it was not 
much abpve the fp^ce of a Month, was yet a great Kefrefb- 
ment to Thofe v^ho }i^ Sate near a full Year, Mornings aqd 
Afternoons, wit}i }ittl^ pr po intermifEon ; and in that warm 
Region, where Thupder ^ Lightning was made. Some 
very Unwarrantable Proceedings, by the Committee that 
Sate during the Repefs, or Mr Pymy who fate in the Chair of 
that Committer and ifjEied out thofe Orders concerning the 
Church, gave fo much O^nce, and Scandal, that the Mem* 
bers were like to micet together with more Courage, and 
le(s inclinations tp Novelues, than they had parted with. 
But there were feveral accidents felf out, lome from very litr 
tie, and fome from very great Qaufes, which had that In- 
fiuepce upon the Nature and Spirit of Mei), and upon the 
Actions of that time, that, for the better underilanding fome 
particular paiilages, which will appear pertinent, it will be 
^ven nece^ry, briefly, and it (hall be bi^t very briefly, to 
jqi^eptign fome of thofp Particulars.

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When the King went mxo Sc9tUmd ^ for the better pre- j^**^^ 
ferving the Correfpondence between the two Kingdoms, as ^y ^i, " 
was pretended j and to (ee all things peribrm'd, which were tuufes tf^- 
to be done in the Parliament of Sc9tUmdy by the Aft of Pad- tndedth^ 
gcation ^ a fmall Committee ("as hath been before faid) was ^^J|{j^ 
appointed by the two Houfes, confiding of one Lord, and 
two Commons, to Attend (^as the Hirafe was) upon his Ma- 
jcRy: but^ in truth, to be Spies upon him; and to give the 
fame afliftance to the Parliament There, upon any emergent 
gqcafion, as the St§t^ Commiflioners teui done Here. 

The Perfbn appointed by the Lords, was the Lord H^-Ftrthe 
wmrd of Bfirkki a younger Son of the Houfe of Suffolk : who, ^^\!^ 
in the time of the Duke of Buckn^bmny married a Neece of ^^ 
his ; and having his whole dependence upon him, and being Etcrick. 
abfolutely governed by him, was by him made a Baron ; but 
chat Dependence being at an end; his Wife dead; and He 
without any Virtue to promote himfelf ; He withdrew him- 
felf from Following the Court; and (hortly after, from Wifh- 
ing it well ; and had now, delivered himfelf up. Body and 
Soul, to be difpofed of by that Party, which appeared moft 
Averfe, and Obnoxious to the Court and the Government : 
and only in that Confidence, was defign'd to that Employ- 
ment: and to be entirely Diipofed and Governed by the two ''*^'^' f*'** 
Members, who were joyn'd with him by the Houfe of Com- pi^/j' §„. 
mons, who were, Sr Pbiiif Stapletony and Mr Htmbdeu. plecon. Mr 

The Latter hath been mention'd befor^ as a Man of great Hambden 
Underftanding, and Parts, and of great Skigacity in difcem- 
ing Men's natures and manners; and he mult, upon all occa- 
fions, ftill be mention'd as a perfon of great Dexterity and 
Abilities, and Equal to any trull or employment, good or bad, 
which he was inclined to undertake. 

The Other, Sr Vhilif Staphton^ was a proper Man, of a 
iair extraOion; but, being a Branch of a Younger Family, 
inherited but a moderate Mate, about five hundred pounds a 
year, in Tork-finre ; and, according to the cuftom of ttett Coun- 
try, hafd fpent much time in thole delights which Horfes and 
pogs adminifter. Being remrn'd to ferve in Parliament, He 
concurred with his Neighbours, Hothsm and Cholmmtdleyy be- 
ing much younger than they, and govemM by them in the 
Pro(eoutioa oi the Earl of Str afford \ and fo was eafily re- 
ceiv'd into thp Company and Familiarity of (hat whole Party 
which tooJc that work to heart; and in a (hort time, appear'd 
a Man of Vigour in body and mind; and to be rather With- 
out good Brjceding, than not Capable of it ; and fo He quick- 
ly Qu^rew his Friends and Country-men in the Confidence 
of Tnofe who goyerp'd : They looking upon him, as worth 
^ getting entirely tP j^hem ; apd not averfe frpm being 

gotten^ 
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gotten 'y and fb joyn'd him with Mr Hdmdem in this their firft 
einployment ( and the Firit, that ever a Parliament had of that 
kind) to be initiated under fo great aMaiter^ whofe inltru- 
€tion He was very capable of. 
Tranfa£fions T H E R E had been, even from the time the Scotjflj Army 
»«Scotiand, ^ame into Enf^iandy many Fadtions, and Jeaioufies, amongll 
Mouncfofc ^^^ Principal Perfons of that Nation ; but none fo much taken 
Argyic, Ani notice of, as that between the two Earls, oi Mountrofe^ and 
Hamilton. ArgyU. The former took himfelf to have Deferv'd as much 
as any Man, in contributing more, and appearing fooner, in 
Their firit approach towards Rebellion; as indeed he was 
a Man of the beft quality, who did fo foondifcover himfelf; 
and it may be he did it the fooner, in Oppoficion to Argyie^ 
who, being then of the King's Council, he doubted not, 
would be of his Majefty's Party. The People look'd upon 
them Both, as Young Men of unlimited Ambition ; and 
ufed to fay, ^* That they were like Cdf/ir and Pompevy the One 
"would endure no Superior, and tne Other would have no 
^ Equal. True it is, that from the time that jirgyle declared 
himielf againft the King (which was immediately after the 
Firft Pacification ) Mountrofi appeared with lefs vigour for the 
Covenant; and had, by underhand and fecret infinuations, 
made proffer of his Service to the King. But now, after his 
Majeft/s arrival in Scotland^ by the introdudtion of Mr I^A 
Ham Murray of the Bed-Chamber, He came privately to the 
King; and informed him of many Particulars, from the be- 
ginning of the Rebellion; and " That the Marquis of Hamil- 
^tOHy was no le(s Faulty, and Falfe towards his Majefty, than 
" Argyie'y and offered ^'To make Proof of all in die Parlia- 
" ment ; but rather defired, " To have them Both made away ; 
which He franklv undertook to do : but the King abhorring 
that expedient, tnough for his own Security, adviied, ** That 
"the Proofs might be prepjared for the Parliament. When 
fuddainly, on a Sunday morning, the City of Edenhrough was in 
Arms ; and Hamilton^ and Argyky both gone out of the Town 
to their own Houfcs; where they ftood upon their guards; 
declaring publickly, " That they had withdrawn themfelves, 
" becaufe they knew that there was a defign to AC&ffinate 
"them; and chofe rather to abfent themfelvcs. than by ftand- 
" ing upon their Defence in Edenhorough ( which they could 
" well have done) to hazard the Publick Peace, and Security 
"of the Parliament; which thundered on their behalf. 

The Committee zt. Edenhorough ^^itcVd away an Ex- 
pre(s to London^ with a dark and perplexed account, in the 
morning that the two Lords had left the City ; with many 
doubtful exprellions, " What the end of it would be : not 
without fome dark infinuations, as if the defign might look 

farther 
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farther than Seatland. And thefe Letters were brought to 
lAmdoMy the daj before the Houfes were to come together, 
after the Recefi ; all that Party taking Pains to Perfwade 
Others, ^ That it could not but be a Defign to AflaQinate 
^More Men than thofe Lords at EdemiardugA. 

And the morning the Houfes were to meet, M^ Hyde 
being walking in I^^^Mw^e r-Hall, with the Earl of Holland 
and the Earl of Effex , Both the Earls feem'd wonderfully 
concem'd at it , and to believe, " That other Men were in 
^ danger of the like Aflaults ; the Other, not thinkingthe Ap- 
prehenfion wonhy of them, told them merrily, "That He 
^ knew well what opinions They Both had of thofe two 
^ Lords, a Year or two before, and he wondei^d how they 
* became fo alter'd ; to which They anfwer'd fmiling,<« That 
^ the Times and the Court was much altered fince. And the 
Houfes were no fooner Sate, but the Report being made in 
the Houfe of Cbmmons, and the Committee's Letter from 
Scot/and being Read, a Motion was made, " To fend to the 
" Houfe of Peers, that the Earl of Effex , who was left by 
^ the King General on this Side JVext^ might be defired to 
^appoint fuch a Guard, as He thought competent for the Se- 7*^ Earl of 
^curity of the Parliament , conftantly to attend while the^^*'^ 
^ Houfes fate 5 which was done accordmgly j and continued, a^^f^r 
till They thought fit to have other Guards. All which was the Security 
done to Amufe the People, as if the Parliament were in Dan- efthe Par-' 
• ger , when in Scotiand^ all things were quickly Pacified ; and '»^wm. 
ended in creating the Marquis Hamilton a Duke, and Ar^yle a 
Marquis. 

There was a Worfe Accident than all thefe, which fell ^-^^ ^fthe 
out in the time of the King's ftay in Scotland^ and about the ^^{^^^'^ 
time of the two Houfes reconvening; which made a won- 
derful impreflion upon the minds of Men ; and proved of in- 
finite DiS&dvantage to the King's afl&irs, which were then re- 
covering new life ; and that was the Rebellion in Ireland : 
which broke out about the middle of OBober^ in all parts of 
the Kingdom. Their defign upon Dvhlin was miraculoully 
difcover'd, the night before it was to be executed ; and fo the 
Surprizal of that Cattle prevented ; and the principal Con- 
(pirators, who had the charge of it, apprehended. In the 
other parts of the Kingdom, They obferv'd the time appointr 
ed, not hearing of the Misfortunes of their Friends at Duhlin* 
A general Infurredtion of the Irifh ipread it lelf over the 
whole Country, in fuch an Inhumane and Barbarous man- 
ner, that there were Forty or Fifty Thoufand of the Enghfly 
Protectants murdered-, betore they fufpefled themfelves to 
be in any danger, or could provide for their Defence, by 
^wing together into Towns, or ftrong Houfes. 

Frqml 
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From Dutliny the Lords Juftices, and Council, diipatA'd 
their Letters by an Exprefs ( the &me Man who hMmadeuie 
Difcovery, one OctmeUy^ who had formerly been a Servant 
to S^ John chtworthy ) to London^ to the £arl of Leieefier^ 
then Lord Lieutenant of IreUnd, From the Parts of the 
North, and Vlfter^ an Exprefs was Tent to the King himfelf, 
at Edenhorough ; and the King's Letters from thence, to the 
two Houfes, arrived within leis than two days after the Met 
fenger from Duhliu. 

I T was upon a Sunday night, that the Letters from DutBm 
came to the Earl of Leiceftier y who immediately caxxfed the 
Council to be fummon'd, and aflbon as it was met,inibrm'd 
them of the condition of Ireland ; that is, fo much as diofe 
Letters contain'd : which were written, when little more was 
known than the Difcovery at Dubi'm ; and what the Con^« 
rators had confefs'd upon their examinations. The Houfe 
of Peers had then adjoum'd it felfto the J^i/ji^^rf follow- 
ing^ but the Houfe of Commons were to meet on the next 
day, Monday moTti\n%'y and the Council rcfolv'd,^ That tbe^ 
^ would in a Body go to the Houfe of Commons, aflbon as ic 
*^ Sate, and inform them of it: which thev did ; notice bdng 
firft given to the Houfe, ^ Tliat the Lords of the Council had 
-^ fome matters of Importance to impart to them, and were 
^ above in the Painted Chamber ready to come to them : 
whereupon. Chairs were fet in the Houfe for them to repofe 
Toe Urds •/ themfelves, and the Serjeant fent to condudl them. Affixm 
the ceuncit as they entered the Houfe, the Speaker defired them to Sic 
acquaint the ^q^j^ . ^^^ ^]^^ j^^^g covcr'd, L.tftktonj Lord Keeper, toM 
clmLns ^^c Speaker, « That the Lord Lieutenant of Irolandy having 
with the ^ receiv'd Letters from the Lords JulHces and Council there^ 
News, the ' << had communtcatcd them to the Council ; and (ince the 
u'rds n " Houfe of Pccrs was not then Sitting, They had thought fi^ 
SittiM^ "for the Importance of the Letters, to impart them to tbuit 
" Houfe ; and fo referred the bufmefs to the Lord Lieute* 
nant ; who, without any inlargement, only read the Letters 
he had receiv'd, and fo the Lords departed from the Houfe. 
.There was a deep (ilence in the Houfe, and a kind of 
Conftemation : molt Mens heads having been Intoxicated 
from their Firft meeting in Parliament, with imaginations of 
Plots, and Treafonable Defigns , through the Three King^ 
doms. The af]&ir ic felf feem'd to be out of their cognifiuice; 
and the communication of it, ferv'd only to prepare ±eir 
thoughts, what to do when more fliould be known \ and when 
they fhould hear what the King thought fit to be done. And 
when the King's Letters arrived, they were glad the newa 
had come to him, when he had fo gpod Council about him 
to advifc him what to do. 

The 
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The King was not then infbrm'd of what had been diico- 
Yer'd at Dui^^ but the Letters out of Uj/ler ( whkh he fent 
to the Parliament ) gave him notice << Or a general Infurre- 
^^dlion in the North; and of the Inhuman Murders com- 
'< mitted there upon a multitude of the Proteltants ; and that 
^S* Pifelim O Neil appeared as their General and Commander 
^ in chief. 

Upon which his Majefty writ to the two Houfes, ^ That ^*' i^tfy 
« be was iatisfied that it was no Raih Iniiirreaion , but a "ZTnIuI^* 
«Form'd Rebellion; which muft be Profecuted with a iharp ^^'^^ JJ*, 
^ War ; the conducing, and profecuting whereof, he wholely 
^committed to Their Care and Wildom, and depended 
^ upon Them for the carrying it on; and that for the pre^ 
^ fent. He had caufed a ftrong Regiment of fifteen hundred 
^ Foot ^ under good Officers to be tranfported out of Scot- 
^Inul mto Ufftery for theRelief of thofe Parts: which were 
upon the matter wholely inhabited by Scots and Iri/h^ there 
being fewer Engbjb there, than in any part of Inland, 

Th IS fell out to their wiih; and thereupon, they made a 
Committee of both Houfes, << For the coniideration of the af- 
^fiurs of Ifflamdy and providing for the fupply of Men, 
^ Arms, and Money, for the SupprefTing that Rebellion ; the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland bemg one of the Committee : 
which &te every morning in the Painted Chamber ; and the 
Lord Lieutenant firft communicated all the Letters he receiv'd 
to Them to be confulted on, and to be thence reported to the 
two Houfes; which were hereby i)ofle(s'd of a large Power, 
and Dependence ; all Men applying themfelves to Them , 
that is to the chief Leaders, for their Preferments in that 
War : the mifchief whereof, though in the beginning little 
tafcen notice of, was afterwards felt by the King very fen- 
fibly. 

These concurrent Circumftances, much alter'd and fun- 
prefsVi that good humour and fpirit the Houfes were well 
di^fed to meet in, and the Angry Men, who were di(ap« 
pomted of the Preferments they expedled, and had promifed 
themfelves, took all occaiions, by their Emiflaries, to in- 
finuate into the minds of the People, ^^ That this Rebellioo 
^in Irelandy was contrived and fomented by the King; or at 
^ leaft by the Qieen, for the advancement of Popery ; and 
^ that the Rebels pubhlh'd and dedar'd , That they had the 
^'King^s Authority for all they did; which Calumny, though 
without the leaft Shadow or Colour of Truth , made more 
Impreffion upon the minds of Sober and Moderate Men (whot, 
till that time, had much diiliked the Padionate Proceedings 
(rf'the Parliament) than could be then imagin'd, or can 
yet be bcUcv'd. So great a Prejudice, or want of Reverence

^ Themielves with the ReaToiiableiids of what they wifli'd, 
^would undertake the convertixig and diQ>o6ng of Other 
^ Men. There was a Gentleman who fate by (M' Bran/ of 
JHrcbeJhri very Severe, and Refblv'd^ againft the Church 
and the Court) who, with much Mdlion, and Trouble of 
mind, (aid to them, ^ For God's (ake be of the Committee^ 
^Youlmow.noneofour fide can give Realbns^ which nnde 
Thofe that over-heard him Smile : thoi^ he ipoke it fiid^ 
dainly : 2nd upon obfervation dnc the Leaders were not dien 
in the HouTe. Otherwife^ it cannot be denied, Thc^e who 
conduced them, and were the Contrivers of the Mifdikf^ 
were Men of great Parts, and unTpnkaMe Induftry: and 
Aeir Silence in Ibme Debates, procMded partly from Pride, 
dat it might appear. Their Reputation and Intereft, had an 
Inibience upon the Senfe of the Houfe^ againft any Rhetorick 
or Logick : but principally , from the FoUcy they were 
obli^ toufe: for, though diey could have given a pregnane 
reaton for the moft extravagant overture they ever made, and 
evinced it, that it was the proper way to Their end; yet, ic 
not being time to difi;x)ver theur purpofes (how apparent fo- 
ever they were to difireming Men) they were neceffirily to 
give no reafons af all: or fiidi as were not the true ones. 

This Strata^m niling of ftoppine the creation of the 
new Bifliops; They endeavour, by all means, to haften the 
HouTe of Peers to difpatch the work before thc;m , before 
they (hould be qualified ( their Eledibns, Confirmations, 20d 
Confecrations, and other Ceremonies, fpending milich time ) 
to inaeafe the number of the Oppofers ; and tor the better 
doing thereof, with great confidence, They demand of the 
Lords, ^ That no Recuiant Lord, or any Bilhop, might have 
<<a Vote in the paOtii^ that Ad : the la(t being Parties; and 
^ the other not (uppoM competent Judges on tte bdnif of 
^ the Kingdom. But, when thejr found that Lc^ck could 
not prevail (the demand being indeed fb ScanMous, tl»t 
the Houfe of Peers, if they had not been fatally mifled, muft 
have refented it as a high Frefumpdon, and infolent Breach 
of Privilege) with more Formality and Colour, thoi^ as 
Unrcafonably, They prds'd, ^ That diofe Thirteen Bifliops, 
^whom They had before Impeach'd, for nnking the kte 
^Canons; arid upon whom their Lordihips themfelves had 
^'pafs'd Severe Votes (fuch indeed as were fitter for Ac- 
cufers than Judges , Unparliamentary and Unprecedented ) 
^< might be Sequeiter'd from the Houfe, till they (hould be 
^< brought to Judgment. And for this, They flDund Lawyers 
in their Houfe, who, proftituting the Dignity and Loutiing 
of their Profeflion, to the cheap and vile amdation of Po- 
pular Applaufe, were not afliamed, to aver Cuftom and Law 

for 
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for their Senfelefi PropoGdon. But the Houfe df Peers wa:s 
not Yet deluded enou^, or terrified (chough too many a- 
mongft them paid an implicit devotion to the Houfe of Com- 
mons ) to comply in this unreafbnable demand. 

And here! cannot but with grief and wonder rtmcm- ri:e.Mim§» 
ber, the Virulency and Animofity exprefs'dat that time, yx^^pfiesatibctt 
on all oocafions, by Many of good mowledge in the excel- ^^f ^"""* 
lent and wife Proteffion of the Common Law, towards the uw^!*lnd 
Churchy and Church-men^ taking all opportunities, unchzr fomtchurcb- 
ritably to improve Miftakes into Crimes; and, unreafon-'"^/^'^ 
ably, to transfer and impute the Follies and Faults of Particu- " rv"? 
larmen, to the Malignity of their Order and Funftion; and**'' '''• 
fi^ whet and (harpen the edge of the Law, to wound the 
Church in its Jurudiflion ; and at laft to cut it up by the 
Roots, and demoliih its Foundation. It cannot be denied, 
that the PeeviQi fpirits of fome Clergy-men, have taken great 
pains to alienate that ProfefBon from them; and Others, aa 
unskilftilly ( finding, that in former times, when the Religion 
of the Scate was a Vital part of its Policy, many Church- 
men were employed Eminently in the Civil Government of 
the Kinadom ) imputed Their wanting thofe Ornaments their 
Predecdaors wore^ to the Power and Prevalency of the 
Lawyers; of Whom, fome Principal men, in all times, They 
ccxild not but obferve to have been their avow'd Enemies : 
and fo believ'd^ the Straitnii^ and Confining the Profdlion of 
the Common Law. muft nativally Extend and Enlarge the Ju- 
rifilidlion of the Church. Thence arofe Their bold and un- 
warrantable Oppofing and Proteiting againlt Prohibitions, 
and other Proceedings at Law, on the behalf of Ecclefiaftical 
Courts; and the procuring (bme Orders and Priviledges from 
the King, on the oehalf of the Qvil Law ; even with an ex- 
dufion of the c^er : as the Arch-Biftiop of Cmtterlmfy^ pre- 
vailed with the King to dired:, ^ That half the Mailers of^the 
^Chancery (hould be always Civil Lawyers; and to declare^ 
^ that no c^ers, of what condition (bever, ihould ferve him 
^ as Matters of Kequed. All which was a great miftake : 
For, befides the flopping Prohibitions was an envious Breach 
upon die luftice of the Kingdom ; which at fome time or 
other, win ftUl be too hard for the ftrongeil Oppolers and 
Oppreflbrs of it : I could never yet know, Why the Dodors 
of the Qvil Law, were more of Kin to the Biihops, or the 
Church, than die Common Lawyers v;ere. To fay. That 
Their Places were in the Bi(hops difpofal, as Chancellors^ 
CommiflGuries, and the like; and therefore, that their Per- 
fims were more like to be at Their dirpofal too; at leaft, to 

Ey them greater Reverence; concludes nothing: for the 
iergy had (^^rtunity enough, to oblige and create an aquat 
Vd. I* Part- > U dependence 
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was univcrfMy contradted agfunft the Court : efpecially the 
(^een^ whofe Power and Activity wai thought too great. 
Commit' SHORTLY after the beginnin^of the Parliament, £ere had 
r revived |jg^ ^ Committee appointed, "To prepare and draw up a 
fj^ei- ** general Remonftrance of the ftate of the Kingdom, and the 
(mce. ^^ particular Grievances it had fuftain'd ; but it icarce met, or 
was ever after fpoken of : But now, the Houfes no (boner met 
after the Recels, than Mr Stroiie ( one of die Fierceft Men of 
the Party ^ and of the Party only for his Fiercends ) move<^ 
^ That that Committee might be revived , and order'd to 
^ meet ; for which of courfe, a time and plaoe was appointed ? 
by which Men eafilv di(cem'<L that nothing of their Fury 
was abated , but rather increafed, in that they found their 
Credit every day leflen'd in the Houfe, by the oppofition and 
contradidlion they fuftain'd. And diey being thus difquieted ; 
and knowing little^ and fo doubting much; every day 
feem'd to them to prodiKX a new Difcovery, of (bme new 
Treafon, and Plot, againft the Kingdom. One day, ^ A Let- 
" ter from beyond Seas, of great Forces prepared to Invade 
^^EMglsnJ'y another, ^Of fome Attempt upon the Life of 
" M' Pym : and no occafion omitted to fpeak of the £vil 
Council about the King ; when fcarce a Counfellor durft come 
near him ; or be fuiped:ed to hear from him. 
new BiU A F T E R fome days, a new Bill was prefented to the Houfe 
the Houfe oi Commous, <<For the taking away the Bilhops Votes in 
cemmons u Parliament ; and for Difabling them to exerciic any Tem- 
r4^.a»4jr«porai Office in the Kingdom; againft which was objefted, 
J, ^*That it was contrary to the Courfe and Order of Parlia- 
^ roent, that any Bill mat had been Rejedied, fliould be again 
^Preferr'd the lame Sefllon; and therefore it ought not to 
^< be fo much as Read : to which nothing was reply'd but 
Noife; and *^That this Bill varied in fome Ciaufes nrom the 
^< former; and that the good of the Kingdom abfolutely de-> 
^^pended upon it : and fo, by the majority of Voices, it wai 
order'd to be Read : and afterwards, witnout any very con* 
fiderable oppofition, Pafs'd the Houie, and was tranfmitted 
to the Lords : the grcateft argument being, ^' That their in- 
^' termeddling with Temporal Aftairs, was inconfiftent with, 
^and deftrudtive to, the exercife of their Spiritual Fundtion. 
Whilft their Reformation, both in ScotUma^ and this King- 
dom, was driven on by no Men fo much, as Thofe of their 
Clergy who were their Inftniments. As, without doubt, the 
Arch-Bifliop of Canterhtry had never fo great an Influence 
upon the Counfels at Court, as Dr Bur^efsj and Mr MarJbaL 
had then upon the Houfes^ neither did all the Bifliops of 
Scotland together, fo much meddle in Temporal ASurs, as 
Mr Ifymlerfim had done. 

There 
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depriving Them of voice in Parliament, was a Violence, and 
removing Landmarks, and not a Shaking ( which might 
Secde a^ain ) but DiQblving Foundations ^ which mull leave 
the BuikUng unfafe for habitation : That Such men, who 
knew die Ibccleiiaftical and Civil State, was fb wrought and 
interwoven together, and, in truth, fo incorporated in each 
other, that the one could not long continue in Profperity with-* 
out the other ^ and that the Profeflbrs of the Law were never 
at (o great a height, as even in this Time that They fo \m* 
UUly envied the greatnefi of the Church : and laftly. That 
They, who might well know, that the great and un weildly Body 
of the Qergy, confiding of fuch different tempers, humours^ 
inclinations and abilities ^ and which inevitably will have fo 
ftrong an Influence upon the nature and a£fedlions of the 
Peofue; could never be Regulated and GovernM by anv 
Mi^^ftrates but of themfelves; nor by any Rules, but of fiicn 
Power as the Bifbops exercifed; Whom (befide^ all argu-> 
menu of Piety, ancl fubmMQon to Antiqui^ ) the experience 
of the Blefied Times fince the Reformation, not to be pa* 
rallel'd in any Nation under Heaven, declared to be the mofl: 
H^py Managers of that Power, whatfoever ranknefs and 
ezciefcence midit have proceeded from fome Branches : I 
iay, that thefe Knowing and Difceming men ( for Such 1 
muft confefs there have been ) fhould believe it poffible for 
Them to flouriih ^ or that the Law it felf would have the . 
lame re(pe& and Veneration from the People, when the well 
dilpofed Fabrick of die Church Chould be rent afunder 
( which, without Their adtivity and skill in Confiifion, could 
never have been compafs'd ) naxh been to me an Inflance of . 
the Divine Anger againit the Pride of Both, in &fiering them 
to be the Fatal Engines of Breaking one another : whereas 
Neither could have been opprefs'd by any other Strength or 
Power but Their own. 

And I cannot but fay, to the Profeflbrs of that great and 
admirable myftery, the Common Law ( upon which, no man 
looks with more aflfe&ion, reverence, and fubmifiion) Wha 
feem Now, by the Fury and Iniquity of the Time, to ftanrf 
upon the ground they have won, and to be Mailers of the 
Fields and, it may be, Wear fome of the Trophies and Spoils 
Tiiey have ravifli'd from the Opprefs'd ; that They have yc£ 
but lhm)en'd Weapons for other to wound them ^ and tnac 
Their Uwn Atguments and £loquence, may be, one time o^ 
odier, applied to Their Own Deltmdtion. And therefore, 
if they have either Piety, to repent and redeem the ill that 
they have wrought; or Policy, topreferve their own condi* 
tion from Contempt ; and Themfeives from being Slaves to 
AemcA ubijed); of the People; They will at length wind up 
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Ihe Church and the Law into one and the £ime Intereft; 
and, by a firm and fteady purfiiit, endeavour to fix Both on 
the (ame Foundation, firom whence they have been fo vio- 
lently difturb'd. 

B Y this time the King was as weary of Seotlmid^ as he 
had been impatient to eo thither; finding all things pr<^fed 
to him, as to a vanquiih'd Perfbn, without coofidemtion of 
his Honour, or his Intereft ; and having not one Counfellor 
about him^ but the Duke oSLmox ( who firom die beginning 
carried himfelf by the moft exaft rules of Honour, Gradtude^ 
and Fidelity to him ) and very few followers, who luul either 
afie&ion to liis Perfon, or rtxptSi to his Honour. 

That which (hould have beenan Adl of Oblivion, was 
made a Defence and Juftification of whatfoever They had 
done: Their firft Tumults, and erefling their Tables, in 
Oppofition to, and ac laft Suppreffing, both Courts of Juftice 
and Seifion ; and the AOs and Orders of thofe Tables ; de- 
clared to be << The efiedts of their Dutv tohisMajefty; and ac- 
^cording to the Law of the Land : And fo all Thofe, who, 
according to their Allegiance^ had oppofed and refilled them 
on the tehalf of his Majefty, and were qualified by his Ma- 
jetty's Commi£b>ns, were adjudg'd Criminal ^ anci the only 
peiions Excepted from Pardon, and Exempted fiom the Bene- 
fit of that Oblivion. 

THBSeditious AOs of that AflemUy. which had ExpeU'd 
all Bifhops, and the Canonical Clergy, mm being Members 
of that Aflemblv ; and affirm^ Themfelves to have a Power, 
<^ to infiid; the C^ures of the Church upon his Majefty him- 
^ felf ^ were declared << To be Lawfid, and according to the 
^'Conftitution of the Kingdom : and the Government of the 
^ Church by Arcb-Bifhops and Biihops, declared to be ajgainft 
^ the Word of God ; and They condemn'd, as Enemies to 
^ the Propagation of the true reform'd Protelhmt Religion ; 
^ and therefore to be utterly Abolifli'd ; and Their Lands given 
^ to the King, his Heirs and.5ucceflbrs. 

I N confideration of the Kinss necel&ry Abfence firom that 
his Native Kingdom, it was thought fit, << That the Full and 
^ Abfolute Government thereof, mould be committed to the 
'^ Lords of the Secret Council^ who were likewife made 
^^ Confervators of the Peace of the two Kingdoms, during the 
^' intervals of Parliaments : and thofe Lords, and Conferva- 
tors, <^ Were then, and ftill, to be named by Parliament; 
^^ which was once in three years to aflemble upon a day cer- 
^^ tain, without any Summons from the King, if he negled:- 
^^ed to pubiifli fuch Summons; and, upon the feme reafon, 
'^all great Officers, as Chancellor, Treaiurer, Secretary, and 
<<tbe red, nominated by Parliament; and in the tnterral 
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^by the Lords of the Secret Council ; without (b much as 
being concera'd to have his Majefty's approbation. 

All which A As, and whacToever elfe They were pleared 
to prefent to Him, concerning Church or State^ the King con- 
firmed ^ and tiiereby, made the Lord Ijmdtn^ who had been 
the Principal Manager of the Rebellion, Chancellor of Scot- 
land ; and Created him likewife an Earl \ and conferred the 
other great Offices, as he was diredled : Then, he made the 
Earl of Arfjle ( for he was ftiJl trulted with conferring of 
Honours ) Marquis ; Their great General , Ijfitj , Earl of 
ljtveu\ ^md their Lieutenant-General, £arlofGfM<£rr: and 
conferred other Honours on Perfbns, according to the Capa- 
city and Ability they had in doing him Mifehief: and laitly 
( leaving all his Own Party barely to Live j for he had pro- 
cured a Pardon for them nom the Parliament, upon condi- 
tion " They came not near the King's prefence j nor receiv'd 
^any Benefit fi^om himj without Their approbation ) his 
Majefly gave all the Lands of the Church, which had been 
devolved to him by Its ruin ; and whatfoever he had elfe to 
give, in that Kingdom^ to Thofe who had difcover'd it not 
to be in good hands before : So that he (eem'd to have made 
that Pro^reis into Scotland^ only that he might make a per- 
feADeed of Gift of that Kingdom; which he could never 
have done , fo abfolutely, without going thither. And fo, 
having nodmu; more to do There^ He begun his Journey to- 
wards JS«ssi!fM about the middle ox November. 

It is not to be doubted^ in confideration of thofe Extra- 
vagant Conceifions, They made as Extravagant Promiies to 
the King ; That bv their Loyal and Dutiful Comportment, 
his Majeftv Ihoula find no diminution of his Power; That 
heihould have the entire Obedience of that Nation, to pre- 
ferve his full R^ts and Realities in Eagland-^ and to Reduce 
Ireland: The Earl of Levem telling him (as Marquis HmmsI- 
ten aflured me, in his hearing ) ^< That he would not only ne^ 
**ver more ferve againft hun; but that whenever his Ma- 
^ jefty would require his Service, He ihould have it without 
« ever asking what the Caufe was. And many of them whifper^ 
ing in his Ear, and afluring him,^' That aflbon as the Troubles 
<^ of the late Storm could be perfedkly calm'd. They would 
<< Reverie and Repeal whatfbever was now unreaibnablyex^ 
"torted from him. And his Majefty having never receiv'd 
any coofiderable Profit from Scotland^ cared the lefs for what: 
he parted with There : and, it may be, being refolv'd they 
Ihould be no more Charge to him in his Court here ( for fiire- 
ly he had then very hard thoughts of a great ^rt of the Na- 
tion ) be believ'd he (hould fave more in This Kingdom, 
tteui he hsjKl given in That j and he made no doubt, but that 
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momifl^ the Debate being entei^d upon about Nine of the 
Ooc)^ It continued all that day ; and Candles being cail'd 
for when it grew dark ( neither Side being very defirous to 
adjourn it till the next day ^ though it was evident^ very many 
withdrew themfelves out of pure iaintneis and difiibility to at- 
tend the concldion ) the Debate continued till it was after 
Twelve of the Qock, widi much Pafiiotj aad the Houfe 
being then divided, upon the pafQng or not paffing it^ it was 
It 19AS car- carried in the AfBranative, by Nine Voices, ami no more : and 
mi ^ nme ^^qj^q ^ j^ ^5 declared, Mr HsmUen moved, «That dicre 
**' .« might be an Order entered for the prefent Printing it 5 which 
produced a Qiarper Debate than the former. It appeared then, 
that They did not intend to (end it up to the Houie of Peer^ 
for their Concurrence ; but that it was upon the matter aa 
Appeal to the People 3 and to infiife Jealoufies into their 
minds. It had feldom been the cuflx)m to Publifii any Der 
bates, or Determinations of the Houfe, which were not regu- 
larly firft tranfmitted to the Houfe of Peers; nor was it 
thought in tmth, that the Houfe had Authority to give war- 
rant for the Printing of any thing; all which was ofier^d by 
M' HyJej with fome warmtn, aflbon as the motion was made 
for the Printing it. And he fiud, ^ He believ'd the Printing 
^it in that manner, was nothuvfiil; and he fear'd it would 
^^ produce Mifchicvous efiedts ; and therefore deiired the leave 
<<of the Houfe, that if the Qu^on (hould be put, and be 
f< carried in the Affirmative, that He might have liberty 
*^ to enter his Proteftation ; which he no looker (aid, than 
Jeffery Psbner (a Man of great reputation, and much efteem'd 
m the Hou(e) itood up, and made the fame motion for hinv- 
felf, <<That he might likewife Protefti Many afterwards, 
without diitin^oa, and ip fome diforder, Qyd out toge- 
ther, *^They did Proteit : So that there was after fcarce any 
quiet and regular Debate. But the Houfe by d^ees being 
quieted, The^r all confented , about Two of the Cock in the 
Morning to adjourn till Two of the Clock the next Afternoon. 
And ^ they went out of the Houfe, the Lord Falkkmd ask'd 
Oiivir CYouapeSy <^ Whether there i)ad been a Debate? to 
which he anfwer'd, ^ He would take his word another time : 
and whifper'd him in the Ear, with fome aflfeveration, ^ That 
f < if the Remonftrance had been rejeded , He would have 
f^ fold all he had the next morning , and never have feen 
5^ EKgiMtd more ; and he knew, there were many other Ho- 
^^ neft Men of the fame Refolution. So near was the poor 
Kingdom at that time to its Deliverance. 

However They ^ot the Vidtory, they did not; in a 
long time recover the Spirits they loft , and the agony they 
l»d ^iflain'd^ whilft it was in fisOpeofe; and they ditcem'd 

well 
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well enou^ , that Ae HouTe had not at that time half ici 
Meoobers pracnc ; though chey had provided ^ that not a 
Man of their Pkrcy was abfent^ and mat they bkl even car* 
ried it by the hour of the Night, which drove away ft^ycatcr 
number of dd and infirm Oppofers, than would have made 
Thofe of the Negative Supenor in number: So that they had 
little hope^ in a fuller Houfe, to prevail in any of their Unjuft 
defigns, except they found fome other Expedient, by hopes or 
fears, to wont upon the Afife£tions of the feveral Members. 

In order to whid^ Tfai^ fpenc moftpart of die next dav 
in theirprivate Confultations, how to Chaftife (bme of thde 
who ofiended them the day before ^ and refoiv'd in the firft 
Plac^ not to fiiiKr that Precedent to be introduced into the 
rioufe^ << That Men ihould Proceft againft the Senie of the 
^Houfe : whicbjit is true, had not been ufed in the Houfe 
of Oommons. This Subje(^ was the more gratefiil to them^ 
becaufis they (hould heartily take Revenge upon M' HjJe^ 
whom they perfedly hated ; and to whofe a&ivity, they im* 
puted the trouble they had lullain'd the day before ; and He 
was the Firft who ma^e the Proteftation, that is. asl^d kavo- 
to do it; which produced the other dibfequent clamour^ that 
was indeed in fome diforder. But here they dififer'd amansii 
themfelves; all the Leading Violent Men, whp bore me 
greateft Sway, were moft glad oS the occafion, as i^ g&^c 
them opportunity to be rid of M' ^^7 which they Paffion- 
ately dewed: but S' J§im Hot ham ^ dboimond/ey^ snd Sfsn 
fkttm ( who never fevered , and had a numerous Train at- 
tending their motions ) reroember'd the Service M' i^de had 
done againft the Court of Xork ( the overthrowing whereof 
was their peculiar glory) and would not conlent that they 
fhould queftion hiro ; but were ready to concur with them 
in the rrofecution of any other of the Protefters ; whereof 
there was number enough. This made fo great a Uifierence 
amongft them, that for the prefent they agreed no further, 
than ^ That they would that Afternoon only provide^ that 
^ the next Morning they would &li upon that matter ; and 
then they might confulc together at Night, what Perfon they 
would Sacrifice. 

About Three of the Clock, when the Houfe met, Mf 
Tym " Lamented the Diforder of the Night before, which, he 
^'£ud, might probably have engaged the Houfe in Blood, 
^ and had proceeded principally from the offering a Protefta* 
^ tion ; which had never before been offer'd in That Houfe; 
^ and was a Tranfgreffion that ought to be feverely examin'd, 
^that Mifchief might not refulc nereafter from that Prece- 
^ dent : and therefore propofed. That the Houfe would the 
f^ncR Morning enter upon that Examination; aiid in the 

"mean 
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^ mean time. Men might recoUed: diemfelvesy and They who 
^ufed to taJce Notes, might penife their MemoriaU; that 
^the Perfons who were the chief caufes of the Diforder, 
^ mighU>e named, and defend themfelves the beft they could : 
and with this relblution the Houie arofe; tbs vexation of the 
night before, being very vifible in the looks and countenance 
of many. Neither that nights Deliberation, nor all the Ar* 
tifice or Importunity that could be uTed, could remove the 
obftiaate Northern Men from their refolucion; '^^^ declared 
pofitively, « That if ihey Profccuted Mr jiukj They, and 
^all their Friends, would engage in his Defence: which 
made the Others refolve, not to incur the danger or incon* 
venience of fuch a Schifm; and fo they unanimouQy agreed 
upon another Perfon, whom they would accufe. 

The next Morning, They firft enlarged upon the Qficnce 
it feif ^ << Of the Mifchief it had like to have produccxl; and 
<< would unavoidably produce, if the cultom or liberty of it 
•< were ever admitted ; That it was the Firfl time it had ever 
c^been oflfer'd in That Houfe; and that care oug^t to be 
^ taken, that it (houldbe theLaft; by the fevere Judgment 
<< of the Houfe, upon Thofe Perfons who had begun the Pre- 
«fumption. 

Mr Hyde, who had then known nothing of the Private 
confultation; and bad many reafons to believe Himfelf to be 
defign'd; ftood up ^otwitnftanding fome Signs made to him 
at a diftance by his Northern Friends, which he underftood 
not ) and faid ^ It concerned him to Juflify what he had done, 
<< being the Firft Man who mention'd the Proteftation: upon 
which, there was a general Noife and Clamour ^ To With- 
^ draw ; and as great, << To Speak : He proceeded, and laid, 
^ He was not old enough to know the Ancient Cuftoms of 
<< That Houfe ; but, that He well knew, it was a very An- 
^^cient Cuftom in the Houfe of Peers ; ajid Leave was never 
<« denied There to any Man, who ask'd that he might Protelt, 
<^and enter his Diflent, againft any Judgment of the Houfe, 
«^to which he would not be underftood to have given his 
<< Confent : That He did not underftand any reafbn, why a 
*^ Commoner fliould not have the fame Liberty, if he defired 
*^not to be involved in any Vote, which he thought might 
<<po(Iibly be Inconvenient to him. That He had not oSer'd 
^fiis Proteftation againft the Remonftrance, though he had 
^oppofcd it all he could, becaufe it remain'd ftill within 
<* thofe Walls 5 That he had only defired leave to Proteft 
^againft the Printing it; which. He thought, was not in 
^^many refpedls Lawful for Them to do; and mi^ prove 
** very Pernicious to the Pubhck Peace. 

Th£y were very much ofiended with all he fiud, and his 

aflurance

tflurance in rpeddng; and M^ Strode could not contain him- 
felf from iaying, " That That Gentleman had confefs'd that 
*He hadnrlt propofed the Proteftationj and therefore de- 
^ fired. He might withdraw j which many Others likewife 
Call'dfor: till S^Jehn H9tham%mt9fd with (bme warmth 
againft it ; and young HatJbam^his xtiy accufed Jefferf Pab^r 
^ Of giving the caufe of Diforder, t^ laying, 1 do Frotifi^ 
^without asking the leave of the Houfe; and encouraging 
•* Others to cry out every Man, I do Frotefi : tvhcreupon, 
Thev all fell into great Noife and Confufion ; and fo, without 
mucn more difcouife, M» Palmer was caird up6n"To Explaini 
which, as he was about to do, M^Hfde f who lov^d him 
mudi y and had rather have futter'd Himfelf, than that He 
(hould ) Ipoke to the Orders of the Houfe ; and faid, « That 
" it was againft the Orders and Prafljce of the Houfe, that 
^' any Man fhould be calFd upon to Explain, for any thing 
^hc fiid in the Houfe two days before^ when it could not 
" be prefumed, that his own Memory could RccoUeft all the 
** words he had ufed ^ or, that any body elfe could Charge 
**him with them; and appeal'd to the Houfe, whether there 
** was any Precedent of the like. And there is no doubt , 
there never had been j and it was very irregular. But they 
were too pofitivelv refolv'd to be diverted ; till, after two 
hours Debate, He mmfelf defired, " That, to favethe Houfe 
•* further trouble, he might Anfwer, and withdraw; which 
he did. When it drew towards Night, after many hours De- 
bate, it was ordered, " That he fhould be committed to the 
** Tower j the Angry Men prcfling , with all their Power, 
"that he might be Expeird the Houfe; having born him a 
long grudge; ior the Civility he (hew*d in the Profecution 
of the Earl of Strafford^ that is, that He had not ufed the 
fame reproachful Language which the Others had done : but 
They were at laft glad to compound for his bare Commit- 
ment to the Tower : from whence he was within few days 
enlarged,' and return d again to the Houfe. In the doft of neXemon^ 
that (fay, and the rifing of the Houfe. without much opjpoftrance or- 
fition. They obtained an Order for the Printing their K.c-^^^^^^'J*« 
roonf^ance. ""'* * 

T H AT Remonftrance, after many claufes and unbecoming Ue fiUf 
cxpreflions were caft out, contained, " That there had btcn fiance of it. 
** from the beginning of his Majefty*s Reign , a Malignant 
** and Pernicious Defign , of Subverting the Fundamental 
** Laws and Principles of Government, upon which the Re- 
"ligion and Juftice of the Kingdom was Eftablifti'd : That 
^ the Adorsand Promoters thereof, were thejefuited Papifts ; 
**thc Bifhops, and Corrupt part of the Clergy; and fuch 
fc Counfellors and Courtiers, as had engaged themfelves to 
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"ftuther the Latcrefts of fome Forreign Princes or States, to 
• " the Prejudice of the King and State at Home : All which 
«had endeavour'd to raife DiflFerences and Difcontents be*- 
^twixt the King and his People, upon queftions of Preroga- 
«tive and Liberty ; to Supprefs the Purity of Religion, and 
^ iiich Men as were bed: anedted to it, as the greatei): Itnpe- 
*^diment to that Change which They thought to introduce j 
^ to cheriih and maintain thofe Opinions in Religion, which 
** brought Ours neareft and moft agreeable to the rapifts ; 
^ and to continue, multiply, and enlarge the Differences be- 
« tween the Proteftants themfelves, dittinguilhing between 
^ Proteftants and Puritans, by introducing and countenancing 
^ fuch Opinions and Ceremonies, as were fiaeft for accom- 
** modation with Popery : that fo, of Papifts, Arminians, and 
<^ Libertines, They mignt compofe a Body, fit to adt fuch 
^^Counfels and Ref&Iutions, as were moit conducible to 
^« their Own Ends : And laftly, to render the King Difaflfedl- 
^ ed to Parliaments, by Slanders and Falfe Imputations, and 
<^ fo putting Him upon other ways of Supply, as of more ad- 
^ vantage than the ordiftary courfe of Subfidies; which brought 
*^ infinite Lois to the Kir^ and People, and caufed the Di- 
^ ftrafiions that enfued. 

They remembered ^^The Breach of the Parliament at Ox- 
^fird in the firft year of his Majefty's Reign ^ and reproach'd 
** him with the Fruitlefs Voyage to Cadix^ at his firft coming 
** to the Crown ^ the Lofs of Rochely by firft Supprcfling 
*^ Their Fleet with his Own Royal Ships, by which the Pro- 
^^ teftant Religion in France infinitely Suffered ; the making 
« a War with France precipitately, and a Peace with Spam^ 
*« without Their Confent, and fo deferting the Caufe ot the 
<' Palatinate '^ and with a DeOgn to brine; in German Horfe, 
^* to force the Kingdom, by Violence, to Submit to fuch Arbi- 
^ trary Contributions, as mould be required of them. 

They remembered him ^* Of Charging the Kingdom by 
<^ Billetting of Soldiers, and by raifinz of Coat and (jonduo: 
" Money For thofe Soldiers, in the Second and Third years 
^* of his Reign ; of his Diflblving the Parliament, in his Se- 
^^ cond year, after Their Declaration of an intent to grant 
*' Five Subfidies ; and the exaSing thofe Five SubfidieS after- 
^ wards by a Commiffion of Loan; upon the rdfufal whereof, 
** divers Gentlemen were Imprifon'd, whereof fome Died, 
** by the Difeafes they contra&ed in that Imprifonment ; of 
" great Suras raifed by Privy-Seals ; and of an attempt to fet 
" the Excife on foot. 

They remembered *^ The Diflblution of the Parliament in 
^ the Fourth year of his Reign, and the Untrue and Scanda- 
<< lous Declarations thereupon^ the Imprifoniog divers Mem^ 
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^^ bers of that Parliament after the Didblution, and detaining 
" them clofe Prifoners for Words (boken in Parliament, Sen- 
^^tencing and Fining them for chole Words; One of which 
^^died in Pri(bn for want of Ordinary refreihmenr, whofe 
" Blood ( They (aid ) ftill cry^d for Vengeance. 

They reproach'd his Majelty " With Injuftic^ OppreA 
^^ fion, and Violence, which, ikct the Breaking of chat Parlia- 
^ment, broke in upon them, without any refbraint or mode- 
^^ ration ; with the great Sums of Money He had ezadled 
^ throughout the Kingdom for default of Knighthood, in the 
^Fourth year of his Reign; with the receiving Tonnage and 
^ Pounds^e* from the death of King Jamts-^ and railing the 
^ Book of Kates, and laying New finipditions upon Trade; 
^ with the Enlargement of Forrefls, and Compoutions therc- 
^upon; die ingrofling Gun-powder, and funering none to 
^buy it without Licence; with all the moft odious Mono- 
^^polies of Soap, Wine, Salt, Leather, Sea-coal, and the reft 
( which had been granted firom his Majefly's firit coming to 
Ae Crown, and fome of them before ) " With the new Tax 
^ of Ship-money, and the ill guarding the Seas, and leaving 
^ the Merchants naked to the violence of the Turkips Pirates, 
" notwithftanding that extraordinary and extravagant Supply ; 
•* with the Vexations upon pretence of Nuifences in Building, 
<c and diereupon raifing great Sums of Money for Licences to 
^ Build ; and of Depopulation, that men might pa]^ Fines to 
^continue the fame mifdemeanor; with the Seizing the 
^ Merchants Money in the Mint ; and an abominable Proje£fc 
** of making Brafs Money. 

They repeated "TTie extravagant Cenfures of tbeStar- 
Chambcr, whereby the Subjeia had been opprefs'd, by Fines, 
** Impritbnmcnts. Stigmatizing, Mutilations, Whippings, Pil- 
^Mories, Gags, Confinements, Banifliments^ the Severe and 
^ Ul^ Proceedings of the CouncU-Table, and Other new 
"ereaed Judicatories; and the Sufpenfions, Excommunica* 
** tions, and Deprivations, of Learned and Pious Miniflers, by 
" the High CommifTion Court ; which grew to that Excels 
^* of Sharpncfs and Severity, that They faid it was not much 
^^lefs than the Rom^ Inquifition. 

They reproach'd the King ^ With the Liturgy and Canons 
*^ fent into Scotland^ as an Attempt upon the Proteftant Re- 
•Migion; with the Forcing that Nation to raife an Army in 
« Their Own Defence, and raifing an Army againft Them ; 
*« with the PaciBcation, and Breach of that Pacification ; that 
« He caird a Parliament after, in hope to Corrupt it, and 
« make it Countenance the War with Scotland which when 
« He found it would Not do, he DifTolv'd it. and then com- 
"mitted Members to prifon; and compelTd men to lend 
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<< Money againft their wills ; and Imprifon^d fiich as refiifed. 
Thky mentioned ^* The Synod held by the Bilhops after 
^ the end of the Parliament, and the Canons and Oaths made 
^ by them y the raifing the Armies* Here and in Irelsnd^ 
'c againft the Scots ^ and the liberal CoUefiion and Contribu* 
^ tion from the Clergy, and the Catholicks, towards that 
^^ War; all the Favours that had been done to ±e Papifts^ 
^ die Reception and £ntertaixunent of Seignior Cmt, and the 
^^C0mte Rozettiy bv the Queen, from Romii andfome Mini- 
fy fters fimt by her Majeftythither.; 

I N a word. They left not any Error or Misfortune in Go- 
vernment ; or any raffionate Exercile of Power, unmention'd^ 
or unpre&'d ; with the Sharpeft, and moft Padietical Ejmret 
fions to afied the People, that the general obfervation c^ the 
Wilefi, or the particular AnimoGty of the moft Dilbbliged, 
or ill Affeded perfons, could fuggeft. to the Difadvantage of 
the King ; from the death of hisFather, to the unhappy be- 
ginning or the prefent Parliament : 

T H & N They magnified their own Services : ** That hav. 
^^ ing fbund die Kingdom groaning under theie Difficulties, 
^ which feem'd to be iniuperable^ They had, by the Divine 
^ Providence, overcome tnem all ^ That They had aboUQi'd 
^Ship-money, and all Monopolies; and had taken* away 
^ that which was die Root of all thofe Evils, the Arbitrary 
^ Power of Taxing the Skibje£^ pretended to be in the King: 
^ That the Living Grievances, the Evil Counfellors, were fo 
^quell'd, by the Juitice done on the Earl of Strafford *y the 
^^Fli^t of the Lord F'mch^ and Secretary ff^e6amii tjic 
^ Accu£ition and Imprilbnment of the Arch-Bifiiop of Can- 
^terbnrjy and other Delinquents; that it was not like to be 
^^ only an Eafe to the prefent Times, but a Prefervation to the 
*^ Future. 

They reckoned up " All the Good Laws, and the Benefit 
** the People receiv'd by thofe Laws ; (poke of many Good 
*' Defigns They had for the Benefit of the Kingdom ; But 
then Complain'd <^Of Oppofitions, and Obftruoions, and 
*' Difficulties, with which They were encounter'd, and wUch 
*^ ftill lay in their Way, with fome ftrength, and much ob- 
^^ftinacy; That there was a Malignant Party took heart a* 
"gain,tlwt Preferr'd fome of their own /^entsand Fadlors, 
*^ to Degrees of Honour^ and to Places of Truft and Employ- 
** ment. That They had endeavoured to work in his Majelty 
^ ill Impreffions and Opinions of Their Proceedings ; as if 
*' They had done altogether Their Own Work, and not His; 
*^ and had obtained many things from him Prejudicial to the 
*^ Crown, in refpedt of Prerogative, and Profit. To wipe 
^ out which Slander, They de<^ared, all They had done was 

<«for 
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^ for his Miqe^> his Greacnds^ Hoooui) and Support : That^ 
^ when They g^ve five and cweo^thouMnd pounds a Monch^ 
^ for the rehef of the Northern uounties^ in the fiipporc of 
^ the Sc9$^ Army, It was dven to die King^ for that He 
cc ^va5 boiind to Frotea his SubjeOs j and that, when They 
^ undertook the diarge of the Army, which cm, above fifty 
^ thoiifind pounds a Month. It was given to the King, for 
^ that it was his Majefty's Army, and the Commanders uid 
<^ Soldiers under contratt with Him^ and that, when They 
^ undertook to Pay their Brethren of Scotland three hundred 
« thoufind pounds, It was to repair the Damages and Loflles 
^Tbey had iuftain'd by his Majefty and his Mioifters; and 
« tittt thofe particulars, amounted to above £ieven hundred 
^ thou&nd pounds. 

Then They negUgently and perfundorily pafi'd over his 
Majeft/s Graces and Favours , ^ As being licde more than in 
^^ Juftice He was obliged to grant ^ and of no confideraMe 
<^Lo(s and Damage to Himfelf : and promifed the good Peo* 
^ pie ihordy Safe in the matter of Protedtions ( by which, 
^ the Dd>ts from Parliament men, and their Followers and 
^ Dependents, were not recoverable ) and fpeedily to pals a 
^ Bill to that purpoie. 

Then They mveigh'd againft die Malignant Party, ^ That 
^had fought to caule Jealoufies between Them and their 
^ Brethren of Scat ian J i and that had fuch a Party of Bifbopa 
^ and Popilh Lords in the Houfe of Peers, as hinder'd tne 
^Proceedings of divers good Bills, Pals'd in the Commons 
^ Houfe, concerning fundry great Abufes and Corruptions 
^ both in Church and State ( when, at that time, the Houfo 
of Peers had only refiifed to concur with them in Two Bills, 
that, of the Proteftation ; and, the taking away the Votes of 
Biftiops out of the Houfe of Peers ^ ^That had attempted 
<^ to Jbifaffi^ and Difcontent his Majefly's late Army, and 
<< to bring it up againft the Parliament, and City of London ; 
^ that had raifed the Rebellion in Ireland-^ and, if not by 
^< Their Wiidom prevented, had brought the like Mifery 
<( and Confiifion in this Kingdom. 

Then They declared. « 'ITiat They meant to have a ge- 
neral Synod, or the moft Grave, Pious, Learned, and Judi- 
^ cious Divines, of this Ifljmd (when at that time, there was 
(carce one Orthodox Divine oi England in reputation with 
them) " Who, aflSfted by fome from Forreign Farts, profeC- 
^ Gng the fiuone Religion, (hould confider of all things necef- 
^ bxy for the Peace and e;ood Government of the Church ; 
^ and prefent the refult or their Confultations to the Parlia- 
" ment, to be there allow'd and confirmed : That They 
^ would provide a competent Maintenance for Confciendous 

<^and 
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^ and P^«tdiing Minifters, tbroughout the Kingdom : That 
^Tbey intended to Reform and Purge the Fountains of 
<^ Learning, the two UniverGties; that the Streams flowing 
<• from thence might be dear and pure, and an Honour and 
^ Comfort to the whole Land : That his Majefty ihouid be 
^ Petitioned by Both Houfes, to employ fiich Counfellors^ 
'^ £mba(&dors, and other Minifters, in managing his bufinels 
^ It home and abroad, as the Parliament have cuilett) con- 
^ fide in ; without which, They could not give his Majefty 
^ fuch Supplies for His Own (upport^ or fiia Affiftance for 
^ the Proteftant Party beyond the Seas, as was deGied. 

Withal They declared, ^^Hiatthe Commons mie|ht 
c^have ouife, often, Juftly to take Exceptions at fome Nfen 
^^ for being Counfellors, and yet not char^ thofe Men with 
^ Crimes^ for that there are grounds of Diffidence which 
^ lye norm Proofs and others, which though they may be 
^Proved, yet are not Leg^v Criminal^ as to be a known 
• Favourer of Papifts ; or to nave been very forward in De- 
^ fending or Countenancing fome great Omnders^ queftion'd 
*in Paruamentj ortofpeakContemptuoufly ofEitherHoufe 
^of Parliament, or Parliamentary Proceedings; or Such as 
^ are iulpeAed to get Counfellors Places, or any other of 
^ truft concerning FubUck Employment, for Money : That 
^ all good courfes may be taken, to Unite the two Kingdoms 
^ of Eaglamd and Seot/andy to be mutually aiding and affift- 
^ ing one another, for the Common Good of the Ifland, and 
^ the Honour of Both : With fome other particulars of 
diis nature. 
Tbt wngn hj I K M o w not how Thofe men have already anfwer'd it to 
which the Their Own Confciences j or how they will anfwer it, to Him 
iT^^ufM ^^^ ^*° difcern their Confciences ; who having aflumed their 
rfcmnmons. Countries Truft, and, it may be, with great Eameftnefs la- 
boured to procure that Truft, by their Supine Lazinefs, 
Negligence, and Abfence, were tlie Firft Inlets to thofe In- 
uncktions; and fo contributed to thofe Licences which have 
overwhelmed us. For by this means, a Handftil of men, 
much inferior in the beginning, in number and Intereft, came 
to give Laws to the Majorjpart^ and to fhcw that Three Di- 
ligent perfons,are really a Greater and more Significant num- 
ber, than Ten Unconcerned, They, by Plurality of Voices, 
in the end, converted or reduced tne Whole Body to Their 
opinions. It is true. Men of Adtivity and Faction, in any 
defign, have many Advantages, that a Compofed and Settled 
Council, though mduftrious enough, ufually have not ^ and 
fome, that Gallant men cannot give themfelves leave to en- 
tertain : foTj beSdes Their through confiderii^ and forming 
cheir Coun»ls bdbre they execute them y They contrail a 
k habic 
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littbit of ill Nature and Difingenuity neceflary to Their afl&ird, 
and the temper of Thofe upon whom they are to work, that 
Liberal-minded men woulcl not perfwade themfelves to tn* 
tertaiUj even for the Prevention of all the Mifchief the Others 
intend* And whofoercr obfervet the ill Arts by which 
Theie men ufed to prevail upon the Peoj^e in general; Their 
•bfiirdj rididiious Lyings to IVin the afiedions, and corrupt 
the luiderftandinss of the Weak; and the bold Scandals, to 
confirm the Wilnil} the boundleft Promifes They prefemed 
to Che Ambitiotisj and Their grofi, abject Flatteries, and 
Atolicationstothe Valgar-fpirited4 would hardly givehim'^ 
feif leave to ufe diofe Weapons, for the Prefervation of the 
Three Kingdoms^ 

The Kmghad at diat time a greater Difiulvantage (befidea 
the concurrence of ill and extraordinary accidents) than Him- ' 
felf, or any of his Progenitors, had ever had before ; having no 
Servant <^ the Houfe of Commons, of Intereft^ Ability, and 
Reputation, and of Faithfulneis and AfFe&ion to his Service 3 
SF Tb§mm Jermpi^ who was very Honed to him, and of good 
AhilitieBy througfi his indifpoiition of healdi, and trouble of 
mind for his Son's misfortune , having left the Houfe, and 
the Court, and being retired into the Country : and S^ Harrjf 
PigmB {mho was the other only Privy -Counfellor) having 
comnatted thofe Faults to the King, he knew could not be 
forgiven; and thofe Faults to the Country, could not be for- 
ccen ; gaye himfelf entirely to the difpoficion of his new 
and M' Samt-Johit^ who at the beginnii^ was made 
General; and thereby, had obliged himfelf by a 
particular CHuciu <<To Defend his Majefty's Rights; and in no. 
^cale to be of Counfel, or give Advice, to the prejudice of 
^the King^ and the Crown; was the Chief Initrument^ to 
Devife and Contrive all the Propofitions, and h(k& of Undu- 
tiftilneft towards him. So that, wlulft Thefe men, and their 
Conforts^ widi the greateft deliberation, confiilced, and dif- 
pofed themfelves to coropafi Confiifion : They^ who oot of 
the moft abftraded Senfe of Lx)yalty to the King, ancf Duty 
to their Country , fever'd from any relations to the King's 
fervice, or hopes from the Court, preferv'd their own Inno-' 
cence, and endeavour'd to uphold the good old frame of Go- 
vernment, receiv'd neither countenance nor conduft front 
Thofe who were naturally to have taken care of that province. 
And fiire, the Raging and Fanatick Diftetnper of the Houfe 
of Commons (to which all other diftempers are to be im- 
puted) muft moft properly be attributed, to the want of 
Such good Minifters of the Crown in that Aflembly, as be- 
ing Unaw'd by any Guilt of their Own, could have watch'd 
Other men's ; and inform'd , encouraged , and influenced , 
Vol. I. Parti. X Thofe, 
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Thore, who flood well inclined to the Publick Pcace^ 
To which purpofe, if that Stratagem ( chough none of the 
bed) of winning men by Places, had been pradtifed, aflbon 
as the refolucion was taken at Terk to call a Parliament ( in 
which it was apparent, dangerous attempts would be made ; 
and that the Court could not be able to refiii: thofe attempts) 
and if M' Fjm^ W Hamhdeny and M' HeUisy had been then 
Preferred, with M' Sainf-jQlm i before they were defperately 
embark'd in their defperate defigns ; and had Innocence e- 
nough about them, to truft the Kln^ and be trufted by him ; 
having yet contraded no Perfonal animofides againft him : it 
is very poffible, that They might either have been made In- 
ftruments to have done good Service ^ or at leaft been re- 
ftrain'd, from endeavouring to Subvert the Royal Building, 
for fupporting whereof They had been placecl as principal 
Pillars. 

But the Rule the King gave himfclf ( very reafonable at 
any other time ) that They mould Firft do Service and com- 
pals this or that thing for him, before they fliould receive Fa- 
vour, was Then very unfeafonable : fince, befides that They 
could not in truth do him that Service without the qualin- 
cation, it could not be expe£fced They would defert that Stde, 
by the Power of which They were fure to make themfelvcs 
confiderable, without an unqueftionable mark of interdt in 
the Other, by which They were to keep up their Power and 
Reputation : and fo , whillt the King expe&ed They Diould 
manifeft their inclinations to His Service , by their Tatoer 
and Moderation in thofe Proceedings that moft ofifllded 
him ; and They endeavour'd , by doing all the Hurt they 
could, to make evident the Power They had to do him 
Good; He grew fo far Difobliged, andprovoked, that he 
could not in Honour Gratify them ^ and Tney fo Obnoxious, 
and Guilty, that they could not think themfelves Secure in 
his Favour: and thence, according to the Policy and Method 
of Injuftice, continued to Oppreft that Power Theyhad In* 
jured ; and to raife a Security for Themfelves, by Difabling 
the King to queftion their Tran^reffions. 
neKtng^s Notwithstanding all thefe Contrivances to Let 
Keetption fen the Reputation of the Court (to which many other par- 
Z!fhuZ ^'^^^^^^ contributed; which will be touch'd hereafter) The 
iHrn out of City of London made great Preparations to receive the King. 
Scotland, Goumey^ then Lord Mayor, was a man of Wifdom and Cou- 
Nov zf, rage ; and exprefs'd great Indignation , to fee the City fo 
Corrupted, by the ill artifices of Faftious perfons; and there- 
fore attended upon his Majefly, at his entrance into the 
City, with all the Luftre and good Countenance it could 
fliew; and as great profeflions of Duty, as it could make, or 

the 
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the King expefl;. And on Thurfday, the Five and Twentieth 
of Novemher^ the King entred into London ; received with 
the greateft acclamations of Joy, that had been known upon 
any ocodion ; and after a moft magnificent Entertainment, by 
Sr Rid^d Goumey Lord Mayor, at the Guild^Hall^ where the 
Kinpi^ Queen, Prince, and the whole Court, of Lords and 
Ladies, were Feaftedj his Majefly was attended by the whole 
City to Ifbite-HaUj where he lodg'd that night j and the Earl 
of Effex refign'd his Commiilion, of General on this fide 
Trenf ^ which had been granted for ±e Security of the King^ 
dom, at his Majefty's going into the North. 

The next day, the King went to Hampton- Court ^ and '^'' H- Vam 
aflbon as he came thither, took away the Seals from S"^ Henry ^r^^y^l^ 
Vane ( having before taken away his StaflF of Treafurer of the^^f^ftfry'^ 
Houinold from him, and conferrM it upon the Lord Savile^ in State. 
lieu of the Prefidentfliip of the North ; which he was to have 
had, if Both Houfes had not declar'd that Commifiion to be 
illegal) and appointed the Guards, that were kept at Weft* 
mmfter for the Security of the two Houfes, ever fince tne 
News out of Scotland^ to be difmifs'd j and lliortly after pub- 
lifh'd a Proclamation, *« For Obedience to be given to the 
" Laws eftabiifh'd, for the exercife of Religion. 

These proceedings of his Majefty, much troubled the ^ fethUi 
Managers in the Houfe 5 and the Entertainment given to him^«/*»^«' *« 
by the City of London^ in which Their entire confidence ^'^J^^^^'^ 
was, much dgrdled them j and made them apprehend, theirf^^ Remon- 
Friends There were not fo Powerful as Ihey expedled ifirance, on 
However, They feem'd to abate nothing of their mettal; and Decemb. 1 
fhortly after his return, refolv'd to prefcnt Their Remon- "^^ ^'^'"''^ 
fbrance, lately firamed, to him, together with a Petition j in 
which. They complained "Of a Malignant Party, which pre- 
" vail'd fo far, as to bring divers of Their Inttrumcnts to be 
"of his Privy-Council j and in other employments of truft 
** and nearnefs about his Majefty, the Prince, and the reft 
" of his Children : to which Malignant Party, amongit other 
" wickednefs, They imputed the Infurredtion of the Papitts in 
" Ireland 'j and therefore, for the Suppreding that Wicked and 
*^ Malignant Party, They befought his Majelty, that He would 
" concur with his People, in a Parhamcmary way, for the 
" depriving the Bilhops of their Votes in Parliament (when 
at that time the Bill to that purpofe had not pafs'd the Houfe 
of Peers ) "and abridging Their immoderate power over the 
*• Clergy j and for the removing unnecedary Ct^remonies, by 
" which divers weak Confciences had been fcrupled 3 That ^ 
<* He would remove from his Council Such Perfons, as per- 
*^ fitted to favour any of thofe Preflures wherewith the Pco- 
** pie had been gricv*d 3 and that He would for the future 
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^ employ Such perfbns in the Publick affidr^ and take Such 
^ to be near him in Places of truft, as his Parliament mi^c 
^have caufe co confide in; and that He would rejeO, suid 
^ refiife, all mediation and foUidtation to the contrary, how 
^ powemil and near ibever : That He would forbear to alienate 
<c any of the Forfeited and Efcheated Lands in IrfUmd^YoxiL 
^ fhould accrew to the Crown by reafon of this Rebellion. 
« Which Defires of Theirs bdi^ graciouQy folfiU'd by his 
^ Majefty (They fiud ) They would apply themfelves to fuch 
^ Cburfes and Counfels, as (hould fiipport his Royal Eflat^ 
^ with Honour and Plenty at home, with Power and Repu* 
<<tation abroad; and by Their Lc^al Aflfedtions and Ser- 
^ vice, lay a fure and lailing foundation of the Greatnefi and 
^ Profperity of his Majefty, and his Royal Pofterity in future 
•'times. 

This Petition, together with the Remonifarance, was pre* 
fented at Hsmpton-C^urt^ on the Firft day of Decemhr ; and 
within few days after, both the Petition and Remonftrance 
were by Order Printed, and with great induftry Piibliih'd 
throughout the Kingdom : Albeit the King, at the receipt 
diereof, defired them not to publiDi either, till He (hould 
lend his Anfwer ; which he did (liortly after, expreffing; 
h9 Kffig** ^ H o w fenfible He was of that Difrefpecl y reprehending 
imfwer H « them foT the Unparliamentarinefs of their Remonftrance in 
Hfittit$n.a2nnv whereof (He faid) « He would refcrve to himfelf 
^ to take fiich courfe, as He fhould think fil^ in Phidence 
^ and Honour. But to their Petition, He told them, ^ That 
^ if They would make that Wicked and Malignant Party, 
« whereot they complained, known to his Majefty, He would 
<< be as ready to Supprefs and Punifh it, as they could be to 
^Complain; That by thofe Counfellors wlunn He had ex- 
^ pofed to Trial, He had given fufBcient teftimony, that there 
^ was no Man fo near him, in place 6t aSedlion, whom he 
^ would not leave to the Juftice of the Law, if They Qiould 
^ bring fiifficient Pi'oofs, and a particular Ch^ge ajgaimt him ; 
^ in the mean time. He wifli'd them to forbear (uch general 
^ Aiberfions, as fince they named None in Particular, might 
^^xmc& upon All his Council ^ That for the Choice of his 
^ Counfellors, and Minifters of State, it was the Natural Li- 
^ berty all Freemen have, and the undoubted Ridit of the 
^ Crown, to call Such to his Secret CounciL and Publick Em- 
•* ploymenr, as He ihould think fit j yet fie would be care- 
^ful to make eleftion of Such, as fliould have given good 
r ^ teftimonies of their Abilities and Integrity, s^ againlt 
^ Whom there could be no juft caufe of Exception^ That for 
^^the depriving the Biftiops of their Votes in Parliament, 
^ They Ihould confider, that Their Right, was grounded 
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'< upon die Fundamental Law of the Kingdom, and Coniti- 
^ tution of Parliament. 

^FoR ^viiat coDcem'd Religion, Church Govemtnent, 
^ and the removingunneoeflEiry Ceremcmies^if the ParUament 
^ fliould advife him to call a National Synod, He Ihould con- 
^fiderofit, and give them due fiitisfaoion therein^ declar<» 
^ in^ His Refohition , to maintain the Dodrine and Difci- ^ 
^ phne dlablifh'd by uiw, as well ^ainil all invafions of Po- 
^ pery as from the irreverence of Schifmaticks and Scpara- 
^ tilts 3 wherewith , of late , this Kingdom , and this City 
^ abounds, to the ^eat diflionour and Imard both of Churcn 
^ and State ; for tne Suppreffion of whom, his Majefty re- 
<^ quired Their timely and adive Afliftance. 

^To their defire concerning Ir^Ar^ri/, He told them, He 
^ much doubted, whether it were Seafonable to declare rcfo- 
^ lutions of that nature, before the events of the War were 
^feen; however. He thanked them for their advice; and 
^ Gonjui^d them, to ufe all poffible diligence and expedition in 
'^ advancing the Supplies thither ; the Infolence and Cruelty 
<^ of the Rebels dauy increafing. 

The gracioubeis and temper of this AnTwo*, made no im*- 
predion on them ^ but they proceeded in their ufual man- 
ner ; framing and encouraging, undeiiiand , thofe whiipers, 
by which the Rebellion in Irtlsnij might be underitood to 
receive feme extraordinary countenance from the Court of 
BMgUmd^ the fcandal whereof. They knew , would quickly 
fall upon die Queen. 

At this time, the diligence and dexterity of the Lord 
Mayor, caufed an Addrefi to be prepared to his Majeftv, from 
the Court of Aldermen^ which was fentby the two Sheriiis, 
and two others of that Body ; by which, ^ His Majefty was 
*< humbly defired to refide at mfke-Hall^ which angred the 
Governing P^ty, as much as their kind reception had done, 
The Petition was graciouQy receiv'd ; all the Aldermen 
Knighted ; and the Uourt, within a day or two, removed to 

The Letters out of Ireland were very importunate for Re^ uiffkirj h 
lief, of Men, Money, and Provifions j tne Rebels very much Ireland, 
incr^ing and taking Courage, from the flow proceedmg liere 
for their Suppreffion : which indeed was not advanoedequal 
to Mens expedations ; though the Kingyta|Qii his firft com^ 
ing to ttk^ Houfes after his return bm^mf^bmJU with ^«at 
earneftnefs recommended it to them. Oflfy, the PropoGooiis 
made from Scetlmtd^ ^ For the fending ten thoafind Men titcm 
<< thence, into U^er, to be paid by the Parliament, were con- 
fented to ; whereby fbme Soldiers were dilpatdi'd thither, 
to defend their own Plantation: and did in truth , at our 
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Which advice his Mftieftv foUow'di ^^ coming to the 
Houfe fidd the veiy words he &ui propo(ad to Him. cue now 
Their BuGneis was done; (which tniljr> I think, no other 
Tht Ltrds way could have been compaft'd j the divided Lords and Com* 
*^ ^'Jlj ™^°* prefendy Unite themfdves, in t Petition to the King; 
JJJ^,t^"acknowledguig his Royal Favour and Protcflion to be a 
Bnacb of *' great filefline and Security to Them, for the enjoying and 
Privtiige,m^* preferving aU thofe private and publick Ubertiet and Pri- 
4Mtion ff cc vileges which belong unto them ; and whenfocver any of 
■ ^w. cc thofe Uberties or Privileges fliould be invaded. They 
^^ were bound, with humility and confidence,^ to rcfort to his 
^ Princely Jultice for Redrefi and Satisfaction ; becaufe the 
<< Rights and Privileges of Parliament, were die Birth*ri^t 
<' and Inheritance, not only dFTbemfelveSy but of the whole 
^' Kingdom, wherein every one of his Subjedb was intereft'd, 
^ That amongft the Privilegea of Parliament, it was Their 
^' ancient and undoubted Ri^^ that his Majeily oimht not 
^^to take notice of any matter in Agitation and Debate^ in 
^< either Houfe of Parliament, but by their information and 
^^ agreement; and that his Majefty oug^t not to propound 
. <^ any Condition, Provifion, or Limitation, to any Bill, or Adt, 
^^ in Debate or Preparation, in either Houfe of Parliament ; or 
<< to declare His confent or diflent. His approbation or diOike, 
^< of the fame, before it be prefented to him in due courfe of 
^' Parliament. They declared. That all thofe Privileges had 
^' been lately broken, to Their great forrow and grief, in that 
^Speech which his Maje(ty had made to them; wherein He 
** took notice of a Bill for Prefling of Soldiers, not yet agreed 
^upon; and ofier'd a Salvo Jwre^ and provisional Clauie, to 
^ be added to it, before it was prefented to him ; and tfatere? 
*« fore they befought Him, by nis Regal Power to Proteft 
^ them, in Thole and the Other Privileges of his High 
^ Court of Parliament; and that He would not, for the time 
^ to come, br^ or intermpt them 5 and that, for the Rcr 
^^paratioii of them in that tneir Grievance and Complaint, 
^* He would declare aiid make known the Name of fuch Per?- 
^ fon, by whofe mifinformation, and Evil Counfei, his Ma- 
^ jdly was induced to the fame, that he might receive con- 
^* dipi Punifliment. And this. They did deiire, ajid as his 
<< greateft and mofl faithful Council, did advife his Majeily 
** to perform ; as a great advants^ to Him^ by procuring and 
^^ confirming a Coclidence and Unity betwixt his Majeity and 
f* his People, e^. 

And having delivered this Petition, They no more con- 
fider'd Ireland^ till this manifeft Breach ihould be repair'd ; 
irhich tfiey refohr'd nothing fhould do, but the Paffing the 

k P^ ; a|)4 therffore, whep the 1^ oSer'd, by a MeOage fent 
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by the Eart of Effex^ *^That He would take care, by Com- 
^ miffions which he would gntnt, that ten thoufand EMgUJb 
^ Voltmtienr, fliould be fperailyiaifed for the Service of Ire* 
^Immiy if tfieHoufes would cfedare that They would Pay 
^ them ; the Overture was wholly rejcded : They neither 
being mllin^ that fuch a Body of Men ihould be ndfed by 
the King's diredion ( which would probably be more at Hii 
devodcm than They deGr'd) nor in any other way than 
They propolfed : and fo in the end ( after other ill Accidents 
intervening, which will be remcmber*d in order ) He was »*«'«»p»»f 
compeird to Pafs the Bill, concerning Prefling, which They ^^!^ 
hadprepared. fa^^di, 

HowEV£R% for all this, and the better, it may be, for 
all thiss the King, upon his arrival at Whiti-HaUy found 
bodi his Houfes of nrliament of a much better Temper 
than they had been; Many having great indignation, to fee 
his Majefly fo ill treated by his own Servants, and Thofe^ 
who were moil obh'ged to his Bounty and Mapuficence; and 
likewife to difcem, now much Ambition and Private Interefl, 
was cover'd under Publick Pretences. They who were in 
truth Zealous for the Prefervation of the Laws, the Reli- 
aon^ aod true Intereft of the Nation, were follidtous to 
Preierve the King^s Honour from any indignity, and his Re- 
gal Power from Violation ^ and fo always oppofed Thofe wRo 
intrenched upon either, and who could comnafs their ends 
by no other means than by trampling upon bodi. So that^ 
in truth, that which was caird the King's Party, in both 
Houfes, was made up of Perfons who were Strangers, or 
without any Obligation to the Court ; of the belt Fortunes, 
and the beft Reputation, in their feveral Countries where 
they were known ; as having always appeared very Zealous in 
the maintenance of their jult Rights, and Oppofed, as much 
as in them lay, ail illml and grievous Impofitions : whilft 
His own Privy-Council ( two or three only excepted ) and 
much the greater number of all his own Servants, either pub- 
lickly Oppofed, or privately Betray'd Him; and fo much the 
more virulently abhorrVi all Thofe who now appear'd to 
carry on His Service, becaufe they prefumed ro undertake^ at 
leaft endeavour (for they undertook nothing, nor look'd 
for any Thanks for their labour ) to do that which Them- 
feives ought to have done ; and fo they were upon this dif^ 
advantage, that whenever They prefs'd any thing in the 
Houfe, which feem'd immediately to advance the KinE's 
Power and Authority, fome of the King's Council, or his 
Servants, moft oppofed it, under the notion "Of being Pre- 
^judicial to the King's Intereft : whilft thev who had ufed 
to govern aqd impofe upon the Houfe, made a fliew of ht-* 

ing 
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ing more modeft, and yec were more infolent ^ and endea- 
vour'd, by fecting new Counfels on foot, to entangle, and en- 
gage, ana indeed to over-reach tlie Houfe ; by cozening chem 
into Opinions which might hereafter be applicable to their 
Ends, rather than to purfue their old Deugns, in hope to 
obtain in the End a Succefs by their Authority. The Night 
of the Remonilrance had humbled them in that point : and 
from that time. They rather concriv'd ways to Silence thofc 
who oppofcd them ^ by traducing them abroad, or taking 
advantage againft them in the Houfe, for any ExprefEons 
they ufed in Debate which might be misinterpreted j and fo 
calling them to the Bar, or committing them to the Tower : 
which did in truth (trike fuch a Terrour into the minds of 
many, that they forbore to come to the Houfe;, rather than 
expofc themfelves to many unea(ine0es there. 
y^ftfai^ There was at this time, or thereabout, a Debate ftarted 
^ms^^ the Houfe, as if by meer chance, which produced many 
co;„/* Inconveniences after j and, if there had not been too many 
r t9 concurrent Caufes, might be thought the (ble caufe and ground 
"*•/ of all the Mifchicfs that enfued. Upon fome report or dif- 
iwi' courfe of fome Accident, which had happen'd upon or in 
oj fhe the Disbanding the late Army, an obfcure Member moved, 
a : ^ That the Houfe would enter upon the confideration, Whe- 
'^ iiher the Militia of the Kingdom was fo Settled by Law, 
^*that a fuddain Force or Army could be drawn together, 
*^ for the Defence of the Kingdom if itihould be Invaded, or 
** to Supprefs any Infurredion or Rebellion if it fliould be 
** attempted. 

The Houfe kept a long Silence after the motion, the 
newnefs of itamufing mod; Men, and few in truth underftand- 
ing the meaning of it ; until one and another of the Mem- 
bers, who were leaft taken notice of, feeming to be moved by 
the weight of what had been faid, enlarged upon the fame 
Argument: and in the end it was propoted, "That a Com- 
" mittee might be appointed, to conGder of the prefent State 
** of the Militia, ancl the Power of it ; and to prepare fuch a 
" Bill for the Settling it, as might provide for the Publick 
" Peace , and for the Supprefling any Forreign Enemy, or 
" Domeltick Infutredlion. 
5tf- Hereupon, They were inclined to nominate a Com- 
mittee, to prepare fuch a Bill as fliould be thought neceOary : 
Upon which, Mr HyJe fpoke againft the making any fuch 
Committee: faid. There could be no doubt, that the Power 
« Of the Militia refided in the King, in whom the Right of 
« making War and Peace was invefted j that there had never 
« yet appeared any defed of Power, by which the Kingdom 
^^ had oeea in Danger, and we might reafonably expea the 

" fame 
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*< £une Security for the future. With which the Houfe feem'd 

well (atisfied, and confipofed, and inclined to go on upon 

Ibme other Debate ^ until Saint-John^ the King's SoUicitor, 

and the only Man in the Houfe of his Learned Council, 

flood up, and faid, ^IJe would not fuffer that Debate, in dndS^U, 

,** which there had been fo many weighty particulars men-{^'/*- ^'" 

" ticm'd, to be difcontinued without fome Refolution j That ]2rJ", ^^^ 

"He would be very glad there were that Power in the King vnnffit 

"( whofe Rights He was bound to defend ) as the Gentleman Nttnkem 

**who {poke laft feemM to imagine 3 which for his part hc'^'^^-' 

^knew there was not ; That the queftion was not about 

« taking away Power from the King , which was veiled in 

* Him ( which was his Duty always to oppofe ) but to enquire, 

** whether there be fuch a Power in him, or any where elfe, 

** as is neceflary for the Prefervation of the King and the 

"People, in many cafes that may fall out; and if there be 

" nor, then to fupply him with that Power and Authority i 

and 4id, "He did take upon him with confidence to af!> 

" firm. That there was a detedt of fuch Power and Authority : 

" He put them in mind, " How that Power had been executed 

^'in the Age in which we live^ That the Crown had granted 

"Commiflions to great Men, to be Lord Lieutenants of 

'^ Counties^ and They, to Gentlemen of Quality, to be their 

'< Deputy Lieutenants; and to Colonels, and other Officers, 

" to condud and lilt Soldiers ; and then He wilh'd them to 

"confider, what Votis they had pafs'd, of the illegality of 

" all thofe Coinmiflions , and of the unjultifiablenefs of all 

" the Proceedings which had been by Virtue of thofe Com- 

"miflions ; So that let the OccaGon or Neccflity be what it 

*' would. He did prefume, no Man would hereafter Execute 

^ any fuch Commiffion ; and if there were any Man fo hardy, 

" that no body would Obey them ; and therefore dcfir*d Them 

" to confider, whether there be not a Defedk of Power, and 

" whether it ought not to be fupply'd. 

I T was now evident enough, that the Debate was not be- 
gun by chance, but had been fully deliberated ; and what 
ufe they would make upon occaGons, of thofe Volumes of 
Votes, They had often poured out upon all accidental De- 
bates ; and no Man durll rake upon him to Anfwcr all tliat 
had been alledg'd, by faying, all thofe Votes were of no Va- 
lidity; and that the king's Right was, and would be judg'd 
the lame ic had been before, notwithftanding rhofc Votes ; 
which is very true : But this being urged by the King's own 
Solliciror, They appointed Him " To bring in and prepare fuch //<? » ^- 
ff a Bill as He thought neceflary ; few Men imagining, that fuch J*''"'^^^'*^ 
8. Sworn OflBccr would not be very careful and tender of all his g7/iV/^r//# 
AilWler'fi PrcrogativcSjWhich He was exprcfsly Sworn to defend, f^^t matter, 
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h Hi Within few days after. He brouglht in a very (horc Bill ; 
I in which was mencionM by way of Prdnce, * That the Power 
^ over the Militia of the Kingdom was not Settled in any 
^ fuch manner, that the Security of the Kingdom was pro- 
^ vided for, in cafe of Invafion, or LAurreffion, or any fud- 
^ dain accidents : and then an En^Sting daufe, ^ That hence- 
^ forward the Militia, and all the Power thereof, (hould be 
** vetted in —&Cy and then a large Blank left, for inferring 
^ Names; and afterwards, ^ The abfolute Authority to Execute 
— ^c. The ill meaning whereof was eafily underfbod ; 
and with fome warmth prefi'd : '^ That by tnis Bill, all the 
^ Power would be taken out of the Crown, and put into the 
^ hands of Commiflioners. To which the Sollicitor made An- 
fwer, ^ That the Bill took no Power from any body who 
** had it, but provided to give Power where it was not ; nor 
** was there mention of any Commiflioners ; but a Blank was 
** therefore left, that the Houfe might fill it up as They 
^ thought fit, and put the Power into Such hands as They 
^ thought proper ; which, for ou^t He knew, might be the 
^ Kin^s ; and He hoped it would be (b. 
Bifl «* And with this Anfwer die Bill was received, notwith- 
^ ftanding all oppofition, and read : all Thofe perfons who had 
been formerly Deputy Lieutenants, and lay under the Ter- 
rour of that Vote, prefuming, that this Settlement would pro- 
vide for the Indemnity ofall that had pafi'd before ; and 
the Reft, who mi^t (hll be expofedlb the fiune hazards, if 
they (hould be required to ad upon the like occafions, con- 
curring in the defire, that fomewbat might be done for a ge- 
neral Security ; and They who had contrived it, were well 
enough contented that it was Once read ; not defiring to pro- 
fecute it, till fome more favourable conjundture ihouXd be of- 
fered : and fo it retted, 
j^nf About this time, the King not being well £itisfied in the 
f" attedtion or fidelity of Sr IVtUiam Balfour ; whom He had 
^iiham fQjjjg ygj^yj before, to the great and general Scandal, and Of- 
\eing fence of the Engltjh Nation, made Lieutenant of the Tower ; 
enAnt and finding that the Seditious Preadiers every day prevail'd 
iT9wer. in the City of London^ and Corrupted the Afieaions and 
Loyalty of the meaner People towards the Government of 
the Church and State : refolv'd to put that Place (which fome 
Men fiincied to be a Bridle upon the City) into the Hands of 
fuch a Man as He might rely upon : and yet. He was willing 
to be quit of the Other, without any h& of Difobligation 
upon him ; and therefore gave Jiim three thoufand pounds, 
gi ready Money, which was raifed by the Sale of fome of die 
Eford Queen's own Jewels : and immediately caufed Colonel Lamf" 
« *?> md to be Sworn in his place. Lieutenant of the Tower. 

This 
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This was no fooner known, than the Houfe of Com- 
nxMis found themfdves concern d in it; and upon pretence 
^Thac fo excellent a PoibOy as S^WSam Ba^ur (who in 
tnith was very gracious to them , for the fafe keeping the 
£arl oSStr&gwrd) ^ could not be remov'd from that Charge, 
^buc upon fome enunent Oeiign s^nft the City and Sie 
^ Kingdom ; and that the Man who was appointed for his 
^Succeflbr was a peribo of great Licence, and known only 
^ by fome defperate ads ; for which He had been formerly 
^ Imprifon'd by the State, and having made his eicape , fled 
^the Kingdom: They drar'd the Lords to joyn with Them 
^in a Petition to the Kuig, to put the Tower into Better 
^ hands ; making fiich ailments a^unft the Ferfon of the 
Man, as before Ipoken of. The Lords replied to them, 
^ That it was an argument of that nature, They thought not 
^themfelves competent Advifers in it^ the cuftody of die 
'^ Tower being folely at the King's difpo^d, who was Only 
^to judge of the Fitnefi of the Ferfon for fuch a Charge: 
Bu^ at the &me time that They refufed to joyn in a Publick 
Defire to the King, They intimated Privately Their Advice 
to him, « That He (hould make choife of a Fitter Perfon, 
^againft whom no Exceptions could be made. For indeed, 
S' TfajRMf Ltmsftrd was not then known enough, and of re- ne Coiond 
putation equal to fo invidious a province^ and thereupon, ^'/^i'^'*^^ 
within two or three days at moft, He reiign'd the Place, and %\^^i, 
the King gave it S' J^hn Byren. fit in. 

This gSLVt them no Satisfodion in the Change, fince it 
had no roerence to Their Recommendation ; which They 
only look'd after : but it gave them great delist, to fee that 
the King's Counfels were not fo fix'd , but Their Clamour 
mi^ alter them ; and that doing Hurt, being as deiireable a de- 
gree of Power, to fome Men, as doing Good, and likely to gain 
them more Profelytes, They had Marr'd a Man, though They 
could not Make one. And without doubt, it was of great Dii- 
advanrage to the King, that That Counfel had not been form'd 
with fiich deliberation, that there would need no alteration^ 
which could not be made, without a kind of Recognition. 

All this time, the Bill depended in the Lords Houfe yT»uchin^th§ 
** For the taking away the Votes of Bifliops , and teinoving^*'^ ^s^"*fi 
** them from the Houfe of Peers; which was not like to make [?^^^f^f' 
a more prolpcrous progrefs there, than it had fix Months be-^eniJ,^ •« 
fore; it being evident, that the Jurifdidtion of the Peerage rJir* Hw/# 
was invaded by the Commons ; and therefore that it was 'fleers* 
not realbnable to part with any of their Supporters. But the 
Virulence againft them ftill incrcafed , and no Churches fre* 

?ucnted , but where They were Preach'd againil as Anti- 
^hriftian ; The Preffcs fwcU'd with the moft virulent In- 

vcilives 
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veSivcs againft them; and a Sermon was Preach'd at Weft- 
mivfiery and afterwards Printed, under the Title of The Fro- 
teftatson Protefied^ by the infamous Burton^ wherein He de- 
clar'd, " That all Men were oblig'd by their late Proteltation, 
<* by what means foever , to remove both Bilhops and the 
" Common-Prayer Book out of the Church of Englandy as 
« Impious and Papiftical: whilft all the Learned and Ortho- 
dox Divines oi^ England^ were look'd upon under the notion 
of Scandalous Minilters; and if the Meaneft, and moft Vi- 
tious Parifhioner They had, could be brought to prefer a Pe- 
tion againft either of them to the Houfe of Commons (how 
Falfe foever) He was fure to be Profecuted as fiich. 
Petition 1 N the end, a Petition was Publilh'd, in the name "Of the 
ujL^i^ in cc Apprentices, and Thofe whofe Apprenticelhips were lately 
^]J^^-^exwrd, in and about the Citv of London -^ and direfted, 
s.ailwfi " To the King's moll excellent Majefty in the Parliament now 
ifissnd <*afl[embled; Shewing, *' That They found by experience, 
'^ts, <c both by their Own and Mafters Tradings, the beginning of 
<< great Mifchiefs coming upon them, to nip them in the bud, 
^ when they were firft entring into the World; the Caufc of 
<^ which. They could attribute to no others but the Papifts, 
*<and the Prelates, and that Malignant Party which adhered 
<^ to them : That they ftood folemniy engaged, with the ut- 
« moft of their Lives and Fortunes, to Defend his Sacred Ma- 
«« jefty, and Royal IflGie, together with the Rights and Liber- 
<^ ties of Parliaments, againit Papifts, and Popifli Innovators ; 
"fuch as Arch-Bilhops , Bilhops, and their dependents, ap- 
"pear to be. They ddir'd his Majefty in Parliament to take 
"notice, that, notwithftanding the much unwearied pains 
" and induftry of the Houfe of Commons, to fubdue Popery, 
"and Popifh Innovators; neither is Popery yet fubdued, nor 
"Prelates are yet remov'd; whereby Many had taken en- 
" couragements defpcrately to Plot againft the Peace and 
" Safety of his Dominions : witnels the moft Barbarous and 
"Inhuman Cruelties perpetrated by the Papifts in Ireland j 
"from whence (They faid) a new fpring of F.ears and Jca- 
*^ loufies arofe in them : and therefore I'hey defir'd, that the 
" Popifh Lords, and other eminent and dangerous Papilts, in 
" all the parts of the Kingdom, might be look'd unto, and 
"Secur'd ^ the Laws againft Priefts and Jcfuits fully executed; 
" and the Prelacy rooted up : Tliat fo the work of Reforma- 
tion might be profperouily carried on; Their diftradting 
Fears remov'd ; that the freedom of Commerce and Trade 
" might pafs on more chearfiiUy, for the encouragement of 
" the Petitioners, ^c. 

This, and fuch ttuff* being Printed, andlcatter'd amongft 
the People; Multitiuies of mean Perfons flock'd to Weftm^n-^ 

/fr-Hall, 
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y?^-Hall, and about the Lords Houfe ; crying as they, went up 
and down, No B^bops, No Bi/hopSy ^ That fo they nSght carry 
^on the Reformation. 

I Said before^ that upon the King's return from Scot-ntCtm* 
landy He dilcharg'd the Guards that attended upon the Houfes. m^m p»fs* 
Whereupon, the Houfe of Commons ( for the Lords refufed ''•» '*/ 
to Joyn with them ) Petitioned the King « In regard of the ^^'^ * 
« Fears They had of fome Deiign from the Papifts, that 
"They might continue fuch a Guard about them as They 
'^ thought fit. 

T o which His Majefty anfwer^d , <* That He was confi- iru i/Ujefy*s 
« dent they had no juft caufe of Fear; and that They were as »>*»/»«•. 
"Safe, as Himfelt and his Children: but, fince They did 
"avow fuch an apprehenfion of Danger, that He would ap- 
** point a fufficient Guard for them. And thereupon, di- 
re<5ted the Train'd-bands oiWeftminfier and Middlefex (which 
confided of the moil fubftantial Houdiolders, and were under 
known Officers) in fit numbers to attend. 

This Security was|iot liked; and it was ask'd, — ^^ 
cufiodiet ipfos Cuftedes — ? And when the diforderly RabbTe, 
(poke of now, firft came down, They refitted them, and would 
not fufier them to difturb the Houfes ; and Some of them, 
with great rudenefs , preffing to the door of the Houfe of 
Peers, their LordQiips appointed the Guards to be caird up 
to remove them; and the Earl of Dor fit ^ being then Lord 
Lieutenant of Middlefex ( the Crowd opprefling him, and re- 
fiifing to leave the Room) in fome Paflion, calFd upon the 
Guard " To give Fire upon them ; whereupon, the Rabble 
Frighted, left the place, and hafted away. 

The Houfe of Commons, incenfed that Their Friends 
fliould be fo'ufed, much Inveigh'd againft the Earl of Dorfit-^ 
and talk'd, "Of Accufing him of High Treafon; atleatt, 
*^ of drawing up fome Impeachment againtt him ; for fome 
Judgment he had been Party to, in the Star-Chamber, or 
Council-Table : and fo giving thefe hints of Their Difplea- 
(iire, that He might have the more care how he carried 
himfelf ; They concluded , that fince They could not have 
fiich a Guard as pleafcd Them, They would have None at 
all : and fo fent to the Lords " For the Difcharge of the 
" Train'd-bands that attended : who willingly confented to it; 
and it was done accordingly : The Houfe of Commons de- 
claring " That it fhould be Lawfiil , for every Member to 
" bring his own Servant, to attend at the door, ArmU with 
"fuch Weapons as They thought fit. 

It was quickly underftood abroad, that the Commons Gwiff Th- 
liked well the Vifits of their Neighbours : So that the People »»«^'' ^•»' 
aflcmbled in greater Numbers than before, about 'the Houfe p*^f"*^' *^ 

of 
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of Peers; calling ftill out with one Voice, Ko Bj/hopSj N0 
P0pi/b LorJs; Crowded and Afironted fuch Lords as came 
near them, who They knew afiedled not their ends, calling 
them Rotten^heMfted Lords. 

Hereupon, the Houfe of Peers defir'd a Conference 
with the Commons ; at which , They complain'd of thofe 
Tumults; and told them, ^ That fuch Diforders would be an 
^ Impuution upon the Parliament and mak^ it be doubted 
<< Whether they had Freedom ; and fo might happily become a 
<' BlemiHi to thofe many good Laws They had already Pais'd. 
^as well as Prevent the making more; ana therefore ddGr*d 
^< them, that They would, for the Digpity of Parliaments, joyn 
^ widi Them in a Declaration, for the Supprefling fuch Tu* 
^mults. This was reported to the Commons; and as foon 
laid afide , <^ For the handling of other matters of more im- 
•^ portance. 

The Tumults continued : and their Infolencies increas'd ; 
infomuch, as many Difloiute and Prophane People, went into 
die Abby at Weftmhftery and would have puU'd down the Or- 
, and fome Ornaments of the Church ; but being re^ 
, and by force driven out , They threatened , ^ They 
^ would come with greater numbers, and puU down the 
« Church. 

Hereupon, the Lords fend again to the Houfe of Com- 
mons to joyn with thetn in their D^aration; and many Mem- 
bers of that Houfe complain'd, <^ That they could not come 
<^ with fiifety to the Houfe i and that fome of them had been 
^< a(&ulted , and very ill entertain'd , by thofe People that 
'^ crowded about the door. But this Conference could not be 
procured ; the Debate being ftill put <^ to fome other time ; 
after feveral Speeches had been made injuftification of them, 
and Commendation of their aflfeaions : Some fitying, « They 
<^ muft not Difcourage their Friends, This being a time They 
<* muft make ufe ot All Friends ; M^ Fym himfelf feying , 
^^ God forbid the Houfe of Commons fliould proceed, in any 
'^ way, to Difh^arten people to obtain their Jult DeOres in 
^ Such a way. ^ 

Vn ttrdf I N the end, the Lords required the advice of the Judges, 
^'7^J'^'^^' What courfe was Leg^ly to be taken, to Supprefs and Pre- 
^tf^t **vent thofe Diforders ; and thereupon, diredted the Lord 
fhit Keeper of the Great Seal, " To ilGTue out a Writ, upon the Sta- 
inttdbe/. ^' tute oi Northampton^ to the Sheriff and Jultices, to appoint 
^'ftrong Watches in fuch places as They judged moft con- 
*^ venient, to hinder that unlawful conflux of People to Wefi-^ 
" minfierj to the difturbance of Their confultations. Which 
Writ ifliiing accordingly, the fultices of the Peace, in obe- 
dience thereunto, appointed the Conitables to attend at the 

Water 
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Water fide , and places near about IFe/lmhf fiery with good 
Watdies, to hinder that Tumultuous refort. 

This was no fooner done, than the Conftables were fent ne lUufe 4 
for, by the Houfe of Commons, and after the view of their ^•»»'»«w. 
Warrants, required to Difcharge their Watches. And then ^^^^'^ 
the Juftices were convened, and examined ^ and albeit it ap- ' 
pear'd, that what They had done was in purfuance of a Leg4 
Writ, direfted to them under the Great Seal of England^ by • 

the advice of the Lords in Parliament, without fo much as 
conferrii^ with the Lords upon that A it of Thdrs ^ the fetting 
fuch a Watch, was voted to be *' A Breach of Privilege ; and 
one of the Juftices ofthePeace^ who according to his Oath 
had executed that Writ^ was committed to the Tower for 
that ofience. 

U po^ this encour^ment. all the Factious and Schifma^ 
tical People about the City ancl Suburbs, afllembled themfelves 
together with great licence ^ and would frequently, as well 
in the dight as the day, convene themfelves, by the found of 
a Bell, or other token , in the Fields , or fome convenient 
place, to confult, and receive Orders from Thofe by whom 
they were to be difpofed. A meeting of this kind being about 
the time we fpeak of in Southwark^ in a place where their 
Arms and Magazine for that Burrough was kept; the Confta* 
ble, being a fober man, and known to be an Eriemy to thofe 
a&s of Sedition, Went among them, to obferve what they did; 
he was no fooner efpied, but he was reproach'd with diidain- 
fill words, beaten and dragg'd, in fo barbarous a manner, 
that he hardly efcaped with his life. Complaint was made to 
the next Jumces; and Oach of the Truth of the complaint 
made: whereupon, a Writ wasdireded to the Sherifl^ to 
impanel a jury according to Law, for the inquifition, and exa- 
mination of that Riot. 

This was compiain'd of in the Houfe of Commons, as aii 
ad th2^ concerned Their Privileges ; for that it was pretend- 
ed, ^ That meeting in Soutiywarkhs^ been ihade by godly and 
^ well afiedted men, only to draw up and prepare a Petition 
^ againfl: Bifhops ; and that the Conftabie, being a Friend 
<< to Bifliops, came amongft them to crofs them, and to bin- 
^' der men from Subfcribing that whoUbm Petition. Upon 
this difcourfe, without any forther examination, an Ord^ wai 
made by that Houfe^ ^ That the l/nder-Sh^ff of Sitrr^ 
<* fiiould be enjoy n'd, not to fiifier any Proceedings to be made 
^ upon any Inquifition,. that might concern any perfons who 
^ met together to Subfaibe a petition to be preferr'd to that 
« Houfe. 

B y this, and other means,- all cbftacles of the Law being re- 
moved, ao^ thef People taught a way to aflemble LawfoUy 
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together, in how Tumultuous a manner (bever, and the dsrifi^ 
mas Holy-days giving more leave and licence to all kind of 
People, the Concourfe grew more numerous about Wefimin" 
TatTumuitsfter ^ the Rabble fometimes , in their paf&ge between the 
Mere*/* 4- City and Wefiminfiery making a ftand before fPhife-Hali^ and 
^'SlZ^^ crying out , N0 Bi/hops, No Bifhops, NoPofiJb L$rdSy would 
weftrain- f^J aloud, « That they would have no more Poners-Lodge, 
iler. "out would Speak with the King when They pleafed : and 

when They came near the two Houfes, took Papers out of 
their Pockets, and getting upon fome higher place than the 
red:, would Read the Names of {everal perfons, under the 
Title of Difaffe&ed Mfmhers of tht Houje of Commons ; and 
cdl'd many Lords, Valfi^ Evil^ and Rotten- tearted Lords. But 
Their Rage and Furv againft the Bifliops grew fo High, that 
They threatened to pull down their Lodgings where they Jay ; 
oflerd to Force the Doors of the Abby at tFeftmmfiery 
which were kept Lock'd many days, and defended by a con- 
tinual Guard within ^ and Amiulted the Perfons of fome of 
the Bifhops in their Coaches ^ and laid hands on the Arch- 
Bifhopof I^i^, in that manner, that, if he had not been fea- 
Ibnably refcued, it was believ*d They would have Murder'd 
meraufm him : So that all the Bifhops, and many other Members, of 
AUtbeBi- Both Houfes, withdrew themfelves from attending in the 
J^'P* ^^ Houfes, out of a real apprehenfion of endangering their Lives. 
H^X w/'fc- "These Infurredlions hj this means were fo Countenanced, 
drew from ' that no iudulby or dexterity of the Lord Mayor of Londony 
Their ^t- S' BJcbard Goume^ , could give any Check to them ^ but 
tendMct, inftead thereof, Hunfelf ( witn great and very notable courage 
Oppoiing all Their Fanatick humours, both in the Court of 
Alcfermen and at the Common Council ) grew to be reckon'd 
in the Firfl Form of the Maltpsants ( which was the term 
They impofed upon all Thofe They meant to render Odious 
Co the People ) infomuch, as His Houfe was no lefs rhreatned 
and difquieted by the Tumults, than the Houfe of Lords : 
and when He apprehended fome of Thofe who were mofl 
notorious in the Riot, and committed them to the cuftody of 
Both the Sherifis of i>«</0ii in Perfbnto be carried to Nem- 
i^tf. They were, by the power and flrength of their Compa- 
nions, Refcued from Them in Cboafpde^ and the Two She- 
rifis compelled to Siift for their own fiifety. And when it 
yn& offered to be proved by a Member in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, That the Wife of Captain Vnm ( having received a 
Letter from Her Husband to that purpofe ) who was one of 
Che Citizens that ferved for Lomdomy and was known Him- 
lelf to lead thofe men, that came Tumultuofly down to 

iWefimh^ery and J^fko-Hatty at the time of the PaOing the Bill 
of Attainder of die Earl of Strofford^ had with great induflry 
Sollicited 
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SoUiciced many People to go down with their Arms to Weft- 
mtrnfier^ upon a day ( that was named ) when She £iid, net 
Husband had fent her word, that in the Houfe of Commons 
They were together by the £ars, and that the worfer Party 
was like to get the better of the good Party ^ and therefore 
her Husband defired his Friends to come with their Arms to 
PPifJImMer to help the good Party; and that thereupon ma- 
ny in a uiort time went thither : They who oSer'd to make 
Proof of the &me, were appointed to Attend many days^ but 
notwithftanding all the importunity that could be uTed, were 
never admitted to be Heard. 

All this time the King (who had been with great So- 
lemnity invited by the City of Londouy and defired to make 
his RdSdence nearer to Them than HMmffon-Ccurt) was at 
Whitt-HMy where^ befides his ordinary Retinue, anci menial 
Servants, ioany Omcers of the late Disbanded Artny, who 
SoUidted Their remainder of Pay from the Two Houfes, 
which was fecured to Them by Ad: of Parliament, and ex- 
peded fome fiirther employment in the War with IreUmd^ 
upon obfervation, and view of the Infolence of the Tumults, 
and the Danger, that they mig^tpoflibly bring to the Qaaxt^Somec§ur4 
oSer'd themfelves for a Uuard to his Majefty's Perfon ; and ^^ '^ 
were with more Formality and Ceremony entertained by ^i^*^ 
Him, than upon a jufl computation of all diltempers, Walk haU. ^ 
by many conceived Seafonable. And from thcfe Officers, 
warm with indignation at the infolences of that vile Rabble, 
which every day paflcd by the Court, firfl Words of great 
Contempt, and then, thcfe words commonly finding a R^ 
turn of equal Scorn, Blows were faltencd udon fome of th£ 
rocrfl Pr^^atical of the Crew. This was looked upoh by 
the Houfe of Commons like a Levying War by the King, 
and much pity exprefled by Them, that the poor Peopte 
ihould be (o ufcd, who came to Them with Petitions (for 
fome few of them had received fome Cuts, and SlaOies, that 
haid drawn Blood ) and that made a great argument for Rein- 
forcing their Numbers. And from thofe contclilations, the tunei tu% 
two Terms of Round-head arid Cavalier grew to be received t«rms •f 
in difcourfe, snd were afterwards continued for the moft Sue- ^^^' . 
cina diftindlion of afifoStions throughout the quarrel : They ^J^ 
who were looked upon as Servants to the King, bddg then 
called Cavdliers-y and the other of the Rabble contetnned, 
and delpifed, under the name of Ri^uffd-Heads, 

The Houfe of Commons being at this time without any 
Member, who having Relation to the King's Service, would 
ezprcls any Zeal for it, and could take upon him to lay, to 
others, whom he would truft, what the King defired, or to 
whom chcy who wifhcd well, could refort for advice, and

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dircdtioD j fo that whild there was a ftrong conjundion, and 
\ Combination to dilhirb the Government by depraving it^ 

whatever was faid or done to Support it, was as if it were 
done by chance, and by the private dictates of the reafon of 
fTitV^Ii P*^^*^^ "^^^ > *^ *^"^ Rcfolved to call the Lord Fatkiand^ 
vuMsfen- and Sr John Colefefferj who was Knight of the Shire foi* 
tMyfStditj Kenty to his Council^ and to make the former Secretary of 
itndSr John State in the place of Fdne^ that had been kept vacant^ and 
^lepeppcr the letter Chancellor of the Exchejuery which Office the Lord 
thtTi^t' Cottmgtou had ReGgned, that Mr ?ym might be put into ity 
quer. ni^en the Earl of Bedford (hould have been TreaiTurer, as is 
mention'd before. They were Both of great Authority in 
die Houfe; neither of them of any relation to the Court ^ and 
dierefore what They laid made the more Impreflion ; and 
They were frequent Speakers. The Lord Falkland was won- 
derfiilly beloved by ail who knew him, as a man of Excel- 
lent Parts, of a Wit fo Sharp, and a Nature fo Sincere, that 
nodiing could be more Lovely. The Other was generally 
efteemed as a good Speaker, bemg a man of an Univerfal Un- 
derihuidi^g, a Quick Comprehec^on, a Wonderful Memo- 
ry, who commonly Spoke at the end of the Debate; when 
be would recollect all that had been faid of Weight on all 
(ides with great exadfaieis, and expre(s his own Senfe with 
much dearnefs, and fuch an application to the Houfe, that no 
man more gathered a general Concurrence to his Opinion 
than he; which was the more notable, becaufc his Perfon, and 
manner of Speaking were ungracious enough ; fo that He 
prevailed only by the ftrength of his Reafon, which was in- 
forced with (Jonndence enough. 

The King knew Them to be of good Efteem in the Houfe, 
and good A&ddons to his Service, and the quiet of the King- 
dom; and was more eafily perfwaded to beilow thoie Pre- 
ferments upon Them, than the Lord Falkland was to accept 
that which was defigned to him. No man could be more 
Surprized than He was, when the firft Intimation was made 
to him of the King's purpofe : He had never propofed any 
&ich thing to himfdf, nor had any Veneration for tne Court, 
but only Such a Loyalty to the King as the Law required 
from him. And he nad naturally a Wonderful Reverence 
fbr Parliaments, as believing them moft Sollicitous for Judice, 
the Violation whereof in me leafl: degree he could not for- 
give any Mortal Power : and it was only his Obfervation of 
Sie Diuqgenuity, and want of Inte^ty in this Parliament, 
which leufened that Reverence to it, and had difpofed him 
to crofs, and oppofe Their defigns : He was fo totally unac- 
quainted with buOnefs, and the forms of it, that He did be- 
lieve really he could not £jcecute the Office with any Suffi- 
ciency 



^ 
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ciencjr. But there were two coniiderations that made moft 
ImpreOion upon him ; the One, left the World ftiould believe, 
that his own Ambition had procured this Promotion, and that 
he had therefore appeared oignally in the Houfe to Oppofe 
thofe Proceedings, chat he might thereby render himfelf gra- 
cious to the Court : The Other, left the King fhould expert 
fiich a Submiflion, and Refignation of himfelf, and his own 
reafbn, and judgement to his Commands, as he ihould never 

?"ve, or pretend to give j for he was fo fevere an Adorer of 
ruth, that he could as eafily have given himfelf leave to 
Steal as to DKIemble ^ or to lufier any Man to think that he 
would do any thing, which he Refolv'dnot todo^ which 
he thought a more mifchicvous kind of Lying, thm a pofitive 
averring what could be moft eafily contradicted. 

I T was a very difficult task to Mr HyJe , who had moft 
Credit with him, to perfwade him to fubmit to this purpofe 
of the King's chearfully, and with a juft fenfe of the Obliga- 
tion, by promifing that in thofe Parts of the Office, which re- 
Juired moft Drudgery, he would help him the belt he could, 
iut above all he prevail'd with him, by inforcing the ill 
confequence of his reHifal to take the Omce, whioi would 
be interpreted to his diflike of the Court, and his Opinion, 
that more would be required from him than he could ho- 
neftly comply with, which would bring great Prejudice to the 
King: On the other hand , the great Benefit that probably 
would redound to the King, and the Kingdom, by his ac- 
cepting fuch a Truft in iiich a general defe<5tion, by which he 
would nave opportunity to give the King a truer Information 
of his own Condition, and the State of the Kingdom, than 
it might be prefumed bad been given to him, and to prevent 
any Counfels or Pradtice, which might more alienate the Af- 
feixions of the People from the Government ; and then, that 
by this relation He would be more able to do the King Ser- 
vice in the Houfe, where he was too well known to have it 
believed, that he attained to it by any unworthy Means or 
Application. In the end. He was perfwaded to fubmit to the 
Kmgi's good Pleafure, though he could not be prevaiFd with 
to accept it with fo good a Grace, as mig^t raiie in the King 
any notable Expectation of his departii^ from the feverity of 
his own Nature. 

Thus, He and Oflefefferwcte both invefted in thofe Of- 
fices ^ to the no fmall diipleafure of the Governing Part^, 
wMai could not diflemble their Indignation, that any of their 
Members (hould prefiime to receive thofe Preferments, which ' 
they had defigned otherwife to luve difpofed of. They took 
all opportunities to exprefs their diftike of Them^ and to 
Qppole any thing they Propofed to Them. And within few 

Y 3 days 
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days there came a Letter out in Print, pretended to be la- 
tercepted, as written from a Roman Catholick to another of 
the lame Profeflion, in which he gives an account, <<That 
^< they had at laft, by the intereft of their Friends, procured 
"thofe two HonouxTAle Perfbns T before mention'dj "to be 
*' preferred to iJiofe Offices, and tnat they were well aflEired 
^^ that they would be readv to do them, and all their Friends, 
"all good Offices. S«f John Co/epepper thought fit to take no- 
tice of it in the Houfe, and to make thofe rrofeffions of his 
kehjgion, which he thought neceflary. But the Lx>rd Faik- 
iM/achok rather to Contemn it, without taking notice of the 
Libe^ well knowing that he was Superior to thofe Calumnies, 
as indeed he was^ all of that Profeffion knowing that he 
was moil irreconcileable to their Dodrine, though He was 
always Civil to their Perfons. However grievous this Prefer- 
ment was to the angry part of the Houfe, it was very grate- 
ful to all thofc, both within and without the Houfe, who 
wiflied well to the King, and the Kingdom. 

The King at the fame time Reiblved to remove another 
Officer, who did diflerve him notorioufly, and to Prefer M^ 
Hyde to that place; with which his Gracious intentions his 
Majefty acquainted him, but he pofitively refufed it, and af- 
ifured him, " That he Ihould be able to do much more Service 
"in the condition he was in, than he (hould be, if that were 
f * improved by any Preferment, that could be conferred upon 
*^him at that time; and he added, "That he had the Ho- 
^^ nour to have much FriendQiip with the two Perfons, who 
^^ were very Sea(bnably advanced by his Majefty , when his 
*^ Majefty's Service in the Houfe or Commons, did in truth 
^^ want fome Countenance, and Support; and by his Conver- 
^'&tion with Them, he (hould be fo well inftrudted by 
^^ Them, that be Ihould be more ufeful to his Majefty, than 
" if it were under a nearer relation and dependence. The 
King, with a very Gracious countenance, told him, " That he 
<c perceived he muft, for fome time, defer the laying any 
" Obligation upon him ; but bid him bie afliired he would find 
"both a Proper Time, and a Suitable Preferment for him, 
^^ which he (hould not refufe. In the mean time, he faid, he 
^^knew well the Friendihip between the two Perfons, whom 
^'he had taken to his Council, and him; which was not the 
"leaft mqtive to him to msifc that choice; and that he 
" would depend as much upon his Advice, as upon either 
of theirs; and therefore wi(hed that all Three would Con- 
^^fer together, how to condudl bis Service in the Houfe, and 
«*to advife his Friends how to carry themfelves moft to the 
^ advantage of it , and to fiive him conftant Advertifemenc 
<( of wh^t had Pafs'd , and Counfel when it was fit for him 

"to 
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^ to do any thing 3 and declared, that He would do nothing, 
^ that in any degree concerned, or related to his Service in 
^ the Houfe of Commons, without their joynt AdWce, and 
^ exaft Communication to them of all his own Conceptions ; 
which, v^thout doubt, his Majefty did at that time ftedEaftly 
Refolve, though in very few days he did very Fatally fwerve 
from it. 

B y what hath been faid before, it appears that the Lord 
Dighy was much trufted by the King, and he was of great &« 
miiiarity, and friendfliip with the other Three, at leafl: with 
Two of them^ for he was not a Man of that £xa<^nefs, as to 
be in the entire Confidence of the Lord Falkland^ who look- 
ed upon his Infirmities with more Severity than the other 
Two did 9 and he liv'd with more Franknefs towards thofe 
Two^ ttmn he did towards the Other ; Yet even between 
thofe Two there was a free Converfacion, and Kindnels to 
each other. The Lord Dighy was a Man of very Extraordi- 
nary Farts by Nature and Art, and had furely as good and 
excellent an Education as any Man of that Age ixx any Coun- 
Hy : a Graceful and Beautiful Perfon ; of great Eloquence 
and becomingnels in his Difcourfe ( fave that fometimes he 
feem'd a little aflfeAed ) and of fo Univerfal a Knowledge, 
that be never wanted Subjedt for a Difcourfe : He was equal 
to a very good part in the greateit Afiairs, but the uofitteft 
Man alive to condud them, having an Ambition, and Vanity 
Superior to all his other Parts, and a Confidence in himfel^ 
which fometimes intoxicated, and tranfported, and expofeq 
him. He had from his Youth, by the difobligations his Fa<^ 
mily had undergone from the Duke of Buckingham^ and the 
great Men who fucceeded him, and fome (harp reprehenfioa 
bimfelf had met with, which obliged him to a Country Lifis^ 
contracted a prejudice, and ill will to the Court ; and fo had 
in the beginning of the Parliament, engaged himfelf with 
that Party which difcover'd moft Averfion from it, with a 
PaCIion and Animolity equal to theirs, and therefore very 
acceptable to Them. But when he was weary of their vio- 
lent Counfels, and withdrew himfelf from them with fome 
circumfbmces which enough provoked them, and made a 
Reconciliation, and mutual Confidence in each other for the 
future, manifeftly impoilible amongftthem; he made private 
and fecret ofiers of his Service to the King, to whom in (b 
general a defedbion of his Servants, it could not but be very 
agreeable ; and fo his Majefty being iatisfied both in the Dil* 
coveries he made of what had paflod, and in his Profeffions 
for the future, removed him from the Houfe of Commons, 
where he had render'd himfelf marvellouQy ungracious, and 
odled him by Writ to the Houfe of Peers, where he did 

Y 4 vifibly 
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vifibly Advance the King^s Services, and quickly render'd 
himfelf grateful to all thofe who had not thought too well 
of him before, when he deferv'd lefs ^ and Men were not 
only pleafed with the Aflifiance he giave upon all Debates, by 
his Judgement and Vivacity, but looked upon him, as one, 
who could derive the King's Pleafure to them, and make a 
lively reprefentation of their good demeanour to the King, 
which he was very luxuriant in promifmg to do, and officious 
enough in doing as much as was jull. 

H E had been inftrumental ia promoting the Three P^r- 
ibns above mention'd to the King's Favour; and had himfelf 
in truth (b great an Efteem of them, that he did very fre- 
quently, upon Conference together, depart from his own Inr 
dxnations and Opinions, and Concurred in theirs ; and very 
few Men of fo great Parts were, upon all occafions, more 
CounfeUable than he ^ fo that he would feldom be in danger 
of running into great Errofs, if he would communicate, and 
cxpofe all his own thoughts and inclinations to (uch a dif- 
quifition ^ nor was he unitidinable in his Nature to fuch an 
cnthre communication in all things which he conceived to be 
difficult. But his fiital infirmity was, that he too often 
thought difficult thmgs very eaiy ; and confider'd not poffible 
confequences, when the Proportion adminifbed fbmewhat 
that was delightful to his Fancy, by purfuing whereof he 
imagined he mould reap ibme Glory to himfelf of which he 
was immoderately An^itious : So that if the confutation 
were u{)on any Adtion to be done, no Man more implicitly 
entred into that Debate, or more chearfiilly reGgn'd his own 
conceptions to a jovnt determination : But when it was once 
affirmatively refolv^d (befides that he might poffibly referve 
ibme impertinent circumflance, as he thought, the imparting 
whereof would change the nature of the thing^ if his Fancy 
iiiggefted to him any particular, which himfelf might per- 
form in that Ad:ion, upon the imagination that every body 
would approve it if it were propofed to them, he chofe ra- 
ther to do it, than communicate it, that he might have fome 
fignal part to himfelf in the Tranfadtion, in which no other 
Perfon might claim a Chare. 

B Y this unhappy Temper be did often involve himfelf in 
very unprofperous Attempts. The King himfelf was the un- 
fitted Perfon alive to be ierved by fuch a Counfellor, being 
too eaiily inclined to fiiddain Enterprizes, and as eafily (Carr- 
ied when they were entred upon. And from this unhappy 
Compo(ition in the One, and the Other, a very unhappy 
Counfel was propofed, and Relblution taken, without the lealt 
communication with either of the Three, who had been fo 
lately admitted to an entire Trull. 

The 
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The BiQiops. who had been, in the manner before Ipoken 
of, driven, and Kept from the Houfe of Peer^ and not very 
S»nire in their own, could not have the patience to attend 
theDi{K)lutionofthis Storm, which in wifdom They ought 
to have done : but confidering Right and Reafon too ab« 
ifaradtly, and what in Juftice was due, not what in Prudence 
was to be expedted , fuffcr'd Themfelves implicitly to be 
guided by the Arch-Bilhop of Ttfrk^ who was of a tcftleft, 
and overweening Spirit, to fuch an A6t of indifcretion, and 
difadvantage to Themfelves, that all their Enemies could 
not have brought upon Them. This Bilhop, as is (aid, was 
a Man of a very Imperious and fiery Temper, D** Williams j 
who had been Bi(hop of Lincoln^ and Keeper of the Great 
Seal o^ England in the time of Yim% James, After his remo- 
val from that Charge, He had lived ^lendidly in his Diocefs, 
and made himfelf very Popular amongft thofe who had no 
reverence for the Court; of which he would frequently, and 
in the prefence of many , (peak with too much Freedom, 
and tell many Stories of Things and Perfons upon his own 
former Experience j in which, being a Man ot great Pride 
and Vanity, He did not always confine himfelf to a precife 
Veracity, and did often prefumc, in thofe unwary difcourfes, 
to mention the Perfon of the King with too little reverence. 
He did aftedl to be thought an Knemy to the Arch-Bifhop 
of Canterlmry : whofe Perfon he feem'd exceedingly to con- 
temn, and to be much difpleafed with thofe Ceremonies and 
Innovations , as they were then called, which were counte- 
nanced by the Other ; and had himfelf publilhed, by his own 
Authority, a Book againft the ufing thofe Ceremonies , in 
which there was much good Learning, and too little Gra- 
vity for a Bilhop. His PadiolHuid his Levity, gave every 
day great advantages to thofe who' did not love him, and He 
provoked too many, not to have thofe advantages made ufe 
of: So that, after feveral Informations againft Him in the 
Star-Chambcr, He was Sentenced, and Fined in a great fqm 
of Money to the King, and committed Prifoner to the Tower, 
without the pity, or compaffion of any, but thofe, who, out 
of hatred to the Government, were forry that they were with- 
out fo ufeful a Champion ; for He appeared to be a Man of 
a very corrupt Nature, whofe Padions could have tranfported 
Him into the moft unjuftifiable A<!iions. 

He had a faculty of making relations of things done in 
his own Prefence, and difcourfes made to himfell^ or in his 
own hearing, with all the circumftances of anfwers. and re- 
plies, and upon Arguments of great Moment ; all which upon 
Examination, were ftill found to have nothing in them that 
was Real, but to be the pure efleft of his own Invention. 

After 
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After he was Sentenced in the Star-Chamber , fome of his 
Friends relbrted to him , to lament, and condole with him. 
for his Misfortune, and fome of them feem'd to wonder chat 
in an Afl&ir of fuch a Nature , He had not found means to 
have made fome Submidion , and CompoGtion , that mig^c 
have prevented the Publick Hearing, which proved fo much 
to his Prejudice in point of Reputation, as well as Profit. 
He aniwer'd them with all the formality imaginable, ^'That. 
*' they had reafon indeed to wonder at him upon the Event; 
^^ but when they fhould know how he had govern'd himieltj be 
'< believed they would ccafe to think him worthy of blame. 
And then related to them, '^ That aiToon as Publication had 
^'pafled in his Caufe, and the Books were taken out, he had 
^^ delired his Council (who were all able Men , and fome oi 
''them very Eminent) in the Vacation time, and they at 
'^ mdl leifure, to meet together, and carefully to look over, 
*^and perufe all the Evidence that was taken on both fides ^ 
'^ and that then they would attend him fuch a Morning, 
'^ which he appointol upon their confent, at bis own Houfe 
'^ at Wefiminfier : That they came at the time appointed ^ and 
V being then fhut up in a Room together , He asked them , 
'^ whether they had fufiiciently perufed all the Books , and 
*' were throughly inform'd of his Cafe ? To which they all 
'^ anfwer'd , that they had not only read them all over to- 
**gether, but had feverally every Man by himfelf perufed 
^' them again, and they bdiev'd they were ail well inform'd of 
^^ the whole. That he then told them he had deiired this Con- 
*' fcrence with them, not only as his Council, by whofe Opi- 
^'nion he meant to govern himfelf, but as nis particular 
** Friends, who, he was fure, would give him their beft Ad- 
*^ vice, and perfwade him to dQ every thing as they would do 
*^ themfelvesjif they were in his Condition. That he was now 
'^ oSer'd to make his Peace at Court, by fuch an humble Sub- 
^^ mifTion to the King , as he was molt inclin'd, and ready to 
^^ make y and which he would make the next day after his 
*^ Caufe was heard, though he fliould be declared to be In- 
'^ nocent, of which he could make no doubt ^ but that which 
'^ troubled him for the prefent, was, that the Infamoufnefs of 
'' the Charge againft him, which had been often Expofcd, and 
** Inlarged upon in feveral motions, had been fo much taken 
*^ notice of through the Kingdom , that it could not conlift 
*' with his Honour to divert the Hearing, which would be im- 
** puted to his want of Confidence in his Innocence, (ince Men 
*'did not fufpefl; his Courage, if he durft rely upon the 
*' other ; but that he was Rcfolv'd, as he faid before, the next 
*^ day after he fliould be vindicated from thofe Odious Alber* 
•' fions, he would caft IrimfQlf at the King's feet, with all the 
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^'HatxHlity, and Submidion, which the moft Guilty Mafi 
'< could niake profeflion of. It was in this point he defired 
^ their Advice, to which he would, without adhering to his 
^own Inclination, entirely conform himfelf; and therefore 
^defired them, iii^ly in order, to give him their Advice. 
He repeated the feveral , and diflincS diicourfe every Man 
had made , in which he was fo punctual , that he applied 
thofe Phrdes, and Expredions, and Manner of Speecn to 
the Several Men, which they were all taken notice of fre- 
quently to ule^ as many Men have feme Peculiar Words in 
diicourfe, which they are moft delighted with, or by cu* 
ftom moil addided to: and in concluiion, <'That they were 
^Unanimous in their Judgements^ that he could not, with 
^the prefervation of his Honour, and the opinion of his In* 
tegrity, decline the Publick Hearing; where he mult be 
<< unqueftionably declared Innocent ; there being no Crime, 
*^ or Mifdemeanour prov'd againft him in fuch a manner, as 
" could make him liable to Cenfure : They all commended 
^ his Refolution of Submitting to the King aflbon as he had 
^'made his Innocence to appear; and they all advifed him to 
<<purfue that Method. This, he faid, had Swayed him; and 
<< made him decline the other Expedient, that had been pro- 
*• pofed to him. 

This Rclition wrought upon Thofe to whom it was 
made, to raife a Prejudice in them againft the Juftice of the 
Caufc, or the reputation of the Council, as they were molt 
inclined ; wiicrcas there was not indeed the leaft fliadow of 
Truth m the whole Relation; except that there was fuch a 
Meeting, and Conference, as was mentioned, and which had 
been confcnted to by the Bilhop upon the joint defire, and 
importunity of all the Council ; who , at that Conference, 
Unanimouily advifcd and defired him " To ufe all the Means 
^^and Friends he could, that the Caufe might not be brought 
**to Hearing; but that he Qiould purchaw his Peace at any 
*^ Price; for that if it were Heard, he would be Sentenced 
« very grievoudy; and that there were many things prov'd a- 
" gainft him, which would fo much refledt upon his Honour, 
" and Reputation, and the more for being a Bifliop, that ail 
"his Friends would abandon him; and be for ever after 
"afliamed to appear on his behalf. Which advice, with 
great Padion , and Reproaches upon the Several Perfons for 
their Prefumption, and Ignorance in matters fo much above 
Them, he utterly and fcornfully rejefted. Nor indeed was 
it poiTible at that time, for him to have made his Peace; for 
though upon fome former Addrefles, and Importunity on his 
behalf by fome Perfons of Power, and Place in the Court, 
in which the Qticen her fclf had endeavoiir'd to have done 
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him good Offices, the King was inclined to have faved him, 
being a Biihop, from the Infamy he muft undergo by a Pub* 
lick Trial J yet the Bifhops Vanity had, in thofe conjunSures, 
io far traniported him, that he had done all he could to have 
infinuated, *^ That the Court was alham*d of what they had 
**doncj and had prcvail'd with fome of his Powerful Friends 
**To perfwade him to that Compofition: upon which the 
King would never hear more any Perfon who moved on 
His behalf. 

It had been once mentioned to Him, whether by Autho- 
rity, or no, was not known, " That his Peace (hould be made, 
" if he would refign his Bilhoprick, and Deanery of Wefi^ 
^minfter (for he had That in Commendam) "and take a 
•^good Bilhoprick m Ireland -^ which he pofitively refufedj 
and iaid, " He had much to do to defend himfelf againft the 
^^ Arch-Bifhop Here^ but if he was in Ireland^ There was a 
•*Man (meamng the Earl of Strafford) who would cut off his 
** Head within one Month. 

This Bifhop had been for fome years in the Tower, by 
the Sentence of the Star^Chamber , before this Parliament 
met; when the Lords, who were the moft Adkive and Power- 
ful, prefendy refolv^d to have him at Liberty. Some had 
much kindnefs for him; not only as a known Enemy to the 
Arcb-Biihop of Canterbury ; but as a Supporter ot Thofe 
Opinions, and ThOfe Pertons, which were againft the Church 
it felf. And he was no fooner at Liberty, and brought into 
the Houfe, but, as has been before mention'd, he defended, 
and feconded the Lord Saj^ when he made an Invedtive with 
all the Malice, and Bitternefs imaginable, againft the Arch- 
Bifhop then in Prifon; and when he had concluded, that 
BiOiop (aid; ^ That he had long known that noble Lord, and 
^ had always believ*d him to be as well affcdled to the Church 
^'as Himfelf; and fo he continued to make all his Addrefs to 
that Lord, and thofe of the fame Party. Being now in foil 
Liberty, and in fome Credit, and Reputation, He applied 
himfelf to the King; and made all poilible profeflions of 
Duty to his Majefty , and Zeal to the Church ; protelling 
" To have a perfcfl: Deteftation of Thofe Perfons, who ap- 
** peared to have no AflEedlion or Duty towards his Majefly, 
"and of all evil intentions againft the Religion Eftablifti'd; 
"and that the Civility he had expreCfcd towards them, was 
*« onlv out of Gratitude for the good Will they had ihew'd 
"to Him; and efpecially that he might the better promote 
"his Majett/s Service. And it being his turn ftiortly after, 
as Dean of fVefiminfiiry to Preach before the King; he took 
occahon to fpeak of the Fadions in Religion; and mention- 
ing the Presbyterian Difcipline, he fitid, " It was a Govern- 
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^ ment only fie for Taylors and Shoomakers, and the like : 
<< not for Noblemen, and Gentlemen : which gave great Scan- 
dal, and OSence to his great Patrons ; to whom he eafily 
reconciled himfelf^ by making Them as merry with fome 
Sharp Sayings of die Court, and by performing more Sub- 
ftanoal Offices for them. 

When, upon the Trial of the Earl of Strafford^ it was 
refolv'd to decline the Jud^ent of the Houfe of Peers, and 
to proceed by Bill of Attainder : and thereupon it was very 
unreafonably Mov'd, ^' That the Bifliops might have no Vote 
<^ in the pauing that Adl of Parliament ; becaufe they pre- 
^ tended it was to have their hand in Blood, which was a- 
^ gainft an old Canon y This Bifhop, without communicating 
with any of his Brethren, very Frankly declared bis opinion, 
*< that they ought not to be prefent ; and offered, not only in 
his own Name, but for the reft of the Bifliops, " To with- 
^draw always when That buGnefs was enter'd upon : and fo 
bet^ay^d a Fundamental Right of the whole Order ^ to the 
great Prejudice of the King, and to the taking away the Life 
of that Pcrfon, who could not otherwife have Suffered. 

And fhortly after, when the King declared, that he nei- 
ther would, nor could in Confcience, give his Royal Aflent 
to that Ad of Attainder^ when the Tumults came about the 
Court with Noife and Clamour for Juftice ; the Lord Saf 
defired the King to Confer with his Bifliops for the Satisfa- 
Qxon of his Conlcience j and defired him to fpeak with That 
Bifliop in the point. After much diicourfe together, and the 
King infifting upon many particulars, which might induce 
others to confent; but were known to Himfelf to be Falie; 
and therefore he could never in Conlcience give his owncon- 
fent to them ^ the Biihop, as hath been mentioned before^ 
amongft other Arfi;uments, told him^ ^Thathemuft confi- 
^ der, that as he had a Private Capacity, and a Pubiick, fo 
^ he had a Pubiick Confcience as well as a Private ^ that 
^tfaoueh his Private Confcience, as a Man, would not per- 
^ mit him to do an Ad contrary to his own Underftandmg, 
^'Judgment, and Confcience^ yet his Pubiick Confcience, as 
<^ a Kng, which obliged him to do all things for the Good 
** of his People, and to preferve his Kingdom in Peace for 
" Himfelf and his Pofterity, would not only permit him to 
^ do That, but even Oblige, and Require him. That he fiiw 
^< in what Commotion the People were; that his own Life, 
<^ and that of the Queen's, and tne Royal KTue, might proba- 
« bly be Sacrificed to that Fury ; and it would be very ftrange^ 
" if nis Confcience Uiould prefer the Life of one fingle Private 
« Perfon how Innocent foever, before all thofe other Lives, 

<^ and the Preiiirvation of the Kingdom* 
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This was the argumentation of that unhappy Cafuift; 
who truly, it may be, did believe himfelf ^ for towards the 
end of tne War, and when the King's Power dcclin'd j he, 
being then an Arch-Bifliop, did in Peribn ^Ml the Rebels to 
lAke a Caftle of the King* s ^ in which there was a Garrifon, 
and which was taken by a long Siege ^ becaufe he might 
thereby the better enjoy the Profits of his own Mate, which 
lay thereabouts. 

Upon all thefe great Services He had performed for the 
Party, he grew every day more Imperious j and after the 
King thought it neceflary to make him Arch-Biihop of Tor k^ 
Which, as the time then was, could not qualify him to do 
more harm, and might poffibly difpofe, and oblige him to do 
feme good ; he carried himfelf fo Infolently, in the Houfe, 
and out of the Houfe^ to all Perfons, that he became much 
more Odious univerfally, than ever the other Arch Bifliop 
had been; having fure more Enemies than He, and few or 
too Friends, of which the Other had abundance. And the 
great hatred of this Man's Perfon and Behaviour, was the 
greateft invitation to the Houfe of Commons fo irregularly 
to revive that Bill to remove the Bifhops, and was their 
chief encouragement to hope, that the Lords, who had re- 
jefted the Former, would now Pafs, and confenc to this Se- 
cond Bill 

This was one of the Bifhops, who was moft rudely treat- 
ed by the Rabble; who gathered themfelves together about 
the Houfe of Peers, crying out. No Bifhops^ No Bijbops : and 
his Peribn was aiTaulted, and Robes torn fi-om his back ; upon 
which, in very juft difpleafure, he retum'd to his houfe, the 
Deanery at Wefimh^er ; and fent for all the Biihops , who 
were then in the Town fit being within very few days of 
Chrijlmas) of which there were Twelve or Thirteen; and, 
in much Paflion, and with his natural Indignation, He pro- 
pofcd as abfolutely neceflary ; " That they might Unanimoufly, 
** and Prefently prepare a rroteftation, to fend to the Houfe^ 
**againft the Force that was ufed upon Them; and againft 
^ all the Afts, which were, or (hould be done during the 
** time that They (hould by Force be kept from doing their 
^ Duties in the Houfe. And immediately, having Pen and 
Ink ready, Himfelf prepared a Proteftation; which being 
read to them. They all approved ; Depending upon His great 
Experience in the Rules of the Houfe, where he had fate fo 
many Years, and in fome Parliaments in the place of Speaker, 
whilft He was Keeper of the Great Seal ; and fo preluming. 
that He could commit no errour in Matter or Form ; and 
without fiirther Communication, and Advice, which both 
the Importance of the Subjcdt, and the Diflcmper of the 
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time did require ; and that it might have been confidefd as 
well what was Fit, as what was Right ^ without forther de- 
lay, th^ui what was neceCBiry for the fair Writing, and In* 
gro{&ig the Inftrument they had prepared j They all fet 
their imds to it. Then the Arch-Biinop went to H^ite^HaS 
to the King, and prefenced the Proteftacion to him ^ it be* 
ing directed to his Majefiy with an humble defire, that He 
would faid it to the Houle of Peers, fince They could not 
prefent it Themfelves ; and that He would command, that it 
(hould be Enter'd in the Journal of the Houfc. His Majefty 
cafting his Eye perfundtorily upon it, and believing it had 
btxn drawn by Mature Advice, no fooner receiv'd it, than he 
deliver'd it to the Lord Keeper, who unfortunately happcn'd 
to be likewife prefent, with his command that he (hould de- 
liver it to the Houfe as foon as it met ^ which was to be 
within two hours after. The Petition contained thefe Words^ 

To the King's mcfi Excellent Majefiy ^ emd the JjerJsyOuJThe Pethim 
Peers mow affem^led in Parliament. t'** ^^^'' 
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The humble Petition, and Proteftation of all the Bilhops. the Ki4 
*' and Prelates now called by his Majelty's Writs to attend and Honfe 
"the Parliament, and prelcnt about London and Wefi^'^f^^^^'- 
" minfler for that Service. 

*' That, whereas the Petitioners were called up by Sc- 
*Weral and Refpeftive Writs, and under great Penalties to at- 
** tend in Parliament \ and have a clear and indubitable Right 
*' to Vote in Bills, and other matters whatfoever Debateablc 
'^ in Parliament, by the ancient Cultoms, Laws, and Statutes 
*^ of this Realm ^ and ought to be Proteded by your Majelty, 
" quietly to attend, and profecute that great Service : 

*'Thby humbly Remonitrate, and Protelt before God, 
** Your Majefty, and the noble Lords and Peers now aflem- 
" bled in Parliament ^ that as They have an indubitable Right 
*^ to Sit, and Vote in the Houfe of Lords, fo are they (if they 
^' may be protected from Force, and Violence ) moft ready, 
** and willing to perform their Duties accordingly ; and that 
** they do Abominate all Adlions or opinions tending to Po* 
'^ pery, and the maintenance thereof; as alfo all Propenfion, 
** and Inclination to any Malignant Party, or any other Side, 
'* or Party whatfoever, to the which Their own Reafons^ and 
*' Confcience fhall not move them to Adhere. 

** B u T, whereas They have been at (everal times, violent- 
" ly Menaced , Affronted , and Aflaulred by Multitudes of 
*' People in their coming to perform their Services in that 
^^ Honourable Houfc ^ and lately Chaied away, and put in 
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^* danger of their Lives, and can find no Redrcfs, or Prot6^ 
<^ ^on upon fiindry Complaints made to both Houfes in 
" Thefe Particulars : 

'* T H E Y likewife humbly Proteft before your Majefty, and 
*^ the noble Houfe of Peers ^ that, fiving to themfelves all 
** their Rights, and Interefts of Sitting, and Voting in That 
*^ Houfe at other times j They dare not Sit or Vote in th6 
*^ Houfe of Peers, until your Majefty fliall further fecure them 
*^'from all Affronts, Indignities, and Dangers in the premifes. 

"Lastly, whereas their fears are not built upon Fanta- 
'<fies, and Conceits, but upon fuch Grounds and Obje&s, as 
*' may well terrify Men of good Refolutions, and much Con- 
•^ftancy ; They do in all Duty and Humility Proteli^ before 
^^ vour Maj[efty , and the Peers of That moil Honourable 
** Houfe of nuiiament, againitall Laws, Orders, Votes, Re* 
^ folutions and Determinations, as in themfelves Null and of 
"lionee^d:; which in Their Abfence, fincethe feven and 
"twentieth of this Inftant Month of December 1641, have 
*' already pafled ^ as likewife againft all Such, as (hall hereafter 
"Pa& in That moft HonouraUe Houfe, during the time of 
** this Their Forced and Violent Abfence from the faid rfioft 
^'Honourable Houfe ^ not denying but if Their Abfenting 
" Themfelves were Williil and Voluntary, That moft Ho- 
^'nourable Houfe might proceed in all Thefe Premifes, Their 
•' /UDfence, or this Their Proteftation notwithftanding : 

** A N D humbly Befeeching your moft excellent Majefty 
" to command the Clerk of the Houfe of Peers to Enter this 
^' Their Petition, and Proteftation amongft the Records : 

** They will ever Pray, ^c. 

Signed 

Jd. Eiorsc. Jo, Norwich. Geo, Heref Qodfr. Ghuc* 
Tbo.DureJke. Jo.Afafhen. Ro^.Oxom. Jo.PeterlurgL

I T was great pity, that, though the Arch-Bifliop's Paffion 
tranfportedhim, as it ufually did ; and his Authority impofed 
upon the reft, who had no aflFcdlion to his Perfon, or reve- 
rence for his Wifdom ^ his Majefty did not take a little time 
to confider of it, before he put it out of his Power to alter 
it, by putting it out of his hands. For it might eafily have 
been difcem'd by Thofe who were well acquainted with 
the Humour, as well as the Temper of both Houfesy that 
fome Advantage, and ill Ufe would have been made of fome 
ExprefEons contained in it ; and that it could produce no good 
Effect. But the fame Motive and Apprehenfion, that had 
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{Mredpitated the Bifliops to fo hafty a Refolution (which t7a^^ 
that the Houfe of Peers would have made that ufe of the 
fiifhops being kept from the Houfe, that they would in that 
time havepaued the Bill ic felf for taking away their Votes ) 
had its eSkScs likewife with the King ^ who had the fame 
jmagination , and therefore would lofe no time in the tranf- 
ihiwon of it to the Houfe. Whereas it is more probable the 
Lords, would never have made ufe of that very Seafon, whilft 
the Tumults ftill continued , for the Fading an Adt of that 
importance 9 and the Scandal, if not Invalidity of it, would 
have been an Unanfwerable ground for the King to have re- 
fiifed his Royal Aflent to it. 

AssooN as this Froteftation, which, no doubt, in the 
time before the Houfe was to meet, had been communicated 
to Thofe who were prepared to fpeak upon it, was delivered 
by the Lord Keeper with his Majefty's Command , and 
read^ die Governing Lords manifeAed a great Satisfadtion 
in it ^ Some of diem faying, << That there was Digitus Dei to 
« bring That to pafs, Which they could not Otherwife have 
^tompafledz and without ever Declaring any Judgment or 
Opinion of their own upon it, which they ought to have done, 
the matter only having relation to themfelves, and con-^ 
ceming their own Members j they fent to defire a Confe- 
rence prefently with the Houfe of Commons, upon a bud- VuPme* 
nefi or Importance; and, at the Conference, only read, and^f'^*^^" 
deUvcr'd the Froteftation of die Bifliops to dicm: y^hidi^Zuf^t, 
the Lord Keeper told them, he had received from the King's the iUufe of 
own Hand, with a Command to Prefent it to the Houfe oicommoiu in 
Peers. The Houfe of Commons took very little time to con- *^»*/«'»»f«. 
iider of the matter; but, within half an hour, they fent yxpTheC^m- 
to the Lords; and, without further Examination , accufed'^"'.f'**/* 
them all who had Subfcribed the Froteftation, of High Trea- \i^n!* 
(on ; and, by this means , they were all , the whole Twelve /^>m/ it «/ 
of them, committed to Prifon ; and remain'd in the Tower High Trea^ 
till the Bill for the putting them out of the Houfe was Fafs'd,J^ > *»^ 
which was not till many Months after. r«wL/wi 

When the Paffion, Rage, and Fury of this time fliall be ,, ,^ 
forgotten, and Pofterity fliall find, amongft the Records of Tower. 
the Supream Court of Judicature, fo many Orders, and Refo- 
lutions in vindication of the Liberty of the Subjedt againft the 
Im^rifoning of any man, though by the King Himfdf, with- 
out afligning (iich a Crime as the Law hath determined to be 
worthy of Imprifonment ; and in the fame Year, by this high 
Court, fliall find Twelve BiChops, Members of This Court, 
committed to Prifon for High Treafon , for the Frefenting^ 
This Froteftation; Men willfurely wonder at the Spirit of 
that Reformation : and even that Ciaufe of Declaring all Afts 
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Null, which had been, or fliould be done in their Abfence, 
in defence of which no man Then durft open his Mouth, 
will be thought good Law, and good Logick ; not that the 
Prefence of the Bifliops in that time was fo Effential, that no 
Afl: fliould Pafs without Themj which had given them a 
Voice, upon the matter, as Negative as the King's ; and TTiem- 
fclves, in their Inftrument, Difclaimed the leaft Pretence to 
fuch a qualification ^ but becaufe a Violence oflfer'd to the 
Freedom of any One Member, is a Violation to all the Reft : 
as if a Council confift of Threefcore , and the door to that 
Council be kept by Armed men, and all Such, whofe Opini- 
ons are not liked, kept out by force j no doubt the Freedom 
of Thofe Within is infringed, and all Their AQs as Void 
and Null, as if they were Locked in, and kept without meat 
till they alter'd their Judgments. 

And therefore you fhall find in the Journals of the moft 
Sober Parliaments, that, upon any eminent Breach of Their 
Privileges , as always upon the Commitment of any Mem* 
ber for any thing Said or Done in the Houfe, ibmetimes upon 
Ids occalions, that Houfe, which apprehended the Trefpafs, 
would (it mute, without Debating, or handling any buiinefs, 
and then Adjourn; and this bath been pra^ied many days 
together, till they had Redrefs or Reparation. And their 
Reafon was, becaufe their Body was Lame ; and what was 
befallen One Member, threaten^ the Reft; and the confe- 
quence of one Ad: might extend it felf to many other, which 
were not in view; and this made their Privileges of fo ten- 
der , and nice a temper, that they were not to be Touched, 
or in the leaft degree Trenched upon; and therefore that* 
in fo apparent an Adt of Violence, where it is not more clear 
that they were committed to Prifon , than that they durft 
not then Sit in the Houfe., and when it was Lawfiil in the 
Houfc of Peers for every diflenter in the moft Trivial Debate, 
to enter his Proteftation againft that fenfe he liked not, though 
he were fingle in his opinion ; That it fhould not be Law- 
ful for Thofe who could not Enter it Themfelves, to Pre- 
fent this Proteftation to the King , to whom they were ac- 
countable under a Penalty for their Abfence • and unlawful to 
that degree , that it Ihould render them culpable of High 
Trealbn ; and fo forfeit their Honour, their Lives, their For- 
tunes , expofe their Names to perpetual Infamy , and their 
Wives and Children to Penury and want of bread ; will be 
looked upon as a Determination of that Injuftice, Impiety, 
and Horrour as could not be believ'd without thofe deep 
marks, and Prints of Confufion that followed, and attended 
That Refolution. 

A N D yet the Indifcretion of Thofe Bifliops , fwayed by 
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the Pndty and Paflion of that Arch-Bifhop, in applying, that 
Remedy at a time^ when they faw all Forms and Rules of 
Judgment impetuoufly declined j and the power of their Ad- 
Veriaries fo great, that the Laws themfelves fubmitted to theit 
Oppreflion j that They fliould, in fuch a Storm, when the' 
bett Pilot was at his prayers, and the Card, and Compafs loft, 
Without the advice of one Mariner, put themfelves in fuch a 
Cock-boat, and to be fevered from the good Ship, gave that 
Scandal and Ofience to all thofe who paflionately dcfired tot 
preferve their Funftion, that thev had no compaiiion, or re^ 
gard of their Perfons, or what became of them 3 infomuch 
as in the whole Debate in the Houfe of Commons, there 
Was only one Gentieman,who fpoke in their beHalfs, and faid^ 
•' He did not believe they were guilty of High Treafon, but 
« that they were Stark Mad j and therefore defircd they mighc 
^ be fent to Bedlam. 

This high, and extravagant way of proceeding brought 
no Prejudice to the King ; and though it made their Tribu- 
nal more terrible to Men who laboured under any Guilt, yec 
ic exceedingly leflened the Reverence and Veneration, that 
formerly had been entertained for Parliaments : and this la(C 
Acculation, and Commitment of fo many Bifliops at Once^ 
twis looked upon by all Sober men with Indignation. For 
whatever Indifcretion might be in the thing ic fclf, though 
fome Exprefiions in the matter might be Unskilful and Un« 
Warrantable, and the Form of presenting and tranfmitting it, 
kregularand Unjuftifiable (for all which the Houfe of Peer* 
mi^t punifh their Own Members, according to their difcre- 
tion) yet every man knew there could be no Treafon in it^ 
and therefore the end of their Commitment, and the ufe all 
men (aw would be made of it, made ic the more Odious ; and 
the Members Who were abfenc from both Houfes, which 
were Three parts of Four, and many of thofe who had been 
prefent. Abhorred the Proceedings j and attended the Houfes 
more diligently j fo that the Angry Party, who were no more 
treated with, to abate their Fury, would have been compel- 
led to have given over all their Defigns for the Alterarion of 
the Government both in Church, and State j if the Volatile^ 
and Unquiet Spirit of the Lord P/^^y had not prevail'd u ith 
the King, contrary to his Refolution, to have given Them! 
fome New Advantage ^ and to depart from his purpofe of do* 
ingnotbing without very mature Deliberation. 

Though S^ William Balfour^ who is already mentioned^- 
had* from the beginning of this Parliament, forgot all his 
Obligations to the King j and had made himfeif very Gracious 
to thole people, whofe glory it was to be thought Knemics ta 
tfie Court i and, whilft the Earl of Strafford^ was his Prt**

iBons were not much furprized with the Accident^ for befides 
that they quickly knew wiiat had pafled with the Lords, ibm<t 
Servants of the King, by efpecial Warrant, had vi&ted the 
|!^gings of fome of the Accufed Members, and Sealed up 
their Studies and Trunks^ upon information whereof, be? 
fore that Serjeant came to the Houfe, or Publick notice was 
t^ken of the Accufation, an order was made by the Commons ^ 
^^ That if any Perfon whatfoever (hpuld come to the Lodgings 
^^ of any Member of that Houfe, and there oficr to Seal the 
" Doors, Trunks, or Papers of fuch Members, or to Seize 
^^ upon their Perfons j that then fuch Member fhould require 
'^ the aid of the next Conftable, to keep fuch Perfons in &f<? 
^* Cuftody, till the Houfe fliould give farther Order : that if 
**any Perfoa whatfoever fliouid offer to Arreft or Detain any 
" Member of that Houfe, without firft acquainting that Houfe 
^^ therewith, and receiving farther Order from thence ^ it fliould 
" be lawful for fuch Member to (land upon his Guard, and 
" make ReGftance, and for any Perfon to aflift him, accordr 
^ ing to the Protcftation taken to defend the Privileges of 
" Parliament. And fo, when the Serjeant had delivered his 
MeHage, he was no more called in j but a Meflage fent to the 
King, " That the Members fliould be forth coming aflbon as 
^ a Legal Charge fliould be preferr'd againfl: themj and fo 
the Houfe Adjourned till the next day, every one of the Act* 
cufcd Perfons taking a Copy of diat Order, which was made 
for their Security. 
n»* Ki^s The next day in the Afternoon, the BCing, attended only 
x»estothe by his own ufual Guard, and fome few Gentlemen, who put 
Ummfns *cmfelves into their company in the way, came to the Houfe 
*9 demand of CommoDs, and commanding all his Attendants to wait 
'.hem. at the Door, and give offence to No Man; Himfelf, with 
his Nephew, the Prince Eleflor, went into the Houfe, to the 
great amazement of all : and the Speaker leaving the Chair, 
the King went into it; and told the Houfe, " He was forry 
^*for that occafion of coming to them; that yefl:erday he had 
^*fent his Serjeant at Arms to Apprehend fome, that, by his 
^^ command, were Accufed of High Treafon; whereunto he 
*' expedled Obedience, but ipftead thereof he had receiv'd a 
** Medage. He declare'd to them, that no King of Eng/andh^d 
^ been ever, or fliould be more careful to maintain their Pri- 
'^ viJcges, than He would be ; but that in Cafes of Treafon 
^no Man had privilege; and therefore he came to fee if 
^any ofchofc Perfons, whom he had Accufed, were There; 
^ for he was refolv'd to have them, wh'erefoever he fliould 
" find them : and looking then about, and asking the Speaker 
^ whether they were in the Houfe, Jind he making no anfwer, 
^hc faid, he perceiv'd the Birds were all 'Blonm^ but expefted 

" they 
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« they fliould be fent to him, aflbon as they return'd thither j 
"and aflur'd them on the Word of a King, that he never in- 
** tended any Force, but would proceed agaiuit them in a fair, 
" and legal way ; and fo return'd to IVhite-Hall, 

The Accufed Perfons, upon information and intelligence 
what his Majefty intended to do, how fecretly foever it was 
carried at Court, having withdrawn from the Houfe about half 
an hour before the King fame thither j the Houfe in great 
diforder , aSbon as the King was gone, Adjoum'd till the 
next day in the Afternoon ^ the Lords being in fo great ap* 
prehenfion upon notice of the King's being at the Houfe of 
Commons, that the Earl of EjTex exprefled a tender fenfe he 
had of the inconveniences which were like to enfue thofc 
DiviGons ^ and mov'd, " That the Houfe of Peers, as a work 
" very proper for them, would interpofe between the King 
"and his People; and Mediate to his Majefty on the behalf 
"of the Perfons Accufed ; for which he was reprehended by 
his Friends , and afterwards Laughed at himfelf , when he 
found how much a ftronger Defence they had, than the beft 
Mediation could prove on Their behalf. 

How fecretly foever this Afl&ir was carried, it was evident 
that the King's Kefolution of coming to the Houfe had been 
difcover'd, by the Members withdrawing themfelves, and by 
a Compofednefs, which appcar'd in the Countenances of ma* 
ny, who ufed to be difturbed at lefs Surprizing Occurrences ; 
and though the purpofe of accufing the Members was only 
confiilted between the King and the Lord Dighy ; yet it was 

Snerally believ'd , that the King's purpofe of going to the 
ouie,was communicated to WtUiam Murray of the Bed-Cham- 
ber, with whom the Lord Dighy had great Friendfhip ; and 
that it was difcover'd by him. And that Lord, who had pro- 
mifed the King to move the Houfe for the Commitment of 
the Lord Khnholton^ afloon as the Atturney General ihould 
have accufed him ( which if he had done would probably have 
raifed a very hot Difpute in the Houfe, where many would 
have joyn'd with him ) never fpoke theleaft word ; but, on 
the contrary, feem'd the moft furprized, and perplexed with 
the Atturn^'s Impeachment ; and fitting at that time next 
the Lord Kimholtony with whom he pretended to live with 
much Friendfhip, he whifper'd him in the Ear with fome com- 
motion (as he had a rare talent in Diflimulation ) "That 
*'the King was very Mifchievoufly advifed^ and that it 
" fliould go very hara , but he would know , whence that 
" Counfel proceeded ; in order to which, and to prevent fur- 
"tber Mifchief, he would go immediately to his Majefty; 
and (o went out of the Houfe. 
Whereas He was the only Perfon who gave the Coun- 
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(el, named the Perfons, and particularly the Lord Kimboltom 
( againil whom lefs could be faid, than againft many others, 
tmd who was more generally belov'd ) and undertook to 
prove that the (aid Lord Kimbobm told the Rabble, when 
they were about the Parliament Houfe, that they (hould go to 
JVhite-HalL When he found the ill Succefs of the Impeach* 
ment in both Houfes, and how unfatisfied all were with the 
proceeding, he advifed the King the next Morning to go to 
the Gmld-Hall^ and to inform the Mayor and Aldermen of the 
Grounds of his Proceedings j which will be mention'd anon. 
And that People might not believe, that there was any de- 
jedion of mind, or forrow for what was done ; the fame Night, 
the fame Council caufed a Proclamation to be prepared for 
the {topping the Ports ; that the Accufed Perfons might noc 
efcape out of the Kingdom ^ and to forbid all Perfons to re- 
ceive, and harbour them ^ when it was well known, that they 
were all together in a Houfe in the City, without any fear of 
their Security. And all this was done without the lealt com- 
munication with any body, but the Lord Dtghy^ who advifed 
it ; and it is very true, was fo willing to take the utmoit ha- 
2^ard uponbimfelf; that he did offer the King, when he knew 
in what Houfe they were together, with a felcdl company of 
Gentlemen, who would accompany him, whereof S^ Thomas 
Lunsford was one, to Seize upon them, and bring tJiem away 
Alive, or leave them Dead in the place : but the King likeq 
not fuch Enrerprizes. 
The verCms T H A T Night, the Petfons Accufed removed themfelves 
"Zwt'tT *^^^ ^^^^^ Strong-Hold , the City : not that they durft not 
TtCtrj,^ venture themfelves at their old Lodgings, for no Man wouW 
have prefumed to trouble them, but that the City mig;ht fee, 
that they relied upon that Place for a Sanftuary of their Pri- 
vileges againft Violence and Oppreflion ; ana fo might put 
on an early Concernment for them. And they were not dit 
appointed j for in fpight of all the Lord Mayor could do to 
compofe their Diftempers ( who, like a very Wife and Stout 
Magiftrate, beftirr'd himfelf ) the City was that whole Night 
in Arms ; fome People , defign'd to that jpurpofe, running 
from one Gate to another,and crying out,*^ That the cavaliers 
f^ were coming to fire the City 3 and fome iaying, ^' That the 
^^ King himfelf was in the head of them. 
rhe King The next Morning , the King being informed of much 
yr ' '"mI^ **^ ^^^ pafled that Night, according to the Advice he had 
Li\tV0 thi received, fent to the Lord Mayor to call a Common Council 
jf/^teiM. immediately ; and, about ten of the Clock, himfelf, attended 
only by three or four Lords, went to the Guild'Hatl'^ and in 
the Room , where the People were aflembled , told them 
f^He wa^ very forty to hear of the Apprehenfion^ they ha4 
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'^ encertain'd pf Danger; that He was come to Them, to 
^ ihew how much he relied upon their AfieOions for his 
^Security, and Guard, having oroudit no other with him: 
^ chat he had accufed certain Men of High Treafon, againft 
^ whom he would proceed in a Legal way ; and therefore he 
** prelum'd they would not fhelter them in the City. And 
uung many other very Gracious ExpreQions of his value for 
them, ancf tellinff one of the Sheri£^ ( who was of the Two 
Choumt le& indin'd to his Service) ^^ That he would Dine 
^ with him, he defjarted without that Applaufe and Chear- 
fiilnel^ which he roidit have expedted from the extraordinary 
Grace he vouchlafed to them. And in his paflage througa 
the Qty, the Rude People flock'd together, and cry'd our, 
FrivilegeofParliamevfyFrivikge of Parliament ^ fomeof them, 
prefling very near his own Coach, and among(t the reft one 
calling out with a very loud Voice, To your Tents O IJraeL 
However, the King, though much Mortified, continued his 
Kefblution, taking uttle notice of the Diftempers ; and, hav- 
ing Dined at the Sheriffs, return'd in the Afternoon to ^//e- 
HaUi and publifh'd, the next day, a Proclamation, for the 
Apprehenfion of all Thofe, whom he had accufed of High 
TmloD, forbidding any perfon to Harbour them ^ the Arti- 
cles of their Chai^ being likewife Printed, and difperfed. 

When the Houfe of Commons next met, none of the 
Accufed Members appearing. They had Friends enough, who 
were well inftrudted to^gravate the late proceedings, and 
to put the Houfe into a Thoufand Jealoufies, and Apprehen- 
fions, and every flight Circumitance carried weight enough in 
it to difturb their Minds. They took very little notice of the 
AccuGng the Members ^ but the King's coming to the Houfe, 
which had been Never known before, and Declaring, ^^ That 
* he would take Them, whereever he Found Them, was an 
Evidence, that he meant Himfelf to have brought a Force 
into the Houfe to Apprehend them, if they had been there, 
and was look'd upon as the higheft Breach of Privilege, that 
eoiild polEbly be imagin'd. They who fpoke molt Pailion- 
ately, and probably meant as Mdicioufly, behav'd themfelves 
with Modefty, and feem'd only concerned in what concem'd 
them All; and concluded, after many Lamentations, ^< That 
** they did not think themfelves Safe in that Houfe, till the 
" Minds of Men were better Compofed ; that the City was 
"fiill of Apprehenlions, and was very Zealous for their Se- 
**curityi and therefore wilh'd that they might Adjourn the 
<^P^liament to meet in fome place in the City. But that 
was found not Pra&icable ; fmce it was not in their own 
Power to do it, without the Confent of the Peers, and the 
Concurrence of the King} who were Both like rather to 
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'clll^ons ''^^^^^^ ^ pl^® '^ore diftant from the City. So, with more 
JJ^J!!nUn£ Rcafon, in the end they concluded, " That the Houfe fhould 
themfeivcs '' Adjoum it felf for two or three days, and name a Com- 
forfome « mittec, who fliould fit both Morning and Afternoon in the 
tTommi^tee^ ^^^ '^ and All who Came to have Voices: and MerclMnt^ 
to fit in We Taylors-Hall' was appointed for the place of their meeting ; 
citj. They who Served for London^ undertaking, " That it flioiud 

" be ready againtt the next Morning : no Man oppofing or 
contradiifting any thing that was fiid; They, who formerly 
ufcd to appear for all the Rights and Authority which be- 
longed to the King, not knowing what to fay, between Grief 
and Anger, that the Violent Party had by thefe late unskilful 
adions of the Court, gotten great Advantage, and recover'd 
new Spirics ; and the Three Perfons before named, without 
whofc Privity the King had promifed that he would enter 
upon no Counfel, were fo much diipleafed and deje(^ed, that 
they were inclined, never more to take upon them the Care 
of any thing to be tranfadied in the Houfe; finding already, 
that they could not avoid being look'd upon as the Authors 
of thofc Counfcls, to which they were fo abfolute Strangers, 
and which they fo perfeftly Detelted. 

A N D in truth. They had then withdrawn themfeivcs from 
appearing often in the Houfe, but upon the abttradled con- 
iidcration of their Duty and Confeience, and of the prefent 
ill condition the King was in; who likewife felt within him- 
felf the Trouble and Agony, which ufually attends Generous 
and Magnanimous Minds upon their having committed Er- 
rors, which expofe them to Cenfure, and to Damage. la 
fine, the Houfe of Commons Adjourn'd for fome days, to 
confult with their Friends in the City ; and the Houfe of 
like^rf' ^^^^ ^^^^ ^^ g^°^ Correfpondence with them, that they 
J^oulni'i^ likewife Adjourn'd to the fame days they knew, by fome In- 
for the fume tclligence, the Commons intended to meet again. But the 
dAjs. Lords made no Committee to fit in the City. 
'^niJr'^f When the Committee met the next morning at Mer^ 
"WcorZ chant'TayforS'Hall^ where All who came were to have Voices, 
mittee in and whithcr All did come at firtt, out of Cariofity to obferve 
the City, what Mcchod they meant to proceed in, rather than Expedta* 
tion that they fliould be able to do any Good there ; they 
found a Guard ready to attend them, of Subftantial Citizens 
in Arms, and a Committee from the Common Council, to bid 
them Welcome into the City j and to Afliire them, " That the 
<^ City would take Care, That they, and all their Members 
** fhould be Secured from Violence ; and to that purpofe had 
" appointed That Guard to attend them, which fhould be al- 
« ways Reliev'd twice a day, if they refolv'd to fit Morning 
<^ and Afternoon : and acquainted them fiirther, " That the 
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^ Common Council, in contemplation that they might ftand 
^ in want of any thing, had like wife appointed a Committee 
^of fo many Aldermen, and fuch a number of the Common 
^ Council, which (hould meet always at a place named, ac 
<^ chofe Hours, which that Committee fliould appoint to meet 
^at^ to the end, that if any thing were to be requir'd of the 
« City, they might Itill know their Pleafure, and take Care 
^ that it (hould bt Obey'd. Thus they had provided for fuch 
t mutual Communication and Confederacy, that they might 
be fure always to be of one Mind, and the One to help the 
Other in the profecution of thofe Defigns and Expedients, 
which they fliould find necefTary to their Common end : the 
Committee of the City confilting of the mod Eminent Perfbns, 
Aldermen and others, for their difafiedion to the Government 
of Church and State. 

At their firft Sitting, the Committee begun with the 
dating the Manner of the King's coming to the Houfe, and all 
he did there ^ the feveral Members mentioning all that they 
would take upon them to remember of his Majefty's Doing 
or Speaking, both as he came to the Houfe, and after he was 
there; fome of them being walking in Wefitmrfier-Hall 
when the King walked through, and io came to the Houfe 
with him, or near him ^ others reporting, what they heard 
fome of the Great Men, who attended his Majdty, fay, as 
tfaeypafled byj every idle word having it's Commentary; 
ancl the Perfons, whoever were named, being appointed to 
attend, they having Power given them to fend for ail Perfons, 
and to Examine them touching that Affair. Nor had any Man 
the Courage to refufe to Obey their Summons; fo that all 
thofe of the King's Servants, who were fent for, appeared 
pundlusdly at the hour that was aflign'd them ; and were Ex- 
amined upon all queflions, which any one of the Committee 
would propofe to them, whereof many were very Imperti- 
nent, and of little refpedt to the King. 

It was very well known where the Accufed Perfons were, 
all together in one Houfe in Coleman-Streety near the place 
where the Committee Sate ; and whither Perfons trutted pafs'd 
to and fro to communicate, and receive Directions; but it 
wa^ not Seafonablefor them yet to appear in Publick, and to 
come and Sit with the Committee, or to own the believing, 
tt^t they thought themfelves fafe from the Violence, and the 
A(&ults of the Court ; the Power whereof they exceedingly 
contemn'd, whilft they feem'd to apprehend it ; nor was it 
yet time to Model in what manner their Friends in the City 
and the Country, fhould appear conccm'd for them ; in pre-? 
paring whereof no time was loft. 

Against the day the Houfe was to meet, the firft Ad- 
journment

jourament not being for above two or three days, the Com- 
mittee had prepar'd Matter enough for a Report^ a Relation 
of all chey had difcover'd upon their Examinations, and fiich 
Votes, as they thought fit to oflfer upon the breach of their Pri- 
vilege ; that they might thereby dilcover the Afie<aions of the 
Houfe, of which they could not yet take any meafijre, feeins 
there had been no Debate fince thofe Accidents, which could ^ 
difcover the general Tenjper ; which they well enough knew, 
was not before to their Advantage. In the mean time, they 
ufed all the ways they could to Afperfe thofe, who ufed to 
Oppofe them, as the Contrivers of the late Proceedings; and 
were willing they Qiould know it; which they imagined, 
would reftrain them from taking the fame Liberty they had 
ufed to do. 
^/«r»/fi»tf ^j^ jj fQ af ^j^gi^ meeting in the Houfc, upon the Report 

owmmi of the Committee, they declar'd, "That the King's coming 
i^«» thwr " to the Houfe, and Demanding the Perfons of Divers Mem- 
/r^»»irti»j«bers thereof to be deliver'd unto Him, was a high Breach 
tfj4ifi. cc Qf (jjg Rights and Privileges of Parliament ; and incon- 
^ fiitent with the Liberty and Freedom thereof; and there- 
^* fore that they could not with the Safety of their own Per- 
*' fons, or the Indemnity of the Rights and Privileges of Par- 
"liament,Sit there any longer, without afiill Vindication of 
^ fo high a Breach, and a fufficient Guard, wherein they 
" might Confide ; and for that Reafon, did Order, that their 
^*Houfe Ihouldbe again Adjoum'd for four days; and that 
*' the Committee (hould meet in the fame place, to Confider 
** and Refolve of all things, that might concern the Good and 
^^ Safety of the City, and the Kingdom; and particularly, 
*^ How their Privileges might be Vindicated, and their Per- 
fons Secured; and fliould have Power to Confult and Ad- 
^^ vife with any Perfon, or Perfons, touching the Premifes. 
And, this Orcler and Declaration being made, they Ad- 
joum'd : the laft Claufe being intended to bring their Mem* 
bers to them. 

At the meeting of the Houfe, the Committee had in- 
fbrm'd them, Firft of the great Civilities, they had received 
from the City in all the particulars, that they inight have 
Order to return the Thanks of the Whole Houfe, whith 
they eafily obtain'd ; and, at their rewm, they took more Ex- 
aminations than they had formerly ; by which they made a 
fuller Relation of the King's coming to the Houfe, and his 
Carriage and Words there. And becaufe it was vifible to 
all Men, that the King waJ fo far from bringing any ForcQ 
with Him, which they defir'd it fhould be believM he had 
brought, that he had only his Guard of Halberdiers, and 
fewer of them, than ufed to go with Him on any ordinary 
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Motion ;^ and that fewer of his Gentlemen Servants were 
Then with him , than ufually attended him when he went 
but to walk in the Parley and had only their Little Swords; 
they were ytrj piuK^al in mentioning any Light or Loofe 
Words, which had fallen from any Man, that it might be 
believ'd* that there was more in the Matter. As they care- 
fully inferred in their Relation , that one of the Waiters as 
he walked very near his Majetty through the Hall, faid, " He 
^*had a good Piftol in his rocJcet^ and that Another, as they 
were wdking up the Stairs towards the Houfe of Commons, 
called out, Fauon', from which they would have it believ'd, 
that there had been very Bloody intentions. 

Then They proposed fome Votes to be ofier'd to the 
Houfe, in which they Voted " The Relation, which was made, 
^ to be true ; and thereupon, that the King's Coming to the 
** Houfe was the higheit Breach of the Privilege of Parlia-» 
^ment, that could be made; and that the Arreiting, or en- 
'^deavouring to Arreft, any Member of Parliament was a high 
^Breach of their Privilege; and that the Perfon, who was fo 
^ Arrefted, might lawfully Refcue, and Redeem himfelf ; and 
"that all, who were prefent, and faw the Privilege of Parlia- 
"ment fo Violated, might, and ought to Afliit the injured 
** Perfon in his Defence , and to procure his Liberty with 
" Force. And thefe Votes the Houfe Confirmed, when they 
were Reported. Though, in the Debate, it was told them, 
" That they muft take heed, that they did not out of Tender- 
"nefi of their Privilege, which was, and muft be very pre- 
•'dous to every Man, extend it further, than the Law would 
** fufier it to be extended : that the Houfe had always been 
•* very fevere upon the Breach of any of their Privileges, and 
** in the Vindicating thofe Members, who are injured ; but 
" that the difpofing men to make Themfelves Judges, and to 
** Refcue themfelves or others, might be of evil Confequence, 
« and produce ill ESc&s ; at leait if it Ihould fall out to be, 
« that the Perfons were Arrefted for Treafon, or Felony, or 
« Breach of the Peace ; in either of which Cafes, there could 
^* be no Privilege of Parliament. This , though a known 
Truth to any, who knew any thing of the Law, was received 
with Noife and Clamour, and with wonderful evidence of 
Diflike, and fome faint Contradiftions, « That no Such thing 
** ought to be done , whilft a Parliament was Sitting : and 
then, falling upon the late A<3;ion of the King, and the Me- 
rit of thofe Perfons, and without much Contradi(3:ion, which 
was found to be ungrateful, the Houfe Confirmed all that the 
Committee had Voted; and then Adjoum'd again for fome 
days, and Order'd the Committee to meet again in the City ; 
which they did Morning and Afternoon ; and prepared other 
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Votes of a brighter Allay, and more in the face of the King, 
and the Law, everv day adding to the Fury and Fiercenefi of 
the precedent. The Houfe met and Sate, only to Confirm 
the Votes which were pafs'd by the Committee, and to pro- 
fccute fuch Matters, as were by Concert brought to them, by 
Petition from the Citvj which was ready to Advance any 
thing, they were direaed J and fo whilft the Members yet 
kept therofelves Concealed, many particulars of great Impor- 
tance were tran&dted in thofe Ihort Sittings of the Houfe. 

The King about this time, having found the InconyC'^ 
nicnce and Mfchief to himfelf of having no Servant of Intereft 
and Reputation, and who took his buunefs to Heart, in the 
Houfe of Commons , had made the Lord Falkland and S^ 
Joht Cdepeppevy. both Members of that Houfe, andof unble- 
mifhed Reputations and confetled Abilities , of his Privy- 
Council j and the one, the Lord Falklaiuiy his Principal Se- 
cretary of State, and y John Colefefper^ Chancellor of the 
Exchequer j as is faid before. And io, having now gotten 
two Counfellors about him, who durft Truft one another, and 
who were Both fit to be Trufted by Him, which he had been 
without above a Year pafl^ to His, and the Kingdom's irre* 
parable Difadvantage ; He thought fit to Publilh a Declara* 
tion to all his Subjefls, in Anfwer to the Remonftrance, he 
had lately received from the Houfe of Commons, and was 
difpers'd throughout the Kingdom. In which,* without the 
leaft fliarpnefs or return of the Language he had received j 
The KJnf* he took notice " Of the Fears, and lealoufies (for thofe were 
v^uywro fjje j>jg^ words, which ferved to fuftify all Indifpofitions , 
r.ww'»v ^"^ to excufeall Diforders) "which made Impreflion in the 
f9rmer Re- "Minds of his Pcoplc, with reference to their Religion, their 
wcnflrdnee. " Liberty, or their Civil Interefts. 

"As to their Religion, He obferv'd the Fears to be of 
*' Two forts ; either as Ours here eftablKh'd might be in- 
" vaded by the Roman Party ; or as it was accompanied with 
'^ fome Ceremonies, at which feme tender Confciences, or 
"Really were, or Pretended to be, Scandaliz'd. For the firft, 
"as there might be any fufpicion of Favour or Inclination to 
" the Papifls, he faid, he was willing to Declare to all the 
*^ World , that, as he had been brought up from his Child* 
"hood in, and pradtifed that Religion, which was eftablifli'd 
" in the Church of Englaftd^ fo he believ'd he could, having 
"given a good part of his time and pains to the Examination 
"of the Grounds of it, as it DiSer'd from that of Romej 
"maintain the fame by Unanfwcrable Reafons; and hoped 
" he fliould be ready to Seal it with the effufion of his Blood, 
" if it fliould pleafe God to call him to that Sacrifice : and 
** that nothing could be fo acceptable to him , as any Propo- 
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*fition, which might contribute to the Advancement of it 
**Here, or the Propagation of it Abroad, this being the 
« jgreateft means to draw down a Bleffing from God upon 
"fimfelf, and this Nation; and if this Profeffion of his was 
•* wanting to his People, he thought himfelf extreamly Un- 
" fortunate, for that his conftant Pradtice in his own Per- 
" ion had always been, without Oltentation, as much to evi- 
<^dence his Care and Duty therein, as he could pofTibly tell 
**how toexprefs. 

"As for matters of Ceremony, He faid, he would, in 
" Tendernefs to any number of his loving Subjedts, be willing 
** to comply with the advice of his Parliament, that fome Law 
« (hould be made for the exemption of tender Confciences 
**from punifhment or profecution for negledting fuch Cere- 
*^ monies^ and in fuch Cafes, which by the judgment of molt 
" men are hel'd to be matters Indifferent , and of fome to 
"beabfolutely Unlawful. Provided, that that Cafe (hould 
** be attempted , and purfued with that Modefty, Temper, 
*< and Submillion , that in the mean time the Peace , and 
"Quiet of the Kingdom Ihould not be diiturbed, the Dccen- 
*'cy, and Comelincfs of God's Service not difcountenanced, 
** nor the Pious, Sober, and Devout adtions of thofc Reve- 
" rend perfons, who were the firft Labourers in the blcflcd 
" Reformation, or of that time, be Scandalized, and Defamed. 
** For , he faid , he could not without Grief of Heart , and 
" without fome Tax upon himfelf and his Minifters for the 
** not executing of the Laws, look upon the bold Licence of 
"fome men in Printing of Pamphlets, in Preaching and 
" Printing of Sermons fo fiill of bittcrncfs and malice againft 
"theprefent Government, againft the Laws Kltabliili'd , fo 
*^ full of Sedition againft his own Perfon, and the Peace of 
^* the Kingdom ^ that he was many times aijiaz'd to confider 
^* by what Eyes thofe things were Seen , and by what Ears 
** they were Heard. 

** C o NC E R N I NG the Civil Liberties and Intcrefts of the 
" Subjedls, He faid, he Ihould need fay the lefs, having ere- 
" Stcd fo many latting Monuments of his Princely and Fa- 
'* therly care of his People, in thofe excellent Laws paflcd by 
**him this Parliament^ which, with very much Content to 
*' himfelf, he faid, he conceived to be fb large and ample, 
*' that very many Sober men had little left to wilh for of that 
'' Kind. He told them, he very well underftood the Rights 
"and particular Advantages, he had Departed from in many 
"of the Adts he had palled; and therefore he had reafon to 
" hope, as he had taken all Occafions to render Their condi- 
** tion moft Comfortable and Happy ; fo They would, in grate- 
*'ful and dutiful return, be always rcadv with equal Tcnder- 
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^^ne(s and Alacrity to advance His Ri^it^, and prefer His 
^^ Honour, upon which their own Security and Subfiftence (b 
^^ much depended ^ and no particular (bould be prefented un- 
^^to him for the dompleating, and Eftabliihing that Security^ 
^' to the which he would not with the &me readinefi contri<» 
^ bute his beft Afliftance. He iai(L if dioTc Rdblutions were 
^^ the efiedks of his prefent Counfels ^ and he took God to 
'* Wimefi that they were fuch y and that his Subje^ might 
'^ confidently expea the Benefit of them fi'om him, certainly 
^ no ill Deugn upon the Publick could accompany fuch Re« 
*^ (blutions ^ neither could there be great cauie of fuQ>icioii 
^^ of any Perfons preferred by him to deg;rees of Honour, and 
*' places of Truft and Imployment , mice this Parliament : 
^^ and therefore, that amongft his Misfortunes he reckoned it 
^ not the le^, that, having not retain'd in his Service, nor 
^' prote Aed any One perfon , againft whom the Parliament 
^^nad excepteci, during the whole Sitting of it, and having 
^ in all that time fcarce vouch&fed to any Man an inftance of 
^*his Favour or Grace, but to Such who were under (bme 
^^ eminent Character of £ftimation amongft the People, there 
'^ Qiould fo foon be a mif-underftanding or jealoufy of their 
^' Fidelity and Uprightnefs ; efpecially in a time , when he 
^' took lul occafions to Declare , that he conceiv'd himfelf 
^* capable of being ferved only by Honeft Men, and in Ho« 
*«neft Ways. 

"However, if He had been miftaken in fuch his Ele- 
^^ dlion, the Particular fliould no fooner be difcovered to him, 
" either by His own Obfervation, or other certain Informa- 
** tion , than he would leave them to Publick Juftice, under 
^^ the marks of his Difpleafure. If notwithftanding this, any 
*^ Malignant Party ihould take heart, and be willing to Sacri- 
*^fice the Peace and Happinefs of their Country to their own 
"Sinifter Ends and Ambitions, under what pretence of Reli- 
^^gion and Confcience foever; if they (hould endeavour to 
*^ leffen his Reputation and Intereft, and to weaken his Law- 
"ful Power and Authority with his good Subjedls; if they 
'^ fliould go about, by difcountenancing the prefent Laws, to 
"loofen the bonds of Government, that all Diforder and 
*^ Confufion might break in, He doubted not, but God in his 
'* good Time would difcover Them j and the Wifdom, and 
** Courage of his High Court of Parliament would joyn wich 
" him in their Suppreflion, and Punifhment. 

Having faid all He could, to exprefs theclearnefi and 
^^ uprightnefs of his Intentions, and done all he could to ma- 
** nifeft thofe Intentions , He faid , he could not but confi- 
**dently believe, all his good Subjefts would acknowledge 
** His part to be fully performed, both in Deeds paft, and pre- 
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^ fcnt Refolutions to Do, what with luft ice might be required 
^'of him^ and that their Quiet and rrofperity now depended 
" wholely on Thcmfelves, and was in Their own Power, by 
** yielding all Obedience and due Reverence to the Uiw^ 
" wiiich IS the Inheritance of every Subjedt, and the only Sc- 
•* curity he can have for his Life, Liberty, and Ettate ^ and the 
^^ which being negledted or difefteem'd, under what Specious 
"fliews foever, a great meafure of Infelicity, if not an.irre- 
^' parable Conftiiion , rouit without doubt fall upon th^m. 
^ And he doubted not, it would be the moft acceptable De- 
^^claration a King could make to his Subjeds, that he was 
^* not only refolv'd to keep the Laws himfelt, but to maintairt 
'^ them againft what Oppofition foever, though with the ha« 
'^ zard of his Being. He hoped the Loyalty, and good Af- 
^'fedions of all his Subjects, would Concur with him in the 
"conftant preferving a good Underltanding between Him 
*^and his People j and that their own Intereft, and Com- 
^ paflSon of the lamentable Condition of the poor Proteftantsf 
^^in Ireland^ would invite them to a fair Intelligence and 
*^ Unity amongit Themfelves ; that fo they might, with one 
"heart, intend the relieving, and recovering that unhappy 
"Kingdom^ where thofe barbarous Rebels pradifed fuch.ioh 
^ human and unheard of Outrages upqn the miferable Peo^' 
"pie, that no Chriftian Ear could hear without hprrour^ or 
*^ Story parallel. He concluded with conjuring all his good 
" Subjedks, of what Degree or Quality foever, by all the bonds 
" of Love, Duty, and Obedience, that are precious to Good 
"Men, to joyn with him for the recovery of the Peace of 
"That Kingdom, and the Prefervation of the Peace of This 5 
** to remove all the Doubts and Fears, which might interrupt 
*' their Aflfeftion to Him, and all theirJealou(ies and Appre* 
"henfions, which might leflen their Qiarity to each Other) 
** and then. He faid, & the Sins of the Nation had not pre-i 
** pared an inevitable Judgement fcJr all , God would mak« 
"him a great and glorious King over a Free and Happy 
"People. 

Though this Declaration had afterward^ a very good in- 
fluence upon the People, to his Majefty's advantage; yet for 
the prefent it gave no aJlay to their Diltempers. Their. Se^ 
ditious Miniflers were difpatched to inflame the Neighbour 
Counties, and all poflible Art was ufed to inflame the City pf 
JLofidon'^ which prevailed fb far, that notwithftanding all the 
oppofition the Lord Mayor of Londoyt^ the Recorder, and the 
gravelt and mofl fubftantial Aldermen could make, the M^ 
jor part of the Common Council prevail'd to fend a Petition 
to the King, in the name of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 
mon Council of the City of London-^ which was the nexe 
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afFedlions and tempers of fo rich and opulent a City, which 
could naturally expedt to profper only by Peace, and agree- 
ment, were wrought upon, and tranfported, to that degree, as 
to be the chief Inftruments of its own, and the Kingdom's de* 
ftrudUon. 
nefiuteand Thb CiVf oS London^ as the Metropolis of England j by 
umper of the it$ situatiott the moft capable of trade, and by the moft uTual 
j^J[^^j^"rcfidence of the Court, and the fixt Station of the Courts of 
Jmel^ ' Juftice, for the pubiick adniiniftratioii thereof, throughout the ' 
Kingdom, the chief feat of trade, was, by the fucceflive coun- 
tenance and favour of Princes, itrengthen'd with great Char- 
ters and Immunities, and was a Corporation governed with- 
in it felf ; the Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen, Sheriffs, chofen 
by themfelves 3 feveral Companies incorporated within the 
great Corporation^ which, befidcs notable Privileges, enjoy- 
ed Lands, and perquifites to a very great revenue. By the in- 
credible increale of Trade, which the diftradions of other 
Countries, and the Peace of this brought, and by the great 
licence of refort diither, it was, iince this king's accefs to the 
Crown,, in Riches, in. People, in Buildings marvelloudy in- 
creafed,'inibmuch as the Suburbis were iaimolt equal to the City ^ 
a Reformation of which had been often in contemplation, ne- 
ver purfued, wife men forefeeing that fuch a Fuhiefs could 
not be there, without an Emptinefs in other places ^ and whilffc 
fo many perfbns of Honour and Eftates were fo delighced 
with the City , the Government of the Country mult be 
negle&ed, befides the excefs, and ill husbandry, that would 
be introduced thereby. But fuch foreGght was interpreted a 
Morofity, and too great an oppreflion upon the Common Li- 
berty ; and fb, little was applied to prevent fo growing aDif^ 
eafe. 

As it had thefe, and many other advantages and helps to. 
be Rich, fo it was looked upon too much of late time as a 
Common Stock not cafy to be exhaufted, and as a Body not 
to be grieved by ordinary Adts of injuftice ; and therefore as 
it was a place of reform in all cafes of neceffity, for the fud- 
dain borrowing great fums of money, in which they were 
commonly Merchants too good for the Crown, fo it was be- 
come a pradlice, upon any fpecious pretences, to void the Se- 
curity that was at any time given for money fo borrowed. 

Thus after many qucttionings of their Charter , which 
vS'erc ever removed by conliderable fums of money, a Grant 
made by the King in the beginning of his Reign ( in confi- . 
deration of great lums of money ) of good quantities of Land 
iCtlreland^ and of the City of Londomderry therCy was voided 
by a Suit in the Star-chamher ^ all the Lands, after a vaft ex- 
pence in building and planting, refiimed into the King's hands, 

and 
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and 1 Fine of Fifty Thoufand pounds impofed upon the City, 
Which Sentence being pronounced after a long and publick 
Hearing,' during which time, they were often invited to a 
CocQjpoGtion, toth in refped: of the fubftance, and the cir- 
cumrances of proceeding , made a general impreflion in the 
minds of the Citizens of all Conditions, much to the di&d van- 
tage of the Court; and though the King afterwards remitted 
to them the penalties of that Sentence, they imputed that to 
the Power of the Parliament, and rather remember'd how the 
benefit of their Grant had been taken from them, than by 
whom ic was reftored • fo that, at the beginning of the Par- 
liament, the City was as ill aftedted to the Court as the 
Country was; and therefore chofe fuch BurgefTes to fit there, 
as had eidier eminently Oppofed the Court, or accidentally 
been Opprefled by it. 

The chief Government and Superintendency of the City 
is in the Mayor, and Aldermen ; which, in that little King- 
dom, refembles thcHoufe of Peers ; and the Common Coun- 
cil is the reprefentative body thereof, like the Houfe of Com- 
mons, to order and agree to all Taxes, Rates, and fuch parr 
ticulars belonging to the Civil Policy. The Common Counr 
cil arc chofen every year, fo many ft)r every Pari(h, of the 
Wifeft, and mo^ Subltantial Citizens, by the Veftry, and com- 
mon Convention of the People of that Parifli ; and as the 
Wealthieft,and beft Reputed Men were commonly chofen,fo, 
though the Eledtion was once a year, it was formerly fcarce 
ever Icnown, that any Man once chofen was afterwards re- 
jeded or left out,except upondifcovery of an enormous Crime, 
and decaying in Formne to a Bankrupt ; otherwife, till he was; 
called to be Alderman, or died, he continued, and was every 
year returned of the Common Council. 

After the beginning of this Parliament, when thofe who 
fteer'd at Weftminfter found by their Experience in the Cafe 
of the Earl of Straff or Jy of wnatconfequence the City might 
be to them, and afterwards found by the Courage of the pre- 
lent Lord A4ayor, S"^ Richard Goumey^ who cannot be too often 
or too honourably mentioned, that it might be kept from be- 
ing difpofed by them; and that the Men of Wealth, and Abi- 
lity, who at firft had concurred with them , begun now tq 
difcem that they meant to lead them further than they had a 
mind to go ; they diredted their Confidents, that at the Ele- 
dlion of the Common Council-men by the concurrence anc( 
number of the Meaner People, all fucn who were Moderate 
Men, and lovers of the prefent Government,ihould be rejedted; 
and in their Places Men of the moft Adtive and Pragmatical 
Heads, of how mean Fortunes (bever, fhould be Eledted. An^ 
by this means that Body in great part now confiftcd of Up- 
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ftart, Fadlious, Indigent Companions, who were ready to re* 
ceive all advertifemenrs and diredions from Wejtminfier^ anc) 
as forward to incroacb upoa their Superiors, the Mayor, and 
Aldermen. And fo tliis firebrand or Privilege iufiamed the 
City at that time. 

That They might gratify the City in procuring a better 
Anfwer, than they had rpceiv'd from the King to their Pe- 
tition, and that they might more expofe his Majcdy to their 
Affronts, the Houterefum'd thebufioefs of the Tower again, 
with the old Refledions upon the removal of the former 
Good Lieutenant, and the putting in a Rude Perfon and of a 
defperate Fortune, as they called him, that he might ufe fuch 
Prifoners, as there was an intent to fend thither, in fuch a 
manner as he (hould be direded ; and that the Perfon, whp 
was fince put in, had put the City into great apprehenfions by 
the obfervation that was made, that he took great (tore of 
ProviQons into the Tower, as if he made provifion for a greater 
Garrifon, which railed great jealouiies^ and there was a Pe- 
tition brought, and ddiver'd to the Houfes in the Names of 
feveral Merchants who ufed to Trade to the Mint j in which 
they defired that there might be fuch a Perfon made Lieute- 
nant of the Tower, "As they could Confide in (anExpret 
fion that erew from that time to be much ufed ) without 
which no Man would venture Bullion into the Mint, and by 
confequence no Merchant would bring it into the Kingdom. 
Whereas in truth there was no Gentleman in the Kingdom of 
a better Reputation among^ all forts of Men, and there had 
been 'more Bullion brought into the Mint in the (hort time 
of his being Lieutenant, than teid been in many Months be-p 
fore; andamongfl: thofe Perlbns, which fofolemnly delivered 
that Petition, and had all fubfcribed it, there were very few 
who had ever fent any Silver into the Mint. However the 
Houfe entertain'd the complaint as very reafonable, and fent 
for a Conference with the Lords, with whom they prevailed 
to joyn ¥dth them in a defire to the King, " That he would 
" remove S** John Byron fi-om being Lieutenant ok the Tower. 
,which the King for fome time refiifed to do, till they prefled 
it in another manner ; which (ball be mention'd anon. 
jhtCmmiu The Committee, that flill continued to Sit in Lomdm^ in- 
cvmioix t^"^^^ "^o other bufinefs, but their own Privileges ; fent for, 
fiiu7r7nf' and examined, as Iwrh been faid, all Men, who had attended 
»as in the his Majefty, or had been cafually preferu in the Kail, or at 
C'>r. the doors of the Commons Houfe when the King was there ; 
and all fuch Examinations , as teilified any extravagant dit 
courfe uttered by any loofe Fellow, who had accidentally put 
himfelf into the company, though it appeared he had no re- 
lation to the King's Service , were carcfiJly Enter'd , and 
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Publith'd ; but Tuch as declared the King's &xvBi Command 
againft any Violence, or diibrder, and his pofitive Charge^ 
that no Manfliould prefume to follow him into the Houfe of 
Commons ( as full proof was made to them of thofe particu- 
lars ) were as carefully SuppreOed, and Concealed. 

The Sheri£& of London had been diredted to appoint a 
Guard to attend the Committee, whilft ic fliould continue 
there ^ and then to Guard the Houfes when they fliould again 
fit at nyhninfier. The Accufed Ferfons, who lodged all this 
time in the City, were brought to the Committee with much 
itate, and fate with them to devifc fome way to Vindicate 
themfelves. 

Th E N a Declaration was agreed upon by the Commons on- •^ ^^'^ 
ly, in which was fet forth, « That the Chambers, Studies, and '""•^'' 
<< Trunks of M' Hoilis^ S' Arthur Haflerig^ M' Fym^ Mr Htmh- ^ZZs 
^^detfy and Mr Strede^ had been by colour of^his Majeity's/t/^ Mfm 
" Warrant fealed up j which was not only againfl the Privi- *«■'• 
"lege of Parliament, but the common Liberty of every Sub- 
^^ject^ that the fame Members had been the fame day de- 
^' manded by a Serjeant at Arms to be delivered to him, that 
**he might Arreft them of High Treafon; that the next 
^^ day his Majefly came to the Houfe in his own Perfbn, at- 
^^ tended by a multitude of Arm'd Men in a Warlike manner 
** with Halberds, Swords, and Piftols, who came up to the 
" very door of the Houfe, and placed themfelves there, and 
^ in other places, and paflages near to the Houfe, to the great 
*^ rerrour and dilhirbancc of the Members then Sittings that 
^* his Majefhr, fitting in the Speaker's Chair, demanded the 
** Perfons of^thofe Members to be delivered to him: which 
" was a high breach of the Rights, and Privileges of Parlia- 
"ment, and inconfiftent with the Liberties and Freedom 
** thereof; that afterwards his Majefty did ifliie forth feveral 
^Warrants to divers Officers under his own hand, for the 
« apprehenfion of their Perfons, which byLaw he could not 
<< do. And thereupon they declared, ** That if any Perfon 
«« (hould Arrefl Mr »/&, ^. or any other Member of Par- 
« liament, by pretence of any Warrant ifliiing out from the 
<« King, he was guilty of the Breach of the Rivilege of Par- 
<< liamenr, and a pubiick Enemy of the Common-wealth j and 
« that the Arrefting any Member of Parliament, by any War- 
«' rant whatfoever, without confent of that Houfe, whereof 
« he IS a Member, is a breach of the Privilege of Parliament : 
<< and the Perfon that fhall fo Arreft him, is dedared a pubiick 
« Enemy to the Common- wealth. 

They publifhed that it did fully appear by feveral Exa- 
minations, ^ That many Soldiers, Papiits and others, to the 
^< number of about five hundred, came with his Majefly ta 
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.^ the Houfe of Commons, arm'd ; and that fome of themy 
5f holding up their Piftols cocked near the door of the Houfe^ 
^' which they kept open, £iid, 1 am a good Markfman, I can 
5^ hit right, I warrant you : and (aid, they would have the 
f^ door open; and if any oppoficion wa3 made, they made np 
^ queftibn but they (hould maintain their Party ; and that fome 
faid, ■" A Pox take the Houie of Commons, let them befiang^ 
^^ed. And when the King remm'd from the Houfe, they ex- 
f * preffed great difcontent, asking, When comes the U^ord ; that 
" fome of them being demanded what they thpught the com- 
«paay intended to have done, aofwer'd, That queilionlefs in 
** the pofture they were fet in, if the Word had been given, 
5* they Iliould have fallen upon the Houfe of Commons, and 
5^ have cut all their Throats : upon which they faid they were 
^ of opinion, that the Soldiers and Papifts coming! in that 
^ manncr^widi his Majefty, was to take away fome of the Mem^ 
*' bers of the Houfe, and if they ihould have found oppofi- 
^9 tion, or denial, then to have Men upon the Houfe in a ho- 
*^ ftile manner. 

And they did thereupon declare, ^^That the fame was a 
^^ Traiterous defign againft the King and Parliament. And 
^ whereas the Perfons accufed had, with the Approbation of 
^ the Houfe, abfented themfelves from tte Service of the 
f* Houfe, for avoiding the great and many inconveniences, 
^^ which otherwife might have happened ^ fince which time, 
^^ a Printed Paper in the form of a Proclamation had ilTued out 
f ^ for the Apprehending and Imprifoning them, fuggeiting, that 
•' through the Confcience of their Cm\x. they were abfenr, 
*« and fled ; they did further declare, " That the faid Printed 
^< Paper, wasfaife, andfcandalous, and illegal; aqdthat: not- 
** Withftanding that Printed Paper, or any Warrant ifliipd out, 
^^ or any other matter againft them, they might and ought 
^^ to attend the Service of the Houfe, and the Committees then 
'^ oh foot; and that it was lawful for all Perfons whatfocver 
" to lodge, harbour, and converfe with them, and whofoever 
"fhould.be queftion'd for the fame, fliould be uqder the Pro- 
5^ teftioHj'and Privilege of parliament. 

And they declared, *<That the publiDiing the Articles of 
^' High Treafon againft the Perfons accufed, was a high breach 
f* of the Privil^c of Parliament, a great Scandal to his Ma^ 
" jefty, and his Government, a Seditious adt manifcltly tend- 
5Mng to the Subverfion of the Peace of the Kingdom, and an 
^ injury, and diftionour to the Members ; and that the Privit 
« leges of Parliament, and Liberties of the Subjeft fo violated 
•< and broken, could not be fully, and fufficienily Vindicated, 
'f* unlefs the King would be gracioufly pleafed to difcover th^ 
"Jjjf Names of thofc Perfons, who advifed him to ^p the par-» 
*' ' 5* ticulac 
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^ ticular Afl:s before mention'd, that they might receive Con- 
^dign Puniftiment. 

This ftrange Declaration, fo contrary to the known rules 
and judgments of Law, and to the known pradlife and pro- 
ceedings of Parliament, was no fooner framed and agreed 
upon in the Committee, than it was Printed, and Publifhed 
throughout the City, and Kingdom, before it was Confirm'd 
by, or Reported to the Houic; which is againft the cuftom 
of Parliament. For, by that cuftom, no Ad: done at any Com- 
mittee Ihould be divulged before the fame be Reported to 
the Houfe. 

The truth is, it cannot be exprefled how great a Change 
diere appear'd to be in the countenance and minds of all forts 
of People, in Town and Country, upon thefe late proceed- 
ings oi the King. They, who had b^re even loft their Spi- 
rits, having loft their Credit, and Reputation, except amongft 
the meaneft People, who could never have been made ufe 
of by them, when the greater ihould forfake them ^ and fo 
defpaired of ever being able to compafs their deOgns of Ma- 
lice, or Ambition ( and fome of them had refumed their old 
rdblutiops of leaving the Kingdom ) now again recovered 
greiuer Courage than ever, and quickly found that tfieir Cre- 
dit and Reputation was a$ great as ev^r it had been j the Court 
being reduced to a lower Condition, and to more difefteeni 
and negledl than ever it had undergone. All that they had 
formerly faid of Plots and Confpiracies againft the Parliament, 
which had before been laughed at, was now thought true 
and real^ and all their fears, and jealoufies looked upon as the 
efieds of their great Wifdom and ForeOght. All that had 
been Whifpered of Ireland^ was now talked Aloud and Print- 
ed^ as all other Seditious Pamphlets and Libels were. The 
Shops of the City generally fliut up, as if an Enemy were at 
their Gates ready to enter, and to plunder them ; and the Peo- 
ple in all places at a Gaze, as if they looked only for diredli- 
ons, and were then difpofed to any undertaking. 

O N the other 6de, They who bad, with the greateft Cou- 
rage and Alacrity, oppofed all their Seditious pradtifes, be- 
tween Grief and Anger were confounded with the confidera- 
tion of what had been done, and what was like to follow. 
They were far from thinking that the accufcd Members had 
receiv'd much wrong, yet they thought it an unfeafonable 
time to call them to an Account for it. That if any thing 
had been to be done of that kind, there fliould have been a fit- 
ter choice of the Perfons, there being many of the Houfe, of 
more mifchievous inclinations, and defigns againft the King's 
Perfon and the Government, and were more expofed to 
the Publick Prejudice, than the Lord Kimbobm was j who was 
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a Civil, and well nanired Man, and had rather kept ill Com* 
pany^ than drank deep of that infedion and poifon, that had 
wrouj^c upon many others. Then S^ Arthur Hafierigy and 
Mr Strcde^ were Perfons of too Low an account and elteem; 
and thoujp their Virulence, and Malice, was as confpicuous, 
and tranfcendcnt as any Man's, yet their Reputation, and In- 
tereft to do mifchief otherwife than in concurring in it, was 
fb fmall, that they gained Credit and Authority by being joyn- 
cd with the reft, who had indeed a great influence. How« 
ever, fince there was a Refolution to proceed againft Thofe 
Men, it would have been much better to have caufed them 
to have been all feverally Arretted, and font to the Tower, or 
toother Prifons, which might have been very eafily done be- 
fore fiifpedted, than to fend in that manner to thcHoufes with 
that Formality, which would be liable to fo many excepti- 
ons. At leatt, they ought fo far to have imparted it to Mem- 
bers in both Houfes, who might have been truftcd, that in 
the inftant of the Accufation, when both Houfes were in that 
Confternation (as in a great Contternation they were ) fbme- 
what might have beett prefied Confidently towards the King's 
fatisfiidbioa ; which would have produced fome oppofition 
and contradiAion, and mig|it have prevented that Univerfal 
concurrence and dejedtion of Spirit, which feized upon, and 
poflefled both Houfes. 

But above all, the anger, and indignation was very great 
and general* that to all the other overfights and prefumptions 
was added the expofing the Dignity, and Majetty, and Safety 
of the Kjh^ in his coming in Perfon, in that manner, to die 
Houfe of Commons; and in going the next day, as he did. to 
jthe GmU HaB^ and to the Lord Mayor's, which drew fuch 
Reproaches upon him to his Face. All which was juftly rm- 
puted to the Lord Ditfyy who had before fewer true Friends 
jthan he deferv'd, and had now ahnoil the whole Nation his 
Enemies, being the moft Univer&lly odious of any Man 
in it. 

W H E N the Houfe of Commons had Pafled fuch Votes from 
^he Committee at Mircbant''TaylarS''HaUy as they thought ne- 
ceflary, and had once more Adjoum'd thither, the Committee 
asked the advife of the Houfe, whether the accufed Mem- 
bers might be prefent with them { who had in truth directed, 
and governed all their proceedings from the time they Sate 
there) which was not only approved, but thofe Members re- 
quired to attend the Houfe the next day it was to Sit, and fo 
to continue the Service of the Houfe, which was then Ad- 
journ'd for three or four days, that the City might appear in 
fuch a poflure, as fhould be thought convenient. 

The noife was fo great of the preparations made in the 
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Gey to bring che accufed Members in Triumph to the Par- 
liamenty and chac the whole Miliria would accompany them, 
whilll; the Sea-men and Mariners made an appearance in Barges, 
and other VeOels, upon the Thames to Wsfimmfter^ that the 
King thought it convenient to remove again from Whit§-HaU^ 
and fo on the tenth of January^ which was the Eve to that 
great Feftival, his Majefty, the Queen, and the Royal Chil- t^« Kjv 
drcn, went from tPhite-Hal/to Hampton Omrt^ waited on by •J^'^'^jJ^ 
fomc few of their own Houfhold Servants, and thirty or forty ,^^',^* 
ofthofe Officers, who had attended at Whit t- Hall for fecurity Hampton- 
againft the Tumults. Courc. 

Beforb His going, he fent to the Earls of ^x and 
Hottamd to attend him in his Journey ^ who were both bv 
their Places, the one being Lord Chamberlain of his Houfhold, 
the other the firft Gentleman of his Bed-Chamber or Groom 
of the Stole , obliged to that Duty. The Earl of Efex rc- 
folved to go, and, to that purpofe, was making him/elf rea- 
dy, when the Earl of Hoilawd came to him, and privately diC- 
{waded him ; afliiring him, thafif they two went, they ihould 
be both Murdered at Hamftom-Omrt ; whereupon they left 
the King to his fmall retinue in a moft difconfolate, perplexed 
Condition, in more need of Comfort and Counfel, than they 
had ever known him s ^^ inftead of attending their Mafter 
in that exigent, they went together into the City, where the 
Committee Sate, and where they were not the lefs wellcome 
for being known to have been invited to have waited upon 
their Majefties. They who vwQied the King befl, were not 
forry chat he then withdrew from TfH^e-HaB^ for the info- 
lence, with which all that People were tranfported, and the 
animoiity, which was infufcd into the Hearts of the People in 
general againft the Court, and even againft thePerfonofthe 
King, cannot be exprefled. 

Whilst the Committee Sate in Lomdonj the Common 
Council likewife met, as hath been (aid, to the end they might 
be ready to comply in any particulars ihould be defired from 
the City ; and fo the Committee having Rofolv'd , ^ That 
" the actions of the Citizens of Landam^ or of any other Per^ 
** foa whatfoever for the defence of the Parliament, or the 
" Privileges thereof, or the Prefcrvation of the Members thero- 
" of, were according to their Duty, and to their late Protefta- 
^ tion, and the Laws of this Kingdom : and if any Peribn 
(hould Arreft^ or Trouble any of them for fo doing, he was 
declared ^ To be a publick Enemy of the Common-wealth : 
and in the next place having Refolv^d, "That That Vote Ihould 
** be made known to the Common Council of the City of 
** LgmdMj the Accufed Members about two of the Qock in 
die Afternoon on the eleventh oijamtary^ being the next day 

after 
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The accHfed after thc King went to Hampton-Courty came from their Lodg- 
liembers Are ings in thc City to WeftminfiiTy guarded by the Sheriffe, and 
TW^^^fe t* Train'd-bands of London andf Wefimmftery and attended by a 
\(^e^un- conflux of many thoufands of People beiides, making a great 
fterjan.!!. clamour againft fiifhops, and Popiih Lords, and for the Privi- 
leges of Parliament i fome of them, as they pafled by Vf^ite^ 
HaPy asking with much contempt, « What was become of rhe 
" King and his Cavaliers ? and whither he was gone ? 
From London Bridge to fVefinmfiery the Thantes was 
. guarded with above a hundred Lighters and Long-boats, 
laden with fmali pieces of Ordnance , and dreded up with 
Waft-cloath^ and Streamers, as ready for Fight. And that the 
Train'd-bands of London might be under the Command of a 
Perfon fit to lead them, they granted a Commiflion to Captain 
Skippon, who was Captain of the Artillery Garden, to be Ma- 
jor-General of the Militia of the City of L^isri^/i ; an Office 
never before heard of, nor imagined that they had Authority 
to conftitute. The Man had ferv'd very long in Holland^ and 
from a Common Soldier hadraifed himfelf to the degree of a 
Captain, and to the reputation of a good Officer ^ he was a 
Man of order and fobriety, and untainted with any of thofc 
Vices which the Officers of that Army were exercifed in 5 
and had newly given over that Service upon fome exceptions 
he had to it ^ and, coming to London, was by fome Friends 
preferred to that command in the Artillery Garden, which 
was to teach the Citizens the exercife of their Arms. He was 
altogether illiterate, and having been bred always abroad, 
brought difafiedtion enough with him from thence againft the 
Church of England^ and To was much carefifcd and trufted by 
that Party. 

This Man marched that day in the head of their Tumul- 
tuary Army to the Parliament Houfcj where the accufed 
Members were no fooner entered, than they magnified " Thc 
*^ great kindnefs and aflfedtion they had found in the City, 
^* and their zeal to the Parliament; and if their cxpreflions of 
" it upon this extraordinary occafion , had been fomewhat 
^^ unufual, that the Houfe was ingaged in honour to Protect: 
^ and Defend them from receiving any damage. Whereupon 
the Sheriffs erf London were callSl into the Houfe of Com- 
mons, and thanked by the Speaker for their extraordinary care, 
and love expreCfed to the Parliament; and told, ^ That they 
*' fliould have an Ordinance of Parliament for their Indemni-' 
'^ ty, declaring that all their adions of refpeft and kindnefg, 
*f which they had fhew'd to the Lords and Commons in i>»- 
^^don, and their attending them to, and at Weftminfier^ was 
" legal and juftifiable. The Matters and Officers of Ships 
were lil^ewife called in, and moft heartily thanked for their 
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Idndncfi ; and Serjeant Major-General Skippcn appointed eye- 

2 day to attend ac Weftminjier , with iuch a Guard as he 
ougnc (u£5cient for the two Houfes. 1 here was one circum- 
fiwce not to be forgotten in the inarch of the Citizens that 
day, when the fhew oy Water was' little inferior to the other 
by Land, that the Pikeroen had faften'd to the tops of their 
pikes, and the reft in their hats or their bofoms, printed Pa-^ 
pers of the Proteftation which had been taken, and enjoyned 
oy the Houfe of Commons the year before for the defence of 
the Privilege of Parliament ; and many of them had the print- 
ed Votes of the King's breaking their Privileges in his com- 
ing to the Houfe, and demanding their Members. 

As so ON as the Citi2iens and Mariners were difcharged,Tiv Buck- 
fome Buckingham-Jhire men, who were faid to be at the Door, jngham- 
with a Petition, and had indeed waited upon the Triumph with plUJ^^'^l^ 
a train of feveral thoufand men, were called in; who dcYi- tlj Houfe\f 
vcred their Petition in the name of the Inhabitants of the Commas. 
County of BuckmEhamy and faid it was brought to the Town 
by about fix thoufand men. " Thdy commended the unwea- 
** ried pains of the Houfe of Commons , for the redrefs of 
<' the predures they had lain under , but complained that the 
"fuccefs was not anfwerable, their endeavours being fru* 
•*ftrated or retarded by a Malignant fadlion of PopKh Lord% 
'^Bifhops, and Others; and now of late, to take all that little 
«bope, was left, from them, of a future reformation, the 
^' very Being of the Parliament was Ihaken , the Privileges 
^thereof broken in a defperatc and unexampled manner, and 
"the Members thereof unaflurcd of their lives, in whofe fafc- 
«ty, the fifety of Them, and their Pofterity were involved. 
" Hiey held it therefore their duty according to their late Pro- 
<^ teftation to defend, and maintain the Perfons and Privileges 
"thereof, to the utmoft power of their Lives and Eftates; 
" to which purpofe, they faid they were then come to make 
" the humble tender of their Service , and would remain in 
"expectation of their Commands and Order; to the execu- 
"tion whereof they would with all alacrity addrefs them* 
"felves, ready to live by them, or to die at their feet, a- 
"gainft whomfoever (liould in any fort illegally attempt upon 
« them. • 

"They befought them therefore to aflift the ardent Pray- 
" ers of the Petitioners, that the Popifli Lords and Bifliops 
"might be forthwith outed the Houfe of Peers; that all Privi- 
^' leges of Parhament might be confirmed to them, and that 
"all evil Counfellors, the Achans of the Common- wealth, 
"might be given up to the hands of Judice; without all 
" which, they faid, they had not the lead; hope of Ifraels peace, 
^'or to reap thofe glorious advantages, which the fourteen 
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^' Mondis feed-time of their unparallell'd endeavours had givoi 
^ to their un&tisfied expediations. 

When they had received thanks for their wonderful afie- 
Aion, and were told, that ^ By the great care of the City of 
^ Umdm^ the Parliament was fufficiently garded and afiiired : 
^and therefore that they might depart to their Houfes till 
^further occafion appeared, of which they (hould be fure to 
^bc informed j One of them faid, *^ They had another Peti- 
^tion, which they meant to prefer to the King; but defired 
^ their advice, whether that JHouie would vouch&fo to re^ 
^commend it^ or whether they themfelve^ fliould deliv6ir it. 
For that, they received new thanks ; and were wifhed <^ That 
^ fix or ei^t of them (hould prefent it to his Majefty in die 
^name df die reft ^ for the Houfe faw their Wifdom and mo- 
deration fud^ that they prefumed they of Themfelves were 
very able to manage that bufinefs. 




malignant faflion, 

^^^' ^ the Houfe of Commons fuccefslefs, and faid " That in re- 
^ fysSt of that late attempt upon the Honourable Houfe of 
** Commons, they were come to oficr their Service, as refolved 
*' in their juft defence to live and die. And therefore they 
**did humbly pray, that that moft Honourable Houfe would 
^cooperate with the Houfe of Commons, in fpeedily perfefl:- ' 
** ing the moft neceflary work of Reformation, bringing to con- 
<<dign and exemplary puniQiment both wicked Counfellorsy 
^and other Plotters, and Delinquents j and that the whole 
^Kingdom might be put into fuch a prefent potture of De- 
« fence, that they mignt be fafe both from all pradlices of thd 
^ mali^iant Party at home, and the endeavours of any ill af- 
^ feded States abroad. The Lords were as Civil to them as 
ntj Petin die Commons had been, and gave them great thanks. And 
'^" ^^ fix>m thence they went to find out the King with their Peti* 
^"^^ tion to Him ; in which they complained, " That M' Hami- 
^ demy whom diey had chofen Knight of their Shire, and in 
^ whom they had ever good caufe to confide, was, to their 
<< geat ama^^ement, accwed , amongft the others , of High 
"Treafon. They fiiid, fhat having taken into their ferioua 
^ confideration the manner of their Impeachment, they could 
^ not but conceive that it did oppugn the Rights of Parlia- 
«ment, to the maintenance whereof their Proteftation did 
^bind them^ and they did believe, that the malice, which 
^ his, and the others Zeal to his Majefty's Service, and the 
*' State, had raifed in the Enemies of his Majefty, the Church, 
^^ and the Common-wealth, had occafioned that foul Accufa- 
^ tixxu ratber thm any ill deferts of Theirs : and that through 
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^ Their fides the judgement and care of the Petitioners and 
« others were wounded, by whofe choife they were prefentcd 
<<to the Houfe^ and therefore they did humbly defire his 
^ Majeity that Mr HamifJenj and the reft, who lay under the 
<< burden of that accufacion , might enjoy the juit Privileges 
^of Parliament. So from this day we may reafonably date 
the Levjring of War in EngUmdy whacfoever hath been fince 
done being but the Superftrudlures upon thole foundation^ 
which were then laid. 
The Members being in this manner placed again uponTWfl^if 



their Thrones, and the Ring retired with his poor family to 
H0mfPom-Courty they reviewed their Votes, which had pafled yJl^f^^ 
in the Committee in the City, which they had caufed everyp^J)^ 
atg^C to be printed without itaying for the confirmation of committee 
the Houfe j; and where they had any defeS, as they thought," ^ ^^ 
or by the interpretation of others , they fiipplied them with *^ *^^ 
more Saength and Authority. So they provided and declared,**^' 
<^ That no Member of Parliament inould be arrefted upon 
<< any pretence whatfoever. And becaufe it had been in^ilted 
on that they would not make any Declaration fo much againft. 
the known Law , which allowed no Privilege in the cafe of 
Trea(bn, Felony, or breach of the Peace, they now added 
that ^^ Even in the Cafe of Treafon no Member ought or could 
^<be arrefted, or proceeded againft, without firft informing 
<< the Houfe of which he )vas a Member, of the Charge and 
<< Evidence againft him, and receiving Their leave and dhe-^ 
^^Stion for the proceeding againft him. And that men might 
hereafter be more wary how they were made Inftrumental in 
bringing any reproach upon them, they Appointed aCbm- 
.mittee to prepare a Charge againft Hsrhert the King's Attur- 
ney General for prefuming to accufe the Members of Hvgs 
Treafon ; which was made ready accordingly, and profecuted 
with wonderful vigour, as will be remembred hereafter. 

They refolved that the King (liould not enjoy much eafe 
and quiet in his retreat^ and therefore every day fent fome 
Committee or other to him with Petitions and expoftular 
tions : a Committee of Lords and Commons attended him 
with a grievous complaint of the Breach of Privilege, they had 
fuftained by his Coming to the Houfe j and defiredhim <' That 
^he would inform them who had given him that pernicious^ 
<< Counfel , that fuch evil Counfellors might be brought to 
^ juftice , and receive condign puniihment. And when they^ 
found that the Lord Digl^yy whom they generally believed to 
be the Author and contriver of all that tranfa&lon , though 
they could have no evidence of it , had withdrawn him(af 
from Court, and they well enough knew had tranfported 
himfelf beyond the Seas^ (hey brought Witneftes to the Bar, 
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tfrho affirmed, " That there were, on fiich a day, fevcral Oft- 
^< cers, whereof the unbeloved Lunsford was one, afifembled 
^ together at KingHon upon T^^^nif j near Hampton Court j and 
" that the Lord Dighy came thither to them in a Coach with 
^ fix Horfes from Hampton-court , and conferred with them 
V^Uri <^a loi^ time, and then returned again thither. They were 
Dijgy 4C' well fatisfied with the evidence, and forthwith accufed him 
iSrt iC*- ^^ *^ Houfe of Peers of High Treafon, for the Levying of 
.^^Mfre-War againft the King and Parliament; and a Proclamation 
tmn^fhit was fhortly iifiied out for his Apprehension, when all the 
UyjMg wkr Town knew, tlwt he was fafely arrived in Zetland. They rd- 
X^ufon f""^^^ ^he confideration of the Lieutenant of the Tower ; and 
Thames!' ^P^^ ^^^ information that much provilion was fent in thi- 
ther every day,-they fent for S*" John Byron^ who appeared at 
dieir Bar, and gave fo full anfwers to aU the queftions they 
asked of him, that they could not but difmiis him. However 
they fent again to the King to remove him, and put a fitter 
man into the place, and recommended S' John Conyers to him^ 
as a man in whom they could Confide; and becaufe they did 
not fpeedily receive nich an Anfwer as they liked, they ap^ 
pointed their Majors-General Skippon to place fuch Guards 
about the Tower , as might prevent the carrying in more 
provifion of vidual thither, than Would ferve for one days 
confumption; notwithilanding which, the King would not 
confent to their defire. 

All Men were now in union in both Houfes : the Lords 
had not yet recovered the Courage to diffent in any one Pro- 

fofition made to them from the Commons; and in Their 
ioufe no man durft prefume to Debate the matter of Pri- 
vilege, how fer it extended, and in what Cafes it was of no 
Moment, left he might be thought to be privy to, and a Coun- 
fellor of, that heinous Breach, .which had given them all this 
Credit. In this confent and concurrence, all the Votes, which 
had pafled at the Committee in London^ and which had been 
by them communicated to the Common Council, and fo di**- 
vulged throughout the City and Kingdom, were confirmed ; 
and thofe who objedted againft any expreffions, which were 
not warrantable, reprehended for taxing the difcretion of the 
Committee. 

And in one day both Houfes agreed in, and executed 
rhrce Ads of Soveraignty , even of as high a nature as any 
they have fince ventured upon; the firit, "In commanding 
" the Sherriffjj o^ London^ by, and with the advice of their new 
"Serjeanr-Major-General Skippon^ to place a Guard upon, 
<^ chat IS to befiegc the Tower of London , to hinder the go* 
*^ ing in of any Provifions, or going out of any Arms or Am- 
•^munkitMi: the fecond, "In appointing S^ John Hot ham to 
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^ go to HuU^ which will be mentioned anon ; the third, *^ In 
« fending an Order to the Governour of Fortjmouthy that no 
" body ihouid be admitted into that Town and Fort, or fuf-. 
•^fer'd to pafs from thence, or any thing to be difpofed of 
<< there, but by order from die King (ignified by both Houfei 
** of Parliament. 

After this, a meflE^e was refolv'd upon to be fent to 
the Governour of the Prince, " That he fliould not fuffer the 
^ Prince to be tranfported out of the Kingdom, as he would 
^anfwer ±e breach of Truft repofed in him concerning Re- 
*^ligion, and the Honour, Safety, and Peace of the three 
^ Kingdoms ^ and they declared, ^< That any Perfon who fliould 
^' pervade or attend upon him in fuch tranfportation^ fliould 
"fee under die feme Cenfure. With thefe high Afts of Pub- 
lick Concernment they joyned the vindication of themfelves 
from the late Trefpafs : and to that end caufed the Attumey TheOtn* 
General to be publiekly examined upon Interrogatof ies, *"•"' 'f ^ 
^ Whedier he did contrive, frame, or advife the Arricks of *^^ 
^ Impeachment againft the Members that were accufed ? Whe- Cenerni 
" ther he knew the truth of them upon his Own knowledge, touehini the 
* or by information ? Whether he would undertake to make ^'"^'^J- 
«dicna goodj when he fliould be thereunto called ? FromJ^'^y^*' 
*^ whom he received them, and by whofe direSion or advice he ters, 
*^did exhibit them? Whether he had any tcftimony or proof 
*' of them before the exhibiting? And having received his HjVUfl/w*r. 
Anfwer, " That he had neither framed, nor advifed them, nor 
^ knew any thing of the truth of them, nor could undertake 
" to juftify them, but that he had received them from the 
^ King, and was by him commanded to exhibit them ; they 
prefendy declared, ^ That he had broken the Privilege of Par- ^O' ^•'« ^ 
** liament in preferring thofe Article^ and that the lame was ^^^^^a^f^ 
« illegal, and he Criminal for fo doing; and that a Charge*^ 
" fliould be fent to the Lords^ in the name of the Houfe of 
<< Commons, againft the Attumey General, to have fatis&- 
^^Aion for the great fcandal, and injury to the Members 
^ thereof, unlefs he did within five days bring in his Proof^ 
^ and make good the Articles againfl; them. 

So that they had now raifed to themfelves an unqueftion- 
able flock of fecurity, when they had declared, " That they 
" might neither be apprehended by a Warrant under the 
^ King's own Hand, nor accufed by his Attumey General^ 
^ except themfelves were willin£ ; and they who h|id con- 
cluded it moft exaflly juft, that the Houfe of Peers muft Im- 
prifon their own Members, as iaft as the Commons accufed 
them of Hirii Treafon, and, by diat rule, had, within left 
than a week oefore, fi-eed themfelves of twelve Biftiops, who; 
always oppofed their defigns ( and in a cafe^ where every 
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dancer^ their names being publiflied in the tumults as dif- 
afie^ed peribns ^ and They were thofe indeed, which confti- 
tuced the Malignant Party, which they prayed againft : and 
they found it much eafier to tranGifi: an^ thing contriv'd and 
ftam'd by fiich a Committee, than origuially ofier'd and de- 
bated in either Houfe, before the myftery was underftood by 
their Profelytes, and when thofe, who too well underftood it, 
did render their ddigns fometimes inefiedbial. 

The minds of Men throu^outthe Kingdom being now 
prepared to receive all their Dilates with reverence, and to 
obey all their Orders, and to believe that all their Safety 
conmted in, and depended unon their Authority, and there 
being few within the Houfe wno had Courage to oppofe uid 
contradidt ±em, they fent to the Lords to quicken them in 
the Bill they had fornerly fent tp them concerning removing 
the Bilhops out of their Houfe ^ which now, when there 
were fo many of them Prifbners in the Tower, dbey prefumed 
The C9m- would not meet with fp great an oppofition. In the Houfe 
mons^* wf^ of Commous diey called to have the Bill read, which had 
rif^>"^R% l^yn (b long there, the fame that had been brou^t in by 
V f"/M/L Smmt'Jobutor the fettUng the Militia crf'theKingdcup^ to which 
f M, Mdfafs thsy Now added ^< The putting all the Forts« Caftles, and Qu:- 
it' ^rubns into the hands of fiich Perfons as they could Confide 

^im'j which was the Expreffion they ufed, when they had a 
mind to remove any Nlan from a plac^ of which ne. was 
juftly poOeflec^ ^Tbat they could not Oppi/Ui^ iii him, which 
^they thoudxt to be reafon enough to dilplace any Man. 
When this Bill bad been with much ado accepted, and firft 
read, there were few Men who imagined it would ever re- 
ceive further countenance : but now there were few, who did 
not believe it to be a very necefl^ provifion for the Peace 
and Safety of the Kingdom. . So great an impreC&on bad the 
late .prooeedi£U|;s made upon them^ fo that with little, op- 
pofition it palfed the Commons, and was fent up to the 
Lords. 

Upon the disbanding the late Army in the North, all the 
Artillery, Arms, and Ammunition, that was provided for that 
Service, had been by the Kin^s- Command fent to Hid7, where 
it ftill remained ^ and his Majeftv intended it fliould be kept 
there, for a Maga:Line upon all occafions. And he had a 
little before thele late paflages fent the Earl of New-Cafile 
thither, with a private Commiffion to be Govemour thereof, 
aflbon as it fliould be fit to publiQi fuch a Command ^ and in 
the rhean time by his own Intereft to draw in fuch of the 
Country, as were necefSuy to Guard the Magazine. But no. 
thing the King did in the moft private manner, but was quick- 
ly known to thofe from whom it (hould moft have been 
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concealed. And fo the Earl of Nevy-Cafik was no fooner 
gpne, but notice was taken of it ^ and he had not been three 
days in HuDy before the Houfe of Peers fent for him, to at- 
tend the Service of that Houfe, which he had rarely ufed to 
do, being for the moft pan at Richmond attending upon the 
Prince or J^&x, whofe uovernour he was. Hemadenoha^e 
to i*etum upon the Summons of the Houfe, but fent to the 
King to know his Plcafure ; who not thinking matters yet 
ripe enough to make any fuch Declaration, appointed him 
to come away ^ upon which he appeared in the Houfe, with- 
out being asked where he had been. 

But both Houfes lliortly after mov'd the King " That the Both lUufet 
^ Magazine at H»// might be remov'd to the Tower of Lon- ^•y^ '' * 
" d^My which would be very neceflary for the quieting the ^Xj^''*"^ 
*^ minds of that Country, and abating tne Fears and Jealoufies^^^Hu'il 
^ in the hearts of very many, who did apprehend fome defign miiht be 
^ in the keeping fo much Ammunition in the Northern parts : remrvtd f 
and his Majefty not giving them afpeedy Anfwer, they fent ^''^^•*^" 
down S' J^lmHothamy whofe Eftate lay within diree or four 
Miles of HuUy and he had fome Command of die Train'd- 
bandfi,** To be Govemour thereof, and to draw in fuch of the 
^Country as he thought fit for the place. And though Ho- They fend 
tbdm had concurred with them in all their violent ways , ^«tf» f^e 
yet they well knew that he was not poffeGed with their "^u^'J"' 
Prindpfcs in any degree, but was very well aficdled in his " " ' 
RKteptnent to the Government both in Church and State, but 
oaclbeen firft engaged by his particular malice againft the Earl 
cS Straffordy and afterwards terrified by their votes againft 
Sherifis and Deputy Lieutenants, and uierefixe they fent his 
Son, a Member ukewife of the Houfe, and in whom they more 
Confided, to aflift him in that Service^ or rather to be a Spy 
upon his Father. And this was the Firft Efiay they made of 
their Sovereign Power over the Militia and tne Forts, whilit 
their Bill was yet depending, and was a fuffident maiiilefta- 
tion what they intended to do, when it (hould be pafledj 
towards which they made all the hafte they could, exercifing 
the King's patience every day ivith fome ' difagreeable Mel- 
fage to him, upon their Privil^es, and requiring ^ Vindi- 
^ cation, and reparation , and dfcovery of the Perfons who 
^ had promoted that Profecution. And though the Coun- 
cil once a week attended upon his Majefty at Wnifrr , he 
could not freely confult with them upon what moft con- 
cem'dhim. 

I N this (ad Condition was the King at Whtdfir^ fallen in 
ten days from a Height andGreatnefs that his Enemies fi^d, 
to fiich a Lownefs, that his own Servants durft hardly avow 
the waiting on hiihi For though, 'tis true, the Adts of the 
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Houfe of ConunonSytnd the Tamults, were as great affionts, 
to Majcliy, before this laft Aft upon the Members, as any 
that could be imagined poflible tolucceed, yet the Houfe of 
Peers was then well difpoied, and might have been managed 
with a little patience, to have blafied all the extravagances 
of the Ccnnmons. And the truth is, the greateft eztrava- 
^ccs appeared to the ftanders-by to be but the attempts of 
Fcrfons in Defpair, and the (truglings of Men at the laft Galp. 
Andy without doubt, if the King could have had the patience 
to have iat dill a Spectator of the Diflentions between the 
two Houfes, and encouraging the Lords, who were firm to 
him, and putting thofe matters in ifliie, wherein the Com- 
mons had invaded both His and the Lords Privileges^ if he 
had commanded his Council at Law and the Judges, to have 
proceeded by the ftridi: rules of the Law ^ntt Seditious Per- 
fbns at large, for Preaching and Printing againft the peace of 
the Kingdom, and put the Commons Houfe either to luve 
been quiet ^^ whilft their Champions were ezemplarily pu- 
niflicd ( which would have put a fpeedy end to their Licence) 
or CO have appear'd the Champions for an Infamous Ad: a- 
gainlt die Law and the J[ufiice of the Kingdom, their JuriF- 
didion would probably in a (hort time have been broug|ht 
within the due Limits, and the ftouteft Fa£t:or for the Vio- 
lent Party been glad to have compounded for an Adl of 
Oblivion. 

A N n I have heard from Credible Perfons, that the Chief 
of that Fadlion afterwards confefled, that if that extraordinary 
Accident had not happened to give them new Credit and 
Reputation, they were finking under the weight of the Ex- 
pectation of thofe whom they had deluded, and the Envy 
of thofe whom they had opprefled. I am fiire , they who 
out of Confcience, and Loyalty to their King and Cbuntry, 
dilig^tly attended the Publick Service, were ftrangely fur- 

S>ri:ud at the matter and manner of that Accufation ; and fore- 
aw. from the minute, the infinite difadvanrage it would bring 
to the King's Afl^rs. Not that they thought the Gentlemen 
accufed, lefs Guilty ; for their extreme diOioned Adb in the 
Houfe were fo viGble, that nothing could have been laid to 
their Charse incredible : but the going through with it was 
a matter of fo great difficulty and concernment, tl^t every 
Citcumftance ought to have been fully deliberated, and the 
feveral parts difbiburcd into fuch hands, as would not have 
fliaken m the execution. And the faying, that the King had 
liot Competent Perfons enough, whom he mi^t truft in fo 
important a Secret ( which I believe was true ) is rather an 
Argument, that the thing was not to be attempted at all, than 
that it was to be attempted in that manner j for whoever 

would 
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would have becrajr'd the Truft^ would be fure to find £ialc 
with it, when it was eodeavour'd without hkn, e&ecially if 
it miicarf ied. The truth is , there was little reafon to be- 
lieve that the Houfe of Peers would commit the Lord Kim^ 
l^Hom upon the aocofition of M' Atturney in that conjundure 
of time; and lefi that the Houie of Commons would deli- 
ver up their Members to the Serjeant at Arms , when they 
fhould be demanded j which was an irregular thing, and iiQ- 
plied unreafonably , that they had fome Power to keep 
them y who were ddired to deliver them. Yet if the choice 
bad been beaer made , and the feveral Perfons fitft Appre- 
hended 9 and put into dilhnd: clofe Cuftodies , that neither 
any Body elfe Ihould have heard from them, nor they one 
from another, all which bad not been very d^ult, the hi^ 
Spirit of both Houfes might pofEbly have been (b deje&ed, 
chat they .might have been Treated withal. But even that 
attempt had been too great for the Solitary &ate the King 
was in at that time ^ which was mod naturally to have been 
improved by ftanding upon his guard, and denying all that 
was in his Power to deny, and in compelling his Mmifters to 
execute the Law in thofe Cafes that demonftrably concerned 
Che Publick Peace. 

Th e Committe at Gr^ers-fM^ very much exalted to find ^*^*'«^'*' 
no oppofition in any thing they defired from both Houies, ^^^^^3^11^ 
refolv'd to make what advantage they could of that Seafon didefgn 4 nn 
their Power j and therefore not vouoifafing to return any An- Rtrntn^ 
fwer to the King's Meflage of retraftion, they concluded ^^'»"^'* 
upon ^ A new Kemonftrance to be made of theState of the 
<( Kingdom; in which they would prefent to the Kings view 
^ the cauies of the prefent evils and diftradi<ms, and prc^HDle 
^co him, by way of Advice, the Remedies that in their opi- 
«nion he wa% to apply to thofe evils. 

*^The Caufes they agreed to be, the evil Council about ne matter 
^ die King and Queen, difpofing all occurrences of State, and ^^^PT 
^abuflne the King's Authority and Power to the prejudice^'* •'*' ' 
<< of Region, the hazarding the Publick Peace, and flreog^ 
^nii^ a Malignant Party in the Kingdom^ the inBuenoe, 
<< which the Priefts ^md Jefuits had upon the aflfefiions and 
<< Counfeis of the Queen, and the admiilion of her Mqefiy to 
c^ intermeddle with the Great A£Burs of Sate, and with the 
^difpofing of places and prefinrments of the Higheft concern* 
^ ment in the Kingdom ^ whereby thofe of great Power and 
^ Authority were engaged to favour fuch defijgns, as were in- 
<^ fiifed into her Nbjefiy by thofe of that Religion : the want 
^ of a due Reformation of the Church Government^ and Li- 
^ turgy then ufed; the want of a Preaching MinUby» and a 
<< competent Maintenance for them: the over flrift prefling 
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^of divers Ceremonies in the Liturgy and Rubrick, and the 
^'preffing other Ceremonies not injoyn'd by Law; die Votes 
^^ofthe Popiih Lords in the Houfe of Peers, which was a 
^ hindrance of the Reformation, and a protedlion of the Mar 
^lignant Party; the preferring fuch as had adhered to De- 
^' linquents, and the difpleafure fbew'd againft thofe who had 
^ been ufed as Witnefles in the Profecution of them ; the 
^ breaches of the Privileges of Parliament; and the managing 
'' the great A^irs of the Realm in Cabinet Councils by Men 
^ unknown, and not publickly trufted; the preferring Men to 
<c degrees of Honour and Offices, and difplacing others, in 
^'Parliament time, and without the conient of that Council, 
^and many other particulars; to which they thought thefe 
^' Remedies moft natural, and proper to be applied. 

"That all Privy Counfellors, and others of truft and im- 
<' ploymient beyond the Seas, (hould be remo/d from their 
^' Places, and Only fuch admitted, as (hould be recommended 
^to the King by both Houfes of Parliament; and that fuch 
^' CounfeUors and Officers, as (hould be fo di^laced, and not 
^< again recommended, (hould not Kave accels to the Courts 
^ of the King and Queen : that all Prielts, Papifts, and ill a£- 
U fedted Perions, though profefling the rroteilant Religion, 
^'iliould be remov'd from ±e Queen's Perlbn, and from hav« 
<' ing any Office or Imployment under her, and that all her 
<( Servants (hould take (uch an Oath as (hould be devifed by 
^^ Parliament ; that he, or (he, would not at any time dire<^y, 
" or indiredly by Him, or Her fclf, or any other, move or 
. *' petition, or follicite her Majefty in any matter concern- 
^'ing the State and Government of the Kit^dom, or con- 
^'cerning any favour or immunity to be conferred upon any 
« Papifts, or for any Honour, Preferment, or Imployment of 
^*any Perfori whatfoever. 

"That the King would remove from about his own 
^ Pcrfon, and the Qjeen's, and from both their Courts, M' 
" WdUiam Murrt^y Mr Porter^ Mr John l^nter^ and Mr Wil^ 
Ham Crofts^ being all Perfons of evil Fame, and DifafreOion 
f^ to the Publick Peace and Profperity of the Kingdom, and 
^'inftruments of Jealoufy and Dilcoment between the King 
^and the Parliament : that the King would not entertain any 
^' advice or mediation from the Queen in matters of Reli- 
"gion, or concerning the Government of any of hisDomi- 
^ nions, or for the placing or difplacing of any great Officers, 
^* Counfellors, Embafladors, or Agents beyond the Seas, oi* 
*^ any of his Servants attending his Royal Perfon either in 
f • his Bed-Chamber , or Privy-Qiamber , or attending the 
^' Prince, or any of the Royal Ifliie after they (hall attain, to 
f'the 4gc of five years : 
" ■ «TlUT 
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*^ That the Queen (hould fake a folemn Oath, in the 
"prefencc of both Houfes of Parliament, that fhe would not 
^hereafter give any Council, or ufe any mediation to the 
^ King , concerning the difpofing of any Offices or Places 
^ above mentton'd , or at all intermeddle in any Affairs of 
^ SxaXty or Government of the Kingdom : that all Officers 
" and Counfellors, that Ihould be impWd in any of the Places 
^^ before mention'd , ihould take a folemn Oath , that they 
"had not made ufe of any power or mediation of the Queen 
*^ direfily, or indire£lly for their Preferment , or in obtain- 
^^ing any fiich Place or Imploymcnt : That the Afl&irs of the 
^^ Kingdom (hould not be concluded or traniaded by the ad- 
" vice of Private Men, or by any unknown or unfworn Coun- 
^^feliors, but fuch matters as were fit for the Council, by the 
"Privy Counfellors only^ and fuch as were fit for the Parlia- 
^ ment, by the Parliament only : 

" T H A T no Perfon whatfoever, under the penalty of Trea- 
**fon, (hould prefume to iollicite, or further any propolition 
"for the Marriage of any of the King's Children with any 
"Prince or Perton of the Popiih Religion; and that no Mar- 
^ riage for any of the King's Children fhould be concluded 
^ with anv Prince or Perfon whatfoever, without the Con- 
" fent ami Advice of both Houfes of Parliament : That none 
" of the King's Children, except the Princeft Mary then af- 
^ fianced, ihould at any time go beyond die Seas, without the 
"confent of both Houfes of Parliament; and that no Perfpn 
"under penalty of Hi^hTreafon (hould affiit, or attend any 
^ of his Majefty's Children in any fuch voyage beyond the 
"Seas, without the like confent of both the Houfes of Par- 
f^iiament. 

"That no Mafs, or Popifh Service, ihould be (aid in the 
" Courts of the King or Queen, or in the Houfe of any Sub- 
^^jed of the Kingdom; and that more Laws (hould be made 
"againil the Papiits; and all the Prielts which were con- 
"demn'd, (hould be forthwith executed. That the Votes of 
^Popiih Lords might be taken away; and a Reformation 
^made of the Church Government, and Liturgy by the Par- 
" liament ; and that no penalty fliould be incurr'd for omif- 
"fion of any Ceremony, till the Reformation (hould be per- 
"fisft : That all Delinquents (hould be fubjedk to fuch jpenal- 
" ties and forfeitures as fliould be agreed on, and impoied by 
" Bill, in both Houfes of Parliament : That fuch as (hould 
^ be declared in Parliament to adhere to any Delinquents, and 
^had thereupon received any Proferment from the King, 
"ihouki be removed fi'om itich Preferment; and fuch as 
^ (hould be declared by both Houfes to have been imployed 
l^and ufcd againft Delinquents, and had thereupon fallen into 
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^< the King's difpleaTure, and been put from their Places, Oiould 
<' be reflored to their Places, and his Majefty 's FavcMir : 

*' T H A T every Perfbn, who, being a Member of the Hoiife 
^^ of Commons in that Parliament, had been accufed of any 
^^ Ofience againft that Houfe, and, the Accuiation depending 
'' had been called up to the Houfe of Lords in the quality of 
'^ a Peer , (hould by Ad: of Parliament be put out of that 
'* Houfe ^ and that hereafter no Member of the Houfe of 
^' Commons fliould without their confent be called up to be 
^a Peer, except in cafe of Defcenc : That no Perfon, whidi 
*' (hould berorfter be made a Peer of the Reahn, (houid bet 
^ admitted to have his Seat, or Vote in the Houie of Peers, 
'^ without the confent of both Houfes of Parliament : That 
^^thofe Members of the Houfe of Commons, who had this 
^' Parliament been called to the Houfe of Peers, except in cafe 
^^ of Defeent, Ihould be excluded from giving their Votes m 
^^tbe Houfe of Peers, unleis bpth Houfes of Parliament 
'^ fhould aflent thereunto : That no Member of either Houfe 
'^of Parliament (hould be preferred or difplaced, fitting the 
'^ Arliament, without the confent of that Houfe, whereof 
^he was a Member : That fuch of either Houfe as had been 
^' preferred to any Place or Office , daring the Parliament^ 
^^ <ni^ be put out of thofe Places : 

^^That the King would declare- the Names of thofe 
^' who advHed him to the accufation of the Members, and all 
^the particulars that enfued upon that accuiation^ and that 
^^ he would make publick Declaration and promife in Parlia- 
^^ ment nevier more to receive information from any Man to 
'^ the prejudice of any Member of either Houfe, for any thing 
^' done in that Houfe, without difcovering the Name of (uch 
^ Perfon who gave hun fiKh information. 

Thbse, and many ot^er particuUrs of the like nature, 
were the refiilts of that Coinmittee at Givrm-H^^ whidi 
I infert here, beins the proper time of their Birth, that the 
World may lee, what their Projedtions were in die Infancy of 
tiieir vifible power and advantage, though they were not di- 
geiled into avowed propo&tk>ns till long after, as the eflfedts 
of riper divifions, and fuller grown jealoolies. For by that 
time they had (haped and framed rhefe Devices, they found 
the Eyes of the People not fo univerfally (hut as they had 
been ; and that the Kmg's coming to the Houfe of Commons, 
or the accufing the Members, was not more fpoken of than 
the Tumults, and the driving the King out of Londwty and 
not fuffcring him to be quiet at HaffifUm-C^ttft, Then the 
Lords begun to take new Courage , and though they were 
fomewhat intoxicated with the fears and jealoufies concerning 
their Privileges, yet they thought Trefpafles of chat kind ca- 
pable 
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pable of reparation, and fo were willing to receive any Over- 
Qire from the King to that purpofe. It was concluded there- 
fore, "The time was not yet ripe to do all at once, till more 
« Men were engaged, and refolv'd, " With more patience to 
^ win their ground by inches. 

The Kin^ continued at Winifir to expedl the end, or the 
ifliie of this lerapeftj and finding that they hardly would take 
notice of his former Meflages, but proceeded in the High- 
ways of Deftrudlion, for he had adtertifement of their moft 
fecret Combinations, refolv'd to fend fuch a Mef&ge to the 
two Hbufes, whofe United Reputation was yet too great to 
ftruggle with, as might at lead divide Thofe, whodefiredthe 
Pubiick Peace, from the MinidersofConfufion : andfoon 
die o.cii^oi January lent this Propofition and Meflage to them ^^"f^^ 
in writiM;, " For preventing thofe evils, which the manifold J^Ulp^e 
^ Difbaaions threatened to the Kingdom; that they would /« ^»r;> //^u- 
*^with all fpeed Minto a ferious ConGderation of all thofe M >«^3-^- 
^ partiaiiars, which they held neceffary, as w ell for the up- 
^ holding and maintaining the King's jult and Re^ Autho* 
^rity, and the Settling his Revenue, as for thepreient and 
^ fiimre Eftablifhment of their Privileges, the free and quiec 
" enJOTing of their Eftates, and Fortunes, the Liberties of their 
" Perions , the fecurity of the true Religion now profefled 
" in the Church of EntgUnd^ and the Setding of Ceremonies 
^in fuch a manner, as might take away all Juft offence^ 
^ which when they ihould have digeftcd, and compofcd into 
^ one entire Body, that fo his Majefty and themfelves might 
"be able to make the more clear judgement of them, itfliould 
« then appear, by what his Majefty would do , how far he 
"had been from intending, or defigning any of thofe things, 
« which the too great Fears and Jealoufics of fome Perfons 
" feem'd to apprehend ; and how ready he would be to equal, 
« and exceed the greateft Examples of the mofl: indulgent 
^ Princes in their Ads of grace and fevour to their People ; 
*^ fo that if all the prefent Diltraffions, which fo apparently 
« threatened the ruin of the Kii^dom, did not, by the blel- 
«fing of Almighty God, end in a happy and blefled Accom- 
*«modation, his Majefty would then be ready to call Heaven 
" and Earth, God and Man, to witnefs, that it had not failed 
" on His parr. 

This Meflage was received by the Lords with gjeat (igns 
of joy, infomuch that they defired the Commons to joyn with 
them in returning their Thanks to his Majefty for his gracious 
offers, and to aflure him, "That they would forthwim apply B#ffc Hin/w 
" themfelves to thofe confidcrations, he propofed. However ^ff'^'^J! '''* 
the next day they joyned together in a Petition to the King, ^"^J^* 
«* That he would, in very few days, fend in his Proofs, and mJ!^. 
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^ proceed againft the Members he had Accufed of High Trea- 
^Mon, or declare them to be Innocent, and himfeif to.be 
H« M4;V- ^ ill advifed j to the which he Anfwcr'd, " That he was ready 
%It ^^ *^ ^^ proceed againft them, but that there might be no new 
a mittakes in the way, and form of the proceedinp;s, he de- 
<< (ired, that it might be firft refolv'd, whether his Maiefly 
*^ were bound in refpedl of Privil^es to proceed againft them 
^^ by Impeachment in Parliament, or whether he were at ]!-• 
^* berty to prefer an Indidhnent at Common Law in the ufiud 
*^ way, or whether he had his choice of either ; before dnc. 
^ was refolv'd, his Majefty diought it unufual and unfit to diC* 
^' cover what Proof he had againft themj but then he would 
^' give fuch fpeedy dire&ion for Proiecution, as might put a 
"determination to the bufinefs. 

This gave them new Ofience and Trouble ; and if the 
King's Council had had the Courage to Imve infifted upon the 
matter of Law, and the Lords would have given them realbn- 
able countenance, they would have been much pulled to have 
procured a Refolution that would have fervid their t^ir- 
pofes to all parts, and been content to have fufpended tnei^ 
judgement, that fo the King might have fufpended his profe* 
cution. For if the Judges had bn^n called to deliver their opi^ 
nions in point of Law, which they ought to have been, they 
could not have avoided the declaring, that by the known 
Law, which had been coitfefled in all times and ages, no Pri- 
vilege of Parliament could extend in the cafe of Treafon ^ but 
that every Parliament Man was Then in the condition of 
every other Subje^ and to be proceeded againft accordingly. 
In the next place, as they would never have ventured them- 
felves upon the Houfe of Peers under an Impeachment, and 
thereby made them their Judges, which indeed was incon- 
gruous, every Subjeft being to be Try'd for his Life fer F^- 
Tis^ velper lAgem Terra^ to both which the Lords, and the 
Impeachment, were diredlly oppofite^ fo they would lefs have 
trufted an Indidiment at Law, and a well cnofen fober Jury, 
who had been bound to follow their Evidence of Fadl, and 
were not Judges of the Law, which was fevere in any Con- 
fpiracy againft the Crown, or the Perfons of King or Queen. 
But having fhut the doors againft any mention ofLaw, 
they made no fcruple of refolving, and anfwering his Majefty, 
^That they were firft to fee the Evidence he had to prove 
** the guilt, before they could give any diredtion for the man- 
" ner of the Profccution, and Proceeding ; which they ground- 
ed upon a Maxim, they had but lately eftablifhed, though 
never till then heard of; "That no Member of Parliament, 
"for what Ofience foever, could be Arrefted, or proceeded 
" againft, but by the confent of that Houfe of which he was 
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<' a Member ^ and then, they faid, they could hot give, or de- 
« ny their confent by any other meafure than the Knowledge 
** of the Crime and Proof, upon which fuch Member flood 
'' accufed. Which Conclufion had been reafonable had the 
Premifes been juft 5 whereas the argument was to be inverted, 
that Their confent was not to be asked, becaufe they had no 
CognUance of the Crime of which their Members were ac- 
cufed, nor were Judges whether their accufation were valid in 
Law, or fufficiently proved in Fad. 

1 T is not to be believed how many fober, wellminded Men^ obfervatUnt 
who were real Lovers of the Peace of the Kingdom, and had p^%')f% ,/ 
a full fubmiflion, and reverence to the Known Laws, were vM^m. 
impofed upon, and had their Underitandings confounded, 
and fo their Wills perverted, by the mere mention of Privi- 
lege of Parliament ^ which inflead of the plain, and intelli- 
gible notion of it, was by the dexterity of thofe Boutefeus, 
and their under-Agents of the Law, and the Supine Sottilh* 
nefi of the People, render'd fuch a myftery, as could be only 
explained by Themielves, and extended as far as they found 
neoeflary for their occafions, and was t6 be acknowledged a 
good resifon for any thing that no Other reafon could be 
given for. *^ We are, lay they, and have been always con- 
" fofl^, the only Judges of our own Privileges ^ and therefore 
« whatfoever we declare to be our Privilege, is fuch ; other* 
^ wife whofoever determines that it is Not fo, makes himfelf 
*^ Judge of that, whereof the Cognifance only belongs to Us. 
And this Sophiflical Riddle perplexed many, who, notwith- 
Itanding the defberate Confeouence they faw mufl refult from 
fuch Lcgick, taxing the firft Propofition for true, which, be- 
ing rightly under{tood, '\% fo, have not been able to wind 
themfelves out of the Labyrinth of the Conclufion : I fay the 
PropoOtion Riditly underftood : They are the only Judges 
of their own Privileges, that is, upon the Breach of thofe 
Privileges, which the L^w hath declared to be their own^ 
and what punidiment is to be inflidted upon fuch Breach. But 
there can be no Privilege, of which the Law doth not take 
notice, and which is not pleadable by, and at Law. 

The truth and clearnels of this will beft appear by biftance : . 
If 1 am Arretted by Procefs out of any Court, I am to plead 
in the Court, that i am a Member of Pariiament, and that, 
by the Privilege of Parliament, my Perfon ought to be free- 
from Arrefls. Upon this Plea the Judge is bound to difcharge 
me; and if he does not, he v^ a Criminal, as for any other 
tre(pafs againlt the Law : but the punifliing the Perfon, who 
hath made this infringement, is not within His Power, but 
proper to that lurifdiiition, againft which the contempt is j 
therefore that Houfe, of which i am a Member, upon com- 
plains 
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^ which ia all Humane reaibn, the gr^t Diftradions of die 
^ Kingdom muft needs overwhelm it widi mifery and Ruine. 
The King was not troubled at the receipt of this Petition, 
glad, that fince they could not be brought to fuch a degree 
of Reafonablenefs, as might make up all breaches, they would 
be To peremptorily Unreafbnable as might probably fever 
Thofe from them who were not fo Defperate as themfelves ^ 
and he hoped, that when the People Ihould obferve that diis 
grafping of the Militia of the Kingdom into their own hands, 
as aft expedient for the compohng their high grown Fears 
and Jealoudes, was no more than they deiired the Summer 
before, when Sr Arthur Haflerig brought in his Bill into the 
Houfe of Commons, which is before remembred, when that 
title of Fears and JealouQes was not difeovered; and when the 
Peers fliould obferve, that the idoufe of Commons infolcndy 
Demanded, by their own Single Suffrage, the deputing men 
to Places of that vaft Importance, they would both conclude^ 
that thofe Immodeft Askers were not only fit to be Denied, 
but Reformed ; yet believing that Real and Juft Fears inight 
grow up, to difcountenance and fuppreis thofe Imaginary 
ones, his Majefty vouchfefcd a very foft and gentle Anfwer 
S2tff ' ^^ '^^^ Petition ; and told them, «* That he hoped his gracious 
i^^* cc Meflage would have producai fome fuch Overture, as by 
^^ offering what was fit on Their parts to do, and by asking 
^what was proper for Him to grant, might have begot a 
^^ mutual Confidence in each other. Concerning the Tower 
*^ of Ijmdonj that He did not expeft, having preferred a per- 
^ fon of a known Fortune, and unqueftionable Reputation, to 
^ that Truft , that he fliould have been prefled to remove 
<' him without any particular Charge objected againft him ; 
<^ however, that if, upon due examination, any particular 
^' (hould be prefented to him, whereby it might appear he 
^^ was miftaken in his good opinion of that Gentleman, and 
^^ that he was unfit for the Truff committed to him, he would 
^ make no fcruple of difcharging him ; otherwife, he was 
^^ obliged in juftice to himfelt^ to preferve his Own work, leil 
^^ his Favour and good Opinion might prove a Difadvantage 
*^ and Misfortune to his Servants, without any other Accu- 
"lation; of which he hoped his Houfe of Commons would 
" be fo tender, as of a bufinefs, wherein his Honour was 
^^ much concem'd ; and if they found no material Exceptions 
" againft that perfon, they would rather endeavour to &tisfy 
^* and Reform the Fears of other men, ttaui, by complying 
^^ with them, preis his Majelty to any thing which did fo 
** much refled upon his Honour, and'Juftice. 

"For the Forts and Caftles of the Kingdom j that he was l 
<^ rciblv'd they fliould always be in fuch hsuads, and Only in 

«liich 
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^ fucb, as tbe Parliament might iafely Confide in ; but the 
^' Nomination of any perfbns to thofe Places, being fo prin- 
**cipal and infeperable a flower of his Crown, vefted in him, 
« aild derived to him from his Anceftors by the fundamental 
*^ Laws of the Kii^^m, he would referve to Himfelf 3 in 
^ beftowing viiereof, as he would take care chat no corrupt 
^' or finiiter couries fhouid prevail with him, fo he was wili- 
^ ing to declare, that he (hould not be induced to exprefs 
** tlttt Favour fo foon to any perfons, as to thofe, whole 
^ good Demeanour (hould be Eminent in, or to his Parliament 
<^ And if he then had, or ftiould at any time, by mis-infbrma* 
<^ tion confer fuch a Truft upon an Undeferving Perfon, h^ 
tt was, and would always be, ready to leave him to the Wifi 
<< dom and Juftice of the Parliament. 

^^ For the Militia of the Kingdom, which by the Law Inras 
^ fubjeA to no Command but of his Majefty, and of Author 
<' rity lawfully derived from him, he faid, when any parti« 
^ cular courfe for ordering the fame (hould be coniideted, and 
^digefted, and propofed to him, he would remm fuch aii 
^ Anfwer as (hould be agreeable to his Honour , and the 
^* Safety of his People, he being reiblv'd only to deny thofi 
^d^ngs, die Granting whereof would alter the fundamental 
<< Laws, and endai^er the very foundation, upon which the 
^ Publick happine(s and welfare of his People was founded 
^and conftituted, and which woiild nourifh a greater, and 
<< more deftru<!tive Jealoufy between the Crown, and the Sub* 
^'ySu than any of thofe, which would feem to be taken away 
^ by uich a fatis&dion. 

^ H E ftid, he was not willing to doubt, that his having 
^ g^ted more than ever King had granted, would perfwadd 
^ Them to ask more than ever Subjedls had asked : but if thev 
^ fliould acquaint him with the particular grounds of then' 
<< Doubts and their Fears, he would very willingly apply 
<< Remedies proportionable to thofe Fears ; for he called God 
^ CO wicneis, that the prefervadon of the Publick Peace, the 
^ Law, and the Liberty of the SubjeA, was, and (liould al-^ 
•c ways be, as much his Care as bis own Life, or the Lives of 
<< bis deareft Children. 

"And therefore he did conjure them by all the Adls of 
<* Favour they had received from him this Parliament, by 
<^ their hopes of future happinefs in his Majefty, and in on^ 
*« anothc r, by their love of Religion^ and the Peace of the 
^ Kingdom, in which he fiud^ that of Ireland was included^ 
^ that they would not be tranfported by Jealoufies^ and af)- 
^ prehenGons of Polfible Dangers, to put themfelves or his 
" Majclly, into Re»l and Prefent Inconveniences ; but that 
<* they would fpeedily purfue the way propofed by his formef 
' Vol. L Part ». ' Cc -Mcfl&ge, 
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'^ Mefla^e, which, in Human ReaAm, was the only way to 
<* compote the Dulra£kions of the Kingdom, and, with Cjod'a 
^ bleflmg, would reltore a great meaiiire of felicity to King 
* and People. 

This Anfwer being not only a denial, but fuch an £x- 
poftulation as would render their Counfels of lefe reverence 
to the People, if upon thofc reaibns they ihould recede jfirom 
what they had with that Confidence, and difdain of the Houfe 
of Peers demanded of diie King; they therefore refolv'dto 
let up their reft upon that (take, and to go through with ic^ 
or periih in the attempt. And, to this purjpofe, they again 
muiter up their Friends in the Qty, and leixl their Emiflariea 
abroad to teach the People a new Language. All Petitions 
muft now defire, '^ That the Kingdom might be put into a 
^^ pofture of Defence^ and nothing eUe would ferve to defend 
^^ them from the many Plots and Confpiracies againlt thcin, or 
^^ fecure them from their own Fears and Jealou(ic9- More 
Petitions were prefented to the Houfe of Commons by ibme 
Gtizens of Jjond^Uy in the name of thoTe Merchants, that 
uliially Traded to the Mint with Bullion, who pretended 
^ That their Fears and Jealoufies were fo great^ that they durft 
^ not carry their Bullion to the Tower, being not £uisfied 
^'with the prefimt Lieutenant there; and therefore defired 
^' that he might be removed; and more to the like ptirpofe. 

T H E Y had wholely undertaken the managing of the War 

in Ifilamd^ and really, for many reafons, neither did ufe, nor 

defired to ufe, any ^eat Expedition in that work ; yet having 

with great induftry inflifed into the minds of the People, at 

leaft a Suipicion, that the Court favoured that Rebellion, they 

always m^e ufe of the Qownefs in thofe proceeding's to the 

rh€ Cvm- King's difadvantage. About that time, they had deiired the 

ntmidifin Qty to ftirniih them with one hundred thoufand pounds, for 

itbwrm the Levying^ and accommodating Forces to be (ent into that 

^^ '^ * Kingdom, which gave the Common Council, where fuch 

Loans were always traniaSed, opportunity to remm their 

opinions, and advice upon the genend State of AfEurs. They 

Vh Cm" fiud, ^^ They could lead no more Money by rea(bn of thoie 

*' ohftmdlions, which threamed the Peace of tliis Kindom^ 

^ and had already rendered it even defperate : that the not pa(< 

*'fing the Bill againft Preffing of Soldiers, which flill de- 

*' pnended with the Lords, upon thofe r^ons fr)rmerly men- 

^^ tioned at large, put many Men into fears, that there was 

^ fbme defigQ radier to lofe That Kingdom, and to confiirae 

^This in the lois of it, than to prefenre either the one^ or 

<* the other ; and that the Rebels were grown fo ftrong there, 

^^that they made account fpeedily to extirpate the Britifh 

^* Nation m that Kingdom; and tlut d^ey intended Tlien, as 

^they 
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** they already bra^d, to come over, and make This the 
"Seat of the War. 

**That the not putting the Forts into fuch hands, in 
^' whom the Parliament might Confide , the not fettling the 
*' Kingdom in a pofture of Defence, the not removii^ the 
** prefcnt Lieutenant of the Tower, and putting fuch a Perfon 
^' mto that place, as might be well approved by the Parlia* 
**ment, could not but overthrow Trading more aiid more^ 
*'and make Monies yet more fcarceiin the City and Kingdom. 
*^ That the mifonderfiandihg between the lyng and Farlia- 
'^ menr, the not vindicating the. Privileges thereof, the charge 
**ing fome Members of Treafon to the deterring of others 
'^ from difeharging their Duties, and to the deftroying the 
'* very Being of Parliaments, did exceedingly fin the minds of 
^' Men well affeded to the Publick, with many fears and dif- 
."couragements^ and fo difable them from yielding that 
^-cheanul afliftance, which they would be glad to alBford. 
^* That by this means, there was fuch a decay of Tradings 
'* and fuch fcarcity of Money , neither of which could be 
^ cured, till the former evils were removed, as it was like, in 
** very Ihort time> to caft innumerable multitudes of Poor Ar- 
^^ tificers into fuch a depth of Poverty and Extremity , as 
*' might enforce them upon fome dangerous and defperate Ar- 
^' tempts, not fit to be Exprefled, much leis to be Juftified ^ 
** which they left to the Houfe fpeedily to confider,. and pre- 
*^ vent. Thefe evils, under which they did exceedingly la- 
^* hour and languifh, they faid, did fpring from the imploying 
'^of ill affeded perfons in places of Trult and Honour in the 
^' State, and near to the perfon of the King^ and that they 
^* were ftill continued by means of the Votes of Biihops, and 
'^ Popilh Lords, in the Houfe of Peers. And fo having faith- 
^fiilly reprefented, they (aid, the true reafons, which radly 
^ enforced them to remm that Anfwer, they craved leave to 
^^ proteft before God and the High Court of Parliament, that 
^^ if any further miferies befel their dear Brethren in Irelaml^ 
*'or if any mifchief fliould break in upon this Kingdom, to 
^^the endangering or dilhirbing the peace thereof, it ought 
^' 00c to be imputed to Them, but only to fuch, who fliould 
^^ endeavour to hinder the eSedual and foeedy cure of thofe 
^ evils before recited,which did fo much difable and difcourage 
** them from doing that which the Houfe had defired of 
"them. 

At the fame time, were prefented other Petitions, Cub- PtHtUns 
icribed by many thoufand hands , and in the names of the ^^^ 
KnigbtflL Gentlemen, and Freeholders, and other Inhabitants, ^£j^ 
of the Qxinties of MJdhJeXy Effixy and H^rtfarJy all which Jlrninrtht 
fcverally invei^^ agsinft the Malimant Party, which ren- wittt, 

Cc % der'd 
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der'd the good endeavours of the Houfe of Commons fhiif- 
lefs; <^D^red that the Votes of the Bifliops, and Popifli 
^ Lords, m^ be taken out of the Houfe of Peers : that mey 
^^midit be put into a pofture of defence, and the Forts, and 
^ Caftles or the Kingdom, into fuch hands as the Parliamene 
<' might CcHifide in ; that fo Irekmd might be relieved, and 
*' this Kii^om made happy. One of them adding , that the 
*^ Malignant Party of Prelates and Papifts, and their adhertat^ 
<^ were inconfiftent with the haj^y meeds of the Parliaments 
Thefe Petitions, and the Anfwer of the Common Council of 
Jjndomy were diou^ ample materials for a Confeience widi 
the Lords, who might be therd)y remember'd of their Duty; 
Mf pyni <i»-and to ±at purpofe M' Vym delirered them at a Conference, 
tivtrt the and fliter they were read, told them, '^ That their LoKKhips 
thJurcL^li^* might in thofe Petitions hear the Voice, or rather the Cry 
mCwfertMtn " ^ ^^ EftgUtnd'^ and that they were not to wonder if the or- 
'<< gency, the Esrtremity of the condition we were all in, did 
^^ produce fome eameftnefs and vehemency of expreffion more 
^* than ordinary; the agony, terrour, and perplexity, in iriiich 
^the Kingdom laboured, was univerial, all parts were afl^- 
^ ed with it: and therefore in thofe Petitions they mi^t ob- 
^' ferve die Groans and miferaUe Complaints of all. After a 
long difcourfecf the great and notorious dangers the Kingdom 
was in, by InvaGons mreaten'd from abroad, and Infurreoions 
from wicnin , he told them , *^ The Obfmiftions , that had 
*' brought them into that DKtemper, were principally die ob* 
*' ftru&on of Reformation in matters of Religion ; and that 
^' there was never Church or State a£EliAed with more grie- 
^^ vances of That kind, dian we had been : and that though 
'^they were pardy eued and diminifhed by the wifiiom of 
^the Parliament, yet many dill remained; and as long as the 
*' Bifliops, and the corrupt part of the Qeigy, continued in 
*' their power, there would be litde hope oftreedoro, either 
^ from the fenfe of thofe that continued, or the fear ol thofe 
^* which were removed. And of That obftruaion,'he fiid, 
^he mull dear the Commons, who were in no part guilty 
^* of it. Some gpod Bills they had already pafled, and others 
^^ were in preparation , and might have teen pafled before 
^ that time, if they had not found fuch ill fucceis in the other 
'^ Houfe: whatfoever mifchief that obfbudlion (hould pro- 
•* duce. TThey were free from it ; they might have their wrt of 
^' the Mifery, they could have none in the Guilt or Diiho- 
** flour. 

He told them "There was great obftrudtion in Trader 
<^ which brought food and nourifliment to the Kingdom ; and 
" then having inlai^ed himfelf with enumeration of the no- 
^ table benefits the Kingdom received by the folneft of Trade,

^ be (aid, he mufl: proteft, the Houfe of Commons h^d given 
^ no caufe to that obftru£tion : They had eaTed Trade of 
^ many Burthens, and heavy Taxes, and had freed it from 
^ many hard reftraints by Patents and Monopolies ^ they had 
'^ fought to put the Merchants into (ecurity and confidence 
^ in refpe^ of the Tower of London^ that fo they might be 
^ invited to bring in their Bullion to the Mint, as heretofore 
"they had done i they were noway guilty of the Troubles, 
^ the Fears, and Publickdan^rs, which made Men withdraw 
"their Stocks, and keep their Money by them, to be ready 
"for fuch fuddain exigents, as, in thole great diftradlionS) 
"they had too great cauie to expert. 

"There was an obftruflion, he faid, in the relief oi 
" Irelamdy but he muft declare the Commons were altogether 
"innocent of any n^eA therein ^ they had agreed to the Le* 
" vies of Men aikl Money, and, from time to time, done all for 
"the fortherance thereof^ though in the midft of many diftra- 
"dions and diverfionsj but the want of Commiflions for 
" Levying Men, that was the Bill about Preffing, and divers 
" other impediments , had been the caufes ofthat obitru* 
"dtioa. Nay, he faid, he did not only find impediments to 
" tfaexnfelves. but incouragement to the Rebels j for many of 
" the chief Commanders now in the head of the Rebels, wer 
" both Houies had ftopped the Ports agsunft all Irijb Papiits, 
" had been fufier'd to Pais, by his Majeity's immediate War- 
" rants, much to thediicouragement of the Lords Juftices and 
" Council there, which were procured by fome evil inftru- 
" ments too near his Royal Perfon, and, they believ'd withi- 
" out his knowledge and intention. 

H E laid, " There was an d)(lru£tion in providing for the 
"defence of the Kingdom, that they might be inabled to 
"refift a Forreigo Enemy, and to fupprelsall civil Infurre* 
" Oions : what endeavour they had uled to remove them, but 
" hitherto witlx>ut that Succefs and Concurrence which they 
" eq>e£ted, and where their ftop had been, and upon what 
" erounds they might proclaim their own Innocency and Faith- 
^ ndneft in that particular, they defired no other WitneOes 
^ but their Lordfliips. 

H s told them, << The evil influences , which had caufed 
"diat Diftemper, where the evil Councils about the King, 
" the great Power, that a Faftious and Interefled Party had 
" in Parliament by the continuance ofthe Votes of the Bifhops, 
"«ad Popiflis Lords, in their Lordfhip's Houfe , and the ta- 
"king in of others out of the Houfe or Commons, and other- 
" wile to enaeafe their ftrength, the fomenting a Malignant 
^ Party throu^wxit the Kingdom, the Jealoufies between the 
" King, and hig Parliament. And after many bitter and Se- 

Cc 3 ditious 
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ditious expreffions of the Court, and of all thofe who were 
not of his mind, he concluded, " TTiat he had nothinjg to pro- 
^* pofc to their Lordihips by way of rcqucft or defire from 
^* the Houfe of Commons; he doubted not, but their Judged 
^ ments would tell them what was to be done ; their Con- 
*' fciences, their Honours, their Intereds, would call upon 
^< them for the doing of it. The Commons would be' glad 
<^ to have their help and concurrence in (aving the Kingdom ; 
*< but if their Lordihips (hould fail, it (hould not difcourage 
^' them in doing their Duty ; and whether the Kingdom 
^ be loft, or fayed, they Ihould be forry, that the ftory of 
*«this prefent Parliament fhould tell Potterity, that, in fo 
^' great danger and extremity, the Houfe of Commons fhould 
^< be inibrced to fave the Kingdom alone, and that the Houfe 
** of Peers Ihould have no part in the Honour of the prcfer- 
^ vation of it , they having fo great an intereft in the good 
'< fucceis of thole endeavours, in refpeft of their great Eime^ 
**and high degrees of Nobility. 

A s s o o N as this Conference was ended, the Speaker of 

the Houfe of Commons was appointed to give M' Pym fo- 

lemn Hianks for his fo well performing that fervioe, and to 

Wis speech require him to deliver his Speech in writing in to the Houfe^ 

Printed hj that it might be Printed 5 which was done accordingly, to the 

Order. end that the People might underftand, befides thofe r^roaches 

upon the King, how negligent the Houfe of Peers were of their 

welfare and fScurity. 

The fame day and hour after that Conference, a great 
number of people, in the name of the Inhabitants of the Coun- 
ty of Hertford^ prefented a Petition to the Houfe of Peers; 
in which, amongft other particulars, **They complaitfd of the 
*^ delay of putting the Kmgdom into a pofture of War for 
** their better defence, and the want of complyance by that 
"Honourable Houfe with the Houfe of Commons, in enter- 
**taining thofe many good Motions, and Pafling thofe necet 
** firy Bills prefented to them from that Houfe for the Com- 
^* mon'Good. And therefore they defired them, for the bet- 
*^ ter removing dF all the caufes and fprings of their Fears 
** and Troubles, that the evil Counfellors, and others hinder- 
•* ing the Publick Good, might be taken from his Majefty, 
** and the Voting of die Bifliops and Popifli Lords, to be rc- 
** mov'd out of that Honourable Houfe : And that the Peti- 
^' tioners, who would be ever ready to hazard their Lives and 
** Eftates for the defence of the King and Parliament, the Pri- 
**vilegesof the fame, and inlpecial thofe noble Lords and 
*• Gentlemen in both Houfes , whofe endeavotu^ were for 
** the Publick Good, mig|it have liberty to Proteft againft all 
^^ thofe, as Enemies to the Kingdc»n, who refofed to joyn 

^ ^ widi 
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^ with thofe Honourable Lords and the HouTe of Commons, 
^for the puning the Kingdom into a way of Safety, under 
^die Command of fuch Perfons, as the Parliament Ihould 
^ appoint. But neither this, nor any of the other proceed- 
ings were refcnted by the Houfe of Peers, though their Privi- 
leges were not only invaded, but the very Freedom and li- 
bmy of Parliament abfolutely taken away and deffa-oyed 
thereby. 

When the Houfe of Commons found that none of thefe 
extraordinary ways would throughly Subdue the Houfe of 
Lords, but that, though they 1^ very durdy Champions 
ther^ the Major parr, dbeit the BiQiops, and all the Recu- 
fint Lords were driven from thence, ftill oppofed them, 
whereby neither the Bill for the taking away the Bifliops 
Votes, nor about Preffing, couW pafs, and that they perempto- 
rily (till refufed to joyn in the buiinefs of the Militia^ they 
found a new way, as unpradticed and as unnatural as any 
of the former, whereby they would be fore to have an in- 
fluence upon the Houfe of Peers. It is an old Cudom, 
and Privilege c^ that Houfe, that upon any folemn DetMite, 
wfaofoever is not iatisfied with the conclufion and judgement 
of Che Houfe, may demand leave to enter his ProtcAation^ 
whidi muft be granted. The Original of this was in Jea- 
lous Times, when Men defired, for avoiding the ill confe- 
quenceofany A& there, that their Diflents might appear ; 
and was very feldom pradticed, but when they conceived Re- 
ligion, or the Crown, trenched upon ; infomuchas youfhall 
not find, in the Journals of many Parliaments, one rrotefta- 
tion encer'd ; and when there was any, there was no more in 
the Records, than, after the Refolutionof the Houfe is entered, 
"That fuch a Lord dedred that his Protclbitionor Diflent might 
^be enter'd, and oftentimes when ieveral have di(Iented 
from the general Opinion, not above one or two have enter'd 
their Proteitation. But fmce this Parliament, as they altered 
this Cuftom from cafes of high Concernment to the moft tri- 
vial Debates, the Minor part ordinarily entering their Prote- 
ftation, to the end that their Opinions might be taken notice 
of, and who were oppofice to tnem, whereby the Good and 
Bad Lords were known and publimed ^ fo thev alter'd the 
form, and inftead of fhort general Entries, caufed the matter 
of Debate to be furam'd up, and thereupon their Protefta- 
tion, " That they were not to be anfwerable for any Inconve- 
« niences or Mifchiefs, that (hould befal the Common-wealth 
^ by reafon of this or that Refolution. So that from an A£t 
for the particular Indemnity of the Perfon, that made it, it 
grew fometimes to be a reproaching and arraying the fenfe 
of the Houfe by any FaOious number that di&greea. Then

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becaule the Houfe of Peers is a Court of Reoofd^ they con- 
cluded ^ ^'That any Man upon any occafion might perufe 
<^ thue Journals^ and fo every Night the Houfe of UommoBS 
could fee how the Debates had been managed and carried all 
the Day, and take pddick notice, and make ufe of it accord- 
in|^v, which they could not do of thofe difcourfes they n>- 
pi^d frpn) their Congdents ; for fiipplying whereof this un- 
juftifiable method was found out. r or though it is a Court 
pf Record, the hi^eft Court, and the Ads and Judgements 
of Parliament are Records, to which the Subjedl may upon 
all occafions refort, yet they ought not to make ufe of mat li- 
berty Iq order to qiieftion any words fpoken, or Ads done, 
and remember'd there; of which if the Lords are not the 
pnly Judges, their Privileges are much lels than the Commons 
in truth have, ai^d may jmtly claim. 

It happen'd, about this time, that upon ibme Overture m 
the Lords Houfe, which pleafed them not, the Violent P^rty 
there, in a diforderly manner, cr/d out, j§4jomm^ Adj$urm^ 
being not willing the matter ihould then come into debate; 
others were not willing that the Houfe (hould Adjourn. The 
Duke of Ricbmond troubled at that Tumultuary and indireft 
proceeding, faid, without dire£ting himfelf to the Speaker , 
''If they >yould Adjourn, he wilhed it might be for fix 
f^ Months, or words tp that efkCt^ upon which fome of the 
other Party immediately moved, '^ That the Houfe might not 
^^ rife, and that the Duke wpuld explain himfelf, and anfwer 
f^ the making fiich a Motion, as, beifig granted, would bp d^ 
^^ ftrudive tp the Common-wealth. The Duke £ud, '^ He 
^' made no Motion, bup ufed that expreflton, to (hew his dif> 
^' like of the other Motioii to Adjovim at that time, when 
^ there was bufincfs in agitation of great Concernment; and 
*' that when he fpoke, 5l Men being upon their feet, and 
^' out of thei|- places, he conceived the Houfe bad been Up. 
Upon thi^ h^ was required to withdraw ; and then they, who 
had long looked upon him with great iuivy and Animofity, aa 
the only great Perfon , and Officer at Court, who had dif* 
countenanced their power, and their ftratagems, and had 
ivith notable Courage always oppofed their extravagancies, 
and ^rvile complying with thp Houfe of Commons, and fub- 
mitting to the Tumults , and had with fingular Conftancy 
prefciyd his Duty and Fidelity to his Majefty unviolated, in- 
yeigih'd aga;nft that Motion, '^ As of too Serious a nature to 
'^ be made a jefl: of, an<d fit to be Ceniiired as moft pernicious 
f'tpThis Kingdom, and deftrudiive to Ireland *y the War 
" whereof could not proceed, if the Parliament ihould have 
'' been Adjourned for &x Mondis^ as his (x)rd(hip had pro? 
^^pofcd. ■ 
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Oh the other fide, it was alledg'd, «That the Motion had 
^ never been male to the Houfe^ and therefore they ought 
^no more to queftion, or take notice of it, than of every 
^ligbt or frolick Dilcourfe or £xpre{!ion, that negligently, or 
^cafiially fell from any Man; which would take awav ail li- 
^bertv of Converfation. However, that if it had been fe- 
^ riouuy, and formally made, it could be no Crime, it being 
^ the necd&sy Liberty and Privilege of every Member, to 
^make any Motion he thought in his judgement fit, which 
^ die Houib would approve, or rejedt, as it found reafonable. 
^ And that, fioce it was as much in the Houfe's Power to 
^Adjourn for fix Months, as for fix Days, it was as lawfiil 
^ to move the one as the other; of which there could not be 
^ die leaft inconvenience, becaufe the Houfe would be fiire 
^ CO rejed it, if it were not found proper. After a very 
fierce, and eager Debate, in which much Bittemefi and Vi« 
rulency was exprefled, it was Refolv'd by the Major parr^ 
^thac the Duke had committed no Ofience; and fo he was 
^ as regularly abfolv'd as was poifible. Hereupon the £arls of 
Nnrti^mSer/dmly Temkroki^ £^^> ^d HoBand, who thought 
the Duke's A£S:dion and Duty to his Mafter a Reproach, Sad 
his incereft prejudicial to Them, with the reft of that Party 
enter'd their Proteftation ; << That whereas fuch a Motion had 
« been made by the Duke of Ricbmoudy and upon being que- 
^fiioned for the fiune, he had been acquitted by the Major 
^part^ They were' free from the Mifchiefs and Inconve- 
^ nienoes, which might attend the nor puniftiing of an Offence 
^ tending fo much to the prejudice of King or Kingdom. 

This Proteftation, by the advice of that Nights meeting, 
was, the next Day, taken notice of in the Houfe of Commons^ 
and the matter it felf of the Motion inlai^ed upon, by all po(^ 
Gble and Rhetorical aggravations, concerning the Perfon, and 
his interefl, according to the licence of tbat Houfe, and that 
People. It was faid, <<Here was an evil Counfellor,that had 
^ difibover'd himfelf, and no doubt had been the Author of 
^ many of thofe evil Counfels, which had brought that trou- 
^ ble upon us ; that he had received his Education in Spatn^ 
^ and had been made a Grandee of that Kingdom, and had 
^ been ever fince notpripuCiy of that Fadion ; that his Sifters 
"were Papifls, and therefore his AffeOion was to be que- 
^ ftioned in Religion ; that, from the beginning of this Par- 
^liament, he had been oppolite to all their proceedings, and 
^ was an Enemy to Reformation ; that he had vehemently 
^ oppofed the Attainder of the Earl of Strafford -j, was a Friend 
^ to Bifhops 'y and now, to prevent any poffibility of Refor- 
^ mation, which ccmld not be effeded without the Concur- 
^ tfpfcc of the twp Houfes, had defperately moved in the 

f< Houfe 
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^ Houfe of Peers, where he had a great Fadion, that ic would 
<< Adjourn for (ix Months ; in which time th^Maligaant Piirty. 
<^ of which he might well he thought the Head, and haa 
^ the greateft influence upon the King's Aficdhons, would 
^ prevail (o far, that all fiicure hopes would be rendered de- 
^ iperate, and the Kinedom of IreUnd be utterly loft, and 
^ poflefled by the Fapiits : that they were therefore to take 
'^ this opportunity, which God had given them, to remove to 
^ Malignant and dangerous a Feribn from the Kinz, and oa6 
^ fo fufpedted, from fo important a Charge as the Cinque 
<< Ports, of which the Duke was Lord Warden, and to food 
^ to Che Lords to joyn with them in a defire to the King cd 
*^ that purpofe. 

O M the other fide, it was objeded, that " WhiJft they 
<< were fo Sollicitous for their own Privileges, and fenfible ik 
^^ the breach and violation of them, they could not more 
<^ juftify thofe, who had been the Advifers of fiich breaches, 
<< than by oSbring the like trelpafs to Che Privileges of Che 
<< Peers : that the ufe of that OAincil depended on the liberty 
'< of &)eech, and where there wer« fo di£ferent Minds, there 
<< mi^be diffirent Ezpreffions, and if one Houfe mi^t cake 
^ notice what the odier Houfe faid, or did, wichin Thofe 
<< Walls, the Lords would as well quefticm Their Members, ai 
^ they did now one of the Lords ; which would take away 
<< all freedom of Debate : that they could not Examine che 
<< Grcufflftances, which attended that Motion, if any fiicb 
<< was made ; and therefore codd not fo much as, in their pri- 
^< vate undafhndings make a reasonable judgement of it, W 
^^ that they were naturally to prefume the Circumftances were 
<^ fiich, as took away the Ofience of the Motion^ for that the 
<< Major part of tl»t Houfe, where the words were fooken, 
^< and at che time when they were fpoken, had, upon Solemn 
<^ Debate, concluded, that there was no Grime in them ^ and 
^* that they were not only the Proper, but the Only Judges 
<< in that Cafe : and if the Commons (liould intermeddle 
^* therewith, it was no otherwife, than, by che (trengch of the 
^* Major part of the Houfe of Commons, to make che Minor 
** part of Lords Superior to the Major part of chat Houfe ; 
** which they would not fuflfer to be oflcr'd to themfelves. 

I T was allcdg'd, <« That the Duke was a Perfon of great 
^^ Honour and Integrity, and of fo unblemilhed a Fame, that 
" in all the difcovery of the Court Offences, there was not any 
^^ reflection upon him. Tbac his Education had been, accord- 
'^ ing to the beft Rules of the Created Ferfons, for fome years 
^' beyond the Seas ^ and that, having fpent more time in Ftamce 
^^and Itafy^ he viflted Sfaim'^ where his Great C^ality being 
<^ known, and no queftion as a Compliment to this Kit^jdom, 

**with 
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^with which ic was then in ftreighc Allyance and Confede- 
^ racy, that King had conferred the Honour of Grandee upon 
^him^ which was of no other advantage or (ignification Co 
^ him, than to be Cover'd in the Prefence of that King, as 
^ the principal Subje&s there are. That his A£fedlion to die 
^Protefhint Rehgion was unqueftionable and very Eminent 5 
^and though his Sifters, who had been bred under their Mo* 
^'ther, were Roman Catholicks, yet his Brothers, ofwhofe 
^ Education He had taken the fble Care, were very good Pro- 
^^ cefiancs. 

** T H A T his opinions in Parliament had been very avow'd, 
^ and were to be prefumed to be according to his Confcience^ 
^in theprcfefllion of which he was fo publick, that there was 
^reafbn to believe he ufed no ill arts in private; fince he 
^had the Courage to do that Aloud, which he had reafon to 
^ believe would difpleafe many. That it would be a great 
'^prejudice, and blemiflito their CoundlsandDifcoveries, if 
^ after (b long difcourfe of a Malignant Party, and evil Coun- 
^ feUors, of which they had never yet named any, they fhould 
^ firft brand This Lord with that imputation upon fuch a 
^ ground and occalion, ajmuft include all thofe Lords who had 
^ ablblvM him, which was the Major part of the Lords. In a 
^^ word, that it would look as if they had deviied thofe new 
^ words to make Men afraid, and keep them in referve to ap- 
**ply to all thofe with whom they were Angry. 

But notwithftanding all this, and ail the reafon that could 
be fpoken on that part, and that there could be none on the 
other, after a Debate of very many hours, till after nine of 
the Clock at Night (the lateft that .ever was in the Parlia- 
menr,but that of the Remonftrance ) in which it was evident, 
that they meant, as far as in them lay, to Confound all thofe, 
whom thev could not Convert ; it was Refolv'd by the Ma- 
jority of voices, not half of the Houfe being prelent at that 
unfeafonablc time of the Debate, ^ That they (hould accufe the 
^ Duke of Richmond to the Lords to be one of the Malignant 
<^ Party, and an evil Counfellor to his Majefty ; and todelire 
" them ro joyn in a requeft to the King, that he might be re- 
^ mov'd from any Office or Imployment about his Pcrfon ; 
which was folemnly recommended to the Lords accordingly, 
and by them fo far receiv'd, that though the defire was re- 
jedted, no didike ordifapprobationof the Matter or the Man- 
ner was in the leaft difcover'd, or infifted on. 

All things thus prepared, and fo many Lords driven and 
kept from the Houfe, befides the Bifliops, and they that ftay'd 
there, by thislaft inftance, inftrudedhow to carry themfelves, 
at leaft how they provoked the Good Lords to Proteft, they 
Refblv'd once more to try whether the Houfe of Peers would 

bo 
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be induced to joy n in the buGne&of the Militia, wluchtbey- 
had twice refufed ^ and to thatpurpofe, their old Friends of 
Che City in the (kme numbers flocked to Wejh^er^ but un- 
der the new, receiv'd, and allowed, ftyle of Petitioners i but ; 
as unlike Petitioners to any of thofe Lords or Commons, 
whom they underftood to be Malignant, as the other Tumults 
had been. From theie Herds riiere were two notable Peti- 
tions deliver'd to the Houfe of Commons, the one from the 
Porters , their number , as they laid , confifting of fifteen 
Thoufand j the other imder the title of many Thou&nds of 
poor People in, and about the City of Lmdon. The Porters^ 
with great Eloquence , confeded ^ The unomrdlibie jpains^ 
^^ that Honourable Houfe had taken for the Good of Oiurch 
^^ and States which defer v'd to be Recorded to their Eternal 
*^ Fame, thou^ the Efiedls of thofe unwearied endeavour! 
*^ were not produced, by reafon of the prevalence of that ad- 
^' verfe Malignant, Blood-fucking, Rebellious Party, by die 
^^ power of which the Privileges of Parliament, and the Li- 
^^bertyofthe Subjed: was trampled upon, the Rebellion in 
<^ Jrtf/d«^ increafed, and all Succours and Relief for that King- 
<< dom obftnided. They fiud, << 'Diat Trade had been long 
<< languifliing, but vras now dead by the Fears, Jealoufies, and 
<< Diftradions they lay under, for want of Fortification oS the 
<< Cinque Ports, which was a great incoun^ement to die Pa-^ 
<^ pifts to make Infurre&ions, and did mt^ animate a For- 
^^ reign Power to inirade us : that by the deadnefi of Trade 
<< they did want imployment in iucb a meafiire^y as did make 
<^ their Lives very uncomfortable ; therefore their Requeft 
<^ was, that That extream neceOity of theirs might be taken 
« into ferious Q)nfideration, and that the Honourable Houfe 
<< of Commons would fall upon the fpeediefl: courfe for aba- 
^< ting and quelling the Pride, Outrage, and Infolency of the 
<^ adverfe Party at Home ; that the Land might be fecured by 
<^ Fortifying the Cinque Ports, and putting the People into 
'^apofture of Defence, that all their Fears, or as many as 
<^ could, might be remov'd, and that Trade might be again 
<^ fet up and opened, that their wants might be in fon^e roea- 
"fure fupplied. They further defired thatjuflice might be 
^< done upon Ofienders, according as the Atrocity cf thdr 
^' Crimes nad deferv'd ; for if thofe things were any longer 
^' fufpended, they fhould be forced to Extremities not fit to be 
'^ named, and to make good that fiying. That Neceffity hath 
^' no Law. They faid they had nothing to lofe but their 
^ Lives, and thofe they would willingly expofe to theutmofl 
<^ peril, in defence of the Houfe of Commons, according to 
5« their Proteflation, &c. 
The other was a Petition in the names of many Thoufand 

of 
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if poor People , and brought by a multitude of Tucb, who 
cem'd prepared for any Exploit. I have thought fit, for the 
arenefs of it, and the rare kflfeA it produced, to infert that 
Petition in Terms as it was prefented. Thus.

^ The humble Petition of many thouiands of poor People 
^^ in and about the City of London. 

^< Humbly fheweth, that your Petitioners have lain a 
'* loD^ time under ereat prefliires, and grievances both in Li- 
^bercies and Consciences, as have been largely, and fundry 
^ times, ihewed and declared, by feveral Petitions exhibited 
"to this Honourable Aflembly both by the Citizens, and Ap- 
" prentices of the Qty of LonJon^ and divers Counties and 
" parts of this Kingdom, from which we hoped long e're this, 
^ by your pious care to have been delivered. 

^ But now we, who are of the meaneft Rank and Quality, 
"bdng touched with penury, are very fenfible of the ap- 
^' proaching ftorms of Ruin, which hang over our Heads, and 
^ threaten to overwhelm us, by reafbn of the fad diftraAions 
^ occafioned chiefly and originally, as your Petitioners hum- 
^bly conceive, by the prevsJency of the Bifhops, and the Po* 
^^piih LcM'ds , and others of that Malignant VaAion; who 
" make abortive all good Motions, which tend to the Peace, 
^and Tranquillity of this Kingdom of England y and have 
^ hitherto hinder'd the fending relief to our Brethren in /r#- 
^ Imodj althougfi they lye weltering in blood ; which hath 
" given fuch head to the Adveriaries, that we mfUy fear the 
" wse calamities inevitably to befal us Here, when they have 
^^ vented their rage and malice There. 

<* A L L which, occalions fo great a decay and (lop of Trade^ 
"that your Petitioners are utterly impoverifhed, and our mi- 
<' feries are grown infupportable, we having already ipent aU 
<4hat little means, which we had formerly, by Gods blet 
<<fing, and our great labour, obtain'd; and man^ of us have 
tt not, nor cannot tell where to get, breeul to fuftam our felves 
" and families ; and others of us are almoft arrived at the 
^ fiune Port of calamity ; fo that unlefs fome fpeedy remedy 
" be taken for the removal of all fiich obftrudions, whicn 
«* hinder the happy progreis of your great endeavours, your 
" Petitioners fhdl not reit in quiemefs, but (hall be forced to 
" by hold on the next remedy which is at hand^ to remove 
<^the difturbers of our Peace; Want and neceflity breaking 
^che bounds of Modcfty : and rather than your Petitioners 
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which had converted, or prevailed over the Houfe of Peers. 

And he was pcrfwaded by forae, who thought they knew 

the temper of both Houfes, that though they were now united 

in the Matter, they might eafily be divided upon rhe Cir- 

cumitances ^ and that they would not be of one mind iu the 

cledtion of the Perlbns to be Confided in. So that to that 

Petition his Majefty returned this Anfwcr :

.Anfmerf <^their Dangers, but to their Doubts and Fears j and there- 

'if '^'^n"" " ^^^ ^^^ ^'^^^ ^^ Ihould know the extent of power, which 

Thc^Mma. ** ^^5 intended to be cilabliflied in thofe perfons, whom they 

' " defired to be Commanders of the Militia in the fevml 

'^Counties, and Hkcwife to what rime it fliould be limited, 

^* that no power ihould be executed by his Majefty alone 

** without the advice of Parliament, Then he would declare 

<^ that he would be content to put in all the Forts, and over 

*< the Militia, I'uch perfons as both Houfes of Parliament 

** fhould either approve, or recommend to him j fo that they 

^^ before declared the names of the perfons, whom they would 

^ approve or recommend 3 and lb that no perfons fliouId be 

^< named by them, againft whom his Majefty ihould have juft 

^^ and Unqueftionable exception. 

Which Anfwer, though it was not a Confent, gave them 
notable encouragement, and exceedingly united the vulgar 
minds to them 3 who concurred only with them, as they iaw 
them like to prevail in what they went about. And there was 
no danger of any difunion in the Nomination of Perfons ; 
becaufe, though they (hould at firft admit fuch into the Num- 
ber, whom they could not fufficiently truft, nor plaufibly ex- 
cept againft, yet when they were once poflefted of the power 
of Nomination, they might eatily Weed out thofe whidi 
were not agreeable to the Soil they were planted in. How- 
ever this would take up fome time^ and therefore to keep the 
King's inclination to gratify them ( for fo they would under- 
fland it ) warm, the fame day they received this Anfwer, 
neHoufitfttxev returned aMeflage of thanks; and defired his Majefty, 
c$mmonsr9» cc whilft they were preparing all other particulars according 
J^ ' cc ^Q hi3 command, that he would confer the cuftody of the 
thanks ; dnd ** Towcr upon S' Johm Coniersy whom they had lately recom- 
Je/ire Sr mended to his Majefty as a perfon of great jnerit. With whidi 
John coni- being furprized, and defired likewile by S' Johm Bpim to 
nwr^ lj!^ fiiee him from the Agony and vexation of that place, which 
tenant $f the had expofed his perfon and reputation to the rage and fory of 
Tmtr, the People, and compelled him to fubmit to fuch rcproaaies, 
as a generous Spirit could not brook without much regret ; 
for he had upon frivolous furmifes been fent for as a De- 
linquent, and been brought upon bis knees at the Bar of 

both 
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bo^ Houfes ; his Majefty confenred co that alteration, and The Ki»i 
niJffe S*" JahfB dmitrs Lieutenant of the Tower. Which was conpntu n 
fijch an infliatice of his yielding upon Importunity, that from ''* 
that time they thought themfelves even poflefled of the whole 
Militia of the Kingdom. 

Wh I l s t all diligence was ufed in making i>reparation 
for the Queen's Journey, to divert their Councils trom other 
inquifition, the King ( who had receiv'd fo many fliarp ex- 
poituiations for breach of Privileges, and other attempts upon 
their Reputations ) refolv'd upon their publication of a bold 
(candal upon Himfelf by one of their principal Members, to 
expoftulate with them, and try what Satisfaction and Repara- 
tion they were prepared to give Him, who cxadted fo much 
from Him. All opportunities had been taken in Publick, and 
all licence given to Private and Clandeftine forgeries to lay 
odious, or envious imputation on the King and Queen , in 
the bulinels of Ireland-^ and to impute the progrefs and fuc- 
ceis of that Rebellion to a connivance, if not a countenance,, 
from the Court : the not Levying Men, and fending Provi- 
fions, imputed to his Majelly ; though he had, as is before 
obfeiVd, oflfered to Levy ten Thouiand Voluntiers for that 
Stervice, and had confented chearfuUy to every Propofition, 
that had been made with the leait reference to the aSdiftance 
of that Kingdom. Indeed he was fo alarm d with thofe per- 
petual odious fuggeftions, which he perceived wrought very 
pernicious cffc<2s in the minds of the People, that he was 
compelled to confent to many things contrary to his Judge- 
ment and Kingly Policy, to prevent greater inconveniences 
by thofe fcandals, which he iaw were prepared for him. So 
when feveral Propofitions were recommended to him by the 
two Houfes concerning thofe Supplies , which were to be 
fent out q{ Scotland^ amongft the rell, there was one, ^^That 
^^the Sc9ts iliould have the Command, and keeping of the 
"Town, and Caftle of Carrickfergus*^ and if any Regiments^ 
** or Troops, in that Province fhould joyn witn them, that 
"they (hould receive Orders from the Commander (» tne 
" Se^tiflj Forces. The King confented to all the reft, though 
there were matters unreafpnable enough in favour of tbc 
Nation ; but, « That, He faid, « He c<Sild not approve of; 
and wiihed "The Houfes to uke that Propofition again into 
" confideration, as a buGnefs of very great importance, which 
"be doubted might prove prejudicial to the Crown of Etig^ 
<< land^ and the Service intended. And he £iid, if the Houfes 
"defired it, he would be willing to fpeak with the JSt9$^ 
" Commiffioners, to fee what fatis&Oion he could give thein 
^ therein. This Anfwer was no fooner read, but bcxh Houfes 
Voted, " That whofbever gave the King advice, or Cgunfid^ 

D d 3 *<to 
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^^ to fend that Aofwer, was an Enemy to the King and Kte- 
^ dom, and a Committee appointed to find out who thoTe^^ 
Counsellors were. So that j the Scotifh Commiffioners preffing 
him. ^That being their Native King^ he would not publim 
^^ a le(s Truft and Confidence in them, than their Neighbour 
^Nacipn had done^ his Majefly thought fit to confent to the 
whole, as the two Houfes had advifed. 

Then, in the carrying on the War, they allowed his 
Majefly fo little Power, that when he recommended (brne 
Oflacers of prime Quality, Reputatioh, and Experience in the 
War, to the LordLieutenant to be imployed in that Servio^ 
the Houfe of Commons by exprefs Order , and after they 
Icnew that his Majelly had recommended them, rejected 
them, becaufe they were taken notice of to have attended ujpon 
the King at White-HaU^ as a Guard to his Perfon. And after 
all this, they took all occafions to a(perfe him with any 
omiflions that were in that great work; as M' Fym had more 
particularly done, in that Speech before taken notice of, at the 
Conficrcnce with the Lords, upon the delivery of thofe Sedir 
doujs Petitions; of which the King could not tkke notice^ left 
ht fliould be again reproached with breacli of Privilege. ' 

But when that Speech was Printed by Order of the Houfe, 

the King thought he had an opportunity to require a vindi^ 

cation; and therefore, in a Letter to the Speaker, he fent this 

Vit iU«x Meflage : *^ That he had taken notice of a Speech, pretend-

<< as is pretended ; or that Houfe to have received fome mi(- 

ff information. And therefore his Majefty defired to know, 

<» whether that Speech had beenfo delivered, and Printed; 

<(and if it hac^ that the Houfe would review, upon what in- 

f^formatioYi t£at particular had been grounded, that either it 

f < might be found upon reexatnitiation falfe, and fo both the 

^ Houfe, and his Majefty to have been injured by it; or that 

f^his Majefty chight know, by what means, and by whofe 

^ fault', bis Authority had been fo highly abufed, as to be 

^< made to conduce to the afliftance of that Kebellion, which he 

^fo much detefted and abhorred^ and that he might fee him- 

f< felf fully vindicated firom all refiedions of the leaft fii(pi« 

« don of that kind.

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" Petidon , they (aid, they did, in all humility, cxpefl: his 
** (beedy and gracious Anlwcr, the great Diftradlions, and Di- 
<< itcmpers of the Kingdom, not admitting any delay. 

A T the fiune time they likcwife prefcnted another Petition 
ro him, concerning the accufed Members ; in which they be- 
foughc him « To give direftions, that the Parliament might 
"be informed before Friday next T which was within two 
« days ) what proof there was againft them, that accordingly 
« they might be called to a legal Trial ; it being the un- 
« doubted right, and Privilege or Pariiament, that no Mem- 
*' ber of Parliament could be proceeded againft, without the 
<* confent of Parliament. 

His Majefty now found that thcfe peifons could not be 
compoimd»l with, and that their purpofe was, by degrees, to 
get fo much Power into their hands , that they need not 
care for what was left in His ; and that the Lords were in no 
degree to be rdied upon to maintain their Own Privileges, 
much lefi to defend His Rights ; and that they had the power 
generally to impofe upon the People's Underftanding contra- 
ry to their own Senfes, and to pcrfwade them, ^ 1 hat they 
** were in danger to be invaded by Forreign liuemies, when 
the King was not only in peace with all Chriftian Princes, 
but almoft all other Nations fo imbroyled in War, that they 
all deiired the Friendfliip and Aflidance of England ; none 
was in cafe or condition to difturb it : " And that there was 
** a decay and deadhefi of Trade , and Want and Poverty 
" growii^ upon the whole Kingdom, when no man living 
had ever remcmber'd the like Pfenty over the whole Land, 
and Trade was at that heighth, that the like had never been 
known. 

H E refolvcd therefore to remove himfclf to & g^ter di- ih* King 
fiance from Lmdan^ where the Fears and Jealouncs gre#;'»y*'^'f* 
and conftantl)^ to deny to pafs any Aft, that ftiould be recom- 2^!J^' 
mended to him from the two Houses, except what might Loadon. 
concern Irelamd, till he might have a fiill prolpeft of all tniey 
intended to demand, and an e^ual afliirance how far they in* 
tended to gratify him for all his conde(£en(ions ; which refo- 
lutionwas very Parliamentary, it having been rarely known^ 
till tfaisprefent Pariiament, that the King confented to any 
AStSy till the determination of the Seffion. 

The troth is, when his Majefty found the extream ill fuc* 
eels of the aecufation againft theMenhbers, and that the Tu- 
mults , and die Petitioners , were ho other than an Army aC 
the difpolal of thofe, in whom he had no reafon to put his 
confidence , and that all fuch who exprefled any eminent 
zeal to his Service, would be taken from him under the ftyle 
of Delinquents and Malignants, he refolved that the Queen^

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who was very full of fears, iliould go to Ffrtjmiaby Colonel 
Goring, who was Governour thereof, having tbund means to 
make good impredions again in their MajeLties of his Fiddi- 
.ty; and that Himfelf would go to Hully where his Mafg^oine 
of Canon, Arms, and Ammunition was^ and that being fe- 
cured in thofe Ifcrong olaces, whither they who wiQied him 
well, might refort, and be proteded, he would Gc ftill^ till 
thev who were ovcr-adive, would come to reafon. 

But this, though refolved with fo much fecrecy, tbac ic 
was not cummunicated to three perfons ( as I havetieen Go^ 
aflured by thofe who knew) whether by the Treachery of 
one of thofe few, or by the Curiofity of others (which I fa- 
ther believe ) who. found means to over-hear all private dif- 
courfes ( as both Bed-Chambers were inhabitecL and eveij 
comer podefled, by diligent Spies upon their Mafter, and Mh 
ftrels ) was imparted to thofe who procured thofe Orders be- 
fore mentioned for HKliand Portjmoutt^ by reaibn whereoi^ 
and the advice , and promife of many Lords, ^ That they 
<< would firmly unite themfelves for the juft fuppoi; of the 
*< Regal power, with the extream apprdienfion the Queei^ 
had of danger , that Counfcl was bid afide. That^ which 
wrought fo much upon the Queen's fears, belides the general 
obfervacion how the King was betrayed, and how his. Kiglits, 
and Power , were every day wrefted from him, was an ad- 
vertifement, tliat (he had received, of adeGgnin theprevar 
lent Party to have accuied her Majeiiy of Hi^ Treafon i of 
which, without doubt, there had been fomedilcourfe intndr 
molt private Cabals, and, I am perfwaded, was imparted to 
her upon deGgn, and by conm\'ance ( for there were fome 
incorporated into that Fat^ion, who cxa&Iy knew her na* 
(iti*\ iMiluMvs And infirmities ) that the difdain of ic xnigbc 
k»iAu(|».uv Ki u» iomewhat which might give Them advan- 
ws* Aiui ilknily after that difcovery to her Maje^, thofe

^' Ltiac an infufion had been made to the Queen, that there 
*•' was a piirpofc of accufing her of High Treaion^ and folemn- 
ly by Menkgc '« Bcfought her to difcover, \Vho had done 
•^ thaic maliciuuH Office j when they very well knew Who it 
wai^ and for Whofe iake the Queen was brought to return 
AnTwer, « That Ihe had heard iiich a difcourfe, but took no 
notice of it, as never believing it ^ whereas iffhe could have 
been compelled to have difcovercd, how they knew that the 
Qpecn had been informed, all the fecret would have appear^ 
^i the iame perlbnfirft KUingher what was inprojcdioti

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againft her^ and then returning Intelligence of any exprefli* 
onsj and diftemper, he might eafily obferve upoA the appre- 
henfion which the other begot. 

But bodi King and Queen were then upon that difadvan- 
tfige, that all their words, and actions, which were the pure 
remits of their own reafons, and judgments upon what they 
few every day occurred, were called the cflEe<as of evil Coun- 
fds^ that fo they might take the liberty to reproach them with 
the more licence : whiltt what they received by the moft fe^ 
act perjury of Bed-Chamber Spies , or what they forged 
themrdves, was urged as the refult .of common Fame, or the 
tSc&s of their Fears andjealoufies, to the rancour of which 
the xndl precious balm ot the Crown mult be applied. And 
therefore it was concluded, << That the Queen Qiould take the 
** opportunity of her Daughter the Princefs Mary's Journey 
<<into- HolUnd (who had been before married to the young 
Prince of Orif^i;^, and was nowfolemnly dcfircd by the States 
Emb^&dours to come into that Country ) ^< to tranfport her 
^ felf into Hottandy patiently to expedi an amendment of the 
^affiurs €£ England 'j and that the King fliould retire into the 
^ North, and reGde at Tork^ and deny all Particulars , till 
<< die Whole alteration (hould be framed. But the firft refo-^ 
lutioD concerning the Queen was only pubhfhed, the other, 
concemins the King, communicated to very few ^ both their 
Msyeflies being reduced to fo great wants^ that the Queen 
was compelled to coyn, or fell, her Chamber Plate for the 
fupply 01 her mod neceOary occalions, there being no money 
in the Exchequer, or in the power of the Miniflers of the Re- 
venuej the Officers of the Cuftoms, out of which the allow-i 
ance for the weekly fijpport of their Majefties houfhold hpA 
been made, being enjoyned by the Houfe of Commons^ not 
to ifliie out any money, without their particular confent, and 
approbation. 

1 T was evident now that the accufed Members were togi 
mighty for the King or the Law^ and that they would admit, 
no other Judges of their guilt, than Themfelves, nor rules of 
proceeding, than the Plurality of their own voices : and there- 
fore the King refolved to give over any more thought ot that 
bufinefs. And fo to that Petition he Anfwered, ^< That as he 
^* once conceived that he had ground enough to accufe them^ 
^ fo Now he found as good caufe wholely to wave any pro- 
^fecution of them. The other Petition concerning the Mi- 
litia gave hiin move trouble^ for though he was reiblved in 
no degree to confent to it, yet he was willing, till all things 
could oe ready for the Queen's Journey, and fo for his own 
remove, rather to Delay it, than Deny it 3 left the fame Ar- 
aiy of Petitioners might come to Wmdfir to perfwade him, 

D d i which ' 
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with them againft the Eaxlof Strsffbrd^ whom be was known 
aoc to love, nor in any other extravaganq^. 

And then, he was not to be fli^en in his Afiedtion to 
the Government of the Church ; thou^ it was enourt 
known that he was in no degree byaCfed to any great incS^ 
nation to the Perfon of any Church-roan. And with all thxi| 
that Party cirried themlelves towards him with profound re- 
fyeSty not prefuming to venture their own credit in cnde%> 
vourinjg to leflen his. 

It is very true, he wanted fbme of thofe qualities, whidi 
might have been wiQied to be in aPerfonto be trufted.indbe 
Education of a great, and hopeful Prince, and in forming of 
bis Mind and Manners in b tender an Age. He was of tft 
Age not fit for much Adlivity and Fatig^e, and lov'd, and 
was even wedded fo much to his liafe, that he lov'd his Boclk 
above all Exercifes^ and had even contradedfuch aLazineft 
of Mind, that he had no delight in an open and liberal Con- 
▼eriation : and cared not to difeourie , and argue on diofe 
I points, which he underftood very well, only forthe trouble 

I of contending; and couU never impoie upon himfelf tbe 

pain that was necef&ry to be undergone in fuch a perpetual 
attendance : but then diofe lefler duties midit be otherwife 
provided for, and he codd well Support the Dignity of a Go- 
vemour , and exadt that diligence firom others, which he 
could not exercife Himfelf; and his Honour was (b unUe- 
mifhed, that none durft murmur againft the defignation ; and 
therefore his Majefty thought him very worthy of the bi^ 
Truft, againft which there was no other exception, but tbit 
he was not Ambitious of it, nor in tnith willing to receive 
and undergo the Charge, fo contrary to his natural Gonfti- 
tution. &jn; in his pure 2^al and Afiedtion for the Crown, 
and the Confcicnce, that in this conjundure his fiibmiffioa 
might Advance the Kii^s Service, and that the refiifing it 
might prove difadvantageous to his Majefty, He very chear^ 
folly undertook the Province, to the general Satisfo£non and 
publick f o]^ of the whole Kingdom ; and to the no little Ho- 
nour and Credit of the Court, that fo important and beloved 
a Perfon would Attach himfelf to it under (uch a relation, 
when fo many, who lud fcarce ever eaten any Bread but the 
King's^ Detached themfelves firom their dependence, that they 
mi^t without him, and againft him, preferve and improve 
thofe Fortunes , which they had procured and gotten under 
him, and by his Bounty. 
ViiKJrtg Now the Bill for the taking away the Votes of Bifhops out 
fre(fed to pf thc Houfc of Pccrs, whicb was called a BUI for taking;avay 
^Mrli%'fhe all Temporal Jurildiaion from thofe in holy Orders, was no 
i^Atftyf/ts. fooner pafled the Hoi^fe of Peers, than the King was earneftly 

defired 
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deGred " To give his Royal Aflent to it. The King retum'd, 
"That it was a matter of great Concernment : and therefore, 
^*He would take time to Advife, and would return an Anfwer 
'<ia convenient time. But this delay pleafed not their ap- 
petite ; they could not attempt their perfedt Reformation in 
Church and State, till thefe Votes were utterly abolifhed; 
dierefore they fent the fame day again to the King, who was 
yet at Windfity and gave him reafons to perfwade him 
« Immediately to confent to it ; One of which was the Griev- 
•* ances the Subjedls fufferM by the Bifliops exercifing of Tem- 
'*poral Jurifdiaion, and their making a Party in the Lords 
<<Houfe^ a Second, the great Content of all forts by the 
<^ happy ConjunOion of both Houfes in their abfence : and a 
^ Third, that the pading of that Bill would be a comfortable 
^ pledge of his Majeft/s gracious Aflent to the future Reme* 
I <^' dies of thofe Evils, which were to be prefented to him, this 
• "once being pafled. 

Reasons fufficient to have Converted Him , if he had 
the leaft inclination or propenfity to have Concurred with 
Them. For it was, upon the matter , to perfwade him to 
joyn with them in this, becaufe. That being done, he Ihould 
be able to deny them nothing. 

However thofe of greateft Truft about the King, and 
.. who were very faithful to his Service, though in this partt- 
odar exceedin^y deceived in their judgments, and not fu& 
fidendy acquainted with tl}c Conttitution of the Kingdom, 
pofwaded him " That the paffing this Bill was the only way 
« to preferve the Church, there being fo united a Combina- 
"tion in this particular, that he would not be able to with- 
«* ftand it. Whereas, by the pafling this Bill, fo many per- 
<*lbns in both Houfes would be mlly fatisfied, that tn^ 
^ would joyn in no Rirther alteration : but, on the other hand, 
^if they were crofled in this, they would violently endea- 
^^ vour an Extirpation of Biihops, and a demolilhing of the 
•* whole Fabrick of the Church. 

They alledged that he was, upon the matter, deprived 
** of their Votes already, they being not fuflfer'd to come to 
^' the Houfe, and the Major part in Prifon under an accufacion 
«* of High Treafon, of which there was not like to be any 
«• Reformation, till thefe prefent Diflempers were compofed ; 
^' and then that by his Power, and the memory of the indirect 
^ means that hod been u(ed againll them, it would be eafier 
'' to bring them in again, than to keep them in now. They 
^ cold him , there were two matters of ereat Importance 
f^prefled upon him for his Royal Aflent, but they were not 
^ of equal confeqiicnce, and concernment to his Soveraiga 
f< Power : theFiril, that Bill touching the Biihops Votes ; the 

'^ Other, 
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^ Other, the whole Militia of the Kingdotn, the granting of 
^ which would abfolucely diveft him of aU Regal Power j 
^ that he would not be able to deny Both ; but by granting 
^the former, in which he parted with no matter of Moment, 
^he would, it mav be, not be preflcd in the fecond: or if 
^he were, that as ne could not have a more Popular Quarrel 
^ to take up Arms, than to defend himfelf. and to prefer ve that 
^ Power in his hands, which the Law had veded in him, and 
^without which he could not be a King; fo he could not 
^ have a more Unpopular argument for that Contention, thin 
^the prefervation of the Biihops in the Houfe of Peers, which 
^few Men thought EOential, and moft Men belie v'd Preju- 
^dicial, to the Peace and Happinefs of the Kingdom. 

These arguments, though ufed by Mbn whom he mod 
trufted, and whom he knew to have oppofed that Bill in its 
paf&ge, and to be cordially Friends to the Church of EnglamfL 
m Difcipline and Dodbiue, prevail'd not fo much with his ' 
Majeily. as the perfwafions of the Queen; who was not only 
perlwaded to think thofe reafons valid (and there arc that be- 
lieve that Infidion to have been made in Her by her own 
Priefh, by inlbudtions from FtMnctj and for reafons of &ate 
of that Bangdom ) but that her own Safety very much de- 
pended upon the King's content to that Bill ; and that, if 
ne fhould refufe it. Her Journey into HfBamd would be cro<Ied 
by the Parliament, and poflibly her Perfon in danger either 
by the Tumults, which might eafily be brou^t to fPitulJir 
from Wefimmfiety or by the Infurre£tion of the Countries in 
her paflage from thence to Dover^ where fhe intended to 
take Shipping. Whereas by her Interceffion with the King 
to do it, fhe would lay a moft Seafonable and Popular Obli- 

gtion upon the whole Nation, and leave a pleafanc odour of 
r Grace and Favour to the People behind her, which would 
E rove much to her advantage in her abfence; and (he fliould 
ave the Thanks for that Adt , as required by her goodnefs, 
which otherwife would be extorted from the King, when fhe 
was gone. 
TtieKj^g These InGnuations and Difcourfes fo far fatisfied the 
^m 1^ Queen, and (he the King, that, contrary to his moft pofitive 
the 'other Refolution, the King confented, and fent a Commiffion for 
•/ Pr^tn^^ the Enaaine both dbat Bill, and the other about PreOing ; 
Feb. 14. which was A>ne accordingly, to the great Triumph of the 
fioutefeus, the King fending the fame day that he Pafs'd thofe 
Bills, which was the fourteenth of Fehmary^ a Meflage to 
both Houfes; <<That he was affiired his having Pafs'd thofe 
« two Bills, being of fo great importance, fo fuddainly, would 
^ ferve to aflure his Parliament, that he defircd nothing more 
<< than the SatisfaOion of his Kingdom. For Ireland^ he laid, 

«as 
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^ ts he had Concur'd in all Propofitions made for that Ser- 
" vice by his Parliament, fo he was Refolv'd to leave nothing 
^undone for their Relief, which Qiould polTibly iall within 
•' his Power, nor would refiife to venture his own Peribn in 
*^that War, if the Parliament fliould think ic convenient, for 
^' the redu Aion of that miferable Kingdom. 

The palling that Bill for taking, away the Bilhops Votes, 
exceedingly weaken'd the King's Pany ; not only as it fwepc 
away to confiderable a number out of the Houfe of Peers, 
which were conitantly devoted to him i but as it made im- 

freflion on others, wooie minds were in fiifpence, as when 
oundations are ihaken. Befides, they that were beft ac- 
quainted with the King's Nature, Opinions, and Kefolutioor, 
had reafon to believe, that no exigence could have wroudic 
upon him to have confented to fo Anti-Mcxiarchical an Ad; 
and therefore, never after retained any confidence, that he 
would deny what was Importunately asked; and fo, either 
abfolucdy wididrew themfelves from thofe confutations, 
thereby avoiding the envy, and the danger of oppofine them, 
or quietly fufiered themfelves to be* carried by the Scream, 
and to confent to any thing that was Boldly and Luftily at« 
tempted. 

And then it was fo far from dividing the other Party, 
that 1 do not remember One man, who vehementlv iniifted 
on, or indeed heartily wiQied, the palling of that Bill, thac 
ever deferted them, till the Kingdom was in a Flame : but 
on the contrary, very many, who cordially and conltantlj 
oppofed that Ad;, as friends rather to Monarchy than ReU« 
gion, after that Bill, never confidefd or refitted any attempt, 
or further alteration, in the Church, looking on the Bifhops 
as ufelefs to Soveraignty. and fo not of Importance enough 
to be defended by the Sword. And I have heard the iame 
Men, who urged Before, ^ That their places in tliat Houfe 
*' had no relation to the Difcipline of the Church, and their 
<< Spiritual Jurifdidtion, and therefore oudit to be Saaificed 
" to the Prefervation of the other, upon which the Peace, and 
" Unity of Religion fo much depended, fmce argue, « That 
** Since their Power in that Houfe, which was a good Out- 
<' work to defend the King s from Invafion, was taken away, 
*' any other form of Government would be equally, advanti- 
*< ^ous to his Majefty; and therefore, that he ou^t not to 
•* infift on it, with the leaft inconvenience to his condition. 

But that which was above, or equal to all this, was diat 
by his Mqefty ena£bing thofe two Bills, he had, upon the 
matter approved the Circumftances of their paflage, which 
had been by dire£b violence, and almoft force of Arms ; in 
which cafe^ he ought not to have confirm'd the molt Poli- 
tick, 
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tick, or the mofi^ Pious Con(titucioQ8 : Muh fojptm eS U^i 
qua tmrndtuarie fofita eft^ was one of thofe pofitions of Ari^ 
ftotky which ham Never been fince contradi<3rd j and was 
an advantage, that, being well managed, and ftoutljr infifted 
upon, would, in fpig^t ot all their Machinations, which were 
not yet firmly and folidly formed, have brought them to a 
temper of being Treated with. But 1 have ibme caufe'to 
believe, that even this Argument, which was Unanfwerabk 
for the Kejeding that BiU, was applied for the Confinnii^ 
it 9 and an opinion that the violence, and force, ufed in pro« 
curing it, rendered it abfolutely Invalid and Void^ made the 
Confirmation of it le& confiderd, as not being of ftren£th to 
make that Adl good, which was in it. Self Null. And I 
doubt diis Logick had an influence upon other Ads of no 
lefi Moment than thefe : but it was an Erroneous and Un- 
sldliiil fuggeftion^ for an Adt of Parliament, what Qrcum- 
ft^ces foever concurred in the contriving and framing it^ 
wil[ be always of too great reputation to be avoided, or to 
be declared Void, by me fole Authority of any Private Per- 
fims* or the Single power of the King Himfeif . And thou^ 
the Wifdom, Sobriety, and Power, ot a future Parliament, if 
God (hail ever blefs the Kingdom with another Regularly 
ConQituted, may find caufe to declare this, or that AGt of 
Parliament, Void; yet there will be the fame temper requifite 
to liich a Declaration, as would ferve to Repeal it. Ajui it 
may be Then, many men, who abhorr'd the thing when' it 
was done, for the manner of doing it, will be of the Civi- 
lians opinion, Fieri mm debutt^faBmrn valet '^ and never con- 
fent to the Altering of that, which they would never have 
confcnted to the Eltablifliing of j neither will that fingle Pre- 
fident of the Judges in the Cafe of King Henry the Seventh, 
when they declared the Aft of Attainder to be Void by the 
Acceflion of the Crown (though if he had in truth been the 
perfon, upon whom the Crown had Lineally and Rightfully 
defcended, it was good Law ) find, or make, the Judges of 
another Age parallel to them, till the King hath as (Irong a 
Swotd in his hand, and the People as much at his devotion 
anddifpofal; and then the Making, and Declaring Law, will 
be of equal Facility, though it may be not of equal Juftice. 
How much foever the King's Friends were, for the reafons 
aforcfaid, dejeSed upon the pafling thofe two Afls, it is cer- 
tain, They who thought they got Whatfoevcr He lott, were 
mightily Exalted, and thought Themfekes now Superior to 
any Oppofition : And what returns of duty and acknowledge- 
ment they made to the King for that Grace and Favour, is to 
be remembcr'd in the next place. 
* - The fame day thofe two Adts were by his Majefty's Com^ 

mifliorv 
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fflifSon pafled, and as ibon as a very ihort Me(&ge of thanks 
fiirchat favour, as much importing the Safety of both Kiog- 
dosn^ of Eitgiand and Ireland j was confented to, an Ordi- 
nance for the fettlii]^ the Militia was agreed on by both 
Houfes, and, together with a iiil of the Names of fuch Per* 
ims, as for the pr.efent they meant to Confide in, was im- 
mediately fent to the King for his Approbation ; the which, 
bdng iM moft Avowed foundation of all the Miferies that 
hive followed, will be here neceflary to be inferted in the 
very terms and form it was agreed upon, and prefented j and 
WAS as followeth.

A fecond AA of the £ime day, and the only way they took 
to return their thanks and acknowledgment to the Queen 
for her intercdSon, and mediation in the paffingthofe Bills, 
was the opening a Letter they intercepted, which was direct- 
ed to her Miydly. The Lord Digiy > siter their Majefty's 
going to H^tdfir^ when he found in what umbrage he iiood 
with the powerful and prevailing Party, and that they were 
able to improve his going throu^ a Town in a Coach and fix 
hoifes to a Warlike appearance^ and fo to expofo him to the 
fory of the People, at ieaft to the power of the Counties, to 
be fuppreOed, as they had done by their Order, or Procla- 
xnatioa of the twelfth of y^nwrniy, before remembered, and ap- 
pointed to be read in all Market Towns throughout f^A^iv^^ 
concluded for his own fecurity. and to free the King's Coun- . 
Gils from the imputation of his evil influence, to remove 
hirofelf intofome parts beyond the Sets : and fo, by the King's 
leave, and by his licence, was tranfported into HMand^ from 
whence he writ fome Letters to his friends at London , to 
give diem an account where he was , and for fupplying 
himfelf with (bch accommodations as he flood in need of. 
Amongft thefe Letters there was one to his Brother in Law 
S^ Ijevns DiviSy which, by the treachery of that perfon, to 
whofe care it was intnifted for conveyance, was brought to 
the Houfe of Commons : and it being averred, " That it came 
^ from the Lord Dig^ whom they looked upon as a Fugi- 
tive, they made no fcruple of opening it ; and finding another 
in it direoed to the Queen, aiter a very little paufe they did 
the like ; for which they made no other excufe ( when upon

a Mef&ge from tbe King they fent her the tranfcript, for the 
Original they (till kept) than, ^^ That having opened the other 
^Letters, and finding in them lundry exprdlions full of afpe- 
^rity, aiKl malignity to the Parliament, uiey thougtit it very 
^probable, that the like might be contained in that to her 
^Majefty ^ and that it would have been diOionourable to her 
^Majdiiy, and dangerous to the Kingdom, if it fhould not 
^ have b!een opened : And they befought the King to per- 
^ (wade her Majefty, that (be would not vouch&fe any coun« 
^ tenance to , or correfpondence with , the Lord D^hy^ or 
"any other of the Fugitives or Tray tors, whofc oflfences were 
" under the examination and judgement of Parliament. 

In that Letter to the Qieen, were thefe words, <'ff the 
" King betake himfelf to a iafe place, where he may avow 
^and protect: his Servants (from rage I mean and violence^ 
*'fbr from juftice I will never implore it) I Ihall then live in 
" impatience, and in mifery, till I wait upon you. But i^ 
" after all he hath done of late, he (liall betake himfelf to the 
"eafieft and complyanteft ways of accommodation, I am 
"confident, that then I fliall ferve him more by my abfence^ 
" Chan by all my induftry . And in that to Sr Uwis Dives j 
were thefe words : <^ God knows , I have not a thought to 
" make me bluQi towards my Country, much le(s criminal ; 
"but where Tray tors have fo great a fway, the honefte(t 
" thoughts may prove mdt Treafonable. Which gave thofe, 
that thought themfelves concerned, fo great ofifence, diat with- 
in two &JS after, they accufed him of High Treafon ; and 
finding no words in the Letter would amount to that ofifence^ 
they accufed him of levying War againft die King; which 
could have relation to no hSc of his, but what was before 
mentioned at Kin^on upon Thames^ when to the terrour of 
the King's Subjeds , he was feen there in a Coach with fiit 
Horfes. Though this extrav^nc^ of theirs feems to be di**" 
reded againft a particular perfon, 1 could not omit it in this 
place, being accompanied with thofe circumilances. And it 
may be, pofterity may look upon the fe vere profecution of a 
young Noble man of admirable parts, and eminent hopes, in 
io implacable a maimer, as a moft pertinent inftance of the 
Tyranny, and Injuftice of that time, not poflible to end, but 
in (b much wicl^nefs as hath fince been pradtifed. 

A THIRD Adt of that day was the carrying up an Im-ThesAttuf' 
peachment to the Lords againft the King's Acmrney General, ^^ ^*"*?^ 
*«For malicioufly advifing and contriving the Articles upon " '/^f^^^J* 
<« which the Lord Kirnhoitony Mr HfiUU^ Mr Fym^ Mr Hamh- ^ons, 
^denj Mr Strode J and Sr Arthur UafUrig^ had been accufed 
« by his Majefty of High Treafon; it beinjg not thought fecu- 
riry and reparation enough « diac the King had waved any 
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further proceeding againft them, except they left fuch a mo- 
Quoient of their power, that, upon what occafkm or [nrovo- 
cation fbever, no man Qiould preiiime to obey the King in Che 
like cominand : fi> (hat the fime fourteenth of Vthrtuuu that 
was celebrated for the King's condefceniion to that Aa for 

t)utting the Bifliops out of the Houfe of Peers , is famous 
ikewile for thofe three Unparalleiled A^ of contempt upon 
the Sovcraign power ^ the demand of the fole power over all 
the Militia of the Kingdom ^ the opening Letters direded to 
the Sacred perfon of the Qiieen; and the impeaching the At- 
tumey General, JFor performing what he took to be the duty 
of his place, by his Maker's command. All which were veiy 
ill inftances ot that application and compliance his MajdHy 
' had rea(bn to expedl, and fome men had promifed him he 
ihould receive. 
7%' ^n£f Though the King was refolved in no degree to conient 
./ffl/»«r«».fQ jhe Propofition for the Militia, yet he thought not die 
yuutu ^^"^^ feafonable for his pofitive Denyal, the Queen retaining 
ftiU her fears of being fbpped ip her Journey. Therefore^ 
for the prefent, he returned Anf^ifer, ^ That bis deareft Coor 
<<fort the Queen, and his dear Daughter thePrincefi ilfary, 
^ being then u];>oq their departure for HcBsml^ he could not 
<< have fo good time to conuder of a particular anfwer for a 
^ matter of fo great weight, as That was ; and therefore, he 
^ would refpite the bxnc till his return : the King intendix:^ 
to accomp^my the Queen to D^vtr^ and as foon as tht was 
imbarked to return. They received this Anfwer with their 
ufual impatience, and the next day fent Meflengers to him, 
with that, which they called an Humble Petition; in which 
J*w reply, they told him, « That they had, with a great deal of grief, 
<< received his Anfwer to their iuft and neceOary Petition con- 
<^ corning the Militia of the Kingdom; which by a gracious 
<<Me(&^e formerly fent unto them, he had been pleafed to 
^^promife (hould oe put into (iich hands, as his Parliament 
<< ihould approve of, the extent of their power, and the time 
<^ of their continuance, being likewife declared ; the which 
<^ being now done, and the perfons Nominated, his Majefty 
^ nevertheless referved bis reiolution to a longer, and a very 
^uncertain time; which they fiiid, was as unfatisfaiOory suid 
^^ deftrudhve as an abfolute Denial. Therefore, they once 
<' again befought him to take their defire into his Royal 
<< thoughrs^ and to give them fuch an Anfwer, as might raife 
^< in them a Confidence, that they ihould not be expofed to 
"the praSices of thole who thirit after the ruin of this Kin^ 
" dom , and the kindling of that combuflion in EngloMd^ 
"which they had infogrcaf a meafure cflfedted in Irtland; 
"from whence, as they were informed, they intended to 
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<< invade this Kingdom, with the afliftance of the Papifts hef^. 
^ They faid, nothing could prevent thofe evils, nor enable 
^ Chem to fupprefi the Rebellion in Ireland^ and fecure Thenn 
^ felves, but the Inftant granting of that their Petition j which, 
^ they hoped, his Majelty would not deny to thoie, who 
^ mull, in the difcharge of their duty to his Majefty and the 
^ Common-wealth, reprefent unto him, what they found fo 
^ abfolutely neceilary for the prefcrvation of both ^ which 
^ die Laws of God and man enjoy ned them to fee put in exe- 
^ cution, as (everal Counties by their daily Petitions defired 
^ Them to do, and in fome places begun already to Do it of 
^Tbemfeives. Notwithftanding all that importunity, the 
Ku^ made no other Anfwer than formerly he had done^ 
^ That he would give a full Anfwer at his return from Dover. 

I N the mean time, the Houfe of Commons, to whom eve- 
tj day Petitions are dire£ted by the feveral Counties of Eng-^ 
inuL profefling all Allegiance to them, govern Abfolutel]^, 
the Lords concurring, or rather fubmitting, to whatfoever is 
propofed^ infomuch as when they had bailed the twelve 777rL«fi/^ 
bilnops^ who were in the Tower for the Treafon of their *^»^ f*»< ^^ 
Ptoteitation, which they did the next day after the Bill was ?.^*/'^ ''^*- 
pilfed for taking away their Votes, the Houfe of Commons th7^^wons 
m great indignation expoftulated with them, and caufed them renmmit 
immediately again to be recommitted to the Tower. So t'v^* 
they gave tneir private intimations to their Correfpondcnts in 
the Counties, tnat they ihould make fmall entries upon the 
Militia ^ which was done in many places, the people chooGng 
their CMBcers, and Lilting themfelves, and fo Training and 
£jcercifing under the name of Voluntiers : whereby they had Dhers 
opportunity to unite themfelves, to know their Confederates, counties en- 
obierve thofe who were of other opinions, and to provide ^^JJ^'^^jJ*' 
Arms and Amunition againft they Ihould have occaiion.^{7i/r^c 
The Tower of London was at their Devotion, and Hull was muuc, 
their own ; the Mayor of that place having been lately fent 
for and reprehended, for having fiud« ^ That they ought not 
^to have Soldiers billetted upon tnem by the Petition of 
* Right, and for refufing to fubmit that Town , which was 
^ His charge, to the Government of Mr Hofham-y and after a 
tedious and chargeable attendance, without being brought to 
apubiick hearing, he was perfwaded to fubmit 3 and fo was 
diicharged. 

Then they fell to raifii^ of money under pretence of^-J'^^^^*^'^'^ 
the relief of Irelnndy and, for that purpofe, prepared « An Aft p,JI^„'^ ,f 
•* for the payment of four hundr&l thoufand pounds to fuch reiinhig 
^perfonsas were Nominated by themfelves, and to be dif-ireiarrT 
^burfed dxid iSbed in fucb manner, and to fuch ufes, as the 
^ two Hoofes {bould dureO^ which the King confirmed ac-^ 
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*« cordlngly ; whereby they had a ftock of credit to raife mo- 
nies, whcnfoevcr they found themfelves put to it : And this 
could not be prevented; for the King having committed the 
carrying on the War of Irelandto them,and they being engaged 
both for the payment of the arrears to the Officers of the 
Northern Army disbanded the Summer before, and of the 
three hundred thoufand pounds to the Scotfy his Majeftv was 
neceflitatedto pafs the AGt with fuch General claufes, that ic 
might be in their power to divert the money to other ufes 
* than tbofe to which it was given ; as it afterwards fell out. 
Vie Sljum The Qieen being (hipped for HoUandyhis Majcfty returned 
Ho{\Lt^ to Greenmcty whither he had fent to the Marquis of Hert- 
thei^g fi^^ ^o bring the Prince of Woks from Hapfpten-Court to 
returns f meet him; of which as foon as the Houfes were advertifed. 
Green- they fcnt a Meflage to the King, who was upon his way bom 
Tb^pnU^r' ^^^^'> ^o ^^^"^ ^^^y ^' That the Prince might not be remov- 
meets him. " ^d from Hafffpton-Omrty for that they Conceived his removal 
** at That time, might be a caufc to promote Jealoufies and 
^ Fears in the hearts of his good Subjedbs, which they thought 
^ neceflary to avoid ; and, at the fame time, fent an exprefi 
Order to the Marquis of Hertfordy ^ To require him noc 
''to fufier the Prince to go to^ Greenwich ^ but his Lordflup, 
choofing rather to obey the King's commands than Theirs, 
carried his Highnefs to his Father; of which the Houfes no 
iboner were informed, than they fent fome Members of both 
Houfes to Greenwich " To bring the Prince from thence to 
Zandon. But when they came thither, they found the King, 
whom they did notexpedt there; and fo made no attempt 
to perform that command. The reafon of this extravagancy 
( befides their natural humour to affi-ont the King, and this 
feeming care of the Prince was a Popular thing) was pre- 
tended to be an information they had received from a Mem- 
ber of the Houfe. 

There was one Griffith^ a young Welfh-man, of no parts 
of reputation, but for eminent Licence ; this youth had long, 
with great boldnefi, followed the Court, and pretended to 
preferment there ; and fo in the Houfe had always oppofed, 
as far as not confenting, all the undutifiil Ads towards the 
King, and, upon this ftock of merit, had prefled more confi- 
dently for a reward ; and, when the Queen was ready to take 
fliipping at Dover for Holland^ he barefaced importuned her 
to mediate to the King, « That he might be forthwith ad- 
<«mitted of the Princess Bed-Chamber; the which her Maje- 
fty rcfiifing, he told his Companions, « That fince he could 
^ not render himfelf confiderable by doing the King Service, 
*^ he would be confiderable by doing him Diflervice : and fo 
made great hafte to London:, and openly in the Houfe told 
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them ( the fame day that the Prince was to go to Greenwich ) 
•* That if they were not exadHy careful, they would fpeedily 
** lofe the Prince ; for , to His knowledge^ there was a de- 
'^fign and refolution immediately to carry him into France. 
From which fenfelefs and groundlefs information , he was 
taken into their favour^ and, his Malice fupplying the defedt 
of other parts, was thenceforth taken into Truft, andufed as 
their Bravo to jultify all their Excefles in Taverns and Ordi- 
naries. And I faw Mr Hambden^ lliortly after this difcovery, 
take him in his arms, telling him, '' His Soul rejoyced to fee, 
** that God had put it into his Heart to take the right way. 

T o their Meflage the King fent them word, " That to 
^ their Fears and Jealoufies he knew not what Anfwer to 
" give, not being able to imagine from what grounds they 
*^ proceeded ; but if any infbrnnation had been given to them 
**to caufe thofe apprehenfions , he much defired the fame 
^' might be examined to the bottom ; and then he hoped that 
*^ their Fears and Jealoufies would be hereafter continued 
** only with reference to his Majefly's Rights and Honour. 

The Queen being gone, and the Prince come to his Fa- The KJns** 
thcr at Greenwkhy the King fent an Anfwer to the two Houfes/*^^^ *^- 
conceming the Militia; «« That having, with his beftcare and^,.""^^ 
*< underftanding, perufed and conOdered that, which had been uiiitia. 
•* fent him from both Houfes, for the ordering the Militia to 
^ be made an Ordinance of Parliament by the giving his Royal 
<' Aflent, as he could by no means do it for manyreafons, 
^^ fo he did not conceive himfelf obliged to it by any pro- 
^ mife made to them in his Anfwer to their former Petition. 
^ He faid, he found great caufe to except againft the Preface, 
*' or Introdudion to that Order ; which confefled a moftdan- 
^'gerous and defoerate defigii upon the Houfe of Commons 
<'of late, fuppofed to be an eflfedl of the bloody Counfels of 
^* Papiits, and other ill aflfedted Perfons, by which many might 
« underitand ( looking upon other Printed Papers to that pur- 
^* pofe ) his own coming in Perfon to the Houfe of Com- 
** mons on the fourth of January y which begot fo unhappy a 
" mifunderfhuiding between him and his People. And for 
«* that, though he belicv'd it , upon the information fince 
<* given him, to be a breach of tneir Privileges, and had of- 
** fcr'd, and was ready, to repair the fame for the future, by 
** any Adt fliould be defired from his Majefty ; yet he mult 
^ dedare, and require to be believed, that he had no other 
•' defign upon that Houfe, or any Member of it, than to rc- 
** quire, as he did, the Perfons of thofe five Gentlemen he 
<< nad before accufed of High Treaibn, and to dedare that 
«c he meant to proceed againft them legally , and fpeedily ; 
« upon which he bclicv'd that Houfe would have aclivercd 
«ibem up. Ee 3 "He 
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<< H E called the Almighty God to witnefs, that he was fo 
<* fiir horn any intention, or thought of Force or Violence^al- 
<< though that Houfe had not delivered them according to his 
^( demand, or in any cafe whatfoever, that he gave cbofe his 
'< Servants, and others, who then waited on his Majefty, ex- 
<' prefs charge and command, that they (hould give no of- 
'^^ fence unto any Man ^ nay if they received any provocation 
<^ or injury, that they ihouid bear it without remrn ; and he 
<^ neither faw, nor knew, that any Perfon of his train had anv 
c< other weapons, but his Penfioners and Guard, thofe with 
<' which they ufually attend his Perfon to Parliament ; and 
*^ the other Gendemen, Swords. And therefore he doubted 
^< not, but the Parliament would be regardfiil of his Honour 
<^ therein, that he ihouid not undei^o any imputation by the 
<' rafh and indifcreet expreflions of any young Men then in hi9 
** train, or by any defperate words utter'd by others, who 
<^ might mingle with thjcm without his Conlent or Appro^ 
<' bacion. 

'^ F o R the Perfons nominated to be the Lieutenants of th9 
<< (everal Counties oi England 2Xid Waks^ hefaid he was con*^ 
<' tented to allow that recommendation j only concerning rbsi 
<< Ciry of lAndoH^ and fuch other Corporations as by ancient 
c< Charters had granted to them the Power of the Militia, he 
«* did not conceive that it could (land with luftice or Policy 
<« to alter their Government ijn that particular. And he was 
<« willing forthwith to grant to every one of them, that of 
<< £tf9^M and other Corporations excepted, fuch Commiflions 
<^ as he had granted this Parliament, to fome Lords Lieuter 
<« nants by their advice. But if that Power were not thou^t 
<< enough, but that more ihouid be thought fit to be granted 
«< to thofe Perfons named, than, by the Law, is in the Crowa 
^ it felf^ he faid,he thought it reafonable that the fame fliould 
<* be by fome Law firft veitcd in him, with Power to tranf- 
«fer it to thofe Perfons; which he would willingly do : and 
<< whatever that Power ihouid be, to avoid all luture doubts 
<< and queftions, he defired it mig^t be digefted into an A& 
'< of Parliament , rather than an Ordinance; fo that all his 
<< Subjeds might thereby particularly know , both what they 
^* were to do, and what they were to fuffer for their negiedt ; 
<^ that fo there might be the leaft latimde for them to fuSer 
" under any Arbitrary Power whatfoever. 

*' To the lime defired for die Continuance of the powers 
<< to be granted, he &id, he could not confent to divef fc him- 
" felf of the juft Power, which God, and the Laws of the 
^^ Kingdom, had placed in him for the defence of his People, 
^< and to put it into the hands of others for any indefinite 
'* time. Ajad finoetbe ground of their requejEt to him was to 
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^^ fecure their prefent Fears and Jealouiies, that they might 
'< with iafety apply themfelves to his Meflage of the loth oija* 
^ muMry^ he hoped that his Grace to them (ince that time, in 
'< yielding to fo many of their deiires, and in agreeing to the 
*^ reribns now recommended to him, and the Power before 
^'exprefled to be placed in them, would wholely difpel 
^ thofe Fears and Jealoufies j and he afliired them, that as he 
^'had apply'd this unufuai remedy to their doubts^ fo, if 
<^ there inould be caufe, he would continue the fame to fuch 
^ time, as Ihould be agreeable to the iame care he now ex* 
'^^ preflfed towards them. 

'^He faid, he was fo far from receding from any thing 
^^ be had promifed, or intended to grant in his former An- 
<^ fwer, that he had hereby confented to all that had been then 
^ asked of him by that Petition, concerning the Militia of 
'^ the Kingdom, except that of Ltrnd^n^ and the other Corpo- 
*^ rations ^ which was, to put the fame into the hands of fuch 
<^ Perfons, as fliould be recommended to him by both Houfes 
** of Parliament. And he doubted not but they, upon well 
<< weighing the particulars of that his Anfwer, would find 
^^ the &me more (atisfa&ory to their ends, and the Peace and 
" Welfare of all his good Subjedis, than the way pf opofed by 
'^that intended Ordinance^ to wliicb, for thole reafons, he 
^ could not confent. 

** A N D whereas he obferved by their late Petition, that in 
^ ibme places, fome Perfons begun already to intermeddle of 
** themfelves with the Militia, he faid, he expcfled his Par- 
'^ liament ihould examine the particulars thereof, it being a 
" matter of high concernment, and very great confequencc. 
«^ And he required, that if it (hould appear to them, that any 
*'Ferfon whatfoever had prefumed to Command the Militia 
" without lawiiil Authority, they might be proceeded againll 
^ according to Law. 

It feems this was not the Anfwer they promifed them- r^/w^/^o 
felvcs i for, at the publiQiing it, they were marvelloufly tranf- i^^^fes «f < 
ported, and immediately Voted, both Houfes concurring in it, '^• 
'« That thofe who advifed his Majefty to give that Anfwer, 
*^ were Enemies to the State, and mifchievous projeftors ar 
** g^ainft the defence of the Kongdom : That that denial was 
'* of that dangerous Confequence, that if his Majefty ihould 
*' perfift in it, it would hazard the Peace and Slafety of all 
."his Kingdoms, unlefe fome fpeedy Remedy were apply'd by 
•* the WiHom, and Authority of both Houles of Parliament : 
•* And that fuch parts of the Kingdom, as had already put 
*' themfelves into a pofture of Defence againft the Common 
" Danger, had done nothing but what was juftifiable, and was 
" approved by both Houfes. And having caufed thefc, and 
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fuch other Refblutions to be immediately publifhed in Print, 
that their Friends abroad might know what they had to do, 
they fent a Committee of both Houfes to the King at Tb€§' 
\AVetitUn y^lds with another Petition; in which they told him, *'That 
^Hotrl^to " *^^^ y^^ apprehentions of Sorrow and Fear, in refpedl of 
thei^Fat " the publick Dangers and Miferies like to fall upon his Ma- 
TheobSds. ^^ ye^y and the Kingdom, were much increafed upon the re- 
^' ceipt of his unexpeded denial of their mofl Humble and 
** Neceflary Petition concerning the Militia of the Kingdom ; 
*' and diat they were efpecially griev'd, that wicked and mif- 
*' chievous Counfellors fliould ftill have that Power with him, 
^^as in that time of approaching and imminent Ruin, be 
'^fliould rather incline to that, which was apt to fiirther 
'^ the accomplifhment of the defires of the moft Maiienant 
** Enemies of God's true Religion, and of the Peace and &ifety 
'< of himfelf, and his Kingdom, than to the Dutiful and Faid>- 
^^ful Counfel of his Parliament. Wherefore, they faid, they 
*^ were inforced in all Humility to proteft, that, if his MajeHy 
^'fhould perfilt in that denial, the dangers and diftemperscn 
'^ the Kingdom were fuch, as would endure no longer delav : 
'^ but unlefs he fhould be gracioufly pleafed to aOiire tbem oy 
** thofe Meflengers, that he would fpeedily apply his Royal 
*^ Aflent to the fiidsfadtion of their former defires, they Qiould 
" be inforced, for the Safety of his Majefly and his King- 
^*doms, to difpofe of the Militia by the Authority of both 
'^ Houfes, in fuch a manner as had been propounded to him; 
*^ and they refolv'd to do it accordingly. 

** T H E Y Ukewife moft Humbly befought his Majefly to 
<^ believe, that the dangerous and defperate defign upon the 
*^Houfe of Commons, mentioned in their Preamble, was not 
<« inferted with any intention to caft the leaft afperiion upon 
^* his Majefty ; but therein they refledted upon that Malignant 
^' Party, of whofe Bloody and Malicious praftices they had 
<^ fo often experience, and from which they could never be 
'^(ecure, unlefs his Majefty would be pleafed to put from 
<^ him thofe wicked and unfaithful Counfellors , who inter* 
*^ pofed their own corrupt and malicious defigns, betwixt his 
« Majefty's Goodnefs and Wifdom , and the profpcrity and 
*' contentment of himfelf, and of his People : And that for the 
«* difpatch of the great ASairs of the Kingdon, the Safety of 
*^ his Perfon, the Protc<aion and Comfort of his Subjefts, he 
<^ would be pleafed to continue his abode near to London^ and 
**the Parliament^ and not to withdraw himfelf to any the 
<* remoter parts, which if he fhould do, muft needs be a caufe 
^« of great danger and diftraflion. 

" T H A T He would likewife be gracioufly pleafed to con- 
•^ tique the Prince's Highnds in thofe parts at S^ Janm\ 
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'^ or any other of his Houfcs near London -^ whereby the de- 
^' ^ns, which the Enemies of the Religion^ and Peace of the 
<< Kingdom might have upon his Per&n , and the Jealoufies 
"and Fears of his People might be prevented. 

And they befought him to be informed by them , that, 
" By the Laws of the Kingdom, the Power of raifing, order- 
** iiig, and difpofing of the Militia within any City, Town, 
**or other Place, could not be granted to any Corporation by 
*' Charter, or otherwife, without the Authority and Confcnc 
*'of Parliament ; And that thofe parts of the Kingdom, which 
**had put thcmfelves in a pofture of Defence againit the 
** Common danger, had therein done nothing but according 
*^ to the Declaration and Direftion of both Houfes, and what 
'^ was jultifiable by the Laws of the Kingdom. All which 
** their moft humble Counfel and Defires rtiey prayed him to 
^'accept, as the efiedt of that Duty and Allegiance, which 
*' they owed unto him, and which would not uiffer them to 
*' admit of any thoughts, intentions, or endeavours, but fuch 
*'as were neceffary and advantageous for his Greatnefs, and 
"Honour, and the Safety, and Profperity of the Kingdom, 
*' according to that Truft and Power which the Laws hSd re- 
"pofed in them. 

As SOON as the Petition was read, the King told them^^^V' 
that prefentcd it, " That he was fo much amazed at their Mef-^'/*"* *^ 
"fiige, that he knew not what to Anfwer. He faid, they^**^* 
" (poke of Jealoufies, and Fears, but he defired them to lay 
** uieir hands to their hearts, and ask thcmfelves, whether He 
"might not likcwife be diiturbed with Fears and Jealoufies? 
" and if fo, he aflTured them, that MeC&ge had nothing lef- 
•^fcncd them. 

"For the Militia, he faid, he had thought fo much of ic 
''before he fcnt his Anfwer, and was fo well aflured that the 
** Anfwer was agreeable to what, in juftice or reafon, They 
** could ask, or He in Honour grant, that he fliould not alter 
^'it in any point. 

^ F o R his Refidence near them, he faid, he wifhed it might 
** be fo Safe and Honourable, chat he had no caufe to abfcnt 
«himfelf from l0>fte-HaU\ He bid them ask themfclves, whe- 
<« thcr he had not ? For his Son^ « He faid, he (hould take that 
^ tare of him, which (hould jultify him to God, as a Father ; 
« and to his Dominions, as a King. To conclude, he afTured 
««them upon his Honour, that he had no thought but of 
•^ Peace, and Juftice to his People ; which he would by all 
«* fiur means feek to preferve and maintain, relying upon the 
« Goodnefs and Providence of God for the prefervation of 
^ himfelf, and his Rights. 

This being fuddainly, and with more than ufiial quick- 

ne(i 
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^ fir am U^Umnb in lreUmilo\A% Brother in Ev^ilntn^ and 
^many others) that they would recover untoms Majelty 
*' his Royal Prerogative, wrefted from him by the Puriitn 
^^Fadion inthe Houfes of Parliament iviEttgland*^ and would 
^'maintain Epifcopaljurirdidiion, and the lawfulnefs thereof; 
^ which, they feicl, were the two quarrels, upon which his 
^ lace Army in the North ihould have been incenfed againft 
.*' them. 

4. ^^ T H E caufe they had to doubt that the late defigtu 
** ityrd the Queen's Pious Intention, was for the alteration of 
*' Religion in this Kingdom , for fuccefs whereof the Pope's 
** Nuncio ( the Qa\jxiX.R9zjBtti\ enjoyn'd Faftingand Praying 
" to be obferv'd every week by the Em0b Papifts ; which, 
^^ they faid, appear'd to them oy one of the original Letters 
^' diredted by him to a Prieft in LancafUre. 

Jr. "The boldnefs of the Irijb Rebels in affirming they 
o nothing but by Authority from the King ; that they caU 
<« themfelves the Queen's Army ; tlwt the prey and booty 
^« they take from the Engbjb^ they mark with the Queen^ 
^ mark ; that their purpofe was to come into E«glaj§dj when 
^ their bufinefs was done in Ireland'^ and fundry other thines 
« of that kind, which, they faid, were prov'd by one Ocwndfy^ 
c' and others ^ but efpecially in the foremention'd Letter from 
** Triftram WheUomhyvAicxtm there was this paCE^, That ma- 
«ny other Speeches they utter, concerning Religion, and our 
<< Court of England J which he dares not commie to Paper. 

6. ''The many attempts to provoke his late Army, and 
" the Army of the Scots^ and to raife a Faaion in the City of 
*' Liondony and other parts of the Kingdom. That thofe who 
«« had been Ad:ors in thefe bufineflTes^ had rheir dependence^ 
^ their countenance, and encouragement , from the Court j 
« witnefs thcTreafon, whereof Mr Jermyn^ and others ftood 
"accufed: who, they faid, was tranfporced bevond Seas by 
<^ Warrant under his Majdfty's own hand, after he had given 
<^ aQurancc to his Parliament, that he had laid a {tri<2 Com- 
'* mand upon his Servants, that none of them Ihould depart 
*«from Court. And that dangerous Petition delivered to 
^' Captain Lag by his Majefty's own hand, accompanied with 
^' a du'edtion Sign'd with C K. 

7. "The mfe and fcandalous accuEition againft the Lord 

** Kimholton^ and the five MenAers of the Houfe of Com- 

*^ mons , tendered to the Parliament by his own Command, 

*'and endeavour'd to be juftiiy'd in the City by his own Pre- 

^< fence and Perfwalion, and to be put in execution upon their 

"Perfons by his demand of them in the Houfe of Commons, 

" in fo terrible and violent a manner, as far exceeded all for- 

** mcr breaches of Privileges of Parliament aftedby his Ma- 

"jelty. 
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" jefty, or any of his Prcdeccflors : and they fiid, whatevtt 
* his own intentions were, divers bloody and defperatc pier- 
^ fbnsj^ chat attended him, difcovered their afiedions, and re- 
^ iblutions, to have Maflacr'd and deftroyed the Members of 
^ that Houfe, if the abfence of thofe peribns accufed had 
** iiot^ by God's providence, ftop'd the giving that V^d^ 
** which they expeded for the fetting them upoQ that barba* 
** reus and bloody AS : The lifting of Officers, and Soldiers^ 
^Rx a Guard at White-Holly and fuch other particulars. 

8. ** T H A T, after a Vote had pafled in the Houfe of Com- 
^ mens, declaring that the Lord Digify had appeared in a War- 
^ like manner at Kmgfion upon Thames^ to the terrour and 
^ sfl&ight of his Majelt/s good Subjeds, and difturbance of 
«* the publick Peace of the Kingdom, he (hould neverthelefi 
^ be in that credit with his Majefty, as to be fenc away by 
** his Majefty's own Warrant to S' y. Fenninffon to land him 
^ beyond Seas : from whence he vented his own Trayterous 
^conceptions, that his Majefty Qiould declare himfelf, and 
^ retire to a place of ftrength ^ as if he could not be &fe 
^ amcmgft his People. Whidi fiilfe and malicious counfel, and 
^ advice, they faid, diey had great caufe to doubt, made too 
^ deep an impreflion upon his Majefty, conGdering the courfe 
*' he was pleafed to take of abfenting himfelf from his Parlia- 
^ ment, and carrying the Prince with him ; which feemed to 
^'exprefi a purpoie m his Majefty to keep himfelf in a readi- 
^ neis for the a<aing of it. 

9. •* The many advertifements they had from RonKy Fa- 
^^ risy Vemkty and other parts, that they flill expedled that his 
^ Majefly had fome great defign in hand, for the altering of 
^ Religion, and the breaking the neck of his Parliament. 
^^ That die Pope's Nuntio had follicited the Kin^ of France^ 
^ and Sfaimy to lend his Maiefty four thoufknd Men apiece^ 
^to help to maintain his Royalty againft the Parliament. 
^^ And they faid, as that Forrei^ Force was the moft pemi- 
^ cious, and N^ignant defign of all the reft; fb they hoped 
*'it was, and ihould allways be, fartheft from his Majefty's 
^ thoughts ; becaufe no Man would believe he would give up 
^ his People, and Kingdom, to be fpoil'd by Strangers, if 
^< he did not likewife intend to change both ms own Profef^ 
^fion in Religion, and the Publick profeflion of the King- 
^ dom, that fo he might be itill more afliired of thofe For- 
<< reign States of the Popiih Religion for their future Support, 
^ and Defence. 

** T H E s E, they faid, were (bme of the grounds of their 
^ Fears and Jealouties, which had made them fo eameftly Im- 
^* plore his Royal Authority, and Protedtion, for their De- 
** fence, and Security, in aU the ways of Humility and Sub- 

^<miffionj 
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<<mi(fionj which being denied by his Majefty, feduced bj 
^< evil Counfel, they did, with (brrow for the great and ud- 
^avoidable mifery and danger, which was thereby like to 
^^ fall upon his own Perfon, and his Kingdoms, apply dmn- 
<< felves to the ufe of that Power for the iecuricy and defence 
^< of both, which, by the fundamental Laws and Conftitutions 
^< of the Kingdom, refided in them ; yet (till refolving to keep 
'^ themfelves within the bounds of Faithfulnefs, and Allegiance 
'^ to his Sacred Perfon, and Crown. 

*' T o the Fears and Jeaioufies exprcflcd by his Majefty, 
<^ when lie fiud, that for his Relidence near the Parliament^ he 
^^ wifhed it might be fo fafe and honourable, that he had no 
^^ caufc to abfcnt himfelf from Wbite-HaU: That, they fiud, 
^ they took as the greateft breach of Privilege, that could be 
^^ofier'd^ as the heaviefl; mifery to Himfelf, and imputatkni 
^^ ujpon Them, that could be imaged, and the moft nuf- 
^^ cbievous efkii of evil Counfels ; it rooted up the ftroiugeft 
^^ Foundation.of Che fafety, and honour, the Qown a£R}r£d; 
^^ it feem'd as much as might be, they £u(L to caft upon the 
'< Parliament fuch a Charge, as was inconfiftent with the na- 
^^ aire of that great Council, being the Body, of whidi his 
^' Majefiy was the Head ; it ftruck at the very Being botb of 
*^ the King and Parliament, depriving his Majefty, in his own 
** apprehenfion, of Their Fidelity, and Them of His Prote- 
^ dion 'y which are the natural bonds and fupports of Go* 
•* vemmenr, and Subjedkion. 

'< T H E Y faid, they had according to his Majefty's defire^ 
'^ laid their hands upon their hearts ; they had asked them* 
** felves in the ftridlett examination of their ConlEciences j they 
<^ had (earched their afiedtions, their thoughts, coniidered 
^^ their actions ; and they found none, that could give his 
*' Majefty any juft occaiion to abfent himfelf from Wbhe-Haff^ 
^'and his Parliament ; but that he might, with more honour 
*' and iafety, continue There, than in any other place. They 
^^ (aid, his Majefty laid a General Tax upon mem : if he 
^^ would be graciouily pieafed to let them know the Particu- 
^* lars, they ibould pve a clear and fatisfaftory Anfwer. But, 
** they fiud, they could have no hope of ever giving his Ma- 
** jefty fatisfiwaion, when thofe Particulars , which he had 
**been made believe were true, yet, being produced, and 
** made known to them, appeared to be felfe ; and his Ma- 
*' jeity notwithttanding would neither puniih, nor produce 
*' the Authors, but go on to contraft new Fears and Jealou- 
•^fies, upon General and Uncertain grounds; affording them 
" no means, or poflibility of Particular Anfwer to the clearing 
^^ of themfelves, of which they gave him thefe Inftances. 
« 1, The Speeches pretended to be fpokcn at Kenfiugton con- 

*' cerning 
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«cerning the Queen, which had been denied and difavowed^ 
<<yec his Majelty had not named the Authors, x. The 
^ Charge and Accufiition of the Lord Kimtoltany and the five 
<< Members, who refiifed no Trial or Examination, which 
^ might ftand with the Privii^s of Parliament ; yet no Aii- 
" thors, no Wimcfles , were produced, againit whom they 
<< might have reparation for the great injury, and infamy calt 
<<upon them. 

^ T H E Y befoujght his Majefly to confider in what State 
^ he was, how ea^ and fair a way he had to Happinefs, Ho- 
^ nour, Greatnefi, and Plenty, and Security, if he would joyn 
^ with his Parliament, and his faithful SubjeAs , in the de* 
^ fence of the Religion, and the Publick Good of the King- 
^ dom. That, they (aid, was all they expected from him, and 
^kx that, they would return to him their Lives, Fortunes^ 
^and utmoft endeavours to flipport his Majefty, his juitSo- 
^ veraienty, and a Power over tnem. But, they faid, it was 
^ooc Words that could fecure them in thofe their Humble 
^defires; they could not but too well and ibrrowfully re^ 
^member, what gracious Meflages they had from him the lafl 
^ Summery when, with His privity, the bringing up of the 
^ Ariny was in agitation : Tnev could not but with the like 
^a£{b£cions recall to their minds, how, not two days before 
^he gavediredion for the aforementioned Accufiition, and 
^his own coming to tlie Commons Houfe. that Houle re- 
^ceiv'd from him a Gracious Meflage, that he would always 
^have care of Their Privile^, as of his Own Preroga- 
c'tive; and of the fafety of Their Perfons, as of his Owa 
«ChikIren. 

^ They fiiid^ that which they expeded, and which would 
^ give them aflurance that he had no thought but of Peace, 
<< and Juflice to his People, muft be foroe real efiedl of his 
^^ Goodnefs to them, in granting thofe things, which the pre* 
^fent neceffity of the Kingdom did inforce them to deiire. 
<< And in the firit place, tl^ he woukl be graciouCly plcafed 
<^to put from him thofe wicked, and mifchievous Counfel- 
^lors, whidi had caufed all thofe dangers, and diftradions j 
^'and to continue his own Reiidence, and the Prince's, near 
^ UmdMy and the Parliament, which, they hoped, would be 
^8 happy beginning of Contentment, and Confidence be- 
^tween Him and his People^ and be followed with many 
^ fucceeding Bleflings of Honour and Greatneis to his Majeltv, 
^ and of Security ami Profperitv to Them. 

I N the Debate of this Declaration, the like whereof had 

never before been heard of in Parliament, in which they took 

his Majedy's doubt of his faiety at Whtti^Hall fo heavily, that, 

they faid, ^ It feemed to caft fuch a charge upon the Parlia- 

« menr. 
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^ment, as was incoofiftenc with the nature of that great 
<' Council ( fo apprehenfive they were of the lead fufpicion of 
want of freedom ) the Prevalent Party carried themfelves 
with that pride, and impetuoGtyy that they would endure no 
oppolition or difpute, mfomuch as Sr Rmlpb Hoptm (who 
indeed was very grievous to them for not complying with 
them ) for objeding againft fome (ham expreffions in the De- 
claration (before it pafled the Houlc, and when the Que- 
ftion was, whether it inould pafs) as being too diftant from that 
reverence, which ought to beuied to the King^ and for fay* 
ing, upon a Claufe, in which they mentioned their General 
Intelligence from Rame^ Venice^ Parky and other places, of 
fome deOgn the King had upon Religion, and the Parliament, 
from whence they ieemed to conclude that the King would 
change his Religion, ^That they ieemed to ground an opi- 
^nion of the King's Apoftacy,upon alefi evidence, than would 
^ ferve to hang a Fellow for ftealing a Horfe, was committed 
to the Tower of Londouy ^ For laying an imputation upon 
^ that Committee , which had drawn up the Declaration. 
Notwithftanding which, after they had imprifon'd him, they 
thought fit to make That expreflion le(s grofs, and poiiiive; 
though as it is fet down above (in which words it pauecL and 
was delivered to the King) it was thought by (landers by to 
be very unagreeable to the Gravity of a wife Court, and to the- 
Duty of Subjedis. 

But in this particular, in opprefling all thofe who were 
of different opinions from them, their carriage was fo noto- 
rious and terrible, that Spies were fet upon, and inquiries 
made upon all private, light, cafiial difcouries, which fell from 
thofe who were not Gracious to them : As Mr Trelavmey^ a 
Member of the Hou(e of Commons, and a Merchant of great 
reputation, was expelled the Houfe, and committed to Pri- 
fon, for having faid, in a Private difcourfe in the City, to a 
Friend, <^ That the Houfe could not appoint a Guard for them- 
^felves without the King's confent, under pain of Hig^ 
** Trea(bn : Which was proved by a Fellow, who pretended to 
overhear him 3 when the Perfon himfelf, with whom the con- 
ference was held, declared, *^That he (aid, it Might be im- 
^puted to them for High Treafon : and it was coafiefled on 
all parts, that the words were (boken long before the difco- 
very, and fome days before the Houfe had Refolved, <^That 
^ they would have a Guard. And afterwards, upon the old 
flock of their diflike, when the War begun to break out, they 
again imprifoned this honed Gentleman; fei2.ed upon all his ^ 
Eftate, which was very good ; and fuffer'd him to aye in Pri- 
fon for want of ordinary relief^ and refreihment. 

And in this very time, we (peak of, and in the very bu« 

unefs 
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finefi of t^e Militia, when every ixj very great multitudes of 
Petitions from molt of the Counties or JS^^Atm/, and from 
the City of JUmden^ were prefented to both Houfes, to de- 
fire they mi^t be put into a pofhire of defence 3 and that 
they would caufe the Ordinance for the Militia to be fpccdi- 
ly executed, which was ailedged to be an inllance of the peo- 
ple's defire throughout the Kingdom, and the chief ground 
of their proceeding 9 the moft fi3)ftantial Qtizensof Londou 
both in Reputation and Eftate, finding that the Militia of that 
Oty, with which bv their Charter, and Conltant Frafiice, 
die Lord Mayor had been always intruded, was now with a 
moft extravagant power to be committed to a Number of 
Fadious perfons of the City, part of whom coniifted of men 
of no fortune, or reputation, refolv'd to Petitipn both Hou- 
fes ^ Not to alter the original conftitution, and right of their 
^ Qty : and, to that purpofe, a Petition was figned by fome 
hundreds, and very probably would in few days have been 
fubfchbed by all, or moft or the luMtantial Citizens of Lon- 
don. The Houfe had notice of tliis Petition, which they call* 
ed another Confpiracy and Plot againft the Parliament, and 
immediately immployed a Member of their own to procure a 
fi^t ofit^ who, under a truft of redelivering it, got it into 
his hands, and brought it to the Houfe of Commons ; upon 
which, (bme principal Citizens, who had fubfcribed it, were 
examined, and committed to Prifon; and a direction given, 
that a Charge, and Impeachment flK>uld be prepared againft 
the Recorder of Jjmdon^ who, they heard, had been of Coun- 
cil in the drawing up, and preparing that Petition, and they 
knew, was oppofite to their Tumultuary proceedings. So 
when the chief Gentlemen of Oxford-jhire heard, that a Pe- 
tition had been delivered to the Houfe of Commons in their 
Name, and the name of that County, againft the eftabliihcd 
Government of the Church, and for the exercife of the Mili- 
tia, they s^mbled tc^ether to draw up a Petition difavowing 
die former, and to deiire, " That the fettled Laws might be ob- 

* ferved 5 of which the Lord Say having notice, he procured 
the chief Gentlemen to be fent for as Delinquents, and fo 
furoreflcd that Addrefs : And this was the meafure of their 
Juiftice in many other particulars of the (ame nature, receiving 
and cherilhing ail mutinous, and feditious Petitions, and dil- 
countenancing fuch as befought the continuance, and vindi- 
cation, of the fo long celebrated and happy Government in 
Church and State; the prime leaders or that Fadlion not 
blulhing, in publick Debates in the Houfe, to aver "That 
*« no man ou^t to Petition for the Government eftablifh- 
<*ed by Law, becaufe he had already his Wifti; but they 
<<that defired an Alteration, could ngt othcrwife have

<' their defires known , and therefore werQ to be countc- 
<*nanced. 
thn like- i*i]£ Committee, which prelented the Declaration to the 
"HheK^r ^^"S ^ Nem-Markety ptdented lilcewife additional ReaToo^ 
withiL^ as they called them, for his Majefty's return, and conrinntncr 
finsf^r his near the Parliament; as a matter, in their apprehenfion, of 
ttntputdnee fy great neceffity, and importance towards the prefenndott of 
7!^ii!mtnt ^^ ^'etfon, and his Kingdom : and they (aid, 

<^ Ths7 could not think they difchareed their dutici in 
<' thefingle expreflion of their debre, unle» they added ibme 
^^fiirther reafons to back it with. i. His Majefty's abfoxs 
<^ would caufe men to believe, that it was out c» defi^ to 
'^ difcounige the undertakers, and hinder the other pronfions 
*^ for raiding money for defence of IreUnd. %. It would veiy 
^^ much hearten the Rebels There, and difitfieded Pdfons in 
** This Kuig(k>m, as being an evidence, and efiBsftof the Je*- 
^^ loufy and Divifion between his Majefty, and his people. 
^ 3. That it would much weaken, and withdraw the AfiRoi- 
^ on of the Subjed: from his Maiefty ^ without which, a 
^< Prince is deprived of his chiefeit ftrength, and luftre, and 
^^ left naked to the greatcft dangers and miferies, that can be 
<^ imagined. 4. That it would invite, and incourage the Eae- 
^^ mies of our Religion and the State in forreign parts, to the 
'^ attempting, and a&ing of their evil defigns, and intentions 
'^ towards us. That it did caufe a great interruption in the 
^< proceedings of Parliament. Thofc confiderations, they &id, 
*< threatened fo great dangers to his Perfon, and to all his Do-

Whilst that Declaration was reading, his Majefty ez<« 

prefled fomepaflion upon particular exprdSions ; and once, 

when thatpadagewas read, that takes notice <'Of dienanipor'^ 

^* tation ot Mr Jermpt by his Majeflyes own Warrant, after 

'^ he had given his word, that he had commanded that none 

** of his Servants (houki depart from Court, interrupted the 

Earl of Holland, who read it, and faid, " That's Falfe ; and 

When he was toid, " It related not to me Date, but the Ex* 

*' ecution of the Warrant, his Majefty fiid, " It mi^t have 

'^ been better exprdled then : It is an hi^ thing to tax a King 

** with breach of Promife. But after both the Declaration, 

and Reafons were read, the King, iafter a fhort paufe, laid to 

them,

« you 
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^ you fhould think This way of Addrefs to be more Cotive- 
*' mtniy than That propounded, by nw Meflage rf the twen- 
^ ^^^ of January h&y to both mufes. As concerning d)e 
^grounds of your Fears and Jealoufies, I will take time to 
** Anfwer them particularly ^ and doubt not but I fliall d« it to 
5* the fitis&aion of all the world. God in His good time will, 
"I hope, difcover the fecrets and bottoms of all Plots, and 
^ Trealbns : and then I (hall Itand right in the eyes of all my 
** People. In the mean time 1 mult tell you, that I rather ex- 
^ Defied a vindication for the imputation laid upon me in 
"Mr Pjfw's Speech, than that any more General rumors, and 
" difcourfeS) flhould get credit with you. For My fears and 
" Doubts, I did not think they fhould have been thought fo 
" trivial and groundlefs, whild fo many feditious Pamphlets^ 
■" and Sermons, are looked upon, ancl fo great Tumults re- 
" fhember'd, unpuniih'd and uninquired into. I ftill confdit 
f^mj Fears, and call God to withels, that they are greater for 
" tbe true rrote&ant profeflion, my People and Laws, than 
'^^ lor my own rkhts, or fafety ^ though I inuft tell ^oir,*I con- 
" cdve none ofthefe are free from danger. What would yoil 
^ have ? Have I vioktcd your Laws ? Have I denied to pals 
"any one Bill for the eate, and fecurity of my Subjefis ? ' 1 
" do not ask you what You have done for Me^ Af e loy Peo^ 
"pie traniported widi Fears and Apprehensions? 1 have of 
"ierVl as free, and general a Pardon as your felves can de- 
" vife. There is a Jiudgmentftom Heaven upon this Nation^ 
" if .thele diflradions continue. God fo deal with Me, and 
"Mine, as all my thoughts^ and intentions, are upright for 
" die maintenance of the true Proteftant profeffioii, and for 
" the obfervation and prefervation of the Laws of the Land : 
" and I hope God will blefs, and aflSft thofe Laws for my prc-^ 
"fcrvation. 

This being fuddainly, and with fome vehemence, fpokea 
by bis Majefty, and he having taken further time to Anfwer 
the Declaration, and the Reafons, the Committee befought 
him, ** Since they were to carry back ^ith them no other An- 
"fwer, diat his Majefty would vouch&fe to give them what 
"he lud fpoken, in writing; which, the next inomin^ he 
did : And then the Earl of Holland zigaLm defired him, ^'ThaC 
" htfiwould refide nearer his Parliament ; whereunto the King 
briefly Anfwered, " 1 would you had given me caufe ; but 1 
"am fure this Declaration is not the way to it. Tjien being 
asked by the Earl of Pembroke^ whether the Militia might not 
be granted, as was defired by the Parliament, for a time ? Hd 
Aniwered, « By God, not for an hour. You Jiave asked that 
^of me in this, was never asked of a King, and with which 
" t will not iruft my Wife , and Children. He told them, 

Ff * «h« 
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'^ he could noC have believed the tarliiment would have fcnt 
'< him fuch a Declaration^ if he had not feefi it brought by 
'^iiich Pcrfons : aad faid he was forry for the Parliament, but 
*^ Gj^ad he had it y for by that he doubted not to fatisty his 
^ People. He faid they fpoke of ill Councils ; but he was con- 
^^ fideut They had wdrfe Information, than he had Councils. 
^He told them, the buGnefi of Irf/iar»^ would never be done 
** in the way they were in, four hundred would never do that 
'< work ^ it QQult be put into the hands of One : and, he faid, 
^ if He were trufted with it, he would pawn his Head to end 

*^ that work. 
.^ AssooNasthe Committee returned and reported, what 
^ Anfwer they had received, and in what difpofition and tem- 
per tney found, and left the King ^ it was urder'd, that their 
Declaration, whidi they had fent to him, fhould be fpeedily 
printed, and carefully difperfed throughout the Kingdom, that 
the People might fee upon what terms they ftood \ and all 
othc» poffible courfes were taken to poyfon the hearts, and 
aSedtions of the Subje<2s, and to fuppre^ allthofe, who, in 
any degree, feemed to diQike their high proceedings. Above 
all, care was taken to place (iich Preachers, and LeAurers, in 
the molt populous Towns and PariQies, as were well known 
to Abhor theffbefent Government, and temperature of Church 
and State ^ many of whom were recommended, and pdi- 
tively injoyned, and impofed upon Pariihes, by the Houfeof 
Commons; and others, by fuch Fadions Members, whofe 
reputation was moH current : and all Canonical Clergy-men, 
and Orthodox Divines, were, with equal indullry, difi:ounte- 
nanced, imprifoned, or forced to a long attendance upon Com- 
mittees, or the Houfc ( which was worfethan Imprifonment) 
under the notion and imputation of Scandalous Minifters. 
Which charge and reproach reached all men whofe Inclinati- 
ons they liked not, or whofe Opinions they fufpeded. And 
that they might be fure to be as ftrong and abiolute at Sea, 
as at Land , they appointed the Lord Admiral to fend the 
Names of all thole Captains of Ships, who were to attend the 
Fleet for that Summer Service, to tncm, to the end they might 
/ have fuch men , in whom they might Confide ; which nis 
Lordlhip mod punctually obferved. By which they helped 
to free him of thofe Officers whom he could ijot plaufibly 
have difcharged j atjd ftruck out the names of thofe, whofe 
AiFcdlioaB, or Relations they thought themfelves not fecure 
in. 
Toe Kjnft The Kingthought it now time, according to his former 
T^f*H r '^fol^^o^jWhich he had not communicated to many,to remove 
uuuwaI* ^^ Torky which was a place of good reception, and conveni- 
u Yofk; cncy, for thofe who were willing to attend him ^ and to the 

end 
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end diat there might be publick notice of it, he fent from 
IhnUaufmiy when he was upon his Journey, a Meflage to 
both Houfes : ** That being then in hi^ remove to his City of 
** Ttrky where he intended to make his Refidence for fomc 
** time, he thought fit to fend that Meflage to them, and very 
**carnefUy to defire them, that they would ufe all poflible in- 
^* duftry in expediting the bufinefs of Ireland], in which they 
**fliould find fo chearful a concurrence from his Majefly, that 
** no inconvenience ihould happen to that Service by his ab- 
** fence, he having all that paflion for the reducing that King- 
** dom, which he had exprefled in his former Meflages, and 
•* being, by words, unable to manifeft more affection to it, 
^than he had endeavour'd to do by thofe Meflages : having 
**likewife done all fuch Adb, as he had been moved unto by 
**his Parliament. Therefore, if the Misfortunes and Calami- 
** ties of his poor Protettant Subjedts there ihould grow upon 
**them (though he fhould be deeply concerned in, and ien- 
'^ fible of their fufierings ) he faid, he fliould waih his hand^ 
" before the World from the leaft imputation of Qackncfs in 
" than mod neceflary, and pious work. 

"And, that he might leave no way unattemptec^ which 
^ might beget a gooduncierftanding between him and his 
" Parliament, he. faid, he thougjht it neceflary tci dcdarc, that^^ 
<• as He had been fo tender of the Privileges of P^liisiment, 
**that he had been ready knd forward to retratt any Aft or 
** his own, which he had been informed had trenched upon 
" their Privileges ^ fo he expedled ah/ equal tendernefs in 
" them of his mown Prerogatives, which are the unqueftion- 
** able Privileges of the Kingdom j amongft which , he was 
"aflured, it was a Fundamental/on^ that his Subjedts could 
"i^ot be obliged to obey any AlCt, Order, or Injundtion^ to 
f * which he had not givea His' Content, 

And, therefore, he. thought it neceflary to publifh, that 
" he cxpi^dled, arid thf reby Required, Obedience from alt his 
'^loving Subjedls t9' the Laws eitabliihed^ and that they 
** prefiimed not upon any pretence of Order, or Ordinance^ 
«^ to which his Majefty was no Party, concerning the Militia, 
« or any ofher' thmg, to do* or execute' what was not war- 
•^rantable by'thpfe Laws; he beih| refolved to keep the 
^*Laws hinxielf, and to require Obcdifence to them from all 
« his S^bjeftsi. ^— 

**fi E once more recommended unto them the iiibflance of 
«« his Meflage of the twentieth 6( 'January laft ; that they would 
«« compofe, and digefl*with all fpeed, fuch A<as as they fhquld 
" think fit for the prefent, and future cftablifhment of tlieir 
" Priv^ileges^ the free and quiet enjoying their Eftates andFor- 
*^ tunes, the liberties of their Perions, the fccunty of the true 
' -^^ ' Ff J "Rcligiofi, 
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*<Reli^oa then prafcfled in the Church of EMgUmd,, the 
« mainr^iipipg hu Regal and Juft Autboiity, and Tetding hii 
" Revenue ; he beiog molt (feOraus to take all fiitirig and juft 
*9 ways y which mighi b^et a happv iindedtandii^ betweffi 
^him and his Parliament, in which he conceiTed his ptateA 
''Power, and Riches didconrift, 
litb tbufii 1 HAVE not luiowH boch Houfes in store choler and rag^ 
'«« Ml- thgo upon the receiving this Meflage, which came earijr to 
^"'V '** them on Wedntfday the lixtceiuh of March. Now the day 
"' before had been ip™^ i" preparing all thii^ K.i&y (or the 
e):ccution of the Ordinance of the Militia ; Tbejr bul VoCed| 
and Refolved> " That it was not any way againft the Oath Qf 
« Allegiance, that ^1 the CommiQioas to Lieufenants under 
** the greac Seal were illegal, and void ; and that wholbever 
*' (houui execute any Power over the Militia by colour of apy 
" Commiflion of Lieutenancy j without confcr-t of both 
** Hou&s of Parliament, fhould be accounted a difturber of the 
"Peace of the Kingdom. Then they agreed upon tjiis pTo- 
pofition, " That the Kingdom had been of late, and ftill wis, 
''in lb evident and irhminent danger, both from Enem^ 
''abroad, and a Popifb and difcontented Partyat home, thai 
** there was an urgent, and inevitable nccefGCy of ptitcine tus 
^Majiefo's SuEneOs into a.pofture of defence, fordte la£^ 
*< guard both of the King; ^k1 his People ; and diat the Lqrds 
"and Commons, apprehending that danger, and being fcn- 
^fibleof their own duty to provide a fuitable prey^ncioti, 
"had, in leveral Petitions, addreflcd themfelves tq hiS Ma- 
"jefty for the ordning and diQioGng the Militia of the 
"Kingdom in fuch a way, .as was agreed upon, by the Wi£ 
** dom of both Houfes, to be moft premier for the prefcnt e^ti- 
*' gence of the Kingdom : Yet they could not obtain it ; but 
"his Majelty did fevcral dmes refule to give his Royal Af- 
"fent thereunto. Upon this Propo&don, they Refolved, 
" that in that cue of e^oreme danger, and c^his Majesty's re- 
"iiilal, the Ordinance agreed on by both tJoufes for the Mt^ 
" litia did oblige the People, and ought to be d^ed, by tt^ 
'"FundamcotalLaws of thef^ingdomj and that luch Perlbiu 
"as Ouxild be nominated Deputy Lieutenants, Hid appovqj 
f of by both Houfes, lliould receive the Cottunands of bcith 
**Houfes, to take upon them to exedite thcit OfSces. All 
which Rcfohiiiom wete ordered, the Ikme night, to be Print- 
ed and Publifhcd. So that, when ±e King^s Meflage trotn 
Huntingtint was read ihe next morniig, andfecmed to be 
againft their Votes of the day before, they concluded, " That 
5^ it could not be fcni from the Kipg, but that it had. been in- 
"ferted in blanks left iii the Town for fuch purpofes; and 
immediately made a Committee, "To find out by whom 
^ ,«that 
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^ ditt Meflage was framed. But when they remembered, that 
they Had Voted as much a week before, and had examined 
the Gentlemen who brought ir, and had received it from the 
King's own hand, they proceeded no further in that inquifi- 
cion; but £itisfied themfelves with a new Vote^ ^ Thatthofe 
"Pmons, who advifcd his Majefty to, abfent himfelf from 
^ the FarUament, and thofe that advifed him to that Meflage, 
" were Enemies to the Peace of the Kingdom, and juftly to 
^ be fiifpedled to be favourers of the Rebellion in Ireland. 
And for the matter it felf they refolv'd to infill upon their 
fenner Votes y and withal declared, << That when the Lords 
^ and Commons in Parliament, which is the fupreme Court 
^of Judicaimre in the Kingdom, fhould declare what the Law 
^ of the LandVS;, to have chat not oiilv queftioned, and con- 
^ troverted, but contradicted, and a Command that it iliould 
^not be obeyed, was a high breach of the Privilege of Par- 
^liamenr. 

And this likewife they caufed to be ibeedily Printed j left 
the Kic^ ihould be able to perfwade the Subjedts, that an Or- 
<ler of theirs, without His confent, was no Law to compel 
dieir Obedience. And from this laft Refolution, by which 
the Law of the Land, and coniequently the Liberty of the Sub- 
jeA, was refblved into a Vote of the two Houfes, which 
poflfed without any difpute or hefitation, all Siober Men difcern- 
«d the fttd period ot both, and faw a Foundation laid for all 
the Ansrdhjr aond Confufion, that hath followed. 

I T was now known, that the King was gone to Terk^ which Their ordet 
made them apprehend their Principality of H$ill might be in ctncemini 
dnger; and therefore they immediately Rdb«ve, "That no ""^^' 
^ Forces wihadbever (hall be admitted in that Town, without 
^ the immediate confent of both Houfes : which Order was 
^ lent liuther by an exprefs. And having prepared the People 
to be ready for the Militia, by publtfmng <<That, in cafe 
^of extreme danger, they were to obey that Ordinance; 
^Zhey were^ in the next place, to find the danger to be ex- 
^treme; aiul, to thatpurpofe, they produced Letters with- 
out any name, pretended to be written from Amfierdam^ (igni- 
fying " That tney had intelligence diere, that there was an 
^ Anny ready in Detmari to be Tranfported into Englsmdj 
^ and was to be Lmded at Mtdl-^ which, the}r faid, had been 
c* confirmed to them, by a Pecfon of Reputation, from .Nhp- 
^ Market J who confirmed the intelligence of Demmark : and 
^ added, that there were likewife Forces ready in France to 
^ be Landed at Bull.' , 

Of this, how grois and ridiculous foever it appeared to 
Wife Men, they made a double ufe ( befides the general impref- 
fion in the People ) the one to colour and countenance their 

F f 4. Orders 
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Orders to their Govemour there ; the other, to make die 
King's ReGdence in thofe' parts fufpefied and grievous, as if he 
came thither only to bring in Forreign Forces upon them. 
With thefe Alarms of Forreign Forces, they mingled other In- 
telligence of the P^pifts in Engiandy ^ That they had a purpofe 
<' of making an Infurredlion ; and therefore th^ proceeded in 

f preparing a Bill to fecure the P^ons of thofe of the beft Qjub- 
icy, and greateft Intereit, and injoyning the Oath df Supre- 
macy to be taken with great rigour; and, amongfl: other ftn- 
tagems they had to humble the Papifts, I remember, upon as 
information that they ufed their Protdlants Tenants worfe ia 
the railing their Rents, than they did thofe of their own Reli^ 
gion, there was an Order, ^Inat they thould qpt raife the 
'^ Rents of their Tenants, above the rates that the Proteftant 
^* Landlords adjoyning received from their Tenants : by vir- 
tue of which, in fome places, they undertook to determine 
what Rents their Tenants Ihouldpay to them. But, in diit 
zeal againd the Papifts, diey could not endure that the King 
ihould have any ihare ; and therefore, when they found, that 
his Majefty had publifhed a Proclamation in his Journey to* 
wards TorJd^ ^<Commanding all the Judges,and Jultices of Peace^ 
'^ and other Officers, to put in due execution all the Laws, and 
'^ Statutes of the Kingdom, again(t Popilh Recufimt^ without 
'* favour or connivance, they prefently fent for the SheriflB of 
London to the Houfe of Commons, and examined themj^'Why 
<^ feven Prieits, who were in Newgate^ and had been long 
*^ Condemned, were not Executed ? the reafon whereof they 
well knew; and when the SheriflS faid, <<That they had re- 
^' ceived a Reprieve for them under the King's lumd, diey 
publiflied that with great care in their Prints to take off the 
Credit of the new Pradamation; and appointed their Meflcn- 

fers, whom they were then fending to the King with a new 
)eclaration, to move hisMajefty, "That he would take oft' 
^ his Reprieve, and fuffer thofe fcven Condemned Priefts to be 
" Executed, according to the Judgemients they had received. 

They proceeded now to provide all nece(&ry means for 
the raifing great funis of Money, by the diligent colledtion of 
what was granted by former Ads, and by a new Bill for the. 
raifing of four hundred thoufand pounds, for the payment of the 
great Debts of the Kingdom (by which they meant the re- 
mainder of the three hundred thoufand pounds, they had 
bountifully given to their Brethren of Seotumd) and the fup- 
port of the War. of Irelsitd-: All which Monies were to be re- 
ceived, aod difpofed as the two Houfes Ihould diredl; of which . 
though the King faw the dwiger. that might, and did after 
enfue thereupon, yet he thought that probable inconvenience 
and mifchief to belels, than that, which Chq fcandal of deny- 

ing 
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ing any thing, upon which the recovery o^ Inland fcem'd to 
depend, would inevitably bring upon him ^ and fo ratified 
whatfoever they brought to him of that kind. 

Amongst other Expedients for raifing of Money for the Viej mnk* 
War of Irelandy about this time, they made certain Propo- l'*^^'J^^,l 
(itions to incourage Men to be Adventurers in that Traffick,!**^^^ y^'^' 
Thus : They concluded "That, in fo general a Rebellion, ve- Ireland. 
« ry much Land muft Kfcheat to the Crown by the forfeiture 
"of Treafon, and that, outof fuch forfeitures, (atisfadlion 
" might be given to thofe. who fliould disburfe Money to- 
" wards the Rippreffion of the Rebels j fo many Acres of Land 
"to be allowed for fo much Money, according to the value of 
"the Lands in the feveral Provinces, which was fpecified in 
" the Propofitions ; which, having pafied both Houfes, were 
prefented to the King, who ( it bein^ about the beginning of 
Ftbrumryy when the breach of their Privileges rung in all Mens 
Ears ) Anfwered, " That as he had oScr'd, and was flill ready 
"to venture, his own Perfon for the recovery of that King- 
" dom, if his Parliament ihould advife him thereunto ; fo he 
" would not deny to contribute any other affittance he could 
" to ihax Service, by parting with any profit or advantage of 
" his own there ; and therefore, relying upon the Wifdom of 
" his Parliament, he did confent to every Propofition, now Tne Kjng, 
" made to him, without taking time to confider , and exa- confers r» 
" mine, whether that courfe might not retard the reducing ^^^^" 
" that Kingdom, by exafperating the Rebels, and rendering 
" them delperate of being recei^ into Grace, if they fhould 
" return to their Obedience. And, he faid, he would be ready 
"CO give his Royal Aflenttofuch Bills, as Ihould be tendered 
" to' him by his Parliament for the confirmation of thofe Pro- 
"pofitlons. • 

W HiCH Anfwer, together with their Propofitions, they 
caufed forthwith to be Printed ; made their Committees, in 
all places, to follicite Subfcriptions, and to receive the Mo- 
nies,- the Principal and moft aflive Perfons Subfcribing firft^ 
for the example of others ; and delayed the framing, and pre- 
feftting the Bill to the King , till they had received ^eac 
fums m Money, and procured very manj^crfons of all Con- 
ditions to Sublcribe, many coming m outof pure Covetouiheft 
ro raife great Fortunes ^ five hundred Acres of Land being at 
fign'd for one hundred pound in fome Counties, and not much 
under that proportion in others : fome out of pure fear, and 
to win Credit with the Powerfiil Party, which made this new 
projed a meafure of Mens AffedHons, and a tryal how far 
they might be trufled, and rely'd on. 

Then they fent thofe Propofitions digefted into a Bill to 

the King, with fuch Claufes of Power to them, and Diminu- 

** . tion 
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tionof his own^ that upon the matter, he put the makiiig i 

^/r'^^'-ff ^^^® ^^^^ ^® Rebels there out of his Power, though upon 
? *rff themoft advantageous terras; which he was likewife necet 
^0^, '^ ucatedtopafs. 

But notwithftanding all thefe preparations on this Gde 
the Sea, the relief, and provifion was very flowly fupplied to 
the other fide ^ where the Rebels ftill increafed in (treogtb, 
and by the fame of thefe Proportions, inlarged their Power, 
very many Peribns of Honour, and Fortune, who till then had 
face ftill, and either were, or feem'd to be averfe to the Re- 
bellion, joyning with them, as being defperate, and concdv* 
ing the utter fuppreding their Religion, and the very eztir* 
pation of their Nation,to be decreed againft them. And without 
doubt, the great Reformers here were willing enou^ to drive 
them to any extremity, both out of revenge and contempt, as 
a People cafy to be rooted out, and that the War nu^c be 
kept up ftill ^ (ince they feared an Union in that Kingdom 
might much prejudice their defigns in this, both as it mig|ht 
iiipply the King with Power, and take away much of theirs^ 
whereas now they had opportunity, with reference to Ire- 
land J to raife both Men and Money, which they midic be able 
to imploy upon more prefling occafions, as they wulbe fiwnd 
afterwarcs to have done. Neither was it out of their espe- 
diation and view, that, by the King's confenting to that Se- 
vere Decree, he mig^t very probably dilcourage his Qiduv 
lick Subjedts, in his other Dominions, from any extraordinaiy 
A^ of duty, and zS&daom : at leaft, that it would render 
him lefs confidered by moft Catholick Princes. And thqr 
knew well what ufe to mate of any Diminution of lus In- 
tereft, or Reputation. Thefe matters thus fettled, for the eafe 
of the two Houfes, who were now like to have- much to do, 
they appointed the whole bufinefs of Irelmtd to be mani^ed by 
Commiflion under the great Seal ofEHgloMtly by four Lord^ 
and eig^t Commoners, whom th^ reccxnmendedtothe King, 
and who were always to receive inftru&ions fromThemfelves. 
And in this ftate, and difpofition, were the Aifiurs of Inlamd, 
when the King went to nri^ where let us now refort to him.

S SSOON as the King came Co Tori, 
which was about the end of the Year 
i6^.i, and found his Reception there 
to be equal to liis expeuation, the 
Gentry, and Men of Ability of that 
' great and Pilous County (fome ye- 
ry Tew excepted) expreffing great ala- 
crity for hu Majefty's being with 
_ _ _ them, and no lefe feme of the info- 

teit proceedings df the Farliamenti thereupon, he refol/d to 
Beat ifrith the two Houfes in another tnanner than he had done^ 
iudto let th^m clearly know, "Thacaj he would denv them 
Piiothiflgthat was fit for Them to ulc,fo he would yield to no- 
rthing that was unreafonable for Him to gtant; and that he 
"would have nothing extorted from him, that he was not very 
*^ell inclined to confent to. Sa,within fewdays aiter his com- 
ing thither, he fent them a Declaration (which he cauled to be 
Printed, and, in theFrontifpiece, recommended to the conCdt- 
■fttiOn df !iil his loving Subjedts ) in Anf*er to that prcfcntcd 
to him at Kew-Market fome diys before : He told them, 

"ThjIt, though that Declaration, prefcnted to him 3tMiM*jVfr'» 
''titm-MMMt fftimboth Houfes of Parliament, was of fo;^"""" 
« ftriilge a Kattif e,ln «(^ of what he cxpeaed (afier lb many ^^ o ' 
•*Aaa of Grace and Favour to his People) and fome caipref- ,s^,, 
"(ions in It fo ditierent from the ufual Language to Princes, 
Mthsi he m^bt Well take a very loi% time to conQder it ; 
^ye; thecleameftanii'apr^hcne&cffaisCoiirdcncetoGod, 

"and 
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^ in it; whereupon Captain- i>^ replied , that he believ'd all 
'< the Qfiicers of the Army would like ir, only, he thoiigh^ 
^^SryacoA AfUj would be unwilling to fign it, out of fegrtbc 
<^ it would dilpleaie Him. His JMajdty then read die Petitjon 
^ over again y and obfervinjg nothing in Matter or Foroi he 
^ coned v'd could poffibly ^ve juft caufc of Qfl^ce, he 4di 
^^ vered it to him again, bidding him give it to S^ Jmcob jfUfkji ^ 
^for whofe fatisfadbion he writ C R. upon it, to teftj^ Jrii ^ 
^' Approbation^ and he wiflied that the Petition mime he 
*'feen and publifbed, and then he believ'd it would ippeir 
'^no dangerous one^ nor a juft ground for the leaftjicmi^i 
^ or Mifapprdienfion. 

^^ For M^Jermyny he laid, itwaswell known thathjelm 
^'gone from ifbtte-HsUy before hereceiv'd the de&re of boA 
^^ Houfes for the reftraint of bis Servants ^ neither rptivwl 
^^ he thither^ or pa0ed over by any Warrant granted by him 
^^ after tluit time. For the breach of Privilege in the Acco- 
'^ration of the Lord KimMtony and the five Members of the 
^'HouTe of Commons, he told them, he thought , he had 
'^ given fo ample iatisfadion in his feveral MeHagea to diat 
^ purpofe, that it Ihould have been no more preflfed againft 
^'him^ being confident, if the breach of Privilege had been 
*' greater than ever had been before offer'd, his admowlec^e- 
^ ment and retradtion had been greater than ever King had 
^' given : befidcs the not Examining how many of His rrivi- 
^' icgcs had been invaded in defence and vindication djdx 
^^ omer. And therefore, he hoped his qrue, and earned pro^ 
^' teftation in his Anfwer to their Order concerning the Mi- 
^^ litia, would fo bx have fatisfied them of his Intentions then, 
^^ that they would no more have entertained any ImaginatioD 
'^ of any other defign, than he there expreC&d. ButwJiy.tfae 
^ lifting fo many Officers, and entertaining them at IfMrr- 
*' HaS^ fhould be mifconftrucd, he £iid, |ie much marvelled^ 
^* when it was notoriouily known the Tumults at Wffimmfttf 
^' werefo great, and their denieanour fo fcandalous and iedi- 
*' tious^ that he had good caufe to fuppofe his own Peribo, 
and thofe of his Wife and Children, to be in apparent dan- 
ger ^ and therefore he had great reafon to appomt a giiard 
'^ about him, and to accept the dutifial tender of the Services of 
*^any of his loving Subje(as, which was all he did to the Gen- 
*' tlemen of the Inns of Court. 

"For the Lord Digbyy he afifiired them in the Word of a 
*' King, that he had his Warrant to pa(s the Seas, and had 
** left his Court, before ever he heard of the Vote of the 
**Houfe of Commons, or had any caufe to imagine that his 
'•abfence would have been excepted againft. What their Ad- 
^< vertifements were from Rome^ Femce, Paris ^ and other parts, 
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^' or whtt the Pope's Nuntio follicites the Kings of Frofiee and 
'^ Sfmiwj CO do j or from what Perfons fuch informations come 
'^ to diem, or how the Credit and Reputation of fuch Per- 
^ (cms had been fifted and examined, he faid, he knew not ; 
^* but was confident no Sober Honeft Man in his Kingdoms 
'' could believe, that he was fo defperate, or fo renfeieis, to 
^^ entertain fuch defigns, as wcnild not onlf bury this his 
^ Kingdom in fuddaih di(trad:ion and ruicu but his own Name 
^' and Vofterity in perpetual Scorn, and infamy. And there*- 
^ (fxCj he iaid, he could have witiied in matters of fb high 
''and tender a Nature, wherewith the minds of his good 
'^ Sub je dts muft needs be ftartled, all the expredions had Men 
^ fi> plain and eafy, that nothizig might (tick with them that 
^ receded upon his Majefty ^ iince they thought fit to publilh 
«< it at all. 

^Amd having now dealt thus plainly and freely with 
^ thein, by way of Anfwer to the particular grounds of their 
'* Fears, be faid, he hoped, upon a due confideration and 
'' weighing of both together, they would not find the grounds 
'^to be of that moment to beget, or longer to continue^ a 
'^ mifiinderftanding between them ; or force them to apply 
'* themfelves to the ufe of any other power, than what the 
^' Law had given them : the which he always intended fhould 
'< be the meafure of his own Power, and cxpedted it fhould 
^ be the rule of his Subieds Obedience. 

^Concerning his own Fears and Jcaloufies, as he had 
'' no Intention of accufing them, fo he iaid^ he was fure no 
'< words fpoken by him on the fuddain at Theobalds would 
^< bear that Interpretation. He had faid, for his Refidence 
'^ near them, he wiflied it might be fo fafe and honourable, 
^ that he had no caufe to abfent himfelf firom U^tte-Halfy 
<' and bow that could be a breach of Privilege of Parliament 
^he could not underiland. He faid, he had explained his 
*^ meaning in his Anfwer at New-Market^ at the prefentation 
'^ of that Declaration, concerning the printed feditious Pam« 
^' phiets. and Sermons, and the great Tumults at Weftmtnfier : 
^ And he faid, he mufl appeal to them, and all the world, 
^^ whether he might not juitly fuppofe himfelf in danger of 
'< either. And if he were now at White-Ually he asked C»em, 
" what fecurity he had, that the lik^fliould not be Again ? 
^' efpecially if any Delinquents of that Nature had been ap- 
" prehended by the Minifters of Juftice, and had been refcu- 
** ed by the people, and fo as yet had efcaped Unpuniflied. 
•^ He told them, if they had not yet been informed of the fe- 
^'ditious words ufed in, and the circumflances of thofe Tu-^ 
'* mules, tnd would appoint fome way for the examination of 
^^them, he would require fome of his leacned Council to at- 

^« tend 
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^ tend with fiich Eridence as might Tatisfy them j and till tint 
^^ were done, or foroe other courfe ihould be taken fbr hit fl 
^ fecurity, he faid, they could not with reafon, wonder, tbt 
^* he intended not to be, where he moft deTired to be. 

^^ H E asked them, whether there could Yet want evidence 
'< of his hearty and importunate defire to joyn with his Fv- 
<^ liament, and all his ntithfiil Subjedte, in defetice of the lU^ 
<^ ligion, and publick good of the Kingdom ? Whether he 
<< had given them no other eameft but Words, to fecurc tern 
'< of thole defires? He told them the very Remonftxance of 
^ the Houfe of Commons ( publiOied in November laft) cf die 
<< State of the Kin^om allowed him a more Real TeftimoDy 
" of his good Afledtions, than Words ; that Remonftrance 
cc valued his Afts of Grace and luftice at fo high a rate, dat 
^^ it declared the Kingdom to be then a Gainer, thoi^ it .. 
<'had charged it fdf by Bills of Subljdies and PoU-inoae|r, 
<^ with the levy of fix nundred thouiand pounds, beGdes m 
<^ the contra(3:ing a debt of two hundred and twenty thoufimd 
'^ pounds more to his Subjedls of Scotland. He asked theoo^ 
^ whether the Bills for the Triennial Parliament, for relin- 
<^ quiihing his Title of impo&ng upon Merchandize, andpower 
<^ of prefling of Soldiers, for the taking away the Star-Cham- 
<^ ber, and High-Commiifion Courts, for the regulating the 
« Council Table, were but Words? Whether the Bills for die 
" Forrefts, the Scannery Courts, the Clarke of the Marker, 
^ and the taking away the Votes of Biihops out of the Lords 
*' Houfe, were jjut Words? Laftly, what greater earnett of 
^ his Tru(t, and Relyance on his Parliament could he give, 
^< than the PaQing the Bill for the continuance of this Pre- 
" fent Parliament ? The length of which, he faid, he hoped, 
" would never alter the Nature of Parliaments, and the Con- 
^^ ftitution of this Kingdom; or invite his Subjefi:s fo much 
" CO abufe his Confidence, as to efteem any thing fit for this 
^^ Parliament to do, which were not fit, if it were in his power 
^ to Diflblve it to Morrow. And after ail thefe, and many 
*' other Adts of Grace on his part, that he might be fure of a 
^ perfedb reconciliation between him and all his Subjects, he 
*' had offered, and was ftill ready to grant, a free, and general 
** Pardon, as ample as themfelves (liould think fit. Now if 
*^ thofe were not real tl^preflions of the Afiedtions of his foul 
" for the Publick good of this Kingdom, he faid, he muft con- 
*^ fefs that he wanted skill to manifelt them. 

^'To conclude, although he thou^t his Anfwer already 
^^fuU to that point concerning his return to LonJouy he told 
*^ them, that he was willing to declare, that he looked upon 
^^ it as a matter of fo great weight, as with reference to the 
^^ Affairs of this Kingdom, and to his own inclinations and 
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^ dsBxtSy that if all he could Say, or Do, could raifi a mutual 
<^Coiifidcace(the only way, with Gods bleffing, to make 
^' them all haiq;>y) and, by their incouragement, tne Laws of 
<*the Laildy and the Government of the City of London^ 
^ mig^ recover ibme life for his Security ; he would oveN 
<< taw their defires, and be aflbon with them, as they could 
<< with* And in the mean time, he would be fiire that nei* 
*< tlier the bufinefs of Ire/and^ nor any other advantage for 
« This Kingdom ihould fufier through His defiult, or by Hi^ 
<< Abfence; he being fo far from repenting the A&s of hia 
■^ Juftice and Grac^ which he had already performed to his 
'^Ptople, that, he (aid. he ihould, with the fiune alacrity, bd 
^ ftill ready to add fuch New ones, as might beft advance ^ 
*< Peace, Honour, and Profperity of this Nation; 

They who now read this Declaration, and rUmen^ber 
only the infolent and undutiftil Expreffions in that Dechurat- 
tioo, to which this was an Anfwer, and the more infolent and 
fidiQaiia Adions which preceded, accompanied, and anended 
i^ may think that the ityle was not anfweraUe to the Pro^ 
vocation, nor Princely enough for fuch a Conteft j and may 
believe^ that if his majefty had dien exprefled himfelf with 
snore Indignation for what he had fiifiEer'd^ and more Refolu- 
tion, ^ TliAt he would no more endure thoie Sufiering% they 
trho Were not yet grown to the hardine(s of Avowing thd 
contempt of the King (and moft of them having defigns to 
be great With^ and by Him, whom they provoked ) would 
fooner have been checked, and recovered their Loyalty and 
Obedience. But they again who confider and remember that 
junOureoftime, the incredible difadvantage his Majefty fuf-^ 
fer'd by the mifunderftanding of his going to the Houie of 
Commons, and by the Popular miftake of Privilege of Par- 
liament, and conlequently of the breach of diofe Privileges i 
And, on the contrary^ the great height and reputation the 
Fadtious Party had arrived to. the ftratagems th^ ufedji and 
the infofions they made into the People, ^< Of the King's dif- 
^ inclination to the Laws of the Land ; and efpecially, ^ That 
** he had confented to all thofe excellent Laws made this Par«. 
^ liament ( of which the People Were jpofifefied ) very unwil* 
^ lingly, and meant to avoid them : That the Queen had an 
<^ irreconcileable Hatred to the ReSgion profelfed, and to the 
^^ lirhole Nation, and that her Power was unqueftidtaable: That 
'^ there was a defign to fend the Prince beyond the Seas, and ta 
'^ marry him to fomc Papift : Above all ( which the prindpa! 
<]f tibem, With wonderful Confidence, in all i^aces avowed 
to be true ) *< That the Rebellion in Irelandw^ fomented, and 
^ countenanced at leaft, by the Queen, ihsx good teitas^m^t 
<< be got for the Catholicks in EmglMid: I &y, wboetcir re^ 
Vor I. Pan a. G g members 
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members all this, and, that though it might be prefumed^ that 
the exorbitancy of the Parliamenc might be very ofienfirc xxs 
fome Sober and difceming Men, yet his Majelty had no rea* 
fon to prefume of their eminent and vehement 2^ on his 
behalf, fince he faw all thofe ( fome few only excepted ) from 
whom he might challenge the duty, and uiith of Servants 
uftui ad arasy and for whofe fake he had undergone many 
difficulties, either totally aliened from his fervice, and in- 
gaged againit Hink or, like Men in a Trance, unapplicahle 
to it : He will, I Uy, conclude that it concerned tts Majefty, 
by all gentlenelsand condefcenfion, to undeceive, and recover 
Men to their fbbriety and underftending, before he could hope 
to mdce them appreheniive of their own duty, or the reve* 
rence that was due to him ^ and therefore, that he was to 
ddlcend to all poffible Arts, and Means to that purpofe, it be- 
ing very evident, that Men would no fooner difcem "his 
Princely Judice and Qemcncy, than they mufi; be fenfible of 
the Indignities which were offered to him ; andincenfed againft 
thofe who werQthe Authors of them. 

A N D the truth is ( which I foeak knowingly ) at that tim^ 
the King's Refolution was to Shelter himfeif^ wholely under 
the Law^ to grant any thing, that by the Law he was obliged 
to grant ^ and to deny, what by the Law was in his own 
power, and which he found inconvenient to conient to; 
and to oppofe and puniQi any extravagant attempt by the 
force and power of the Law, prefuming that the King and 
the Law together would have been itrong enough fbt any 
encounter that could happen ; and that the Law was fo fen- 
fible a thing, that the People would eafily perceive who en- 
deavoured to Freferve, and who to Supprefs it, and difpofe 
themfelves accordingly. 

The day before this Anfwer of his Majefly came to the

fentafhu^^Yiis Majeftv waspleafed to lay upon them in that Speech^ 

^if/?M* ^ which his Majefty made to their Committee; their addrefe 

%T i6^' " therein, being accompanied with plainneft, humility, and 

a fiudifiiliicls, they thought more proper for the removing

^ the diftradion of the Kingdom, th^n if they had then pro- 
" ceeded according to his MeC^e of the twentieth ofjauua- 
** ly i by which he was pleafed to defire, that they woald de- 
^ ciare, what they intended to do for his Majeitv, and what 
^'diey expefted to be done for Themfelvesj in both which, 
** they laid, they had been very much hinder'd by his Maje- 
" fly's denial to fecure them, and the whole Kingdom, by 
<< difpjoOng the Militia as they had divers times mo(t Humbly 
** Petitioned. And yet, they faid, they had not been altoge- 
*' thcr negligent of either, having lately made good proceed- 
^ ines in preparing a Book of Rates, to be palTed m a Bill 
" orTonnage and Poundage, and likewife the moft material 
''heads of thofe humble delires, which they intended to make 
" to his Majefty for the good and contentmeiit of his Maje- 
*'fty and his People j but none of thofe could be perfe<aed 
" b^rc the Kingdom be put in fafety, by fettling the Mili- 
" tia : And until his Majefty Ihould be pleafed to concur with 
"his Parliament in thofe neceffary things, they held it im^ 
"pofible for his Majefty to give the World, or his People, 
*'ftich fitisfadlion concerning the Fears and Jealoufies, which 
** they had expreflcd, as they hoped his Majefty had already 
"received touching that exception, which he was pleafed to 
** take to M' Pym's Speech. As for his Majefty's Fears and 
" Doubts, the ground whereof was from feditious Pamphlets 
** and Sermons, they laid, they ihould be as careful to endea- 
" vouc the removal of them, aflibon as they ihould underftand 
''what Pamphlets and. Sermons were by his Majefty intend- 
"ed, as they had been to prevent all dangerous Tumults. 
" And if any extraordinary Uoncourfe of People out of the 
" City to Wefiminfier had the face and fliew of Tumult and 
'* Danger^ in his Majefty's apprehenfion, it would appear to 
" be cauled by his Majefty's denial of fuch a Guard to his Par- 
"liament, as they might have caufe to Confide in^ and by 
"taking into White- Hall fuch a Guard for himfelf , as gave 
" juft caufe of Jealoufv to the Parliament , and of Terrour 
"and Offence to his People. They told him, they fought 
" nothing but his Majefty's Honour, and the Peace and Pro« 
" Ifaerity of his Kingdoms j and that they were heartily forry, 
"they had fuch plcntifiil matter for an Anfwer to that Que- 
*• ftion, whether his Majefty had violated their Laws? They 
*' belbu^t his Majefty to remember, that the Government of 
" this Kingdom, as it was, in a great part, managed by his 
"Minitlers before the beginning of this Parliament, conufted 
" of many continued and multiplied ASts of violation of Lawsj 
*^the wounds whereof were fcarcely heal'd , when the Ex- 
"tremity of all thofe violations was far exceeded by the late 
"Strange, and unheard of breach of their Laws in the Ac- 
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^cuTation of the Lord Kmiolt&My and the five MembertoC 
<*the Commons Houfe, and in the proceedings thereupon; 
<< for which they had yet received no fiill fidsfitdtion. 

«<To his Majefty's next Queftion, whether he had denied 
^any Bill for the eaTe and fecuri^ of his Sufajeds? They 
^ wilhed they could ftop in the midft of their Aniwer; dac 
*^ widi much thankfiilnds they acknowledged , that his Mi- 
^' jefty had palled many good Bills iiill of contentment ind 
'* advantage to his People: but Truth and Neceflity infatced 
^< them to add this, that even in^ or about the time of paffing 
^' thofe Bills, fome defign or other had been on fbot^ wfaodi, 
^if it had taken efiedL would not only have deprived diem 
*'df the fruit of thofe Bills, but have reduced them to a woife 
^^ condition of Confiifion, than that wherein the Parliament 
** found them/ 

^< And if his Majefty had asked them the third QuelHon 
^^ intimated in that Speeds what Thev had done for Him? 
^they told him, their Anlwer would nave been much more 
'^eaiy; That they had paid two Armies with wbkfa the 
^^ Kingdom was burtben'd the laft year, and had undergone 
*' the Charge of the War in Irelmtd^l this time, when thipudi 
^^ many other exceflive Charges and preffiires . his SuhjjeSy 
*' had been exhaufted, and the ftock of the Kingdom very 
^ much diminiflied ; which great mif^ieft, and the chuget 
^' thereupon enfuing, had been occafioned by the evil Coun- 
^' fcis fo powerful with his Majeliy, which had and would 
^ cod this Kingdom more than two Millions ^ all which, in 
^^ juflice, ou2h^ to have been bom by his Majdly. 

^' As for that free and general pardon his Majefty had been 
^ pleafcd to ofier, they faio, it could be no fecurity to their 
^ Fears and Jealoufies, for whidi his Majefty feem^ to pro- 
^< pound it \ becaufe they arofe not from any Guilt of tneir 
^^ own Adlions^ but from the evil defigns, and attempts of 
^ others. 

^* To that their Humble Anfwer to that Speech, they de- 
^^ fired to add an Information, which they had lately received 
" from die Deputy Govemour of the Merchant Adventurers 
'^at KatterJam in Holland ^ chat an unknown Perfon, ^)per* 
^ tainins to the Lord Digh^ did lately foUicit one^jwi Hav- 
^^ Ar a Mariner, to go to Elfe9or$^ and to take charge of a 
^Ship in the Fleet of cheKix^gofDuiSMri, there prepared; 
*^ which he Ibould condudt' to HuB, In which Fleet like^/nfe, 
^^ he faid, a great Army was to be traniborted; smd althcNigh 
<^ they were not apt to give credit to informations of that 
« Nature, yet they could not altogether think it fit to be ne* 
<' gledtcd j but that it might juftly add fomewhat to the wei^t 
"of tlieir Fears and Jealoimcs, cpnfidering with what dr- 
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^ announces it was accompanied ; with the Lord Dfgfy^s pre- 
^ ceding ezpretfions in his Letter to her Majelly , and S' 
^ L0vaif Dfves i and his Majefty's fucceeding courieofwith- 
^^dcawing himfelf Northward from his ParUament, in % 
^ manner very fiiitable and correlbondent to that evil Coun- 
^fel; which, they doubted, would make much deeper in^ 
^ prdGon in die generality of his People : and therefore, they 
^ moft humbly advired , and befoug^t his Maieft^, for the 
^' procuring and fettling the confidence of his Parhament and 
** all his Subjeds, and for the other important reafons con* 
** ceming die recovery of Ireland , and fecuring this King- 
^dom, which had been formerly prefentedtohim, hewouKl 
^he ffraciouflypleafed, with all convenient fpeed, to return 
^ to mofe Ports, and to clofe with the Counfel and Defire of 
^ his Parliament ; where he fliould find their dutifol ASeSd- 
^ ont and Endeavours ready to attend his Majefty with fuch 
^ entertamment, as (hould not only give him jult caufe of fe- 
^ curity in their faithfiilnefs , but other manifold evidence! 
^ of their eameft intentions, and endeavours to advance his 
'* Bdtjefty's Service, Honour, and Contentment^ and toeita« 
^ bUQi it upon the fiire Foundation of the Peace, and Profpe- 
^ rity of all his Kingdoms. 

This, which they called a Petition, being prefimted to 
die King^ his Majefty immediacelv return'd, by tne fame Mef- 
leosers, his Anfwer in theie woras : 

^If you would have had" the patience to have expedlcd ^» Ki«z'f 
** our Anfwer to your laft Declaration ^ ( which, confidering •^»r«»«»"« 
*• the nature of it^ hath not been lone in coming ) We be- 
*• lieve, you would have faved your ielves the labour of fay- 
^tns much (xf this Meflage. And we could wiih, that our 
" Pnvileses on all parts were fo ftated, that this way of Cor- 
*' r^Gpondency might be preferved with that freedom, which 
^^woi been ufed of old. For we mufl: tell you, that if you 
*' may ask any thing of us by Mef&ge or Petition, and in 
^ frint Language ( how unufual foever ) you think fit, and 
^* we muft neither deny the thing you ask, nor give a reafon 
'^why wecaxmot grant it, without being taxed of breaking 
•* your Privileges, or being Counfelled by thofe, who are Ene- 
** mies to the Peace of the Kingdom, and Favourers of the 
**- JfjlS Rebellion ( for we have feen your Printed Votes up- 
^' on our Meflage from Huntington ) you will reduce all our 
^^ Anfwers hereafter into a very little room ^ in plain Eng&{b^ 
•* it is to take away the freedom of our Vote j which, were 
« We but a Subjedt . were high miufKce , but being your 
^ King^ we leave all tne World to judtge what it is. 

"If this the way to compofe all mifimderftanding^ ? We 
** thoiight, we Ihewed you one, by our Mef&ge of the twen- 
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"ticth oijanuaryy if you have a better or readier. We flttU 
«< willingly hearken to it , for hitherto you have {hewed vs 
<< none. But why the refufal to confent to your Order, which 
^you call a denial of the Militia, fliould beany interrupdon 
^ to it, we cannot underlland. For the Militia, whicii we 
^^ always thought neceflary to be fettled, we never denied the 
<^ thing (as we told you in our Anfwer of the ^%^ of Jth 
^ nuary) to the Petition of the Houfe of Commons, for we 
<« accepted the Perfons, except for Corporations^ we onl? 
^denied the way. You ask it by way of Ordinance, and wiCB 
^ fuch a Preface, ai we can neither with Juftice to our Honour, 
^^ or Innocency confent to. You exclude us from any Power 
^ in the difpoution or execution of it together with you, and 
^^for a time utterly unlimited. We tell you, we would have 
^'the thing done; allow the Perfons, with that exception; 
^' defire a Bill , the only good old way of impofing on our 
^^Subjeds: We are extremely unfatisned what an Ordinance 
^^ is, but well fatisfied , that without our Confent it is no- 
^^ thing nor binding : and it is evident by the long time fpent 
^^ in this Argument, the neceOlty and danger was not fo in- 
^^ minent, but a Bill might have been prepared ; which if it 
^^fliall yet be done, with that due regard to us and Care of 
" our People, in the limitation of the Power and other Qr- 
** cumftances, we (hall recede from nothing we formerly ex- 
" prcfled in that Anfwer to your Order ; otherwife, we muft 
" declare to all the World, that we are not fitisfial with, or 
"fliall ever allow our Subjefts to be bound by, your Printed 
*^ Votes of the fifceenth or fixteenth of this Month ; or that 
f ^ under pretence of declaring what the Law of the Land is, 
^^you fhall, without Us, make a new Law, which is plainly 
^' the cafe of the Militia : and what is this but tb introduce an 
" Arbitrary way of Government ? 

^^ Concerning Pym^s Speech, you will have found, by 
^^what the Lord Comfton and Mr Baynton brought from us 
*^in Anfwer to that MeC^e they brought to us, chat, as yet, 
^^ we reft nothing fatisfied in that particular. 

^^ A s for the Seditious Pamphlets and Sermons, We are 
" both forry and afhamed i in fo great variety, and in which 
**our Rights, Honour, ana Authority, are fo infolently flight- 
** ed and viliiied, and in which the Dignity and Freedom of 
*^ Parliaments is fo much invaded, and violated ) it fliould be 
*^ asked of us to Name any. The mentioning of the Prote- 
^ftation Proteftcd, the Apprentices Proteftation, 7io your 
^ Tents o Ifiaely or aay other, would be too great an excufe 
^'for the reft: If you think them not worth your enquiry, 
5* we have done. But we think it moft ftrangc to be told, 
^ that our denial of a Guard (which we yet never denied, but 

;^^ granted 
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'^granted in another manner, and under a Coxmnand at that 
<' time txx)ft accuftomed in the Kingdom ) or the denial of 
^any thing elfe (which is in our rower legally to deny) 
^ which in our underftanding, of which God hath iiirely given 
''us fome ufe, is not fit to ht granted, Diould be any excufe 
''for fo dangerous a Concourfe of People; which, not only 
''in our apprehenGon, but, we believe, in the interpreta- 
" tion of the Law it fetf, hath been always held moft Tumul- 
'^tuous, and Seditious. And we muft wonder, what, and 
" whence come the Inftrudtions and Informations, that thofe 
^People have, who can fo eafily think themfelves obliged by 
"Che Proteftation to AOemble in fuch a manner for the de- 
'' fence of Privileges, which cannot be fo clearly known to 
^ any of them, and fo negligently pafs over the confideration, 
*' and defence of our Rights, fo beneficial and neceflary for 
'* themfelves, and (carce unknown to any of them ; which by 
*' their Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, and even by the 
'^ £une Proteftation, they are at leaft e(]ually obliged to de- 
*' fend. And what interruptions fuch kind of Aflemblies may 
'' be to the freedom of future Parliaments ( if not feafonably 
" difirountenanced and fuppreflgd) We muft advife you to 
"coaiider; as likewife, whether both our Rights and rowers 
'* may not by ilich means be ufurped, by hands not trufted by 
" Che Confticution of this Kingdom. For our Guard, we re* 
" fcr you to our Anfwer to your Declaration. 

" By that Queftion of violating your Laws, by which we 
" endeavoured to cxprefs our care, and refolution to obferve 
^'them, we did not expe£l:, you would have been invited to 
'' have looked back fo many years, for which you have had 
'To ample reparation j neither looked we to have been re- 
'^ proached with the Actions of our Minifters then againft 
<' the Laws, whilft we exprefs fb great Zeal for the prefenc 
"defence of them; it being our Refolution, upon ooferva- 
" tion of the mifchief whicn then grew by Arbitary Power 
'* ( though made plauGble to us by the fuggdtions of Necedity 
'^ and imminent Danger, and take you heed, you fall not into 
'^ the fame error, upon the fame fuggeftions ) hereafter to keep 
^'thc Rule our felf, and to ourHPower require the fame 
'* horn all others. But above all, we muft be moft fenfible 
" of what you caft upon us for requital of thofe good Bills, 
" you cannot deny. We have denied an^/ fuch defi^ ; and as 
" God Almighty muft judge in that pomt between us, who 
'* knows our upright intentions at the palling thofe Laws, fo 
«' in the mean time we defy the Devil to prove, that thertf 
« was any defign (with our Knowledge, or Privity ) in or 
'^ about the time of pading thofe Bills, that, had it taken ef- 
'< fe(%, could have depriv^ our Subjeos of the fiuit of them.

^ We are far from dei^yingwhat you have dope; for we 
^ acknowledge the charge our People faAth fiiftained in keep^ 
^ing the two Armies, and in relieving Jr^lamd^ of whioi 
f< we are ib fenfiUe, that in regard of thofe great burtheni 
four Pepple luth undergone, we havp, and do paciendy 
^fiife thole esctreme Perfonal Wants, as our Predcccffatt 
^have been feldom put to, rather than we would prefii upo^ 
^ them J wliich we hope in time, will be confidered on foiir 
$< pares. 

^In our ofier of a general Pardon, qur intent was to com- 
^ pofe and fecure the general condition of oqr Subjeds, coOf* 
^ ceiving diar, in thefe times of great diftra&ions, the good 
** Laws oF the Lmd have not been enough obferved; bat tf if 
^ a ftrange World, when Princes pro£fered Favours are couotr 
^ ed Reproaches^ yet if you like not this our ofier, we have 
« done. 

f^CoNCERKiNQ any difcourfes of Forrdgn FofceiL 
f c thoujgh we have given you-a foil Anfwer yi ours to tout laft 
f< Decbration, yet we mult tell you, we have neidior lb Ql 
^an (pinion of our own Merit, or the Afifedtions of oar 
^ good Subjeds, as to think our felf in need of any Forreipi 
^Forces to preferve us from Oppreffion; and we QuU not 
f'need for any other purpofe: but are confident, throuA 
^Gods Providence, not to want the good Wiflies and ASt 
^ fiftance of the whole Kingdom, being refolv'd to build upon 
^ that iiire Foundation, the Law of the Land; and we take 
^ it very ill, that general difcourfes between an unknown 
^ Perfon and a Msuriner, or inferences upon Letters, flioukl 
^ be able to prevail in matters fo improbable iii themfeives, 
^'and fcandalous to us; for which we cannot but }ikewile 
^< ask reparation, not only for the vindication of our owi^ 
^ Honour, but alfo thereby to fettle the minds of our Sub- 
^ jeOs, whofe Fears and Jfealoufies would foon vanifh, were 
^ they not fed and inaintamed by fiich &lfe and malicious R|i- 
^ mours as thefe. 

*^FoR our return to our Parliament, We have given yon 
^ a full Anfwer in ours to your Declaration ; and you oudit 
^ to look on us as not Gone, but Driven ( we fay not By 
^you, yet) From you. And if it be not fo eafy for you to 
P make our Refidence in Ijoudm fo Safe, as we could deiire, 
5' we are and will be contented, tfMU: our Parliament be Ad- 
f* joum'd to fuch a place, where we may be fitly and iafel^ 
f with you. For though we are not pleated to be at this di-

^ ftaaoe, yet you are not to c jped: our Prefence, until yoa 
^fliall both lecure us concerning ourjuft Apprehenfions of 
<* Tumultuary Infolences, and likewil'e giv^ us fatisfii&ion for 
<* diofe infupportable and infolent Scandals, that are raifed 
^ Mpon us. 

^ T o conclude, as we have or fliall not refufe any agree- 
'*able wav to Juftice or Honour, which fliall be ofierd to us 
^ for the D^etting a right underftanding between us ^ To we 
''are refolved that no ftreights or neceffities, to which we 
^ may be driven, fliall ever compel us to do that, which the 
^ reafon and underifcandinp; that God hath given us, and our 
* Honour and Intereft, with which God hach trufted us for 
^the good of our Potency and Kingdoms, fliall render un- 
^pleaunt and grievous to us. And we aflure you, how 
c^fcneanly ibever you arepleafed to value the difcharge of our 
^ PUUick Duty, we are fo Conicious to our felf of having 
''done our part fince this Parliament, that in whatfoever 
''Condition we now fland, we are confident of the conti- 
" nued Prote<3Jon from Almightv God^ and the condantGra- 
"titude^ Obedience, and Afieaion from our People. And 
" we (hall truft God with all. 

These quick Anfwers from the King gave them very 
much trouble, and made it evident to them, that he would 
po more be Swa^er'd into Conceflions that he thought un- 
leafonable, or perfwaded to chem upon general Promifes, or 
^ implicit Con&lence in their future Modefty ; but that he 
denumded reparation for the breach of his Privileges, and (b 
Fought with them with their own Weapons, troubled them 
ioDUch more ; apprehending that in a f liort time, the People 
midit be perfwaded to believe, that the King was in the right, 
and had not been well dealt with : and though fome few 
who thought themfelves too far ingaged to retire,^ were glad 
of the fliarpnefe of thefe Paper-Skirmiflies, which they be- 
lieved made the wound (till wider, and more incurable j yet 
the Major part which had been induced to joyn with them 
out of Confidence that the King would yield, and that their 
boldnefs and importunity in asking^ would prevail with his 
Majefty to content, withed themfelves fairly unintangled; 
and I have heard many of the Fierceft Concurrers, and who 
have ever fince kept them Company, at that time profefS| 
*'T1iat if any expedient might be found to reconcile the pre- 
" lent difference about the Militia, they would no more Adr 
" venture upon Demands of the like Nature > and the Earl of 
Effex himfelf was ftartled, and confefled to his Friends," That 
**ne defired a more moderate proceeding (hould be in Parlia- 
** ment ; and that the King, who had given fo much, fhould 
" receive fome fatisfa^on. But thofe of the Court, who 

thought 
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thought their faults to their Mafter more unpardoDable, couU 
not endure that the Youngeft Courtier, fliould be the Eldeft 
Convert^ and therefore by repeating what the King and 
Queen had faid of him heretofore, and by frefli Intelligence^ 
which they procured from Tork^ of what the King then 
thought of him, they perfwaded him, ^ That his Condition 
^ was too defperate to recede : and all Men were perfwaded, 
that this fteddy deportment of the King, proceeded from fome 
new evil Counfellors, who would be as foon Deltroyed as 
Difcovered ; and that then they would fo carry themfelves, 
that the King (hould owe his ureatnefs, and his Glory (for 
they iiiil faid, ^ He (hould excel all his Predeceflbrs in both) 
to their formed Counfels and Adtivity, and not to the 
whifpers of thofe who thought to do his buGnefs without 
them. And I am perfwaded that even then, and I was at 
that time no (Iranger to the Perfons of moft that Governed, 
and a diligent obferver of their Carriage, they had rather, t 
deiign of making themfelves powerful with the King, and 

Scat at Court, than of ledening the Power of the One, orre- 
rming the Diicipline of the Other : but, no doubt, there 
were fome few in the number that looked further; yet by pre- 
tending that, kept up die Mettal of Writing, and inclmed 
them for their Honour to new Declarations. 

The King found himfelf at fome eafe, and mpft Perfons 
of Quality of that great County, and of the Counties adja- 
cent, reformed to him, and many Perfons of Condition from 
Ltndonj and thofe pares, who had not the Courage to attend 
upon him at Wkite-HaU-^ fo that the Court appeared with 
fome Lultre. And now he begun to think of executing fome 
of thofe Refolutions, which he had made with the Queen be- 
fore her departure j One of which was, and to be firtt done, 
the removing the Karls of EJJexj and Holland from their Offices 
in the Court, the one of Chamberlain, the other of Groom 
of the Stole, which hath the reputation and benefit of being 
firft Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber. Indeed no Man could 
Ibeakin the juftification of cither of them, yet no Man thought 
them equally culpable. The Earl of Holland was a Perlon 
meerly of the King's, and his Fathers Creation ; raifed from 
the Condition of a private Gentleman, a Younger Brother of 
an Extradfcion that lay under a great blemilh, and without 
any Fortune, to a great height by their meer Favour, and 
Bounty. And they had not only adorn'd him with Titles, 
Honours and O^ices, but inabled him to fupport thofe in 
thehigheft Luftre, and with the largeft Expence: and this 
King had drawn many inconveniencies, and great difadvan- 
tagcs, uponhimfelf and his Service, by his preferring him to 
Qxx^ Trufts, which Others did not only think Themfelves, 
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but really were, worthier of; but efpecially by indulging 
him fo far in the rigorous Execution of his Office of Chiet 
Juftice in Hyre, in which he brought more prejudice upon 
the Court, and more difcontcnt upon the King, from the moft 
confiderable part of the Nobility and Gentry in Englandj than 
proceeded from any one Adion, that had its rife from the 
King's Will and Pleafure, though it was not without Ibme 
Warrant from Law; but having not been pradUfed for fome 
hundreds of Years, was looked upon as a terrible Irmovation 
and Exa(^ion upon Perfons, who Knew not that they were in 
any fault ; nor was any imputed to them, but the Original 
Sin of their Fore-fathers , even tor which they were obHged 
to pay gjeat Penalties and Ranfoms. That fuch a Servant 
fliould iufier his Zeal co leflen and decay toward fuch a Moitcr, 
and that he ihould keep a Title to lodge in his Bed-Chamber, 
iiporo whofe Court he had , upon the matter withdrawn him- 
felf, and adhered to, and aflilted thofe, who afiFronted and con- 
temned his Majeity fo notorioufly, would admit of no manner 
of Interpoficion and Excufe. 

Less was to be objedied againil the Earl of Ejjixy who as 
be had been, all his Life, without obligations firom the Court, 
and believ*d he had undergone oppreilion there, fo he was, in 
all refpev^, the fame Man he had always profefled himfelf 
to be, when the King put him into that Office j and in re- 
ceiving of which, many Men believ'd, that he rather grati- 
fied the King, than that his Majdty had obliged him in con- 
ferring it; and it had been, no doubt, the chief reafon of 
putting the Staff in his hand, becaufe in that Conjundure no 
other Man, who would in any degree have appeared wortjiy 
of it, had the Courage to receive it. However having taken 
Che Charge upon him , he ought, no doubt, to have taken all 
his Mafter^s Concernments more to Heart, than he had done; 
and he can never be cxcufed for flaying in White-Hally when 
the King was with that Outrage driven from thence, and for 
choofing to behold the Triumph of the Members return to 
Weftminfitr^ rather than to attend his Majefty's Perfon in fo 
great perplexity to Hamftoji-court y which had been his duty 
to have done, and for failing wherein, no other excufe can be 
made, but that, after he had taken fo full a Refolucion to have 
waited upon his Majefty thither, that he had drefled himfelf 
in his Travelling Habit, he was diverted from it by the Earl 
of HoUandy who ought to have accompanied* him in the Ser- 
vice, and by his averment, <<That if he went, he ihould be 
^^Affadinated; which it was not poffible fhould have ever 
been (b much as thought of. 

Notwithstanding all this, the Perfons trufted by 
his Majeity and remaining at Lmdon^ had no fooner notice of 

it 
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it (which his Majefty fent to them, that he mlgbc be advifed 
the befl: way of doing it ) but they did all they could to dif* 
fwade the purfuins it. They did not think it a good Con- 
jun^re to make thofc two Peribns defperate^ and they knew 
chat they were not of the Temper and Inclinations of thoTe, 
who had too much Credit with them, nor did de&re to drive 
things to the utmoit Extremities, which could never better 
their Conditions ; and that they did both rather defire xs% 
find any Expedients, by which they mijght make a fafe and an 
honourable Retreat, than to Advance in die way they were 
ingaged in. But the Ar^iment they chiefly inufted on to 
the King, was, << That being depriv'd of their Offices, chev 
^ would be able to do more muchief , and ready to iinbark 
^ themfelves with the moft defperate Perfons , in the moft 
^ defperate Attempts ^ which fell out accordingly. And diere 
is great reafon to believe, that if that Refolution the King 
had taken, had not been too obftinately purfued at that dme^ 
many of the mifchiefs, which aiterwards fell out, would have 
been prevented; and, without doubt, if theStaffhad remain^ 
ed ftill in the hands of the Earl oiEffix^ by whidi he was 
Charged with the Defence and Security of tte King's PerTon, 
he would never have been prevailed with to have taken upon 
him the Command of that Army, which was afterwards railed 
againd: the King, and with which To many Battles were Fou^t. 
And there can be as little doubt in any Man , who knew 
well the Nature and Temper of that Time, that it had been 
very difficult, if not utterly impoflible, for the two Houfes of 
Parliament to have raifed an Army then, if the Earl of Effex 
h^ not confented to be General of that Army. 

B u T the King was inexorable in the point ; He was ob- 
liged by promife to the Queen at parting, which he would 
not break; and her Majelty had Contraaed fo great an in« 
dignation 'ftgainft the Earl of HoUanJy whofe ingratitude in- 
deed towards Her was very odious^ that flie had faid, ^She 
^ would never live in the Court, if"^ He kept his place. And 
fo the King fent an Order to JuittletM the Lord Keeper of the 
creat Seal, " That he ihould require the Staff and Key from 
? the One, and the Other, and receive them into his Cuftody. 
The Keeper trembled at the Office, and had not Courage to 
undertake it. He went prefently to the Lord Falkland^ and 
deiired him to affift him in making his excufe to the King. 
He made manyprofeffions of his Ehity to the King, "Who, 
<^ he hoped, wodd not Command him in an Afiair (o unfuit- 
" able to the Office he held under him : that no Keeper had 
<^been imployed in fuch a Service; that if he fliould execute 
« the Order he had received, it would in the firft place be 
^< Voted a breach of Privilege in him, being a Peer ; and the 
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^ Houfe would commit him to Prifon, by which the Kii^ 
^ would receive the greateft af&onc , chou^ He ihould be 
^ruin'd; whereas the thing it felf might be done by a more 
^;yroper Officer, without any inconvenience. 

How weak (bever the Reafons were , the Paffion was 
firong, and the Lord Fif/^/«»/ could not refiife to convey hi$ 
Letter to the Kii^ , which contained his Anfwer in his own 
words, with all the imaginable profellions of Duty and Zeal 
for his Service. How ill foever his Majelty was fatisfied, he 
&w the bufinefs would not be done that way ; and therefore 
he writ immediately a Letter, all in his own hand, to the Lord 
FmlkUmd'^ in which with fome gracious exprefTions of excufe 
for putting that work upon Him^ he Commanded him << To 
^ require the furrender of the Lnfigns of their Offices from 
^ thofe two Earls. The Lord Falkland was a little troubled 
in receiving the Command : Hiey were Perfons fropi whom 
he had always received great Civilities, and with whom he 
had much Credit^ and this harfh Office might have been more. 
Nararally, and as £fie6hially perform'd by a Gentleman 
Ulher, as the &me Stafihad been demanded before from the 
Earl of Bimhrokej within lefs than a Year. However, he 
would make no excufe, being a very pundual and exad: Per* 
fon in the performances of his Duty; and fo went to both of 
tfaem^ and met them coming to the Houfe, and imparted bis 
MeOage to them : They defircd him very civilly, "That he 
" would give them leave to confer a little together, and they 
^ would, within half an hour, fend for him into the Houfe of 
^Commons; whither he went, and they, within lefs time, 
ient to him to meet them in S^ Thomas Cotton's Garden (a 
place adjacent, where the Members of both Houfes ufed fre- 
quently to walk) and there with very few words, they deli-* 
vered the StafF and the Key into his hands, who immediately 
carried them to his Lodging ; and They went up to the Houle 
of Peers : and prefendy both Houfes took notice of it, and 
with Paffion, and bitter iixpreffions againft die evil Counfel<«? 
lors, who haid given his Majefty that Qxinfel, they concun^d 
in a Vote, ^'That whofoever prefumed to accept of either of 
*< thofe Offices, fliould be reputed an Enemy to his Country : 
and then they proceeded with more impetuonty in the bufineft 
of the Militia ^ and all other matters which moll trenched 
upon the King^s Authority. 

Whilst they were lo eager in purfuit of the Militia, and 
pretended the neceflit]^ fo imminent, that they could not defer 
the diQ>ofition thereof till it might be Formally, and Regu^^ 
larly fettled by Bill, they had their Eye upon another Militia, 
the Royal ^favyj without recovering of which to their own 
power (though ihey were fctisfy'd by the pulfc of the People, 
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the mean time, whilft they caufed him to attend their Icifise 
to be examined, thev proceeded in haftning the Earl of Mr* 
wff i( to make himleu ready for the Service^ who made no 
fcruple of undertaking it ^ and the Earl of NBrtbrnnierLmi re- 
ceiving the Order, and Deflre of both Houles ^ To granclu 
^Commiflion to him to be Admiral of that Fleet^ thoi^ 
hirrfelf fufficiendy excufed towards the King, and did it ic^ 
cordingly. The two Hoiifes in the mean tim& without 117 
funher choujghc of procuring the King's Content, preparing 
reafons ro uxisfy his Majeity for the Neceffity, or ConYeu- 
cncy of their proceeding. 

Many Men, efpedally they who at a diflance oUenrVI 
and difcern'd the Difficulties the King was like to Encounter^ 
wonder'd that upon fo apparent a breach of Truft, and aftot 
Unducifulaefs. his Majeity did not at that time revoke de 
Lord Admiral s Commiffion, which was but during pleafiirc) 
and fo put that fure Guard oif the Kingdom, his Navy, under 
fuch a Command as he midit depend upon. But the tmh 
is, it was not Then CounfelTable ; for (bcfides that it was ea* 
fier to Refolve, '' That it was fit to remove the Earl cSNortbmh 
^ herlani^ than to find a Man competent for the jplace) Alt 
%ifay ic might have been poilible to have prevented the going 
our of any Fleet to Sea, which would have confirmed die 
frantick Jealoufics of bringing in Forreign Forces; but not 
have reduced it to his own Obedience. 

They had by degrees, fo order'd the CoUedlion of Ton* 
nage and Poundage, by palling Bills for fix weeks or two 
months at a time, and putting thofe, who fliould Receive or 
Pay thofe Duties, otherwifc than they were granted by thofe 
Bills, into a Praemunire; and fo terrified the old Cultomers^ 
that the King had no other means of fetting out his Fleet, 
than by the Monies arifing by the Cuftoms, which they ab- 
iblucely difpofed of; and at this t me had ContraOed with 
the Vidualter, made the Ships ready, and hired many Mer- 
chants Ships to joyn in that Fleet for the Guard of the Seas. 
And whilit this matter of the Admiral was in fufpence, they 
faffcred the former Bill of Tonnage and Poundage to emire, 
and did not, till the very Night before, pafs a new Bill j 
which could not have the Royd Aflcnc till many days after, 
the King being then at York. Yet the Houfe ot Commons, 
toj&lve all Danger of the Praeraimire, on the %df^ of Marcbj 
being the very day that the former Bill expired, font an Order 
to all the Colledtors of the Cuftoms, many of which could 
not receive it in ten days after; 

"That the new Bill being pafled by both Houfc for the 
" continuance of thofe payments until the third day of May 
** ( which could not ycc receive the Royal Aflcnt, in regard 
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'^ of the remotene&ofhisMajefty's Perfon from the Parlia^f 

*' ment ) which Monies to be colIe(9^ by that Bill Were to 

*< b^ implo/d in the ntcdSuy Guarding of the Sea^ and De« 

^ fence of the Commoii-wealth : It was therefore order'd by 

'^ the Comcbons in Parliament , that the feveral Officers be- 

^' locuging to the Cu(tom Houfe, both in the Port in lAnion^ 

** ana the out Ports, fhould not permit any Merc^tfit or other 

^* CO Lade, or Unlade any Goods, or Merchandizes, before 

''fiich Penbns do make due Entries thereof in the Cuilom 

*< Houfe. And it was declared alfo by the &id Commons, 

^ that fuch Officers, upon the reipedive Entry made by an^ 

<* Merchant as afore&id, ihould mtimate to luch Merchant. 

** that it was the advice of the Commons, for the better eate 

*<ofthe fidd Merchants, and in regard the refpedtive Duties 

<* would relate, and become due as from that day : that the 

■^ fiud Merchants upon Entry of their Goods, as uuiallv they 

*' dicL when a Law was in force to that purpofe, would de* 

^poute fo much Money as the feveral Cuftoms Would amount 

'* unto, in the hands ot fiich Officers, to be by them account*^ 

*< ed to his Majefty, as the refpeOive Cuftoms due by the 

« Aid Bill, when the iaid Bill Hiould have die Royal Aflent^ 

^ or otherwife, hit Majefly refiifing the paffing thereof, the 

^ laid Momes to be refrored, upon demand, unto the feveral 

^ Merchants refpeAiveljr. 

B y whidi Order, wmch was a more abfolute Difpetifatiod 
for a Prggmunirej than ever any Nan-otfiante granted by the 
Crown, the Cuftoitis were as frankly, and fiiUy paid, as if an 
A& of Parliament had been paHed to that purpofe j and af- 
foon as the Commiffion could be fent, and returned from 
Tmrky the Ad was paOed. But no doubt they had a further 
defign in fuSering tiie Bill totally to expire, before they pre- 
pared anew One, than at that time was apprehended^ and 
mtcnded, under fuch a Popular neceffity, which feeitiM to be 
oo»Qoned by the Kmg's abfence, to bnng their own Orders 
in fiich a reputation, that in another neceOity which They 
Ihould Declare, they might bv the Precedent of this, which 
was the only Indemnity all thofe Merchants who paid, and 
the Officers who receiv d, Cuftoms, ha4 for the prefcrvation 
of their Eftates, be currently and abfolutely obeyed tfnd fub- 
mitted to.

Hereafter require it, that the Time would be much more iea- 
fonable^ when the Fleet was at Sea ^ and the Thing it felf 
more praflicable : which was a true conclufion. However, 
he ezpreOed^o much dUlike againft the Earl of Warwick** 
VoflPartx. Hb Com- 
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Clonlziiandiifg that Fleet, that he was not willing diat any 
Officers whom he valued , ihould take imploymenc under 
him 5 which he had fliorcly after canfc to repent. For, by 
this means, the Vice- Admiralty, which was deligp'd to Gap 
tain Cartwright^ the Controller of the Navy, who hath fince 
fufficiently idhffd how advantageoufly to his Majefly he 
would have managed that Chaise, upon His refuial ( which 
was occafioned by intimation hrom his Majeity, as Ihall be 
hereafter mentioned ) was Conferred npon Batten^ an oblcure 
Fellow J and, though a good Sea-man, unknown to tibe Navy, 
till he was, two or three Years before, for money, madeSup- 
Teyor, who executed it ever iince with great animoGty agaii^ 
the King's Service, of which more hereafter. 

Being, by this means, fecure at Sea, they proceeded with 
more vigour at Land^ and, though they thought it tux Yet 
feafonabTe to execute their Ordinance for the Militia with any . 
Form and Pomp, they dire&ed. Underhand, their Agpots 
and Kmi(&ries, ^Thac the People, of ThemfelvesL Oiould 
^choofe Captains and Officers, and Train under thenaine 
** of Voluntiers ^ which begun to be praflifed in many places 
of the Kingdom , but only in thofe Corporations, and by 
thofe Inferiour People, who were notorious for Faoion, and 
Schifm in Religion. The King's Declarations, which wert 
now carefully publiflied, gave them (bme trouble, and made. 

freat impreuion, in Sober Men, who were moved with the 
Leafon, and in Rich Men, who were ftartled at the Com* 
mands in them. But that Claufe in the King*s AnfWer to 
their Declaration, prefenced to him at Nevj-Markety in which 
He told them, " That if they had not been informed of the 
** feditious words ufed in, and the circumflances of the Ttt- 
** mults, and would appoint fbme way for the examination ' 
*^ of them, that he would require fome of his learned Coufi- 
•'cil to attend with fueh Evidence as might fatisff them, 
troubled them much more. For if there were ftill io much 
Courage left in the King's Council, that they durft appear to 
inform againft any of thofe proceedings, which They fa- 
voured, they (liould find Men grow more afraid of the Law 
than of Them j which would dettroy all their deGgns. 
Therefore they Refolv'd to proceed with all expedition, and 
fcverely againlt the Atturhey General for his Trefpafe and 
Prefumption upon their Privileges, in the Accufation of the 
ive Members, and tlie Lord Kimholton : of the circumftances 
of which Proceeding, and Judgement thereupon, being as ex- 
traordinary, and as diflant from the Rules of Juftice, at Icafl 
ef Pradice, as any thing that then happen'd, it will not be 
amifs to fee down two or three particulars. 
Shortly after they had Impeached him (Vhicb is men- 
tioned 
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tionfid before) and the King had found it ncceffarj^ to give 
over any profecution againft the Others, his Majefty being 
dcGroiM now he had freed Them , that they fhould free His 
Attumey, writ a Letter fixnn R^Jlon^ when he was in his 
Way to Toriy to the Lord Keeper j in which he told him^ 
" That the Articles which had been preferred againft the Mem- 
" bers, were, by Himfelf, delivered to his Atwrncy General 
^ engrofled in Paper j and that he had then commanded him 
" to accufe thofe Perfons, upon thofe Articles of High Trea- 
• '^fon, and other Mifciemeanours ; andj in His Name to de- 
** fire a Committee of Lords might be appointed to take the 
^examination pf fuch Witnefles as Qiould be produced, a$ 
"formerly had been done in cafes of like nature, according to 
** the Juitice of the Houfe. And his Majdty did further de- 
•*clare. That his laid Atturncy did not advife or contrive the 
^ftid Articles, nor had any thing to do with, or in advifing^ 
?*any breach of Privilege chat followed after. And for what 
" be did in obedience to His Commands^ he conceived he 
^ WIS bound by Oath j and the duty of his Place, and by the 
**Truft rcpofcd in him by his Majefty^ fo to do: and that 
- *^if he haa refufed to obey his Majelty therein, his Majefty 
■i^wpuld have queftion'd him for breach of Oath, Duty, and 
'•fTruft J but now having declared that he found caufc whole^ 
.•*ly to defift from proceeding againft the Perfons accuTcd, he 
*^had commanded him to proceed no further therein, nor to 
^ produce, nor difcover any Proof concerning the fame. 

Though this Teftimony of his Majefty's clearly abfolved 
him from the Guilt, with which he was chargedj yet it rather 
haften'd the Trial, and fliarpen'd the edge, that was before 
keen enough againft him ; and the day of Trial being come^ 
when the Members of the Commons, who were appointed 
for the Profecution, found that Counfel was ready f which 
had been afligned by the Lords ) for the defence of tne At- 
.tumey Gerteral, they profcffed, **That they would admit no 

* Council ; that it was below the dignity of the Houfe of 

* Commons to plead againft Fee'd Council ; that whoever 
•*pre(iimed to be of Counfel with a Perfon atcufed by the 
** Commons of England^ Ihould be taught better to know his 
** dutyj and fliould have caufe to repent it. The Lords feem'd 
mucb moved with this reproach, that their Afls of Judica- 
ture Diould be queftioned, and the Council, which had bcett 
jtiftly, and regularly afljgn'd by them , fliould be threaten'd 
for lubmitting to Their Order. But that which troubled thera 
moft, was, that the Council, which was aflign'd by them, upon 
Aia reprehenfion, and threat of the Commons, pofitively re- 
fufed to meddle fiirther in the bufinefs, or to make any^De- 
fence for the Attumey. Hereupon, they put oflF the Trial, 

H h 1 and 
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and commit to the Tower oSlAndm S' Tb^mm B^dding&Uf 
and Sr lUmst GMrdmery for their contempt in refiiGng to be of 
Q>uncil with the Attumcy upon Their Affi^ument : ftanders 
by looking upon the juftice.of Parliament with left reverence^ 
to fee the Subjedl, between the contradiflory^ and oppofite 
Commands of both Houfes ( the diipleafure of either being 
infupportable) punilhed and imprifbned for doings by Ctae^ 
ulrhat he was ftreightly inhibited from doing by the Other. 

However, this diffirence gave only reipite for fome days 
to the Attumey , who was quickly again called before fait 
Juc^es- To wtMit was paffionately and unreafonably objedibed 
againft him, ^ Of breach of Privilege and Scandal, he confi* 
dently alledg'd << The Duty of his place ; that bis Mailer's 
^Command was Warrant for what he had donej uxi dnt 
^be had been juftly punilhable if he had refufed to do it, 
^^when Commanded^ that there had never been a Pretence 
^' of Privilege in Cafe of Treafon, the contrary whereof was 
*' not only underftood bv the Law, but had been by ITieni- 
'* (elves confefled, in a Petition delivered by them in the be- 



*' ginnmg of this King's Reign, upon the imprilbnment of 
''the Earl ciArunJil-y in which it was acknowledged, that 
^ the Privileges of Parliament extended not to Treafon, Fe^ 
**lony, or refiilal to find Sureties for the Peace ^ that he bad 
''no reafbn to fii(pe£t the executing the Duty of his plac^ 
'' would have been imputed to him for any T lefbsis, (ince 
''the very (ame thing he had now done, and of whi(^ he flood 
" accufed, was done, in the firft year of this Kii^s Reign, 
^ by Sr Rotert Hesth^ the then Attumey General ^ who ex* 
" hibited Articles of High Treafon benore their Lordihips, 
" againft the Earl of Brifiol^ which was not then underftood 
" to be any breach of Privilege ; and therefore , having fo 
" late a Precedent, moft of their Lordihips being then Juctees, 
'' he hoped he (bcald be held excufable for not being 2>lc 
*' to difcern that to be a crime, which they had vet never de- 
'' dared to be fo. The undeniable reafons ot his Defence 
(againft which nothing was replied, '< But the inconvenience 
'^ and mirchief, which would attend a Parliament, if the Men> 
'^ bers might be accufed of High Treafon without their con- 
^ fent ) prevailed fo far with the Major part of the Houfc of 
Peers, though the Profecution was carrioi on with all ims^n- 
able fliarpnefs, and vehemence by the Houfe of Commons, 
and entertained by thofc Peers, who were of that Party, as 
a matter of vaft concernment to all their hopes, that the Que- 
ftions being put. Whether he (hould be deprived of his place 
of Atturney? Whether he fliould be Fined to the King? Whe- 
rficr he Hiould pay Damages to the Perfons accufed ? and,Whe- 
thcr he iliould be committed to the Tower? which were the 

feveral 
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federal parts of the Sentence, which many of the Lords had 
prefled he ihould undei^ the Negative prevailed in every 
one of the Particulars; To that the Atturney was underftood 
by ail Men, who underftood the Rules and Prafiice of Par- 
lament^ to be abfolutdy abfolved from that CSiargc and Im- 
peachment^ by the Judgement of the Houfe of Peers. 

THEHouie ot Commons ezprefled all pollible refen^- 
mcnt, and declared ^ That they would not reft fatisfy'd with 
^ Che Judgment ; and feme Lords even of thofe who had ac* 
quitted him, were very, ddirous to find out an Expedient 
whereby the Houfe of Commons might be compounded with ^ 
and it was believed, that the Atturney himielf was mudi 
(haken with the torrent of Malice and nrejudice^ which the 
Houfe of Commons feem'd now to threaten him with ; con- 
ceiving, ^ That He and his OfSce now Triumphed over the 
^ whole Body, and not over fix Members only : and there* 
forc^ after fome days, the Houfe of Peers confidering, ^ That 
^ his Difcharge was but Negative, that he (hould not be pu- 
^ niflied in this and that dejgree ; and that he had no Abfolu^ 
^ Cion from the Crimes, with which he was charged, proceed- 
ed to a new Judgment ( contrary to all courfe and pradHce of 
IWliament, or of any Judicial Court) and complying with all 
their other Votes, Reiolv'd, by way of Judgement upon him, 
^ That he (hould be difableid from ever being a Parliament 
^' Nfan^ incapable of any place of Judicature, or other Pre- 
^fermen^ than of Atturney General; which they could not 
deprive him of, by reafbn <x the former Vote : and ^That he 
^ A^d be committed to the Prifon of the Fleet. Which Sen- 
tence was with all Formality pronounced againft him, and he 
committed to the Fleet accordingly; witn which Sentence 
the Conamons were no more fatisfjrd than with the Former ; 
fome dT them looking that their Favourite^ the Sollicitor. 
fluxild luve the place of Atmrney: Ochers. that the Accufed 
Members fhould receive ample Damages by way of repara- 
tion j without which they could not thmk tnemlelves fecure 
from the like Attempts. 

Having, by this eictraordinary and exemplary proceeds 
ing, forti^d their Privileges againft fuch Attempts, and fe- 
cured their Perlbns from being Accufed, or proceeded ag»inft 
by Law, they uied no le(s feverity, againft all thofe who pre- 
fumed to queftion the juftice, or prudence of their Adtions, 
efpedaUy againft thofe, who, following the Method that had 
done fo much hurt, drew the People to Petition for thac 
which they had no mind to grant; and in this profecucion 
they were not lefs fevere, and vehement, than againft the 
higneft Treafon could be imaged. 
TJ po N the Petition mentioned before, that was framed

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in iMion agaioft their Tetding the Miiici^ tliey eommicted one 
Georti Bmion^ a Qci^n of great Reputation for Wealth and 
Wifdom, and who was indeed a yery Sober Man. After he 
{lad lain foine time in Prifqn, the Lords, according to Law^ 
Bail'd him; but the Commons caufed him the next dn? to 
be recommitted, and prefcrr'd an Impeachment againft niiDi 
for no other Crime but ^ AdviGng and contriving that Feti? 
«^ tion. Tiic Gentleman defended himfclfc^« Jm it w«f at 
<^ ways held, and fo publickly declared this Parliament to be 
^^ Lawful, in a modelt way, to Petition for the remcwal, or 
<c prevencioq of any Grievance : that obferving very many Pe* 
^ ticions tp be delivered, and received, for die £pttung the Ii^- 
f^litia, in an other way than was then agreeable to the Law. 
^ or had been pradiced, Ind conceiving that the fiune would 
f^ prove very pi-cjudical to the City of London^ of which be 
^^ was a Member, he had joyn'd with many other GoaKna, 
< of known Ability and Integrity, in a Petition againft lb great 
^^an incovenience;; which, he prefumed, was Lawfiufpr 
^^ him to do. How reafonable foevcr this Qefence was, the 
Houfe of Peers adjudged him ^To be Disfranchifed, and io? 
f^ capable of any OHice in the City ^ to be committed to the 
f ^ Common Goal qF Colchefter ( for his Repqtation was (b peac 
in Lfindofiy that they would nqt trufl him in a City Enfon ) 
and Fii^'d him three Thoufand pounds. 

About the fame time, at the General AQi^^sin Kmt^Ac 
juiticcs of Pcac^, and principal Genrlemen of that Gounty, 
prepared a Petition to be prefented to the two Houfes, with 
a defire, *' That the Militia might not be othcrwife exercifcd 
^9 in chat CouPity, than the known Law permitted : and that 
<^ the Book of Uommon-Prayer, eftabliflied by Law, might bis 
^^ obfervcd. This Petition was Communicated by many to 
their Friends, and Copies thereof fent abroad, before the Sub^ 
icription was xtzdy-y whereupon the Houfe of Peers took no^ 
tice of it, as tending to fome Commotion in Keni'j and^ in 
the Debate, the Earl of Brifiot taking notice, " That he had 
f ' feen a Copy of it, apd had had fome Conference about \x with 
^< Judge Mallet^ who was then Judge of Aflize in Kjnty andf 
newly rerurn'd out of his Circuit, both the Earl and Judge, 
for having but feen the Petition, were prefently committed 
to the 'lower; and a Declaration publiflied, *«That none 
' fliould prefume to deliver jhat, or the like Petition, to either 
" Houfe. Notvvichftanding which, fome Gentlemen of Kent^ 
^ith a great number of the Subftantiul Iahabitant;s of that 
County, came to the City; which, upon the Alarum, was put 
in Arms ; ftrong Guards placed at Lj>ndon Bridge, where the 
Petitioners were difarmed, and only fome few (uffered to pais 
with their Petition to If^JimmJier -^ the reft forced to return 

to 
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to their Country. And, upon the delivery thereof to th 
Hobfe of Commons (thou^ the fame was very modeft, an< 
in a more dutiful Diale(3; than moft Petitions delivered to 
Cfaem ) the bringers of the Petition were (harply reprehend^ 
ed; two or three of rhem committed to fcvcral Prifons^ the 
principal (jentlemcn of the Country, who had Subfcribed an4 
Adviied it, lent for as Delinquents ^ Charges, and Articles of 
ImDcacfament, drawn up againft thcfm j and a Declaration 
publiih'd, « That whoioever ll>ould henceforth Advife^. or 
*^ Contrive the like Petitions, fliould be proceeded againft, af^ 
^^EdelQifi8 to the Common-^wealth. So unlike, and different 
wert cbeir Tempers, and reception of thofe model! Addret- 
leL which were for Duty and Obcclience to the Laws efla- 
bpfiied y and ±ofe which prefTed, a^d brought on Alteration 
9od ImiovatiOn. But that injuftice gave great life, and in- 
coiinggcment to their own Profelytesj and taught others tp 
know (hat their being Innocent would not be long ea(y or 
fafe : and this kind of Juftice extended it felf in the lame 
mcafiire to their own Members, who oppofed their irregux 
lar determinations ^ who, befides the Agony and Vexation of 
having the moft plain Reafon, and confeflied Law, rejcdled, 
and over-ruled with contempt and noifc, were lyable to all the 
Ferfonal Reproaches and Difcoqntenance, that the Pride anc) 
Petulancy of the other Party, could lay upop them ; and were 
fomedmes imprifon'd and difgraced, for freely fpeaking their 
Opinions, anci Confcience in Debate. 

All ibrts of Men being thus terrify'd, the Commons re* 
roember'd, that a great Magazine of the King's Ammunition 
lay ftill at HuUl and though that Town was in the Cuftody of 
a Confident of^th^ir owil yet they were not willing to ven- 
ture fo ^eat a Treafure fo near the King^ who continued at 
Tork^ with a great refort of Perfons of Honour and Quality 
from all parts ; and therefore they Refolv'd, under pretence 
of fupplymg Ireland^ to remove it fpeedily from thence ; and 
moved the Lords, "Tojoyn with tnem in an Order tO that 
« purpofe. The Lords, wno proceeded with lefs Fury, and 
more Formality, defircd " That it might be done with the 
" King's Confent. After a long Debate, the o^e thinking they 
Merited much by that fcivility, the other contented to gratify 
thofe in the Ceremony, who, they knew, would in the end 
Concurr with them^ a Petition was agreed upon to be fent tq 
his Majefty^ in which, that he mi^t the fooner yield to 
them in this matter, they Refolv'd to remember him of that 
which, tliey thought, would rcfleft on him with the People, 
and to " Move him to take off the Reprieve from the fix' 
"Pjriefts, which is before mentioned. And fo they fent 
their Petition tp tiifp^ tellipg; him, <^ That they fowd tbe^tor^ 
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t^7ibl w * Pf Arms, and AmmimitUm in the Tower of IJmJlm nnidi 
i<«/r*r«.^4iminilhed: and that the necefficy for fupply of bis King- 
••vf tu <' dom of IreiMnd (for which they had been iUued from thepce) 
' •- « daily inaeafed J and that the ooa£on. for which the Ma* 
^ gaxme was placed at IhiU^ was now taken away ; and oonC- 
^< dering it would bejcept at iMubm with left Qarge, and 
U n^prc Safety, and Tranfportcd thence witb much more con- 
'^ venience for the Service of the Kingdom of IrfAiW;- they 
^* therefore humbly prayed, that his Majefty wpuldbe graa- 
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^ jSx Priefts. then in Newgate^ were condemned to dye, and 
<< by his Nbjefty had been Reprieved, they humbly prayed 
^ his Majefty 'to be pleafed, that the faid Reprieves mi^ be 
^' taken ofl^ and the Priefts executed according to Law. To 
which Petition his Majefty immediately returned AofWf^ in

2J.,j2^' ^*We rather expelled, and have done long, that you 
fi^ef. ^^Piould have gi^en Us an account^ why a CSutifon hath 
<< been placed in our Town of Hull^ without our Confent, and 
^ Soldiers BUleted there againft Law, and exprefs words of 
^ the Petition of Riglit, than to be moved, for the avoiding 
^* of a needlefi Charge you have put upon your fdves, to give 
^f our C3n(ent for the removal of our Mi^Zine and Muni- 
^' tion, our own proper Goods, upon fuch general Reafons 
^^ as indeed give no &isfaAion to our Judgement ; And fince 
^ you have made the buGnefi of HuB your Argument, We 
f^ WQuld gladly be informed, why our own inclination, on the 
*' generaT Rumour of the defigns of Papifts in the Northern 
<< Parts, was iiot thought fufficient ground fpr us to put a 
"Perfon of Honour, tormne, and unbleniiQied Reputation,

*? dions to the contrary, JDhall be fpeedily given up, if we 
" fhall require it^ we fhall be contented to difpofe our lyiu- 
5'nition there, as we have done in other places, for the 
f^^lick eafe and benefit, as, upon particular advice, we 

"fliall 
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<*{hall find convenient; though we cannot think it fit, or 
^confent, that the whole Magazine be removed together. 
^But when you Ihall agree upon fuch proportions, as Hull 
^ be held neceffiry for any particular Service, we fhall iign 
<< fiich Warrants as fhall be agreeable to Wirdom and Reafon ; 
^ and if any of them be deugn'd for XJlfier^ or Lemfiery you 
^ know well the Conveyance will be more eafy, anid conve- 
^ nient from the pl^e xhty are now in. Yet we muft tell 
^you, that if the Fears are lo great from the Papifts at home, 
^or of Forreign Force, as is pretended, it Teems (trange that 
*you make not proviiion of Arms, and Munition, for defence 
^of this Kingdom, rather than feek to carry any more from 
^ hence , without (bme courfe taken for (upply ; cfpecially, 
^if you remember your Engagement to our ScotiJIj bubjed^, 
^for that proportion of Arms, which is contained in your 
<< Treaty. We fpeak not this, as not thinking the fending 
^6f Arn)s to Ireland very necedary, but only for the way 
<<of the provifion. For you know what great quantities we 
^^have Aflkn'd out of our feveral Stores, which, in due 
**time, we nope, you will fee repleniflied. For the Charge 
^ of looking to the Magazine at HuU^ as it was undertaken 
<< Voluntarily by you at firft, and, to fay no more, Unne- 
^ ceflarily ; u> you may free our good People of that Charge, 
^ and leave it to Us to look to, who are the proper Owner 
^ of it. And this, we hope, will give you full fatisfadtion in 
<^ this point, and that ye do not, as you have done in the bu- 
^ finefs of the Militia, fend this Meiiage out of Compliment 
"and Ceremony, refolving to be your own Carvers at hit. 
<* For we muft tell you , if any Attempt ihall be made or 
•* given in this matter, without ourConfentor Approbation, 
^ we (hall elteem it as an h& of Violence againlt us ; and 
** declare it to all the World, as the greateft Violation of our 
"Right, and breach of our Privilege. 

"Concerning the fix Prietts condemned, it is true, 
"they were Repriev'd by our Warrant, we being inform'd 
"that they were, by fome relfa-aint, difabled to take the be- 
"nefit of our former Proclamation j fmce that, we have If- 
"fued out another, for the due Execution of the Laws 
"againft PapiCls; and have moft folcmnly promifed, in the 
" word of a King, never to pardon any Prieft, without your 
" Confent, which fliall be found guilty by Law ; defiring to 
" banifh thefe, having herewith fent our warrant to that pur- 
" pofe, if, upon fecond thoughts, you do not difapprove therc- 
<«of. But it you think the Execution of thefe Perfons fo very 
" neceflary to the great, and pious work of Reformation, we 
•* refer it wholely to you ; declaring hereby, that upon fuch 
*^your Refolution fignify'd to the Minifters of Jultice, our

^^ a Speech , made by a private Perfon ; it was Mr Fyn/^ 
'^ Speech againft the hzx\ of Strafford^ but publiflied by Order 
^' of the Houfe of Commons this Parliament; The Law is ctnt^ 
<^ which purs a difference betwixt Good and Evil , becwixc 
^^ Juit and Unjuft. If you take away the Law, all things will 
<< fail into a Confu(ion, every Man will become a Law unto 
«' himfclf ; which, in the depraved Condition of Human Na- 
^' cure, mu(i; needs produce many great Enormities. Luft will 
*' become a Law, and Envy will become a Lawj Covetouf- 
<^ ncis and Ambition will become Laws j and what didtateSj, 
<^ what dccifions, fuch Laws will produce, may eafily be dii* 
^-cerned. So faid that Gentleman, and much more, very 
*^ well, in defence of the Law, and againft Arbitrary Power. 
<Mc is worrh looking over, and confideriqg : and if the mod 
*' Zealous Defence of the true Protdtanc Profeffion, and the 
" moft Kcfolv'd Protedion of the Law, be the moft neceCBury 
"duty of a Prince, we cannot believe this miferable diitance, 
'^ and mifunderitanding, can be long continued between us ; 
"v/e having often, and earneftly declared them to be the 
*^ chiefeft defines of our Soul, and the End and Rule of sJl 
*'Qur Adions. For Ireland ^ we have fufficiently, and we 
^^ hope fatisfadorily, exprefled to all our Good Subjeds our 
'- hearty fcnfe of that fad bufinefs, in our fevcral Meflages on 
^' that Argument, but efpecially in our lalt of the cithth of 
'* this Month , concerning our Refolution for that Service ; 
** for the Speedy, Honourable, and full Performance whereof, 
*^ we conjure you to yield all poflible afliftance, and prefenc 
^' advice. 

This Anfwer was received wirh the ufual circumftances 
of trouble and difconrenr, the taxing of evil Counfellors, and 
Malignant Perfons about the King; and chat Claufe about the 
Condemn'd Prieits exceedingly difpleafed themj for by the 
King's reference of the matter entirely to them, he had re- 
moved the fcandal from Mimfelf, and laid it at Their doors ; 
and though they were well content, and ^efirous, chat they 

(hould 
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fhould have been Executed by the King's Warrant for taking 
off' his own Reprieve ( whereby they ihould have made him 
recradt an Ad: of his own A^cy. and undeniably within his 
own Power ; and thereby luive Icflened much pf the Devotion 
of chat People to him, when they Ihould have feen him quit 
his Power of prcferving them in the leait degree ) yet, for 
many reafons, they were not willing to take that harlh pare 
upon Themfelyes j and fo tjiofe Condemn'd Pricfts were no 
more profccuted, and were much fafer under that Reference 
for thear Execution,, than they could have been, at that time, 
by a Pardon under the Great Seal of EMgland. For the other 
part of the Anfwer concerning the Magazine, it made no 
Daufe with them , but within few day3 after, they fent a 
Warrant to their own Govemppr, S' John Hoth^mj to deliver 
it; and to their own Admiral, the Earl of Wmrwicky totranf> 
port it to Ijtndon'^ which was, notwithftending the King's in- 
nibition, done accordingly. But they had at that time another 
Meffage from the King, which was referr'd to in the laft 
Claufe of that Anfwer, and came to their hands fome few days 
before, that gave them fome ferious trouble andappreheniion ; 
thegrounds and reaibns of which were thefe. 

The King finding, that notwithftanding all. the profcf^ 
fions, and protefhtions he could make, the buiinefs of Ire^ 
i^n§d was (till unreafonably objcded to him, as if he were 
not cordial ip the fupprefling t^^at Rebellion, fent a Meflage 
to both Houfes ; 

"That being griev'd at the very Soul for the Calamities Hhi^ajejfys 
" of his Good Subjedts of IrelavJ^ and being moft tcpderly *^#'^*;» 
« fenfible of the falfe, and fcandalous Reports difperfed a- J;*' J J^'«{''^ 
"mongit the People concerning the Rebellion there; which ,^>;^,*, 
*^not only wounded his Majeily in Honour, but likewife»»p*r^ni»- 
" greatly retarded the Reducing that unhappy Kingdom, and '• i«^«^r4. 
•* multiply'd the diftradtions at Home, by weakning the mu- 
*^ tual Confidence between Him, and his People , out of hw 
^ Pious Z;eal to the Honour of Alpaighty God,, in cftablifhing 
" the true Proteftant Profcflion in that Kingdom, and hxi 
" Princely Care for the good of all hit Dpmmions, he had 
** firmly refolv'd to go with all convenient ibeed into Ireland^

TU Anfwer *' T H A T the Lofds and Gomtnons in Parliament, had duly 

rf^htth €t conGdered the MeflFage, rcceiv'd from his Majefty, concem-

*' they faid, they could not bur, with all reverence and humi- 

" lity CO his Majefty, obferve, that he had declined his Great

a. "It would exceedingly encourage the Rebels; who 
^^ did generally profefs and declare, that his Majefty did fe- 
** vour and allow their proceedings, and that this Infurredtion 
*' was undertaken by the Warrant of his Commiffion ; and it 

'^ would 
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'^ Would make good their expedation of great advantage^ by 
^ his Majefty's prefence at tlmt time, of fo much diltradbioa 
'^ in diis KingdoiD, whereby they might hope the two Houfes 
^' of Parliament would be difabled to fupply the War there^ 
** eipeciallv there appearing lels neceffity of his Ms^lt/s Jour- 
<< ney at tnat time, by reaK>n of the manifold Succefles, which 
'* God had given againft them. 

Q. *M T would much hinder, and impair the means whereby 
^'the War was to be Supported, andincreaie the Charge of 
*^ it, and in both thefe reifpeds make it more infupportable to 
'* the Subjed ^ and this^ they faid, they could contidendy af- 
^firm^ becaufe many of the Adventurers, who had already 
^' fubfaibed, did, upon the knowledge of his Majelty's incen* 
^'tion, declare theirRefolution^ not to pay in their Money; 
<< and others, very willing to have fubfchbed, do Now pro- 
^* fefs the contrary. 

4. ^< H I s Majefly's abfence muft nccd&xily very much in- 
^ terrupt the proceedings of Parliament ; and deprive his 
''Subjects- of the benefit of thofe further A&s of Grace and 
** Jufhce, which they fhould humbly expcd: from his Majelty 
^ for die eftablifhing a perfed Union , and mutual Confi- 
*' dencc between his Majefty and his People, and procuring 
^'and confirmii^ the profpcrity^ and happine& of both* 
• **It would exceedingly mcreafe the Fears and Jealou- 
:s of his People ; and render their doubts more probable, 
"of fomc Force intended , by fome evil Counfels near his

^' ped his Majefty would not ) they did not, in that cafe, hold 
*^ themfelves bound to (iibmit to any Commifiioners . which 
<^ his Majeay (hould choofe ; but did Refolve to Freferve 
*^and govern the Kingdom, by the Counfel and Advice of 
<< Parliament , for his Maidty and his Pdlerity , according 
^' to their All^iance, andf the Law of the Land : wherefore, 
^< they did moft humbly pray, and advifehis Majefty, tode- 
<< lift from that his intended paCB^ into IrelmfO^ and from 
^^ all preparation of men and Arms tending thereunto y and 
<' to leave the managing of that War to his Parliament, ac- 
*' cording to his promife made unto them, and his Commit 
^'fiongrantedunder his Great Seal of EKjumd^ by advice o£

nefi, appear'd to be done by defign) his Majefty (peedily re- 
turned this Anfwer. 

••That he wasfo troubled, and dtoniffaed to find that in^j^^iV' 
^ unexpefted reception, and mifuiiderftanding of his Meffiige ^^hj^^f^ 
••concerning his !«/& Journey, that (being fo much difep- IJf/if/j'* 
•• pointed of the Approbation, and thanks he locdced for co had. 
-••chat Declaration^ he had great caufe to doubt^ whether it 
•• were in his ^wer, to fay, or do any things which woukl 
•• not fall within the like interpretation : but he faid, as he 
•• had, in that Meflage, called Uod to Witnefs the (incerity 
•< of die profeffion of his only ends for the undertaking that 
••Journey ; fo he muft Appeal toallhis goodSubje^ and 
•• the whole world, whether the reafons alledged againft that 
••Journey, were c^ Weight to £itis^ his under&mding: or 
•* the CcHinfel, prefented todifTwade him from iiL were full of 
•< dut Duty, as was like to prevail over his Anedions. For 
f* die refolving of fo great a buliners widiout the Advice of his 
•* Fiirliament, he faic^ he muft remember them, how ofcen^ 
••by his Meflage, he made the&meoSer, if They Ibouldad- 
•• vife him thereunto ; to which they never gave him theleafl: 
•• Anfwer ; but, in their late Declaration, told him, that they 
••were not to be (atisfy'd with Words : fo that he had rcafoa 
••to Conceive, they rather avoided, out of regard to his Per-' 
••fon, to give him Counfel to run that haxard, than that they 
■•diftpproved die inclination. And, he asked them^ what 
•• greater comfort, or fecurity the Proteftants of cbriftendom 
** could receive, than by feeinga Proteftant King venture, and 
••ei^age his Perfon for the Defence of that Religion, and 
•• the &ppreffion of Popery ? to which he folemnly protefted^ 
^ in that Meflage, never to grant a Toleration^ upon what

•• ments , who had long time been allowed entertainment

<^ Fo R his Journey it felf, he told them the circumfiances 
<' of their Petition were fuch, as he knew not well what Aift-

^ that part which pretended to carry Reafon widi it, did no 
<^ way fatisfy him ; the Other, which was rather Reprebenfioli 
<<and Menace, than Advice, could not dagger him. Hii 
'^ Anfwer therefore was^ d»t he fliould be very glad to find 
<^the work ^lr§Umd io eafy, as tfiqr feem'd tothink it; 
<< which did not fo appear by any thing known c() hikxL whdl 
<^ he fent his Meffage : arid thM^ he woold never .rehii& dk 
^^ be unwilling, to venture his Perfon, for the Good and wifi^ 
<< ty of his People, he was not fo weary of his fifo, as to faa- 
^^zard it Impertinently^ and thefefdr^ &!<:«• they feem'd to 
^ hav6 riBceived Advetttfements of fome 1at<^ and grterliio^ 
^ cefles ip that Kingdom, he Would fiiay IcMrnetlme to (ee the 
'^ event of thofe, and not purfue his refoludon till he had 
<< given them a lecond noticd: but, if hefouridths inifoable 
^^ condition of his poor Sutriefts q£ that Kingdom were not 
^fbeedily relieved, he would, with God's Affiftance , vi&t 
^< tnem with fuch Succours, as hisParticdlafcdsdlt andin^ 
** tereft could fupplv him with, if They refofed to Joyn with 
^' him. And he douoted^iot'but the Levies he Ihould make (in 
^' which he would 6bfery0 puiid:iially the former, atid all other 
^< cautions, as might beft prevent all Fears and Jealoufies j and 
<^to ufe no Power but what was Legal ) would be fo mucH . 
f* to the fiitisfadtion of his Sub|e3:s, as no perfod would dar6 
'* prerame to refift his Commands; and if they (hould, at their 
^^ Pehl be ir. In the mean time, he hoped his forwardneis^ 
^ fo remarkable to that Service, fliould be notorious to all the 
<* world } JEukl diat all fcandals, laid on him in that bufinefs, 
** fliouM'be dearly wiped away. 

^ H'E cold them , he had bCjCn fo careful that his Journey 
^' into IrelMnd (hopld not interrupt the proceedings of Par- 
** liament, nor deprive his Subjefts of any Afts of Juftice, or 
•^ further Adte of urace for the real benent of his People, that 
^ he had made a free oSer of leaving fiich pow^ behind, as 
** fhould not only be neceflary for the Peace and Safety of 
^ the Kingdom, but foUv provide for the happy progreis of 
** the Parliament : and therefore he could not but wonder, 
•* fince fuch power had been always left here, by Commiffion, 
** for the Government of this Kingdom, when his Progeni- 
<* tors had been out of the &me, during the fitting of Parlia-

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^Oients; and fince themfely^ defircd that fuch a power 
^ might be left here by his MajeHy, at his laCt going into ScBt-^ 
^UmJi what Law ot the tand they had npw found to di* 
^ fi)en& with them from fubmitting to fuch Authority, legally 
^ oeiived ^om him, in his abfeace ^ and to enable them to 
^ govern the Kingdom by their, own meer Authority. 

^^FoR his return to LoTuloMyhQ £iid, he had given them 
^ ioSiU. Anfwers in hi^ Ute Deiclaration, and Anfwers, that 
^^ h^ knew not what to add to, if they would not provide for 
^ his Security with them, nor agree to remove to another 
^place^ where there might not, be the &me danger to his Ma- 
"jefty.; He told them, He expefted, that ( (ince he had been 
^ fi> particular in the caufes and grounds of his Fears ) they 
^^ {hould have fent him word, that they had publiihed fucn 
^ Declarations againft future Tumults and unlawful A(Iem« 
^' blies, and taken fuch Courfes for the {upprefSne Seditious 
^ Pamphlets and Sermons, that his Fears ot* that kind might 
^5 be mi afide, bdbre diey (bpuld preis his return. 

^ T o conclude, he told them, He could wiQi, that they 
^ would, widi the fame (Iri&ieis and feverity, wei^ and exa* 
^< mine their Meflages, and £xpre(fions to bim, as they did 
^thofe they receivol from him. For he was very confi- 
^ dent,, that if they examined his Rights and Privileges, by 
^* w}ia( his Predeceffi)rs had enjoyed: and their own Addrei- 
'^ fiss, bv the ufiial courfes^obferved oy their Anceftors ^ they 
^ wouklfind many Exprdfions in that Petition, warranted only 
<* by their own Authority ^ which indeed he forbore to take 
<* notice of, or to give Anfwer to, left he fhould be tempted, 
^'in a juft indignation, to exprefs a |;reater paflion, than 
^ he was yet wiuing to put on. God m bis good time^ he 
^^ hoped, would fo inform the hearts of all his Subjeds, that 
'^heihould recover from the mifchief,.and danger of that di« 
^ ftemper; on whofe good pleiilure, h6 faid, he would wait 
*^ with all Patience, and Humility. 

From this time the purpofe was never refiimed of his Ma- 
jetty's Perfonal Expedition into Irelandy and fo they were 
freed from that apprehenfion. The truth is, that Counfel 
for his Majefty's Journey into Ireland was very fuddainly 
tdcen, and Communicated to very few, without confideration 
of the obje(^ions, that would naturally arife againft it ^ and 
was rather refolved as a probable Stratagem, to compofe the 
two Houfes to a better Temper and Sobriety, upon the Ap- 
prehenfion of the King's abfence from them, and the incon-* 
veniences that might thence cnfii&p^ than fufHciently conG- 
der'd and digefted for Execution. For none were more vio- 
lent againft it than they who ferved the King moft faithMy 
ia the Houfes j who, ia the King's abfence, and after fuch 4 
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Grant of the Militia, as was then ofier'd, looked upon tfaem- 
felves as facrificed to the Pride and Fury of thpfe, whofe in* 
clinations, and temper had begot the Confufioiis they cenw 
plained of. But if it had been fb duely weighed and coo^ 
iiilted, and Men fo dtfpofed, that it mi^t have oeen ezecutec^ 
and Che King had taken a fo Council, and Retinue about him, 
it would at chat time, have been no hard matter ipeedily to 
have reduced IrtUndx and by the Repucation, and Authority 
of char, the other two Kingdoms mi^t have been contain- 
ed within their proper bounds. But, as ic fell but^ the Over- 
ture proved difaidvantaugeous to the King, and gave the other 
Party new caufe of Triumph, that they had phinly Threat- 
en'd him out of what he pretended to have finrily re(blved 
to do 'y which difadvantage was improved by the other Pro- 

Sofition, that attended it, concernmg the Militia. For the 
till, fenc by the King upon that Argument, brought the bi:£- 
nels again into Debate; and though nothing was concluded 
upon it, the King was a lofer by the Propdition, thoug)i 
hot fo much as he fear'd he ihould have been, when he faw 
his Journey into IrrAfW defperate; upon the fuppoGtion^ 
which, he nad only made that tepder* > 

Th ii: Bill fent oy the King, and preferred to the Houie of 

Peers, by the Attumey General, granted the Militia, for one 

year, to the Perfons nrft nominated by the Houfes in their 

Ordinances to his Maiefty; and made thofe Perfons, in the 

Execution of that Trull, fubjefl: to the Authority of his Ma- 

jefty, and the two Houfes joyqtly, whijft his Majefty was 

within the Kingdom ; and, in nis abfence, of the two Houfes 

only.

<< of his abfence, there might be no want of fettling that 
*' power; befides complying with their Fears : he fent, toge*

^^ two Years. He asked them, if they could imagine be would 
^^ truft fuch an Abfolute Power in the hands of particular

^* was, by that Afi:, abfolucely Excluded from any Power, or 
^* Authority, in the Execution of the Militia. Be (aid, fiire 
^* dieir Fears and Jealoufies were not of fuch a Naxure, u 
'* were capable ofno other Remedy, than by leaving him' no 
<« Power in a point of the greateft Importance; in which God, 
^^ and the Law, had trufted him Solely, and which he bad 
^^ been contented to Share with them by his own Bill, by 
'^ putting it, and a Greater, into the hands of ^rticular Sub- 
'^ }eSts. He asked thpm, what all Chriftian Princes would 
^' think of him, after he had paQed fiich a Bill? How they 
'^ would value his Soveraignty ? And yet, he (aid^ Sure His 
^' Reputation with Forreign Princes was fome ground of their 
" Securitv. Nay, he was confident, by that time they had 
^^ throu^ly conlider'd the poflible confequence of that Bill, 
'^ upon Themfelves, and the reft of his good Subje£):s, thev 
^^ would all give him Thanks for not confenting to it; fincf- 
^'ing their Condition, ifitfhould bavepafled, would not 
^* have been fo pleafing to diem, fie told them, he hoped 
*' that Animadverfion would be no breach of their Privilege?. 
^^ In that throng of bu(ine(s and diftemper of Afiedtions, it 
^^ was podible, fecond thoughts might prefent fomewhat to 
^* their Confiderations, which efcaped them before. 

^^ H E rcmember'd them, that he had pafled a Bill, this Par- 
*' liament, at their entreaty* concerning the Captives of ^Z- 
*^ giersy and waved many ooiedUons of his owa to the con- 
" trary, upon information that the buGnefs had been many 
"Months confider'd by them; whether it proved fuitable to 
" their intentions, or whether they bad not. by fome private 

<' Orders, 
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* 'Okders, fuQ>ended that A<3: of Parliament upon view of the 

^miftakes, themfelves belt knew; as likewife, what other 

% ^KretC alterations they had made upon other Bills, pafled this 

jg- '^Mffion. He told them, he could not paTs over the putting 

^^^'*lildr Names out of that BilL whom before they had re- 




^ and Ae leaving out, by Ibecial proviGon, the prefent Lord 
^ Bdiyor of Landoft^ as a Ferfon in their disfavour : whereas 
^ be ttidy he mult tell them, his demeanour had been fuch 
^diatthe City, and the whole Kingdom, was beholding to 
^ bins for his example. ' 

^To conclude, he faid, he did not find himfelf poflfefled 
^ of fiich an excefs of Power, that it was fit to transfer, or con- 
^ fimt it Qiould be in other Perfons, as was diredted by thaC 
^ Bill ; and therefore, he fbould rely upon that Royal Right 
^and Jurifdidion, which God, and the Law had given him, 
^Ibr Cne fupprefling of Rebellion, and refilling Forreign In- 
^ viafion; which had preferved the Kingdom in the time of 
^ all his Anceftors, and which, he doubted not, but he (hould 
^be able to execute. Aifd, not more for his owA Honour 
^ and Right, than for the Liberty and &ifety of his People, he 
^ could not confent to pals that Bill. 

T H o u G H no Sober Man could deny the realbnablenefs of 
that Anfwer, and that there was indeed fo great a difference 
between the Bill fent by his Majelty, and that prefented to 
bim from the two Houfes, that it could not foberly be ima- 
gined he would confent to it j yet, it had been better for his 
^fajefty, that the firlt Overture from himfelf had never been 
made ^ it giving new life, fpirit, and hopes to them ^ and 
they making the People believe (who underftood not the dif- 
fcrence,and knew not that the King's Plcafure,fignify'd by both 
Hoofes of Parliament, was in effedt the Pleafure of both 
Houfes without the King) that his Majefty now refufedto cofi? 
fenc to what himfelf had ofifer'd, and propofed ; whilft hi$ 
pwn Party ( for fo thofe begun now to be called, who pre- 
iferv'd their Duty, and Allegiance intire) was as much trou- 
bled to find fo ooveraign a Power of the Crown ofler'd to be 
parted with to the two Houfes, as was tender'd to them by 
the King's own Bill ; and that it was pollible for his Majelly 
Xo recede from his firmelt Refolves, even in a point, that 
would not naturally admit of the lealt divifion, or dimi? 
nution. 

The King, being well plcafed that he had gone througi| 
pne of his Refolutions, and not much troubled at the an^ 

it 
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it had produced, and finding his Court fiill of Perfons of Qua- 
lity of the Country, who made all expreffions of ASe&cxi' 
suid Duty, which they thought would be moft acceptable to 
him, reiolv'd to undertake another Enterprife, which was oF 
more importance, and which in truth was the Ible motive of 
his Journey into thofe parts. The great Magazine of Arms 
and Ammunition, which was left upon die disbanding the 
Army, remained ftill at Hully and was a nobler proportioa 
than remained in the Tower of lAndan, or all other his Ma- 
jelty's Stores : and there had been formerly a purpofe to have 
fecured the ume by the iurl of New-CafiU^s Prefence there, 
which had been diappointed, as hath been before mention'd, 
and Sr Jo/m Hotham fent thidier to took to it : who was nov^ 
there only with one of the Companies of the Train'd-bands ^ 
and fo the King refblv'd that he would Himfelf make a 
Journey thither, with his ownufiial Train ^ and beuig there^ 
that he would ftay there, till he had fccured the place to 
him. This was his purpofe ; whidi he concealed to that de* 
gree, that very few about him knew any thing of it. 

As SOON as it was known that his Majefty meant to refide 
in Yorky it was eafily fiifpeded, that he had an Eye upon 
that Magazine j and therefore they made an Order in both 
HouTes, <^ That the Magazine fliowd be remov'd from IImU to 
*^the Tower; and Ships were making ready for the Tranf- 
portation; fo that his Majefty could no longer defer the exe- 
cution of what he defign'd. And, being perfwaded, by 
fome who believ'd themfelves, that if he went thither, it 
would neither be in S' John Hotham^s Will, nor his Power, 
to keep him out of that Town; and that, being pofleffed of 
fo confiderable a Poll, and of the Magazine there, he (hould 
find a better temper towards a Modcft and Dutiful Treaty; 
his Majefty took the opportunity of a Petition prefented to 
him by the Gentlemen of Yori^Jhire (who in truth were 
much troubled at the Order for removing the Magazine from 
HuUy and were ready to appear in any thing for his Ser- 
vice ) in which, ** They defired him to caft his Eye, and 
" Thoughts upon the fafety of his own Perfon,and his Princely 
" IflTue, and that whole County ; a great means whereof, 
"they faid, did confift in the Arms, and Ammunition at 
^^Ru//y placed there by his Princely care and charge; and 
*^ fince, upon general apprehenfions of dangers from Forreign 
*^ Parts, thought fit to be continued : and they did very ear- 
*^ neftly befeech him, that he would take fuch courfe, that it 
" might ftill remain there, for the better fecuring thofe, and 
^^ the reft of the Northern parts. Hereupon, he refolv'd to 
go thither himfelf; and, the night before, he fent his Son 
the Duke of Ycrk^ who was lately arrived from Richmoitd^ 

accom- 
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nccompanied with the Prince Eledtor, thither, with fome other 
Iterlons of Honour^ who knew no more, than that it was a 
fouroey given to the Pleafure, and Oiriofity of the Duke. 
'S' J9lm Hotbam received them with that Duty, and Civility 
diat became him. The next morning early, the King took 
Horfe from Tork ; and attended with two or three hundred of 
his Servants, and Gentlemen of the Country, rode thither ; and, 
when he came within a Mile of the Town, fent a Gentleman 
to Sr J^tm Hothamy ^To let him know that the King would 
^Chftt day Dine with him: with which he was ftrangely (ur- 
^pnled, or fecm'd to be to. 

The Man was of a fearful nature, and perplexed under- 
fianding, and could better refolve upon dehberation than on 
a (ixddain^ and many were of opinion, that if he had been 
prepared dextrouily before hand, and in confidence, he would 
nave conformed to the icing's Pleafure; for he was Mailer 
of a Noble Fortune in Laud, and Rich in Moneys of a very 
ancient Family, and well Allied^ his AfieAions to the Go- 
vernment very good; and no Man lefs defired to fee the^a- 
tion involv'd in a Civil War, than He : and, when he ac- 
cepted this Imployment from the Parliament, he never ima- 
gined it would engage 'him in Rebellion^ but believed, that 
die King would find it neccflary to comply with the Advice 
of his two Houfes; and that the preferving that Maga^ne fi-om 
being poflefled by him, would likewife prevent any poffible 
rupture into Arms. He was nfow in great Confiifion ; and 
calling fome of the chief Magiltrates, and other Officers to- 
gether to Confult, they perfwaded him, not to fuflfer the King 
CO enter into the Town. And his Majclty coming within an 
hour after his Medenger, found the Gates Ihut, and the Bridges 
drawn, and the Walls Mann'd ^ all things being in a readinefs 
for the reception of an Enemy. Sr John Hot bam himfelf from 
The Walls , with feveral profcffions of Duty , and many ex- 
preffions of Fear, telling his Majefty « That he durft not open 
**the Gates, being trufted by the Parliament; the Kinj 
told him, " That he believ'd he.had no Order from the Par- 
^liament to ihut the Gates againft him, or to keep him out of 
^ the Town. He replied, " That his Train was fo great, that if 
^it were admitted, he (hould not be able to give a good ac- 
" count of the Town. Wereupon the King offer'd " To en- 
^ ter with twenty Horfe only, and that the reft fhould ftay 
« without. The which the Other refiifing, the King defired 
"him *^ To come to him, that he might confer with him, upon 
^ his Princely word of fifety, and liberty to return. And 
when he excufed himfelf likewife from that, his Majefty told 
him, "That as this Aft of his was unparaUel'd, fo it would 
f< produce fome notable Efied; that it was not podible for 

" him 
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^' him to Gc down by Tuch an Indignity, but that lot would 
^^ immediately Proclaim him Traytor , and proceed agiinft 
^< him as fiicn ; that this Difobedience of his would pidbab^ 
^' bring many Miferies upon the Kingdom^ and much IgA of 
<« Bloody all which might be prevented, if he performed the 
^^Duty of a Subjedl; and therefore advifed him to.think 
*' iadly of it, and to prevent the necei&ry growth of fi> many 
<* Calamities, which muft lie all upon his Confcience. Tim 
Gentleman, with much difbradion in his looks, talked ooo- 
fijfedly of die ^ Trult he had from the Parliament ; diea ML 
on his knees, and wifhed, ^^ That God would bring Coi^Goa 
^^ upon Him, and His, if he were not a Loyal imd Faitifiil 
^^ Subjedt to his Majeliy y but, in c(»idufion, plainly denied 
^ to fuffer his Majelty to come into the Town. Whereupon, 
the King caufed him immediately to be Proclaim'd a T rai* 
tor; which the other received with fbme expreOions of tjn- 
dutimlnefs and Contempt. And fo the King, after the Duke 
of Yorky and the Prince Ele&or, with their Retinue, were 
con\e out of the Town, where they were kept fome hours, 
was forced to retire that night to Bevirhy four Milea from 
that place j and the next day returned to T^r^y full of 
Trouole , and Indignation for the Afiront he had rocdifr^ 
ed ; which he forefaw would produce a very great deal of 
Mifchief. 
T^ ^V' The King fent an Exprefs to the two Houfes with a Met 
Mtf-^-je /• fige^ declaring what had paflcd ; and ^ That S' John Uabmm 
^;^,^1'"hadjuftify'dhisTreafon and Difloyalty, bv pretence of an 
i»^ HulJ. ** Order and Truft from Them ; which as He could not pro^ 
^^duce, fb, his Majefty \(tas confident. They would not 
'^ own 'y but would be highly fen&ble of the Scandal he had 
^^ laid upon Them, as well as of his Dilbyalty to his Majefty, 
^'and therefore he demanded Juftice of them againft him, 
^^ according to Law. The Houfes had heard before of the 
King's going out oiYork thither, and were in terrible appre* 
henhon that he hactpoflefled himfelf of theTown^ and that 
Sr John Hotham ( for they w^re not confident of him, as of a 
Man of their own Faith) by Promifes or Menaces, bad given 
up the place to Him ^ and, with this apprehenfion, they were 
exceedingly dejediedj but when they heard the truth, and 
found that HuU was ftill in their hands, they were equally 
exalted, magnifying their trufty Govemour's Faith, and Fide- 
lity againft the King. In the mean time, the Gentlemen of 
the North cxprefled a marvellous fenfe and paflion on his Ma« 
jcfty's behalf j and offered to raife the Force of the County to 
rake the Town by Force. But the King chofe, for many Rea- 
fons, to fend again to the Houfes another Mefiage, in which 
fcc told thcin, 

^^That 
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** That He was fo much concern^ in the undutiful Af- HkUajeftr'* 
"front (an indignity all his good Subjedts muft difdain in his^^^"^ t^^^p- 
«bdialf ) he had received from Sr John Hotham at HuU^ that^*^* ^* '^« 
* he was impatient till he received Juftice from ±em y and TtLnm!^ 
** wj^s compelled to call again for an Anfwer , being coofi- huIL 
^ denr^ however they had b^en (b careful, though without his 
^'oonlent, to put a Carrifon into that his Town, to fecure it, 
^fod his Magazine againfl any Attempt of the Papifts, that 
^Chey never intended to difpofe, and maintain it againft 
" Him, their Soveraigjn. Therefore, he required them fortb- 
^ with (for the bufinefs would admit no delay) to take fome 
^S^wedy courfe, that hit faid Town and Magazine might be 
^immediately delivered up unto him^ and that fucli ievere 
•^exemplary proceedings mould be againfl thofe Perfons, who 
*<hid offered that infupportable Affront and Injury to him, 
^as by the Law was provided ; and, till that fhould be done, 
^* he would intend no bufinefs whatfoever, other than the bu- 
^fioefs of Ireland, For, he faid, if he were brought into a 
^' condition fo much worfe than any of his Subjedis , that, 
•* ttdiilfl They all enjoyed their Privileges , and might not 
^•have their Pofleffions difhirbed, or their Titles qucftioned, 
^ He only might be fpoiled, thrown out of his Towns, and 
*^ his Goods tSken from him, it was time to examin how. he 
•'had loft thofe Privileges; and to try all pofiible ways, by 
** the help of God, the Law of the Land, and the Aflte<aidto 
^ €f his good Subjedis to recover them , and to vindicate 
^^himfelf from thofe Injuries; and, if he lliould mifcarry 
^^ therein, he fliould be the firft Prince of this Kingdom, 
^ whidi had done fo, having no other end but to defend the 
" true Eroteflant Religion, the Law of the Land, and the li- 
'' berty of the Subje^ ; and he defired God fo to deal with 
^^hun, as he. continued in thofe Refolutions. 

Instead of any Anftver to his Majeftv upon thefe two 
Meffiiges, or fadly confidering how this breach might be 
made up, they immediately publifh (tqgether with a dedara* 
tion of their former jealoufies of the rapids ; of the Malignant 
Party ; of the Lord Digifs Letter intercepted ; of the iiarl of 
Nevf'CafiU's being fent thither, upon which they had firft fent 
down a Govemour, and put a Garrifon into HuU) feveral 
Votes and Refolutions, by which they Declared, 

<*That S^ John Hotham had done nothmg but in obe- 
'' dience to the Command of both Houfes of Parliament, and 
•^ that the Declaring of him a Traytor, being a Member of 
^ the Houfe of Commons, was a high breach of the Privilege 
** of Parliament, and being without due proceis of LaW, was 
^< againft the Liberty of the SubjeO, and againft the Law of 
<* the Land. 

And 
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A K D hearing at the fame timc^ that a Letter coming from 
Hull to them the night after the King's being there, had beeit 
intercepted by ibme of his Majefty's Servants, di^ declared 
'^that all fiich intercepting of any Letters fent to Thero, mu 
^^ a high breach of the Privilege of Parliament, which by tfao 
^' Laws of the Kingdom , and the Proteihttion , they were 
.^' bound to defend with their Lives, and their Fortunev^^ 
^^ to bring the Violator thereof to condign Punilhment. Then 
they order'd that the SherilBK , and Ji&ices of the Peace of 
the Coundes of Torky and Lmeoluy and all others his Mbue- 
fty's Officers, fhould fupprefs all Forces, that (hould be raited 
or gathered tc^ther in thofe Counties, either to force the 
Town oiHuBy or flop the paffiiges to, and from the (ame^ or 
in any other way to difhirb the Peace of the Kingdom. AU 
which Votes, Orders, and Declarations, being printed, and di* 
ligendy difpcrfed throughout the Kingdom before any Ad- 
drefs made to his Majefty in Anfwer of his MeC&geSyaod 
coming to his View, the King publifhed an Anfwer co cbofe 
Votes and Declarations, in which he faid : 
vkilUjePfs <^SiNC£ his ^acious Mef&ges to bothHoufes of Parlia- 
•^"^ '* " ment, demanding Juftice for the high and unheard of Af* 
\i.^7^'^^^^^ offered unto him, at die Gates of HuU^ by Sr J^hm 
K«fr/'c«i»- ^ Hothamy were not thought worthy of an Anfwer ; but dut 
«fnMi»^HuU.<^inftead thereof, they hadthought fit,. by their printed Votevj 
^< to own and avow that unparallel'd k& to be done in obe*' 
^^ dience to the Command of both Houfes of Parliament 
<< (though at that time he could prodoce no fuch Command) 
<< and with other Refolutions a^dnft his proceedings there , 
^ to publifh a Declaration concerning that bufinef^ as an Ap- 
*^peal to the People, and as if their intercourfc with his Ma- 
"jefty, and for his fatisfadlion, were now to no more pur- 
*^poie; though he knew that Courfe of theirs to be very 
" unfuitable co the modefty, and duty of Former times, and 
*^ unwarrantable by any Precedents but what Themfclvc8 
^ had made ; yet, he was not unwilling to joyn ifliie with them 
^* in That way, and to let all the world know, how nece(&- 
^<ry, juft, and lawful all his Proceedings had been in the- 
*< TOint, and that the Defence of thofe Proceedings, was tte 
^^ Defence of the Law of the Land, of the Liberty, and Pro- 
"perty of the Subjeft; and that by the fame Rule of Juftice 
*' which was now ofter'd to him, all the Private Interelt, and 
<< tide of all his good Subjedls to all their Lands and Goods, 
^* was confounded and deltroyed. He remembered them, that 
« Mr Pym had faid in his Speech againft the Earl of Stn^- 
^^ford (which was publiflied by Order of the Commons 
<< Houfe) The Law is <he fafe^ard, the Cuftody of all pri- 
" vate Intereft j your Honours , your Lives , your Liberties, 

• "and 
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^ and Eftates are all in the keeping of the Law ; without this 
•^cvcry Man hath a like Right to any thing. And he faid, 
^' he would fein be Anfwer^d what Title any Subjecft of his 
^ Kii^om had to His Houfe and Land, that He had not to 
^ his Town of HuU ? Or what right any Subjcdt had to his Mo- 

* nejr, Plate, or Jewels, that his Majefty had not to his Ma- 
*gazine, and Munition there? If he had ever fuch a Title, 
*bB £ud he would know, when he Loft it ? And if that Ma- 
^gazine and Munition, bought with his own money, were 
** ever His, when and how that Property went out of Him ? 
** He very well knew the great and unlimited power of a 
^Parliament; but he knew as well, tW it was only in that 
**fenfe, as He was a Part of that Parliament; without Him, 
^and againit His confent, the Votes of either or both Hou- 
^'fes together, muft not, could not, (hould not ( if he could 
*^ help it, for his Subjedts fake, as well as his own) forbid any 

* thing that was enjoyn'd by the Law, or enjoyn any thing 
^ that was forbidden by the Law*. But in any fuch alterati- 
**on , which might be for the Peace, and Happinefe of the 
'^ Kingdom, he had not, (hould not refiife, to confent. And 
^^ he doubted not, but that all his good Subjects would eafily 
^ difcem, in what a miferable Infecurity and Conflifion, they 
^ffluft neceflarily and inevitably be, if Defcents might be ai- 
^^ ter'd ; Purchafes avoided ; Aiuirances and Conveyances can- 
^ celled; the Sovereign Legal Authority defpifed, andreiilt- 
^cd by Votes, or Orders of Either, or both Houfes. And 
^this, he faid, he was fure, was his Cafe at Hull-^ and as ic 
^ was His this day, by the fame Rule, it might be Theirs to 
•* Morrow. 

** A o A I N s T any defperate DeGgn of the Papifts, of which 
*^ they difcourfed fo much, he had fufficiently exprefled his 
^T^tdX and Intentions; and (liould be as forward to adven- 
'^ ture his own Life, and Fortune, to oppofe any fuch defigns 
^as the meaneft Subjedt in his Kingdoms. 

*^FoR the Malignant Party, he faid, as the Law had not, 
"to his knowledge, defined their condition, fo neither Houfe 
** had Prefented them to his Majefty, under fuch a Notion, 
^^ as he might well underftand, whom they intended; and he 
"(hould therefore only enquire after, and avoid the Malignant 
"Party, under the Charadter of Perfons difaffcdted to the 
"Peace, and Government of the Kingdom, and fuch who, 
" negleding and defpiting the Law of the Land,had given them- 
" felves 9ther Rules to walk by, and fo difpenfed with their 
<« Obedience to Authority; of thofe Perfons, as Deltrudtive 
" to the Common-wealth, he (hould take all poflible caution. 

"Why any Letters intercepted from the Lord Digtyj 
" wherein He raention'd a retreat to a place of Safety, (hould 

" hinder 
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^< hinder him from viGting his own Fort, and how he hid 
^oppofedany ways of Accommodation with his Parliament 
<^ and what Ways, and Overmres had been ofier'd in any inqr, 
^ or like any detire of fuch Accommodation ; or whether hi 
^ Mef&ge of the twentieth oijMnuary lal^ fo often in vain 'i ^ 
' ^ preded by him, had not fuflficiently ezprefled his eiEuneft d^ j ' 
<<lire of it, he faid^ all the world mould judge; neither wit 
<<it in the power of any Perfons to incline him to taike Amis 
^ againft his Parliament, and his good Subjeds , and mife 
^rably to embroil the Kingdom in Civil Wars. HehadgiTC& 
<< fufficient Evidence to the world how much his AfieSioas 
^ abhorred, and how much his heart did bleed at, the ajme- 
^'henfionofa Civil War. And, he £iid, God and the WorM 
^ muft judge, if his Care and Induftry were not, only to d^ 
^ fend and protedl the Liberty of the Subje(9^ die Law of the 
^ Kingdom, his own juft Rights ( part ot that Law ) and fail 
^ Honour much more precious than his Life : and if, in op- 
'^pofition tothefe, any Civil War ihould arife, upon Whole 
^account the Blood and DeftruAion that muft follow, muft 
^ be cad : God, and his own Confcience, told him, that He 
" was clear. 

^ F o R Captain Le^s being fent heretofore to UiMj or for 
''the Earl of NevhCafile being fent thither by his Warrant 
^ and Authority, he laid, he had asked a queftion long ago, 
'^ m his Anfwer to both Houfes concerning the Magazine at 
^HuUy which, he hadcaufe to think, was noteafy to be An- 
^ fwer'd J Why the general Rumour of the defign of Papifts, 
''in the Northern Parts , (liould not be thoii^t fufficient 
" ground for his Majcfty to put fuch a Perfon of Honour, 
"Fortune, and unblemifhed Reputation, as the Earl dNtah 
^Cafile was known to be, into a Town and Fort of his own, 
"where his own Magazine lajr^ and yet the fame Rumour 
" be warrant enough to commit the iame Town and Fort^ 
" without his confent, to the hands of S^ John Hvtham^ with 
" ilich a power as was now too well known, and underftood ? 
" How his refufal to have that Magazine remov'd, upon the 
" Petition of both Houfes, could give any advantage againft 
" him, to have it taken from him, and whether it was a Re- 
^^ fiifa), all men would eaiily underftand, who read his An- 
" fwftr to that Petition ; to which, it had yet not been thought 
" fit, to make any Reply. 

"For the Condition of thofe Perfons, whoprefented the 
" Petition to him at lork ( whom that Declaration c^'d fome 
"few ill Affedted Perfons about the City of r^r* ) to con- 
" tinue the Magazine at HuU*^ he faid, he made no doubt, 
" but that Petition would appear to beattefted, both inNum- 
" ber, and Weight, by Perfons of Honour and Integrity, and 

" much 
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^< much more converfant with the Aflbdtions of ^ whole 
<< Country^ than moft of thofe Petitions, which had been re- 
^ ceiv'd with fo much Confent, and Approbation. And for" 
<' Che P^efiimption of interpofing Their advice , his Majefty 
f ' the more wonder'd at that exception, when fuch encourage- 
<< ment had been given , and Thanks declar'd to Multitudes 
'< of mean, unknown People, Apprentices, and Porters, who 
<^ had accompanied Petitions of very ftrange Natures. 

^ For the manner of his going to HwSy he (aid. He had 
^^ aearly fet forth the fame, in his Md&ge to both Houfes 
"of that bulinefs ^ and for any Intelligence given to S^ John 
^^H0tbam of an intention to deprive Him of his Life, as he 
"knew there was no fuch intention in him, having gived 
" him all poifible Afliirance of the fame, at bis being there, 
^^ fo he was confident, no fiich Intelligence was given, or if 
" it were, it was by (bme Villain, who had nothing but Ma- 
^' lice, or Defign to fright him from his due Obedience ^ and 
" S' J^ Hot ham had all the reafon to alTure himfelf, that 
" his Xife would be in much more danger by refufing to ad- 
^' roit his King into his own Town and Fort, than by yield- 
c^ing him that Obedience, which he ow'd by his Oaths of 
" Allegiance and Supremacy, and the Proteftation, which he 
" knew was due and warrantable, by the Laws of the Land* 
" For the Number of his Attendants, though that could bs 
" no Warrant for iiich a difobedience in a Subjedl, he faid, 
^it was well known fas his Majefty had exprefled in his 
^ Mef&ge to both Houfes, to which Credit ou^t to have 
"been given) that he ofier'd to go into the Town with 
** twenty Horie only, his whole Train being Unarm'd ; and 
*^ whofoever thought that too great an Attendance for his 
^'Majefty, and his two Sons, had fure an intention to bring 
<^ him to a meaner Retinue, than they would yet avow. 

^' H ER E then , he faid , was his Cafe , of which all die 
^' W(Mrld ifaould judge : His Majefty endeavour'd to vifit a 
"Town and Fore ^his own, wherein hisownMagasune 
^' lay ^ a Subjed, in defiance of him, (huts the Gates agaiaft 
'^hun^ with Armed Men refifts, denies^ and oppofes his En* 
^'trance; tells him, in plain terms, he fhould not come in. 
'^ He faid, he did not pretend to underftand much La^, yet tH 
" Che point of Treafon, he had had much Learning taught him 
" this Parliament ^ and if the fenfe of the Statute of the ajth 
^< Year of Edward the III. Chop. 2. were not very difiermg; 
"firom the Letter, Sr John Hothoff^s A&, was no \e& than 
" plain High Tredbn : and he had been contemptiblv fhipid^ 
" if he had after all thofe circumftances of grace and Favour 
*' then Ihew'd to him , made any fcmple to proclaim him 
^Traitor. And whether he were fo, or no, if he would 
Vol. L Pari! Kk "render 
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^ render himfelfy his Majefty would require no other Triil, 
<^ Chan chat which the Law had appointed to every Subjefl, 
<^ and which he was confident he had not, in the leut degree^ 
*< violated in thofe proceedings ; no more than he had done 
<^ the Privily of Parliament, by endeavouring, in a juft way, 
^^ to challenee his Own unqueftionable Privileges. So thtf^ 
'< in fuch a Qde, the declaring him Traitor, being a Member 
^' of the Houfe of Commons, without procefi of Law, (hould 
^^ be a breach of Privilege of Parliament ( of which he was 
'^ fure none extended to Treafon, Felony, or breach of Peace) 
<' againft the Liberty of the Subjedt, or againft the Law of tibe 
'^ I^uid, he muft have Other Kealons than bare Votes. He 
^ faid , he would know if Sr John Hotiam had , with die 
^^ Forces by which he kept him out of his Town of HuOy pur- 
^^ fued him to the Gates of rork^ which he might as l^ally 
^^have done^ whether his Majdfty muft have ftayed trom 
*' declaring hmi Traitor till proceis of Law might have ifliied 
** againft him ? Would Fears and Jealoufies diipenfe with ne* 
^^ ceffiry, and real Forms? And muft his Majefty, when adfaial 
^ War 18 levied upon hioo, obferve Forms which the Law ic 
^^ felf doth not enpyn ? The Cafe, he faid, was truly ftated, 
^^ let all the World judge ( unlefs the mere fitting of a Parliar 
^' ment did fufpend all Laws, and his Majefty was the only 
^^ Perfon in EngUnd againft whom Treafon could not be com- 
'^mitted) where the &ult was; and whacibever courfe he 
*^ fhould be driven to for the Vindication of that his Privi- 
<^ lege, and for the Recovery and Maintenance of his known 
*' undoubted Rights, he doth promife, in the prefence of 
^^ Almighty God, and as he hopes for his Blefling in his Sue* 
^' ce(s, that he would, to the utmoft of his power, defend and 
, . *' maintain ^he true Proteftant Profeffion , the Law of the 
'^ Land, the Liberty of the Subjed:, and the juft Privilege and 
** Freedom of Parliament. 

^* F o R the Order of Affiftance given to the Committee of 
'^both Houfes, concerning their going to HuUy he faid. He 
^' ihouid fay no more, but that thofe Peribns, named in chat 
'* Order, he prefum'd, would give no Commands, or his 
*^good Subjects Obey other, than what were warranted 
" by the Law (how large and unlimited foever the DireOions 
"are, or the Inftrudtions might be) for to that Rule he 
*' fhould apply his own Adtions, and by ic, require an Ac- 
>^ count from other men; and that all his good SubjeAs might 
" the better know their duty in matters of this Nature, he 
^^wiflied them carefully to perufe the Statute of the iiA 
** Year of KIm; Henry VII. cb. i. He faid, he would con- 
^' elude with M^ Pywi's own words : If the Prerogative of the 
" King overwhelm the Liberty of the People , it will be 

"turn'd 
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* turn'd to Tyranny ; if Liberty undermine the Prerogative^, 
^< it would grow into Anarchy, and fo into Confiifion. 

Besides their Declaration, Votes, and Orders in thcf 
^iftification of Sr John Hothamy for his better Encouragement^ 
and for a ground of his Son's reiidence at Hir//, in whom they 
bad in truth a firmer Confidence than in the Father, they 
Order'd, " That if, by any Force or Accident, S' Johi Ho^ 
^ tham mould lofe his Life, or Otherwife die in that Service . 
^thac his Son (hould fucceed him in the Government i ana 
havii^ thus declared themfelves, they thought fit at laft to 
fendiome particular Anfwer to the King upon that bufinefs j 
which they were the rather inclined to do, that under that 
pretence, they might fend down a Committee of their own 
to refide at Tork-^y whereby they might receive conftant Ani- 
madverfions of what happened, and what was defign'd, and 
their Friends, and Dependents in that large. Populous, and 
Rich County, be the better confirmed in their afie£b'ons^ 
and Devotions to them ; and, to th^ purpofe, they fent down 
the Lord Htmard of Ejcrigg^ the Lord Paiffaxy S*" Hugb 
Cbobnly Ta M friend to Sr John Hot ham) Sr Fhilif Stafleton^ 
wfaohadJikewife married Hothaniz Daughter, and Sr Harry 
Ctofmfyy who prefented their Anfwer in writing to his Ma«» 
jdlv^ the which, being of a Mould unufual, and a Diale<3l 
lugner and rougher than even themfelves had yet ufed, I 
have thought fit to iniert in the fame words it was deli-^ 
livered; thus* 

The mofl hutnbk Anjwer of the Jjords and Commons in Far* 
iiament to two Mejfages from your Sacred Maysfiy concerm^ 
ing S'^John Hotham's refujal to give your Mayfiy em* 
trance into the Town of Hull. 

** Y o u R Mjnefty may be pleafed to undcrftand, that We, Thi ^nfife^ 
*^your Great Council, finding manifold evidences of the*-^'*'^*^' 
« wicked Counfels, and Praftices of fomd in near Truft, and ^„snlu 
^Authority about You, to put the Kingdom into a Cort^hUjeffs 
"buftion, by drawing your Majefly into places of ftrength, *«wM«j/4^« 
"renK)te firom your Parliament, and by exciting your People ""jp"'"! 

* to Commotions, under pretence of Serving your Majefty " * 
^ againft your Parliament, left this Malignant Partv, by the 

^ advantage of the Town, and Marline at Hu//y ihould be 
^ enabled to go through with their mifchievous Intentions. 
^ did, in difcharge of the great Truft that lies upon us, and 
^ by that Power which in Cafes of this Nature refides in us^ 
^ Command the Town of Hu^i to be fecured by a Garrifon of 
^ the adjoyning Train'd-bands, under the Government of Sr 
^yohn Hotham; requiring him to keep the fame for the Ser* 
*• vice of your Majeuy and the Kingdom : wherein We have 
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^ done nothing contrary to your Royal Soveraignty in that 
'^ Town, or Legal Propriety in the Magazine. 

^^ U p o N conlideration of S^ John Hotham^s proceeding at 
"your Majeity's being there, We have upon very eood 
" ground, adjudged, that he could not difcharge the Truft, 
*^ upon which, nor make good the end, for which he was 
" placed in the Guard ot tliat Town and Magazine, if he had 
'^ let in your Majelty with luch Counfellors, and Company as 
" were then about you. 

"Wherefore, upon iull Refolution of both Houfes, 
" We have declared S' Joku Hotham to be clear from that 
"odious Crime of Trealon 9 and have avowed, that he hath 
" therein done nothing but in obedience to the Command of 
^^ both Houfes of Parliament ; afliuring our felves that, upon 
" mature Deliberation, your Majelty will not interpret his 
" obedience to fuch Authority, to be an Affront to your Ma- 
" jefly, or to be of that Nature, as to require any Juftice to 
" be done upon him, or-iatisfadion to be made to your Ma- 
"jefty : but that you will fee jult caufe of joyning with your 
^^ Parliament, in preferving and fecuring the Peace of the King- 
" dom ; fupprefling this wicked and Malignant Party^ who bv 
^^ falfe colours and pretentions of maintaining your Majefty^ 
" Prerogative againlt the Parliament ( wherein they fiiUy agree 
" with the Reikis in Ireland) have been the caufcs of all our 
" Diltempers, and Dangers. 

** F o R prevention whereof We know no better remedy, 
" than fetthng the Millitia of the Kingdom, according to the 
" Bill, which We have fent your Majelty, without anv inten- 
" tion of deferting, or declining the validity, or obfervance 
•* of that Ordinance, which palt both Houfes, upon your Ma- 
" jefty's former refufal : but We (till hold, that Ordmance to 
" be effectual by the Laws of this Kingdom. And We ihall 
" be exceeding glad, if your Majelty by approving thcfe our 
^^juft, dutiful, and neceQary proceedings, mall be pleafed to 
** entertain fuch Counfel, as We affiire our felves, by God's 
" bleffing, will prove very advantageous for the Honour, and 
*' Greamefs of your Majelty^ the Safety, and Peace of your 
*^ People j amongft which. We know none more likely to 
"produce fuch good effeds, than a Declaration from your 
^ Majelty of your purpole to lay afide all thoughts of gioing 
^^ into Ireland^ and to make a fpeedy return into thefe parts, 
" to be near your Parliament, which as it is our molt num- 
" ble delire, and earneit Petition, fo (hall it be feconded with 
" our moft dutiflil Care for the Safety of your Royal Per- 
"fon, and conftant Prayers, that it naay prove Honourable, 
" and Succefsful, in the Happincfs of your Majelty, and all 
*^your Kingdoms. 

To 
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To this Anfwer, with all formality delivered tohisMajcfty 
by the CJbmmittee, the King returned a quick Reply : 

^ T H A T he had been in good hope, that the reafon, why ^"^^Upys 
^* they had fo long deferred their Anfwer to his Meflages con-^ ♦ •^' 
•' cerning Huliy had been • that they might the better have 
•* given him fatisfedtion therein, which now added the more 
" to his Altoniihment, finding their Anfwer, after fo long ad- 
*' vifcment, to be of that nature, which could not but ra- 
" ther increafe, than diminifli the prefent dillraftions, if con- 
** ftantly adher'd to by the Parliament. He asked them, whe- 
^* ther it was not too much, that his Town of Hull had a 
** Garrifon put into it, to the great Charge of the Country, 
*'and inconvenience to the poor Inhabitants, without his 
*' Confent and Approbation, under colour at that time of For- 
*^ reign Invafion, and Apprehenfions of the Popifli Party ; but 
*^that now the reafons thereof fliould be enlarged with a 
^* Scandal to his Majelty, and his faithfiil Servants, only to 
** bring in the more fpecious Pretext for the avowing ^^John 
*' Hatham's Infolence, and Treafon ? 

^' H E (aid, He had often heard of the great Truft, that by 
" die Law of God and Man, was committed to the King for 
"the Defence, and Safety of his People j but as yet he never '' 
** underftood, what Trult or Power was committed to either, 
** or both Houfes of Parliament, without the King 3 They 
*' being fummon'd to Counfcl, and Advife the King. But 
" by what Law or Authority, they poflefs themfelves of his 
" Majefty's Right and Inheritance, he was confident, that as 
*' they had nor, fo they could not (hew. He told them, that 
" he nad not hitherto given the lealt interruption to Publick 
*'Juftice; but they, rather than fuflfer one of their Mem» 
*' bers, to come fo much as to a legal Trial for the Highelt 
** Crime, would make ufe of an Order of Parliament to coun- 
'* tenance Treafon, by declaring him free fi-om that guilty 
'* which all former Ages never accounted other; and that 
** without fo much as enquiring the opinion of the Judges ; 
" for he was confident, they would have mentioned their opi- 
^ nion, if they had asked it. 

**THEREFOREhe expeftcd, that upon further and better 
**confideration of the great, and neceflary confequence of the 
^' buiinefs of Hull^ and ferioufly weighing, how much it did 
^ concern the Peace and Quiet of the Kingdom, they would, 
^ without fiirther initance from his Majefty, give him fiiU, and 
** fpeedy Jultice againft S' Joim Hotham. And, he faid, he 
^ would leave all his good People to think, what hope of 
**Jnftice diere was left for them, when they Refufed, or Dc- 
<^ layed to give their own Soveraim fatisfadtion. And, as he 
'< had already faid, till that (hould be done, he would in- 

K k } " tend 
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'^ Zeal to correfpond with his Majefty's defires ( in all thiop 
<< that might comift with the Peace, and Safety of the Kiiffi- 
^'dom, and the Truft repofed in them) did pals that BiU, 
^' and therein omitted the Preamble inferted before the Or- 
^^ dinance ^ limited the time to leis than two Years ; and con- 
*^ fined the Authority of the Lieutenants to thefe three parti- 
^^ culars, namely, Rebellion^ Infurredtion, and Forreim lo- 
*^ vafion y and returned the fame to his Majefty for his Royil 
'^ Aflent: but all thefe expredions of Afiedlion and Loyalty, 
*^ all thofe defires, and earned endeavours to comply with his 
*' Majefty^ had, to their great grief and forrow, produced no 
'* better ESedls than an abfolute denial, even of that whkh 
'^ his Majefty by his former Meflages, as they conceived, had 
^ promifed : the Advice of evil and wicked Councils receiv- 
^' u^ flill more Credit with him, thm that of his Great Coun- 
^'cil of Parliament in a matter of fo high Importance , that 
*' the Safety of his Kingdom, and Peace of his Peopl^ de- 
^ pended upon it. 

^ But now, what muft be the exceptions to that BiU? Not 
^'any fure that were to the Ordiniuice^ for a care had beat 
^^ taken to give fatisfadtion in all thofe particulars. Then die 
^' exception was , becaufe that the diipofing and executioa 
*' thereof was referr'd to both Houfes of Parliament, and his 
<* Majefty excluded j and now that, by the Bill, the Power 
^ and Execution was afcertain'd, and reduced to particulars, 
^^ and the Law of the Realm made the Rule thereof, his Ma- 
** jefty would not truft the Perfons. The Power was too great. 
^' too unlimited, to truft them with. But what was that Power r 
** Was it any other, but, in exprefe terms, to fupprefs Re- 
'^bellion, Infurredlion , and Forreign Invafion? And who 
*' were thofe Perfons? Were not they fuch as were nominated 
^^by the Great Council of the Kingdom, and Affcntcd to by 
**his Majefty? And was it too great a Power, to truft thofe 
<^ Perfons with the fupprefSon of Rebellion , Infurredtion , 
** and Forreign Invafion r Surely, they faid, the moft wicked 
^* of them who advifed his Majefty to that Anfwer, could not 
^^fliggeft, but that it was neceflary for the fafety of his Ma- 
** jefty's Royal Perfon, and the Peace of the Kingdom, fuch 
*' a Power fhould be put in fome hands ^ and there was no 
** pretence for exception to the Perfons. They faid, his Ma- 
^' jefty had, for the fpace of above fifteen years together, not 
** thought a Power, far exceeding that, to be too great to in- 
*^ truft particular Perfons with, to whofe Will the Lives, and 
^^ Liberties of his People, by Martial Laws,s were made Sub- 
** jcdl; for fuch was the Power given Lord Lieutenants, and 
** Deputy Lieutenants, in every County of this Kingdom, 
«* and that without the confcnt of the People, or Authority 

«of 
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" of Law. But now in^afe of extreme Neccffity, upon the 
"klvice of both Houfes of Parliament, for no longer (pace 
** than two years, a lefler Power, and diat for the fafety of 
**King and People, was thought too great to truft particular 
"Perfons with, though named by both Houfes of Parlia- 
" ment, and approved by his Majefty himfelf : and furcly, if 
"there were a neceffity to fettle the Militia (which his Maje- 
*^fty was pleafed to confefs) the Perfons could not be intruft- 
<'ed with lefs Power than that, to have it at all efiedtual. 
" And the Precedents of former Ages, when there happen'd a 
"neccffity to raife fuch a Power, never ftreightend that 
" Power to a narrower coropafs ^ witnefs the Commiffions of 
^^ Array in feveral Kings Reigns, and often ifliied out by the 
** Content and Authority of I^rliament. 

*'The Lords and Commons therefore, intrufted with the 
^'Safety of the Kingdorxi, and Peace of the People (which, 
"tbey called God to witnefs, was their only aim) finding 
^ themfelves denied thofe their fb necefl^y and juflt DemandS;, 
" aqd that they could never be difcharged before God or 
•* Man, if they (hould fuflfer the Safety of the Kingdom, and 
** Fbtce of the People, to be expofed to the Mafice of the 
" Malignant Party at Home, or the Fury of Enemies Abroad : 
"and knowing no other way to encounter the imminent, and 
" approaching Danger, but by putting the People into a fit 
" pothire of Defence, did Refolve to put their faid Ordinance 
"in prefent execution; and did require all Perfons in Autho- 
"rity, by virtue of the (aid Ordinance, forthwith to put the 
•* fame in execution j and all others to obey it, according to 
" the Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom in fiich cafes , as 
" they tendered the upholding of the true Proteffant Reli- 
" gion, the Safety of his Majefty's Perfon, and his Royal Po- 
•* fterity, the Peace of the Kingdom, and the Being of this 
*^ Common-wealth. This Declaration (being in Anfwer to a 
Meflage from his Majefly) was Printed, and, with theufual 
care and dexterity, difperfed throughout the Kingdom, with- 
out fo much as fending it to the King ; and, thereupon. 
Warrants and Dirediions ifliied into all parts, for the &er- 
ciiing the Militia. 

This being the firft E>eclaration they had in plain terms 
publiflied againft the King, without ever communicating it, 
or prefenting it to him, as they had done all the reft, his Ma- 
jefly was the more troubled how to take notice of itj but con- 
ceiving it neceffiiry to apply fome Antidote to this Poyfbn, 
the violent operation whereof he had reafon to apprehend , 
he publilhed a Declaration by way of Anfwer to that Decla- 
ration, in which he bid, 

"That 
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iht jy^jV "That he very well undcrftood, how much ic was be- 
DecUr^Un c« low thc High and Royal Dignity (wherein God had plattd 
r#ri^w "'^°°) ^0 ^® notice of, much more to trouble himftK 
^iJLiD»^ '^with Anfwering, thofe many Scandalous , Seditious Pam- 
€U»mM, ^' phlets, and Printed Papers, which were fcatter'd, with fiidi 
^^ great licence throughout the Kingdom (notwithftanding 
^' his Majefty's earnefb defire, fo often in vain prefled, for a 
<^ Reformation) though he found it evident, ttut the minds 
** of many of his weak Subjefts, had been, and dill were poy- 
*^ fon'd by thofe means ^ and that fo general a terrour had 
'^ poQefled the minds and hearts of all Men, that whilft the 
** Frefles fwarm'd with, and every day produced, new Traifis 
" againft the eliablifhed Government or the Church and Scate^ 
^' moft Men wanted the Courage, or the Confcience to write, 
*^or the opportunity and encouragement to puUifh fudi 
«< compofecl, fober Animadverfions^ as might eimer prefenre 
<^ the minds of his good Subjedts from fuch infection, of re- 
*' ftore and recover them, when they were fo infe&ed : but, 
<* his Majefty faid, He was contented to let himfelf fall to any 
*^ Office, that might undeceive his People, and to take more 
^' pains that way by his own Pen, than ever King had dooe^ 
**when he found any thing that feem'd to carry the Rctu- 
** tation, and Authority of either, or both Houfes of Parlia- 
^' ment, and would not have the fame refuted, and difputed 
* by Vulgar and Common Pens, till he fliould be throughly 
** informed whether thofe Afts had in truth that Counte- 
*^ nance and Warrant, they pretended : which regard of his, 
**his Majetty doubted not but, in time, would recover that 
*^due Reverence (the abfence whereof he had too much rea- 
**fon to complain of) to his Perfon and his Meflages, which 
<< in all Ages had been paid, and, no doubt, was due to the 
•* Crown of England. 

He did, he had therefore taken notice of a Printed Pa- 
per, Entituled, " A Declaration of both Houfes, in Anfwer to 
'^ his laft Me(!age concerning the Militia, publiihed by Com- 
*' mand j the which he was unwilling to believe ( both for 
** the matter of it, the expreffions in it, and the manner of 
^^publilhing it) could refult from the confent of both Houfes ; 
** neither did his Majefty know by what Lawful Command, 
*^fuch Uncomely, Irreverent mention of Him could be 
"publiihed to the World: and, though Declarations of 
*' that kind had of late, with too much boldnefs, broken in 
*^upon his Majefly, and the whole Kingdom, when one, 
or both Houfes had thought fit to communicate their Coun* 
fels, and Refolutions to the People; yet, he faid, he was 
*^ unwilling to believe, that fuch a Declaration as that could 
^' be publiihed in Anfwer to his Meffige, without vouchfafing 

"at 
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^tt lead to fend it to his Majefty as their Anfwer. Their 
^bulineis, for which they were met by his Writ and Autho* 
**rity, being to Couniel him for the good of his People, 
^ooc to write againft him to his People ; nor had any con- 
^fent ofhisMajefty for their long continuing together en- 
"abled them to do anything, but what they were £rft fum- 
« CQon'd by his Writ to do. At leaft he would believe, 
« chough mifunderftanding and jealoufy ( the Juftice of God j 
^^be £ud, would overtake the Fomenters of that jealoufy, 
** and the Promoters and Contrivers of that mifunderftand- 
*'ing) might produce, to fay no worfe, thofe very unto- 
•* ward Expreflions, that if thofe Houfes had contrived that 
<* Declaration as an Anfwer to his Meflage, they would have 
** vouchfiifed fbme Anfwer to the Queftions propofed in his, 
** which, he profefled, did, and mult evidently prevail over 
"his underftanding; and in their Wiftlom and Gravity, they 
*' would have been fure to have dated the matters of Facft, as 
^^ ( at leaft to ordinary underltandings ) might be unqueftion- 
"able; neither of which was done by that Declaration. 

"His Majefty defired to know, why he was by that Adt 
"aWblutely excluded from any Power, or Authority in the 
'^ execution of the Militia ; and^ he faid, he muft appeal to 
" all die World, whether fuch an Attempt, were.not a great- 
" er and juller ground for Fear and Jealoufy in Him, than 
" any one that was avowed for thofe Deftrudtive Fears and 
"Jealoulics which were fo publickly own*d, almoft, to the 
^*ruin of the Kingdom. But his Majefty had been told, that 
** he muft not be jealous of his Great Council of both Houfes 
" of Parliament ; He faid, he was not, no more than they 
"were of his Majefty, their King; and hitherto they had not 
^' avow'd any Jealoufy of, or Difaffeaion to his Perfon; but 
"imputed all to his evil Counfellors, to a Malignant Party, 
"that was not of their minds; fo his Majefty did (and, he 
** £ud, he did it from his Soul) profeft no Jealoufy of his Par- 
" liament, but of fome Turbulent^ Seditious, and Ambitious 
"Natures; which, being not fo clearly difcern'd, might have 
" an influence even upon the Actions of both Houfes : and 
" if that Declaracion had paffed by that confeni ( which he 
"was not willing to believe] he faid, it was not unpoflible, 
*«but that the apprehenlion of fuch Tumults, which had driven 
«^ his Majefty from his City of London^ for the Safety of his 
" Perfon, might make fuch an impreftion upon other Men, not 
" able to remove from the danger, to make them Confenr, 
" or not to own a Diflent, in matters not agreeable to their 
" Confcience, or Underftanding. 

"He faid. He had mentioned in that his Anfwer, his dit 

" ^ke of putting their Names out of the Bill, whom before 

• ■ f«they 
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^^ diey reoommended to His Maiefty, in their pretended Or- 
^^ diiuuice, and the leaving out, by fpecial Provifion, the p^ -^ 
^^ ientLord Mavor of London-^ to all which the Dechracioa 
'^affi>rded no Anfwer^ and therefore he could not fiippofe it 
^ was intended for an Anfwer to that his Meffiige, wfaid 
^ whoibever looked upon, would find to be in no degree An- 
^' fwer'd by thar Declaration ; but it informed all his Majefl^s 
'^Subjeds, after the mention with what humility the Ordi- 
<c nance was prepared, and prcfented to his Majefty ( a mat- 
** ter very evident in the Petitions, and Meffiiges concerning 
^it ) and his refii&l to give his Confenr, notwithilanding the 
^^ feveral reafons oflferM of the neceflity thereof for the fc- 
^' curing of his Perfon, and the Peace and Safety of his Peo- 
*' pie ( whether any fuch reafons were given, the weight of 
*' them, and whether they were not clearly and candidly An- 
•* fwer'd by his Majefly, the world would ealily judge ) that 
** they were at laft neceflitated to make an Ordinance by Au- 
** thority of both Houfes, to fettle the Militia, warranted 
^^ thereunto by the Fundamental Laws of the Land. Bur, his 
^^ Majefly laid, if that Declaration had indeed intended to 
^' have Anfwer'd him, it would have told his good Subje&s 
**what thofe Fundamental Laws of the Land were, and 
•* where to be found ^ and would, at leafl, have mention d one 
** Ordinance, from the firft beginning of Parliaments to this 
*^ prefent Parliament, which endeavour'd to impofe any thing 
**upon the Subjefl: without the King's Confent; for of fuch, 
** he faid, all the enquiry he could make could never produce 
^*him one inftance. And if there were fuch a Secret of the 
** Law, which had lain hid from the beginning of the World 
*^to that time, and now was difcover'd to take away the 
^ Jufl, Legal Power of the King, he wiihed there were not 
*'fome other Secret (to be difcover'd when they pleafcd) 
** for the ruin, and deftruftion of the Liberty of the Subjeft. 
** For, he faid , there was no doubt if the Votes of both 
^' Houfes had any fuch Authority to make a new Law, it had 
^' the fame Authority to repeal the old; and then, what would 
'^become of the long eltabliihed Rights and Liberties of 
^^ the King and Subjed, and particularly of Magna Charta^ 
^* would be eafily difcern'd by the moft ordinary Under- 
** ftanding. 

"He faid, it was true, that he had (out of tendernefs of 
" the Conftitution of the Kingdom, and care of the Law, 
'' which he was bound to defend, and being moft afKired of 
** the unjuftifiablcnefs of the pretended Ordinance ) invited, 
^ and defired both Houfes of Parliament to fettle whatfoever 
*' fhould be fit of that nature by Adt of Parliament. But was 
<^ he therefore obliged to pafs whatfoever (hould be brought 

*^to 
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^' to hiffl of that kind? He did fay in his Anfwer to the Pe [■- 
^tition of both Houfes prefented to him at T^rk the i6c2i 
<^ of March laft (and he had faid the fame in odier meffiiges 
^< before) that he always thought it neceOkry that the bii- 
<< Cnefi of the Militia (hould be fettled, and that he never ' 
<' denied the Thing, only denied the Way, and he &id the 
<^&meitili^ and chat fmce the many Difputes and Votes, 
^^ upon Lords Lieutenants and their Commiilions ^which had 
<< not been begun by his Majefty, nor his Father) had fo diF> 
'* countenanced that Authority, which for many years toge- 
^^tber was happily looked upon with reverence, and obe- 
^< dience by the People, his Majefty did think it very neceflary, 
<< that fome wholefome Law mould beprovided for that Bu- 
'^ finefs ^ but he had declared in bis Aif&^r to the pretended 
^* Ordinance, that he expelled, that., that necelEuy Power 
'Mhould be firft invefted in his IVlajefty, before he confented 
^' to transfer it to other men ; neither could it ever be ima- 
^'gined that he would confent that a greater Power (hould 
^be in the hands of a Subject, than he was thought worthy 
'* to be trufled with Himfelf. And if it ihould not be thou^c 
^^ fit to make a new ASt or Declaration in the point of me 
^' Militia, he doubted nor, but he fliould be able to grant fuch 
^^Commiflions as {hould very legally enable thofe he trufted, 
'' to do all Offices for the peace and quiet of the Kingdom, if 
^^anydifturbance fhould happen. 

^BuT it was iaid, he had been pleafed to ofier them a 
*' Bill ready drawn, and that They, to exprefs their earneit 
*^Zeal to correfpond with his deiire, did pafs that Bill^ And 
^^ yet all that expredion of Afiedion and Loyalty, all that ear- 
^' neft deGre of theirs to comply with his Majdty, produced 
''no better efledt than an ablolute denial, even of what by 
^'his former Meflages his Majefty had promifed ; and fo that 
'^ Declaration, he iaid, proceeded, under the pretence of men* 
'^ tioning evil and wicked Councils, to cenuire and reproach 
''his Majefty in a Dialedl, that, he was confident, his good 
''Subjedis would read, on his behalf, with much Indlgna* 
" don. But, his Majefty faid , fure, if that Declaration had 
''pafled the examination of both Houfes of Parliament, they 
'' would never have affirmed, that the Bill he had refiited to 
^'pafi^ was the fame he had fent to them, or have thought 
''that his Meflage, wherein the difference, and contrariety 
" between the two Bills, was fo particularly fet down, would 
" be Anfwer'd with the bare Averring them to be one and 
"the fame Bill : nor would they have declared, when his ex- 
" ceptions to the Ordinance , and the Bill , were fo noto- 
"rioully known to aU, that care being taken to give fatisfa- 
'' ^ion in all the particulars he had excepted againft in the 

«Ordi- 
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^^ Ordinance, he had found New exceptions to the Bill ^ and 
^^yet that very Declaration confefled^ that his exception to 
^* Che Ordinance was, that in the dilpofing and execution 
^^ thereof, his Majeflv was Excluded : and was not that an ex- 
^' prefs reafon , in nis Anfwer , for his refiifal of the BUI ^ 
^^ which that Declaration would needs confute? 

"But the Power was no other than to fupprefi Rebel- 
**lion, Infurredtion, and Forreign LivaOon: Multhe Perfons 
^ trufted, no other than fuch as were nominated by the Great 
^' Council of the Kingdom, and aOented to by his Majefly : 
^^ and they asked, if that were too Great a power to truft 
*' thofe Perfons with ? Indeed , his Majefly laid , whilft fo 
*^ great Liberty was ufed in Voting , and Declaring men to 
^ be Enemies to the Common-w^th ( a phrafe his Majefly 
^' fcarce underftood ) and in cenfuring men for their Service, 
*^ actd Attendance upon his Majeflv's Perfon, and in his law- 
*' All Commands, great heed muit be taken into what hands 
^ he committed fuch a Power to fupprefs Infurrefiion, and 
^'Rebellion; and if InfurreAion and Rebellion had found 
^' other Definitions than what the Law had given, his Majefly 
^ mufl be (iire that no Lawful power fliould Juftuy thofe De- 
^finitions : and if there were Learning found out to make 
^^ S^jQhn Hothanfs taking; Arms againfl him, and keeping his 
^* Majeflv's Town and Fort from him, to be no Treafon or 
•* Rebellion, he knew not whether a new Difcovery might 
^^not find it Rebellion in his Majefly to Defend tiimlelf 
" ffom fuch Arms, and to endeavour to recover what was fo 
^' taken firom him j and therefore, he (aid, it concerned him, 
"till the known Laws of the Land were allow'd to be Judge 
^' betwen them, to take heed into what hands he committed 
"fuch power. 

"Besides, he asked, whether it could be thought, that 
*' becaufe he was willing to truft certain Perfons, that he was 
"obliged to trufl them in Whatfoever they were willing to 
•* be truiled ? He faid , no Private hands were fit for fuch a 
** Truft; neither had he departed from any thing, in the 
^'leaft degree, he had oflfer'd or promifed before; though He 
"mig^t with as much reafon have withdrawn his Trufl 
" from fome Perfons, whom before he had accepted, as They 
*• had done fi-om others, whom they had recommended For 
" the power which he was charged to have committed to par* 
*' ticular Perfons, for the fpace of fifteen years, by his Com- 
" miffions of Lieutenancy, it was notorioudy known that it 
** was not a power created by his Majefty, but continued 
** very many years, and in the mofl happy times this King- 
** dom had enjoyed , even thofe of his renown'd Predecef^ 
** fors, Queen E/fzaiett^ and his Father of happy memory ; 

"and 
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^ and whatever Authority had been granted by thofe Com- 
<< miffions, which had been kept in the old forms, the (ame 
<<was determinable at his Majeity's pleafure; and he knew 
**noty that they produced any of thofe Calamities , which 
^ mi^t give his good Subjeds caufe to be fo weary of them, as 
^ to run the hazard of fo much Mifchief, as that Bill, which 
^^ he had refiifed, might poflibly have produced. 

^^FoR the Precedents of former Ages in the Commiflions 
*^of Array, his Majefty doubted not, but when any fiich had 
*^ ifiiied out, that the King's confent was always obtain'd, and 
^'the Commiilions determinable at His pleaiure^ and then 
*^ what the extent of Power was, would be nothing applicable 
**to that Cafe of the Ordinance. 

**BuT whether that Declaration had refuted his Majefty's 
*' reafbns for his refufal to pafs the Bill, or no, it refolved, 
** and required all perfons in Authority thereby to put the 
^'Ordinance in prelent execution; and all Others to obey ic 
** according to the Fundamental Laws of the Land. But, his 
^ Majelty (aid. He, whom God had trufted to maintain and 
^'defend thofe Fundamental Laws, which, he hoped, God 
*^ would blefs to fecure him, did declare, that there was no 
** Legal Power in either, or both Houfes, upon any pretence 
**whatfoever, without his Majelty's confent, to Command 
**any part of the Militia of the Kingdom^ nor had the like 
^ ever been commanded by either, or both Houfes, fince the 
*'firft foundation of the Laws of the Land ; and that the Exe- 
*'cution of, or the Obedience to that pretended Ordinance, 
**wasagainftthe Fundamental Laws of the Land, againft the 
^* Liberty of the Subject, and the Right of Parliaments, and a 
^* Hi^ Crime in any that fhould execute the &me : and his 
** Majefty did therefore charge, and command all his loving 
'^Subjcfts of what degree, or quality foevcr, upon their Al- 
** legiance, and as they tendered the peace of the Kingdom, 
" from thenceforth not to Mufter, Levy, or Array, or Sum- 
" mon, or Warn any of the Train'd-bands to rife, Mufter, or 
*' March, by Virtue, or under Colour, of that pretended Or- 
•* dinance : and to that Declaration, and Commmand of his 
** Majefty's he faid, he expedtcd and required a fiill Submiflion, 
"and Obedience from all his loving Slibie(as, upon their Al- 
" legiance, as they would Anfwer the Contrary at their Pe- 
*' rils, and as they tender'd the upholding of the Tme Pro* 
*^teftanc Religion, the fafety of his Perfon, and his Royal Po- 
*' fterity, the Peace, and Being of the Kiiigdom. 

Notwithstanding thefe fliarp Declarations (infal- 
lible Symptoms of Iharper Adtions ) which were with equal 
Diligence difperfed by either (ide among the People, &ve that 
the Agents for the Parliament took as much care to Suppreft 

the 
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tbe King's, as to Publifh their own ^ whereas the King's de* 
(ire was that they might be both impartially read and exa- 
mined, and to that purpofe always caufed thofe from the Par- 
liament to be Printed with his own , They had the power 
and skill to perfwade Men, who, but bv that perfwafion, could 
not have been Seduced, and without Seducing of whom they 
could have made but a very forry progrels in mifehief, <^ That 
^ all would be well ^ that they were well aflurcd that the 
^IQng would, in the end, yield to what they defired; at 
^< lead, that they (hould prevail for a good Part, if not for 
<^ AIL and that there ihould be no War : though themfelves 
well knew, that the Fire was too much kindled, to be extin- 

fiiQied without a flame, and made preparations accordingly. 
or the railing and procuring of Money ( befides the vaft 
Sums colleded imd contributed for Ireland^ which they dif- 
burfed very leifurely, the Supplies for that Kingdom , not- 
withftanding the impormnity and complaint from thence, 
being not difpatch'd thither , both in quantity and quality, 
with that Expedition as was pretended) they fent out very 
ftridt Warrants for the gathering all thofe Sums of Money, 
which had heea granted by anv bills of SubGdy, or Poll-Bill j 
in the coUediion of all which tnere had been great negligence^ 
probably that They might have it the more at their own 
diQ)oial in" their iitcd*^ by which they now recovered great 
Sums into their hands. For the railing of Men ( though it 
was not Yet time for than to avow the rai&ng an Army) 
befides the dilboGng the whole Kingdom to fubje£t them- 
fdves to their Ordinance of the Mihtia, and, by That, lifting 
in all places Companies of Voluntiers, who would be ready 
when they were called, they made more hafte than they had 
done in the Levies of Men, both Horfe and Foot, for the 
relief of Ireland^ under OflBcers chofen, or approv'd by Them- 
felves y and propofed the railing of an Army apart, of fix or 
eight tfaouland, under the Command of the Lord IVharton 
( a man very b&. to them) for Munfier^ under the ftyle of the 
Adventurers Army, and to have no dependence upon, nor 
be fubjed to, the Lord Lieutenant oflnUnd^ but only to re- 
ceive Orders from the two Houfes, and from a Committee to 
be appointed by them, which (hould be always with that 
Army: but the King, eafily difceming the confequence of 
that deiign, reMed to grant fuch a Commiflion as they de- 
fir'd; fo that they were forced to be content, only with the 
advantage of New Exclamations againft the King, ^^For hin- 
^^dering the Supplies for Ireland^ upon the occation of his 
denyal of that unrealbnable Commiflion, and to proceed in 
their Levies the ordinary way ^ which they did, with great 
Expedition. To confirm and encourage the Factious and 

Schifina- 
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Schifmatical Party of the Kingdom, which thought the pace 
towards the Reformation was not brisk, and furious enough, 
and was with great difficulty contained in lb flow a March, 
They, had, a little before, publifhed a Declaration : 

"That they intended a due, and neceflary Reformation i** mo 
*^ of the Government, and Liturgy of the Church, and to take '*"*/« -^^-' 
" away nothing in the One or the Other, but what Ihould be ^^^'^'^" 
** Evil, and juitly Offenfivc, or at leaft Unneceflary,and Bur- /ji^^" 
*^denlom; and, for the better eflfe£ting thereof, Ipeedily to on of thi 
" have confultation with Godly and Learned Divines : and, i-»'«''i7- 
" becau(e that would never of it felf attain the end fought 
*^ therein, they would therefore ufe their utmoit endeavours 
" to eilabliih Learned, and Preaching Minifters, with a good 
^ and fufficient maintenance throughout the whole Kingdom ^ 
"wherein many dark Comers were miferably deftirute of the 
^^ means of Salvation, and 'many poor Minifters wanted ue- 
" ccffary provifion. 

This Declaration, Printed, and appointed to be publifhed 
by the Sheriffs in their feveral Counties, in all the Market 
Towns within the Kingdom of Evf/^nv^, and Dominion of 
Wales J was not more intended to the heartning of thofe who 
were impatient for a Reformation ( who in truth had fo im- 
plicite a Faith in their Leaders, tl^t thev expeded another 
manner of Reformation than was publickly promifed) than to 
the lulling thofe afleep , who begun to be awake with the 
apprehenlion of that confiiQon, they apprehended fi'om the pra- 
dl:ice and licence, they faw pradbifed againlt the received Go- 
vernment, and Dodtrine of the Church j and to be perfwa- 
ded that it was time to oppofe that Current. And, in this 
projed:, they were not difappointed : for though this warily 
worded Declaration was evidence enough to Wife men, that 
They intended, and Logically comprehended, an Alteration 
as great, as has been fince attempted, and made ; yet to La2^y 
and Quiet men, who could not difcera confequences, and 
were not wiUing to Antedate their mifcries, by fufpedting 
worfe was to come, than they felt, or faw in their View; their 
fears were much abated, and the intentions of the Parliament 
feem'd not fo bad, as they had been told by fome that they 
were : and as this very Declaration of a due Reformation to 
be made of the Government of the Church, and the Litur- 
gy , would, a year before, have given great Umbrage and 
Scandal to the People, when, generally, there was a due fiib- 
miffiontothe Government, and afingular reverence of the 
Liturgy of the Church oiEnglaTtdj fo Now, when there was 
a General fear and apprehenfion inculcated into them, of a 
purpofe utterly to fubvert the Government, and utterly to 
abolifli the Liturgy, they thought the taking away nothing in 
" Vol. I. Part:^. LI the 
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the One or the Other, but what (hould be £vil, and Jufily 
ofieniive, or, at lealt, Unneceflary and Burdenfom, was an 
eafy Compohtion ^ and fo, by 'degrees , they iuScfd them* 
felves to oe ftill prevailed on towards ends they eztremdy 
abhorred ; and what at firft feem'd Prophane and Impious to 
them, in a little timeappear'd only Inconvenient; andwha^ 
in the beginning, they thought matter of Conidence and R^ 
ligion , fhortly after they looked upon, as fomewhat nthcr 
to be wiihed than pofitively InGfted on; and confequcufaf 
not to be laid in the balance with the PublickPeace^ whicn 
they would imagin to be endanger'd by oppofing die ienfe 
that then prevailed ; and fo, by Undervaluing many partku- 
lars ( which they Truly efteem d ) as rather to be comeoted 
to, than that the general (hould funer, they Brought, or Suf^ 
fer'd the Publick to be brought to all the fuffcrings itfince 
underwent. 
ThtJijfem' A NO now they fliew'd what ConTultation they meant to 
MjwfDi" have with Godly and Learned Divines, and what Refonna- 
^^^'' tion chey intended, by appointing the Knights and Bur;geQes 
to bring in the Names oi fiich Divines for the feveral Couui- 
ties, as they thou^t fit to conftitute an Affembly for the fil- 
ming a new Model bx the Government of the Church, wfaid 
was done accordingly ; thofe who were true Sons of the 
Church, not fo much as endeavouring the Nomination of So- 
ber, and Learned Men , abhorring fuch a Reformation, as 
bejgun with the Invaiion . and Supprcffion of the Church's 
Rights in a Synod, as well known as Mapta chMrta : and if 
any well afieded Member, not enough confidering the (can- 
dai, and the confequence of that Violation, did Name an Or- 
thodox, and well reputed Divine, to afliit in that Aflembly, 
it was Argument enough againit him, that he was Nomi- 
nated by a Peribn in whom they had no Confidence; and 
They only had reputation enough to Commend to this Con^* 
fultation, who were known todeBre the utter demolishing of 
the whole Fabrick of the Church : fo that of about one hun- 
dred and twenty , of which that Aflcmbly was to confift 
( though, by the recommendation of two or three Members of 
the Commons, whom they were not willing to dii'pleafe, and 
by the Authority of the Lords, who added a fmall Number 
to thofe named by the Houle of Commons, a few very Re- 
verend, and Worthy men were inferred ^ yet of the whole 
Number ) they were not above Twenty, who were not dc^ 
clar'd, and avow'd Enemies to the Dodirine, or Difcipline of 
the Church of England , fome of them infamous in their lives, 
and converfations: and moil of them of very mean Parts in 
Learning, if not of Scandalous Ignorance j and of no other 
reputation, than of malice to the Church oi England ^ fo that

that Convention hath not fincc produced any thing, that might 
not Then reafonably have been expedked from it; 

But that which gave greateft power, and ftrength to their 
growing Fa<5tion, was the feverity they ufed againlt all thofe^ 
of what Quality or degree foever, who oppofed their Coun- 
fclsj and Proceedings. If any Lord, who had any place of 
Honour, or Truft from the King, concurred not With them, 
tbev made an inqui&tion into the whole paflages of his Life 9 
and if they could find no Fault, or no Folly (for any Levi- 
ty, or Indifcretion, ferve for a Charge) to reproach him witb^ 
it was enough (That they could not Confide in him : fo they 
tfareatned the Earl of Portland^ who with extraordinary viva- 
citj[ eroded their Confultations, "That they would remove 
*• him from his Charge and Government of the Ifie oi Wight 

i^which at laft they did defa&o , by committing him to Pri- 
on without fo much as anigning a Caufe ) and to that pur- 
poie, obiedted all the h&s of good fellowDiip ^ all the wafte 
of Powder^ and all the wafte of Wine, in the drinking of 
Healths 3 and other A£fcs of Jollity, whenever he had been 
at his Government, from the firlt nour of his entering upon 
it : {0 that the leaft inconvenience a man in their Disfavour 
was to exped:, was to have his Name and Reputation ufed^ 
tot two or three hours, in the Houfe of Commons with what 
Licence and Virulency they pleafed. None were perfecuted 
with more rigour, than the Clergy ; whereof whofoever pub-^ 
lickly, or privately, cenfured their Adtions, or fufpedted their 
Intentions, was either committed to prifon, or compelled to 
a chargeable and long Attendance^ as inconvenient as Impri-^ 
fonment. And this meafure of proceeding was Jiqually,- if 
not with liiore animofity, applied to thofe, who, in former 
times, had been looked upon by that Party with moft reve- 
rence. On the contrary, whoever Concurred ,- Voted, and 
Sided with them, in their extravagant conclufions, let the in- 
famy of his former life, or prefent pradlice be what it would j 
his injuftice and opprefTion never fo fcandalous, and noto-' 
rious j He was receive, countenanc'd, and protedted with mar- 
vellous demonlbations of Afiedtion : fo that, between thofe 
that Loved them, and thofe that Fear'd them ; thofe that did 
not love the Church, and thofe that did not love fome Church- 
men ; thofe whom the Court had opprefled, and thofe whof 
had helped the Court to opprefe Others ; thofe Who fear'd 
their Power, and thofe who fear'd their Juftice ; their Par- 
ty was grown over the Kingdom, bur efpecially in the City,- 
juftly Formidable. 

In the mean time, the King omitted no opportunity to* 
provide againft the Storm he faw was coming ; and, though 
he might not Yet own the apprehenfion of that danger he 
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publick meeting of the Country, his Majefty declared, *^Thtt 
c< he was Refoiv'd in regard of the Publick Diftempers, anil 
f ^ the Neighbourhood of HuU^ to have a Guard for his Ptrfbn; 
<< but of fuch Perfons, and with llich Circumftances* as ihould 
<^admini(]ber no occaBon of Jealoufy tothemoft&iipicious^ 
^< and wifhed the Gentlemen of Quality, who attended, to 
^ confider, and advife of the way : who (bortly after ( not- 
withftanding the oppolicion given by the Committee, which 
ftill refided there; and the Fadtious Party of the County, 
which was inflamed, and governed by them) exprefled a gjreat 
alacrity to comply with his Maiefty's defire , m whatfoever 
Jhould be propofed to them ; ana a fenfe, ''That the^ thoudic 
*' a fufBcient Guard was very neceflary for the Security of nil 
'* Majefty's Perfon. Hereupon , the King appointed fiich 
Gentlemen as were willing, to Lilt themfelves into a Troop 
of Horfe, and made the Prince of Wales their Captain; and 
made choice of one Regiment of the Train'd-bands, confift- 
ing of about fix hundred, whom he caufed, every Saturday^ to 
be paid at his own Charge: when he had little more in hit 
Coffers, than would defray tne weekly Expcnce of his Table: 
and this Troop, with this Regiment, was the Guard of his 
Perfon ; it being firft declared bjr his Majefty, <* That no Per- 
"fbn ihould be fuflfer'd, cither in the Troop, or the Rcgt«- 
^ ment, who did not, before his AdmifGon into the Service, 
"take the Oaths of Allegiance, and Supremacy; that fo he 
might be free from the fcandal of entertaining Papifts for his 
Security. 

But this caution would not ferve; the Fears and JealouGes 
were capable of no other Remedies, than liich as were pre- 
fcribed by thofe Phyficians, who were prafiifed in the Difeafe. 
Adbon as the intelligence was arrived at L^^v^, that the 
King adiually had a Guard ( though the Circumftances were 
as well known that were ufed in the raifing it) both Houfes 
publiflied thefe three Votes, and difperfed them. 

1. " Th AT it appeared, that the King, ieduced by wicked 
^^ Counfel , intended to make War againft the Parliament ; 
*^ who, in all their Confultations and Aftions, had propofed 
** no other end unto themfelves, but the care of his King- 
^doms, and the performance of all Duty, and Loyalty to his 
"Perfon. 

2. "That whenfoever the King maketh War upoi^the 
^' Parliament , it is a breach of the Truft repofed in nim by 
^^ his People; contrary to his Oath ; and tending to the Dit 
^^ iblution or the Government. 

9. "That whofoever fhould Serve him, or AflSft him in 
"-^ fuch Wars, are Traitors by the Fundamental Laws of the 
*'^ Kingdom; and have been fo atliudged by two Adls of 
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^' Parliament, % Rich. ii. and i Wemr. iv. and ought to fuSer as 
" Traitors. 

These lufty Votes they fent to the King to Xork^ together 
with a Ihort Petition, m which they told him, 

^^That his Loyal Subjects, the Lords and Commons in 7%«/im 
" Parliament did humbly prefent unto his Majefty, that not^ '*«/« p^ 
** withftanding his frequent profcflions to his Farhamenr, and ^'^f*^ 
** the Kingdom, that his delire, and intention was only the ^^^ hi 
** preferving the true Proteftant Profeffion, the Laws of the Guards^ 
*• Land, the Liberty of his People, and the Peace of the King- May 23. 
** dom ; neverthelcfs, they perceived with great grief, by his *^* 
^ Speech of the Twelfth of May^ and the Paper, Printed in his 
** Majefty's Name, in the form of a Proclamation, bearing 
'^date the Fourteenth of May^ and other £vidences, that, un« 
"der colour of railing a Guard tofecure his Perfon, of which 
^* Guard (confidering the FideUty, and Care of his Parlia-p 
^^ment) there could be no ufe, his Majefly did Command 
** Troops, both of Horfe and Foot to aflemble at TorJ^^ the 
** very beginnings whereof were apprehended by the Inhabi- 
'^ tants of that County to be an A£Frightment, and Diflurbance 
" of his Liege People, as appeared by their Petition pre^ 
^^lented to him; the continuing, and increafing of which 
*^ Forces, was to his Parliament, and mud needs be, a juft Cai|fe 
^^ ^^&^^ Jealoufy, and Danger to his whole Kingdooi. 

^'Therefore, they did humbly befeech hiis Majefty 
^ to Disband all fuch Forces, as, by his C^mpiand, were a^ 
^^fembled, and relying for his Security ( as his Predeceflbra 
^^had done) upon the Laws, an4 A^dtions pf his People, 
*^he would be pleafed to defift from any further defigns of 
'^ that nature, contenting himfelf with bis ufual, ai^d ordinary 
^^ Guards; otherwife, they (hould hold themfelves bound in 
** duty towards God, and the Truft repofed in th^m by the 
^' People, and the Fundamental Laws and Conftitutions of 
** the kingdom, to impjoy their Care, and utmoft Power to 
^^ fecure the Parliament, and to preferve the Peace, and Quiet 
^ of the Kingdom. 

To this Petition, deliver'd publickly, and read with an 
equal confidence, by their Leiger Committee, his Majefty 
Anfwer'd, 

"That he could not but extremely wonder, that the »'M*;W' 
^ caufelefs Jealoufies concerning his Majefty, raifcd and fq- *^/""^*^- 
^' mented by a Malignant Party in the Kingdom, which dew 
** fired nothing more than to /hatch to themfelves particu- 
** lar Advantages out of a general Combuftion (which means 
<« of advantage (hould never be minifter'd to them by His 
<^ &ult, or feeking) (hould not only be able to feduce a Weak 
^ Party in the Kingdom, but feem to find fo much Counte- 
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^ Firft, to iOiie out Commands of Force againft him ^ aodi 
^^ after thofe had appeared ufelefs, to o£fer, by Petition, to 
'^perfwade him to that which that Force ibould have ef- 
« fefted. 

"He faid, He concluded his Anfwer to their Petition with 
^^ his Counfel to them, that they would joyn with him in ez- 
^' adting fatisfadiion for that unparallel'd, and yet unpunilhed 
'^ Adion oiS^John Hotham-y and that they would command 
^' his Fort) and Goods to be returned to his own hands : that 
*^ they would lay down all pretences ( under pretence of Ne- 
^' cefiity, or declaring what is Law) to make Laws without 
^^ his Majeity, and, by confequence, but a Cipher of his M»- 
^^ jefty : that they would declare e^dfaially againft Tumults. 
'^and call in fuch Pamphlets (punilhing the Authors ana 
'^Publilhers of them) asSeditiouuy endeavour to difable his 
^^ Majefty from protedting his People, by weakning, by falfe 
^^Afperfions and new ^Ife Dodlrines, his Authority wid). 
^' them, and their Confidence in him : the particulars of 
^' which Tumults, and Pamphlets, he faid, he would long 
^' fmce have taken care, his Learned Council ihould have 
^ been enabled to give in evidence, if, upon his former oflfer, 
*' his Majefty had received any return of encouragement from 
^^ them in it : and, he faid, if they did that, they would 
" then, and hardly till then, perfwade the World, that dicy 
*' had difcharged their Duty to God, the Trutt repofed in 
^' them by the People, and the Fundamental Laws, and Con* 
*' ftitutions of the Kingdom; and imploy'd their care, and ut- 
^' moft Power, to fecure the Parliament { for, he faid, he was 
" ftill a part of the Parliament, and Ihould be, till this well 
'^ tempered Monarchy was turned to a Democracy ) and to 
'* preferve the Peace and Quiet of the Kingdom ; which, to* 
*^ gether with the Defence of the Proteftant Religion , the 
*' Laws of the Land, and his own juft Prerogative ( as a part 
'' of, and a defence to thofe Laws ) had been the main end,, 
'< which in his Confultations and Adlions, he had propofed, 
<' to Himfclf . 

It will be wonder'd at hereafter, that in a jiKiging and 
difcerning State, where Men had, or feem'd to have, their 
faculties of Reafon, and Underftanding at the heidit^ in a 
Kingdom then unapt, and generally unincUned to War ( how 
wanconly foever it hath fince feem'd to throw away it's 
Peace ) thofe Men, who had the skill and cunning, out of 
froward and peeviih humours and indifpofitions to compound 
Fears and Jealoufies, and to animate and inflame thofe Fears 
and JealouGcs into the moft prodigious, and the boldeft Re- 
bellion, that any Age, or Country ever brought forth ; who 
very well law, and felt that the King had not only, to a' 
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degree, wound himfelf out of that Labyrinth, in which, four 
Months before, they had involv'd him, with their Privileges, 
Fears, and Jeaioufies; but had even fo well informed the 
Pei^lie, that they begun to queition both the Logick and 
chdr Law, and to fufped:, and cenfure the improvement, and 
eiadatioa of their Fears, and the extent, and latitude of their 
Frivil^es ^ and that they were not only denied by the King, 
what they required, buc that th^ King^ Reafons of his de- 
nial made very many conclude the unreafonablenefs of their 
demands : I fay, it may feem ftrange, that thefe Men could 
entertain the hope, and confidence to obtrude- fuch a Decla-> 
ration, and Vote, upon the People, «' That the King did in- 
**tcnd to make War againft the Parliament; when they 
were fo far from apprehending, that he would be able to gee 
an Army to dilfairb them, that they were moft afliired , he 
would not be able to get Bread to fuftain Himfelf three 
Months, without fubmitting all his Counfels to their Con- 
duA, and Controle : and that the ofiering to impofe it, did 
not awaken the People to an indignation, which might have 
confounded them : for , befides the Prefumption in endea- 
vouring to Search, what the Scripture it felf^ told them was 
Uhfearchable, the Heart of the King; the very Law of the 
Land, whofe defence they pretended, makes no conclufion of 
the intention of the meaneft Subject:, in a matter of the high- 
eft, and tenderefl Confideration, evenTreafon it felfagainil 
the Life of the King , without fome overt, unlawful Adt^ 
from whence, and otner circumftances, the ill intention may 
be reafonably made appear; and therefore, to declare that 
the King intended to make War againft his Parliament, when 
he had neither Ship, Harbour, Arms nor Money, and knew 
not how to get any of them, and when he offer'd to Grant 
any thing to them, which they could pretend a juftifiable rea* 
fon for asking, was an undertaking of that Nature, that 
even the Almightinefs of a Parliament might have defpair'd 
to (iicceed in. 

But, notwithftanding all this, they very well knew what 
they did, and underftood what infinite advantage that Vote 
would (as it did) bring to them; and that a Natural way 
would never bring them to their unnatural end. The Power 
and Reputation of Parliament, they believ'd, would impli- 
citly prevail over many ; and amaze and terrify others from 
diiputing, or cenfuring what they did, and upon what 
grounds they did it. The difficulty was, to procure the judge- 
ment of Parliament; and to incline thofe difierent Conftitu- 
tions, and difierent Afiedlions, to fiich a Concurrence, as the 
judgement might not be difcredited, by the number of the 
biuepters ; nor wounded, or prejudged by the Reafons, and 
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Arguments given againfi: it : and then , their judgementi of 
the Cure being to be grounded upon the nature, and infiv- 
macion of the Difeafc, it was necel&iy to confine, and ocn- 
tradt their fancies and opinions within (broe bounds, and & 
mits : the myftery of Rebellion challenging the fame encott- 
ragement with other Sciences, to grow by; that there my 
be certain Poflulata, fome Principles and If oundations, udoq 
. which the main building may fubfiih So, in the cafe of the Mi- 
litia , an imminent danger muft be firlt fuppofed , by wUdi 
the Kingdom is in apparent hazard, and then the Kinej's I^ 
fufal to apply any remedy againft that danger, before the two } 
Houfes would pretend to the Power of diipofing that Militia: r 
it being too ridiculous to have pretended the natural and of- | 
dinary Jurifdidlion over it: but, in cafe of danger, and dan- 
ger fo imminent, that the ufuai recourfe would not ferve dw 
turn, and for the faving of a Kingdom , which muft otfao^ 
wife be loft , many Good Men thought it was reafonable to 
apply a very Extraordinary prevention, without imagining 
fuch a fuppofition might poffibly engage them in any AdioD, 
contrary to their own Inclinations ; and , without doubt, 
very many who frankly Voted that imminent neceffity, were 
induced to it, as an Argument, that the King fliould be there- 
fore importun'd to confent to the Settlement ; which would 
not have appeared fo ncceflary a Requeft, if the occafion had 
not been Important j never fufpefting , that it would have 
been improved into an Argument to them, to adventure the 
doing it without the Kin^s confent. And it is not here un- 
feafonable ( how merry foever it may feem to be ) as an in- 
fiance of the Incogitancy, and Inadvertency of thofe kind of 
Votes and Tranfadtions, to remember that the firft Refblu- 
tion of the Power of the Militia being grounded upon a fup- 
pofition of an imminent neceflity , the Ordinance firft fent 
up, from the Commons, to the Lords, for the execution of 
the Militia, expreffed an eminent neceflity j whereupon, fome 
Lords, who underflood the difference or the words, and that 
an eminent neccfTitv might be fupplied by the ordinary pro- 
vifion, which, poflibiy, an imminent necefnty might not fafely 
attend, defired a Conference with the Commons, for the 
Amendment, which, I remember, was at lafl, with great 
ditTiculcy, confcnted to ; many (who, I prefume, are not yet 
grown up to conceive the difference) fuppofmgit anunne- 
ccflfary contention for a Word, and fo yielding to them, for 
faving of time , rather than difpute a thing which to them 
icem'd of no great moment. 

Thky, who contrived this Scene, riever doubted, but 
after a Refolution what was to be done upon a Suppofed ne- 
ceflity, they fliould eafily, when they found it convenient, 
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make chat neceflicy Real. It was no hard matter to make 
the Fearful) appreheniive of dangers ^ and the Jealous, of de- 
Ggns ^ and they wanted not Evidence of all kinds ^ of Lectera 
from abroad, and Difcoveries at home, to make thofe appre« 
henfions formidable enough ^ and then , though, before the 
Refolution, there was a great latitude in Law and Reafon, 
what was Lawfully to be done, they had Now forejudged 
themfelves, and Refolv'd of the Proper remedy, except they 
would argue againfi: the Evidence^ which Ofually would 
luve been to difcountenance, or undervalue fome Perfon of 
notable reputation , or his Correfoondence ; and always to 
have oppofed That that was of fuch an Allay, as, in truth, did 
operate upon the Major part. So, in the Cafe upon which 
we now difcourfe, if they had in the moft advantageous Ar- 
ticle of their fury, profelled the raifmg an Army againft the 
King, there was yet that reverence to Majefty, and that Spi- 
rit of Subjedion and Allegiance in moit Men, that they would 
have looked upon it with Oppofition, and Horrour. : but De- 
fen&ve Arms were more plaufible Divinity, and if the King 
Ibould commit fuch an Outrage, as to levy War againft his 
Parliament , to deflroy the Religion, Laws, and Liberty of 
the Kingdom, Good men were perfwaded, that fuch a refi- 
flance might be made, as might jpreferve the Whole; and he 
that would have argued againit this Thefis, befides the Imper- 
tinency of arguing againit a fuppofition, that was not like to 
be Real, and in which the Corrupt confideration of Safety 
feem'd to bribe molt Men, could never efcape the cenfure of 
promoting Tyranny , and lawlels Dominion. Then to in- 
cline Men to concur in the Declaration << Of the King's In- 
"tention to make War againft the Parliament, they were 
p^waded it might have a Good, and Could have no ill ef- 
tcSi : the remedies, that were to be applied upon an Adtual 
levying of War, were not juftifiable upon the Intention ; and 
the declaring this Intention, and the Dangers it carried with 
it to the King himfelf, and to all thofe who (hould aflift him, 
would be a probable means of reforming (uch Intention, and 
preventing the Execution : Inconvenience it could produce 
none ( for. the difquietiiig or difpleafing the King was not 
thought Inconvenient) if there were no progrefs in the fup- 
pofed Intention ; if there were, it were fit the whole King- 
dom ihould itand upon it's Guard, and not be Surprifed to irs 
confufion. 

B Y thefe falfe and fallacious Mediums , the clearaefs of 
Men's underitandings were dazled^ and upon the matter, all 
their opinions, and judgments for the Future, captivated and 
pracengaged by their own Votes, and Determinations. For, 
now eafy a matter is it to make it appear to that man, who 
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confcnted that the King intended to make War againft tU 
Parliament ^ that when he (hould Do it, he had brdcen iui 
Oath y and diflblved his Govecnment ; and , that whofoevcr J 
ftiould aflift him were Traitors ^ I ray^ how eafy was it to per- 
iwade That man , that he was obliged to defend the nr- 
liament; to endeavour to uphold That Government j and to 
reOft Thofe Traitors ? and , whofoever conGders that the nfr> 
ture of men, efpecially of men in Authority, is inclined i^ 
ther to Commit two errours, than to Retx^ one^ will M 
marvel, that from this Root of unadvifednefs, fo many, lod 
tall Branches of mifchief have proceeded. And therefore^ it 
were to be wiflied , that thoie who have the honour to be 
tmfted in PubUck Confultations, were indued with (b nnxh 
natural Logick, to difcem the confequences of every publick 
A&y and ConcluQon; and with fo much Confdence and 
Courage, to watch the firit impreflions upon their under{tind> 
ing and compliance : and that neither out of the Impcrth' 
nency of the chins, which men are all apt to conclude out of 
impatiency of difpatch ^ or out of Stratagem to make men 
Odious (as in this Parliament many forbore to oppofe unrea» 
fondle refolutions , out of an opinion that they would make 
the contrivers Odious) or upon any other (though ieeming 
never fo Politick) confideracions, tney confent not to any 
Propofitions, by which Truth or Juftice are invaded. I am 
confident, with very good Warrant, that many men have, 
from their Souls, abhorred every Article of this Rebellion j 
and heartily deprecated the miferies, and defolation we have 
Ciffer'd by it, who have Themfelves, with great alacrity 
and induftry, contributed to, if not contrived, thofe very 
Votes and Conclufions, from whence the Evils they abhor, 
have mofl naturally and regularly flowed, and been deduced ^ 
and which they could not reafonably, upon their own con- 
ceflions, contradict and oppofe. 

But to conclude, a man fliall not unprofitably (pend his 
contemplation, that, upon this occafion, confiders the method 
of God's Tultice (a method terribly remarkable in many Pat 
fages, and upon many Perfons ; which we Ihall be compelled 
to remember in this difcourfe) that the fame Principles, and 
the fame Application of thofe Principles, fhould be ufed to 
the wrefting all Soveraign Power from the Crown, which 
the Crown had a little before made ufe of for the extending 
it's Authority, and Power, beyond it's bounds, to the pre- 
judice of the juft Rights of the Subjedt. A fuppofed Necef- 
iity was Then thought ground enough to create a Power, and 
a bare Averment of that Neceflity, to beget a Pradlice to im- 
pofe what Tax they thought convenient upon the Subjed:, by 
WrKs of Ship-money never before known j and a fuppofed 
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Neccflity now, and a bare Averment of that Neceflitjr, is as 
confidently, and more Fatally, concluded a good ground to 
exclude the Crown from the ufe of any Power, by an Ordi- 
nance never before heard of ^ and the fame Maxim of Salus 
JP0puli Sufrema LeXj which had been ufed to the infringing the 
LdDcrty of the One, made ufe of for the deltroying the Rights 
of the odier : only that of the Pfalmift is yet Inverted^ for 
many of thofe, who were the Principal makers of the fir(t 
Pic, are (o far from falling into it, xhat they have been the 
chiefeft Diners of the fecond Ditch, in which fo many have 
been confounded. 

Though they bad yet no real ApprehenGon, that the King 
would be able, in the lea(t degree, to raife a Force againlt 
them, yet they were heartily enraged to find chat he lived 
more like a King, than they wilhed he (hould ; that there was 
£> great refort to him from all parts y and that whereas little 
more than two Months before, his own Servants duril hardly 
avow the waiting on him. Now the chief Gentlemen of all 
Counties Travelled to him, to tender their Service^ which im« 

tlied a Di&pprobation at leait, if not a Contempt of the two 
loufes carriage towards him. Therefore , to prevent this 
milchie^ they eafily found exception to, and information a- 
gainft, fome Perfons, who had reforted to Torkj whom they 
ftnt the Serjeant of the Houfe of Commons to apprehend, and 
bring them before the Houfe as DeUnquents, to Anfwer fiich 
«iQacters, as (hould be objeded apainft them. In this Num- 
ber there was one Bechimthy a Gentleman of Tork-jhtre^ who, 
uS^y^bmHQthsm had fent them word, had endeavour'd to 
corrupt fome Officers of the Garrifon to deliver Hull up to the 
King ^ this they declar'd to be a very heinous crime, and 
little lets than High Treafon, and therefore concluded him a 
Delinquent, and to be fcnt for to attend them : it was thought 
ftrangely ridiculous by Standers by, that S^Jobn Hotham 
Ihouki be juftiiy'd for keeping the Town agamft the Kin^ 
and another Gentleman be Voted a Delinquent for defigning 
to recover it to it's Allegiance ^ and that They, who, but few 
days before, when the King had fent a Warrant to require 
Serjeant-Major Skippon to attend his Majefty at Torky Re- 
folv'd, and publiihed their Refolution in Print ( as they did 
all things, which they conceived might diminilh the Reputa- 
tion of the King, or his Authority ) « That fuch Command 
« from his Majefty was againft the Law of the Land, and the 
•* Liberty of the Subjea, and likewife ( the Pcrfon being im- 
« plo/d by Them to attend Their Service ) againft the Privi- 
" lege of Parliament j and therefore, that their Serieant-Major- 
** General of the Forces of London (that was his Style) fliould 
^ continue to attend the Service of both Houfes according to 
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^ their former Commands ; (hould expedl that their Warrant 
(liould be fubmitted to by thofe, who were waiting on the 
King, whole known legal Authority, fevered from anything 
that might be underitood to relate to the Parliament, or it's 
Privileges , they had fo flatly contradidled and contemned, 
that the fame day on which they redeemed their Officer 
Skippon irom his Allegiance, and Duty of going to the King, 
being informed, that the King had fent a Writ to Adjourn the 
Terra (Midfummer Term ). to Tork from Wefiminfierj which, 
without all queftion, was in his power Legally to do, they 
declared, ** That the King's removing of the Term to Tork 
'' from Weflminfter , fitting the Parliament, was illegal ; and 
Ordered, " That the Lord Keeper fbould not iflue out any 
** Writs, or Seal any Proclamation, to that purpofe ; which 
was by him obfcrv'd accordingly, notwithftanding the King's 
Command for the Adjournment. 

When their Officer came to Tork for the apprehenfion of 
the Delinquents, he found the fame negledt There of the Par- 
liament, as was found Above of the King; and wasfo ill 
intreated by thofe , whom he looked upon as his Prifoners, 
that, if the King^s extraordinary provifion had not been inter- 
pofcd, the Me&nger would fcarce haveretum'd to have re* 
ported how uncurrent fuch Warrants were like to be in Tork^ 
and how periUous fuch Voyages might prove to the Adven- 
turers : But how amazed, or furpriled ipever they feem'd to 
be with this new contradiction, it was no more than they" 
looked for; for their Dilemma was, if their MeCTenger re- 
turned with his Prize, all the refort to, and all the glory of 
Tork was determined ; for no man would repair thither, from 
whence the bare Voting him a Delinquent would remove liim 
with thofe other inconvenient Circumftances of Cenfure, and 
Imprifonment : if He return'd negledfced and affronted, as they 
prefiimed he would, they had a new Reproach for the King, 
** Of protecting Delinquents againft the Juftice of Parliament ; 
which would be a new breach of their Privileges, as Heinous 
and Unpopular, as had yet been made, and ror the vindica- 
tion whereof their Proteltation would no lefs oblige them, 
than it had done on the behalf of the five Members. And 
fuch Votes they paflfed upon the return of their Officer ; and 
had in readinefs prepared two voluminous Declarations to the 
People, which they publifh'd about the fame time ; the One 
fiird with all the reiterated Complaints, and invenom'd re- 

Eetitions, of what had been done, or been Thought to have 
een done amifs in the whole Reign of the King, to render 
his Perfbn odious, or unacceptable ; the Other undervaluing 
his Royal Power, and declanng againft it, to make his Au- 
thority defpifed, at leaft not Fear'd. 
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The firft was of the nineteenth of May^ in which they 
dedar'd| . 

''That the infinite Mercy, and Providence of the Al- 77j<r Df./^- 
'^inighty Godhad been abundantly manifefted, (ince the be-"^"'''"'A'f' 
'^ ginning of this Parliament, in giq^t variety of Frotedtions, ^*"^^^^ 
*^ and Bleflings ^ whereby he had not only delivered Them ^„^ ^^om. ' 
** from many wicked Plots and Defigns, which, if they had monsy May 
^' taken eSed;, would have brought Ruin and Deltrudiionup- 19- i^-f^* 
'^on the Kingdom^ but , out of thofe Attempts, had pro- 
^'duced divers evident and remarkable Advantages, to the fur- 
^^ therance of thofe Services, which thev had been defirous to 
*'. perform to their Soveraign Lord tne King, and to the • 
^^ Church and State, in providing for thepublick Peace, and 
'^ Profperity of his Maje{ty,and all his Realms ^ which, in the 
*^ prelence of the fame All-feeing Deity, they protefted to 
'^ have been, and (till to^be, the only End of all their Cqun- 
'^ fels and Endeavours ^ wherein they had Refolv'd to conti- 
^^ nue freed, and enlarged from all Private aims, Perfonal re-* 
*' fpedls, or Paffions whatfoever. 

''In which Refolution, they faid, they were nothing diP 
''couraged, although the Heads of the Malignant Party di(ap-' 
'^ pointed of their Prey , the Religion ai^ Liberty of the 
^^ Kingdom, which they were ready to feife upon, and de- 
'^ vour before the beginning of this Parliament, had ftill per- • 
*' fifted by new practices, both of force and liibtilty, to re- 
^^ cover the fame again; for which purpofe they had made > 
*' feveral Attempts for bringing up the Army j they afterwards 
*^ projedted the falfe Accufation ot the Lord Kimholttmy and 
^' the five Members of the Houfe of Commons, which being 
*^ in it fclf of an odious Nature, they had yet fo far prevailed 
^^ with his Majelty, as to procure him to take it u{)on him- 
<' felf : but when the unchangeable Duty and Faithililneis of 
^' the Parliament could not be wrought upon, by fuch a Fad as 
*' that, to withdraw any part of their Reverence and Obedi* 
*^ ence from his Majelty, they had, with much Art and In- 
'^duftry, advifedhisMajeily to fufier divers unjud Scandals^ 
^^ and Imputations upon the Parliament, to be publiihed \n 
'^■his Name, whereby they might make it odious to the Peo^ 
" pie, and, by Their help, deltroy that, which hitherto had 
" been the only means ot their own Prefer vation. 

"For this purpofe, they had drawn his Majefty into the 
** Northern Parts tar from tne-Parliament ; that fo falfc Ru- 
" mours might have time to get Credit, and thejuft Defences 
*^ of the Parliment find a more tedious, difficult, and difad- 
<^ vantageous Accefs, after thofe falfe Imputations, and Shn- 
*^ ders had been firft rooted in the apprehen(]on of his Majeily, 
"and his Subjeasj which the more fpeedily to cfFe<Jt, they- 
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<< bad caured a Prefs to be tranfported to Ttrk^ from whence 
<c (cveral Papers, and Writings of that idnd were conveyed to 
^ all parts of the Kingdom , without the Authority of tte 
<< Great Seal, in an unufual and illegal manner, and without 
<< the Advice of his Majefty's Privy Council 5 from the greater 
'< and better jpart whereof having withdrawn himfelf, as wdl 
<< as from his Great Council of nirliament, he was thereby ec- 
^^pofed to the wicked and unfaithful Couiifdis of (iich, aahri 
<< made the Wifdomand Juftice of the Parliament dangerous 
^ to themfclves ; and that danger they laboured to prevent by 
<< hiding dieir own Guilt under the Name, andOiadowoFtlie 
c^King; infiifinginto him their own Fears, and, ts much is 
^' in them lay , afperfing his Royal Perfon and Honour widi 
^ their own Infamy j from both which it had alwai^ been ts 
<<much the Care , as it was the Duty, of die Parliament 
^ to«preferve his iVlaiefty , and to fix the Guile of all evil 
<< Adcions ami Counfels upon thofe who had been the Au- 
**thorsofthem. 

"Among divers Writings of that kind, they faid. They 
''the Lordi and Commons in Parliament, had taken into 
''their confiderations two printed Papers z the firft containing 
" a Declaration, which they had received from his Majefiy in 
" Anfwer to tikt which had been prefented to his Majefly 
" from both Houfes at Nev- Market^ the ninth of March 16^1. 
" the other , his Majciiy's Anfwer to the Petition of both 
" Houfes, prefented to his Majefty the i<Jtl» of March 1542. 
"Both which were filled with harlh Cenliires, andcauUeis 
"Charges upon the Parliament^ concerning which they held 
" it neceflkry to give fitisfiidtion to the Kingdom ; feeing they 
"found it very difficult to fatisfy his Majefty, whom, to their 
" great grief, they had found to be fo eneaged to, and pof^ 
" Icffird by thofe mifapprehenfions , whi(£ evil Counfellbrs 
" have wrought in him, that their mod humble and faithful 
" Remonftrances had rather irritated and imbitter'd, than any 
" thing allay'd, or mitigated the (harp Expredions, which his 
" Majefty had been pleafed to make in y^fivcr to them ; for 
" the manifeftation whereof, and of their own Innocencv, they 
*^ dcfired that all his Majefty's loving Subjeds mi^t tike no- 
'* tice of thefe Particulars : 

"They knew no occafion given by them, which mig^C 
** move his Majefty to tell them, that in their Declaration^ 
^' prefented at Nrm- Market y xhCte were fome ExpreflSons dif^ 
" ferent from the ufual Language to Princes : neither did they 
*=' tell his Majefty, either in Words or in EfftS, that if he 
'* did not joy n with them in an Adl, which he conceived mi^t 
"prove prejudicial and dangerous to Himfelf, and the whole 
'^ Kingdom, they would make a Law without Him, and im- 
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*^ toofe it upon the People. That which they dcGred , they 
^'laiid, was, that in re^d of the Imminent Danger of the 
^Kingdom, the Militia, for the Security of his Majeftyand 
^ his People, mig^t be put under the Command of fuch noble, 
^ and fiuthRil Peribns, as they had all caufe to Coofide in : 
^and fuch was the neceffity of this Prefer vacion, that they de- 
^ dared, that if his Majefty ihould refufe to joyn with them 
' ^ therein, the two Houles of Parliament, being the fupreme 
^^ Court and highefl: Council of the Kingdom, were enabled^ 
^ 1^ their own Authority, to provide for the repulfing of fuch 
*' Imminent and Evident Darker, not by any New Law of 



^ their own making, as had been untruly iu^lted to his 
'^ Majeftv, but by the mod nndent Law of the Kingdom , 
^^ even that whioi is iundaraental and eflential to the Confki* 
^ tution and Subfiflence of it. 

'^Although they never defired, they jQud, to encourage 
<< his Majefty to fuch Replies as might produce any conteiU-* 
^ tion between him and his Parliament, of which they never 
^ found better efleO, than lofs of Time, and hindrance of the 
^* Publick A£Eurs ^ yet they had been £ir from telling him of 
*' how little value his Words would be with theoL much lefs 
^' when they were accompanied with Afiions or Love, and 
^ Juftice. They &id, he had more reafon to find fault with 
*' thofe wicked Couniellors, who had fo often bereaved Him 
*'of the Honour, and his People of the Fruit of many gra- 
^'cious Speeches which he had made to them, fuch as thofe 
'^ in the end of the laft Parliament ^ that, on the word of a 
^King, and as he was a Gentleman, he would redrefs the 
'^ Grievances of his People, as well out of Parliament, as in it. 
^ They asked, if the fearching the Studies and Chambers, yea, 
^ the Pockets of fome, both of the Nobility and Commons^ 
** the very next day j the Commitment of M^ Belladsy S^ Jobn 
^^ Hotbamj and M' Ofw^ the continued Oppreffions by Ship- 
*' money, Coat and Condudl-money ^ with the manifold Im« 
^' pnfonments, and other Vexations thereupon, and other en- 
^iuing Violations of the Laws and Liberties of the Kingdom 
''(all which were the efiedls of evil Counfel, and abundantly 
*' declared in their Remonftrance of the State of the King* 
'' dom ) were Adtions of Love and Juftice, fuitable to fuch 
" Words as thofe ? 

«* A s gracious was his Majefty's Speech in the beginnii^ of 
" this Parliament ; ^hat he was Relolv'd to put himfelf freely 
'' and clearly upon the Love, and ASe£tion kA his Englifh Sub- 
''je<%. They asked whether his cauflefs Comjplaints and 
'' jealouiies , the unjuft Imputations fo often calt upon his 
i^ Parliament, his denial of their neceffiiry Defence by the Or- 
'' dioance of the Militia, his dangerqus abfenting himielf from 
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^that the .Proclamation, whereby they were declared 
^ tors, was fo long withheld, as to the iecood of Jamutrj^ 
<< though the Rebellion broke forth in OS^oier before, and 
<< then no more than forty Copies appointed to be Printed; 
<< with a fpeciai Command firom his MaLJdRj not to exceed^ 
^^ number j and that none of them Ihouki be publifh'd, till 
'^ his Majelty's Pleafurc was further Cgnifyd, as by the war-^ 
^^ rant apppears, a true Copy whereofwas anoez'dto diis Dt- 
^ claration ; fo that a few only could take notice of it ; whidi 
'^ was made more obfervabie, by the late conmtfy Prooeed- 
^< ings againft the Seots^ who were in a very quick and Ouirp 
^manner Proclaimed; and thofe Proclamations fortlfwitn 
^ difperfed, with as much diligence as might be, throughout 
^ all the Kingdom, and orderd to be read in dl Churdics, 
'< accotnpanied with Publick Prayers, and Execrations. An- 
'< other Evidence of favour and countenance to the Rebels^ in 
^fome of Power about his Majefty, was this, that they had 
^ put forth, in his Majelly's Name, a cauflefi complaint a- 
^^ gain(t the Parliament, which fpeaks the fame Language of 
*< the Parliament which the Rebels do* thereby to raifc a be- 
^lief in Men's minds, that his Majefty s Af!e(5tions were alie- 
^ nated, as well as his Perfon was removed, from that his 
** Great Council. All which, they (aid, did exceedingly re- 
^ tard the fupplies of IreUna^ and more advance the Pro- 
<* ceedings or the Rebels, than any Jealoufy or Mifappreheni- 
« (ion begotten in his Subjedls, by the Declaration of the Re- 
**bels, Injundbion of Ro/ettij or Information of Trifiram 
^^Vf^euomb.y fo that conCidering the prefent State and Tem- 
*' per of both Kingdoms, his Royal Prefence was far more 
^' necefi&ry here, than it could be in Ireland^ for redemption 
*^ or protedbon of his Subjedls there. 

"And whether there were caufe of his Majefly's great 
^ Indignation, for being reproached to have intended rorct 
" or Threatning to the Parliament, they defired them to con- 
^^fider who (hould read their Declaration, in which there 
" was no word tending to any fuch reproach ; and certainly, 
*^they faid, they had been more tender of his Majelly's 
** Honour in that point, than he, whofoever he was, that did 
*' write that Declaration; where, in his Majeft/s Name, he 
" did call God to witnefs,^ he never had arty fuch Thought, 
^ or knew of any fuch Refolution of bringing up the Army j 
" which truly, they faid, .would feem (trange to thofe, wno 
^« (hould read the Depofition of Mr Goring^ the Information 
^* of Mf ?tercj^ and divers other Examinations of M' Wthnoty 
*^ M' Follara^ and others j the other Examination of Captain 
^^Lff, S^ Jacob j^Jhley^ and S' John Conyers; and confider 
f^ the condition and nature of tne Petition, which was fent 
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^ unto ^J§c§k Afi^kj^ under the approbation of C. R. which 
^^ his Majefliy had now acknowledged to be his own Hand ^ 
*' and, being full of Scandal to the Parliament, might have 
^ proved dangerous to the whole Kingdom , if the Army 
^' ibould have interpofed betwixt the King and them, as was 
*' defired. 

^ They did not affirm that his Majefty's Warrant was 
^granted for the Paflage of Mr Jermynj after the defirc of 
**Both Houfes for reftraint of his Servants ^ but only that he 
** did pafi over, after that reftraint, by virtue of fuch a War- 
*^«nt. They knew the Warrant bore date the day before 
'^ their defire ; yet, they faid, it leem'd ftrange to thofe, who 
^ knew how great refped and power Mrjitmyn had in Court, 
^ that he (hould begin his Journey in fuch halte, and in Ap- 
^' porel fo unfit for Travel, as a black Sattin Suit, and white 
'^ Boots, if his going away was deGgn'd the day before. 

^Th£ Accuiation of the Lord Kimbok9m^ and the five 
^ Members of the Houfe of Commons, was called a breach of 
^' Privileges ^"^^ truly fo it was, and a very high one , far 
^ above any fatisiadion, that had been yet given : for, they 
^ asked, how it could be iaid to be largely ^tis^'d, fo long 
^ as bis Majefty laboured to preferve M^ Attumey nom punifh- 
^'ment, who was the vifible AQox in it? So long as his Ma- 
" jefty had not only juftify'd him, but by his Letter declared, 
^ that it was his Duty to accufe them, and that he would have 
^ punilhed him , if he had not done it ? So long as thofe 
^Members had not the means of clearing their Innocency, 
^and the Authors of that malicious Charge was undifcover'd, 
<^ though both Houfes of Parliament had feveral times Peti* 
^ don'd his Majefty to difcover them, and that, not only upon 
^< the grounds of Common Juftice, but by Adt of Parliament, 
^ his Majelty was bound to do it ? So long as the King re- 
<' fiifed to pafs a Bill for their difcharee, alledging that the 
^Narrative in that Bill was againft his Honour ^ whereby he 
<< feem'd ftill to avow the Matter of that felfe and fcandalous 
**Accu(ation, though he deferted the Profecution, oflering 
^< to pafs a Bill for their Acquittal ; yet with intimation that 
*' they muft defert the avowing their own Innocency, which 
^* would more wound them in Honour, than fecure them in 
**Law? And in Vindication of that great Privilege of Parlia- 
**ment, they did not know that they had invaded any Privi- 
^< Iqge belonging to his Majefty, as nad been alledg'd in that 
^ Declaration. 

"But, they faid, they looked not upon that only in the 
^< notion of a breach of Privilege, which might be, though the 
'' Accufiition were true or iaiie; but under the notion ota 
^ heinous Crime in the Attumey* and all other Subje£ts, who 
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^^ had a Hand in it ^ a Qime againft the Law of Nature, a- 
^^ gainft the Rules of Juftice ; that Innocent Men fhould be 
^^ charged with (b great an Offence as Treafon, in the face of 
'^ the highed Judicatory of the Kingdom, whereby their Lives 
''and Eltarcs, their Blood and Honour were endangered, 
'^ wirhouc Wicncfs, without Evidence, without all poflibi- 
'' lity of Reparation in a legal CouHe ; yet a Crime of fuch 
'^ a Nature, that his Majefly's Command can no more War- 
'' rant, than it can any other Adt of Injuftice. Thefc things 
'' which were evil in their own Nature, fuch as ablfe Telti- 
^ mony or falfe Accuiation, could not be the fiibjedt of any 
'' Command, or induce any obligation of Obedience upon any 
*' Man, by any Authority whatux:ver : therefore the Attur- 
'^ ney, in that cafe, was bound to have refiiied to execute fuch 
" a Command, unlefs he had fome fuch Evidence or Tetti- 
'^ mony, as might have Warranted him againft the Parties, and 
"^^ be lyable to make fatisfa^on if it Ihould prove falfe ; and ic 
>' was I'ufficiently known to every Man, and adjudged in Far- 
'^ iiamcnr, that the King could be neither the Relator, In- 
*^ former, or Witnefs. If it fliould reft as it was, without fur- 
'^ thcr fatisfadtion, no future Parliament could be fafe, but that 
**the Members might be taken, and dettroy'd, at pleafure; 
** yea, the very Principles of Government, and Juftice would 
*^ be in danger to be diflblved. 

**THEy faid, they did not conceive, that Numbers did 
5' make an Aflembly unlawful, but when either the end, or 
*' manner of their carriage iliould be unlawful. Divers juft 
" occalions might draw the Citizens to Weftminfier^ where 
^^ many publick and private Petitions, and othef Caul'es were 
** depending in Parliament , and why that Ihould be found 
" more faulty in the Citizens, than the refort every day in the 
" Term of great Numbers to the ordinary Courts of Juftice, 
" they knew not : that thofe Citizens were notoriously pro- 
•' voked, and aflaulted at Weftvunfiir by Colonel Lunsfordy 
^^ Captain n[de^ and others, and by fome of the Servants of 
^*the Arch-Bifliop of Tor k^ was fufnciently proved j and that 
*' afterwards they were more violenriy wounded, and molt 
*' barbaroufly mangled with Swords, by the Officers and Sol- 
^^diers near ffbite-Hallj many of them being without Wea- 
'^ pons, and giving no caufe of diftalte, was likewifc proved 
*^ by feveral Teftimonies j but of any Scandalous or Seditious 
^' Mifdemjeanours of Theirs, that might give his Majelty good 
'* caufe to fuppofe his own Perfon, or thole of his Royal Con- 
^* fort or Children, to be in apparent danger, they had no 
^* proof ever oflferM to either Houfe; and if there had been 
*fany complaint of that kind, it was no doubt the Houfcs 
^^ would hjive been as forward to joyn in an Order, for the 
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*^ fupprefling of fuch Tumults, as they were, not long before, 
^' upon another occafion, when they made an Order to that 
^^ purpofe : whereas thofe Officers and Soldiers, which com- 
^^ mitted that Violence upon fo many of the Citizens at JiP^r- 
^^Haff^ were cherifhed andfofter'd in his Majelhr's Houfe; 
^' and when, not long after, the Common Council of Lomdam 
^^ prefented a Petition to his Majdty^ for Reparation of thofe 
" mjuries , his Majefty's Anfwer 'was , without hearing the 
*^ proof of the Complaints, that if any Citizen were wounded 
'' or ill entreated, his Majefty was confidently aiGired, that it 
"happen'd by their own evil, and corrupt Demeanours. 

** T H E Y iaid, they hoped, it could not be thought con- 
*^ trary to the Duty and Wifdom of a Parliament, if many con- 
**curring, and frequently reiterated, and renewed Advertife- 
•' ments from Rome^ Venice^ VarU^ and other Parts ^ if the Sol- 
*^ licitations of the Pope's Nuncio , and their own d^lcon- 
'^ tented Fugitives, did make them jealous, and watchful for 
** the fafety of the State : and. they had been very careful to 
*^make their expreffions thereof"^ fo eafy, andfo plain to the 
'< Capacity and Underftanding of the People, that nothing 
*' might jufUy Itick with them, with Refiedtion upon the Per- 
*' fon of his Majefty : wherein they appealed to the Judgement 
'^ of any indifferent Perfon, who fliould read and periue their 
"own words. 

*'They faid, they muft maintain the ground of their Fears 
** to be of that moment, that they could not difcharge the 
'^ Trult and Duty that lay upon them, unlefs they did apply 
" themfelves to the ufe of thofe means, to which the Liw 
*^had enabled them in cafes of that nature, for the neceBary 
^' Defence of the Kingdom ; and as his Majefty did graci- 
<< oufly declare, that the Law ihould be the meafure of his 
** Power; fo did they moft heartily profefi, that they ihould 
^^ always make it the Rule of their Obedience. Then they 
** obferved, that there -were certain Prudent Omiffions in his 
*^ Majefty's Anfwer ; and faid , that the next point of their 
*' Declaration, was, with much caution, artificially pafled over 
** by him who drew his Majefty's Anfwer; it being indeed 
" the Foundation of all Their Mifery , and his Majefty's 
<^ Trouble, that he was pleafed to hear general Taxes upon his 
** Parliament, without any particular Charge, to which they 
<^ might give fiitisfadlion ; and that he had often conceived 
<< Difpleafure againft particular Perfons, upon Mifmforma- 
'^tion; and although thofe Informations, had been clearly 
^^ proved to be falfe, yet he would never bring the Accufers 
" to queftion ; which did lay an impoflibility upon honeft Men 
*' of clearing themfelves, and gave an encouragement to falfe, 
"and unworthy Perfons to trouble him with untrue and 

" ground- 
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^^ groundlefi informttions. Three particulars chey had men- 
^^ tion'd in their Declaration , which the Penner of Us Ab- 
^^ jeity's Aofwer had good caufe to omit : the words fiippoU 
^^ to have been fpoken at Kemfiigtam'y the pretended Artidti 
^againft the Queen; and the groundleft AccufitioQ of the 
'^ &. Members of Parliament j there being nothing to be ftid 
^< in Defence, or Denial of any of them. 

^'Concerning his Majefty's defire to joyn with hii 
^^ Parliament y and with his huthfiil Subjeds, m defence of 
<< ReligioQ, and the Publick good of the Kingd(NSy they 6id| 
^ they doubted not he would do it fiilly, when evil Cpun- 
^^fellors (hpuld be removed from about him: and until tint 
^' (hould be , as they had Qiew'd before of Words, fo muft 
^^they alio fay of Laws , that they could not fecure dieeo: 
^^ witneis the Petition of Ri^ht , which had ^been fblWd 
^' with fuch an Innundation of illegal Taxes, that Aey hacf ju& 
<^ caufe to think, that the payment of £ight hundred and twen- 
^ ty thoufand Pounds, was an ^y burthen to the Common- 
^ wealth in exchange of them j and they could not butjuftly 
^^ think, that if there were a continuance of fiidi ill Coun- 
^^ fellors, and Favour to them, they would, t^ ibme wicked 
<c device or other, make the Bill for the Trioiual Parliament^ 
^' and thofe other excellent Laws mention'd in his M^cStfi 
^^ Declaration, of Icfs value than words. That excellent Bill 
<' for the continuance of this Parliament, they (aid, was £> ne- 
*^ce{&ry, that without it, they could not have raifed (b great 
^' Sums of Money for the Service of his Majefty and the Com- 
** mon-wealth, as they had done, and without which the ruin 
^^ and deitrudion of the Kingdom, muft needs have fbllow'd : 
" and, they were refolved, the gracious favour of hifi Majefty, 
^^ expredcd in that Bill, and the advantage and fecurity which 
*^ thereby they had from being Diflblv'd, fliould not encou- 
^ rage them to do any thing, which otherwife had not been 
^^fit to have been done. And they werd read/ to make it 
^^ good before all the World , that though his Majefty had 
^^ pafled many Bills very advantageous for Sie Subjed, yet in 
^^ none of them had they bereaved his Majefty of any jull, ne- 
^' ceflary, or profitable Prerogative of the Crown. 

^^ They 4id, they fo earneftly de&ed his Majefty's Rc- 
'^ turn to LoTubny for that upon it, they conceived, depended 
^^ the vet y Safety , and Being of both his Kingdoms : and 
*' therefore they muft proteft, that as for the time paft, nei- 
^^ ther the Government QfLondcn^nox any Laws of me Land, 
*' had loft their Life and Force for his Security, fo for the fii- 
^^ ture they (hould be ready to do , or fay any thing , that 
" might ftand with the Duty, or Honour of a Parliament, 
^- which might raife a mutual Confidence between his Majefty 
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them, as they did wifli, and as the Afiairs of the King- 
1 did require. 

Thus fer, they faid, the Anfwer to that, which was 
cd his Majefty's Declaration, had led them. Now they 
le to that, which was encituled his Majefty*s Aniwer to 
Petition of both Houfes, prefented to him at Tork the 
^ of March 164.2. In the beginning whereof,' his Ma- 
f wifhed, that their Privileges on all parts were fo iiated, 
: That way of Correfpondency might be preferved with 
: Freedom, which had been ufed of old. They faid, 
r knew nothing introduced by rhem, that gave any Im> 
iibenc thereunto j neither had they affirmed their Privi- 
» to be broken, when his Majdly denied them an/ 
ig^ or gave a Reafon why he coald not grant it; or 
; thofe, who advifed fuch Denial, were £nemies to the 
ce of the Kingdom, and Favourers of the Irijb Rebel- 
\y in which Afperfion, that was tum'd to a general Af- 
ion, which, in their Votes, was applied to a particular 
;; wherefore they mult maintain their Votes, that to 
tradidi: that, which both Houfes, in the Queltion con- 
liop the Militia, had declared to be Law, and Com- 
id It Oiould not be obeyed, is a high breach of l^vilege, 

that thofe, who advifed his Majefty to abfent himieif 
nhte Parliament, were Enemies to the Peace of the King- 
^ and juftly to be fufpeAed to be Favourers of the Re- 
ion in Ireland. The reafons of both were evident, be- 
fe, in the Firft, there was as great a derogation from the 
ift and Authority of Parliament 3 and, in the Second, as 
:h advantage to the proceedings, and hopes of the Re- 
!, as might be; and they held it a verv cauflefs Imputa- 
I upon the Parliament, that they hacl therein any way 
»eacned, much lefs taken away the Freedom of his M»* 
fB Vote ; which did not import a Liberty in his Ma- 
fy to deny any thing how neceflary foever for the Pre- 
tition of the Kingdom, much lefs a Licence to evil Coun- 
xrs, to advife anv thing, though never fo deftrudliw to 
Majelty and his People. 
Iy the Meflage of the twentieth of January ^ his Majefty 

J propounded to both fioufes of Parliament, that they 
d, with all fpeed, iall into a ferious Confideration of 
±iofe particulars which they thought necefl&ry, as well 
the upholding and maintaining of his Majefty's Juft, anq 
al Authority, and for the fettling his Revenue, as for the 
tent and future eftablilhing their Privileges; the free 
quiet enjoying their Eftates; the Liberties of their Per- 
%'y the Security of the true Religion, profefled in the 
jrch of Eniland'y and the fettling of Ceremonies, in fuch 

*« a man- 
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^ a manner, as might cake away all juft Offince, and digeft 
^ it into one entire Body. 

^ To that point of upholding, and maintaining his Royal 
^ Authority, They faid, nothing had been done to the pre- 
^judiceotit, that (liould require any new Proyifion: to die 
^ other of fettling the Revenue, the Parliament had no way 
'^abridg'd, or diforder'd his juft Revenue^ but it was tniCi 
^ that much wafte, and Confuiion of his Majefty's Eftatey-had 
^been made by thofe evil and unfaithful Minifters, whom 
^he had irr.ployM in the managing of it; whereby his own 
'< ordinary Expences would have been difappointed, and the 
^Safety of the Kingdom more endangered ijf the Parliament 
^ had not, in fome meafure, provided for his Houlhold) uid 
^ibr Tome of the Forts, more than they were bound to do; 
^ and they were ftill willing to fettle fucn a Revenue upon Us 
^ Majeity, a$ might make him live Royally, Plentifully, and 
^^ Safely; but they could nor, in Wifdom, and Fidelity to the 
^< Common-wealth, do that, till he ihould choofe fucn Coun- 
^ feiiors and Officers, as might order and difpofe it to the 
^ Publick Good, and not apply it to the Ruin, and Deftru- 
'^dion of his People, as heretofore it had been. But that^ 
^< and the other matters concerning themfelves,. being works 
^< of great Importance, and fiill of Intricacy, would require 
^ (o long a time of Deliberation, that the Kingdom mi^c 
*' be ruinM before they could efifedt them : Tiierefbre they 
^ thought it neceflary, firft to be Suitors to bis Majefty. fo to 
^ order the Militia, that, the Kingdom being fecured, they 
^^ might, with more eafe and fafety, apply themfelves to de- 
** bate of that Meflage, wherein they had been interrupted, 
*' by his Majefty's denial of the Ordinance concerning the 
<'fame; becaufe it would have been in vain for them to La- 
5* hour in other things, and in the rnean time, to leave them- 
*' felves naked to the Malice of fo many Enemies, both at 
^« Home and Abroad ; yet they had not been altogether negli- 
^^ gent of thofe things, which his Majeity had been pleafed to 
'^ propound in that Meflage : They haci agreed upon a Book 
'^ of Rates in a larger proportion, than had been granted to 
** any of his Majefty's Predeceflbrs, which was a Confiderable 
*^ fupport of his Majefty's Publick Charge; and had likewife 
*' prepared divers Propolitions^ and Bills, for Prefcrvation of 
*^ their Religion and Liberties,, which they intended fhortly to 
**prefent to his Majclty; and to do whatlbevcr was fit for 
^them, to makeup that unpleafant breach between his Ma- 
" jefty and the Parliament. 

"Whereas divers exceptions had been taken concern- 
"ing the Militia; Firft, that his Majefly never denied the 
«' Thing, but accepted the Pcrfons ( except for Corporations) 

"only 
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^« only that he denied the Way ; to which they Airfwex'd , 
^< That that Exception took off Lmdon^ and all other fi;reat 
^^ Towns and Cities^ which make a great part of the King* 
*^ dom 3 and for the Way of Ordinance, it is ancient, more 
^< fpeedy, more eafily alterable, and in ail thefe, and other .re- 
^ ipedb, more proper, and more applicable to the prefent oc- 
**ariion, than a Bill^ which his Majefty called the good Old 
^ Way of impofing upon the Subjeas : it (hould feem, that 
**ncitner his Majefty's Royal Predeceflbrs, nor their Ance- 
^^ftors, had heretofore been of that opinion^ IJ Ed,]il. 
*' they (aid , they found this Record, The Chancellor made 
'^Declaration of the Challenge of the Parliament^ the King 
'^defires to know the Griefi of his Subjedis, and to redreS 
'* Enormities. The lalt day of the Parliament, the King de^ 
« manded of the whole Eftates, whether they would have fuch 
*^ things as they agreed on, by w^y of Ordinance, or Statute? 
^ who Anfwer d by way of Ordinance, for that they might 
*^ amend the lame at their pleafure ^ and fo it was. 

*^BuT his Majefty objeded further, that there was fome- 
'^what in the Preface, to which he could not confent with 
^Juftice to his Honour and Innoceince; and that thereby he 
^ was Excluded from any power in the difpoQng of it. Thefe 
^^ Objedions , they faid, might feem fomewhat, but indeed 
^ would appear nothing, when it f^ould be coniider'd, that 
'^ nothing in the Preamble laid any charge upon his Majefty, 
^or in the body of the Ordinance, that excludes his Royal 
^' Authority in the difpofing, or execution of it : But only it 
'^ was provided, that it (hould be figpify'd by both Houfes of 
*' Parliament, as that Channel, through which ic would be 
^^beft derived, and moft certainly to thofe ends for which it 
"was intended i and let all the World judge whether they 
^ had not reafon to infill upon it, that the ftrength of the 
^^ Kingdom (hould rather be order'd according to the Advice, 
^ or uiTGBtxon of the great Council of the Land, intruded by 
^^ the King, and by the Kingdom, than that the fafety of the ^ 
^' King^ Parliament, and Kingdom, (hould be left at the devo« 
^ tion of a few unknown Counfellors, many of them not in- 
*' trufled at all by the King in any publick way, nor ac all Con- 
^ fided in by the Kingdom. 

^^TifEY wi(hed the Danger were not Imminent, or not 
^'ftill continuing, but could not conceive, that the long time 
**fpent in that Debate was evidence fufficient, that there was 
^'no fuch necedity or danger, but a Bill might cafily have 
"been prepared; for, when many caufes do concur to the 
"danger of a State, the interruption of any one might hinder 
**the execution of the reft, and yet the defign be ftill kept 
" on foot, for better opportunities. Who knew, whether the 

"ill 
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^ ill (iioceft of the Rebels in IreUttJ bad dot liindeiM the In- i" 
^'furredi^n of the Papiits liere? Whether the prefervition p 
'< of the fix Members of the Parliament, fiifely accufed, had f* 
^^ not prevented that Plot of the breaking the neck of dus ^ 
^ Parliament , of which they were infonned ftom Ft^me^ i 
''not long before they were accufed; Yetfince hisMqefty '*' 
^'h»l been pleafed to exprefs his plcafiire rather for a oilf, ' 
*^ than an Ordinance, and that he fent in one for that purpoT^ * 
^they readily entertain'd it; and, widi fotne finall andnecet ' 
^ fiiry dteradon^ipeedily pafled the fiime. Butconmfyto ' 
*^ the cuAom of Parliament and their expectation, grounded 
^ upon his Majefty's own Invitation of them to that way, and 
^ other reafons mani&fied in their Declaration concerning 
^ the Militia of the fifth of iViry, inftead of the Royal Affin^ 
'^ they met with an aUUuce Refiifal. 

'^FoR their Votes of the fifteenth and fixteenth oFMsrcB^ 
^ they faid, if the Matter of thofe Votes were according to 
'^ Law, they hoped his Majefty would allow the SubjeOs to 
^ be bound by them, becaufe he had iaid, he would make 
^ the Law the Rule of his Power; and if die Queftion wcre;^ 
^' whether that were Law, which the Lords and Commons ' 
*^ had once dedar'd to be fo, Who ihould be the judge? Not 
^'his Majefty; for the Kin^ju^toeth not of Matters of Law, 
^but by his Courts; and his Courts, though fitting by His 
'^ Authority, expedled not his Aflent in Matters of Law : nor 
*^ any other Courts ; f6r they could not judge in that cafi^ 
** becaufe they were Inferiour, no Appeal lying to them from 
^ Parliament, the judgment whereor is, in the eye of the Law, 
'' the King's judgment in his higheft Qxirr, though the King 

in his Perfon be neither prefent, nor aflenting thereunto. 

'* lie Fptes at 'which his Majefty took exception tuere tbefi : 

I. " Th A T the King's Abfence fo &r remote fixMn his Par- 
** liament, was not only an Obftrudion, but mi^t prove a 
•* Deftmaion to the Amirs of Ireland. 

a. **That when the Lords and Commons (hall dedare 
*^what the Law of the Land is, to have this not only que- 
** ftion'd and controverted, but contradided, and a Command 
•* that it ihould Not be obeyed, was a high Breach of the Pri- 
** vilege of Parliament. 

;. "That thofe Perfons, who advifed his Majefty to ab- 

fent himfelf fi-om the IVirliament, arc Enemies to the Peace 
"of the Kingdom, and juftly may be fufpe^ed to be favourers 
•* of the Rebellion in Ireland, 

"That the Kingdom had been of late, and ftill was, in 
"fo Imminent danger, both from Enemies abroad, and fi^om 

" a Popini 
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^ a Popiih and Difa>ntented Party at home^ that there was 
^ ao ui«nt, and inevitable necemcy of putting his Majefiys 
<< Subjcm into a pofture of Defence, for the fafeguard both 
** of his Majefty and his People. 

^That the Lords and Commons , fully apprehending 
^ this Danger, and beii^ fenfible of their own Duty, to pro- 
^ vide a fiiitable Prevention, had, in feveral Pe^tions, addfef* 
^ led themfelves to his Majefty for the ordering, and difpofing 
*'die Militia of the Kingdom in fuchaway, as was agreed 
<< upon, by the wifdom of both Houfes, to be moil eSeCtual, 
^ and proper for the prefent Exigence of the Kingdom, yec 
^ could not obtain it ^ but his Majeily did, fevend times, re- 
<* iiile to give his Royal Aflent thereunto. 

''That, in this cafe of extreme Danger and his Maje- 

^* fly's Refufal, the Ordinance of Parliament, agreed upon by 

^ both Houfes, for the Militia, doth oblige the People, and 

^ ou^t to be obeyed , by the Fundamental Laws of this 

-^Kingdom. v 

^ B T all which, they faid, it did appear, that there had 
^been no colour of that Tax, that mey went about to in- 
^ troduce a new Law , much lets to exerdfe an Arbitrary 
^ power, but indeed to prevent it : for this Law was as old 
'* as the Kingdom ; that the Kingdom muft not be without a 
^ means to preTerve it felf ; whidi that it might be done with- 
^' out confiifion, this Nation had incruiled certain Hands with 
^< Power to provide, in an orderly and regular way, for the 
^^ Good and Safety of the Whole; which Power, by theCon- 
^'fHtutionof the Kingdom, was in his Majefty^ and in his 
^Parliament together: yet (ince the Prince, being but one 
^^Perfon, is more fubjett to accidents of Nature and Chance, 
** whereby the Common-wealth may be deprived of the Fruit 
" of that Truft, which was, iii part, repofed in him ; in cafes 
" of fiich Neccffity, that the Kii^dom may not be inforced 
** prefently to return to it*s firlt Principles, and every man 
** left to do what is right in his own Eyes, without either 
^ Guide or Rule ; the Wifdom of this State hath intrufted 
** die Houfes of Parliament with a power to fupply, what 
^ fhould be wanting on the part of the Prince, as is evident 
^ by the coofbnt Cuftom, and Pradice thereof, in cafes of 
^' Nonage, natural Difability , and dptivity ; and the like 
^'reaibndoth, and muft hold fbrtte exercife of the fime 
^ Power in fuch cafes, where the Royal Truft cannot be, or 
'* is not difchargcd, and th^ the Kii^dom runs an Evident, 
'^ and Imminent Danger thereby ; which Danger having been 
^ dedar'd by the Lords and Commons in Parliament, there 
^ needs not the Authority dF. any Perfoa or Court to affirm, 
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<^ nor is it in the power of any Perfon or Court to revoke due 
*^ Judgment. 

'^ T H £ Y laid, they knew, the King had ways enough, in 
<^his ordinary Courts of Juftice, topunifh fiich ieditious ram- 
'^phlecs and Sermons , as were any ways prejudicial to his I 
<< Rights, Honour, and Authority^ and if any of them had 
^ been fp infolently violated and viiify'd, his Majed/s own 
<< Council and Officers had been to blame, and not the Parlia- 
^ ment : They never had reftrain'd any proceedings of that 
^ kind in other Courts, nor rdiifed any fit complaint to Them. 
«' T&e Proteftation protefted, had been referred by the Com- 
<< mons Houfe to a Committer and, the Author being not 
^produced, the Printer committed to Prifon, and the Book 
<' Voted by that Commitee to be bum'd ^ but S^ Eimmri 
^^ Deermg^ who was to make that Report of the Votes of that 
<^ Committee, negleded to xnake it. The Apprentices Pro- 
^teftation was never complaui'd of ^ but the other feditious 
<^ Pamphet, To y$ur Ihasy O IJraeiy was once queftion'd, and . 
<^ the full profecution of it was not interrupted by any fault of 
^ either Houfe, whofeforwardnefsto.dphisMajefty all ri^c 
^ therein mig^t plainly appear, in that a Committee of Lords 
<<and Cpmmons was purpofely appointed^ tp take fiicb In- 
^^fopnations as the. IQn^s Cpuncil Qiouldprdent concem- 
<^ ing feditious Words, Pradices or Tumults, Pamphlets or 
^^ Sermons, tending to the derogation of his Majefty s Ri^ts 
^' or Prerogative, and his Council had been enjoyn^d by that 
^^ Committee , to enquire and prefent them y who ieveral 
<^ times met thereupon, and received this Anfwer and Deda* 
^^ ration from the King's Council, that they knew of no fuch 
*' thing as yet. 

" Th e y faid, if his Majefty had ufed the Service of fiich 
<^ a One in perming that Anfwer, who underftood the Laws 
^'and Government of this Kingdom, he would not have 
<^ thought it Le^y in his power to deny his Parliament a 
'^ Guard, when they ftood m. need of it ; fmce every ordi- 
** nary (Jourt hath it ; neither would his Majefty, if he had 
^^ been well informed of the Laws, have refufed luch a Guard 
"as they defired, it being in the power of Inferiour Courts 
*' to command their own Guard j neither would he have im- 
"pofedupon them fuch a Guard, under a Commander which 
*' they could not have Confided in ; which is clearly againft 
*^ the Privileges of Parliament, and of which they found very 
*' dangerous efie^s ; and therefore defired to have it diichar- 
"ged ; But fuch a Guard, and fo Commanded, as the Houfes 
" of Parliament defired, they could never obtain of his Majc- 
**fty ; and the placing a Guard about them, contrary to their 
" defirc, was not to grant a Guard to them, but in efiecii to

^ fet one Upon them : all which confider'd, they believed, in 
^ the judgment of any Indifferent Perfons, it would not be 
<< thought ilrange, if there were a more than ordinary reforc 
^of People to Weftmrnfter^ of fuch as came willinglyi of their 
"own accord, to be witnefles, and Helpers of the fafcty of 
«Them, whom all his Majeiiy's good Subjeds are bound to 
<< defend from Violence, and Danger ; or that fuch a Con- 
^courfe as that (they carrying themfelves quietly and peace- 
" ably, as they did ) ought in his Majefty's apprehenlion, or 
"could, in the interpretation of the Law, be held Turoul-^ 
« tuarv and Seditious. 

^ T H E Y laid when his Majefty, in that Queftion of Vio- 
" lation of the Laws, had exprdled the obfervation of them 
"indefinitely, without any limitation of Time, although they 
"never fiud, or thought any tiling, that might look like a 
"Reproach to his Majefty, yet they had reafon to remem- 
"ber that it had been otherwife, left they (hould feem to de- 
" fert their former Complaints, and Proceedings thereupon, 
" as his Majefty did feem but little to like or approve them ; 
^ for though he did acknowledge here that great mifchief, thac 
"grew by that Arbitrary Power then complained ofj yet fuch 
"were continually preferred and countenanced, as were 
" Friends, or Favourers, or Related to the chief Authors and 
^ A^ors of that Arbitrary Power, and, of thofe falfe colours^ 
"and fuggeftions of Imminent danger and neceftity, whereby 
"they did make it plaufible unto his Majefty: and, on the 
^ other fide , fuch as did appear againft them were daily dif* 
"countenanced, and difgraced: which whilft it (hould be fb, 
" they had no reafon to believe the difeafe to be yet killed, 
" and dead at Root, and therefore no Reafon to bury it in 
" Oblivion ; and, whilft they beheld the ^wns of thole mif> 
"chievous Principles cherimed, and fofter'd in that new ge- 
" neration of Counfellors, Friends and Abettors of the for- 
" mer, or at leaft Concurring with them in their Malignancy 
" a^nft the proceeding of this Parliament, they could noc 
^ think themfelves fecure from the like, or a worle danger. 

"They obferv^d, the Penner of his Majefty 's Anfwer be- 
" ftowed here an admonition upon the Parliament, bidding 
" djcm take heed They fell not upon the fame errour, upon 
*«the fame fuggeftions j but, they faid, he might well haVie 
<<^ed that, till he could have (hewed wherein they had 
^exercifed any power, otherwife than by the Rule of the 
^ Law ; or could have found a more Authentick, or a Higher 
*^ Judge in matters of Law, than the high. Court of Parlia- 
<« ment. 

"It was declar'd in his Majefty's Name, that be refolVd 

^<to keep the Rule Himftlf, and, to his power ^ to require 
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^' and Exclamation ? ( That it was a fhange World, when 
'^< Princes proffered Favours were counted Kepro«K:hes : fuch 
^ were the words of his Majeft/s Anfwer) who did efteem 
^< that Qflfer as an Ad of Pnncely Grace and Bounty^ whid^ 
^^ (ince the Parliament begun, they had humbly delired d\ey 
^ mig^c obtain, and did liill hdid it very necefl&ry, and ad- 
^* vantageous for the generality of the Subje£L upon whom 
*^ the l^es and Subfidies lie heavieft : bur, tliey iaid, they 
^* iaw, upon every Occafion^ how unhappv thev were in hn 
^Manpfty's mifapprehenfions of their Words, and AAions. 

^^ They fiud, they were fiilly of the King's mincL as it 
^^ was there declared, that be mig^c reft fo fecure of the Af- 
^^ fedions of his Subjeds, that he Ihouid not ftand in need of 
" Forreign Force to prefervc him from Oppreflion^ and were 
^' confident, that he mould never want an abundant evidence 
^^ of the good Wifbes, and Affiftance of his whole Kingdom^ 
^ efpeciiuly if he would be pleafed to hold to that gracious 
^< Refolution of building upon that fure Foundation; the Law 
^* of tbe Land ; but why his Msyefty ihouid take it ill, that 
^^ diey, havih^ received Informations fo deeply concerning 
^ the iafiety ofthe Kingdom, (hould think them fit to be con- 
^^ Gdefd of, they could not conceive; for although the Name 
^* of the Perfon was unknown, yet that which was more fub- 
^* iiantial to the probability ofthe report was known, that i^ 
•*that he was fervant to the Lord T>%h*^ who, in his pre- 
*^ fumptuous Letter to the Queen's Majelty, and other Letters 
^^ to S*" Lffwis DrueSy had intimated fome wicked Propofition, 
'' fiiitable to that Information; but that this ihouid require Re^ 
^^ paration, they held it as far from Juftice, as it was from 
•* Truth that tney had mixed any Malice with thofe Ru- 
** mours, thereby to feed the Fears and Jealoulies of the Peo- 
** pie. 

'* I T was affirmed, that his Majefty was driven From thenoL 
*^ but not By them ; yet perchance, they laid, hereafter, it 
** there (hould be oportunity of gaining more credit, there 
^' would not be wanting who would iuggeft unto his Majefly, 
^' that it was done By mem : and if his Majefty were driven 
^* from them, they hoped it was not by his own Fears, but 
'^ by the Fears of the Lord Digfyy and nis Retinue of Cava- 
^^ hers; and thofe no Fears of any Tumultuary violence, but 
^' of their juft puniihment for their manifold infolence, and 
^* intended violence againit the Parliament : And this was ex- 
^ preOed by ^he Lord Digfy himfelf, when he told thofe Ca- 
'* valiers, tnat the principal caufe of his Majefty's going out 
^ of Town, wa$ to fave Them from being trampled in the 
*^ Dirt : but of his Maieft/s Perfon, there was no caufe of 
<< Fear; in the greateft heat of the People's IndigDationy after 
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^^ the Accu&tion,and his Majefty's violent coming to the Hou(e. 
^^ there was no (new of any evil intention againft his Regal 
** Perfon J of which there could be no better Evidence than this, 
•* that he came the next day without a Guard into the City, 
** where he heard nothing but Prayers and PetitionSjno Threat- 
^ nings, or irreverent Speeches, that might give him any juft 
** occafions of Fear, that they had heard of, or that his Ma- 
** jefty expreflcd j for he ftaia near a week after at White-HaB^ 
*' in a fecure and peaceable Condition ^ whereby they were 
'^ induced to believe, that there was no difficulty, or doubt 
^' at all, bur his Majefty's refidence near London mie^t be aa 
** &fc, as in any part of the Kingdom. They faid, they were 
'^ moVt a(fiired of the faithfulnefs of the City, and Suburbs ; 
**and for themfelves, they ihould quicken the Vigour of the 
** Laws, and Induftry ot the Magiftrate , the Authority of 
** Parliament, for the fupprefling ot all Tumultuary Infolenci|( 
^ whatfoever, and for the vindicating of his Honour from aU 
^^ iniupportable and infolent Scand Js , if any fuch (hall be 
^ found to be raifed upon him, as were mentioned in that An* 
**lwcr: and therefore they thought it altogether unneceflary^ 
^^ and exceeding inconvenient, to Adjourn the Parliament to 
*' any other place. 

** W H E R E the defirc of a good underftanding betwixt the 
'^ King and Parliament, was on both Odes fo earned, as was 
'^ there profefled by his Majedy to be in Him, and they had 
^ fufficiently teftify'd to be in Themfelves, it feem'd flrange 
**tliey fhould be, they faid, fo long afunder ; it could be no- 
^^ thing elfe but evil and mdicious Counfel in mifreprefenting 
" their Carriage to his Majefty^ and in difpofing his Favour 
^ CD them. And as it (liould be fiir from them to take any 
"advantage of his Majefty's fuppofed ftreights, as to defire, 
^* much lefs compel him to that, which bis Honour or In- 
**tereft might render unpleafimt, or grievous to him; fo, 
^they hoped, his Majeity would not make hisowti Un- 
** derftandmg or Reafon the Rule of his Government 9 but 
" would fuffer himfelf to be affifted with a Wife and Pru- 
<' dent Council, that might deal faithfully betwixt Him and 
^ his People : and that he would remraber, that his'Relb- 
^^ lutions did concern Kingdoms ; and therefore ought not 
•* to be moulded by his own, muchlefe by any Private Per- 
^*fons, which was not alike proportionable to fo areata 
<• Truft : And therefore they ftill defired and hoped, tiiat his 
^^ Majefty would not be guided by his own Underftandine^ 
*' or think thofe Courfes, Streights and Neccffitics, to whidi 
«* he ftiould be advifed by the Wifdom of both Houfes of 
^« Parliament, which are the Eyes in the Politick Boc^, whcrc- 
^' by his Majefty was, by the Conftitution of the KingddiD| 
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•'to difccra the differences of thofe things, which concern - 
^ the Publick Peace and Safety thereof. 

*' Th E y faid, they had given his Majefty no caufe to ' lay, 
•*that they did meanly value the difcharge of his Publick 
** Duty ; whatfoevet Afts of Grace or Jultice had been done, 
** they proceeded from his Majefty by the Advice and Coim- 
*Vfel of his Parliament, yet they had and fliould always An- 
•^(wer them with conftant Gratitude, and Obedience, and Af- 
^ fedion ; and although many things had been done, Gnce 
** this Parliament, of another nature , yet they (hould not 
•* teafe to defire the continued Prote6tion of Almighty GocJ 
^'^ upon his Majefty, and moft humbly Petition him to caft 
** from him all thdte evil, and contrary Counfels, which had, 
*^ in many particulars formerly mentioned , much detraded 
**from thp Honour of his Government, the Happinefi of his 
^ own Eftate, and Profperity of his People. 

**And having palled fo many Dangers from abroad. £0 
^ many Conlpiracies at home, and brourfit on the DuWck 
^ Work fo far, (;hrough the greateft dilBculties that ever flood 
«< in oppofition to a&liament, to fuch a degree of fuccefi, 
^^ that nothing feem'd to be Irft in the way able to hinder 
«^ the full Accomplifliment of their Defires, and Endeavours 
«< for the Publick Good, unlefs God in his Juftice did fend a 
^* grievous Curfe upon them, as to turn the ftrength of the 
« Kingdom ^ainft it felf, and to effeft that by their owa 
«^ Folly and Credulity, which the Power and Subtilty of their 
«f Enemies could not attain j that was, to divide the People 
«^ from the Parliament, and to make them ferviceable to the 
«« Ends, and Aims of thofe who would deftroy them : There- 
<<fore they defired the Kingdom to take notice of that laft 
^ moft defperate, and mifchievous Plot of the Malignant Party, 
«that was adled and profecuted in many parts of the King- 
^ dofm, under plaufible notions of ftirring them up to a care 
<< of pf eferving the Kin^s fterogative ^ maintaining the Dit 
<« cipiine of the Churdi ^ upholding and continuing the Revc- 
"rence, and Solemnity otGod's service j and encouraging 
** of (^earning: ApcL upon thofe grounds, divers mutinous 
*^ Petitions had been framed in London^ Kent,zn6 other Coun- 
" ties^ and fundry pf his Majeft/s Subjefts, had been foUi- 
^* cited to declare themfelves for the King againft the Parlia- 
**menti ^^^ manyfelfe and foul AfperfJons had been caft 
^ upon their Proceedings, as if they had been not only negli- 
«gint, but averfe in thofe Points j whereas they dehrod no- 
^ thing more, than to maintain the puritjr and power of Re* 
« ligion, and to honour the King m all his juft Prerogatives : 
^^and for encouragement and advancement of Piety and 
** LeanSng, they had very eameffiiy endeavoured, and ftill did, 
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<* to the ucmofl of their Power, that all Pariflies might have 
** Learned , Pious , and Sufficient Preachers , and all fiich 
** Preachers, competent Livings. 

"Many other Bills and PropoBtions, they laid, were in 
" preparation, for the King's Profit and Honour, the People's 
" Safety and Profperity ; in the proceedings whereof, they 
<^ were much hindered oy his Majefty's Abfence from the Pm^- 
'*liament; which was altogether contrary to the ufe of his 
*' Predeceflbrs, and the Privilege of Parliament, whereby their 
^ time was confumed by a multitude of unneceOary Meuages, 
^'and their Innocency wounded by cauflefs and lliarp li>- 
"veftives; yet they doubted not but they ihould overcome 
<*all this at lafl:, if the People fuflfer not themfelves to be dc- 
**luded with falfe and fpecious (hews, and fo drawn to be- 
<' betray Them to their own undoing, who had ever been wij- 
*' ling to hazard the undoing of themfelves, that they mig^t 
** not be betrayed , by their negledl of the Truft repofed in 
**them: But if it were notpoffible they fhould prevail here- 
^* in, yet they would not fail, through God's Grace, ftill to 
** [)erlift in their Duties, and to look beyond their own Livei, 
^ Eftates, and Advantages, as thofe who think nothing worth 
*^ the enjoying without the Liberty, Peace, and Safetvof.the 
** Kingdom j nor any thing too good to be hazardea in dif- 
** charge of their Confciences, for the obtaining of it : And 
"ihould always repofe themfelves upon the Proteffionof Al- 
" mighty God, which^ they were confident, would never be 
"wanting to them (while they fought His Glory) as they 
" had found it, hitherto^ Wonderfully going along with them, 
"in all their Proceedings; 

With this Declaration they publiflied the Examinations ' 
of Mr Goring^ Mr pieny^s Letter to the Earl of Sartiumier^ 
Umd^ which were the great Evidence they had of the Plot 
of bringing up the Army, to awe the Parliament j and fevc- 
ral other Letters and Depbfitions, or rather (uch parts of De- 
pofitions, as contributed moft to their purpofe. For the truth 
is, as they never publiihed, fo much as to the Houfes which 
were to Judge, many Depofitions of Witnefles, whofe Tefti- 
roonies, in a manner, vindicated the King fi'om thofe Afper* 
fions, which they had a mind (hould ftick upon him (for many 
fijch there were) fo of thofe which they did publifh, they 
left out many parts, which, being added, would either have 
obfcured, or contradidied^ or difcrcdited much of tha^ out 
of which they made the People believe much to the King's 
diflervice. And yet with all thofe ill Arts and Omiflioi^ I 
prefume many, who without paflion do now read thofe De- 
pofitions (for they are in all hands to be read) do mudh niar- 
vel how fuch condufions could refult to his Majefty's difad* 
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for the Keeper, was as much troobled at his bdnvioury tt 
any Man ^ and ufing frequently to go to him, went upon tha 
occaGon ; and with great freedom and phdnneis, told Un^ 
^How much he had idl the efleem of ail Good Men, aoi 
^ that the King could not but be exceedingly diO&tisfy'd with 
^him^ and diftourfed over the matter of that Vote. Thougji 
he did not know, that the King did at that time put fo giest 
a fecret Trult in M** Ify^/f, yet he knew very well, that the 
King had a very good opinion of hiift, and hsul heard hns Mi- 
jefty often, from the belginning of the Parliament, when die 
difcourfe happen'd to be of the Lawyers of the Houfe^ take 
an occafion from thence to mention M** Hyd9y as a Man of 
whom he heard ^ry well^ which the Keeper 1^ man? 
times taken notice of to him : and then he knew the Friencl- 
fliip that was between the Lord FmlkUmd and M** Hyde^ and 
had heard the many Jealoufies which were contrad»d, upoa 
the great communication he had with the two new Counfel- 
iors ; and ib no doubt believed, that he knew much of the 
King's mind. So that aiToon as he had enter'd upon this dit 
courfe, which he heard with all attention (they being by 
tbemfclves in his Study, at Exiter Houfe ) He roTe firom bn 
Chair, and went to the Door ^ and finding ibme Perfbns in 
the next Room, he bad them to withdraw j and locking both 
the Door of that Room, and of his Study, he fat down 
himiei^ and making M'' Hyde (it down too, he begun ^ With 
'^giving him many thanks for his Friendiliip to him, which, 
^^ he faid, he had ever efteem'd, and he could not more ma- 
<^ nifeft the efteem he had of it and him, than by uling that 
^^ freedom again with him, which he meant to do. Then he 
<^ lamented his own Condition; and that he had beea preferred 
<^ frx)m the Common Pleas, where he knew both the Buiinefs 
^^ and the Perfons he had to deal with, to the other high CM- 
^fice he now held, which obliged him to converfe and tranf- 
^zdi with another fort of Men, who were not known to him, 
f^and in Affairs, which he uniderftood not, and had not one 
^' Friend among them, with whom he could confer upon any 
*^ doubr, which occurred to him. 

H E fpoke then of the unhappy date and condition of die 
Khig's buimefs; how much he had been, and was ftill, be- 
trayed by Perfons who were about him ; and with all poQible 
indignation againft the proceedings of the Parliament ; and 
faid, ^^ I'hey would never cio this, if they were not refolved 
^ to do more : that he knew the King too well, and obferved 
^' the Carriage of particular Men too much, and the whole 
^ current of publick Transitions thefe laft five or fix Months, 
^ not to fbrdfee that it could not be long, before there would 
^ be a War between the King and the two Houfes j and of

*<die impoittnce, in thrat SeafoD, ifaac the Great Seal fiioaU 
■^be with tte King;. Then he fell into many expreffions of 
hif Duty, and AmAion to the King's Ferfon, as well .as to 
his faigh Degtee : and ^^ That no Man [hould be more ready^ 
** to peri(h with, and for his Majefty, than He would be; that 
^^ the ipro(ptOi he had of this neceffity, had made him carry 
<< himfelf towards that Party 'with fo much comply ance, that 
'* he might be gracious with thena, at leaft, tmu: they might 
\ ^ have no diftruft of him ; which, he knew, many had en- 
' << deavoured to infufe into them; and that there had been a 
' ^'conililtation within few days, whether, in regard he might 
*• be fent for by the King, or that the Seal might be talrea 
'* from him, it would not be bed to appoint the Seal to be 
^ kept in fome fuch fecure place, as mat there miriit be no 
^danger ofio(mgit; and that the Keeper [hould always re* 
"ccive it, for the execution of his Office; they having no 
<' purpoTe to difoblige him. And the knowlege he had of 
^ this confultation, and fear he had of the execution of it, 
^ had been the reafon, why in the late Debate upon the Mi- 
** litia, he had given his Vote in fuch a manner, as he knew, 
\ ^ would make very ill impredions with the King, and many 
■ "odiers who did not know him very well; but that, if he 
^ bad not, in that Point, fubmitted to their opinion, the Seal 
^ had been taken from him that Night; whereas by this 
<*'Gomplyance in that Vote, which could only prejudice him* 
^^felf, and not the King, he had gotten fo much into their 
^'Confidence, that he (hould be ^le to prefervethe Seal in 
^ his own hands, till (he King required it; and then he would 
** be as ready to attend his Majefty with it. 

Mr HfiU was very well pleafed with this diicourfe; ^and 
asked him, " Whether he would give him leave, when ibere 
^(hooldbe a fit occafion, toafliire the King, that he would 

* perform this Service^ when the King fliould require it ? He 
defired, <^ That he would do fo, and pals his V/ord for the per* 
^' fomoance of it, afloon as bis Majelty pleafed, and fo they 

* parted. 

It was within very few days after, that the King, ex* 
eeedingly difpleafed and provoked with the Keepei^s beha* 
viour. font an Order to the Lord 'Balklamd^ '^To require the 
^Seal fiDm him; ia which the King was very pofitive, 
tHoug^ he was not refolved to what hand to commit it. His 
Majelty wiflied them ( for he always included the other Two 
in wch references) to confider, *' Whether he would give it 
'^tothe Lord Chief juftice Bamks (againfl whom he made 
fome objedion himfelf) << or into the hands of M*" SMtn ; and 
^ to fend their opinions to him. The Order was pofitive for 
requiring it fi^om the prefent Officer, but they knew not 
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who to tchrife for t SuoccBbr. The Lord Chief JoRke Bmk || 
sppeared to be as mudi afraid^ as the other ^ and noc thoii||a ^* 
equal to that Charge^ in a time of fo much difixder ; dianrii 
ocnerwife he was a Man kA great Abilities, and unUemilffd 
Integrity ; diey did not doubt of Mr SeUais Afieffion to dc 
King, but wioial they knew him fo well, that tbcy condnded 
he would abfokitdy refiife the place, if it were oflfer'd m 
him. He was in years, and of a tender Conftitutionj be 
had for many vears enjoyed his eafe, which be loved ; w« 
Kich^ and would not have made a Journey to Tork^ or have 
lain out of his own Bed, for any Preferment; which be had 
never afiedied. 

Being all Three of one mind, chat it would not be fit id 
ofier it to the one or the other ; hereupon Mr Hyde told them 1 
the Conference he had with the Keeper, and mt profeffiooi 
he had made; and was very confident, that he would very pun- 
^hially perform it ; and therefore propofed^ that ^ Thqr migjlic, 
^ with their Opinions of the other Perions, likewifc advife 
^ ^ his Majefly to fufpend his Refolution ccHicernhig thjC Loid 
^ Keeper, and rather to write kindly to him. to bring the 
^Seal to his Majefty, inftead of fending for tlie Seal it fd^ 
^ and caft him on; and oflfer'd to venture his own Credit widi 
Ihe King, that the Keeper would comply with his Majefty's 
Conunands. Neither of them were ot his opinion ; and Im 
both no efteem of the Keeper, nor believea, that he would 

!p to his Majefty, if he were fent for, but that he woidd find 
bme trick to excufe himfelf ; and therefore were not willine, 
that Mr Hyde thould venture his Reputation upon it. m 
defired them then ^ To confider how abfolutely necefl&iy it 
^ was, that the King (hoidd firft refolve into what hand to 
^ put the Seal, before he removed it ; for that it could not 
^^ be unimploy'd one hour, but that the whole Juftice of the 
^ Kingdom would be put out of order, and draw a greater and 
^ a juiter clamour, than had been yet : That there was as much 
^'care to be taket^ that it fliould not be in the power of any 
^^ Man to refiife it ; which would be yet more prejudicial to 
^his Majefty. He defired them above all, to weigh well, 
^^ that the bufinefs confifted only in having the Great Seal in 
^the place where his Majefty refolved to be; and if the 
'^ Keeper would keep his promife, and defired to ferve the 
^ King, it would be unqueftionably the beft way, that He 
" and the Seal were both there ; if, on the other fide, he were 
^ not an Honeft Man, and cared not for ofiending the King, 
^ he would then refufe to deliver it ; and inform the Lords of 
^Ht: who would jullify him for his difobedience, and reward 
^and cherifh him; and he muft then hereafter ferve Their 
(K turn ; the mifchif whereof would be greater, than could be 
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^eafily imaged: and his Majefty's own Great Seal IbouU 
^be erery day ufed againfl him, nor would it be poffible in 
^ many Montns to procure a New one to be made. 

Thesb OfajeOions appeared of weidit to them ; and they 
Refidv'd to give an account of the whole to the Kin^ and (o 
cxpe& his Order : and both the Lord FmUtlanJy and M' Hjfdf^ 
wric to his Majefty, and fent their Letters away that very 
Hifjai. The King was fiitistyd with the Keafons, and was 
TCiy gjbd that M^ Hyde was fo conBdent of the Keeper; 
tboug^ he faid, ^HeFemainedftill in doubt j and Relblv'd 
*' that ne would, fudi a day of the Week following^ iend fisr 
<* the Keeper and the Seal j and that it ihould be;, as had been 
fldviied, upon a Saturday Afternoon, afloon as the Houfe of 
Lords (hould rife : becaufe then no notice could be taken of 
it tiU M^ndny. ws /j)f^f, who had continued to fee the Keeper 
frequently, and was confirmed in his confidence of his Into* 
grky, went now to him ; and finding him firm to his Re£> 
Eition, and of opinion, in regard of the high Proceedings of 
the Houfes, that it ihould not be long deferred; he told nim^ 
<^ That he might exped a Meflengcr the next Week, and ttac 
<' he fliould once more fee him, when he would tell him the 
^' Day ^ and that he would then go himfelf away before him 
^ to Tvrk^ with which he was much pleafed, and it was agreed 
between the Three, that it was now time, that he ihould be 
gone (the King having fent for him fome tiine before) after 
a day or two^ in which time the Declaration of the nine- 
teenth of May would be paffed. 

On the Saturday following, between t[Wo and three of the 
Qock in the Afternoon, Mr EJltot^ a Groom of the Bed- 
CfaAmber to the Prince, came to the Keeper, and found him 
alone in the Room where he ufed to. (it, and delivered him i 
Letter ftom the King in his own hand \ herein he required 
him, with many expreflions of kindnefs and efteem, ^To 
^'miakehailetonim; and if his indifpofition (ft)r he was often 
troubled with gravel and (harpnefi of Urine) ^ would not fiit- 
^^ far him to make fiich hade upon the Journey, as the occafion 
^' required, that he (hould deliver the Seal to the Peribn who 
^'gave him the Letter; who, being a ftrong young Man^ 
^ would make fuch hafte as -was neceflary ; aiid mat he mi^ 
<' make his own Journey, by thofe degrees which his Hedth 
<< required. The Keeper was furprifed with the Meflenger, 
^9i\aaox he did not like; and more when he found that he 
Imew the contents of the Letter, wbidi, he hoped, would 
not have been communicated to any Man, who diould be fent : 
He i^wer'd Urn with much re(ervation, and when the other 
with bluntnefs, as he was no polite Man, demanded the Seal 
of him, which he had not thou^ of putting out of his own 
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Jbands^heAttTwei'dhiiD, ^'Thit he would nofi ddhrer k in* )« 
^co any iiandS) buccbe King's^ but prcfencly recoUifl9D| 
himfelf, and looking over bif Letter aguo^ he quick^ gsb^ 
fider'd^ that it would be hazardous to carry cbdSeal binddf 1^ 
fiicb a Journey; and chat if by aor puriiiii of him^ whkklifc W 
oocdd oot but lufpedt) he fhould be fetiJed upoo^ the. Kag )t 
would be very uohappily diiappointed oftte Sesd, which k 
lud reaiba &> DQUch to depend upon; and that his. misftMiat 
would be wholely imputed to his own fault and infiddkf 
(which without doubt he ahhorr'd with. his,. heart) and thi 
only way to prevent that mifbhie^ or to appear ii»ooeittift> 
der ir, Ivas to deliver the SeaL to the Penon truftcd b]rthe 
King luoDfelf to receive it ;. and fo, without teUimg him aiqf 
thing qS his own purpofe, he deliveied his Seal into his htndf ; 
who forthwith put himftdf on his Horfe, and with, wonderm 
expedition pief ented the Great Seal . into his Majpfty'a. ova 
hands, who was infinitely pkafed with Ir, rand with ths 
Meflenger. 

Thb Keeper, that Evening, pretended to be indif^&i^ 
and that he would take his rdt early, and cherefbie ttetf no 
body (hoidd be admitted to fgeak with him : and thea he 
cidled Seneant Ln to him, who was the Sericaoc who waited 
iqx}n the Seal, and in whom he had great Confidence, as he 
well mig^t y and told him freely, ^ That he was refolv'd^ the 
^' next Morning, to go to the King, who had lent for him; 
^ that he knew well, how much malice he (hould contraa 
^ by it from the Parliament, which would ufe all the means 
^ tney could to apprehend him ^ and he himfelf knew not 
rhow he (hould perform the Journey, therefore he put hio^ 
' felf entirely into his hands ; that he fhould caufe his Hor(es 
^ to be ready againft the next Mominjg, and only his own 
' Groom to attendthem, and he to guide: the beft way, and 
^ that he would not impart it to any other Perfon. The ho- 
neft Serjeant was very glad of the Refblution, and cheerfiilly 
undertook all thii^ tor the Journeys and fo fendii^ the 
Horfes out of the Town, the Keeper put himfelf in his Coach 
very early the next Morning, and ailbon as they were out of 
the Town, He and the Serjeant, and one Groom, took their 
Horfes, and made fo great a Journey that day, it being about 
the beginning of June^ that before the end of the third day, 
he kifled the King's hand at Tork. 

H £ had purpofely procured the Houie of Peers to be Ad^ 
joum'd to a later hour, in the Morning for Utand^^ than it 
ufed to be. SimtUiy pafied without any Man's taking nodce 
of the Keeper's bemgabfent; and many, who knew chat he 
was not at his Houfe, thought he had been gone to CrmifinrJI^ 
to his Country Houle^ whither he frecpiendy went oa 1*- 
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turdsy nights ^ and was early enough at the Parliament oti 
Mtmd^ Mornings ; and fo the Lords the more willingly con- 
fenoed CO the later Adjournments for tbofe davs. But on Mmtr- 
4^ Morning, when it was known when, and in what manner 
he had left his Houfe, the confiiiion in both Houfes was verjr 
great ^ and they who had thought that their intereft was (o 
great in him, that they knew all his thoughts , and had yu- 
med cfaemfelves, and were valued by others, upon that ac- 
count, hung down their heads, and were even diltradted with 
ihame: However they could not but conclude, that H^ was 
out of their reach before the Lords roet^ yet to Ihew their m- 
dilution againit him, and it may be in hope that his Infirmi- 
ties would detain him long in the Journey (as no body indeed 
thought that he could have perform'd it, wich that expedi- 
tion ) they iiliied out fuch a Warrant for the apprehending 
him, as had been in the cafe of the fouled Felon or Mur- 
derer; and Printed it. and caufed it to be difperfed by Ex- 
preflea, over all the kingdom with great halle. All which 
circumftances both before, and after the Keeper's Journ^ to 
X^rky are the more particularly, and at large tet down, out of 
juttice to the memory of that noble Perfon; whofe- Honour 
fiiffer'd then much in the opinion of many, by the confident 
report of the Perfon, who was fent for, and received the Seal, 
ami who was a loud and bold Talker, and defired to have it 
believed, that his Manhood had raviihed the Great Seal froni 
the Keeper, even in fpight of his teeth j which how imprf- 
(ible ibever in it felf, found too much, Credit ^ and is therefore 
cleared by this very true and pundhial Relation, which tii 
truth is but due to him. 

But the Trouble and Diitra<SHon, which at this dme poT-' 
fdled them was vifibly very great; and their dejedHon fuch, 
that the fame day the Earl oi N^rtkufniertrntd (who had been 
of another temper) moved, ^ That a Cbmmittee might be ap- 
<^ pointed , to coniider how there might be an Accomoda- 
^cion between the King and his People, for the Good, Hap- 
^' pinefs, and Safety of both King ahd Kingdom y which Com- 
mittee was appointed accordingly. 

This temper of Accommodation' troubled them not long,, 
new Warmth and Vigour being quickly infufed into them 
bv the unbroken , and undaunted Spines of the Houfe of 
ComnK)ns^ which, toflvew how little ehey valued the Power 
or Authority of the King, though fupporced by having now 
his Great Seal by him,^ on the a6th of May agreed on a new 
Remonftrance to the People^ in which, the Lord^ con- 
curring they informed them, the tw 

"That although the great AflFairs of the Kingdom, ^d^'^'f^J^^'' 
«che miierable bleeding Condition dTthe Kingdom of Jreibri/J^ay 26?'' 
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^aflforded chem little Idfure, to ibend their time in Dedui' 
^tioQs, and in Anfwers, and Replies, yec the NUkgrn 
<< Party about his Majelly taking all occafions to multiply Oh 
^lumaies upon the Houfes of Parliament, and to poblih 
^ Iharp inveoives , under his Majefty's Name a^nft chen^ 
^ and their proceedings (a new £ngine they had invented to 
^heighten the Diftra^ons of this Kingdom, and to beget^ 
^ and increafe diftruft, and dilafiedtion between the King^ini 
^ his Parliament, and the People) they could not be fo modi 
^ wanting to their own Innocency. or to the duty of their 
^ Truft, as not to clear themfelves from thofe £gdfe afpofioa^ 
^ and (which was their chiefeft care) to di&bufe the Fcopteft 
^ minds, and open their Eyes, that, under the fidfe ihewi^ 
^and pretexts of the Law of the Uuid, and of thel' owb 
^ Rights, and Liberties , they may not be carried into the 
^ Road way, that leadeth to the utter Ruin, and Sid>verfioD 
*' thereof. A late occafion that thofe wicked Sjxritt of difi- 
^ lion had taken to defame, and indeed to arraign the po- 
^ ceedii^ of both Houfes of Parliament , had beoi boo | 
''^ their votes of the a8^ o^APril^ and their Declaration con- 
^ ceming the buOnefs of Huu^ which becaufe they put §ot&^ 
^ before they could fend their Anfwer concerning that matter 
^uotohis Majefhr, thofe Mifchievous Inftmmencs of diSn- 
^ Gon, between the King, and the ParUament, and the People^ 
^^whcne chief Labour, and Study, was to mifreprefent todr 
^ Aflions to his Majeitv, and to the Kingdom, would neois 
^interpret this as an Appeal to the People, md a declining 
^of all intercourfe between his Majdty and them ^ as if dbey 
^ thought it to no purpofe, to endeavour any more, to give 
^his Majefiy fittisfaoion^ and, without expeding any longer 
^ their Anfwer, under the Name of a Meflage from his Ma- 
^ jefty to both Houfes, they themfelves had indeed made an 
^ Appeal to the People, as the Mefiage it felf did in a man- 
^ner grant it to be, ofiering to joyn miie with them in that 
^way, and in the nature thereof did clearly ihew it felf to 
<^ be no others therefore They would likewife Addrefi their 
^< Anfwer to the Kingdom, not by way of Appeal (as diey 
^ were charged ) but to prevent them h^om being their own 
^Executioners, and from being perlwaded under talfe colours 
^of defimding the Law, and their own Liberties, to deftroy 
^both with their own hands, by taking their Lives, Liber- 
^ties, and Mates out of Their hands, whom they had cho- 
^ fen, and entrufted therewith, and reugning them up unto 
^ ibme evil Counfellors, about his Majeffy, who could lay no 
^ other foundation of their own greamefs, but upon the Ruin 
^of this, and, in It, of all Parliaments; and in Them, of the 
«< true Religion, and the Freedom of this Nation. And thefe, 
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'^ they faid, were the Men that would perfwade the People, 
** that both Houfes of Parliamenr, containing all the Peers, 
** and reprefencing all the Commons of England^ would Be- 
^ftroy the Laws of the Land, and Ljbercies of the People^ 
** wherein, befides the Truft of the iJsrhole, they themfelves in 
** their own particulars, had fo great an Intereft of Honour, 
<^ and £ftate , that they hoped it would . gain little Credit 
" with any, that had the leaft ufe of Reafon, that fuch, as muft 
^^ have £o great a Oiare in the Mifery, fhould take fo much 
^^ pains in the procuring thereof^' and ipend fo much time, 
^^ and run {p many hazisurds to make themfelves Slaves, and to 
** deftroy the property of their Eftates. But that they might 
(^ give particular fatisfadion to the feveral Imputations ca(t 
'^ upon them, they would take them in order, as they were 
^^ laid upon them m that Meflage. 

*'FiRST They were charged for the avowing that' Aft of 
^^Sr John Hotiam'f which was term'd unparallell'd, and an 
^^high, and unheard of A6front unto his Majefty, and as if 
^^they needed not to have done it; he being able, as was al-* 
*^ ledg'd to produce no fuch Command of the Houfes of Par- 
'^ liament. They faid, although Sr John Hetham had not an 
f f Order, that did exprefs every Circumfhnce of chat Cafe, yec 
'.ibe. Bright have produced an Order of both Houfes, which 
'^didcpmprehend this Cafe, not only in the clear Intention, 
.** but in the very Words thereof; which they knowing in 
'^ their Confciences to be fo, and to be moil neceflary for 
<^ the Safety of the Kingdom, they could hot but in Honour 
*^an^ Juftice avow that Aft of His; which, they were con- 
** fident, would appear to all the World to be fo far from 
^ being an ASront to the King, that it would be found to have 
^^ been an Adl of great Loyalty to his Majefly, and to his 
"Kingdom. 

'^ iH B next Charge upon them wis, that inftead of giving 
'^ his Majefty fatisfadhon, they publifhed a Declaration con-* 
f ' cernii^ that bufinefs, as an Appeal to the People, and as if 
^< their intercourfe with his Majefly, and for his fatisfadtion, 
^* were now to no more purpofe ; wnich courfe was alledg'd to 
<^ be very unagreeable to the Modefty and Duty of former times, 
**and not warrantable by any Precedents, but whatThem- 
" felves had made. They laid, if the Penner of that Meflage 
" had expeded a while, or had not expedled that two Houfes 
*' of Parliament ( elpecially burthen*d as they were at that 
^'time, with fo many prel&ng, and urgent Affoirs) fhould 
<< luve moved as fidt as himfel^ he would not have £iid, that 
« Declaration was inftead of an Anfwer to his Majefty ; which 
«* they did difpatch with all the foeed , and diugence they 
« could, and had fent it to his Majefty by a Committee of both 
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'^ Houres ; whereby it appear'd, that they did it not upon that 
'^ ground, that they thou^t it was no more to any purpofe, 
<c to endeavour to give his Majefty fatisfadtion. 

*^ A N D as for the EK^ and Modefly of former times, from 
<^ which they were fiud to have varied, and to want the War- 
*^ rant of any Precedents therein, but what Themfelves had 
^^rnade^ If they had made any Precedents this Parliament, 
*^ they had niode them for Pofterity, upon the fiime, or better 
<« grounds of Reafon and Law, than thofe were upon, which 
'^ their PredeceObrs firft made for Them : and as fome Pre- 
^^ cedents ought not to be rules for them to follow, fo none 
^^ could be limits to bound their Proceedings ; which might, 
^^ and ffluft vary, according to the difierent condition of Times. 
*^ And for that Particular, of fetting forth Declarations for 
^ the fttisfaffion of the People , who had chofen , and en- 
^ trufied them with all that was deareft to them : . If there 
^' were no example for it, it was becaufe there were never 
^ any Monflers odbre , diat ever attempted to difafieft the 
^ People from a Parliament, or could ever harbour a thought 
^' that it mi^t be eddied. Were there ever fuch pradices 
'^ to poyfon the People with an ill apprehenGon of the Parlia- 
^^meat? Were there ever fiich imputations, and fcandals laid 
" upon the IVoceedings of both Houles? Were there ever (6 
^many, and fo great breaches of Privilege of Parliament? 
^ Were there ever fo many, and fo defperate defigns of force 
^^ and violence againft the Parliament, and the Members there- 
"of? If they had DNone more than ever their Anceftors had 
*^Done, they faid, they had Suffered more than ever They 
** had Suffered ^ and yet, in point of Modefty and Duty, they 
** would not yield to the belt of former times ; and they 
^' Would put that in ifliie, whether the hi^ed, and moft un- 
" warrantable Preccdcots of any of his Majefty's Predeceffors, 
*^ did not fall (liort, and much below , what had been done 
^' to them this Parliament ? And on the other fide, whether, 
*' if they Ihould make the higheft Precedents of other Parlia- 
*^ ments their Patterns, there would be caufe to complain of 
*' want of modefty, and duty in Them j when they bad not 
^' fo much as fu£S:red fiich things to enter into their Thoughts, 
'* which all the world knew They put in AS ? 

^^ Another Charge which was laid very high upon 
** them, and which were indeed a very great Crime if they 
" were found guilty thereof, was, that by avowing that A6t 
^< of S*" John Hatham^ they did, in confequence, confound and 
* ^ deftroy the title, and intereft of all his Majefty's good Sub- 
^^ jedts to their Lands and Goods ; and that, upon this ground; 
" that his Majefty had the lame Title to his Town of HvUy 
" which aijy of his Subjefts had tp their Houfcs or Lands, 
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<^and the fame to his Magazine and Munition there, thatatiy 
*^ Man had to his Money, Plate, or Jewels : And therefore^ 
<< that they ought not to have been di(bofed of, without, or 
^againil his Confent, no more than the Houfe, Land, Money, 
"rlate, of Jewels of any Subjedl ought to be- without- or a- 
« againft his Will. 

"HerEj they faid^ that waS laid do^lrn for a Principle,' 
^ which would indeed pull up the very foundation of the li- 
^* berty, property, arid intereft of every Subjed: in particUlarj| 
<< and of all the Subje£ts in general, if they (liould admit it 
^fora truth, that hisMajefty had the fame right and title td 
^ his Towns^ and to his Magazines ( bought with the publick 
^^ Moneys^ as they conceived that at ttuN Co have been ) that 
<< every particular Man hath to his Houfe^ Lands, and Goods. 
« For his Majefty's Towns were no more his o1«rri, thaiti his 
^< Kingdom was his own ^ and his Kingdom was no m6re hi$ 
<<own, than his People are his own^ and if the King had d 
** property in all his Towns, what would become of the Sub^ 
"jeSspropriety in their Houfes therein? arid if he had aipro- 
*^ priety in his Kingdom, what would become of the Subje£t^ 
« property in their Lands throughout the Kingdom? or of 
*^ their Liberties , if his Majefty had the fame right in their 
^ Perfons, that every Subject hath in his Lands, and Goods ^ 
<<and what would become of all theSubjeds interefts in the 
'< Towns, and Forts of the Kingdom, and in the Kingdom it 
^ (el£ if his Majefly might feu, or give them away, or dif- 
^ pole of them at his pleafure, as a particular Man might do 
<< with his Lands , and With his uoods ? This erroneous 
^^ Maxim being infufed into Princes, that their Kingdoms are 
^^ their own, and that they may do with them What they Will, 
^* as if their Kingdoms were for Them, and not They for 
*^ their Kingdoms, was, they faid, the Root of aU the Sub- 
^ jedis mifery, and of the invading of their jult Rights^ and 
<< Liberties^ whereas, indeed, they are only entrufted with 
^^ their Kingdoms , and with their Towns , and with their 
** People, and with the publick Tredure of the Common- 
<* weaich, and whatfoevet is bought therewith ; and, by the 
** known Law of this Kingdom, the very Jewels of the Grown 
^^ are not the King's proper Goods, but are only entraftedto 
^^ him , for the ufe and ornament thereof : as the Towns, 
*^ Forts, Treafure, Magazines, Offices^ and the People of the 
^' Kingdom, and the whole Kingdom it felf is entrufted unto 
^* him, for the good,- aind fafety, ami beft advantage thereof: 
<*andas this Truft is for the ufe of the Kingdom, fo ought it 
^^ to be managed by the advice of the Hou^s of Parliament, 
** whom the Kingdom hath trtrfled for that purpofe j it being 
^ sheir duty to fee it discharged according to the conditioi^ 
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<^ and true intent thereof^ and as much as in them lies, by all 
** poflible means, to prevent the contrary^ which, if it had 
" been their chief care, and only aim , in the difpofing of the 
<' Town and Magazine of Hull in fuch manner as they had 
*^ done, they hopol it would appear dearly to all the world, 
" that they had difcharged their own Trult, and not invaded 
" that of his Majefty, much lefs his Property j which, in that 
^^ cafe, they could not do. 

<' B u T admitting his Majefly had indeed a Property in the 
<< Town and Magazine of BuU:^ who doubted but that a Par- 
^^liament may cUTpofe of anything, wherein his Majefty or 
^< any Subjed); hath a right, in fuch a way, as that the King- 
'^dom may not be expofed to Hazard, or Danger thereby? 
^' Which was Their cafe, in the difpofing ofthe Town and 
'^ Ma^^ine oiH^. And whereas his Majefty did allow thi5, 
''and a greater power to a Parliament, but in that fenfe only, 
"as he nimfcw was a Part thereof; they appealed to every 
<' man's confcience, that had obferved their proceedings, whe- 
"thcr they disjoyn'd his Majefty from his Parliament, who 
'< had in all hunu>le ways fought his concurrence with them, 
^'as in that particular about H»//, and for the removal of the 
"Magazine there, fo alfb in all other things; or whether 
" thcne evil Councils about him, had not feparated him from 
" his Parliament ; not only in diftance of place, but alfo in the 
** difcharge of the joynt Truft with them, for the Peace and 
^' Safety of the Kingdom in that, and fbme other Particulars. 

"They had given no occafion to his Majefty, they faid, 
*^ to declare with fo much eameftnefs his refolucion, that he 
"would not fuffer either, or both Houfes by their Votes, 
" without, or againft his Confent, to enjoyn any thing that 
*'was forbidden by the Law, or to forbid any thing that was 
** enjoytfd by the Law ; for their Votes had done no fuch 
*' thing : And as they fhould be very tender of the Law 
** (which they did acknowledge to be the fafeguard, and cu- 
"ftodyof all publick and private Interclts ) fo they would 
*' never allow a few private Perfons about the King, nor his 
** Majefty himfelf in his own Perfon, and out of his Courts, 
" to be judge of the Law, and that contrary to the judgement 
**of the higheft Court of Judicature. In like manner, that 
"his Majefty had not refufed to confent to any thing, that 
" might be for the Peace and Happinefs of the Kingdom, 
" they could not admit it in any other fenfe, but as his Ma- 
" jefty taketh the meafure of what will be for the Peace and 
" Happinefs of his Kingdom, from fome few ill affedled Per- 
" fons about him, contrary to the Advice, and Judgment of 
*^ his great Council of Parliament. And beeaufe the Advice 
** of lx)th Houfes of Parliament had, through the fuggeftion 
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^^ of evil Counfellors, been fo much undervalued of late, and 
<< fo abfolucely rejeAed and refiifed, they faid, they held it fo 
^ to declare unto the Kingdom, whofe Honour and Interefl: 
^v*^s fo much concerned in it, what was the Privilege of 
<^ the Great Council of Parliament herein ; and what was 
^< the Obligation that lay upon the Kings of this Realm, to 
'^pafs fuch Bills, as are offered to them by both Houles of 
<^ Parliament, in the Name, and for the Good of the whole 
^Kingdom, whereunto they ftand engaged both in Con- 
^^ icience, and Juftice, to give their Royal A^nt : in Con- 
fcience, in regard of the Oath, that is, or ought to be taken 
^< by the Kings of this Realm at their Coronation, as well to 
^ confirm by their Royal Aflent fuch good Laws, as the Peo- 
^< pie (hall choofe, and to remedy by Law fuch inconveniences, 
^^as the Kingdom may fuSer^ as to keep, and proted: the 
^^ Laws already in being; as may appear both by the Form 
^ of the Oath upon Record, antt in Books of good Authority, 
^^ and by the Statute of the a; oi Edward the IIL Entituled, 
*^ the Scatute of Provifors of Benefices ; the Form of which 
^^ Oath, and the Qaufe of the Scatute that concemeth it, are 
*^ as fdlloweth ;

Entituledj the Statute of Provifors of Benefices. 

Whereupon the faid Commons have prayed our faid 
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Lord the King; That fith the Ri^t of the Crown of _ „ 
idmJy and the lam of the faid Realm is fucfa, that upon the 
mifchiefs and damages, ¥^ich happen to this Realm, He 
oug^t, and is bound by his Oath, with the accord of his Peo- 
ple in his Parliament, mereof to make Remedy and Law, and 
an removing the mifchiefs, and damages which thereof enfiie^ 
that it may pleafe Him thereupon to ordain Remedy. 

Our Lord the King feeing the mifchiefs and damages be- 
fore mention'd, apd having reprd to the Stamte made in the 
time of bis faid Grandfather, and to the Caufes contained in 
the &me, whidi Statute holdeth always his force, and was 
never defeated, repealed, or annulled in any point, and by lb 
much he is bound by his Oath to caufe the uune to be ke] 
as the Law of his Realm, thougfh that, by fufferance and ni 
gence, it hath been fithence attempted to the contrary : A\fo 
having regard to the grievous complaints made to him by his 
People, in divers his Parliaments nolden heretofore, willing 
to ordain Remedy for the great damages, and mifchiefe which 
have happen'd,and daily do happen, to the Church of Emghmi 
by the laid Caufe : 

^^ Her E, they faid, the Lords, and Commons claim it di-* 
'< redly as the Right of the Crown of EngUnJy and of the 
^< Law of the Land, and that the King is bound by his Oath 
** with the accord of his People in Parliament, to make Re- 
" medy and Law, upon the mifchiefs and damages, which 
^^ happen to this Re^m; and the King doth not deny it, al- 
*' though he take occafion fVom a Statute formerly made by 
5^ his Grandfather, which was laid as part of the grounds of 
** this Petition, to fix his Anfwer upon another branch of his 
** Oath, and pretermits that which is claimed by the Lords and 
** Commons, which he would not have done, if it might 
*' have been excepted againft, 

"In Juftice, they faid, they are obliged thereunto, in re- 
U fpedt of the Truit repofed in them ^ which is as well to 
*' preferve the Kingdom by the making new Laws, where 
^^ there fliall be need, as by obferving of Laws already made ; 
f ' a Kingdom being, many times, as much expofed to ruin, 
f' for the want of a new Law, as by the violation of thofe that 
^^ are in being : and this is io clear a Right, that, no doubt, 
*' his Majefty would acknowledge it to be as due to his Peo- 
^^ pie, as his Protedtion. But how far forth he was obliged 
*^ to follow the judgment of his Parliament therein, that is the 
"Queftion. And certainly, befides the words in the King^s 
^* Oath, referring unto fucn Laws as the People ihall choofe, 
^* as in fuch things which concern the Publick Weal and Good 
-' of the Kingdpm, They are the papft proper judges, who 
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'^ are fent from the whole Kingdom for that very purpofe ; fo 
^* they did not find, that Gnce Laws have pafled by way of 
'< Bills ( which are read Thrice in both Houfes, and Commit- 
'^ted^ and every part, and circumltance of them fully weigh- 
^^ed, and debated upon the Commitment, and afterwards 
^'pafled in both Houies) that ever the Kings of this Realm 
'' did deny them , otherwife than is expreflkd in that ufual 
^' Anfwer, Le Roy S'avifira^ which iignifies rather a fuipen- 
'^ (ion, than a refiifal of the Royal Aflent. And in thofe other 
^< Laws, which are framed by way of Petitions of Ri^t^ the 
'^ Houies of Parliament have tatcen themfelves to be fo far 
'^Judges of the Right claimed by them, thai when the King's 
^' Anfwer hath not, in every point, been fiilly according to 
^^ their defires, they have full infifted upon their claim, and 
<^ never refted fatisfy'd, till fuch time as they had ^ Anfwer 
^* according to their demand^ as had been done in the late Pe* 
^^ tition of Right, and in former times upon the like occafion. 
^^ And if the Parliament be Judge between the King and his 
*' People in the Queftion of Right (as by the ipanner in the 
^' claim in Petitions of Right , and by Judgements in Parlia- 
^' ment, in cafes of illegal Impofitions and Taxes , and the 
^^like it appears to be) why iliould they not be K) alfo, in 
** the Quellion of the Common Good, and Neceflity of the 
'^ Kingdom ; wherein the Kingdom hath as clear a Right alfo 
^^ tb have the benefit, and remedy of Law, as in any thing 
<*whatfoever? And yet they did not deny, but that in Pri- 
^' vate Bills, and alfo in Publick AOs of Grace, as Pardons, 
^<and the like Grants of Favour, his Majelty might have 
^^ a greater latitude of Granting, or Denying, as he ihould 
*« think fit. 

** A L L this confider'd, they faid, they could not but won- • 
*'der, that the Contriver of that Meflage (hould conceive, the 
** People of this Land to be fo void of Common fenfe, as to 
** enter into fo deep a miftruft of thofe, whom they have, and 
*' his Majefty ought to repofe fo great a Truft in, as to de- 
^^foair of any fecurity in their private Eftatcs, by Defcents, 
^*rurchafes, Afliirances, or Conveyances j unlefs his Majefty 
" fhould, by His Voce, prevent the prejudice, they might re- 
" ceive therein by the Votes of both Houfes of Parliament j as 
'* if They, who are efpecially chofen, and entrutted for that 
** purpofe, and who themfelves mult needs have fo great a 
" (hare in all Grievances of the Subjedi, had wholcly caft off 
^^all care of the Subjedls Good, and his Majelly had folely 
** taken it up; and as if it could be imagined, that They 
** fhould, by their Votes, overthrow the Rights of Defcents, 
^* Purchafes, or of any Conveyance or Aflurance, in whofe 
*' Judgement the whole Kingdom hath placed all thprparti-» 

O04 «cular 
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^ cular Interefts, if any of them fliould be called in queftion, 
^ in any of thofe cafes ^ and that (as not knowing where to 
^ place them, with greater fecurity) without any Appal 
•* from Them to any other Perfon, or Court wbatfbever. 

^BuT indeed they were very much tofeel^ how theCife 
^ of IJuU could concern Defcents and Purchafes , or Goo- 
^ veyances and ADiirances ^ unlefs it were in procuring more 
** fecurity to Men in their Private Interefts, by the prefervft* 
^ tion or the Whole from Confiifion, and DeftruOion ; and 
^ much lefs did they underftand, how the Soveraign Powa 
^ was reiifted, and defpifed therein. Certainly no Command \ 
*^ from his Majeftv, acid his High Court of Parliament (where i! 
"the Soveraign Power refides) was difobeyed by Sr J9l» 
^Hotham^ nor vet was his Majeft/s Authority^ deriv'dout 
^ of any other Court, nor by any legal Commiffion, or by 
•*any other way, wherein the Law had appointed his M»- 
^* jeity' Commands to be derived to his Subjefts j and of what 
** validity his Verbal Commands are, without anv fuch ftamp 
^'of his Authority upon them, and againft the Order of botn 
^Houfes of Parliament, and whether the not fubmitting 
"thereunto, be a refifting and defbifing of the Soveraign Au- 
"thority, they would leave to all Men to judge, that do at all 
"underitand the Government of this Kingdom. 

"They acknowledged that his Majefty had made many 
"expreffions of his Zeal, and Intentions againft the defperate 
^^defigns of the Papifts^ but yet it was alfo as true, that the 
" Counfels, which had prevail'd of late with him, had been 
"little fuitable to tho(e Expreflions, and Intentions. For 
" what did more advance the open, and bloody defign of the 
*' Papifts in Ireland (whereon the fecret Plots of the Papifts 
*^ here did, in all likelyhood depend) than his Majefty's ab- 
" fenting himfelf, in that manner that he did, from his Parlia- 
"ment^ and fetting forth fuch fliarp Invedtives againft them, 
^* notwithftanding all the humble Petitions, and other means, 
"which his Parhament had addrefled unto him, for his re- 
" turn, and for his fatisfadtion concerning their proceedings ? 
'* And what was more likely to give a rife to the defigns of 
"the Papifts (whereof there were fo many in the North, near 
" to the Town of HuU) and of other Malignant, and ill Af- 
"fefled Perfons (which were ready to joyn with them) or to 
" the Attempts or Forreigners from abroad, than the continu- 
" ing of that great Magazine at HuUj at this time, and con- 
** trary to the defire and advice of both Houfes of Parliament ? 
*'So that they had too much caufe to believe, that the Pa- 
"pifts had Itill fomc way and means, whereby ^hey had 
"influence upon his Majcfty's Counfels for their own ad- 
" vantage. 

"For 
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** For the Malignant Party, they faid, his Majefty needed 

** not a definition of the Law, nor yet a more full Charadlcr 

" of them from both Houfes of Parliament, for to find them 

•^ out, if he would pleafe only to apply the Charadter, tliat 

" Himfelf had made of them, to thow, unto whom it doth 

** properly and truly belong. Who are fo much difaflfedted to 

**the Peace of the Kingdom, as they that endeavour to dit 

** afledt his Majefty from the Houfes of Parliament, and per- 

^^ fwade him to be at fuch a diftance from them , both in 

•* place and aflfedlion? Who are more difaffedted to the Go- 

•* vemment of the Kingdom, than (iich as lead his Majefty 

*• away from hearkning to his Parliament; which by the Con- 

^ftitution of the Kingdom, is his greateft and beft Council^ 

<* and perfwade him to follow the malicious Counfels of fome 

*• private Men, in oppofing and contradicting the wholefome 

" Advices , and juft Proceedings of that his moft faithfiil 

** Council, and higheft Court? Who are they, that not only 

** negleA and deipife, but labour to undermine the Law un- 

•^der colour of maintaining it, but they that endeavour to de- 

•* ftroy the Fountain and Confervatory of the Law, which is 

"the Parliament? and who are they that fet up other Rules 

"for themfelves to walk by, than fuch as were according to 

** Law, but they that will make other Judges of the Law than 

"the Law hath appointed ; and fo diipence with their Obe- 

"dience to that, which the Law calleth Authority, and to 

"their determinations and refolutions, to whom the judge- 

"ment doth appertain by Law? For, when private Perfons 

"fliall make the Law to be their Rule according to their own 

^ underftanding, contrary to the judgement of thofe that arc 

" the competent Judges thereof, they fet up unto themfelves 

** other Rules than the Law doth acknowledge. Who thofe 

" Perfons were, none knew better than his Majefty himfelf : 

** And if he would pleafe to take all poflible caution of them, 

"as deftrudtive to the Common- wealth and Himfelf, and 

"would remove them from about him, it would be the mofl: 

^'eflfeflual means to compofe all the Diftradlions, and to cure 

*' the Diftempers of the Kingdom. 

"For the Lord Dighy's Letter, they faid, they did not 
«*make mention of it as a ground to hinder his Majefty from 
*< vifiting his own Fort j but they appealed to the judgement of 
<< any indifferent Man, that ftiould read that Letter, and com- 
^* pare it with the polture that his Majefty then did, and ftill 
" doth, ftand in towards the Parliament, and with the circum- 
** ftances of that late Adtion of his Majefty's going to HuU^ 
** whether the advifers of that Journey intended only a Vifit 
f* of that Fort, and Magazine ? 

**As to the ways and overtures of Accommodation, and 

"the 
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''Thet faidy thev did not except againft thofe chat prfr '^« 
^< rented a Petition to his Majefty at Ipri, for the contimniice 
<^ of the iVdagazineat Hif//> in reiped of their Conditkxi^ via 
^refped of their Number; becaufe they were metn Pmo^ 
^< or becaufe they were Few ^ but becaufe they being htt a 
^^few, and there being fo many more in the County of ai 
^good Quality as themfelves (who had, by their Peutioaco 
^' his Majefty, difavow'd that Ad of theirs ) that they Ihndd 
<< take upon them the Style of all the Gentry, and TnhaMrtBB 
''of that County; and, under diat Tide, mould prdGjmeto 
• ^ interpofe their Advice contrary to the Votes of botfaHoubi 
'< of Parliament : And, if it could be made to appear, that any 
^ of thofe Petitions, that are faid to have been prdiented to 
^ the Houfes of Parliament, and to have been of a ftranie 
'^ namre, were of fuch a nature as that, diey were coim* 
'^ dent, that they were never receiv'd with their Confent and 
f' Approbation. 

^'whether there was an intention to deprive & J^tm 
^^ Hotham of his Life, if his Majeily bad been admitted into 
^ Hull I and whether the Information were fuch, as that he 
'^ had ground to believe it, they would not bring into queftion ; 
'^ for that was not, or ought not to have been, the ground for 
^'doing what he did: iNeither was the number of hia Mblr 
^'jcfty's Attendants, for being more or fewer, much confider- 
''able in this Cafcj for although it were true, that if his 
^ Majefty had entered with twenty Horfe only, he might hap- 
*' pily have found means for to have forced the Entrance of 
'* the reft of his Train ; who, being once in the Town, would 
*' not have been long without Arms j yet that was not the 
''ground, upon which "S^ John Hot bam vr^s to ^rocQtdybai 
" upon the Admittance of the King into the Town at aU, (b 
" as to deliver up the Town and Magazine onto him, and 
"to whomfoever he fliould give the Command thereof, 
*' without the Knowledge and Confent of both Houfes of Par- 
*' liament, by whom he was entrufted to the contrary ; and 
"his Majelty having declar'd that to be his intention con- 
*' cerning the Town, in a McflTage that he fent to the Parlia- 
"menr, not long before he went to Hull-j faying, that he did 
" not doubt, but that Town fliould be deliver'd up to him. 
" whenfoever he plcafed, as fuppofing it to be kept againft 
" him ; and in like manner concerning his Magazine, in his 
"Meflageofthe 24.th of April^ wherein it is exprefled, that 
" his Majefty went thither, with a purpofe to take into his 
*' hands the Magazine, and to difpofe or it in fuch manner, as 
*'he Ihould think fit: Upon thofe Terms, S^JohnHfftham 
*' could not have admitted his Majefty, and have made good 
^} his Truft to the Parliament, though his Majefty would have 

'* cnter'd 
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^ entered done, without any Attendants at all- of his own> 
^or of the Prince or Duke, his Sons; which they did not 
* wifli tp be lefi, than they were, in their Number, but could 
f-<« heartily wilh that they were generally better in their Con- 
Edition. 

'< In the clofe of that Meflage,his MajeOy dated the Cafe 
*<of Hd?; and thereupon inferred, that the Adt oiS^Jehn 
^Hvibsam was levying War againft the King; and, confe- 
^quently, that it was no lefi than High Treafon, by the Let- 
*^ter of the Statute of the &; Edv), III. cb. a. unle(s the fcnfe , 
<^of that Statute were very bx differing from the Letter 
«tiicfeof. 

^In the dating of that Cafe, they faid, divers Particulars 
^xx&^t be obferv (d, wherein it was not rightly ftated : As, 

1. **That hisMajeity's going to Hml^ was only an en- 
^deavour to vi(it a Town^ and Fort of his : whereas it was 
** indeed to Poflefi himfelfof the Town, and Magazine there, 
^ and to difpofe of them, as he himfelf Ihould chink good, 
^ without, and contrary to the Advice, and Orders of botn 
^Houles of Parliament^ as did clearly appear by his Majefly's 
^ own Declaration of his Intentions therein, by his Medages 
^CobothHoufes, immediately before, and afcer that Journey. 
^ Nor could they believe, diat any Man, who ihould confider 
^the drcumftances of that Journey to HuOy could think ^ 
^^ that his Majefly would have gone thither at that time, and 
^in that pomire, that he was pleafedto put himfelf in co- 
<« wards the Parliament, if he had intended only a ViQt of the 
^ Town and Magazine. 

2. "It was £Sd to be his Majefty's own Town, and his 
^own Magazine, which being underltoodin that fenfe, as was 
"before exprefled, as if his Majedy had a private Intereit of 
"Propriety therein, they could not admit it tobefo. 

3. "Which was tne main Point of all, S^ John Hotham 
^was fiud to have Qiut the Gates againft his Majelty, and to 
" have made refidance with Armed Men, in defiance of his 
" Majefty ^ whereas it was indeed in obedience to his Majedy, 
"and his Authority, and for his Service, and the Service of 
" the Kingdom^ for which ufe only, all that Intered is, that 
"the King hath in the Town ^ and it is no further his to dif- 
" pofe of, than he ufed it for that end : and S'Jchn Hotham 
"beiog Commanded to keep the Town and Magazine, for his 
" N^jdly and the Kingdom, and not to deliver them up, but 
" by his Majedy's Authority fignified by both Houfes of Par- 
" liament, all that was to be underdood by thofe expreflions, 
^' of his denying, and oppofmg his Majedy's entrance, and 
<* telling him in plain terms, that he fliould not come in, was 
"only this, that he humbly deGred his Majedy to forbear 

"his 
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^ his entrance till he might acquaint the Parliament ; and , 
<< that his Authority mi^t come (ignified to him by faodi 
^< Houfes of Parliament^ according to the Truft repofed in 
^ him. And certainly, if the Letter of the Statute of dxl 
^ 15 £^9. III. ch. z. be thought to import this. That no Wtr f 
^ can be Levied ^nft the King, but what is diredied, and } 
« intended againft &s Peribn, or that every Levying of Forces : 
<<for the Defence of the King's Authority, and ot his King- j" 
^ dom, againit the Perfonal Commands of the King ofipoied ! 
« thereunto, though accompanied with his Prefence, is Le* 
« vying War againit the King, it is very tar from die SenK 
^ ot that Statute ^ and fo muoi the Statute it felf fpeaks (bO' 9 
^ fides the Authority of Book-Cafes ^ Precedents of dtvdi n 
« Traytors condemn^ upon that interpretation thereof. 3 For '! 
« if the Claufe of Levying of War had been meant only t- . 
<^gainftthe King's Perton, what need bad there been tbcseof ; 
^ after the other branch of Trealbn, in the fame Statute^ of l 
<< compafling the King's Death, which would neceffirfly mtf \ 
^ implied this ? And becaufe the former Gaufe dcxh imply : 
<< this, it feems notat all to be intended in this latter branoi; | 
^ but only the Levying of War againft the King , that i^ ■' 
^^ againft his Laws and Authority: and die Levying of War ' 
<< againft his Laws and Authority, though not s^ainft his Fo''* 
<^fon, is Levying War 2Sfan& the King: but the Levying of 
^ Force againft his Pertonal CommaiKis , diough aGOoropa- 
^ nied with his Prefence, and not againft his Laws and Au- 
^* thority, but in the maintenance ttereof, is no Levyii^ of 
« War againft the King, but for him. 

"Here was then, they faid, their Cafe : In a time of fo 
^ many fucceflive Plots, and Defigns of Force againft the Par- 
** liament, and the Kingdom ; in a time of probable Inva- 
" fion from abroad, and that to begin at Hui/j and to take the 
" oppormnity of feizing upon fo great a Magazine there ; in a 
«« time of fo great diftance and alienation of his Majefty's Af- 
" fedlion from his Parliament ( and in Them from his King- 
**dom, which they reprefent ) by the wicked fuggeftions of a 
"few Malignant Perlons, by whofe mifchievous Counfds 
** he was wholely led away from his Parliament, and theif 
^< faithful Advices and Counfels : In fuch a time, die Lords 
^ and Commons in Parliament command S^John Hofkam^ to 
^'draw in fome of the Train'd-bands of the parts adjacent to 
^ the Town of HuU^ for the fecuring that Town and Maga- 
•^ zine for the Service of his Majeliy , and of the Kingdom : 
•*of the fafety whereof there is a higher Truft repoied in 
« Them, than any where elfe j and they are the proper Judges 
« of the danger thereof. 

"This Town and Magazine being entrufted to SrJ$hn 

Hotkam 
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*' HothMf$y with exprefe order not to deliver them up, but by 
'< the Kii^s Authority (knified by both Houfes of Parliamenr^ 
** his Majefty^ contrary U) the Advice and Diredtions of both 
** Houfes of Farliament^without the Authority of any Court, or 
*^ any Legal way, wherein the Law appoints the King to fpeak 
^*and command, accompanied with the fame evil Council 
^^ about him that he had before, by a Verbal command requires 
^' Sr Jabm Hot bam to admit him into the Town, that he might 
^'dlTpofe of It, and of the Migraine there, according to his 
**own, or rather according to the pleafure of thofe evil 
^^ Counfellors, who are dill in fo much credit about him ^ in 
^^like manner as the Lord Dkh had continual recourfe unto, 
^* and countenance from, the Queen's Majefty in HoliaTtd-, by 
'^ which means he had opportunity ftill to communicate his 
^^ Traiterous conception^ and fu^j^tions to both their Ma- 
^^ jefties : fuch as thoSs were concerning his Majelty's retiring 
^^ to a place rf Stretch, and Declaring himfelf, and his own 
^^ advancing his Majefty's Service in fuch a way beyond the 
^^ Seas, and after that reforting to his Majefty in fiich a place 
*^ of ifaren^h ; and divers other things of diat nature, contain* 
^^ ed in his Letter to the Queen's Majefty, and to Sr Lewis 
^Drves^ a Perfon, that luul not the leait part in this late bufi- 
^< nefs of HuB^ and was preiimtly difpatched away into Hoi- 
*' taikij loon ^er his Majefty's return from HpU^ for what 
*' Purpofe, they left the world to judge. 

*' Upon the reftifal of Sr Jolm Hotham to admit his Ma- 
•^ jefty into HuU^ prefently, without any due procefs of Law, 
^^ before his Majefty had ient up the narration of his Fadt to 
^' the Parliament, he was prodaim'd Traytor^ and yet it was 
<^ faid, that therein was no violation of the Subjects Rights, 
** nor any breach of the Law, nor of the Privilege of Parlia- 
** meat, though Sr John Hotham be a Mefnber of the Houfe 
<^ of Commons^ aiid that his Majefty muft have better rea- 
** fon than bare Votes, to beHeve the contrary ; although the 
'* Votes of the Lords and Commons in Parliament, being the 
** Great Council of the Kingdom, are the reafon of the King, 
<<and of the Kingdom : yet theie Votes, they faid, did not 
<^ want clear and apparent reafon for them ; for if the folemn 
<< proclaiming him a Traitor fi^nify any thing, it puts a Man, 
^< and all tHofe that any way aid, aflift, or adhere unto him, 
*^ in the fame condition of Traitors ^ and draws upon him 
« all the confcquences of Treafon : And if that might be done 
<^ by Law, without due procefs of Law, the Subjed hath a 
*'very poor defence of the Law, and a very fmall, if any, 
<« proportion of Liberty thereby. And it is as little fatisfa- 
" "' I to a Man, that fliall be expofed to fuch Penalties, by 
Declaration oi him to be Traytot, to fay, he Ihall 
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^^ have a Legal Tryal afcerwards^ as it is to condemn a Man 
^^ ixtL and try him iafterwards. And if there could be a ne- 
^' cemty for any fuch proclaiming a Man a Traytbr without 
<< due procefs of Law, yec there was none, in ti^s cafe; fcr 
^^hisMajefly might as well have ejcpeded the judgment xf^ 
^'Parliament (which was the right way) as he bad leafiire 
^^to fend to them to demand julticeagainft SiJ^bmiMbsm. 
'' And the breach of Privilege of Parliament was as dear in 
^^ this Cafe, as the fubverfion of theSubjeds Commoanglx: 
<' For, though the Privileges of Parliament, do not extendi 
'^ thole Cafes, mentioned in the Declaration, of Tra^bo, fi»-, 
^^lony, and meach of Peace, fo as to exempt the Metnb^t 
^' of Parliament from punilhment, nor from all manner of 
^^ Procc(s and Tryal, as it doth in other Cafes ^ yet itdothEri- 
^Wile^e them in the Way, and Method of their Tryal and | 
*^ Puniihment ; and that the Parliament Qiould have tbeCnfe \ 
^^ frrft brought before them, that they may judgie of thcFifti 
'^ and of the grounds of the Accuiation^ ancfhow iar fbrditbe 
^^ manner of their Tryal may concern, or not concern tbi Hth 
^ vilege of Parliament. Otherwife it would be in the powers 
^^ not only of his Maiefty, but of every Private ipan, uadfii 
^^ pretenfions of Treaions, or thofe other Crimes, xp ttkAmf 
*^ Man from his Service in Parliament j and ib as many, one \ 
^^ after another, as he pleafeth ^ and, confequently, to make a 
'^ Parliament what he will, when he will ; which would be a 
^^ breach of fo Eflential a Privilege of Parliament, as thoc dx 
^^ very Being thereof depends upon it. And ther^fixe they 
^^ no ways doubted but every One, that had taken the Prote- 
^^ ftacion, would, according to his Solemn Vow, and Oathj 
^^ defend it with his Life, and Fortune. Neither did the fit- 
'^ ting of a Parliament fufpend all, or any Law, in maintaio- 
^^ ing that Law, which upholds the Privilege of Parliament; 
^* which upholds the Parliament j which upholds the King- 
'^ dom. And they were fo far from believing, that his Ma- 
*' jelly was the only Perfon againft whom Tredbn could not 
^' be committed, that, in fome ienie, they acknowledged he j 
*' was the only Fcrfon againll whom it Could be committed: | 
^^ that is, as he is King : and that Treafon which is againu 
^' the Kingdom, is more againlt the King, than that which ii , 
*^ againll his Perfon ; becaufc he is King : For that very Trea- i 
^' fon is not IVeafon, as it is againil him as a Man, but as 
^^ a Man that is a King^ and as he hath relation to the King- 
*^ dom, and (lands as a Perfon entrulted with the Kingdom, ' 
" and difcharging that Truft. 

*' N o w, they faid, the Cafe was truly ftated, and all the 
<^ world might judge where the Fault was j although they 
<* nniil avow, that there could be no competent Judge of this 

"or 
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^ or any the like Caie, but a Parliament. And they were as 
^confident, that his Majefty fhould never have caufe to re- 
«fbrc to any other Court, or Courfe, for the vindication of 
^ his jolt Privileges, and for the recovery and maintenance 
^ of his known, aiKi undoubted Rights, if there Ihould be any 
^^Invafion, or Violation thereof than to his high Court of 
<<ParliatDent: And, in cafethote wicked Counfellors about 
<^him, (hould drive him into any other Courfe from, and 
^ againit his Parliament, whatever his Majefty^s expreiiions, 
^ and intentions were, they (hould appeal to all mens Con- 
<< fciences ; and defire, that they would lay their hands upon 
<< their hearts, and think with themfelves, whether fuch rer- 
<^ Tons, as had of late, and ftill did reibrt unto his Majefty,- 
^ and had his ear, and favour molt, either had been, or were ' 
^« more Zealous Aflertors of the true Proteftant Profeffion 
" ^although they believed they were more eamefl in the Pro- 
« teftant Profeflion. thsm in the Proteftant Religion ) or the 
'< Law of the Lanc^ the Liberty of the Subjed, and the Privi- 
*Meges of the Parliament, than the Members of both Houfes 
<' of Parliament; who were infinuatedto be the Deierters, 
^* if not the Deftroyers of diem : And whether if they could 
<^ mailer this Parliament by force, they would not hold up 
^^ the fame power to deprive us of all Parliaments; which are 
^ the Ground, and Pillar of the Subjefts Liberty, and that 
^^ which only maketh England a free Monarchy. 

"For the Order of Afliitance to the Committee of both 
<< Houfes; as they had no Diredtions or InftruOions, but 
"what had the Laws for their Limits, and the Safety of the 
" Land for their Ends, fo they doubted not but all Perfons 
" mentioned in that Order, and all his Majefty's good Sub« 
"jedls, would yield obedience to his Majeit/s Authority^ 
" fignified therem by both Houfes of Parliament. And thac 
'< all Men might the better know their duty in matters of thac 
" nature, and upon how fure a ground They go, that follow 
" the judgement of Parliament for their Guide, they wilhed 
<^ them judiciouf ly to conGder the true meaning, and ground 
" of that Statute made in the eleventh Year of King Hen. VIL 
^* ch. I. which was printed at large in the end of his Majefty's 
"Meffage of the fourth olMay\ That Statute provides, that 
<'none who fliall attend upon the King, and do him true Ser- 
<^ vice, (hould be attainted, or forfeit any thing. What was 
" the Scope of that Statute ? To provide that Men fliould not 
"fuflfer as Tray tors, forferving the King in his Wars accord- 
<^ ing to the duty of their Megiance? If this had been all, 
*^ it had been a very needlefs, and ridiculous Statute. Was 
*' it then intended f as They feem'd to tdce the meaning of it 
« to be, that caufed it to be printed after his Majefty's Mef- 
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^< fage ) that They fliould be free from all Crime and Pe* 
^^ nalty, chat fhould follow the King, and ferve him in War 
<< in any cafe whatibever ; whether it were for, or againft the 
<^ Kingdom, and the Laws thereof? That could not be ^ for 
^^chat could not itand with the Duty of their Allegiance; 
^< which, in the beginning of the Statute, was exprefled to be 
<'to ferve the King for the time being in his Wars, for the 
^' defence of Him , and the Land^ and therefore if it be 
^^ a^nil the Land ( as it cannot be underftood to be other* 
^' wife, if it be againft the Parliament , the Reprefentative 
<< body of the Kingdom ) it is a declining from die duty oE 
<^ Allegiance; which this Statute fuppoied may be done, 
^^ though Men Qiould follow the King's Peiibn in the War : 
<^ Otherwife there had been no need of fuch a Privifo in the 
'< end of the Statute, that none Qiould take the benefit there* 
^^ by, that fliould decline from their Alliance. That there- 
^^fore which is the principal Verb in this Statute is|, The 
<^ ferving of the King for tne time being ; which could not 
<< be meant of Ferkim IVMrbeck^ or any that fliould C£dl himfelf 
^^King; but fuch a One, as whatever his Title might prove, 
'< either in Himfelf, or in his Anceftors, fliould be received, 
^^ and acknowledged for fuch by the Kingdom ; the Omfenc 
<' whereof cannot be difcern'd but by Kirliament ; the Adt 
** whereof is the Adl of the whole Kingdom, by the Perfonal 
<< Suffrage of Che Peers, and the delegate Confent of all the 
*' Commons oiEmgUnd, 

"And Henry the VIL a wife King, confidering that what 
^* was the cafe (ARicb. III. his Predeceflbr, might, by chance 
"of battle, be his own; and that he might at once, by fuch 
*' a Statute as this, fatisfy fuch^ as had lerv'd his Predeceflbr 
** in Ills Wars, and alfo fecure thofe, which would ferve Him, 
*' wJio might otherwife fear to ferve him in the Wars ; left, 
" by chance of Battle, that might happen to him alfo (if a 
*« Duke of Tork had fee up a Title againlt him ) which had 
*^ happened to his Predeceubr, he procured this Statute to be 
** made, That no man fhould be accounted aTraytor for fer- 
^^ ving the King, in his Wars, for the time being , that is, 
** which was for the prefent allowed , and received by the 
^< Parliament in behalf^ of the Kingdom : And, as it is truly 
'* fuggefted, in the preamble of the Statute, it is not agreeable 
*^ to Reafonor Confcience, that it fliould be otherwife^ fee- 
** ing Men fliould be put upon an Impoflibility of knowing 
«* their Duty, if the judgement of the higheft Court fliould not 
*^ be a Rule, and Guide to them. And if the judgement there- 
*' of fhould be followed, where the Queflion is, who is King ? 
** much more, what is the befl Service of the King, and King- 
*^ dom ? And therefore thofe, who fhould guide themfelves 
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** by the judgement of Parliament ought, whatever happen, 
** to be fecure and free from all Account and Penalties, upon 
" the Grounds and Equity of this very Statute. 

** T H E Y faid, They would conclude, that although thofe 
" wicked Counfellors about his Majefty, had prefuni'd, un- 
^* der his Majefty's Name, to put that diflionour, and affront 
^ upon both Houfcs of Parliament j and to make Them the 
** countenancers of Treafon, enough to have diflblv'd aU the 
'^ bands, and finews of confidence between his Majelly, and 
^ his Parliament ( of whom the Maxim of the Law is, that a 
'^ diihohourable thing ought not to be imagin'd of them ) yec 
'^ they doubted not, but it (hould, in the end, appear to all 
*^ the world, that their endeavours had been molt hearty and 
** fincere, for the maintenance of the trtie Proteitant ReU- 
"gionj the King's juft Prerogative j the Laws, and Liberties 
"of the Land 5 and the Privileges of Parliament : in which 
** endeavours, by the Grace of uod, they would ftill pcrfift, 
" though they ihould perilh in the work j which if it flxnild 
*^ be, it was much to be feared, that Religion, Laws, Liber- 
** ties, and Parliaments, would not be long lived ^ter them. 

This Declaration wrought more upon the minds of Men, 
than all that they had done ^ for the bufincfs at UuU Was, by 
very many, thought to be done before projefted 5 and the Ar- 
gument of the Militia to be|enter'd upon at firft in paflion, and 
afterwards jpurfued with that vehemence, infenfibly, by be- 
ing engaged^ and that both extravagances had fo much weigh- 
ed down the King's Trefpafles, in coming to the Houfe arid 
accufing the Members, that a reafonable agreement Would 
have been the fooner confented to on all hands. Butwheri^ 
by this Declaration, they faw Foundations laid, upon which 
not only what had been alreajdy done^ would be well juilifi- 
ed, but whatfoever they fliould, hereafter, find convenient to 
fecond what was already done^ and that not only the King^ 
but the Regal Power was either fuppreOed, or depofited m 
other hands ; the irregularity, and monftroufnefs of which 
Principles found little oppofition or refinance, even for the 
Irregularity, and Monftroufiiefs : Very many thought it as un- 
fafc to be prefent at thofe Confultations, as to confent to thei 
Conclufionsj and fo great Numbers of the Members of both 
Houfcs abfenting themfelvesj and many, efpecially of the 
Houfe of Peers, reforted to his Majetty at Tork* So that, in 
the Debates of the higheft confequence there was not ufu- 
ally orefent, in the Houfe of Commons, the fifth part of their 
jult Numbers; and very often, not above a Dozen or Thir- 
teen, in the Houfe of Peers. In the mean time the King 
had a full Court, and received all Comers with great clemen- 
cy, and grace \ calling always all the Peers to Council, and 
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communicating wich them all fuch Declarations, as he thought ' 
fie Co pubUih in Anfwer to thofe of the Parliament^ and all 
Meflages, and whatever elfe was nece(&r]r to be done for the 
improvement of his condition: And having now the Great 
Seal with him, ifliied fuch Proclamations, as were feufonaUe 
for the prefervation of the Peace of the Kingdom. Firft he 
publifh'd a Declaration in Anfwer to that of the nineteenth 
of Mjn^ in which bis Majelty (aid, 
iiisiujefy's « T H A T if he could be weary of taking any pains for the 
^^dIIl^a^ ** fatis&^on of his People, and to undeceive them of thofe 
thntfthe '^fp^cious, mifchicvous infiifions, which were daily inftilfd 
19th rf ^^-into them to (bake, and corrupt their Loyalty, and A£fe&i- 
May. (c on to his Majefty and his Government, after fo fiill, znd 
^^ ample Declaration of himfelf and Intentions, and (o fair 
^^ and fatis&Qory Anfwers to all fuch matters ais had been ob- 
^^jedled to him, by a Major part prefent to both Houfes of 
^ Parliament, He might well give over that labour of his 
^ Pen : and (it (till, tiliit lliould pleafe God to enlighten the 
'^afleoions, and underftanding^ of his good Subjeos on his 
^^ behalf ( which he doubted not, but that, in His good Time, 
^^he would do) that they might fee His fufierings were 
*' Their fufieringi : but fince, inltead of applying them(elves 
*^ to the method, propofed by his Majeftv, of maKing fiich (b- 
*Mid particular Propoutions, as might e(iabliih a good under- 
^^ {landing between them, or of following the advice of his 
^^ Coixncii of Scotlamd (with whom they communicated their 
'^afiairs ) in forbearing all means that might make the breach 
** wider, and the wound deeper ^ they had chofen to purfue 
^^ his Majelty with new Reproaches, or rather to continue 
*' and improve the old, by adding, and varying little Circum- 
** fiances and Language, in matters formerly urged by them, 
*' and fully Anfwer'd by his Majelty, He had prevaird with 
^^ himfelf, upon very mature and particular con(ideration of 
*^ it, to Anfwer the late printed Book, Entituled, A Declaration, 
** or Remonltrance of the Lords and Commons, which was 
^' ordered, the nineteenth of -A/tfy laft, to be printed and pub- 
*^ lifted j hoping then, that they would put his Majefty to no 
^* more of that trouble, but that That ihould have tJeen the 
^' iait of fuch a Nature they would have communicated to 
** his People ; and that they would not, as they had done 
*'fince, have thought fit to aflault him with a newer Decla- 
•* ration, indeed of a very New nature, and Learning; which 
^' Ihould have another Anfwer : and he doubted not, but that 
*^ his good Subjedts would, in fliort time, be fo well inftru£t- 
^' ed in the differences, and miftakings between them, that 
^' they would plainly difccrn, without refigning their reafon 
" and underftanding to His Prerogative, or the Infallibility 

"of 
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^ of a now Major part of both Houfes of Parliament ( in* 
^fcStcd by a few Malignant Spirits) where the Fault 
**wa». 

^His Majefly faid. Though he fliould, with all humility 
^ and ahaity, be always forward to acknowledge the Infinite 
^ Mercy, and Providence of Almighty God, vouchfijfed, fo 
« many feveral ways, to Himfelf and this Nation : yet fince 
^ ^ God himfelf dodi not allow, that we (hould fancy, and 
^create dangers to our felves. that we might manifeit, and 
cc publifli his Mercy in our Deliverance ^ he muft profefs, that 
« nc did not know thofe Deliverances, mentioned in the be- 
<< ginning of that Declaration, from fo many wicked Plots 
c^and Defigns, (ince the beginning of this Parliament^ which, 
^ if they had taken efiedl, would have brought ruin and deftru- 
^dlion upon this Kingdom. His Majelly well knew the great 
<< labour and skill, which had been uled to amufe, and afSright 
*<bis good Subjeds with fears, and apprehenfions of Plots 
^and Confpiracies; the feveral Pamphlets publifh'd, and Let- 
^ ters fcattefd up and down, ftill ot (iich ridiculous contem- 
c^ptible Animadveriions to that purpofe, as (though they 
^ found, for what end God knows, very unufual countenanc^ 
'<<no Sober Man would be moved witn them. Bur, he mult 
^ confeis, he had never been able to inform himfelf of any 
<<fuch pernicious, form'd defign agahift the Peace of the 
<< Kingdom, fince the beginning of this Parliament, as was 
« mentioned in that Declaration j or which mig^t be any War- 
^ rant to thofe great fears, both Houfes of Parliament ieem'd 
<^to be tranfported with j but he had great reafon to believe, 
^ that more mifchief and danger had been raifed and begot-> 
^ ten, to the difhirbance of the Kingdom , than cured and 
<^ prevented, by thofe Fears, and Jealoufies. And therefore, 
^ however the rumour, and difcourfe of Plots and Confpira- 
«cies, might have been neceflary to the defigns of particu- 
*« lar Men, they fliould do well not to pay any felfe Devo* 
<<tions to Almighty God, who difcerns whether our dangers 
''are real, or pretended. 

''For the bringing up of the Army to London^ as his Ma- 
" jefty had heretofore, by no other diredlion than the tefti- 
" mony of a good Confcience, caird God to witnefs that he 
"never had, or knew of, any fuch Refolution; fo he faid^ 
"upon the view of the Depofitions now publiili'd with that 
" Declaration, it was not evident to his Majefty, that there 
'* was ever fuch a Defign ; unlefs every loofe Difcourfe, or 
" Argument, be evidence enough of a Defign : And it was 
"apparent, that what had been feid of it, was near three 
"Months before the difcovery to both Houfes of Parlia- 
" ment ; fo that if there were any danger threatcn'd that way, 
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^^ Since the Proceeding againft the Lord KimioAo»^wi \'^ 
^^thc five Members 9 was ftili looked upon, and fo otai t;[ 
^' prcded, as fo great an advantage againft his Majefty, thitno sy 
^' Recradion made by him, nor no A&ion, fince that tiOM i^ 
^'' committed againft Him, and the Law of the Land, under ij:^ 
•* the pretence of Vindication of Privilege, could fatisfy the \ 
'^ Contrivers oi that Declaration, but that they would hive jJ 
^his good Subjeds believe, tlie Accusation of thofe fii 
*' Members mult be a Plot for the breaking the Neck of die 
^^ Parliament ( a (Irange Arrogance if any of thofe Memben 
^^had the Penning of that Declaration) and that it was fi> 
^^ often urged againft him, as if by that fingle, cafual Mi- |: 
*^ ftake of his, in form only, he had forfeited all Duty, Qe- \ 
^' dit , and Allegiance from his People, he faid, he would, | 
^' without endeavouring to excufe that, which in truth was an |i 
^* Error ( his going to the Houfe of Commons^ give his Peo- 
**ple, a full, and clear Narration of the matter of Fadt^ af ;! 
^^ furing himfelf, that his good Subjedts would not find his \ 
^^ carriage in that bufmefs, fuch as had been reported. \ 

*' H I s Majefty faid , That when he refolv^d , upon fuch ; 
*' grounds, as, when they Oiould be publiflied, would (atisfy \ 
*^ the World, that it was fit for his own Safety, and Honour, * 
^' and the Peace of the Kingdom, to proceed againft thofe 
^^ Perfons ; though he well knew, there was no degree of 
*^ Privilege in that Cafe; yet to fliew his defire of Correlpon- 
** dcnce with the two Houfcs of Parliament, he chofe rather 
*' than to apprehend their Perfons by the ordinary Minifters 
^^ot Juftice (which, according to the opinion, and pradtice 
^' of former times, he might have done ) to Command his 
•' Atturney General, to acquaint his Houfe of Peers with his 
** intention, and the general matters of his Charge ( which 
*^ was yet more particular, than a mecr Accufation) and to 
*^ proceed accordingly ; and at the fame time fent a fworn 
*' Servant, a Serjeant at Arms, to the Houfe of Commons, 
** to acquaint them, that his Majefty did accufe, and intended 
*^ to profecute the five Members of that Houfe for High 
*^ Treafon ; and did require, that their Perfons might be fe- 
^^ cured in Cuftody. This he did, not only to fhew that he 
*^ intended not to Violate, or Invade their Privileges, but to 
** ufe more Ceremony towards them, than he then conceived 
*Mn juftice might be required of him; and expedted at leaft 
** fuch an Anfiver, as might inform him, if he were out ot 
** the way ; but he received none at all ; only, in the inftant, 
*' without oflfering any thing of their Privileges to his Conli- 
** deration, an Order was made, and the fame Night publilh- 
*^ ed in Print, That if any Pcrfbn whatfoever, (hould offer to 
'^ Arreft the Perfbn of any Member of that Houfe, without 

« ftrit 
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*« firft acquainting that Houfe therewith, and receiving further 

•*' Order from that Houfe, that it ihould be Lawful for fuch 

** Member, or any Perfon, to refift them, and tottand upon 

•*his, or their Guard of Defence; and to make refifhnce, 

^ according to the Proteftation taken to defend the Privilege 

'^ of Parliament : And this was the firft time that he heard 

** the Proteftation might be wrefted to foch a fenfe, or that in 

^^ any Cafe, though of the moft undoubted and unqueftion- 

•^ able Privilege, it might be Lawful for any Perfon to reiift, 

^ and ufe violence againft a Publick Minifter of Juttice, arm'd 

•*.with Lawful Authority; though his Majeity well knew, 

^' that even fuch a Minifter might be puniihed for executing 

** fuch Authority. 

**Upon viewing that Order, his Majefty confefled, he 
** was fomewhat amaz'd, having; never feen, or heard of the 
** like ; though he had known Members of either Houfe com- 
'^ mitted, without fo much formality as he had ufed , and 
*' upon Crimes of a far infcriour nature to thofc he had fug- 
^' gefted ; and having no courfe propofed him for his Pro- 
^' ceeding, he was, upon the matter, only told, that againft 
** thofe Perfons he was not to proceed at all ; that they were 
** above His reach, or the reach of the Law. It was not eafy 
** for him to refolve what to do : If he imploy'd his Minifters 
** of Tuftice in the ufual way for their apprehcnfion, who 
** without doubt would not have refufed to have executed 
•* his Lawful Commands, he iaw what oppoCition, and re- 
** fiftance, was Hke to be made; which, very probably, might 
*• have colt fome Blood : If he fat ftill, and defitted upon 
** that Terrour, he fliould, at the belt, have confefled his 
*' own want of Power, and the weaknefs of the Law. In that 
** (treight, he put on a fuddain Refolution, to try whether his 
**own Prefencc, and clear difcovery of his Intention, which 
*^ happily might not have been fo well underftood, could re- 
•• move thofe Doubts, and prevent thofe Inconveniencies, 
** which feem'd to have been threaten'd ; and thereupon, he 
*^Refolv'd to go in his own Perfon, to the Houfe of Com- 
*' mons ; which he difcover'd not, till the very minute of his 
•Agoing; when he fent out Orders, that his Servants, and 
•* luch Gentlemen as were then in his Court, Ihould attend 
** him to Wiftminfierj but giving them exprefs Command as 
*' he had exprefled in his Anfwcr to the Ordinance, that no 
*' Accidents, or Provocation, ihould draw them to any fuch 
** Adtion, as might imply a purpofe of Force in his Majelty ; 
** and Himfelf, requiring thole of his Train not to come 
*^ within the Door, went into the Houfe of Commons; the 
** bare doing of which, he did not then conceive, would have 
f* been thought more a breach of Privilege, than if he had 
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^^ Aafwcring his rcafbns, or fatisfying his juft demands, to Uak j'ci 
<' his Declarations and Anfwcrs, as if they were hot his own-, \^ 
^^ a boldy fenllefs Imputation : He faid he was fure, that every ^'^ 
'^ Anfwer, and Declaration, publiQicd by his Majefty, vai 'fc 
*' much more his own, than any one of thofe bold, chreatningi ;^fe 
^^ and reproachful Petitions, and Remonitrances, were die ^'il 
*' Adts ot either, or both Houfes. And if the Penner of the .j'F: 
^^ Declaration had been careful of the Trult repofed in hin, Ys 
^^ he would never have denied ( and thereupon found fiuk -f* 
'^ with his Majelty's juft indignation) in the Text or MargeiU| I'l 
^' that his Majefty had never been charged with the IntendoB V\ 
'^ of any Force; and that in their whole Declaration, ttee r' 
^^ was no one word tending to any fuch reproach ; &e con* (' 
** trary whereof was fo evident, that his Majefty was, in o ;* 
^^ pre/s terms, charged in that Declaration, that he had fent ;* 
** them gracious Meflages, when, with his Privity, bringing ■* 
^'up the Army was in agitation; and, even in that Deckrar 
'' tion, they fought to make the People believe fi>me fudi 
*^ thing to be proved, in the Depofitions therewith publifliedj > 
'^ wherein, his Majeity doubted not, they would as much fail, " 
*^ as they did in their Cenfure of that Petition, fliew^d for* . * 
^' merly to his Majeity by Captain Z^£« and fubfcribedby him ' ' 
'^ C. R. which, notwithltandmg his IVkjelty's ftill, and pard- 
*' cular Narration of the fubftance of that Petition, the cir- 
*' cumlhnces of feeing and approving it, that Declaration wa^ 
^' pleafed to fay, was full of Scandal to the Parliament, and 
** might have proved dangerous to the whole Kingdom. If 
^^ they had that dangerous Petition in their hands, his Majefty 
^^ laid, he had no reafon to believe any tcnderne& towards 
*' Him had kept them from communicating it; if they had it 
" not, his Majefty ought to have been believed : But that all 
^* good People might compute their other pretended dangers 
'' by their clear underltanding of that, the noife whereof nad 
*^ not been inferiour to any of the reft, his Majefty faid, he 
* had recover'd a true Copy of the very Petition he had fign'd 
"with C. R. which Ihould, in fit time, be publilhed; and 
*' which, he hoped, would open the eyes of his good People. 

"Concerning his Warrant for M*" Jem^yns Paflage, 
" his Anfwer was true, and full ; but for his "black Sattin Suit, 
" and white Boots, he could give no Account. 

"His Majefty had complain'd in his Declaration, and, as 
" often as he Ihould have occaiion to mention his return, and 
*^ rclidence near "London^ he Ihould complain, of the barbarous 
" and feditious Tumults at White-Rally and IVeftminfter-^ which 
*^ indeed had been fo full of Scandal to his Government, and 
" danger to his Pcrfon, that he (hould never think of his re- 
*^turn thither, till hehadjultice for what was pall, and Se- 

" curity 
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^^curity for the time to come: And if there were fo great a 

^^neceflity^'or deiire of his return, as was pretended, in all 

^< this time^ upon fo often prefling hisdefires, and upon caufes 

^' ib notorious, he (houlcf at leait have procured fome Older 

<^ for the future. But that Declaration told his Majefty he was, 

*< upon the matter miftaken ^ the refort of the Citizens co 

^^H^fimmfter was as lawful, as the refort of great Numbers 

** every day in the Term to the Ordinary Courts of Jultice j 

** They knew no Tumults. Strange ! Was the diforderly ap- 

<^ pearance of to many thoufand People , with Staves and 

*^ Swords, crying through the Streets, Wefiminfler-I^U ^ the 

^^ Paffige between both Houfes ( inibmucn as the Members 

<< could hardly pafs to and fro) No Bijhofs , down with the 

** Bifhops , No Tumults ? What Member was there of either 

*< Houfe, that faw not thofe Numbers, and heard not thofe 

*• Cries ? And yet lawftil Aflemblies ! Were notfevcralMem- 

•• bers of either Houfe, aflaulted, threatened , and evilly en- 

** treated ? And yet no Tumults ! Why made the Houfe of 

'^ Peers a Declaration, and fent it down to the Houfe of Com- 

" mens for the fupprdling of Tumults, if there were no Tu- 

<<iDults? And if there were any, why was notfuch aDecla- 

*^ ration confented to, and publiflied? When the Attempts 

^< were fo vifible, and threats fo loud to pull down the Abbv 

<' at Wefimmfier^ had not his Majeftv ju(t caufc to apprehend* 

** that uich People might continue tneir work to U^ite-Hall ? 

" Yet no Tumults ? What a Ihange time are We in , that 

** a few impudent, malicious { to give them no worfe term ) 

^ Men, (hould czSt fuch a Mift ot errour before the eyes of 

•* both Houfes of Parliament, as that they either could not, or 

•* would not, fee how manifeftly they injured themfelves, by 

<< maintaining ±ofe viiible untruths. His Majefty (aid, he 

•' would fey no more : by the help of God and the Law, he 

*' would have Juftice for thofe Tumults. 

*' F R o M excepting, how weightily every Man might judge, 
** to what his Majefty had faid, that Declaration proceeded to 
*' cenfure him for what he had not faid ; for the prudent 
«^ Omiffions in his Anfwers : His Majefly had forborn to fay 
**any thing of the words fpoken at Kenpngton'y or the Arti- 
« cles againfl his deareft Confort, and the Accufation of the 
«*fix Members : Of the laft, his Majefty faid. He had fpoken 
" often i and he thought, enough of the other twoj but ha- 
" ving never accufed any ( thougn God knew what truth there 
^ might be in either ) he had no restfon to give any particular 
** Anfwer. 

"He feid. He did not reckon himfelf bereav'd of any part 
"of his Prerogative; which he was pleafed freely, for a time, 
" to part with by Bill ; yet he muft fey, He expreOed a great 
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*'Truftin his two Houfes of Parliament, when he divcfted 
•^himfelf of the power ofdiflblving this Parliament j which 
** was a juft, neceflary, and proper Prerogative. But he was 
''glad to hear their rcfolution, that it fliould not encourage 
'^ them to do any thing which otherwife had not been fit to 
'^ have been done : If it did, it would be fuch a breach of 
'^ Truft, as God would require an Account for at their hands. 

'^ F OR the Militia, he had faidfo much of it before, and 
<< the Point was fo well underftood by all Men, that he would 
^ wafle time no more in that Difpute. He never had laid, 
^ there was no fiich thing as an Ordinance, though he knew 
'^that they had been long difufed, but that there was never 
*^ any Orainance, or coukl be any, without the King's con- 
*' lent ^ and that was true : And the unnecedary Precedent, 
** cited in that Declaration, did not offer to prove the contra- 
'^ ry. But enough of that j God and the Law mud determine 
*^ that bufinefs. 

** N E I T H E R had that Declaration, given his Majefty any 
** fatisfadlion concerning the Votes of the fifteenth and fix- 
^' teenth of Msrch \z& ; which he mult declare, and appeal to 
** all the world in the Point, to be the greateft violation of his 
*^ Majefty's Privilege, the Law of the Land, the Liberty of 
^' the Subjed, and the Rieht of Parliament , that could be 
**imagind. One of thofe Votes was, and there would need 
*' no other to deftroy the King and People, That when the 
^^ Lords and Commons (it is well the Commons are admitted 
** to their part in Judicature ) fhall declare what the Law of 
^* the Land is, the fame mull be afTented to and obey'd ; that 
*'is the fenfe in few words. Where is every Man's Proper- 
** ty ; every Man's Liberty? If the Major part of both Houfes 
*^ declare, that the Law is that the younger Brother fhall in- 
*^herit; what is become of all the Families, and Eftatesin 
*^the Kingdom? If they declare, that by the Filbdamental 
" Laws of the Land, fuch a ralh Adtion, fuch an unadvifed 
*^ Word, ought to be punilli'd by perpetual Imprifonment, is 
*^ not the Liberty of the Subjedt, durante BeneplacHo^ reme- 
*^ dilefs ? That Declaration confefles, they pretend not to a 
*^ power of making new Laws ^ that without his Majetty, they 
^ could not do That : They needed no fuch power, if their 
^* Declaration could fufpcnd this Statute from being obey'd, 
^' or executed. If they had power to declare the Lord's Dighfi 
** waiting upon his Majelty, at Hampton-Court^ and thence 
^Wifiting fome Officers at K'mgfion^ with a Coach and fix 
^* Horfes, to be levying of War, and High Treafon ; and 
^^S^John Hot ham's defying his Majelty to his face, keeping his 
^* Majedy's Town, Fort, and Goods againlt him, by force of 
^ Arms , to be an Aft of Aflf^aion, and Loyalty ; What 

" needed 
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** beaded a power of making new Laws? Or would there be 
« fiiCh a thing as Law left ? 

*'H£ defined his good Subjects to mark the reafon, and 
^ confequence of thofe Votes j the progrefi they had already 
** made, and how infinite the progrefs might be. Firfl, they 
'^ Voted the Kingdom was in imminent danger (it was now 
'^ above three Months fince they difcem'd ic) fi-om Enemies 
<^ abroad, and from a Popifh. and difaSeAed party at home; 
** that is matter of Fadl ; the Law follows : This Vote had 
^^ given them Authority by Law, the Fundamental Laws of 
^^ the Kingdom, to order and difpofe of the Militia of th6 
** Kingdom ; and, with this Power, and to prevent that dan:- 
^ ger, to enter into his Majefty's Towns, feife upon his Ma- 
*' gazine, and, by Force, keep both from him. Was not that 
*^his Majelhr s Uafe ? Firft, they Vote he had an Intention 
^^ to levy War againft his Parliament : that is matter of FzSt j 
" Then they declare fuch as fhall amft him, to be guilty of 
** Hi^ Treafon ; that is the Law, and proved by two Sta- 
^^ tutes Themfelves knew to be repealed. No matter for that, 
^* They declare it. Upon this ground thcjr exercife the Mi- ' 
*^ litia; and (b aSxiallv do that upon his Majefty, which they 
^* had Voted he intended to do upon Them. Who could not 
"fee the conftifion, that muft follow upon fuch Power of 
** Declaring? If they Ihould now Vote that his Majefty did 
^^ not write this Declaration, but that fuch a One did it, which 
*^ wasftill matter of Faflj and then Declare, that, for fp do* 
^' ing, he was an Enemy to the Common-wealth ; what was 
*^ become of the Law that man was born to ? And if all their 
** Zeal for the defence of the Law, were but to defend that 
** which They Declared to be Law, their own Votes ^ it 
*^ would not be in their power to fatisfy any Man of theit 
«« good Intentions to the publick Peace, but fuch who were 
^< willing to relinquilh their Title to Magna Charta^ and hold 
** their Lives, and Fortunes, by a Vote of the Major part of 
" both Houfes. In a word, his Majefty denied nor, but they 
** might have power to declare in a particular, doubtful Cafe, 
"regularly brought before them, what Law is: But to make 
*^ a general Declaration, whereby the known rule of the Law 
** might be eroded or alter'd, they had no power j nor could 
" exercife any, without bringing the Life and Liberty of the 
^^Subjedt to a Lawlefs, and Arbitrary Subjediion. 

'* H I s Majefty had complain'd ( and the world might 
<« Judge of the Jultice, and NeceflSty of that complaint) of the 
^' multitude of feditious Pamphlets, and Sermons ^ and that 
<^ Declaration told him, they knew he had ways enough in 
*' his ordinary Courts of Juftice, to punifli thofe ^ fo his Ma- 
<< jefty faid, be had to punifti Tumults and Riots ^ and yet 
Vol.1. Part* Q,q **they 
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<^ they wcmU aot ferve hii turo f l(eq> liJ« To 

«re% tnd Parks from violence. Ana il ofi^ be^ ^Nm#

^ordinary Court, or any Court, had power to wlk ^rtiac 
^ Guard they pleafed, and under what Coimpapd they [^calNw 
Neither could he imagine, what dangerous Efi^ they found 
^by the Quard he appointed them^ or indeed any the leaft 
^< occaiion, why they needed any Gt^ at all. 

^ B u T of aU the Imputations, fo cauflef$ly and unjuftly hud 
^ upon his Majefty by that Dedaration, be iaid , He m^ 
^ wonder at that Charge b apparently, and evidently Un- 
^<crue^ That fuch were conUQually preferred and counte- 
^* nanced by him, who were friends or fevourers or related 
^ unto Che chief Authors, and Ac^rs of that Arbitrary Power 
^heretofore pradticed, and complain'd of: And on tne other 
^ fide, that fuch as did appear againlt it, were (My difcouate* 
^ nanced, and di^aced. He (aid, he would know One Per- 
^fon that contributed to the ills of tholb times, or h^A de- 
^pendence upon thofe that did, whom he did, or lat^y had 
^ countenanced, or preferr'd ; nay he was confident (and he 
^ looked for no other at their hands ) as they had been aiwaya 
**moft Eminent Aflicrters ofthepublick Liberties j fo If they 
<< found his Majefty inclined to any thing not agreeable to 
^ Honour and Juftice^ they would leave him to morrow, Whe- 
^ther different Perfons had nor, and did not receive counte^ 
^ nance elfewhere, and upon what grounds , all men might 
<^ judge ; and whether his Majefty had not been iorward 
*^ enough to honour and prefer thofe of the moft contrary opi- 

«liion. 
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^ nioh^ how little comfort foever he had of thpfePrefcrmcnt?! 
•* in beftowiag of which, hereafter, he would be more guideq 
** by Men's Anions, than Opinions. And therefore he ha4 
*^ good caufc to beftow that admonition ( for his Majefty af 
^^uir'd them, it was an admonition of his Own) upon both 
^* his Houfes of Parliament, to take heed of inclining, under 
•* the fpecious (hews of Necefflty and Danger, to the exerci(c 
<• of fiich an Arbitrary Power, they before complain'd of; the 
^ Advice would do no harm, and he (hould bie glad to fee' it 
«<followU 

<^ H I s Majefty tsted, if all the ipeeious PromUes, and Iou() 
<< ProfeflionSy of making him a great and glorious King: of fet- 
<^ tlinga greater Revenue upon his Majefty, than any or his An- 
** ceftors had enjoy'd^ o** making him to be honour^ at home^ 
^* and fcar'd iibroad^ w«re refolv'd into this. That they woul4 
•^be r^dy to fettle his Revenue in an Honourable prppor- 
^ tiqn, when he (hould put himfelf in fuch a pofliire of Go-^ 
•^ vernrnent, that his Subjedls might be fecure to enjoy his 
"juft Protelaion for their Relioon^ Laws, and Liberties? 
*^ What pofture of Government they mtejided, he knew notj 
<^ nor could he imagine what fecuhty his ^x)d Subjeds coqla 
•* defire for their Religion, Laws, and Liberties, which hcf 
*' had not oflfer^d or fuUv given. And was it {iutable to t\\t 
*^ Duty, and Dignity ot both Houfes of Parliament, to An- 
•* (Wer his particular, weighty ExpreflBpns pf the caufes of hi? 
^* remove from London , fo generally known to the King- 
** dom, with a Scoff} That mey hoped be was driven from 
*' thence, not by his own fears, but by the fears of the Lord 
*^ ^ghy ^"d W^ retinue of Cavaliers? Sure, his Majefty bi<i 
^^the Penner of that Declaration, inferred that ungrave and 
•^ infolent Expreffion, as he had done divers others, without 
**the confent, or examination of both Houfes ^ Who would 
" not fo lightly have departed from their former profeffionsr 
*' of Duty to nis Majefty, 

"Whether the way to a good underftanding betweepf 
*' his Majefty, and his People, had been as 5:iealouily preflecl 
•' by Them, as it had been profeflcd, and defired by Him, 
• wouM be eafily difcem'd by them who obferved that He 
^* had left no publick ASt undone on His part, which, in the 
*' leaft degree, might be neceffiry to the peace, plenty, ancf 
^ fecurity of his Subjeds : And that They had not difpatch^d 
*^ one AS, which had given the leaft evidence of their parti- 
^ cular aflfeSion, and kindnefs to his Majefty ; but on the con- 
*^ trary, had difcountenanced and hinder'd theTeftimony other 
^* Men would give to him of their aftedions. Witnefs the 
«^ ftopping, and keeping back the Bill of Subiidies, granted by 
** the Clergy almoftayearfincej which, though his Perfonai 

Q.cjar ^ wants 
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'< wants were fb notorioufly known, they would not, to ditt 
<<cime, paft, fo not only forbearing to fupply his Muefif 
^' themfelves, but keeping the love and bounty of other Mea 
^^ from him ^ and afibrding no other Anfwers to all his de» 
*' (ires, all his reafons (indeed not to be Anfwo^d) than tbc 
^' he muit not make his underftandine, or reafon, the Rule 
^ of his Government ; but fufier himfelf to be affifted (whH^ 
^* his Majefty never denied) by his Great Coundl. He fiol 
'< he required no other Liberty to his Will, than the roeaoeft 
''of Them did (he wiflied they would always ufe tbac Li- 
''berty) not to confent to any thing evidently contnuy to 
^ his conicience, and underftanding: And he had, and flxMiU 
'' always give as much eftimation, and regard to the Advice^ 
'' and Counfel of both Houfes of Parliament, as ever Prince 
<' had done : But he (hould never, and he hoped his Feopie 
'' would never, account the Contrivance of a few FaAioiu^ Se- 
'' ditious Perfons, a Malignant Party, who would iaaifioe the 
'* Common- wealth to their own fury and ambition, the Wit 
<^dom of Parliament : and that the juftif]^ing, and defending 
'^ of fuch Peribns (of whom, and of their {Mtrticular, fini&er 
''ways, to compats their own bad ends, his Majefl^ would 
'Mhortly inform the world) was not the way to preferve 
" Parliaments, but was the oppofing, and preferring a few 
" unworthy Perfons, before their Duty to their King, or their 
'* Care of the Kingdom. They would have his Majefty re- 
" member, that His Refolutions did concern Kingdoms, and 
'* therefore not to be molded bj[ his own underftanding : He 
" (aid, he did well remember it ; but he would have Them 
" remember, that when their Confultations endeavoured to 
'^ Icflen the Office, and Dignity of a King, they meddled with 
" that which is not within their determination, and of which 
*'his Majefty muft give an account to God, and his other 
" Kingdoms, and muft maintain with the Sacrifice of his Life. 
"Lastly, that Declaration told the People of a prefenc^ 
" dcfperate, and malicious Plot the Malignant Partv was then 
" adting, under the plaufible notions of ftirring ^len up to a 
"care of preferving the Kings Prerogative ^ maintaining the 
'* difcipline of the Church, upholding and continuing the re- 
'^vcrence, and folemnity of God's Service; and encouraging 
'^ L.carning (indeed plauiible, and Honourable notions to adt 
'^ any thing upon) and that upon thofe grounds divers muti- 
'* nous Petitions had been framed in London, Kent, and other 
" places : His Majefty asked upon what grounds thefe Men 
'* would have Petitions framed ? Had fo many Petitions, even 
"againft the form, and conftitution of the Kingdom and the 
** Laws eftablifli'd, been joyfully receiv'd, and accepted? And 
" Qiould Petitions framed upon thofe grounds be odl'd Mu- 

'^tinous? 
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*' tmous ? Had a multitude of mean, unknown, incondde-* 

^* rable, conteroptible Perfons, about the City, and Suburbs of 

^^ lAstdoM^ had liberty to Petition againft the Govemtnenc of 

^ the Church ; againii the Book of Common-Prayer ; againft 

^ the Freedom, and Privilege of Parliament ; and been thank- 

^^ ed for it : and (hould it be call'd Mutiny, in the greateft and 

*^ beft Citizens of Londo»y and the Gentry and Commonalty 

*' of Kent^ to frame Petitions upon thofe grounds ^ and to de- 

'^Gre to be govem'd by the known Laws of the Land, not 

•* by Orders and Votes of either, or both Houfes ? Could this 

*' be thought the Wifdom, and Juftice of both Houfes of Par- 

'^liament? Was it noDevulently the work of a Fadion, with- 

**in or without both Houfes, who deceived the Truft re- 

^ pofed in them ^ and had now told his Majefty, what Mu« 

^* tiny was? To ftir Men up to a care of preferving his Pre- ' 

^rogative, maintaining the Difciplineof the Churc^ uphold- 

^^ ing and continuing the Reverence, and Solenuiity of God's 

*^ Service, encouraging of Learning, was Mutiny. Let Hea* 

^ ven and Earth, God and Man, judge between his Majefty 

'^and thefeMen: And however fuch Petition^ were there 

'^ called Mutinous; and the Petitioners threatened, difcounte- 

**nanced, cenfured, and imprifon'd ; if they brought fuch Eg- 

'^ titions to his Majelty, he would graciouOy receive thdff; 

^and defend them and their Rights, againit what Power fo- 

^' ever, with the utmoft hazard of his being. 

*' H I s Majefty faid, he had been the ToAger, to his very 
*' great pain, in this Anfwer, that he might give the World fa- 
*^ tisfadion, even in the mod trivial particul irs, which had 
'^ been objeded againlt him ; and that he might not be again 
*' reproached, with any more prudent Omiilions, If he had 
*^ been compelled to fliarper Language, than his Majefty afifed- 
** ed, it might be confider^d, how vile, how infufierable his 
** Provocations had been : And, except to repel force were to 
<( afHtult, and to give pundhial and neceflary Anfwers to rough 
'* and infolent Demands, were to make Invedlives, he was con- 
**fident the World would accufe his Majelty of too much 
^miidne(s; and all his good Subjects would think, he was 
" not well dealt with ; and would judge of bis Majefty, and 
** of their own happinefs, and fecurity in him, by his Adtions; 
** which he defired might no longer Profper, or have a Blef- 
^ fing from God upon rbcm, and his Majefty, then they fliould 
** be dire&ed to the Glory of God in the maintenance of the 
^* true Proteftanc Profedion ; to the prefervation- of the Pro- 
*' perty and Liberty of the Subjedt, in the obfervation of the 
** Laws J and to the maintenance of the Rights and Freedom 
"of Parliament, in the allowance and protection of all their 
" juft Privileges.

^ Th E N what was the evil Ck)unlel it felf? His. M^cCMl ^ 
^coming from lAmdm ( where He, and many, "whf^&MfyQpk 
^'ons to him were very eminent, were indasygeE ^mnr.ita^ 
5< to be torn in pieces) to tnk : where hin Maje^, ftnd au %b^ 
5^ as would put themfelves under his Protedhon , aod^ li^ 
^< he thanked Qod and the Loyaltyand Afieflion of dbAt 
'f^ People* very fecurely: tiis not fiibmitting himlelf : 
^ lutely ( and renounang his own underftiming.) ta tltt 
5< Votes, and Refolutions of the Contrivers of that Eteda^. ' 
^ don, when they told his Majefty , that they were ahm 
^ him ; and might^ by his own Authority, do with his Mmi^-)- 
^ what they pleafed : and his not being contented, that au k|k '^

"Religion of the Kingdom, or the juft Freedom and Privi-. 
Pledge of Parliament, let him hp Accurfed; andheihouldi)0 
, ^^ no Counfellor of His, that wouljd npt fay jivtm. For the 
M Contrivers of that Declaration, he had not faid any things 
** which might imply any inclination in them to be Slaves,^ 
f ^ Thtt yi^hich he had charged them with , was invading . 
^' the Publick Liberty j and his preemption might be very " 
<^ ftrong and vehemec^t, that, though they had no mind to be 
** Slaves, they were not unwilling tp be Tyrants : Wl^t is 
f Tyranny, but tp a4mit no rqles to govern by^ but their ova ^ 
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f* Wills? And they knew the mifery of Athens was at the 
^« hig^^y when it fuflfer'd under the thirty Tyrants. 

'^His Majefty £dd, if that Declaration had told him (as 
** indeed it might, and as in juftice it ought to haVe done) that 
'*the Precedents of any of his Anceftors did fall (hort, and 
<^ much below what had been done by Him, this Parliament^ 
^ in point of Grace, and Favour to bis People j he Ihould noc 
'^ otherwife have wonder'd at it, than at fuch a truth in fuch a 
^' place. But when to juftify their having done more than 
^'ever their Predeceflbrs did, it told his good Subje&s (as 
*^ moft injurioufly and infolently it did ) thac the higheft, and 
'* moft unwarrantable Precedents of any of his Predeceflbrs 
^^ did fall ihort, and much below what had been done to them 
^^ this Parliament by him, he muft confeis himfelf amazed, 
^' and not able to underftand them ^ and he muft tell thofe 
'^ ungrateful Men ( who durll tell cheir King, that they might, 
^^ without want of Modefty and Duty, Depofe him) that the 
•* Condition of his Subjefts, when, by what(bever Accidents 
^ and ConjunAures of time, it Was at word under his power, 
* unto which, by no default of his, they Ihould be ever again 
^reduced, was, by many degrees, more pleafant and happy, 
*^ than that to which their mrious pretence of Reformation 
<< had brought them. Neither was his Majefty afiraid of the 
<* higheft Precedents of other Parliaments, which thofe Men 
<< boldly (his good Subjeds would call it worfe) told him 
<< they might, without want of Modefty or Duty, make their 
<< Patterns, if he had no other fecurity againft thofe Prece* 
*' dents, but their Modefty and Duty, he was in a miferable 
<^ Condition, as all Perfons would be who depended upon 
« Them. 

"That Declaration would not allow his Inference, that 
«' by avowing the Aft of Sr John Hothsm^ they did deftroy . 
. «^ the Title, and Intereft of all his Subjedls to their Lands, and 
^* and Goods 5 but confeffed, if they were found Guilty of 
"that Charge, it were indeed a very great Crime. And did 
*^ dicy not, in that Declaration, admit themfelves Guilty of 
** thac very Crime ? Did they not fay, Who doubts but that 
«* a Parliament may difpofe of any thing, wherein his Ma- 
•* jefty, or his Subjefts had a right, in fuch a way, as that the 
<^ Kingdom might not be in danger thereby? Did they not 
<<then call Themfelves this Parliament, and challenge thac 
<* Power without his Confent? Did they not extemj thac 
** Power to all Cafes, where the Neceffity or Common Good 
*' of die Kingdom was concerned? And did they not arro- 
^< gate to themfelves alone, the Judgement of that Danger, 
** that Neceffity, and that Common Good of the Kingdom ? 
<< What was, if that were not, to unfettle the Security of all 

*^ Men's 
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^Mto'f Sftttes; tnd to tBzpofe chem to tft' AiM^ 
^of their own? If a FaOioii (boold it tcif ciiM bjf CUMklg; 
^Orforcfi^.orabTeace^ or acddeiic, prtfvuLav«r«^NMM put 
f^dfbodi Houfes^ and pretend thtt di«re were eirfl Cm» 
fc.iellan, t Malignant Party about the Kingj bf whMitfil 
^.RttUnoQ^ and Uberty oftheKingdoniy were both tetto- 
^^ ger ( tfate tbev might do, they had done it ibM) tliiyt|s|||t 
«< take away^ be it fifom the Ning^ or Peoplti iMtetftMcr 
ff tbey» in thdr judgements (boQldthink fit. Thit wa0 LM^ 
«<fiil, they had dedar'd it ib: Uc the World jiidg^ ^rtkeeher 
•^kisMajefty had ch^ugsd diem nnjuftly j and mtmm tfeef 
' •^n^&not Guilty of the Crime) whteh th»ffl < i a»€ i C o M i aa 
«(beii% proved) waa a great One: and howOfUy Idt lA- 
^jefty imgbt commit the powef) moft PeCM^ demcL inio 
<«their Hands: who, inall probability, would ba A<^ Aooer 
^^poOeflredofit, than diey would rorife that fraljttiyy «Mcl 
^Mr H4Qker reUted of the Anabaptiils in GfraMyt wlM^ 
^'talkingof nothing but Faith^ and ot* the true Fear or God| ; 
f^sind that Riches and Honour were Vanity^ «fc firS, itnod i 
¥ die great opinion of their Humility, 2^ and t>t?mdii^ I 
^ procured much Reverence, and Eftimatlon widk the Feofitfl \ 
^ after, finding how many Perfons th^ hMl. enffiiared HiA '^ 
^ their Hypocrify, they began to propoie to themfldvta m te^ : 
^ form both the Ecdefiafticil, and Qvil Govemmenc of M 
^ State : Then, becaufe poffiblv they mig^t meet l¥kh Ibtnirop* 
^ pofition, they {ccretly enteral into a LeagMe 6f Aflbdatioii ; 
*< and (hortly after, finding the power they had gotten wid) the 
^'Credulous People, enrich'd chemfelves With all kind of 
^ Spoil and Pillage; and juftify'd themfelves upon our &ivi- 
«ours promife, The meek Jhall inherit the Earth '^ and dedar'd . 
•* their Title was the fame which the Righteous IfrH^ttt 
•^ had to the Goods of the Wicked Esypti^m t Hii M^efty 
^< {aid, this (lory was worth the reading at large, and needed 
•* no application. 

** B u T his Majefty might by no means fay, that He had 
*' the fame Title to his Town of HuOy and the Ammunition 
^' there, as any of his Subjedts had to their Land, or Money : 
*' That was a rrinciple, that pull'd up the Foundation of the 
•^jLiberty, and Property of every Subjcdt. Why? becaufe 
•* the King's Property in his Towns, and in his Qoods bdKighC 
^ with the Publidt Money, as they conceive his Mag^itie it 
" Jto/^ to be, was inconfiftent with the Subjefts Property itt 
^ their LaiKto, Goods, and Liberty. Did thofe Men think, 
*' that as they afTumed a power of declaring Law ( and wliatfo- 
^ever contradifted that Declaration broke their PHvilqgBsV 
^ fo that they had a power of declaring Senfe, and R(huon| 
f and impofittg Logi€l4 and Syllogifmt on the Schodls^ta well

^ BoT far the Manline, die Munition thei<e, that he 
^< bought with his own Money, he nnght furdy have fold that; 
client, or g^n it away* Nol he bcMgM: it with the Publi^l: 
<^ Money, and die proof is, They <*onceive itfo; and,u|^ 
^ diat Conceit, had Voted, diat k ihouid be taken fh>m him. 
<^ Excdlent Juftiee! Suppoie )ttS Majefty bad kept duit Money 
*^ by him, nd tuofL boi^ Arms wim ir, would they hare 
*f taken ic firomhim upon Alt Conceit: Nay, might they 
<< not, wherefoever dm Money wa^ (for through how nuny 
<< hands ibeverk hath paOM, itisdiePubltck Money ftiU,ff 
^ ever it vrere ) feiTe it, and take it from the owners ? Butthe 
^ Towns, Forts, Magazine, and Kingdom, ii entrafted tohi9 
<< Majefty; and he is a Perfbn trufted. His Majefty fiuM, he 
<< Was fo ; God, and die Law had tmfted him; and he had 
<< taken an Oath to difcharge diat Tnift, for the good and 
^fafety OF die People. What oaths they had taken, he knew 
<^not, tmieft diofe, whkdai, in that violence, they had mani* 
^^feftly, malidouay violated. Might any dimg be taken fiomr 
<* a Man, becaufe he is tmfted widi it ? Nay, may the Perfon 
<< himfelf take away the thing he trufts, when he will,^and in 
*^ what manner he will? The Law had been otberwife^ and; 
^ he beltev'd, would be fo held, notwithftandiog didr De*^ 
^^claradons. 

'^ But that Tnjft ought to be managed by dieir Advice: 
^and the Kingdom bad thjfted them for diat purpofe. Ittf- 
<< poffible that the fime Truit ftiouM be irrecoveraUy confr 
<< roitted to his Mqefty, and his Heirs for ever, and n» fione 
<< Truft, and a Power above that Truft ( for fo was the Power 
^ diey pretended ) be committed to ethers. Did not the Peo- 
^ pie, that fent them, look upon themasaBody but Tempo- 
f^nry^ and Diflblvable at his Mqefl^'s Acafiire? And could 
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^it be believed, that they intended tbem fat fab Gutfdfan^ 
^ and Controllers in the managiiK of that Truft^ which Gm 
^ and the Law had granted to Hin^ and to his Pofteiity fiir 
^ evier ? What the extent of the Commiffion, and Tnift wi^ 
^ nodiing could better teach them dian the Writ, wfafeveby 
^they are met. HisM^y (aid, he call'd them rindwllk 
^ out that call, they could not have come togedier ) coIm^ lul \ 
^ Counfellor^ not Commanders (tot however they fi«KMflCi' 
^ Iv confounded them, the Offices were Teveril) and OinSk^ 
< ^ieilors not in all dnngs, but in ibme things, is iMiffX m 
^ Mrdmiy &C, And they would eafily find amone their. Ae^ 
^ cedents, that Queen ££s. upon whofe time au good MM 
^ looked with reverence* committed one Wewtio^tb^^itkaor 
** ber of the Houfe of dismmoifs, to the Towei% fieri ' 
^ HouT^ but for prq[>oiing that they might advife the 
^ in a matter She thought they had notmpg to dcnto ] 
^ in. But his Majefty is Trufted: And is He the oflly Per- 
^(bn Trufted? And mi^ they do whtt dieir own indilia-' 
^ tioh and fiiry led diem to? Were they not Trufted by lis 
^Majefty, when he firft fent for them; and were, thcsyaor 
^Trufted by him, wheahe pafled them hispromife, OaChfr 
^ would not Diflolve them ? Could it be premmed (^lod pie- 
^fiimptiotts go &r Mddi them) that he trufted them wim a 
^^ power to deftroy himfelf, and to diffidve his Government^ 
^^nd Authority ? if the People tnight be allowed to nakeitt' 
^ equitable conftrudtion of the Llws and Statatie^ a Dodrine 
^ avowed by them, would not all his |ood Subjeos fwear, he 
^ never intended by that Aft of Continuance, that they fhouki 
^ do what they have fince done? Were they not Trmted by 
^ thofc that fent them ? And were they Trufted to alter the 
*^ Government of Church andStaite; and to make therofelves 
** perpetual Diftators over the King, and People? Did they 
** mtcnd, that the Law it felf fliould be fubjeft to their Votes j 
^ and ciiat whatfoever they faid, or did, ihould be tAwfii^ 
** becaufe they declared it fo ? The Oaths they had taken 
"who fent thenu and without taking which, themfelves were 
** not capable ot their place in Parliament, made the one in- 
"capable of giving, and the other of receiving fuch a Truft; 
" uruefs thev could perfwade his good Subjefts, that his IVh- 
^'y&y is the cMily Supreme Head, and Govemour in all 
" Caufes, and over all Perfons, within his Dominions; and 
* yet that they had a Power over him to conftrain him to 
"mana« his Truft, and Govern his Power, according to 
" their Difcretion. 

^The Contrivers of that Declaration told his Majefty 
"tha> they would never allow him (an humble, and duti&l 
^^expreflian) to be judge of the Law; That belonged only 
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<* to Them j They might, and muft, judge aQd declare. His 
*' Majetty (aid, they all knew what power the Pope, under 
*' pretence of interpreting Scriptures, and declaring Article* 
f ' of Faith, though he decline the making the one or the other, 
*^ had ufiirped over Men's confciences ^ and t;hat, under co* 
^^ lour of having power of ordering all things for die Good of 
^^ Men's Souls, he entitles himfelf to all the Kingdoms of the 
'* world ; He would not accufe the Framers of that Declara* 
^' tion ( how bold foever they were with his Majefty) that 
'^ they inclined to Popery, of which another Maxim wa% 
<< that all Men muft fubmit their Reafon and Underftand- 
'^ing, and the Scripture it felf, to that declaring power of 
<< his : Neither would he tell them, though They had told 
^^ Him To, that they ufe the very Langpage of the Rebels of 
'' Ireland : and lyet they iay thote Rebels declare, that what«» 
*^ foever they do , is for tne Good of the King and King- 
^' dom. But his good Subje<^ would eafily put che cafe to 
^'themfelves, whether if the Papifts in IreUnd in truth wer^ 
*' or by Art or Accident, had made themfelves the Major 
^' part of both Houfes of Parliament there ^ and had pre** 
^^ tended the Truft in that Declaration from the Kingdom of 
^' Ireland 'y thereupon, had Voted their Religion and Liberty 
'^to be in danger of extirpation from a Malignant Party c» 
^^ Proteftants and Puritans ^ and therefore, that they would 
**put themfelves into a polture of Defence j that the Forts, 
^^ and the Militia of that Kingdom were to be put into the 
*' hands of fuch Perfons, as they could Confide in ^ that his 
*' Majefty was indeed trufted witn the Towns, Forts, Maea- 
*^ zines, Treafures, Offices and People of the Kingdom, for 
''the good, fatety, and beft advantage thereof; but as his 
'^ Truit is for the ufe of the Kingdom, fo it ought to be ma-' 
*^ naged by the Advice of both Houfes of Parliament, whom 
^' the Kingdom had truited for that purpofe, it being their 
'^ duty to fee it difeharged according to the condition, and 
" true intent thereof, and by all poffible means to prevent 
*' the contrary : His Majefty faid, let till his good Subjedls 
'^ confider, if that Rebellion had been plotted with all that 
^^ formality, and thofe circumftances declar'd to be legal, aC 
*' leaft according to the. Equitable fenfe of the Law, and to be 
*'for the publick good, and juftifiable by neceflScy, of which 
•* They were the only Judges, whether, though they migjht 
^' have thought their defign co be more Cunning, they would . 
* believe it the more Juftifiable. 

^^ N AY let the Framers of that Declaration ask themfelves, 
** if the evil Counfellors, the Malignant Party, the Perfons 
<^ ill aSedied, the Popifh Lords and their Adherents, (hould

*by his People i What had they alledg'd to deelare to the 
•^Kingdom, as they fay, the obligation that lieth upon the? 
« Kings of this Realm to pafs all fuch Bills, as are oflcr'd 
^ unto them bv both Houfes of Parliament ? A thing never 
** heard of till that day: An Oath f Authority enough for 
^ them to break all theirs ) that is, or ought to be, taken by 
* the Kings of this Realm , which is as weir to Yemcdy by 
^ Law fiich Inconveniences the King may fuffer;, as to keep, 
^and prote6t the Laws already in being: And the Form of. 
*^ this Oath, they (aid, did appear upon a Record there cited; 
^ and by a Claufe in the Preamble of a Statute, made in the 
^aythYearof ^Af.lIL 

"His Majefty fiid, he was not enough acquainted with 
*^ Records to know whether that were fully, and ingenuoufty 
^^ cited; and when, and how, and why, the feveral Claufes 
**.had been inferred . or taken out of the Oaths formerly ad- 
«* minifter'd to the Kings of this Realm : Yet he could qot 



•* poffiWy imagine the aflcrtion that Declaration made, could 
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^^ be deduced from die words, or the matter of that Oath : lor 
^ unleft they had a power of declaring Latin, as weti as Law, 
ViUre, fl^prit^ Qgnified bMih cho(en, as well as will choofe; 
*' and chat ic figoified ib there (befides the Authority of the 
^ perpetual Practice of all fucceeding times : a better Inter- 
'^preter than their Votes) it was evident, by the reference 
" It had to cuftoms, conjuetudmes quas Vulpis eleierit : And 
'^ could that be a Ciulom, which the People fliould choofe af- 
'' ter this Oath taken? And (hould a King be fworn to defend 
^ fiidi Cuftoms? BciSdes could it be imagin'd, that he (hould 
^ be Jbound by Oath to pais fuch Laws ( and fuch a Law w^a 
** the Bill they brought. to him of the Militia) as (liould put 
** the power, wherewith he was trufted, out of Himfelf into 
^ the hands of other Men; and divert and difable himfelf of 
^ all poffible power to perform the great bufinefs of the Oath : 
*^ which was to protea them? If his Majelty gave away all 
*^ bi^ power, or if it were taken from hip, he could not pro- 
^ ted any Man : And what difcharge would it be for his Kfa^ 
**jefty either before God or Man, when his Good Subjefls, 
^'whorn God and the Law had committed to his charge, 
^ fbould be worried and fpoiled, to fay that he trufted others 
^ CO proted: them ? That is, to do that Duty for him, whkdi 
^was eflentially, and infeparably his own. But that all bia 
^good Subjedls might (ee how faithfully theie A4en, who aA 
** lumed this Truft from them, defired to difcharge their Truft; 
'< he would be contented to publifb, for their fatisfadtion ( a 
•* matter notorious enough, but what he himfelf never thought 
^' Co have been put to publiili, and of which the Framers of 
^* that Declaration might as well have made ufe, as of a Latin 
^ Record they knew many of his good Subjects could not, and 
^ many of themfelves did not underftand ) the Oath it felf he 
^^took at his Coronation, warranted and enjo^n'd to it hf 
^ the Cuftoms, and Dire&ions of his Predeceffi>rs ; and the 
^^ Ceremony of theirs, and his taking It; they might find it 
^^ in the Records of the Exchequer ^ This it is :

U?.o w this confident AQumpsiM, '* That ii wm npt in the 

" King's ppwcx^difpolethejewela «f rteCKMn^dnt^what- 

'** iocvcr 
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" foever Jewels were ofFer'd to be pawned or fold, by any of 
^ the King's Minifters beyond the Seas, were the Jewels of 
^the Crown, and no other; and that all Money, returned 
**from thence for his Majefty's Service, was Money fo raifed 
^ and procured ; they fo much terrified Men of all Conditions, 
that the Queen, having, by the Sale of fome of her own 
Jewels, and by her other Dexterity, procured fome Money for 
the King's fupply, could not in a long time find any means to 
tranfmit it. However, this made no impreflion upon the 
King's Refolution ^ and though it might have fome influence 
upon Merchancly Men, yet it ftirr'd up mod Generous minds 
to an indignation on the King's behalf; and was new Evi- 
dence, if there had wanted any, what kind of Greatnefs he 
was to expedt fi^om complying with fuch immodeft, and ex- 
travagant Propofers. 

The King was once Refolv'd to have retum'd no Anfwer 
to them upon thofe Propofitions; but to let the People alone 
to judge of the unreafonablenefi of them, and of the indignity 
ofier'd to him in the delivery of them; and tllat was the 
reafon of the ihort mention he made of them, in the dofe of 
his Declaration to theirs of the a6th of May : But he was a& 
terwards perfwaded to vouchfafe a fiirther notice of then!^ 
there being fome particulars Popular enough, and others^ 
that, at the firlt View, feem'd not altogether fo derogatory 
to him, and fo inconvenient to the People, as in truthdiey 
were ; and that therefore it was neceflary to let the People 
know, that whatibever was reafonable, and might be bene* 
ficial to the Kingdom, had been, for the moft part, befc^e 
ofier'd by his Majefty; and (hould all be readily granted by 
him : and ib to unfold the reft to them , that they mi^t 
difcem their own Welfare, and Security, to be as much en-« 
danger'd by thofe Demands, as the King's Rights^ Honouf^ 
and Dignity. So that, in a (hort time after he received diem^ 
he fent to the two fioufes, and publiQi'd to the Kingdom^ his 
Anfwer to thofe Nineteen Propofitions, whereof it will be 
fufiicient to repeat fome few Particulars. 

^In which he firft remember'd them of their method^ they n« &Mik* 
*^ had obferv'd in their Proceedings towards him : That ^eft^jf ^ 
« had firft totally fupprefled the known Laws of the Land j ^^S^*^ 
'< and denied His power to be neceflary to the making 'NcYt^tt^inBituii 
^reducing the whole to their own Declarations, and finglePr»/w/»#fii« 
^ Votes : That they had pdlefled themfelves of his Maga«- 
^ zines. Forts, and Militia : That they had fo aw'd his Sub* 
^jedfcs with F^urfiiivants, long chargeable Attendance; heavy 
^'Cenfures; illegal Imprifonments; that few of them durft 
^ offer to prefent their tendemefi of his Majefty's Suflferings^ 
<< their own juft Grievances, and their feafe of thofe VioUL*

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«tion$ of the Law (the Birth-right of every Subje£b of the 
^ Kingdom ) though in an humble Petition to both Houfes : 
^ and if any did, it was ftifled in the Birth ^ call'd Sedition; 
^ and burn'd by the Common Hangman : That they had re- 
"ftrain'd the attendance of his Ordinary, and Neceffiiry 
^ Houfliold-Scrvants : and feifed upon thofe fmall Sums of 
^ Money, which his Credit had provided to buy him Bread ; 
^ with Injundiions that no Money (hould be fuffer'd ro be 
*« conveyed or returned to his Majcfty at Tork^ or to any of 
^his Peers, or Servants with him, fo that, in eflS;£t, tbey 
^ had blocked him up in that County : That tbey had fiU'd 
^the Ears of his People with Fears and JealouCies (though 
<< taken up upon truit ) Tales of Skippers, Salt-Fleets, and 
^ I'uch like : by which Alarms they might prepare them to 
c' receive fuch Impredions, as mignt bell advance their De* 
^fign, when it f hould be ripe. And now, it feem'd, they 
^thought his Majefty fufficiently prepared for thofe bitter 
^ Pills; that he was m a handfome pofture to receive thofe 
^ humble DeGres ; which, probably, were intended to make 
^ way for a Superfoetation of a yet higher Nature ; for they 
^ did not tell him. This was All. He faid, he mult obferve, 
^ that thofe Contrivers (the better to advance their true ends) 
"in thofe Propoiitions, difguifed, as much as they could, 
"their Intents with a mixture of fome things really to be ap- 
" prov'd by every honeft Man ; others, Specious and Popu- 
" lar ; and fome which were already granted by his Majeft y : 
"All which were cunningly twilled, and mixed with thofe 
"other things of their main Defign, of Ambition and private 
"Intereft, in hope that, at the tirlt View, every Eye might 
f*noc fo clearly difcern them in their proper Colours. 

^ H I s Majelty faid, if the i, a, 3, 4, y, 9, 10, ly, 16, 19, De- 
" mands had been Writ, and Printed, in a Tongue unknown 
" to his Majefty and his People, it might have been noilible, 
•'that He, and They might have charitably believ'd tlie Pro- 
" pofitions to be fiich, as might have been in order to the 
" Ends pretended in the Petition 5 to wit, the Eftablifhment 
" of his Honour and Safety ; the Welfare and Security of his 
" Subjefts and Dominions ; and the removing thofe Jealoufies 
"and Diflference^ which were faid to have unhappily fallen 
"betwixt his Majefty and his People ^ and procuring both 
"hisMajeity, and Them, a conftant courfe of Honour, 
"Peace and Happinefs^ but being read and underftood by 
"all, he could not but afliire Himfelf, that that Profeffion, 
" joyn'd to thofe Propofitions, would rather appear a Mocke- 
" ry, and a Scorn ; the Demands being fuch, that he were 
"unworthy the Truft repofed in him by the liiw, and of his 
^ Ddcenc from fo many Great and Famous Anceflors, if he 

"could 
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<* could be brought to abandon that Power, which alone Could 
« enable him to perform what he was Sworn to, in proted:- 
** ing his People, and the Laws j and fo afluroe others into it, 
"as to divelt Himfelf of it, although not only his prefent 
^' Conditio!! were more Neceflitous than it was (which it 
^ could hardly be) and he were both Vanquifhed, and a Pri- 
*' foner, and in a worfe Condition than ever the moft unfor- 
« tunate of his Predeceflbrs had been reduced to, by the moft 
** Criminal of their Subjedls ; and though the Bait laid to draw 
^^ him to it, and to keep his Subjefts from Indignation at th6 
** mention of it, the Promifes of a plentiful and unparallel'd 
<* Revenue, were reduced from Generals (which figni^ no- 
*^ thing) to clear and certain Particulars ; fince fuch a bargaift 
** Would have but too great a refcmblance of that of Efku\ if 
** he would part with fuch flowers of his Crown, as were worth 
« all the reft of the Garland, and had been tranfmitted to hita 
** from fo many Anceftors, and had been found fo ufeful and 
^ neceflirv for the Welfare and Security of his Subjeas,for any 
•'prefent Neceffity, or for any low and fordid Confideratiofis 
•^ of NMBllth and Gain. And therefore, all Men knowing 
•* that thofe Accommodations are moft eafily made, and moft 
*'- exadtly obfcrved, that are grounded upon reafonable and 
<^ equal conditions, his Majclty had great caufe to believe 
'* that the Contrivers of thofe rropofitions, had no Intention 
**of fettling any firm Accommodation j but to increafe thofe 
^^Jealoufies, and widen that Divifion, which not by his Ma- 
" jetty's fault, Wais now unhappily mn between Him and 
*« both Houfes. 

*' I T was asked , that all Lords and others of his Privy 
<^ Council, and fuch great Officers and Minifters of State, 
*< eithef at home of beyond the Seas (for, he laid, care was 
^^ taken to leave out no Perfon, or Place, that his diftionouir 
*^ might be fore hot to be bounded within this Kingdom) 
*« fhould be put from his Privy Council, and from thofe Ot 
^ fices and Imployments, unlefs they (hould be approved by 
*« both Houfes of Parliament, how withful foever his Majelqr 
<* had found them to Him, and to the Publick j and how far 
^foever they had been from offending againft any Law, the 
^* only Rule they had, or any Others ought to have, to walk 
^ by. His Majefty therefore to that part of that Demand re- 
^ tum'd this Anfwer, fhat he was willing to grant, that they 
** fliould take a larger Oath, than they themfclves defired in 
*« their eleventh Demand, for maintaining not of any Part^ 
^* but the Whole Law. And, he faid, he nad, and did afliire 
^ them, that he would be carefiii to make Eleftion of fuch 
^^ Perfons in thofe Haces of Truft, as had given good Telti- 
*' monies of their Abilities and Integrities, and againft whom 

S f a ^'chcrc 
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^ there could be no juft caufe of Exception, whereon reafbn- 
^ably to ground a Diffidence: That if he had, or ihould be 
^ miltdcen in his Election, he had, and did afliire thera, that 
^ there was no Man fo near to him, in Place or Afie^on, 
« whom he would not leave to the Juftice of the Law, if they 
^ fhould bring a particular Charge, and fufficient Proof againu 
^ him : That he had given them a Triennial Parliament (the 
^ bdl pledge of the ESc&s of fuch a Promife on His part^ 
^ and the belt Security for the performance of their Duty on 
^TTieirs) the apprehenfion ofwhofe Tuftice, would, in all 
<* probability, maJcc Them wary how they provoked it, and 
** nis Majefty wary, how he chofe fuch as by the difcovery 
<' of their fiiults, might in any degree feem to difcredit his 
^ EleAion; but that without any Qiadow of a fault objeS^ 
<< oxAj perhaps becaufe they follow their Confciences^and pre- 
^ ferve the eftablilhed Laws, and agree not in fuch Votes, or 
^ aflent not to fuch Bills, as fome Perfons, who had then too 
<' great an Influence even upon both Houfes, judged, or feem'd 
<< to judge, to be for the publick good, and as wereagreeable 
<< to that new Utopia of Religion and Governo^jpt, into 
^ which they endeavour'd to transform this Kingdom f for^ he 
^^ £ud, he remember'd what Names, and for what Reafons, 
<<they left out in the Bill ofier'd him concerning the Militia, 
^ which they had themfelves recommended in the Ordinance) 
" he would never confenc to the difplacing of any, whom 
^ for their former Merits from, and ASedion to his Majefty 
<^ and the Publick, he had entrufted ; fince, he conceived, that 
"^* to do fo, would take away both from the Affedlion of his 
** Servants, and care of his Service, and the Honour of his 
''Juftice : And, he faid, he the more wonder'd, that it ihould 
'^ be asked by them, fmce it appears by the twelfth Demand, 
''that Themfelves counted it reafonable, after the prefenc 
*' Turn was ferved, that the Judges and Officers who were 
^ then placed, might hold their Places, quam diu fi henegeffe^ 
*' tint : And he was Refolv'd to be as careful of thofe whom 
*' He had choien, as they were of thofe They would choofe; 
^*and to remove none, till they appeared to him to have 
** otherwife behaved themfelves, or mould be eviitcd, by Le- 
** gal Proceedings, to have done fo. 

^^ B u T, his Majefty faid, that Demand, as unreafonable as 
'' it was, was but one Link of a great Chain, and but the firlt 
'* Round of that Ladder, by which his Majefty's Juft, Anci- 
** ent. Regal Power, was endeavour'd to be fetched down to 
''the ground; for it appeared plainlv that it was not with 
" the Perfons now chofen, but with nis Majefty's Choofing, 
" that they were difpleafed. For they demanded, that the Per- 
<' fons put into the Places and Imployments of thofe, who 

''Qiould 
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^ fliould be removed, mi^hc be approv'd by both Houfes ; 
" which was fo far from being lefs than the power of Norai- 
^ nation, that of two thinss, of which he would never grant 
^ either, he would (boner be content, that They fliould No* 
^^ minate, and he Approve, than They Approve, and his Ma- 
^' jelly Nominate; tne meer Nomination being fo fiur from 
^ being any thing, that if he could do no more, he would 
^^ never take the pains to do that; when he (hould only ha- 
^' zard whom he efteem'd to the Scorn of a Refiiial, if they 
^' happen'd not to be agreeable not only to the Judgment^ 
** but to the Paffion, interett, or Humour of the prefent Ma- 
^^ jor part of either Houfe : Not to fpcak of the great Fadi- 
^' ons, AnimoGties, and Divilions, which that Power would 
^^ introduce in both Houfes, and in the feveral Counties for 
** the choice of Perfons to be fent to that Place, where that 
^ Power was ; and between the Perfons that were fo chofen. 
*^ Neither was that ftrange Potion prefcribed to him only for 
'^ once, for the Cure of a prefent prefiin^, defperate Difeafe ; 
^^ but for a Diet to Him, and his Potlenty. It was demand- 
^^ ed, that his Counfellors, all Chief Officers both of Law 
^^ and State, Commanders of Forts and Caftles, and all Peers 
'^ hereafter made, be Approved of, that is Chofen, by Them 
^^ from time to time : And rather than it fliould ever be left 
'^ to the Crown { to whom it only did, and (hould belong ) if 
^ any place fall void in the intermiffion of Parliament, the 
^' Major part of the approved Council was to approve tfaem. 
^ Neither was it only demanded that his Majelty fliould quit 
^^ the Power, and Right, his Predeceflbrs had had of appoint- 
'' ing Perfons in thole Places ; but for Counfellors, he was 
* to be reftrain'd, as well in the Number as in the Peribns; 
^ and a Power muft be annexed to thofe Places, which their 
^ Predecelfors had not. And indeed, if that Power were 
*' pafled to them, he faid, it would not be fit He ihould be 
^' truded to choofe thofe who were tobe trufted as much as 
« Himfelf. 

^ H s told them. To grant their Demands in the manner 
^' they propofed them, that all matters that concerned the Pub- 
<^ lick, ^c, fliould be refolv'd, and tranfa£ted only in Parlia« 
" ment, and fuch other matters of State &e, by the Privy 
<^ Counfel fo chofen, was in efie(3 at once to depofe Himfelf, 
^ and his Pofterity. He faid, n^any expreflions in their De- 
^' mands, had a greater Latitude of (lenificatiqn, than they 
*' feem'd to have ; and that it concerned his Majefl^ therefore 
<< the more, that they (hould fpeak out ; that both He, and 
^^ his People, might either know the bottom of their De- 
^^ mands, or know them to be bottomlefs. Nothing more 
^' concem'd the Publick, and was indeed more proper for the 
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^< High Coure of Parliamenr, than the making of l^:iw8 ^ 
^^ which not only ought there to be tranfadted, but could be 
^ tranfaded no where elfe. But then they rnuft admit hia 
•^ Majefty to be a part of the Parliament j they muft not ( as 
^the fenfe was of chat part of that Demand, if it had aay ) 
** deny the freedom of his Anfwer, when He bad as much 
^ right to rejed what he thought unreafonablc, as They had 
*'to propofc what they thought convenient, or necdjary- 
^Nor was it poHible bis Antwcrs, either to Billa or apy 
** other Propoiicions , Ihould be wholely free, if he miglie 
"not ufe the liberty, that every one qf Them, and every 
** Subjedt took to receive Advice ( without their danger who 
** Ihould give it ) from any Pcrfon known or unknown, fworn 
^ or unfworn, in thofe matters in which the manage of his 
^ Vote is trufted, by tlic Law, to his own Judgment and 
"Confcience^ which how beft to inform, was, apd ever 
*< Ihould be, left likewife to Him. He faid, he would always 
^ with due Confideration, weigh the Advices both of his 
« Great, and Privy Council i yet he Ihould likewife look on 
^ their Advices, as Advices, not as Commands^ or ImpoGi- 
^tionsj upon them, as his Counfellors, not as his Tutors, 
^^ or Guardians ^ and upon Himfelf, as their ICipg> not as theii> 
^ Ptipil, or Ward : For, he faid, whatfocver of ReealitY wss, 
*^by the moddty of Interpretation, left in his Majefty, in th© 
" firft part of the fccond Demand, as to the Parliament, was 
^' taken from him^ in the fecond part of the fame, and placed 
" in that new fengled kind of Counfellors, whole power was 
" fuch, and fo exprefled by it, that in all Publick Adte con- 
^^cerningthe Affairs of the Kingdom, which are proper for 
*^ the Privy Council (for whofe Advice all Publick Afts aro 
^fometimes proper, though never neceC&ry) they were de* 
^ fired to be admitted joynt Patentees with his Majefty ia 
"the Regality. And it was not plainly exprefled, whether they 
^ meant his Majefty fomuch as a f ingle vote in thofe Afl&irs j 
" but it was plain tney meant him no more, at moft, than a 
** fingle Vote in them j and no more power, than every one 
" of the reft of his fellow Counfellors. 

And fo after a ftiarp difcourfe, and explanation of the un- 
reafonablenefs of the feveral Demands^ or the greateft part 
pf them, and the confufion that, by confenting thereunto^ 
would redound to the Subjeft in general, as well as the diK- 
honour to his Majefty (v/hich may be read at large by it 
fcif ) He told them, « To all thofe unreafonable Demands, his 
<* Anfwer was, wiumus Leges j4»glia imtari: But renewed 
« his Promife to them, for a very punftual and ftridt obfer- 
^ vation of the known Laws eftabliflied; to which purpofe he 
<< wa$ willing an Oacb Ibould be framed by them, and taken 
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^ ment durft not in truth (whatever {hews they made in hope 
^ to (hake his MajeRy's confiancy ) make a War ; and if they 
^ihould attempt it, the People would unanimoufly rife for 
^ the King, who would be moft £ife by not intending his 
*^ own (afcty. Whereaj^ if he raifed Forces, the Parliament 
^^ would procure themlelves to be believ'd, that it was to 
^^ overthrow Religion, and fupprels the Laws, and Liberties 
*^ of the People. They who were of another opinion, and 
could Imve fpoken more reafon, hdd it not lafe to expreft 
themfelves but in the King's own Ear ^ there being in the g-eat 
Council of the Peers, who, for ftate^ were frequently A&m- 
bled, and by whom in truth the Kmg then defir'd to have 
tran&dled ail things of Moment, fome who were not good 
Counfel-Keepers, and others who were look'd upon, and be- 
liev'd to be Spies upon the reft. But that which made the 
thought of raihng Forces (whatever Arguments there were 
for it] abfolutely unreafonable, wa^, that the King had no 
poifibility to procure either Arms, or Munition, but from 
Holland^ from whence he daily expeded fupply : And till that 
arriv'd, let his Provocations and Sufiferings be what they 
could be, he was to fubmit and bear it patiently. 

I N the mean time, for a ground of fiirther proceeding 
upon occaOon, the King defir'd the Peers in Council, to fee 
down in writing the Amonts, and Violence, which had beea 
otkfd to them at Jjndan^ by which their Prefence in the 
great Council of the Kingdom was render'd both unfafe, and 
dilhonourable ^ the whic£ they the more willingly conde- 
fcended to. for that the London Pamphlets already afperfed 
them, as IDeferters of the Paliament, and Betrayers of tne Li- 
berty of their Country : An Inftrument being drawn up, and 
agreed upon between them, in which they fet down '^ The 
<^ Tumults, and the Violence ofier'd to particular Pei-fons in 
^^ thofe Tumults i the Threats and Menaces of the Rabble, 
^^ at the doors of the Houfe, when they had a mind any £x- 
^^ orbitant thing (hould.pais ^ the Breach and Violation of the 
^^ old Orders, and Rules of Parliament, whilft Matters were 
^ in Debate, and the refuming Matters again in a thin Houfe; 
^^andreverfing, waving, or contnuiidhing Refolutions made 
^ in a full Houfe : And, Mly, M' Hollies coming to the Bar, 
^^ and demanding the Names of thofe Lords who reftifed to 
^^ confent to the Militia, when the multitude without, me- 
^ naced and threaten'd all thofe Diflenters : after which, they 
laid " they conceived, thgr could not be prefent there, with 
** Honour, Freedom, or oafetyj and therefore forbore to be 
^ any more prefent j and fo all thofe Votes, Conclufions, and 
<^ Declarations had palled, which had begot thofe DiftraOions 
^< throughout the Kingdom. And this they delivered to 
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dible WitneOes of his Counfels and Carriage^ and to unde- 
ceive the People by his clear Anfwers to all the Scandals andRe- 
proaches which were laid on him, and bv his ample profeHions 
and protellations of his fincere Zeal to Religion, and Juftice; 
and to make it appear to them, how far the Qiality and the 
Number of thofe who thought, or feem'd to think otherwife, 
was, from what they might imagine it to be. And it cannot 
be denied, but the People were every day viGbly reformed 
in their underftandings, from the Superfticious Reverence they 
had paid the two Houfes ^ and grew fenGble of their Dutv to 
the king, and of thofe Invafions which were offer'd to his Re- 
gal Dignity. 
O M the other fide, the two Houfes (lacken'd not their pace 
jot, proceeded with great and unufual iliarpne(s againft thde 
[embers who were gone to the King; Proclaiming fome of 
them by Name ^ To be Enemies to tne Kingdom, and, by a 
Formal Judgement, Sentencing Nine Peers together, <* To be 
^ incapable of fitting again in Parliament, whilft this fhould 
*^ contmne : The Houie of Commons having carried up an 
Impeachment of Mifdemeanours againft them ( which vras 
as illegd in point of Juftice, and as extravagant in point of 
Privile^, as any thing they could do) '' for being abfent, and 
^^ refufmg to attend, u[)on a Summons from the Houfe of 
<' Peers : And upon their own Members they impofed a fine 
of lool apiece, on every one who was gone to the King, and 
upon thofe, who being in other places, they thought were 
well aSedlea to his Service : Yet, left they Hiould upon this 
proceeding return again, to difturb, and crofs their CJounfels, 
they provided, *^ That no Man upon whom that Sentence fell. 
'' (hould fit again in the Houfe (though he paid his fine) till 
** he had been examined by a Committee, and fo given the 
^^ Houfe fatisfadtion in the caufe of his abfcnce. And, by 
thofe means, they thought both to remove the Scandal, that 
fb many Members were abfent, and to prevent any inconve- 
nience too, that might befid them by their return. For they 
well knew, if the Members of both Houfes were obliged to 
a conftant and ftri^ A^endance, it would not be poOible that 
they could compafi their mifchievous Defigns. 

Then they profecuted their great Bufinefs of the Militia, 
not only near London^ where they were in no danger of op- 
pofition, but in thofe Northern Counties near his Majefly, 
as Leicefier-Jhirey Che(hire^ Lincoln-Jlme, where whofoever 
refufcd to give Obedience to them, or publiflied the King's 
Proclamation againft their proceedings (for the King had yet 
prafliced no Expedient to prevent the growth of that mif- 
phief, but the publifliing his Proclamation againft it) were 
r«nt for as Delinquents j and not &tisfied herewith, that they 
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might be as well able to Pay an Army, as they found they 
fhould be to raife one, on the tenth of June ( for the time 
will be very necef&ry to be remember'd, that it may be the 
better ftated, Who took up the Defenfivc Arms) tney pub- 
liflied Propofitions, " For the bringing in of Money or Plate FnfoptUnt; 
^<^to maintain Horfc, Horfe-men, and Arms, for the Pre-^"^"'«''»/ 
« fervation of the Publick Peace, and for the defence of the^JJ^^^r^ 
••King and both Houfes of Parliament j the Reafons and^^iZaV^ 
•* Grounds whereof they declar'd to be the King's Intention sad pim^ 
^' to make War againft his Fwliament j That, under pretence /•»■ »*«■- 
"of a Guard for his Perfon, he had aftually begqn to Levy ^T-^^c^ 
** Forces, both of f^orfe and Foot ; and fent out Summons june lo. 
*« throughout the County of Tork^ for the calling together of i^Ja. 
** greater Numbers J and fome ill afiedlcd Perfons, in other 
*' parts, had been employed to raife Troops, ui^er the co- 
** lour of his Majefty's Service j making large offers of reward 
^^and preferment to fuch as would come in : That his Ma- 
•* jefty did, with a high and forcible hand, proteft, and keep 
•* away Delinquents, not permitting them to make their ap- 
** pearance to Anfwer fuch Affronts and Injuries, as had been 
** by them offered to the Parliament; and thofe Meffengers, 
*' which had been fent fi'om the Houfes for them, had been 
" abufed, beaten, and imprifon'd, fo as the Orders of Parlia- 
•^ ment^ the higheft Court of Juftice in the Realm, were not 
*^ obey d ; and the Authority of it was altogether fcom'd, and 
*^ vilified; and fuch Perfons as ftood well afFedted to it, and 
« declar'd themfelves fenfible of thofe Publick Calamities, and 
*' of the violations of the Privileges of Farliamrtit, and Com- 
" mon Liberty of the Subjed, were baffled, and injured by 
*« feveral forts of Malignant Men, who were about the King ; 
*^ fome whereof^ under the name of Cavaliers, without hav- 
*^ ing refpecft to the Laws of the Land, or any fear either 
*' orGod or Man, were ready to commit all manner of Out- 
« rage and Violence; which muft needs tend to the diflblu- 
«tion of the Government; the dcfb-uSion of their Rdi- 
** gion. Laws, Liberties, Properties ; all which would be ex- 
« pofed to the Malice and violence of fuch dcfperate Per* 
*^ fons, as muft be implo/d in fo horrid and unnatural an Adl, 
<«as the overthrowing a Parliament by Force; which was 
'* the fupport, and prefervation of them. Thofe particulars, 
«*they laid, being duly confider'd by the Lords and Com- 
«* mons, and how great an obligation lay upon them, in Ho- 
** nour, Confcience, and Duty, according to the high Truft 
*' repofed in them to ufe all pc^ible means, in fuch cafes, to 
** prevent fo great and irrecoverable Evils, they had thought 
" tit to publilh their fenfe, and apprehenfion of that Immi- 
*' pent danger ; thereby to excite all well affefted Perfons, to 
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Lord Littiettn Lord Keeper. Duke o£^chmond. Earl of Lindjey,

This Teftimony of the Lords and Counfellors was imme- 
diately printed, and publiQied, together with a Declaration of 
his Majeft/s^ in which he laid, 
BkMsje- ^^That though he had, in the laft feven Months, met 
fjf*s Deda^ << with fo many feveral encounters of ftrange and unufual De- 
'*"•• ^'"^ ** darations, under the Name of bodi his Houfes of Parlia- 
^*' ** ment, that he fliould not be amazed at any new Prodigy of 
^^ that kind y and though their laft of the z6ch of JIfay gave 
'^ him a fair warning, that the Contrivers of it having (pent 
^^ all their ftock of bitter and reproachful Language upon him, 
'^ he was now to expedt they Qiould breakout into fome bold, 
^' and difloyal AAions againlt him : And, having by that De- 
*' claration, as far as in them lay, develted his Majefty of that 
** Praeeminence and Authority, which God, the Law, the 
^^ Cuftom and Confent of this Nation had placed in him, and 
" afliimed it to Themfelves, that they (hould likewife, with 
** expedition, put forth the fruits of that Supreme Power, for 
** the violating, and fuppreffing the other which they defpifed 
*' ( an efibSt of which refolution, he (aid, their Declaration 
*' againft his Proclamation concerning the pretended Ordi- 
*^ nance for the Militia, and their puniihing ot the Proclaimers 
** appeared to be) yet, he muft confefs, in their laft Attempt 
**(nc faid, he fpoke of the laft he knew; they might prob^- 
**bly fince, or at that prefent, have outdone That too) they 
*' had outdone what his Majelty had conceiv'd was their pre- 
** fcnt intention. And whofoever heard of Propofitions, and 
** Orders, for the bringing in of Money or Plate to maintain 
**Horfe, and Horfe-men, and Arms, tor the prefervation of 
^* the Publick Peace, or for the Defence of the King and both 
** Houfes of Parliament ( fuch was their Declaration, or what 
^* they pleafe to call it, of the tenth of June ) would furely 
** believe the Peace of the Kingdom to be extremely fliaken ; 
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A and at leaft, the King himfelf to be cotifulted ^th^ and 
^ privy to thofe Propofitions. But hefaid, be hoped^ tha( 
« when his good Subjeds (hould find, that that eoodly Pf e- 
<< tence of defending the King^ was but a ipedous bait tofe^ 
^ dace weak, and mconfiderate Men into the bigheft A^ of 
<< difobedience and difloyalty againft his Majeftv, and Of vio* 
^ lence and deftniAion upon the I^ws and Uonftitutions of 
^ the Kingdom, they would up longer be captivated by aa 
^ implicit reverence to the N'atne of both Hodfis of Parliaf* 
^ ment; but would carefully examine, lEUktccnifider what Num^ 
*^ber of Perfons were prefcnt j and What peribns were pre- 
^ valent in thofe Confultatiofxs j and hdw the Debates were 
^ probably managed, from whence fiich hori-id ^d^ monftrouf 
^Concluiions did refult j and would at leaft weigh the Repu* 
Station, Wifdom, and AfieOion of thofe, who were noto;^ 
«* rioufly known out of the very horror of their Proceeding^ 
^ to have withdrawn themfehres j or, bv their skill and vio- 
^ lence to be driven fix)m Them, and tnelr Councils* 

<< H I s Majefly faid, whilft their Fears and Jealoufies did 
«*arife, or were infufed into the People, from difeourfcs of thcJ 
« Rebels in ireA^irrf, of Skippers at jf^#CT'ist«w, 6f Forces from 
^ Denmark^ France^ or Spam (hbw impl'obabh* sttid ridicur 
« lous foever that bundle of Intormadon appeared . to all wife^ 
*■ and knowing Men ) it was no wonder if the feafiiefs to de* 
•*ceive, and the willingnefs to be deceived, did prevail over 
<<many of his weak Subjedls to believe , that tne danger% 
^ which they did not fee, might proceed froitn cauies whicn 
<* they did not underihnd: But for them to declare to all the 
^ world, that his Majeity intended to make War againft hi^ 
^ Parliament ( whiUt he fat ftill complainkig to Ood Akn^tj^ 
^of the injury offered to Him, and to the very Being of nur* 
^ liaments ) and that he had already begun adually to levy 
<< Forces both of Horfe and Foot ( whifit he had only, in % 
^ legd waV; provided a fmaller Guard for the fecurity of hiil 
^ own Pedon fo near a Rebellion at HuUy than They hac^ 
^ without Lawful Authority^ above thefe eight Months, upoa 
^imaginary and impoflible dangers ) to impofe upon his Peo« 
^ pies Senie, as well as their Underftanding, by telling them 
^ his Majefty was doing chat which they &w he was not do* 
^ing, and intending that, they all knew, as much as Intent 
^ tions could be known, he was not intending,wa$ a boldnefi^ 
^^eeable to no power buc the Omnipotency of thoie Votes, 
* \^ofe abfohite Supremacy had alraoft brought confiifion 
^ upon the King and People ; and againft which no know-* 
^ ledge inmatter of Faft, or Confenr and Authority in mat« 
^ ter of Law, they would endure (hould be oppofed. 

^ H I s Majefty (aid ,' he had, upon aU occafion^, with all 
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<< pofTible expredions, profeOed his firm and unlhaken refolu- 
'< tions for Peace. And, he faid, he did again, in the pre- 
'< fence of Almighty God, his Maker and Redeemer, aflure 
<^ the world, that, he had no more thought of making Wai 
<^ againft his P^rlitMDent, than againft his own Children : That 
^< he would obferve, and maintain the Adts aflented to by him 
"this Parliament without violation^ of which. That for the 
f ^ frequent Aflembling of Parliaments was one : And that he 
^^ had not, nor would have, any thought of ufing aay Force ^ 
}^ unlels haOiould be driven to it, for the fecurity of his Per- 
'^ fon, and for the defence of the Religion, Laws, and Liberty 
."of the Kingdom, and the juft Rights and Privileges of Par* 
," Uament : And therefore he hoped the Malignant Party, who 
^^ had fo much defpifed his Peribn, and umrped his Office^ 
^!^ ibould not, by their fpecious fraudulent infinuations , pre- 
"vail with. his goocj Subjedts to give credit to their wiclKd 
" Adertions; and fo to contribute their Power, and Affiflance 
^^for the ruin and deftrudlion of Themfelves, and his Ma- 

^^ P OR the Guard about his Perfon ( which, he fiiid, not fo 
y much their Example, as their Provocation had enforced him 
y to take ) it was known it coniiiled of the prime Gentry, in 
<' fortune and reputation, of that Country^ and of One Re- 
^ giment of Train'd-bands ^ who had been fo far from offering 
5' any Affronts, Injuries, or Difturbance to any of his good 
** Subjedts, that their principal End was to prevent fuch ^ and 
'** fo, might be Security, could be no Grievance to his People. 
^* That fome ill affedted Perfons, or any Perfons, had been 
y imployed in other parts to raife Troops, under colour of his 
f^ Majefty's Service j or that fuch had made large, or any, of- 
•* fers of reward, and preferment to fuch as would come in, 
,V which had been alledged by them, was, he faid, for ought 
^ he knew, or believ'd, an untruth devifed by the Contrivers 
^^ of that falfe Rumour. His Majefty difavow'd it, and iaid 
" he was coi;ifident. there would be no need of any fuch Art, 
'^^ or Induftry, to induce his loving Subjedls, when they fliould 
** fee his Majefty opprefled, and their Liberties and Laws con- 
." founded ( and till Then he would not call on them) to come 
*' in to him, ^nd to aflift him. 

"For the Delinquents, whom his Majefty was faid with 
'^ a high and forcible hand to protect, he wilhed they might 
^^be named, and their Delinquency : And if hisMajeftygave 
^^ not farisfadtion to Jultice, when he fliould have received fa- 
*^ tisfadtion coacerning S»* John Hotham by his legal Trial , 
" Then let him be blamed. But if the defign were, as it was 
*^ well known to be, after his Majefly had been driven by 
" force from his City of London^ and kept by force from his 
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^ Town of HuQ\y to proted all thofe who were .Delinquents 
^ againit hiro, and to make all thofe Delinquents who attendied 
*^ on him, or executed his Lawful Comniands, he faid, he- 
^^ had great reafon to be (atisfied in the truth and juftice of' 
^^ fuch Accufation, left to be his Majefty's Scnrant, and to be 
** a Dilinquent, grew to be Terms fo convertible, that, in* 
^(hort^ime, he were left as naked in Attendance, as they * 
*^ would have him in Power ; and fo compel him to be waited 
^^upononly by fuch whom They ihould appoinr, andallow^* 
'^and in whole prefence he fliould be more miferably alone,- 
^f than in defolaxion it felf. And if the feditious Contrivers* 
^f and Fomenters of that Scandal upon his Majefty, (hould ' 
^have, as they had had, the power to miflead the A^jor part 
** prefent of either or both Houfes to make fiich Orders, and • 
^ lend fuch Meflages and Meflengers, as they had lately done, 
^Miyr the.api>rehenGon of the great ^Is and Barons of En^ - 
** Und^ as if they were Rogues or Eeloiis: and whereby Pei^' 
^^ (bns of Honour and Quauty were made Delinquents, meer- 
^^.ly for attending upon his Majefty and upon his Summons ; 
'5 whilft other Men were forbid to come near him, thou^ 
*j oblig'd by the duty of their Place and Oaths, upon his Law-' 
'f ful Commands : It was no wonder if fucb Meflengers were 
**.not.very well intreated : and fucb Orders, not well obey'd } 
^ neither could there be a furer, or a cunninger way found ' 
*^.ou£ to Tender the Authoritv of both Houfes fcom'd and vi- 
^Mified, than toaflumeto tnemfelves (meerly upon the Au« 
*^ tbority of the Name of Parliament) a Power roonftrousto 
^-all underftanding^ and to do Aoions, and to make Or-r 
^' ders, evidently anddemonftrably contrary to all known Law, 
^ and Reaibn ( as to take up Arms againft his Majefty under- 
<< colour of defending him \ to caufe Money to be brought vck 
'f to TheiD, and to forbid his own Money to be paid to his 
^^ Majefty, or to his ufe, under colour that he would imploy 
^fit in; to beat him, and ftarve him for his own Good, and 
*5by His Power and Authority) which would in fliort time 
^^ make the greateft Court, and greateft Perfon, cheap and of 
**nocftimation. 

\ ^' W H 6 thofe fenfible Men were of the pubKck Calamities^ 
*f of. the violations of the Privileges of Parliament, and the* 
^^^Common Liberty of the Subjedi:, who had been baffled, and 
^ injured by Malignant Men, and Cavaliers about his Majefty^ 
V.bis Majefty faid, he could not inmgine. And if thofe Ca** 
f' valiers were fa much without the fear of God.and Man^and^ 
^fo ready to commie all manner of outrage and violence, as- 
^ was pretended, his Majefty's Government ought to be the. 
^^ mort efteem'd, which had kept them lirom doin^ fo ^ info*^ 
<^ iDucb as he beHev'd, no Perfon had caufe. to Ci^i^&in of any • 
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^injury, or of any damaK^ in the teaft d^e^ byanyMin 
<< about his M-Jjefty, or who had ofier^d his Service to hiin. 
^^ All which beings he fiud, duly conGder'd, if the Contrivers 
^'.of thofe PropoGtiQns anid Oixittii bad been truly fenfibleef 
<< the obligations, wfaidi lay upon them in Honour, Gob- 
^^fdeoce, and Duty, according to the high Truft rppo&d in 
<^ thctn by his Mjyedy, and his People, they would not have' 
<^ puUifhed iiich a (enfe and apfirehenfion of Imminent Dan- 
<< ger, when themfetves, in their Goofcicnces, knew tbac the 
<< grcateft, and indeed only danger, which threatened tbe 
<* Church and State, the blefled KeligiaQ and Liber^ of hit 
<< People, was in their own defperate and feditious Defigoi - 
^'and would not have c&deavour'd,, upon fuch weak ana 
^ groundleft Reaibns^ to feduce his good Sut^fis, from thdr 
^ AffisQioa and Loyalty to him, to run themielvea into AGdoag' 
<c unwarrantable, and deftruftive to the Peace and Foundation 
<^of the Common-wealth. 

*< And that all bis loving Sutyedla tnig^ fee, bow catifiefi 
^ and flroundkis that fcandalou9 Kumoor, and Imputation of 
<^ his Majefty's raifing War upon his Paurhament, was, he had^ 
^ with that his Oechuation, caufed to be printed the Tcfti- 
<< mony of thoie Lords^ and other Per&MM othis Connril, who 
<< were there with bim; who^ being upon the place, couU 
^^not but difcover fuch his In^cncions and Preparations; and' 
^' could not be fuipedled for their Honours and Interera to 
<( combine in fuch mifchievous, and horrid reiblutions. 

<^And therefore, his Majefty fidd, he ftreig^tly charsed 
<^and commanded all bis loving Subjects, upon their Aue- 
<<giance, and as they would Anfwer the contrary at thdur 
<< Perils, that they (houid yield no obedience, orconfent to 
<c the bid Propofitions and Orders; and that they prefume not 
<< under any fuch Pretences^ or by colour of any (uds Orders, 
^ to raife or levy any Horfe or Men, or to hiing in any Mo* 
<< ney or Plate to (uch purpofe. But be laid, if notwitbftand- 
<cing that clear Declaration, and Evidence of his intentions, 
ccthofe Men (whofe deiign it was to compel his Majefty to 
^< raife War upon his Parliament; which all their skill and 
<( malice (hould never be able to efied:) fhould tUnk fir, by 
<c thofe Alarms, to awaken him to a more neceffiuy care of the 
^< defence of Himfelf, and his People : and ibould Themfelve^ 
^ under colour of Defence, in fo unneard of a manner provide 
<* (and feduce others to do ib too) to Ofiend his Majefty, 
^ having given him fo lively a Teftimony of their Afle&ions, 
^ what they were willing co do, when they (hould once have 
^ made themfeives Able ; all his good Subjedls would think it 
^neceflary for his Majefty to look to Himfelf. And he did 
^ therefore excite all his well afieded Peopte« according to 
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.^ thoir Ottbs of AlkgMuKie, Md &pr^naC]Pr and «ccQirdiBg 
^' to their folcmn Vow, Rnd Proc^cioo .( whereby they wore 
^^cMigM to defend his Perfbo, Hooour^ tad JBftate) to coa- 
,<« tritxice their beft Affifta^e to the PrqHir»tioa9 aeceflkj for 
^ the oppo&ng^ and fuppr^Hfiiig of the Triyterous Attempts of 
^' fych widced tnd m$ligfULnt Perfons; who would delfa-i^ his 
^' Perfoa, Honour, and £ftace> and ei^g^e the whole iung- 
^ dom in a Civil War^ to fatisfy their own lawlefi Fury, aod 
^' Amblcion ; and fo rob his good Sutyedts of the blefled fruit 
^ of this prefent Parliament^ which they already in fome de- 
^ gree had^ and might ftill rebp^ to the abundant fatis&^on 
^^ and joy of the whole Kingdom, if foch wicked hands were 
^ not rettdr to ruin all their poileflions, and fitiftrate all their 
'* hopes. And,' in that cafe^ his Majeity dedar^d, that who- 
^^ Ibever, of what Degree or Quality foever, ihould then, upon 
^*(b urgent and viiibTe neceffity of His, andfuch apparent 
^^ diftraflion of the Kingdom, caufed, and begotten by die 
^' malice and contrivance of that Malignant Party, bring in to 
^his Majelly, and to his uf^ ready M(Hiey, or Plate ^ or 
^ fhould unclerwrite to fumilh any JNumber of Horfe, Hme- 
^^ men, and Arms, for the pirefervation of the Publick Peace 
.^^ and defence of his Perfon, and the vindicatioa q£ the Pdvi- 
^' lege and Freedom of Parliament, be would receive it as a 
<^ moft acceptable Servid^ and as a Teftimony of his fingular 
^ Affedjon to the Protdhmt Religion^ the Laws, Liberties, 
^< and Peace of the Kidgdom j atid would no loogor defire the 
^continuance c^' that Afiedion, than he would be ready ft> 
*^ juftify, and maintain the other with the ha^aard of his Life. 

And fo ooncluded widi the fame Overtures they bad 
done, in their Propofotons for the Loan of Money gA i«- 
cercft^ " Oflering, for the fecurity thereof, an Ailurance of 
'^ filch his Lands, Forefts, Parks, and Homes, as flaeuid be 
^^fufficient for the fime^ a more real fecurity, he (aid, than 
^' the Name of Publick Faith, given without him, and ^gainft 
<^ him ; as if his Majefty were not part of the Publkk; And 
^^ beGdes, he would always lock upon it as a Service moft af- 
^' fet^ionately, and feafooably performed for the prefervation 
^' of his Mtjefly, and the Kingdom. But, he £ud, he (houkl 
^< be much gladder that their fubmiflkm to tbofe his Com- 
^'mands, and their deGfting from any fuch attempt of raifing 
<< Horfe or Mei^ mi^ht eafe all ^ gpod fubje^ of that 
•* Charge, Trouble, and Vexation. 

I T will be wonder'd at hereafter, when, by what hath been 
&id, the Number and Quality of the Peers is confiderVi, 
who, by abfenting themfelves from (iie Houfe, and their re- 
fort to his Majefty, fufikiently declared, that they liked not 
thofe CondnMas which b<^ tbofe Dftftmaions^ why both 
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Aofe Peers and likewife Tuch Members of the Common^ 
who then, and afterwards appeared in the King's Service, and 
were indeed fuU,or very near one Moiety of chat Houfe, did not 
rather, by their diligent and faithful Attendance in the Hoafes, 
according to their feveral Trufts repofed in them, difcounte- 
nance and refift thofe pernicious and fatal Tranfa^ions, than, 
by withdrawing themfelves from their proper Stations, leave 
the other fwhofe ruinous intentions were fufficiently difcd- 
ver'd ) poflefled of the Reputation, Authority, and Power 
of a Parliament; by which, it was evident, the People would 
-be eafily, to a great degree, feduced. And though the ob- 
ftrving Reader may, upon the colle£Hon of the feveral paf- 
iages here fet down, be able to anfwer thofe objeAions to 
hitnfelf ; I am the rather induced, in this place, to apply mv 
felf to the clearing that Point, becaufenot only many Honeft 
Men, who at a diftance, have conGder'd it. without being 
Privy to the Paflages within the Walls, and thofe breaches 
which fatally deftroyed, and took away the Liberty and Free- 
dom of thofe Councils, have been really troubled or unfa- 
tisfy'd with dbat Defertion, as they call it, of the Service to 
which they were incumbenr, and chpfen ; but that 1 have 
heard (bme, who were the chief, if not the fole Pronootcrs of 
thofe Violations, and the moft violent Defigns, and have 
•rtnce (out of the Ruptures, which have proceed from their 
own AnimofitieSj either been, or been thought to be, moib 
inoderatdy inclined, complain, ^^'rtat the withdrawing of 
*^ fo many Member's from the two Houfes, was the principal 
*^ Caufe of all Calamities. And they who have been the true 
Authors of them, ind ftill continue the fame Men, have taken 
pains to make and declare the others "Deferters of their 
** Country, and Betrayers of their Trufts, by their Voluntary 
^* withdravrtng themfelves from that Council. 

In the doing whereof, I fhall not, I cannot, make any ex- 
cufe for thofe (of whom fome what is before fpoken) who, 
from the beginning of this Parliament, and in the whole pro- 
jgrefsof it, either out oflazinefs, or negligence, or incogi- 
tancy, or wearinefs, forbore to give their Attendance there, 
when the Number of thofe who really intended thefe prodi- 
gious Alterations was very inconiiderable; and daily drew 
• many to their opinions, upon no other ground than that the 
Nurnber of the Diflenters appeared not eaually diligent, gnd 
intent upon their Affertions : Neither can I excufe the Peers, 
themoderatepartwhereofbeingFour for One, fuflfer'd them- 
felves to be coufen'd, and perfwaded, and threaten-d out of 
their Rights by a handful of Men, whom they might. In the 
beginning, eafily have cruflied j whereas inrthe Houfe of Com- 
mons the great Managers were Men of notable Parts, much 
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Retnitfttion^ admirable Dexterity ; Pretenders to fevere juftice^ 
and regularity; and then the Number of the weak, and the 
wilful, who naturally we/e to be guided l>y theni, always 
made up a Major part; fo tha^ from the oeginhiflg, they 
were always able to carry whatloever they ftt'thdr Heart* 
vifibly ui>on; at lead, to difcredit, or difgrace any particular 
Man againlt whom they thought necefl&ry to proceed, albeit 
of the moft unblemilhed Reputation, and upon the moft fri- 
volous fuggeftions; fo that they could not out be very for^ 
midable, in that Houfe, to all but the moft abftradted Men 
from all vulgar Confiderations. 

B UT, I am confident, who(bever diligently revolves the fe- 
veral paflages in both Houfes, from the time of the publilli- 
ing the firft Remonftrance, upon his Majefty's Return from 
Scotland^ to the time of which we lalt fpeak, muft be of ©pi- ^ 
nion, that the reforting of fo many Members then to his 
Majefty (from whom 5l the Lords, and fome of the Com- 
mons, received Commands to that purpofe) or to fuch places^ 
where they thought they might be of greateft ufe to his Ma-» 
jefty in prefervarion of the Peace of the Kingdom, was not 
only an A<^ of Duty, but of fuch Prudence andPlfcreiion, as 
Sober and Honeft Men were to be guided by. In the Houfe 
of Peers, the Bifhops, who had as miich Right to fit there^ 
and were as much Members of Pafliarfient as any Lord thirty 
were firft, by diredt Violence 'atid' Force, a grejat part of them, 
driven and kept from thence, till the Bill fcir the total Ex- 
pulfion of the whole Ord^r frpto thofe Seats*^ wis pafledj 
fuch of the Peers, who were tnoft retnarkable for adhering to 
the Government of the Church, being, iri the 'mean timej 
threaten'd publickly by the Rabble j and fbme '.of their Per- 
fons Aflaulted. Tne bufinefe of the MiUtia h2(d bceir twicej 
lipon a folemn Debate in a fiiH Houfe, rejefted thei't j till fuch 
Force and Violence was brought to the very doors, fuch Expo- 
ftulations and Threats deliverd within the doors againft thofe 
who refufed to Concur with them in that bufmefs, that no 
Man had reafon to believe his Life out of danger from thofe 
rude hands, who was taken notice of for an Oppofer of their 
unreafonabW defires ; fome of them having been deiclaf'd Ene- 
mies to their Country, for having refufed what was in theii 
power lawfully to refufej and others having been Criminally 
accufed by the Commons, for words fpoken by them in De- 
bates of the Fioufe of Peers ; after which many of them 
were fent for, by fpecial Letters, to attend his Majefty (which 
Letters were always thought to be a good, and warrantable, 
and fuflficient ground to be-abfent from the Houfe; nor had 
fuch Summons, ifrom the beginning of Parliaments to this 
jprefcnr, ever been negle<3:ed) with whom they had oiot been 
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ay weck^ but- two of theoa, u bath beea mentiofiVl b^ 
*.^ uppa aa uotnie and eiitcayaguit infbrmatioD. widiout 
44rtbcr ex^minadpiu were dec^d Eoeinies to the Kingdom} 
ai)d nioe osiers by lolenm judgonent, upon an Impeacmqeoc 
l^oughc up by the Commons ag^ft them, only for beii^ 
abifent, smd tot what only concerned the Privilege and Juriit 
lU^on icrf' the Peers, were difaUed to Gt in the Houfe agfua 
during t^ SdHon-; fo that, if they would have returned, they 
were anally excluded that Council. 
. I N the Houfe of Commons, the cafe was worfe : Firf^ tbcy 
who had, with that Libertv which is eflencial to Parliaments^ 
and according to their unoerftanding?, diflented or declared a 
diUike of wh£ the Violent Party fo vehemently purfiied, were^ 
$a hath been faid before, deckur'd £nemies to their Coun- 
try; and their Names pofted up ip Paper, or Parchment, 
it mod: eminent places, under fome opprobrious Charadler; 
which , though it was not avow'd , and had no Audiority 
^om the Houfe by any Publick Aa, yet, being complain'd 
of, was neither reorefled, nor was the complaint fo counte- 
fianced, th^ it could be concluded the Violation was unac- 
ceptable: fo, though the Tumults were not diredUy fum* 
mon'd or aiOEbmbled) it is evident, by what hath been before 
fet forth truly and ac large, that .they found there vifible coun*' 
tenance, and encouragement. 

Then what had been upon full and folemn Debates in 
a fiill Houfe rejedled, was many times, in a thin Houfe, and 
at unufual and uwarliamentary Hours, refum'd, and deter- 
min'd contrary to the former Conclufions : Yet Men fatisBed 
themfelves with doing what th^ thought their Duty, and 
reafoiiably oppofing what the Major part order'd to be done; 
hoping that Men's underftandings would be flicwtly better !&• 
form'd y and that though high and irreverent Expreffions and 
Words were fometimes ufed againil the King^ there would , 
be abftaining from unlawful and dangerous A&ions; and that 
the Houfe of Peers, at lead, would never be broudic to joyn^ 
or concur in any hOc prejudici^ to the Soveraign Power. But 
when they faw a new way found out by the ifextericy of the 
Major part in the Houfe of Commons, to make the Minor 
part of the Lords too hard for the Major ^ and fo, whilll all 
Men were tranfported with jealoufy of the breach of Privilege 
of Parliament by the King, that there was, by the Houies 
tbemfelves, an abfolute rooting up of all PrivUeges : That 
from Metapbyiical Confideracions, what might be done in 
cafe of neceilky, the Militia of the Kingdom was Aduallj 
ieifed on ; and put under a Command contrary to, and agaLoii 
the King's Command : That there was then a Refolution 
taken, by thofe who could Adl their Refolutionis when they 
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pleaied to make a General^ tod to obtige att tbe.MfHDbeFB 
to live and die widi that General ; which wiU be anon .mone 
particularly roention'd (for that Relblutioa was well koown 
before the time chat thojfe many Members removed to Ttri^ 
and wididrew to other places^ and was executed within three 
or four days after^ Men thought it high time toJkx]Jc to their 
innocence, and (fince by the Courfe and Orders of that Houfe, 
they could leave no Moounoent or Evidence of d^eir Diflent- 
ing, as the luords might, by their Proteftationfi upon any un- 
lawfol A£t, or Refolution) to <ledare their ^^flike of what 
was done, by not being prefent at the doing ; , And it was 
reafonably thought, there being no other way peaceably and 
fecurely to do it, that the Kingdom, underftandm^ the Num- 
ber of thofe that were prefept at fuch new Tranfdlions, and 
weighing the Quality, Number^ and Reputatipnof thpfe who 
were ablenr, would be beft induced to prefer the old Laws 
of the Kingdom, before the new Votes (dcftru&ive to thofe 
Laws } of thofe few Men, who called themfelves the two 
Houfes of Parliament^ and that it would prove a good Expe- 
dient to work upon the Confciences, and modeity of thofe 
who ftay'd behind, to conclude it neceflary, by fome fair Ad- 
drefles to his Majefty, to endeavour fuch a general good un- 
derftanding, that a pened: Union tnight be m^e^ and the Pri- 
vilege, Dignity, and Security of Parliament, be eftablifli'd ac- 
corning to the true, andjufl Conftitutionof it. 
It is true, how reafonably foever it might be expe(3:ed, it 

Eroduced not that Ingenuity ^ but they who had been trou- 
led with the company of them that afterwards withdrew, 
and, by the oppofition they made, could not make that expe- 
dition in the rpifchief they intended , were elad the)r were 
rid of them ^ yet, fliortly, confidering what influence, indeed 
it might have upon underftanding Men, they found a way to 
caft a reproach upon thofe who were abfent, and yet to pre- 
vent any inconvenience to themfelves by rheir remm ^ publiflv 
ing an Order, << That aU the Members abfent ihould apoear 
^ at fuch a day under the Penalty of paying each a looi Fine 
^ for bis abfence ; and whofoevcr did not appear at that day 
(which gave not time enough to any who were at a di« 
ftance) ^fhould not prefume to fit in the Houfe, before he had 
^paid his Fine, and fatisfied the Houfe withthecaufe of his 
<< abfence; So that all thofe who were with the King, and 
verv many more, who had really withdrawn themfelves to re- 
frelh their minds, or upon nece(ury Afiairs of their own, with 
a purpofe to return, dearly difcem'd themfelves excluded 
from 6x(iD% any more there ; it being fufiiciently manifeft, 
that the Caufc of their abfence would never he approved, if 
Ctieir Pcrfons were diQiked, and their Opinions disapproved : 

Which 



■ defigns, would not be at all guided by it, or liibtnk to b> 
when it perfwaded that which concradided, apd would dif- 
appoint thole detigiu : And fo, upon die day appointed for Uk 
Debits of their Ordioaoce, when he applied all his Faculties 

, lo the convincing them of the ill^aliiy and montttouGiels 
of it, by Argmnents at lea^ as clear and demonltrable as his 
£jrmer had beeo, they made no impcelEoii upon theni^ but 
were eafily Anfwer'd by thofe who with moft PaOioa infilb- 
cd upon (heir own fenfe. He had fitisBcd them very wcU, 
when he Coocurr'd with them in Judgment ; but his Rea- 
foni were weak, when they croflwl cheir Rerolutions. So 
moft Men are deceiv'd in being too rcafanable ^ concluding 
chat KeaioQ will prevail upon chofe Men to fubmit to what 
ifi Right and Juft, who have no other coofideration of Right 
' orjiiftjce, but as it advances their laterelt, or complies wich

<^ the Power and Authority of which, they affiir'd then, they 
^< flioukt be proteded, and fecured in their Perfena, Liber- 
<^ ties^ and Qtates^ for whacfoever they ihould do by Their

T o this die King replied, <<Tbat he wondered fince tftey n^i^V 
^ had ufurped the fupreroe Power to themfclveif, they iMd not ^^{r* 
<< taken upon them the Supreme Style too ; and direoted' tb^ 
^Vvery new Declaration to their Tm^ and WeH-bclof««^ 
^< dieir SabjeOs erf* the City of LonJ&m : For it was too mat 
^and palpable a Scorn, to petAi^de them to take up Ams^ 
^f agamft his Perfon, under Q>kxir of bdng lovnsg Sdbjefia 
<^ to his Office: and to deftroy his Plerfon, that they midit 
^ preforve tbe King : That he wa$ beholdmg to them, mat 
<^ they had explained to aU his good Subjeds the meaning of 
^ their Charge againft hisMajetky, that by his intentiottof 
^ making War againft his Parliament, no more was preeended 
^ to be meant, tin his refohition not to futont to the hig^ In- 
^ juftice and Indignity of the 'Ordinance for the MiHcijk and' 
« the bufineft of Him. He ftid, he had never conceal d hii 
^* intentions in either of tfacrfe Particdhrs (he Wifh'd They 
" would deal as clearly with Him) but had always, ^md did 
^' now declare. That that pretended Ordinance was againft the 
'< Law of the Land ; againft the Liberty and Property of die 
^^SubjeA^ deftnxiitive to Spveraignty ; anddiereforenoteon* 
^fiftcnt with the very Conftitution and £flence of the Kif^- 
^ doro, and the Ri^t and Privilege of Ru^iament: That he 
^ was bound by bis Oath (and all his SubjeAs were bound by. 
^^ theirs of Allegiance, and Supremacy, and their own Pro* 
^ tefbition lately taken, to aftift his Majefty) to opj^fe that 
^ Ordinance, wnich was put already in execution agamft hlm| 
^not only by Training and Arming lus SubjeAs,, bett by 
^ forcibly removing the Magazine, from the place trufled by 
^the County, to their own Hou(es, and guarding it there 
^ With Arm'd Men: Whither it would be next removed, and 
^ how ufed by foch Perfons, he knew not. 

" T H A T the keeping his Majefty out of H»ff by S^Jctm 
^ HothMm^ was an Ad: of High Treafon againft his Ma^y s 
*< and the taking away his Magazine and Munition from htm, 
** was an A6t of Violence upon his Majefty, by what handa 
^* fcr by whcrfe diredtion foever it was done : And^ in both 
•* cafes, by the help of God, and the Law, his Majefty feid, 
^ be would have Juftice, or iofe his Life in the requiring it ; 
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^ cbe which he di4 not value at that rate^ as to preferve it with' 
^ the Infamy of (uflfering himfelf to be robbed, and fppiied of 
^.thap Digpity he was bom to. And if it were pofliUe for 
^ hij^ eoo<l Sabjeds to bdieve, that fuch a Defence of himfelf j' 
> ^'Wlch;tbeiOtaioft power and ftrength he could raife, was 
^ cnaking a War againft. his Parliament, he did not doubt,- 
^5 howijcver it (hould pleafe God to difpofe of him in that con- 
<f. option, but the jultice of his Caufe would, atthe laft, pre- 
<^ vail againft thofe few Malignant Spirits, who, for their own 
^' * ^cnda and. ambitious deflgns^ had fo milled and corrupted 
^ the underftanding^ of his People. And fince neither his own ' 
^^ Peckration^ . nor the Teilimony of fo many of his Lords,' 
^^ then with his Majefty, could procure credit with thofe Men, 
^ tHJC (b|9| they proceeded to levy Horfe, and to raife Money 
ffwd.Arms s^ainfl his Majefly, he faid, he was not toble- 
^blamed, if alter (b many gracious expoifailations with them, 
^ upon undeniable principles of Law and Reafon (which they- 
^^ anfwer'd only by Voting that which his Majefty ftid, to be 
^ nei^ier Law, nor R^ibn ^ and fo proceeded aifiually to levy 
^ War upon his Majefty, to juftify that which could not be 
^otherwife defended) at laft he made fuch provifion, that as 
^ be had be^a driven from London^ and kept from Ibitty he 
^' might no^ be furprifed at X^rk ^ but be in a condition to re-" 
^^ fift^ and bring to juftice thofe Men, .who would perfwade- 
*<his People that their Religion was in danger, becaufe his 
^M^jcfty would not confent it fhould be in Their power to 
V. alter it by their Votes ; or their Liberty in danger, becaufe 
^ h^ would allow no Judge of that Liberty, but the known 
^y Law of the Land : Ycc, he faid, whatever provifion he 
^' ihould be compelled to make for his fecurity, he would be 
« ready to lay down, afToon as they fliould revoke the Orders 
^ by which they had made Levies, and fubmitted thofe Per- 
*^ fons, who had detained his Towns, carried away his Arms, 
^^ and put ch^ Militia in execution contrary to his Proclamation, 
^' to that Trial of their innocence, which the Law had di- 
** red»d, and to which they were born : If that were not fub* 
** niitted to, he fhould, with a goodconfcience5proceed againft: 
5* thofe who fhould prefume to Qxercife that pretended Ordi- 
*^ nance for the Militia, and the other who fhould keep his 
** Town of Hull from him, as he would reGft Per fons who 
?* came to take aw^y his Life, or his Crown from him. 

'^ A N D therefore his Majefty again remember'd and re- 
** quired his City of London to obey his former Commands, 
^' and not to be mifted by the Oration of thofe Men, wl^o 
** were made defpcrate by their Fortunes, or their Fortunes 
•^ by Them ; who told them their Religion, Liberty, and 
** Property, was to be preferv'd no other way, but by their 
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wuAeninHMmd^ a^dbytliefidtofherowii, aawdltfof ^ 

the Grbwfi JewdAy and by the fnettdOiip of Hmff Prince of : 

Ormgfi, did ;ftU (he couM eo provide dl thtc was neoeffivT; ^ 

flBd m-lQng hidnewly direOra her tofendall to Nm-c^i^y ■> 
^hkh was Mc then fecured co him by the diligence of die' 

Earl of that Name. In the mean time both the King Htmfel^ 
and they who beft kn^w the ftate of his Afiairs, leem'd to be' 
without any thoughts of making War^ and to ho^ that die' 
Parliament would at hft incHne to fome Accomniodation;lbr 
which both his Majefty^ and thofe Perlbns were expqfed to a 
dKx^uKl reproachea, 

Thb ^een had many diflScukies to contendwith ; for 
Aourii tberrince t^Orm^ had a rery fignai afledion for die' 
Ktn^s Seirrice, anddidall he>t6iikl to difpolb the Shtcea to 
eoncem diemfeives in his Majefty'a Quarrel ^ yet his Aoebo- 
rity, and Intereft, was mueli' dimiiiifhM wftfa the vigotiroflui 
Bodjpand Mind : And the Stateaof fMfsnd were (b fior from 
l^eii^in^n'd ^^ the Kiafe -that they did him aU the adfthicf 
they coidd. They had bSbrt afSfted the RebdUon in $e0U 
bmd^ with givii^ them criefdit for Armtf kiid AmmUhidofi^ 
befote they had money to buy any ; and they did afterwards^. 
levenU ways, dilcover their aflledions to the PMiament; 
llrtiich had fo many Spies there^ diat the OueM eoodd do no- 
diing they had not prefent noeiceof ; (b mat it wur no eaQr 
matter for the Queen to proWde Arms and Ammui&cion, but 
tbt Parliament had prefent notice of it, and of tlsie wars which 
were thought upon to. tranTport them to the King : And tben 
their Fleet , under the ComrnaiHl of the Earl of Wkrmu^ky 
lay ready to obftniQ and Intercept that Commtmieation ^ nor 
was any remedy in view to remove this mifchief; infomuch 
as it was no eaiy diing for dteKmg to fend to, or to recerre 
Letters from, the Queen. 

TttEk E was a imall Ship of 28 or so Guns, that was part 
of die Fleet that wafted her Majefty mto HoUand from D^ 
vefj ^htch was called the Previdefteey under the Command 
of Captain Strtmgbtnn^ When the Fleet was Commandied by 
^Jotm Penmtgt&tfy and beforethe Earl of TPkrvjickwuiSBh 
nerindueed into that Charge agamfb the King's Will. That 
Ship, the Captain whereof was known to be faithfiil to his 
Mafdly, was, by the Queen, detained, and kepe in JMUmi 
Itomthethneot herMajdJy's Arrival, under fi?vcral preten^ 
oes, of which the Captam made u(e, ^en he tfcerwards re^ 
oeived Orders from the Earl of IVanukk «* To repair to the 
^ Fleet in the Dnms ; until, after many promifes and ex- 
cufes, it was at laft difcem'd that he had other Bufinefi and 
Commands \ and fo was watched, bjr die other aips, as an 
Enemy. This vel^ltheQueen refolv'd co fend co the Kii^ 
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principally to iniiHin his Majefty of tM ftrd^ts (he Wa^inj 
of the provifions (he had made j and toretUtn with fuch pa^-^- 
cicular Advice, and DiredaOns fiom hi$^ MajeSj^ that ibicr 
mi^t take fiirther refolueions : And b4ebau(b the vefiU war 
It, imd drew not much Water, and lb could run into any 
!ire«, or open Road, or Hafbour, and,- firoin thence, «£ly 
lend an exprefs to the King; there waai pttt into it about two 
hundred Barrels of Powder, and two or three thou&nd Arms 
with feven or ei^t Field-Pieces ; which, the^ knew, would be 
very welcome to the King, and (me fix « beginning and coun^ 
tenance to draw Forces together. The Captain was no fooner 

?ut to Sea, but notice was fent to the Commander of the 
leet in die Dmpns ; who immediately fent duee or (bur Ships 
to the North, which eafily got die Providence in View, bdbre 
it could reach that Coa(l; and chafed it with all their &uls, till 
theyfaw it enter into the River ofHitmiery when, locking 
upon it as their own, they made Ids hafte to follow it, bem|^ 
content to drive it before thetn into thdr own Port of Html 
there being, as diey thought no other way to elcape theinj^ 
until they plainly faw the Ship entring hito a narrow Creek - 
out of Httmher^ which declined Hlv0, and led into the Country^ 
Ibme Miles above it; which was a place well known to tbdf 
Captain, and defign'd by him to arrive at from the b^inning^ 
It was in vain (or them then to haften their purfuit; for th^ 
quickly fi^und that their great Ships could not toter into that 
paflage, and that the River was too (hallow to follow him$ 
and, io,with (hame and anger, they gave over the Chafe ; whilft- 
the Captain continued his courfe; and having never diou^ 
of (aving the Ship, run it on Shore on that fide towards Bur^' 
Sagtam^ and, wiui all eiqpadition, gave notice to die Kine 6t' 
his arrival; who, immediately j cauted the Perfbns of Qiulutjr^'- 
in the parts adjacent, to draw the Train'd-bands of theCoun^ 
try together, to fecure the incurfions from Htrff ; and by^ Ait 
means, die Arms, Ammunition, and Anilleryy were quiddy 
brought to Tark. 

The King was well content that it (hould be generally btf^ 
Heved, that this fmall Slip, the fixe whereof was known toe 
few, had brought a greater quantity and proportion of Provi* 
fions toe the War, than in trudi it nad; and therefore thoi^ 
it had brought no Money, which he expedted, he (ordiwttb 
granted Commiffions, to raife Regiments of Horle and Foot^ 
to fiich Perfons of Quality and Intereft, as were able to com^ 
ply with their obligations. He declared the Earl of Lmdfif^ 
Lord High Chamberlain dlE^gismiy his General of the Army; 
a Perfon of great Honour and Courage, and generally belov- 
ed ; who many years before had gcxxl Commands in HoBanJ^ 
and GmMif, and had been Admiral at Sea in feveral Expedi^

130 his Majefty. And furely if thisTefolution had bem pur- 
liied, it is very probable, that die King had been Mailer .of 
very manv of his Ships again. But, when the Meflengers were 
di^tched^ and well inftrudted, and he that was for Ijmdm 
gone on his Journey, there was a fuddain and unexpeded 
change of the whole direction to the Fleet, by Srjoim Pen-' 
Itom^s tepair to his Majefty ; and upon fecond thoughts^

* the Fleet ; which changed the Forms of the Letters to the fe- 
veral Captains ; and, infl^ad of leaving every one to nfe his

psict and dext^ty in Command {o .eminent^ that it was ge- 
nerally belie^^dL he would^ againft whadbever the £arl of 
W(trvn€k could haVe done, have preferv'd a Major part of the 
Fleet ia their Duty tp the King. The misfortunes which hap- 
pen'd after, and are mention'd before, su'e not in juftice to be 
imputed to S' j0bm Femmi^t9mj who, fure, was a veny honeft 
Gentleman, aiid of unOiaken Faithfiilnefs and Integtinf to the 
King; but to the little time he had to think of it: And die 
per^exity he was in ( befides his true Zeal to the Service) to 
confider that fo great a work, as the recovery of the Royal 
Navy, was to be done by his own Peirfonal engs^qnent, made 
him locdc fo little to his own fecurity, diat inftead of taking 
the Feet from the Earl ofWaruikk^ he was Himfdf taken by 
the EarJ^ and fent to the Parliament ; where the carrying over 
the Lord Dkbjy and fome other Jealoufies, had Idt a great 
arrear of difpleaiure againft him. 

The truth is,, dbelUng was fo confident upon the general 
Afiedions of the Sea-men, who were a Tribe of People more 
particularly coimtenadoedand obli^d by him, than other Men, 
nis Maje^ having, increafed their allowance, in Provifioa 
tnd Afoney, above the old eftablifhment of the Navy, as hath 
.been mentioned} that he did believe no Adivity of ill Of- 
ficers could havecomipted them ; but that, when die Pariia- 
mene had fet out and Vidfaialled the Fleet, it wouldj upcm any 
occafion, declare it folf at his Devotion. But, on the other 
fide, they had been tai^t to believe, that all the Kingf s boun- 

2, and erace towards mem, had flow'd from the mediation of 
ofe OmcerSy who were now engaged againft the King; and 
that^the Parliament having feifed the Cuftoms, and allother 
die Revenues of the Crown, they had no other hope of Pay 
or Subiiftence, but by abfolutely devoting themfelves to their 
Service : fo duit a greater, or more general defeffion of any 
. one Order of Men was never known, than that, at this tim^ 
1 of the Sea-men ; though many Gendemen, and fome few <^ 
the Common (ort, to their lafting Honour and Reputation, 
, cither addrcfled themielves to the AOive Service of their So- 
▼eraign, or fufller'd Imprifonment, and the lofs of aU they lud, 
for rdiifing to ferve a^unft him. 

The In ews of this diminution of his Majefty's Power, and 
terrible addition of Strength to his &iemies, was a great allay 
to the brisk hopes at Torkj upon the arrival of their Ammuni- 
tion, and Wife Men eafily difcern'd the fatal Confequence of 
it in oppofition to the Kmg's moft hopeful defigns; yet, in a 
very (tort time, all vifible fenfe of it fo much vaniih'd. that 
( as there was a marvellous alacrity, at that time, in de4>iiing 
all advantages of the Pariiament jfome Men publickly, and 
>vidi great confid^ce, averr'd, ^ That the King was a Gainer 

i( hy 
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^by the lofi of his Fleet; becaufe he bad no Monejr to'Brjr 
^* the Sea-men^ or keep them together j and that <me ViQory 
^'atLand, of which there was no doob^ wouki reftore Mm 
^ to his Dominion at Sea, and to whatloever had been un» 
^'juftljr taken from his Majiefty. 

The King found it was now time to do more dun write 
Declarations, when the Parliament was now entirely poQeffid 
of the Militia by Sea, and made fuch a progrefi in the attempt 
to obtain the fame at Land, that thou^ the People generally 
(except in gieat Towns and Ccnrporations, where, betides the 
natural Malignity, the FadiousLedurers, and Emiflariesfrom 
the Parliament, had poyfon'd their Affi^aions) and efpedally 
thofe of Quality, were Loyally inclined ; yet^ the terror of 
the Houfe of Commons was fo great, which fent for and 
grievoully puniflied thofe Sieriffii and Mayors, who publiihed, 
according to their Duties and exprefi Oaths, hisMajefty's Pro- 
clamation, and thofe Minifters, wbCL according to his In- 
jundlions, read and divulged his DecUrations, t&t all fiicb, 
and, indeed, all others eminently afieded to the Kiiw, were 
forced to fly to Ttrk for Prote&ion ; or to hide diemidves in 
Corners from that Inquifition. which was made for them. And 
therefore his Majefty, in the farft place, that he mig)it have one 
Harbour to refoit to in his Kin^om, fent the Earl of Ntu>- 
Caftky privately, with a Commimon to take the Government 
dLNe'va^Caftle ; who againft the little oppofition, that was jpre^ 
pared by the Schifmatical Party in the Town, by his Loidffiip's 
great Incerefts in thofe parts, the ready complyance of the beft 
of the Gentry, and the general good Indinations of the blace^ 
ipeedily and dextrouily aOiir'dthat moft important rich Town, 
and Harbour to the King ^ which, if it had been omitted but 
very few days, had been ieifed on by the Parliament ^ who 
had then eiven direSioa to that purpofe. Then for the Pro- 
tection ofthe general parts of the Kingdom, and keeping up 
their AfiedtionS) his Mijefty appointed and fent many of th6 
Nobility and i^ime Gentlemen of ttefeveral Counties, who 
attended him, into their refpeAive Counties to execute the 
Commiflion of Array; making the Mumiis of Hntfardy by ' 
Commiffion under the Great ^ of Enp4md\ which he was 
to keep feaet in referve, till he found, either by the growth^ 
or extraordinary praAice of the Parliament in raifins Forces, 
that the Commiffion of Array was not enough ) ^ Iw Lieute- 
^ nant General of all the Weftem Parts of die Kingdom, with 
<< Power to Levy foch a Body of Horfe and Foot, as he found 
^^ necedary for his Majefty's Service^and the containing the 
^ People within the limits of their Duty. With die Marquis 
went the Eai-l of Bath ( thought then to be in notable Power

«nfight be forthwith deliver'd to him ; wherein if they ihould 
" conform themfelve$,his Majesty would be then willing to ad- 
"mit fuch Addrefles from them, and return fuch PropoGtions 
" to them, as might be proper jto fettle the Peace of the King- 
*^dom, and compofe the prefent Diftradlions. He wilhed 
« them to do their Duty, and to be affured from Him, on the 
« word of a King, that nothing fhould be wanting on His 
" part, that might prevent the Calamities which tJlreaten'd 
"the Nation, and might render his People truly hap^y; but 
" if that his gracious Invitation ftiould be declin'd, God and 
" ail good Men mult judge between them ; And affign'd a 
I>aY, bv which he would cxpedl their Anfwer at Beverly.

*' accufation, without Trial, a whole year and more, and fo al- 
'^ lowing them no way for their defence and vindication, hath 
^ fnghten'd Men away from fo chargeable and uncertain at- 
^^ tendance, the Remedy is beft provided, where the Difeafe 
** grew. If the Law be the meafiire of Delioquency;none Such

• (ire of Revenge, will grant a free and general Pardon to all 
f PerTons within that Town. 

• ^That his Majefty's Magazine, taken fhnnttr//, be fiwth- 
J with put into fudi hands, as He (liall appoint. 

" T H AT his Navy be forthwith delivered into fuch hands, 
^fashe hath dircdtedfbr the Government thereof: The de- 
^ tainin^ thereof after his Majefty's Diredikions, publilb'd and 
^receiv^l, to the contrary; and imploying his Ships againft 
^ him in fuch manner, as they are now ufed, being notorious 
• High TreafoA in the Commanders of thofe Ships. 

**That all Arms, Levies, and Provifions for a War, 
<^made by the confentof both Houfes ( by whofe Example his 
** Majefty hath been forced to make fome Preparations) be im- 
" mediately laid down; and the pretended Ordinance for the 
^Militia, and till power of impoling Lawis upon the Subjefi 
** without his Majefty's confent,be dilavow'd; without which, 
** the fame Pretence will remain to produce the fame Mifchief. 
*^ All which his Majefty may as lawftilly demand as to live, 
^' and can widi no more juftice be denied him, than his Life 
^* may be taken from him. 

^ Th E s E being done, and the Parliament adjoum'd to a 
« fafe and fecure place, his Majefty promifes, in the prefence 
« crf^God, and binds himfelf by all his Confidence and Af- 
^fiirance in the Affeftion of his People, that he will inftantly, 
" and moft chearfuUy, lay down all the Force he fball have 
*^raifed, and difcharge all his future and intended Levies ; that 
*^ there may be a general fiice of Peace over the whole King- 
« dom 5 and will repair to them : And defires, that all Dif- 
*< ferences may be freely debated in a Parliamentary way j 

M Whereby the Law may recover it's due reveiencev the Sub- 
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<^ je£l his juft Liberty, and Parliaments themfelves their fiiU 
^^ Vigcxir and £ftimacion: and fo the whole Kingdom itblefled 
5^ Peace, Ouiec, and Profperity . 

<^ If cheie PropoQtions {hall be rejected, his Majefty doubts 
'^ not of the Protedion and AlBftance gf Ahnighty Uod, and 
<^ the ready Concurrence of his good Subjeds^ whp can have 
*^ no hope left them of enjoying their own long, if their King 
^ may be opprefled, and ipoiled, and muft be remedilefi. Ana 
^^ though his Towns, his Ships, his Arms, and his Money, 
<< be gotten, and taken from him, he hath a good Caufe let^ 
'* and the Hearts of his People: which, with Cod's bleffing^ 
^^ he doubts no^ will recover all the reft. 

^^ L A s T L Y, If the prefervation of the Proteftant ReligioOy 
^' the defence of the Liberty and Laws of the Kingdom, the 
^^ Dignity and Freedom of Parliament^ and the recovery, and 
^^ the relief of bleeding aid miferable Inland^ be equally pr&n 
<< cious to the Petitioners, as they are to his Majefty (who will 
^^ have no Quarrel txit in the defence of thefe ) there will be a 
^^ chearfid and ^eedy confent to what his Majefty hath now 
^^ propofed, and defird : And of this his Majefty expedls a fiiU 
^^ and pofitive Anfwer, by Wednefday the 'i']^ of tnis Inftant 
^' J^fyi ^U when, he mall not make any attempt of Force up* 
^^ on HmU^ hoping in the Afi^dion, Duty, and Loyalty of the 
^^ Petitioners : And in the mean time, expeds that no fupply 
'^ of Men be put into HmU-^ nor any of his Majefty*s Goods 
*^ taken from thence. 

The whole Court, upon the hearing that Petition from the 
two Houfes read, expreOed a marvellous Indignation at the 
intolerable Indignities ofier'd to the King by it} and ieem'd 
no better fatis&ed with the MeOengers^ who bod pro&fled,thac. 
they brought an abfblute (iibmiffion to his Majefty; when in 
truth, what they brought, appear'd to be a full Juftification of 
whatlbever tkey had done before, and an imply'd Threat of 
doing worfe, and fixing aU the Scandals upon bis Majefty,. 
which they had fcatter'd abroad beifore : infbmuchthat all Men. ' 
expeded, and believ'd bis Majefty to be engaged, for the vin- 
dication ofhis Princely Dignity mi Honour^ to return a much 
(harper Anfwer to them, men he had ever lent. So that«when . 
this which is before iet down I and which had been before^ 
contented to, and approved in tne full Aflembly of the Peers, 
and Couniellors ) was read pubUcUy, it was generally thought. 
that the King had not enou^ refented the jbfalencey ^ 
Ufiiipation of the Parliament! Qf. appear'd letiBUe enoufi^ of 
the provocations : Yet the tbougjht of a ^ar, which Wife 
Mntfr adually Levied upon the King alreadyy was (b much 
abborrd, and Men were fo credufous of every expedient 
which was pretended for Peac^ that, by die next morning

rthe Attftirer beiflg delivei'd in die evenn^) thde adire Met 
lengers far the i^Uiflietic periWiaded many <<That the Kiflgf's 
^^ Anfwer w^ coo fharp^ and would proV(Mce tbe Houfes, who 
^ were naturally pafficKuttc^ to proceed in the high ways they 
^ were in; whereas, if the King would abate that feverity of 
'*LaI^^ag|B^ and would yet tate oflf the Preamble of his An- 
* Twer, they were ccmfident, and the &trl o^ Ho Hand prirately 
^oflferd to undertake, that fadsfaAionihould be giren to all 
^ that bis Nkjefty propofed. And, bv this means, feme were 
(6 far wrought tmon, as they earneluy importuned the King^ 
*^ That he would ta^e his Anfwer, whidi be had puUickly de- 
^^iver^d die qight befcm, from tneMeCfengsrs; and, inftead 
^ thereof return only the Matter of his own Propoftdoos. in 
^ the moft foft and g^tle L^guage; without the Preamble, 
^ or any mention of the unjumfiable, and unreafbnable de- 
'^meanour of the Parliament towards him. 

But hi5 Majcfty reply'd, ^That he had for a long dme, 
^ even after great prorocadons, and their firft fi;eneral Kemon- 
^ ftttuice tome People,treated with all imaginaole compliance, 
** iand leniiv of words with them ; and difcovcr^d their unjufii- 
^ fiable and extravagant proceedings with and againit him, and 
^^ the cpntequences diat would inevitably attend their Pr^grefs 
^ in them, wich fuch tender expreffions, as if he beiiev^d 
^whatever was amifi to proceed from misinformation only, 
^ and unskilful miftakes : That this gentlenefs, and regard ot 
** his, was fo far from operating upon them, that thcnr Info- 
f ^ lence, and {riegplarities increafed ; and it might be from that 
^ teafon, that their Meflagcs and Cfeclarations were writ in fo 
«^high a uialefl:, and with that Soveraignty of Language, as if 
^ He were fubjeft to Their Jurifdidlion : and did not mow 
^ bur it might have fome influence upon his People to his dif- 
^* advantage, that is, raife terror towards Them, and lefien 
^ their reverence towards his Majefly, when all their Petitions 
^ and Prbpofittotts were more Imperurive than His juft, and 
« neceffary Refii&ls : Which Condefcenfion his Majclty had 
^ brought himffelf to, in hope, that His example, and Their 
^ natural fhame, would have reformed that new Licence of 
^ words : Th^r this laft Addrefs, under tbe name of a Petition 
** (a few days after they had violently ravifh'd his whole Fleet 
^ from Him : icfd prepar*d the farttc day. that they had choien 
*• a General, to whom they had fwom Allegiance, to lead an 
f * Army againft him ) contained a peremptory Jtrfti6carion of 
** whaiTbeve!^ ifey had done : and a^ peremptory a Threaming 
*^of wharfoever they could do : ancl therefore, if he ffiould 
f'ndV/ retraft hlj Aiifwer, wHfch had bpen folemnly conedei'd 
«* (n (>und/'bdfyrfr all the Peers, and which in nnth Jn^luJ 
V rather a PHmrdfy "rfcfcntment of the Indignities offir'd wnfm« 
*^thap ftdw'd^itt'any fcarp or Wttcr Exprcffions, he'lhould 
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*'by fiidi yitl&vUgf ^vt encouragement to new AKetnptij 
■fiod COula not bat ttauchdUcounigethor^ upon whofe A^ 
*< fctfhoQS and Li^alts he wu principally to dc[>end ; who 
*'£Duld not think it Due to riile thcmulvcs to an indignation 
*' on his behalf when He exprefled (b tender, or fo litUe fen& 
''of his own Su&rings: beudes, thit he was then upon ait 
**avow'<l Holble Etitcrprifefor the reduction of H*ff; lowan^ 
** which he was to uTe all poffiblc meant to draw a Force tiy 
*'gether, equal to that Defign: and byfiicha RettaAion as this 
*''pcopoIcd, and a feemiiw aeclenfion df bis Spirit, and do- 
^pendiiu upon their gooonaturcs, who had done all this niif- 
f* chief, he mould not only be ineviubl^ diiappointed of the 
" rejbrt of new ftrength, wit, prob*^?, dcfertcd by tbofe few 
'^ whom he had brought together : That b« could not reafon- 
f f ably, or excuiably depend upon the undertaking of the Earl 
^ of HoSanJ; Who had fb gtcaly deceiv'd him in other under- 
■< takings, which were inimediately in his own Power to have 
"peifbrm'd: whereas neither he, nor either of the other two 
** Gentlemen, who were ]oTn*d with him in this imployment, 
*' bad Xo much intcreft Witt the Aflive and PrevaiUng Party, 
*' » to know more of the^ Intentiom than was at piefent ne- 
*'cd]&ry to be dilcoyer*i^ for .their Concurrence. - 

»Hk &id, tbsthe&idde'verjetcOjifeDtedtoany otle^- 
" tlcuUr, fioce the j>eginiung ofthil Par^aIIlen^, by which he 
*' had receiv'd prejudice, at the doing wherepf he had not (he 
•'folemn undercakin^s and promjfes of tbofe, who were niuch 
"abler to juftifythcjr undertakings, than ihe Earlof Ho/Zaoi/j 
«aild upon whom he ooly depended , that it Ihould be no 
"diflai'ice tohim» and would be an in&llible mcane to cbjii- 
«pali all that his Msjefiy defir'd : But he had always found 
"thole Promifers and . Undertakers, though they could qmi- 
" ncntly carry on any Counfel, or Conclufion, tliat was againil 
"Law, Jufticc, ot His Right, had never Power to reduce, or 
■ "reftram thole agitations within any bounds of Sobriety, sod 
*' Moderation ; And when they found, that many wpuld liot 
"be guided byxheai, that they might foem'flill td,LeJul,tbcm,- 
<* (elves as hmoully FoUow'd the others'; .and related agiift to 
*' his Majelty with {bme new Expedient , as dcltru^vc as the 
." former. So that he was re&lv'd to rely lipou Cod Almi^^^ 
"and ipt fo much to depend upon wnat migju pofCbty pre- 
■* rail upon the ASeOlonc of diofe, from whom, reafonaluvt 
" he could not expeA any good, as upon luch plain and avow d 
"axirfes, as, let the liicccQ be what it would,, muft, to all 
"judging Men, appear to be prudently, and honiourabW rety'd 
*' on : And therefore he pi^ively rcraed to make me (eaft 
"alteration in his Anfwer : And lo the Mellcngcrs departed, 
leaving the Court and Count7 wor£ aAeOod than they fouod 
it> ana branding fomepaiticuIu'Perrons, whom they found 
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lefi indiu'd to be. ml'd by their g^ofi^ons^ and prpmiCes, 5^ A| 
^ the Authors of fli Civil Wai- : And ffiajddgirhein as odious as 
they could, where ever they caice. .'■' '. 

And fiire, from tbic time, die'Ea[rl,bf )^/iM^wastix>r^ 
tranfported from his natural temiper imd eendcnefs oif difpoQ^ 
tion, into PaflBon and Animofit;^ ^gaiiift the King, and his Mi- 
nifters; and, having been nothiqg pleafed with, his dWnflon- 
dicion at LtmJouj finding the Earl of Ejfeai f whom^ he did not 
fecredy love, and did iqaeed contemn) to draw all Mdo's E!^es 
towards him, and to haVe the greateft Intereft in thehr Hearts, 
lie had (erioufly intended, under cdonrbf this Md&ge to dii; 
King, to difcovef if there were any fparks jret left in msiRoyal 
br^, which mijght be kindled into affedtion, or acceptatipo 
of his Service; and hoped, if he could get any Credit, torer 
de^m his former TrefpafTes: But when be not only foufid'his 
'Mijefty cold towards hiiti, but tkfily enou^ diicern'd, by 
his receptioivthat all former indrnatibns were dead, and more 
than ordinary'drejudices grown up towards him in their (Aiacts, 
and that his Advices were rejeoed, he recuni'd with ftoobur 
equal to the moft ftirious he went to; and heartily joynrd an4 
'cpncurr'd towards the fupprefling duu iWer^ ii^ die /Vchninir 
fixation whereof he was not like to bear any part. 

H I s Majel^ having, by his Anfwer, obliged himfelf not to 
fnake any forable Attembt upon Hkr// till the if^ ^^jft^% ^/ 
which time he might reilonably expeit inl Anfwer to nis Pro? 
pofidons, in the mean time he refolv'd to make fome tbort pro- 
grefs into the Neighbour Counties * and accordingly, the lame 
day the Meflengers departed, the Kin^ went to DpncMfter'^ 
and the next day to Nottwgtami and to to Leicefter*^ wnere 
lie heard, the Earl of Stamford^ and fome other Parliament 
Men, were executing the Ordinance of the N4iliria : But, be- 
fore his Majefly came thither, they rembv'd themfelves to 
Northampton^ a Town (b true to tneni,' iis, if they had.bccQ 

})urfued, would have (hut their Gates' againft the iCing him- 
elf, as Hull had done. 

At Lfikefteriht King was received, with great expreffions 
of Duty andr Loyalty, by the appearance of die Trained-bands, 
and full Acclanutiohs of the People; yet there were two Ac^ 
cidents that happened there, which if^^ they be at all remem- 
ber'd, will manifcft, that if the King' were Lov'd there as he 
ought to be, that the I^rliament was niore Fear'd than He. It 
happened to be at the time of the general Affizes, arid Jufticp 
Reeit ( a Man of a good reputation &r Learning, and Inte- 
grity^ and who, in good Times, would have been ^a good 
Judge ) fate there as Judge ; and Mr Hinry HafiingSy younger 
Soiito the 'EAxloiHunfrngton^w^s purpofely made High Shcrifl^ 
to contain the County within the limits of their Duty by the 
Power of tbs^t Office, as wdl >s by the Intereft, and Relation 
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of ^s Family;. . Hie Earl of SUmforJ^ and his Affiftaots, had 
dq)arted the Town tnit few hours before his Majefty's en- 
trance ^ and had left their Magazine, which was indeed the 
Ma^zme brche County, in a uctle Score-houfe at the end of 
the Town, guarded by ibme inferior Officers whom they had 
brought down to Train and Exercife the Militia, and other 
zealous and devoted Men of the County, in all to about the 
Number of 25, who had barricadoed the door of the Houfe; 
and profefled *' To keep it ajgaihft all demanders j having pro- 
vifibns within it of all fbits. . T^eKihg was very unwilling 
(coming in To. peaceable a manhef, zi Cq peaceable a time) to 
take^any notice of it. On the Qttier.hand, it was an A& oftoo 
;great Infolence to be fufier'd^ and, upon the matter, to leave 
.2. Garrifon of ^he Rebels in poflHBpn of the Town ; and there- 
fore he fent word to the Jud^ "That if He took riot fome 
*^ legal way to remove fuch a Force fo' near his Majefty* bis 
^ Majefty would do it in 'iQme.&ctri)ordinary courfe : whicb^ 
upon the fuddaou would haye p\izled him to have dohej 
having neither Soldier, Cannon,; nor Powder to.effe^ it j the 
want of which as much troubled' the Sb.eriffl In the end, the 
Gentlemen oft^eCpuntry,wh6 bad not yet otherwife declared 
thenifelves on either Gde, than by .waiting on hisMaje(t^«jBndr 
ing that the King would not ^o ^pm the Town, tb$fi 
Nui&nce was femov'd^and that.ir,mi^t bring Inconvenience^ 
Charge, and Mifchief to the County of a hign nature^ (b pre- 
vail'c^ that, ^s bis Majefly was contented to take ho notice of 
it, Co they within the Home, in the ni'g^t, upon aflurance of 
Safetv, and Libei'ty to go whiter, they would, removed and 
left tne Houfe ; and fo that tn^ter was quicsted. 

The other Accident was, or was UKe to have proved, 
more Ridiculous : Some of the Kin^s Servants, hearing that 
the Esixl ot StamfirJ^ and the btber Militia Men were newly 
gone out of thefTown, had of themfelves comii^ thither be- 
fore the King, Galloped after them: intending to haveapr 
;prehended them, and brought them before the King; and, 
though the other were too lacet fot tl^em,had, in the way,6ver^ 
taken Dr Bafiwick^ a Man well known, who had been a prin- 
cipal Officer with them at Letceflfr^ and fled at the ikme time, 
bat could not keep pace with his Commanders : Him they 
brought to the Town,where, ^y thb Sheriff, he wa^ cocbmitted 
to Prifon ; havipff confefled ecioush Treaibn, and juftiiylng it, 
as wou}d have jumy hanged any Subjedl:. The King thought 
Qiice to have had him lodidled th^n. at the Affize^ upon thp 
plain Statute of ^^. Bishp. HI. ^tiut the Judge befoiigl^t his Ma- 
fcRy not to put a matter of (b great moment, upon ivhich the 
Power of the two Hpufes of raliament, and a rarfiament fit- 
ting, n]u(l be determined, before onQ fingle Judge,: i^fhpfe Re- 
putation was not <Qpugti to bcjgir rdgreata burden j however, 

-•■•■■-■• he 
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And lb the War was now denounced by tbdr caqntft 
Words againfthiiMajefty^ as it had been long before incbdr 
Adions: and both Parties feem'd to give over all thougjhts of 
fiirAer Treacies, and Overtures ; and each prepared to mate 
thcoilelves confideraUe by the ftrengch and power of fiich 
Forces as they couktdraw togedier. 

I N Ijnubu they inccDded nothing but the forming of their 
Army^ and fuch other things of power, as were in order there- 
unto. To that purpoie, t& Bill for the payment of Tonnage 
and Poundage being expired on the firftday of Jufy^ and they 
having Tent another of the lame nature to tne King tor his con- 
fenty for fix Months longer, his Maj^, Gnce he law that, 
ynd all other Money properly belonging to him, violently taken 
from him, and imploy'cf by them againft him, refufed to eive 
bis Royal Aflent thereunto : Whereupon, without the leafi 
hariitation ( albeit it had been enadted this very Parliament 
*' That whofoever (hould prefume to pay, or receive diat duty, 
'^ after the expiration of the Ad^before the (ame wais regruued, 
^ to his Majeity with the 9ohIent of the Lords and Commoos, 
^fliould be in a Prxmunire; which is the heaviefl puniO^ 
mGOL inflided by Law, but the lofi of Life) they appointed 
and order'd by die Power of the two Houfes ( wtuch they call'd 
tn Ordinance of Parliament) ^That the £une duty (bould be 
•* continued 1 and declare that they would fave all Pcrlbns 
*' concern'cl, from any Penalty or Punifhrnent whatfoever i 
By, which they now became pcuTeQed of die Cuftoms, in thdr 
own right. 

Towards fiich, as any ways ^though under the oUiga- 
tion of Oaths or Offices ) oppofedaOr difcouiitenanced what they 
went about, they proceecfed widi the moft extravagant fcve- 
rity that had been ever beard of: of which I ihall only men- 
tion two inftances^ the Firf^ of ^e Lord Mayor of lAnimu 
Sr Rkhard Gourneyy a Citi7.cn of great Wealth, ReputatioiL and 
Integrity ; whom the Lords hac^ upon the complaint of the 
Houfe of Commons, bdbre their lending the lait Petition to 
the King ( of which his Majefty gave them a touch in his An-, 
fwer ) committed to the Tower of London : for caufing the 
Kinrs Proclamation aglinft the Militia, by vertue of his Ma- 
jcfly s Writ to him direded, and according to the known duty 
of his place, to be publicMy Proclaim'd. And ihortly after^ 
that they might have a Man more compliant with their defigns 
to govern the City, notwithltanding that he infifted upon nis 
Innocence, and made it appear that he was obliged by the. 
Laws of the Land, the Cuitoms of the City, and the Confti- 
tutionof his Office, and his Oath, to do whatfoever he had 
done : He was by their Lordfhips, in the nrefence of the Com- 
mons, adjudged. ^^ To be put out of his Office of Lord Mayor 
*' of L§ml9i§ J to be utterly incapable of bearing Office in City. 
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<^ or Kingdom, ftnd of tHA Honour or'Dignitv; and to be im- 
"prifon'd, during the pleafiire of the two Houfes of Piurlit- 
^'ment. And, upon this fentence, Alderman P^vraigftiir, fo 
often before mention'd, was, by thenoife and clamour of the 
Common Peo{^e, againft the Cuftoms* andHules of fileOiony 
made Mayor ^ and accordingly inftalled^ and the true, old^ 
worthy Mayor committed to the Tower oiLondm-^ where, 
with notable courage and conftancy, he continued almoft to 
his Death. 

T H B other Inftance, I think fit to mention, is that of Judge 
Malkt ^ who, as is before remember'd, was- committed co the 
Tower laft Lent, for having feen a Petition prepar131 bjr 
the grand Jury of K^f, for the Countenance of the Bode c^ 
Common Prayer, and againft the impbfition of the Militia by 
Ordinance without the Royal Aflfent. This Judge (being, this 
Summer Circuit, again Judge of Adize lor tfaofe Counties) fit* 
ting at JMauiJfomupon the great Aflize, fbme Members ef the 
Houfe of Commons, under the Style and Title of a Committee 
of Parliament,came to the Bench ^ 'and,producinglbme Votes, 
and Orders, and Declarations of one or both tfoufes, << Re- 
^quir'd him, in -the name of the Parliament, to caufe tho(e 
*' Papers (being on the behalf of the Ordinance of the Militia, 
and agaiim the-Gommiflion of Array) ^ to be reu). He told 
them, " That be fit there by virtue of his Majefty's Commifli-^ 
^ ons : and that he was authorized' to • do any thing comprifed 
^in thofe Commiflions^ but he had no Authority tooDany 
^ thing elfe^ and therefore, there beii^ no menticm, in ei^er 
^ofhisCommiflions, of thofe Papers, or the Publiihmgany 
*^ thing of that natur^ he could not, nor would not doit ^ and 
fo (finding lefs refoea and fubmiffion, than they expectecL 
bodi to their Per/ons and their Bufinefs, firom the Learned 
Judge, and that the whole County, at leaft the prime Gesule*' 
men and the Grand Jury, which reprefented the County, con- 
temn'd both much more) this Committee retum'd to the Houfe' 
with great exclamations againft Mr Juftice JMsBety ^As theFo- 
^ menter and Protedor of a Malignant FaAion againft the 
^ Parliament. And, upon this Charge, a Troop of Horfe wat 
^fent to attend an Officer; who came with a Warrant firom Ae 
Houfes, or fome Committee (whereas Juftice itfdSSff, being 
an Afliftant of the Houfe of Peers, could not Regularly be 
fummonM by any other Authority) to KmgBomin Smriy jwhcrc 
the Judge was keeping the general Aflizes for that County; 
and, to the unfpeakable DUhonour of the Publick Juftice or 
the Kingdom, and the Scandal of all Miniflsrs or Lovers of 
Juftice, in that violent manner took the Judge fi'om the Bench, 
and carried him Prifoner to Weftmhffier ; from whence, by the 
two Houfes,: be was committed to the Tower of Lmm/0»; 
^wherc he rcmaia'd for the ipa^ of above two jem^ without 

ever 
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cv«r being diarg*d widi %sg p^uticular Crime) tiU he wai if^ 
deeaa'd t^ bis Majclly by the exchange of ftoocherp whofe li- 
berty tfaey deOr'd. 

3 Y thefe beightea'd AOs of Power and Terror^ ihN <|uick« 
]y demonlHated, bow uniecure ic would be for any Mu^ at 
leaft not to concur with tbem. And, bavii^a Generd, Anm^ 
)^toney, and Men chough at thdr devotion, they eafily fonn'd 
an Army, {Kiblickly difpoiing fuch Troops and R^gMnenti, « 
had been raifed for Ireland^ and, at one time, onie huodicd 
tboufand pounds of that Mon^, which, by AA of Farliamcnr, 
had been paid for that ngrnofe, towards the conftinitiqg that 
Amfir, which was to oe led againit their Lawful Soveraigo. 
So tbat it was very evident, they would be in fiich an Eqiii* 
pagp within few weelss, both with a Train of AitiUery,Hoife 
«nd Foot, all talcci?, arm'd, fiimith'd and fupplied out of hii 
Majefty'f own Magazines and Stores, that they bad not roitei 
10 fear any oppoGtion. In tbemean time, tbey declared, and 
pubUIb'd to the People, ^ That they raited cmt Arroy^ only 
*^ for the defence of the Parliament, the King's Paribo,and the 
^ Religion, Liberty, and Laws of the Kingdom, apd of tbofe^ 
^ who, for Their fiikes^ and for thofe Ends, bad obeyed their 
^ Orders: That the Ktn^ by the inftigatioa of evil Coun- 
<< iellors, had raifed agreac Army pf Papifts ^ by ^uribttcbhe in- 
f' tended to awe, and deitroy the Parliameotz \o introduce 
^ Popery, and Tyranny : Of which intention, they iaid,hisre- 
^' ouiring Hn//, his fending out Commiflions of Array ; be- 
^ (peaking Arms and Ammunition beyond the Seas (there 
^ living been fotne brought to him by the Ship call'd the Pro- 
^ vidence) his declaring S^ 'J^hm Htthtm Traytor ; and the 
** potting out the Earl of N^rthumh^rlmul from being Loid 
^ High- Admiral o££vglamd; his removing the Earl of Prw- 
^ h^$kiyElffx^ HoUand^ the Lord IBieUmg^ and $r if^nrr^ Kmf, 
^ from their ieveral Places suid Imployments^ were foffidenc 
^ and ample evidences : And therefore, they conjur'd all Men, 
^ to aflift cheir General, the Earl oiEffex. And, for their hee- 
ler and more fcaet traniadlion of allfuch Counfels, aa were 
oeceOary to be entered upon, or folio w'd, they made a Com- 
mittee, c^ fome choice Members of either Houie, to intend 
die great bufinefs of the Kingdom with reference to the Ar- 
my y who had Authority, without fo much as communicating 
the matter to the Houfe, to imprifon Peffons, feife upon their 
Eiiaces; and many other Particulars, which the two Houfes, 
in full Parliament, had not the leaft Regular, Leg^, Juftifiabk 
Authority to do. And for the better encourageineot of Men 
to engage in the Service, the Lord Ktm^Itpm, and the five 
Members of the Houfe of Commons, formerly accufed by his 
Majefty of High Treaibn, upon folemn Debate, had fisvorai 
Regiments conferred oo tbem^ am^ by their example^ many 

other 
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gther Menobcrs of Mb Houfes, fome upon their \ow^tt^% ' 
aad deauednds of cheir Fortunes^ others to get name and te« 
putation to be in the number of Reformers i amongst whom 
chejr doubt^ not all Places of Honour, or Offices of profic. 
would be bdlow'dj moftiipon the confidence, that all would 
be ended without a Slow, by the Kinsfs want of power to 
^uher ftrength> defir'd and obtain'd Command of Hojie or 
root; their Quality making amends for their want of expe- 
rience, ao^ their other defers j which were repaired by many 
good Officers tK)tb Serf A/^jand Scots'^ the late Troubles having 
Brought m^ny of that tribe to L9ndon^ and the reputation 
of the £arl of Ejpx having drawn others, out of the Low- 
Countries, to engage in that Service. In the choice ot which 
Officers, ^iift they accufed the King of a p.u^pQ^e to biing 
a Forreign Force,and of entertaining Fapifls, they neither con- 
fider'd Nation nor Religion^ but entertain d all Strangers, 
JUid Forreigners, of what Keligion ibever, who defir'd to run 
their Fortune in the War. 

O N the other fide. Preparations were not made with e^ial 
expedition, and fticcefi by the King, towards a War i For, 
though he well underftood, and difcecn'd, that he had nothing 
dfe to truft to, be was to encounter (trange Difficulties to do 
that He was lo far from having Money to levv, or pay Sol- 
diers, that be was, at this very time, compeird for very real 
want^ to let fall all the Tables kept b^ his Officeit of State in 
Court, by which fo many of all qualities fubGIted ; and the 
Frince, and Duke of Tor k^ eat with his Majelty ; which Table 
only was kept. And whoever knows the Conftitution of a 
Court, well knows what indifpoGtions naturally flow from 
tbofedecIenGons^ and how ill thofe Tempers bear any dimi- 
nution of their own Intere(lsy and, being once indupofed 
themielvcs, how ealily thev infe£t others. And that which 
made the prefent want of Money the more intolerable^ there 
was no viiiblehope from whence fupply could come, in any 
reafonable time : And that which was a greater waqt tmn Mo*- 
ney, which Men rather fear'd than found, there were no 
Arms ; for, notwithitanding the fame of the great Store of 
Ammunition, broiight in by that Ship, it confifted only in 
truth of Canon, Powder, and Bullet, with eight hundred 
Mufqpets, which was ail the Kinp;'s Maga2ine. So that the 
haftning of Levies, which at that time was believ'd would not 
prove difficult, would be to little purpofe, when they&ould 
continue unarm'd. But that which troubled thie King more 
than all thefe real incapacities of making War, was the temper 
and conftiiution of his own Party ^ which was compounded, 
for the mod part, in Court, Council, and Country, of Mea 
drawn to him by che impulfion of Confcience* and abhorring 
the uiyuft add irregnlar proceedings of che Farliaxnenc i Qther-* 

wife' 
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wife unexperienced in Adion^ and uhacquamted with die 
Myfteries, ahd nece(&ry Policy of Government; fevereob* 
fervers of the Law, and a3 iorupulous in all matters relating to 
1^ as the other pretended to oe. AU his Majefty's Anaenr 
Counfellors, and Servants (except feme few of laiiing Ho* 
nour, whom We (hall ^ye bc6£on o^en to mention) dut 
they miebt redeem former bverfight^ or for 6d)er unwortby 
de^zns, being either publicidy.againft himin LamJom^ orpn- 
▼ately difcrecuting his Jntereft and Adlions, in his own Court. 
Thele Men.ftill ur^d ^ The cfxecution of the Law; fliiat what 
^ extravagances Ibever the Parliament practiced, the King's 
^ obTervation of die Law would, in the end, lupprefs them alL 
And, indeed, believ'd the raiung a War to bdia wicked a 
thing, that they thoudit it impomble the Parliament ihottld 
intend it, even when mey knew what they were doing. How- 
ever they concluded, ^ That be that was forwardeft in the pre- 
^ paritu^ an Army, would be firft odious to the Peotde ; b¥ 
^^ die afieOions of whom, the other would lie eafily iupprdt 
This was the general recpiv'd Doftrinei.todthowb ic 
ippear^d plainly to others (of equal aftOion to the PufaUck 
reace) how fiital thofe Ccuiclufions, in that fenfe in whkb 
diey were urged, muft prove to the whole Kingdom; and 
bow foon the King muft be irrecoverably lo(^ if he proceed- ^ 
ed not ihore vigorouflv in his defence ; yet even thofe Men ' 
durft not, in any form d and publick Debate, declare them^ 
felves y or (peak that ^lain En^liih the State of Afi^rs requi- 
red; but (aDstied themfelves with fpeaking, what they thoi^c 
neceflary, to the King in Private: by which means the King 
wanted thofe firm, and folid foundations of Counfel and Fore- 
fight, that were moft necef&ry for his condition : So that he 
could neither impart the true motives, and grounds of any im- 
portant Adlion, nor di(cover the utmoft othis Defigns. And 
lb he ftill feem'd (notwithitanding the greaceft, and avow'd 
preparations of the Enemy) to intend nothing of Hoftility, 
out in order to the reducingof Hull ; the benefit of which he 
hoped, would engage die Train'd-baads of that great Coun- 
ty (which was the fole ftrength he yet drew thither) till he 
could bring other Forces thimer, wnich might be fit for that, 
or any other Defign. 

But there was another Reafon of his Majefty's going to, 
and ftaying at Beverfy^ than was underftood ; and, it may be^ 
if it had been known, mi^t have produc'd a better Efied;; 
urtiidi I think neceffary to infert in this place. The Lord 
Digiyy whom We have mentioned before, in the firft diforder, 
by which the King and Queen were driven from Londamy to 
have left E^land^ and to be after unreafonably accufed by the 
Houfe of Commons of High Treafon, had remained from 
that time in IbUtmd'^ and, hearing the King's conditioo ae 
^ X§rk 
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ISHTik to be fo much improved beyond what he ieift it it Wmd- 
fir^ had^ with fixne Commands from the QyeeiL arriv'd there 
very privately, and fiay'd fome days in a di&uife at Terk^ re* 
vealin^ himfelf to very few Friends, and (peaking with thd 
lUng m fo fecret a manner in the nig^t, that no notice was 
taken of his being there ; and, finding the Kin^s Afiairs not 
in fo good a pofture as he expeded, and conceivine; it yet not 
fit for him to appear, refolvVt to return again to the Queen, 
and to haften tnat provifion of Arms and Ammunition, with-* 
out which it was not poffibie for the King to refift any violence 
chat tfareatn'd him ; and fo, in the fame Bark whiich brought 
him over, he went again to Sea for Holland^ Widi WUmitt^ 
jSjUmmbam^ VolUtiy and Berkleys who purpofely remov'd 
ttemfelves nom Courts upon the clamour of me Parliament, 
till the King was readv to ufe their Service. They were not 
many hours at Sea, when they met the Provuteme ( which We 
mentionM before^ with the Amrnunicion, which was only 
wanted; and^ well knowing her^ .they agreed, ^ThztlPs/mot 
^ PwU^rd^ and Biriky^ (hould return with the Ammunition to 
^ the Kiiig ; and D/;^, and Coll. j^Jbimmhitmy fhould puffue 
^ their former Intentions for Hbftrar^f. But their Parties conti* 
naed fo lon^ that the Parliament Ships, who had watched and 
chafed the FrovUeme^ a»ne up to them ; and though the Ship 
eftaped, and run on (bore^ as was before mentioivd, yet the 
Fly4x)at, in ii4iicfa the Lord Digh was, could not fo well get 
away^ but was taken by them, and carried in with fo much me 
more triumph into IMi^ that they had been difappointed cf 
dietr greater Prize. Coll. jijbhumbam^ though hd was in greac 
umbrage with the Pariiamenr, and one of chofc Delitlquents^ 
whom they reproached the King with, was fo well known to 
S^j9tn BBthanty with whom he ftood in a good degree of fa- 
miuarity, that he could not diflemble or conceal himfidf ; but 
tbe Lord Dtgifj being in fo real a di%uife^ thit his neareS 
ftiends.would not eafily have known him, prdteilded to be A 
Fmtelhmuij whofe Language he fpoke excellently -y and leem'd 
to be fo Sea^ck, tteit he kept himfelf in thcf hole of the Barl^ 
till they came to Hull^ and^ in that time, difpofed of fuch Pa- 
pers as were not fit to be pertlfed^ aild when h^ came on 
Shore, fo well counterfeited ficknefs, and Want of health, that 
be eafily procured himlelf to be fent, under a Guards to fome 
obfoure comer for repofej Whilft Coll. 4[hh9mbamy who was 
the only Prifoner they thought worth the looking after, was 
carefiilly carried to the Govemour^ who receiv'd him with 
as much Civility, as he could reaibnably expedl. fhtUrd 

The Lord Digby^ being by himfefe quickly confider'd t>igV'. 
die defperatenefs of his condition: «That it would ndt be^l^S 
<<pa(Eble to conceal himfelf long, being fo well known to many Hothin ^ 
Vol. I. Pirt. ». " Y y « who huU. 
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^ who were in the ^$n;idencf^ and the Garrifim quiddy know* 
^ ing whatfoever was ipoken of in the Country : That he 
^ was, how unjufUy or unreafonably foever, the nooft odious 
^ Man in the Kingdom to the Parliament ^ into whofe hands tf 
^ he (hould then come, his Life would be, at leaft in apparent 
^ hazard : and how to get himfelf out of that Labyrinth was 
very difficult, fince S^ John HctbMm was fo far from anv incli- 
nation of kindnefs towards him, as he had own'd to CoQ. j^ 
iurmtam, that he was in the Number of his moft notorious 
Enemies. However, in this eminent extremity ( as he is a Man 
of the greateft prefence of mind, and the leait appalled upon 
dai^r, that I have known ) he refolved. not to give himfelf 
over J and found means to make one of his Guard, in broken 
BM0bj which might well have become any Premihinza^ un- 
demand, ^ That he defired to Ipeak privately with the Govcr- 
^ nour 'j and that he would difcover tome Seaets of the Kiiuj'i^ 
^ and Queens to him, that would hi£hly advance the Service 
^ of thelParliament. The feUow made hafte to let the Gover- 
nour know thefe good tidings; who underflanding FnaeJk 
weU, as fpeodily fent for the Fnnclhmaaij who wait broug^ 
before him in the prefence of much company, and, without 
any diforder, gave fuch an account of himfelf^ as they under- 
ftood him to have feen much of the French Service ( of which 
he fpoke veiy fluently) and to have come over recommended 
to the King for ibme Command, if he ihould have occafion to 
ufe Soldiers : as, he (aid. People abroad conceiv'd him likely 
to have. After he had entertam'd the company widi fuch di& 
courfe, there being prefentfome Gentlemen, who came late- 
ty out oiFraucey and fo being the more curious to adminifiber 
queftions, he applied himfelf to the Governour ; and told him. 
<<that if he might be admitted to privacy with him, he would 
^ difcover fomewhat to him, which he would not repent to 
*^ have known. The Governour who was a Man apt enough 
to fear his own fafety, but more apprehenGve of the Jea« 
loufics which would attend him ( for his eldeft Son, and fome 
others, were more abfolutely confided in by the Parliament 
than himfelf, and were in tmth but Spies over him ) would 
not venture himfelf in another Room ^ but drew him to a 
great Window at a convenient diftance from the company^ 
and wiflied him «To fay what he thought fit. The Lord D^Sy^ 
finding he could not obtain more privacy, asked him, in £0* 
gltfhy ^ Whether he knew him ? the other, furprifed, told him, 
<< No J Then, (aid he, I fhall try whether 1 know S' Jfbm Hh 
^tbam-j and whether he be in truth, the fiime Man of Ho- 
^ nour, I have always taken him to be : And, thereupon, told 
him who he was ; and <^ That he hoped he was too much a Gen- 
<< tleman to deliver him up a facrifice to their rage and fiiry, 
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^ who, he well Icnew, were his implacable Enemies. The 
other, being aftoniih'd, and fearing tlut the By-ftanders would 
diCrover him too ( for, being now told who ne was, he won- 
der'd he found it not out Himfelf ) he defired him <<To fay no 
^ more for the jpreTent ; that he thould not be forry for the 
^^ truft he repofed in him, and fhould find him the fame Man 
^ he had thought him : That he would find Ibme time, as foon 
'^ as conveniently he migfit, to have more conference- with 
'^faim. In the mean time, that he fliould content himfelf with 
^^the ill accommodation he had, the amendment whereof 
^ would beget fufpidon : and fo he called the Guard, inllant- 
** ly to carry him away, and to have a very ftrift Eye uport 
^' him : and, turning to the Company, and bemg confcious to 
himfelf of the trouble and Diforder la his Countenance, told 
Chem, ^ That the Pr^wc^man was aflirewd Fellow,and under-. 
^' flood more of the Queen's Counfels and defigns, tten a Man 
^ would fufpe£t : That he had told him that which the Par- 
*^ liament would be glad to know ^ to whom prefently he 
^ would make a difpatch, though he had not yet fo dear in- 
^^ formations, as, he prefum'd, he (hould have afier two or 
^ three days : And fo departed to his Chamber. 

It was a wonderful mfluence, that this Noble Perfbn'^ 
Stars ( which ufed to lead him into, and out of the greateft 
perplexities and dangers, throughout the whole courfe of his 
Life) had upon this whole affiur. HotbamvnSy by his nature^ 
and education, a rough and a rude Man ^ of great covetouf^ 
nefs, of great pride, and great ambition ^ without any Bowels 
of good nature, or theleaii: fenfe or touch ofgeneroility^ his 
parts were not quick and fharp, but compof<^, and he judged 
well^ he was a Man of craft, and more like to deceive, than 
to be couzen'd : Yet, after all this, this young Noble Maiu 
known^and abhorr'd by him, for his admirable facultjr of Dif^ 
fimulation, hsui fo far prevailed, and impofed upon his fpirit, 
that he refolv'd to Pradlice that Virtue, which the other had 
Imputed to him , and not to fu£fer him to fall into the hands 
of nis Enemies. He fenc for him, the next day, at ah hour 
when he was more vacant firom attendants^ and obfervers } and^ 
at firR:, told hiiki his refolution ^ << That, mice he had fo firankly 
^^ put himfdf into his hands, he would not deceive his Truft ;. 
and wifh'd him " To confider, in wl»t way, and by whatcoA 
<< lour, he Ihould fo fet him at Liberty, that he might, withoilt 
<^ any other danger, arrive at the place where he would be« 
^' For, he &id, te would not truft any Perfon living with the 
^^ Secret, and leaft of all his Son ; whom he mention'd with 
all the bittemefi imaginable, <^ As a Man of an ill nature, and 
^* furioufly addidled to the worft defigns the Pstrliament had^ 
<< or couut Iwve j and One chat was more depended upon b/ 
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^tfaem than Himfel^ and lentthitheronlyasaSpyi^Kmhiro. 
From hence he enter'd upon the difcourfe ^ Of cne nmn^and 
*' mUcbief chat was like co be&I the whole Kingdom, from the 
^^ difl^ence between the King and the Parliament. Then ith 
menced his own Fate, ^ That, being a Man of very diffintnt 
^^ Principles from thofe who drove things to this extremity, 
<< and of^ entire aflfedtion and duty to the King, he ihauld now . 
^' be look'd upon as the chief sround, and caufe of the Citf 
'^ War whidi was to enfue, by his not opening the Pora^ 
^^ when the King would have entered into the Town: Of which 
bufineft, and of all the circumftances attending it, he fpake at 
large ^ and avow'd, << That the information fent him of die 
^< King's purpofe prefently to hang him, was the true caufe of 
*^ his having proceeded in that maimer. 

The Lord Digh^ who knew well enough how to culdvite 
every period of fuch adiicourfe, and how to work upon thofe 
Paffions which were mod predominant in him, joyn*d widi 
him in the fenfe of the CaUmities, which were lite to be&l 
the Nation ^ which he bewail'd Pathetically : and, ^ That it 
^ fliould be in the power of a handfid of ill Men, corrupted 
^ in their Afiedions to the King, and againft Monardiv it 
*< ielf, to be able to involve him, and many others of his clear 
^< intentions, in their dark Counfels, and to engage them to 
^profecute ends which they abhorr'd, and whhdi muft deter- 
'^ mine in the ruin of all the undertakers. For, he told him, 
^ that the King, in a (hort time, would reduce all his Ene* 
"mies: That the hearts of the People were already, in all 
<* places, aliened from them; and that the Fleet was fo much 
** at the King's difpofal, that, as foon as they ihould receive his 
*' Orders, they would appear in any place he apppinted : That 
•* all the Princes in chrifiendom were concem'din the quarrel, 
^^and would engage in it, as foon as they fliould be invited to 
** it : And that the Prince of Orange was refolv'd to come over 
*<in the head of his Army, and would take Hull in three days. 
All which ou^t, reafonably, to have been true in the Pra£tick, 
diough it had very little ground in the Speculation. And when 
he had, by degrees, amuted and terrified him widi this dif- 
courfe, he enlarged upon << The Honour and Glory, that Man 
^ would have, who could be fo blefled, as to prevent this ter- 
'' rible Confimon, that was in view : That King and People 
^^ would joyn in rewarding him with Honours, ftnd Pmer- 
^^ ments of all kind : and that his Name would be derived to 
" Pofterity, as the Preferver of his Country. He teld him, 




lediately 

^^ Kingdom : That the world believ'd, that he had Tome ere- 
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^* dit both with the King, and Queen ^ that he would imploy 
^< it all in his Service ; and if he would give him this rife to be- 
'^ gin upon, he fhould find, that he would be much more foiU- 
*^ citous for his Greatnefs, and a foil recompence for his Merit, 
**than he was now for his own fefety. AH thefe Advertife- 
ments, and Refledions, were the fubjed; of more than one diP 
courfe^ for S' Jahn Hot ham could not bear the variety, and 
burden of all thofe thoughts together ; but within two days 
all things were adjufted between them. Hot ham faid, ^ ic 
^ would not become him, after fuch a refofiJ, to put the Town 
^* into the King's hands ; nor could he undertake ( if he re- 
" folv'd ) to effelft it ; the Town it felf being in no degree af- 
" fedled to his Majeity's Service ^ and the Train'd-bands, of 
*' which the Garrifon wholely confided, were under Officers 
^^ upon whom he could not depend. But, he faid) If the King 
" would come before the Town, though but with one R^- 
<^ ment, and plant his Cannon againft it, and make but one 
** flior, he fhould think he had difcharged his Truft to the Par- 
^' liament, as far as he ought to do; and that he would imme- 
** diately then deliver up the Town ; which he made no doubt 
*^ but thit he (hould be then able to do. And, on this errand* 
he was contented the Lord Diglj fliould go to the King, and 
be conduced out of the Town beyond the limits of danger; 
the Govemour having told thofe Officers he trufted moft, that 
** He would fend the FrwcA-ipan to York-^ who, he was well 
*^ allured, would return to him again. He gave him likewife 
t note to a Widow, who liv'd in that City, at whofe Houfe 
he mig^ Lodge, and by whofe hands he might tranfinit any 
Letters to him. 

Whek he came to Tarky and after he had fpoke with the 
King, it was refolv'd, he (hpuld appear in his own likoneis^ 
and wait upon the King in Piiblick, tnat it mijght be believ'd, 
that he had Tranfported himfelf fit>m HoUmtdm the Ship that 
brought the Ammunition ; which was hardly yet coine to Tork^ 
it bemg now about the time that M' FHlierSy$ad &J$hm P#ii- 
^mhzt&n had been fent away, and before the news came of dieir 
ill Succefs. This was the caufe of the iuddain March towards 
f&//, before there was a Souldier levied to make an Af&ult, or 
maintain a Siege; whidi was fo much wonder'd at then, and 
fo much cenfur^d afirerwards. For aflbon as his Maiefqr re* 
ceiv'd this aOiirance, which he had fo much reafim to depend 
upon, by the treatment the Lord Vigiy had receiv'd, he de» 
clared, ^' He would, lipon fuch a day, go to Bevirh^ a place 
within four Miles qtHu/l; and appomted three or four Regi* 
ments of the Country, under the Comnnnd of fiich Geiitle* 
men whofe Affe^on was uAqueftioiiaMe^ to March thididr. as 
a Guard to his Perfon: and Bkewife lent a little Traio of At? 
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ciUeqr, which migjhc be read^ for the Summons. When Us 
Majd^ was ready with this Equipage for his March, the Lord 
Digij retum'd again in his old di(guife to £fo/^ to make fure 
that all things there midit correlpond with the former obliga- 
tion. Aflbon as the King, and the whole Court (fcNr none 
ftuftm remained at Xark) came to Bruerly (where thev were all tc- 
^l commodated, which kept them from being quickly weary) and 
, '* ^ the Train'd-hinds were likewife come thither, the Goieral, 
^]^|; the Earl ^IJndfij^ firft took poOTeffion of his Office; alittle 
I, kui troubled, and out of countenance, that he fhould appear the 
/MS. General without an Army ; and be engaged in an Knterprize, 
which he onild not imagine would (ucc^. His Majefty or* 
der'd him to fend out fome Officers, of which there was a good 
ftore^ to uke a view of the Town, and of fuch advantage 
ground, within diftance, upon which he might raife a Battery; 
as if he meant on a iuddain to Affiuiltthe place; which ap- 
peared no unreafonable defign« if there were a good Party in 
the Town to depend upon. And yet the General had no opi- 
nion, that his Army of Train'd-bands would frankly expofe 
themfdves to fiich an Attack : BeGdes a great number oTOf- 
ficers, and Perfons of Quality, who were all well Horfed, and 
had many Servants as well provided, the King had his Troop 
of Guards fo conftituted, as hath been (aid before; and there 
were few Horfe in Hd7, and thofe without Officers who un- 
derftood that kind of Service. So that it was no hard matter 
to take a very full view of the Town, by Riding to the very 
Forts, and about the Walls; nor, at nrft appearance, was 
there any Diew of Hoftiiity from the Town uoovl their neareft 
approaches to it; but after they had made that vifit two or 
three days together, they obferv'd that the Walls were better 
Mann'd, and that there was every day an increafe of labourers 
repairing the Works ; and then they begun to Shoot, when 
any went within diftance of the Works. 

All this while S^ John Hofbam had tryed fome of his Of- 
ficers, in whofe particular Afie£kion he had moft Confidence, 
how fiu- they were like to be govem'd by him; and found 
them of a temper not to be rely^l upon. His Son was grown 
jealous of fome defign, and was Caballing with thofe who 
were moft notorious vx their dilaSedion to the Governmentx 
and new Officers were fent down, by the Parliament, to affile 
in the defence of the Town, which, they thought, might pro- 
bably be attempted; and fupplies of Men had been taken in 
from the Ships, and had been lent thither from Bo/ioTr, a Town, 
upon the ^e Coaft, dE eminent Diiloyalty. So that, wheQ 
the Lord DigSy returned thither, he found a great Damp upon 
the fpirit of the Govemour, and a (kdnefs of mind, that he 
\i2id proceeded fo &r ; of which his Lordfiiip made all the hafte 
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be could to advertife the King ; but his Letters muft firft be 
feat to X&rk before they could come to Beverly ; and, when 
cbey were recdv'd, they contain'd ftiU fomewbtt of hop^ 
^ That he (hould be able to reftore him to his former Courage, 
tt and confirm his Refolucion : So that the King feem'd to defer 
any attempt, upon the hopes of the Earl of Hoi/Muts Meffige 
boore mentioned, and, in the end, he was compell'd to give 
over the defign, all hope from the Governour growing de- 
fperate; whether from his want of Courage, orwantofl^wet 
to execute what he ddir'd, remains itiU uncertain. When & 
yoJbm Hefham gave over ftither thoughts of it, he diffinifled 
Doth the Lord Digfy and Coll. jipjlmmhsm^ whom he had 
likewife detain'd till then, as a Man of ufe in the execution of 
the defign, with many profeffions of Duty to the King ^ and 
as the concealing thoie two Perfons, and afterwards reteifing 
them, immediately increafed the jealoufy of the Parliament 
againft him, fo it was the Principal Caufc^ afterwards, of the 
loft of his Head. 

Th e King difmifled the Train'd-bands, and retum'd with 
bis Court to Xerkj info much lefs Credit than when he came 
from thence, as the entring into a War without Power, or 
Preparation to profecurc it, was like to produce. The incon- 
venience was the greater, becaufe the principal Perfons of 
Quality, of Court or Country, and the Officer! had the \tb 
reverence for the Kine's Condudl, by feeing fucb an Adion 
cfiter'd upon with fo little Reafon,6rofecutedfo perfiindto- 
rily : All which reproaches fait Majefiy thought ^er to bear, 
than to difcover the Motives of his Journey; which were 
then Jtnown to few, nor, to this day, have been publiflied. 

W H SN the King retum'd to Torky exceedindy troubled at 
the late March he had made, and all Men expreffing ^eat im» 
patience to be in A&ion, very many Perfons of Honour and 
Quality, having attended long at Court, believing they mi^c 
be more ufefiil to his Majefty 's Service in their own Countnes. 
in reftraining the difafiedted from any Seditious Attempts, and 
diipofing the People in general to be conftant in their Loyalty, 
an Accident fell out, that made it abfolutely neceflary for the 
King to declare the War, and to enter bpon it, before he was in ^^^^ ^^ 
any degree ripe for Adtion; which was, that FertfiimKih had rfng ^ 
declared for the King, and refufed to fubmit to the Parliament; porT- 
which had thereupon fent an Army under the Command df month, ir- 
S* miliam WsUer^ to reduce it. The relating how this came ^^^!! 
to pais, requires a large difcourfe, and will adminiiier much ' ^^' 
variety, not without fomewhat of pleafure and wcKider, from 
the temper and fpirit crf'the Perfon who conduced that ABdoo; 
if it can be fiud to be conduced widiout any Conduft. 

W K have remembcr'd before, in tbelaft Year^tHe difcourfe 
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of the brining up the Army to LjmJkm to awe the Parliaaa^ 
and the uorpeakable diihonoury and damage th6 King fu&ain'd 
by that diicourfe. how groundiefs foe^er it wts^ all whkk 
was imputed to Coll. Qw'mg^ who, by chat means^ grew imp 
great Reputation with the Parliament, as a Man fo irrecovenbty 
foft at Court, that he would joyn with them in the moll de- 
iberate defigns^ yet he carried hirofelf with (b great dexterity, 
tnat, within few Months, he wrought upon the King tnd 
Queen to believe, that he fo much repented that Fault, tint 
be would redeem it by any Service; and to truft him to that 
d^ee, that the Queen, once, refolv'd, when the Tuoxilti 
drove their Majefties firft from Umiom^ for her feourity, to 
jput her felf into F&rtfii$utbj which was under his Govern- 
ment; whilft his Majefty betook himfelf to the Northern 
parts; which defigo was no fooner over (if not before) than 
be, again, intimated fo much of it to the Lord Kmiekau^ and 
that Party^ that they took all the Truft he had from Court, to 
proceed from the Confidence their Majefties had of his Fa- 
ther's intereft in him; whofe Affi^dion and S^eal to their Ser- 
vice was ever moft indubitable : but afliured tbemfUves, He 
was their own, even againft his own Father. So that he car- 
ried the matter fo, ths^ at flie fame time, he received aoooi 
from the Q{ieen ( whicn (he raifed by the fide of her riate> 
and fome Jewels ) to Fortify, and Vidbial, and Reinforce his 
Garrifon, againft the time it fhould be neccf&ry to declare for 
the King; and a good fiipply from the Parliament, for the 
payment of the Garrifon, that it might be kept the better de- 
voted to Tliem, and to Their Service. All which he per- 
ifbrm'd with that admirable diflimulation, and rare confidence^ 
that, when the Houfe cf Comixions was inform'd by a Mem- 
ber, whofe 2^al and Meddon to them was as much valued 
as any Man's, << That all his correfpondence in the County was 
<< witJi the moft Malignant Perfons ; that of thofe; many fre- 
quently reforted to, and continued with him in the Garri- 
<^ Ton ; that he was Fortifying, and raifing of Batteries towardi 
^ the Land : And that, in his difcourfe, efpecially in the fea- 
<^fons of his good feUowIhip, he ufed to utter tnreats againft 
^ the Parliament, and (harp cenfures of their Proceedings, and 
upon fuch Informations ( the Author whereof was well Known 
to them, and of great Reputation; and liv^dfo near Fortfiftoutbj 
^hat he could not be miftaken, in the matter of faft) the 
Houfe fent for him, moft thinking he would refiife to come ; 
Colonel Gorhig came^upon the Summons, with that undaunted- 
nefs, that ail clouds of diftruft immediately vaniQied, inforouch 
fs no Man prefum'd to whifper the leaft jcsaloufy of him; 
which he obferving, came to the Houfe of Commons, of 
i9^high he was a Member; and having fate a day or two pa- 
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tieody, as if he expefted fome Charge , in the end be flood 
op, with a Countenance fiiU of Moddly, and yet not withput 
a mixture of Anger ( as he could help himfelf with all die 
snfinuations of doubt, or fear, or ihame, or fimplidty in hi$ 
face, that mi^t gain belief, to a greater d^ee than I ever 
faw any M^n ; and could feem the nioft con^unded when he 
was beft prepar'd, and the moft out of Countenance when he 
#as beft refoiv'd, and to want words, and the habit of foeak- 
ing, when they flowed from no Man with greater power) and 
told them, ^ That be had been fent for by them, upon Ibme 
^' information given afiainft him, and that, thouejh be believ'c^ 
^< the Charge being \o ridiculous, they migbt have receiv'j^ 
**by their own particular inquiry, fatisfeftion^ yet the dit 
^ courfes that had been ufed, and his being fent for in that 
** manner, had b^ot fome Prqudice to him in his Reputation; 
<' whidi if he comd not preferve, he Ihould be left able to do 
^^ Them Service ; and therefore defired, that he mig^t have 
^ leave (though very unskilful, and unfit to fpeak, in fo Wife 
^^ and Judicious an Aflembly) to prefent to them me ftate and 
^* condition of that Place under bis Command ; and then he 
<< doubted not but to give them foil fatisfiiOion in thofe parti- 
^^culars, which, poffibly^ had made fome impreflion in them 
^' to his difadvantage : lliat he was far fi'om taking it ill from 
'^ thofe, who had given any information againft him; for, 
^^ what be had done, and mufl do, mig^t give fome Umbrage 
^ to well ^[SeAed Perfons, who knew not the grounds and 
** reafbns, that induced him fo to do; but that if any fiich Per- 
^ fon would, at any time, rcfort to him, he would clearly in- 
** form them of whatever Motives he had; and would be glad 
*' of their Advice, and AfBftance for the better doing thereof. 
Then he took notice of every particular that had been pub- 
lickly faid againft him, or privately whifper'd, and gave fucb 
plauuble Anfwers to the whole, mtermmgling fliarp Taunts, 
and Scorns, to what had been faid of him, with pretty agpli* 
cation of himfelf, and fhttery to the Men that fpake it : Con- 
diiding, " That they well knew, in what efteem he flood with 
<* others : fo that if^ by his ill Carrij^e, he fhould forfeit the 
*' good opinion of that Houfe, upon which he only depended, 
^ and to whofe Service he entirely devoted himfelf, he were 
'' madder than his Friends took him to be, and muft be as un- 
^^ pitied in any mifery, that could befal him, as his Enemies 
** would be glad to fee him. With which, as innocently and 
unafie<^edly uttered, as can be imagin'c^ he ^ot fo general an 
Applaufe from the whole Houfo. that, not without Tome little 
Apology for troubling him, ** They defired him again to repair 
^ to his Goverttment, and to finifh thofe Works, which were 
<< peceflary for th<l ftfety of lilt Aice; and gratified him with 
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coo&ntiog to all the PropoGtions, he made in the behalf of hff 
Garrifon, and paid him a good Sum of Money for their Ar- 
rears^ with which, and being privately afliired (which was in- 
deed refolv'd on) that he Qiould be Lieutenant General of their 
Horfe in their new Army, when it (hould be form'd, he de- 
parted again to Fortjmmah'y in the mean tune, afliiring his 
Majeftv by thofe who were trufted between, them, '^ That he 
'^ would be fpeedily in a Po(hire to make any fuch Declaration 
• ^^ for his Service, as he (hould be requir'd^ wnich he was forced 
to do fooner tb^n he was provided for it^ though not fooner 
Chan he had reafon to exped. 

When the Levies for the Parliament Army were in good 
forwardnefs, and that Lord had received his Commiflion for 
Lieutenant General of the Horfe, he wrote to the Lord 
KMoltony who was his moft bofome Friend, and a Man very 
powerfiil, defiring, ^^ That he might not be call'd to give his 
*' attendance upon the Army, till it was ready to March ^ be- 
^' caufe there were fo many things to be done, and perictled, 
'^ for the (afety of that important Eiace, that he was deOrous to 
^^ be prefent Himfelf at die work as long as was pd£ble. In 
*^ the mean time, he had given diredions to his Agent in Umr 
^^ iony to prepare all things for his Equipage ; fo that he would 
*' be ready to appear, at any Rendezvous, upon a day's wam- 
<^ ing. Thoum the £arl of Ef^x did much defire his Com- 
pany, and Adiitance in the Council of War, and preparing the 
Articles, and forming the Difcipline for the Army, he having 
been more lately verfed in the Order and Rule of Marches, 
and the Provifions neceflary, or convenient thereunto, than 
any Man then in their Service, and of greater Command than 
any Man but the General ; yet the Lord Kmbolton prevail'd, 
that he might not be fent for, till things were riper for A<5tion. 
And, when, that Lord did afterwards write to him, ^' That it 
^ was time he (hould come away, he fent fuch new, and rea- 
fonable excufes, that they were not unfiitisfied with his de- 
lay j till he had multiplied thofe excufes fo long, that they 
begun to fufped^ and they no fooner inclined to liifoidon, 
but they met with abundant Arguments to cherifti it. His be« 
haviour and courfe of Life was very notorious to all the Neigh- 
bours, nor was he at all referv'd in his Mirth, and publick 
Difcourfes , to conceal his opinion of the Parliament , and 
their Proceedings. So that, at laft, the Lord Kimholton writ 
plainly to him, " That he could no longer excufe his abfence 
*' from the Army, where he was much wanted j and that, if 
'* he did not come to London by fuch a (hort day, as he named, 
*' he found his Integrity would be doubted ; and that many 
" things were laid to his Charge, of which he doubted not 
'^hisJumocence^ and therefo(e conjured him, immediately, 

"to 
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<< to be at Wifimufiif-y it being now to be no longer ixScsfd^ 
^or puto£ Hewrita jollv Letter to that Lord, ^^That, the 
** truth was, his Council aavifed him, that the Parliament ^d • 
<€ manv things which were illeg^^ and that he might incur 
^^ much danger by obeying all their Orders j that he had re* 
^' ceived the Command of that Garrifon from the King^ and 
^^ that he durft not be abfent from it, without His leave : And 
concluded with ibme good Counfel to the Lord* 

This Declaration of the Govemour of a Place, which had 
the reputation of being the only Place of ftrength in Em^anJ^ 
and fituated upon the Sea, put them into many apprehentions; 
and they loft no time in endeavouring to reduce it ; but, upon 
the firft underftanding his Refolution, Sr WXUm Wdhr was 
fenr, with a good part of the Army, fo to block it up, that 
neither Men, nor rroviiion, mieht be able to get in: and 
fome Ships were fent from die Fleet, to prevent any relief by 
Sea: and thefe Advertifements came to the King^ aflbon as 
he returned to Yitrk. 

I T gave no fmall Reputation to his Majefb^s Afiiurs, when 
there was fo great a damp upon the fpirits of Men, from the 
mifidventures at Bevwfy^ that fo notaUe a Place as F9rtJ^ 
w9iah had declared for him , in the very beginning of the 
War ; and that fo good an Officer as Gormgy was remm'd to 
his Duty, and in the poOeffion of the Town : and the King, 
who was not iiirpriied with the matter, knowing wdl the Re- 
folution of the Colonel , made no doubt, but that he wa* 
very well fupplied with all things , as he might well have 
been, to have given the Rebels work for thre^ or four Months, 
at the leaft. Whereupon, he fcnthwith publilh'd a Declaration, 
that had been long ready, in which he reau)itulated all the 
Infolent, and Rel^llious A&ions the two Houfes bul com- 
mitted againft him : and declared them ^^ To be guilty; and 
'^ forbid all his Subjedbs to yield any obedience to them : And, 
at the fame time, publlihed his Proclamation y by which, he 
^^ Required all Men, who could bear Arms, to repair to him 
'^ at NMNggham^ by the i^'h of Aitiitfi following j on which . 
<^ day, he would fet up his Royal Standard there, which all 
^^ good Subjedts were obliged to attend. At the Gime time^ he 
fent the N^quis of Hfrtford to raife Forces in the Weft, or, 
at leaft, to reftrain thofe parts (where His Intereft, and Re- 
putation was greater than any Man's ) within the limits of 
their Duty to the King, and from being conupted, or pervert- 
ed bv the Parliament! and with him went the Lord Seymour ^ 
his Brother; the Lord Pamktylhf tony StawiLcavemtfjyBerie^ 
fyy WmdhoTny and fome other Gentlenuhi, of the prime Qua- 
lity, and Intereft in the Weftem parts; who were like to 
give as good examples ii^ theit Perfons, and to be foUow'd bjr 
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as many Men, as any fuch Number ofGendemen in B^glsMi^ 
tould be. And from this Party, enliyenVl bv die Power, and 
Reputation of the Marquis, the King was in nopes, that P§rtf' 
m§utb would be fliortiy relieved, and made the head Quarter 
to a good Army. When sdl this was done, he did all that was 

Bimble to be done, without Money, to haikn his Levies of 
orfe and Foot, and to prepare a light Train of Artillery ; that 
he might appear ac Ntnim^uatujx the day when the Standard 
was to be tet up^ with (wi a Body of Men, as might be, at 
the leaft a competent Guard to his Perfon. 

Many were then of opinion, '^ That it had been more for 
^^ his Majelly's Benefit and Service, if the Standard had been 
*^ appointed to be fet up at T§rk'y and (b that the King had 
^^ iay'd there, without moving further South, until he could 
<< have marched in the Head of an Army, and not to depoid 
^' upon ^hering an Army up in his March. All the Nortaem 
Counties were, at prefent, moft at his devotion ; and fo it 
would be molt ea^ to raife Men there : Nkw^CMft/e was 
*^ the only Port in his obedience, and whither he had appoint- 
*^ed his Supplies of Arms, and Ammunition to be (ent; of 
^ which he had (b prefent need, that all his Magazine^ which 
*^ was brought in the Providntce^ was akeady diftributed to 
*' thofe few Gentlemen, who had received Commiflions, and 
** were moft like fpeedily to raife their Regiments^ and it wouid 
^^ be a verly Ions, and might prove a very dangerous pa{&ae 
^' to set the fup^ies, whidi were daily expeded, to be tu-ou^t 
** with fecurity from Nevj-Caftley when the King Ihould be 
*' advanced fo many days Journey beyond Tork, AU whidi 
were very important Confiderations, and ought to have pre* 
vailed^ but the King's inclinations to be nearer London^ and 
the expectation he had of great eflfedts from Fortfmouthy and 
the Weft, difpoied him to a wilUngnefs to prefer Nottingham -^ 
but that which determin'd the Point, was an apparent, and 
manifeft averlion in the Ti^ri'-jjl&ire Gentlemen, whole aflfedions 
were lealt fufpeOed , that his Majefty ihould continue , and 
remain at Tork ; " Which, they faid, tne People apprehended, 
*< would inevitably make that Country the leat of the War : 
unsldlfully imagining, that the War would be no where, but 
where the Kinj^s Army was; and therefore they facilitated all 
things, which might contribute to his remove from thence ; 
undercook , to provide Convoys for any Arms and Amuni- 
tion from New-Cafi^e^ to haften the Levies in their own 
Country ; and to borrow the Arms of fome of the Train'd- 
bands; which was the beft expedient, that could be found 
out, to Arm the King's Troops, and had it's reverfe in the 
murmurs it produced, and in leaving the beft afteded Men, 
by being difarm'd, at the Mercy of their Enemies; who care- 
fully 
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fiiUy kept their We^ns, that they mi^t be ready tb fi^ 
agiinft tne Kin^. This caufed the reiblution to be taken for 
NBttmghmn^ without enough weighing the objedions, which, 
upon roe &itrance into great Actions, cannot be too much 
deliberated, though^ in the Execution, they were bed Ibut out. 
And it quickly appeared in thole very Men, who prevailed 
moft in ciiat Council ; for, when the time drew on, m which 
Uf Majefty was to depart, and leave the Country, Then they 
remembered, ^< That the Garrifon of HttU would be left as a 
*< thorn in their fides , where there were well form'd, and 
^^ adive Troops, which might march over the Country with* 
^ out control, and come into Tork it felf without refiitance ? 
*<-That there were many dirafiei3:ed Perfons of Quality, and 
'^ Intereft in the Country, who. as foon as the King fhoiud be 
*^gone, would appear amongft their Nd^bours, and findt 
^' ccxicurrence firom themintneir worftdefigns; and that there 
^ were fome places, fome whole Corporations, fo notorioufly 
^'difafieded, efpecially in matters relating. to the Churcl^ 
^' that th^ wanted only Conductors to carry them into Rebel* 
"lion. 

These, and the like refledtions, made too late impreflions 
upon them j and Now, too much, they magnified this Man's 
power, whom before they contemned : and doubted that Man's 
Afiedion, of which they were before lecure; and made a thou* 
i^nd Propofitions to the King this day, whereof they rejeded 
the greateft part to morrow y and , as the day approached 
nearer for the Kingi's departure, their apprehenfions and irre* 
folntions increafed. In the end, they were united in two Re* 
quefts to the King; that '^ He would commit the fupreme 
** Command of the Country, with reference to all Military Af- 
*' fiurs, to the Earl of Cumberland -^ and qualify him, with an 
^* ample Commiffion, to that purpofe. The omer, '* That his 
*^ Majefty would command Sr Thomas Giembmm to remain 
^< with them, to govern and command fuch Forces, as the Earl 
^^ of CumherUnd{hoyjX(\ find neceflary for their defence. And 
this Provifion being made by the King, they obliged them- 
ielves to concur in making any preparations, and fomiing any 
Forces the E^ (hould require. His Majefty, as willingly, gra- 
tified them in both their defires. The Earl of Omherland was 
a Man of great Honour and Integrity, who tud all his Eflate 
in that Country, and had lived moftamon^ them, with very 
much acceptation, and affe&ion from the Gentlemen, and the 
Common People : but he was nor, in any deme, aoive, or 
of a Martial temper ; and rather a Man more like not to toive 
any Enemies, than to oblige any to be firmly, and refolutdy 
his Friends, or to purfue his Intereft : The great Fortune o[ 
the Family was divided, and the greater pare ot it carried away 

by 
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b)r an Hdr Female ; and his Father had To wafted the l^ 
mainder, diat the Earl could not live with thac luftre, nor 
draw fo great a dmndence upon UnK as his Anceftora hid 
done, ui a woixL he was a Man of Honour, and Popular 
cnoujrii in Peace, out not endued with diofe parts which were 
neoeflaryfbr fiich a Seafon. Sr Th9mM Glemham was a Gentle- 
man ofa noble extrafikion, and a fair Fortune, though he hsd 
much inmaired it; he had Qient many years, in Armies, be- 
vond the Seat} and hehad beenan Officer of very good efieem 
In die Kin^s Armies, and of courage, and Integrity unqae- 
ftionable j . but he was not of £> ftirring and aAive a nature, as 
to be aUe to Infiife Fire enough into the Flegmatick conftitu- 
tions of that People^ who did rather wiih to be SpeOatorsof 
the War, than Fames in it ; and believed, if they did not pro- 
voke the other Party, they^might all live quietly together} 
until S^ J$bm H§tkmy by his excurfions, and depredations out 
cfHifU, and their feditious Neighbours, by their InfurreAiona^ 
awaken'd them out of that Pleafant Dreaia And then the 
greateft part of the Gentry of that Populous Couptry^ and verv 
many of die GcNnmon People, did bjchave themfeives wim 
fignal Fidelity, and Courage in the King's Service : Of all 
which Particulars, which deferve well to be remembered, and 
tranfinitted to Pofterity, there will be occafion to make men- 
don, in the following DUcourfe. 

Y E T I cannot leave Tork without the mention of one Par* 
ticular j which, in truth, is a lively Inftance of the Spirit and 
Temper of that time, and was a (ad Prefage of all the misfor- 
tunes which foUow'd. There were very few Gentlemen, or 
Men of any (^udity, in that large County, who were adtively 
or faAiouily d&afiedled to his Majefty ^ and of thofe the Lord 
FsirftXy znd his SoOy Sr Thomas Fairfax^ WQie the d:nef'y who 
were govem'd by two or three, of infieriour Quality, more 
converfant with the People : who were as well known as 
They. All thefe were intneCounty^ at their Houfes, within 
lew miles of York j and the King relolved, at his going away, 
to have taken them all Prifoners, and to have put them m 
fife Cuftody i by which, it was veiy probable, thofe mifchieft, 
that (hortly after broke out, might have been prevented. But 
the Gentlemen of the County, who were met together to con- 
liilt for their own fecurity, nearing of this Delign, befought 
his Majdly **Not to do it; alledging, "That he would, there- 
^ by, leave them in a worfe conditio]^ by an Ad fo ungraci- 
^ ous, and unpopular ; and that the diiafiedted would be fo 
^ far from being weakened, that their Party would be increaf- 
•* ed thereby ; many really believing, that neither Father nor 
Son were tnmfported with over-vehement inclinations to the 
Parliament; but would willingly fit ftill, without being Adtive 
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on either fide ; which, no doubr, was i Policy, that tsam 
of diofe^ who wifhed welL defiroi and intended to be tm 
by. And (b his Majefty left Xarkj taking with him only two 
or three of inferior rank ( whereof one Stafleton was one) who 
were known to have been very adive in ftirring the Pto* 
pie to Sedition ^ smd yet upon fome fpedous pretences^ feme 
very good Men were perfwaded, within few days, to procare 
the Liberty and £iilargroent even of thofe from his M^s&f. 
So tickliih were thofe times, and fo wary were all Men to 
advife, the King (hould do any thing, which upon the ftrift- 
cft inqui(ition, might feem to fwerve from the ftrid; rule 
of the Law ^ believing, unreafonabiy, that the fofteft and 
gentleft Remedies might be moft wholefomdy applied to 
chofe rough, and vioieot Difeafes. 

The King came to Nottingham two or three days before 
die day he had appointed to fet up the Standard; having 
taken Lmcdlm in his way, and drawn fome Arms from tibe 
Train'd-bands of that Country with him to Ncttmgbami from: 
whence, the next day, he went to take a view o^ his thxfc^ 
whereor there were feveral Troops well arm'd, and under 
good OfiBcers, to the number of feven or eight hundred Men; 
with which, being informed, ^'That there were fome Regi- 
^ ments of Foot marching towards Caventryy by the Earl of 
^ Ejfex his Orders, he made hafte thither y making little 
doubt, but that he ihould be able to get thither before them, 
and fo to pofTefs himfelf of that City y and he did get thirhar 
the day before they came ; but found, not only the Gates [hue 
againft him, but fome of his Servants (hot, and wounded from 
the Walls : Nor could all his Meflages, and Summons pre- 
vail with the Mayor and Magiftrates, before there was any 
Garrifon there, to fufFer the King to enter into the City. So 
great an Intereft, and Reputation the Parliament had gotten 
over the Afifedtions of that People, whofe hearts were alie- 
nated from any reverence to the Government. 

The King could not remedy the Affront, but went that 
night to Stonefyy the Houfe then of S^ IteMkis Lh^ where he 
was well receiv'd ^ and, the next dav, his Body of Horfe^ 
having a clear view, upon an open Campania, for five or foe 
miles together, of the Enemies fmall Body of Foot, which con- 
Oiled not of above twelve hundred Men with one Troop of 
Horfe, which Marched with them over that plain, retired 
before them, without giving them one Charge; which was 
imputed to the ill condud; of Wtlmoty who Commanded; and 
bad a colder Courage, than many who were under him, and 
who were of opinion, that they might have eafily defeated 
that Body of Foot : Which would have been a very feafon- 
able Victory ; would have put Coventry unqueltionably into 
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tlifi Kia^ handf, and lent him with a good Omen to the 
fetdng up of his ftandard. Whereas, that unhappy Retreat, 
which looked like a Defeat, and the Rebellious behaviour of 
OR^ntfiy, made his Majeft/s return to Notthtgham very Me- 
lantdioly ; whither he return'd the very day the Standard was 
appointed to be fet up. 
According to the Proclamation^ upon the twenty fifth 
/<*dnf of A»ff^ftj the Standard was ereoed, about fix of the 
f^jH^ Clock in the evening oS a very fiormy, and teropeffaious day. 
jtjTTj The Kins himfelf, with a froall train, rode to tne top of the 
i^u Ctffib Hul, Vkrwey the Knight-MvUial, who was Standard 
Bearer, carrying the Standard, which was then ereoed, in 
that puce, wiui little other Ceremony than the found of 
Drums, and Trumpets : Melandioly Men obferv'd many ill 
Prefi^ about that time. There was not one Regiment of 
Foot yet brought thither, fo that die Train'd-bands, which 
the Sheriff had drawn together, were all the ftreneth the King 
bad for his Perfon, and the Guard of the Standard. There 
iqppear'd no Conflux of Men in obedience to the Proclama- 
tion ^ the Arms, and Ammunition were not yet come from 
IMtj and a General Sachiefs cover'd the whole Town. The 
Standard was blown down, the fame night it had been fet up, 
by a very iirong and unruly wind, and could not be fixed again 
in a day or two, till the tempeft was allayed. This was the 
Mdancnoly State of the King's Af&irs, when the Standard 
iras fet up.
